*Thiki  u  1  pleaiuTc  m  paiotiog  which  none  but  painicri  know/ 
In  writing,  you  tuvc  to  conicnd  with  ibc  world;  in  naiming,  jou 
have  only  to  carry  on  a  friendly  Kiiic  with  Nature.  You  tit  down 
to  youf  tukt  ■«!  ue  tuppy.  I-'rom  the  monicnt  th.tt  you  Lake  up  the 
peacili  and  look  Nature  in  the  Tace,  you  arc  u  pe-jcc  with  your  own 
beart.  No  anKty  paasiotu  Tiatr  to  diiturb  the  iileot  progreM  of  the 
work,  to  ihake  the  hand,  or  dim  the  brow  :  no  irritable  humour*  are 
act  ailoat :  )-ou  hare  no  abnird  opinion*  to  combat,  no  jwini  to  strain, 
no  advntary  to  cru»h,  no  fool  to  annoy — you  ate  aauatcd  by  fear  or 
Hioot  to  no  manj  There  U  *  no  juggling  here,'  no  lophiBtry,  no 
ifltrigne,  no  lamperb];  with  the  evidence,  no  attempt  to  make  black 
white,  or  white  bkck :  but  you  resign  yourtelf  into  the  handt  of  a 
greater  power,  that  of  Nature,  with  the  timplicity  of  a  child,  and  the 
devotion  of  an  cnthuaiaxt — 'itudy  with  joy  her  mariner,  and  with 
taptorc  tajitc  her  Kyle,"  The  mind  in  calm,  and  full  at  the  same  time. 
TIk  hand  and  eye  are  equally  employed,  lo  tracing  the  commoneat 
object,  a  plant  or  the  itutnp  of  a  tree,  you  Icam  aomethin^  every 
moment-  You  perceive  unexpected  dinercncet,  and  dieooTcr  lihe- 
nenea  where  you  looked  for  no  »uch  thing.  You  try  to  let  down 
what  you  tee — find  out  your  error,  and  correct  it.  You  need  not 
play  tricka,  or  purpoarly  miftake  i  with  alt  your  paina,  you  are  itill 
far  abort  of  the  mark.  Patience  grow*  out  of  the  cndleu  punuit,  aod 
turn*  il  into  a  Itaxnry.  A  atreak  in  a  Hower,  a  wrinldc  in  a  leaf,  a 
tinge  IB  a  cloud,  a  «ain  in  an  old  wall  or  ruin  ^t^T'  "'^  Kizcd  with 
aridity  aa  the  tfclia  ofima  of  thia  aort  of  mental  warfare,  and  (umiab 
out  labour  for  another  half  day.  The  bouri  paia  away  untold,  with- 
out chagrin,  and  without  wearincM ;  nor  would  you  ever  with  to  paM 
tbcm  ouMrwiac.    lanoccace  ta  joined  with  induatry,  pluiure  with 
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KiK  1  looked  »  ihcm  tad  nxcezt,  and  tried  to  do  tbc  tame,  till  tbe 
Tcry  *  light  thickctitd,'  ind  there  wu  «n  ctnbiiKai  in  ibt  feeling  of 
tbe  ur  i  There  it  oo  end  of  the  refiaemcMa  of  an  and  nature  id  thia 
fetpect.  One  may  ktolc  at  the  micty  glimroenng  horizon  till  the  eye 
duzJea  and  the  tnu^natioo  it  lott,  in  hope*  to  tranifer  the  whole 
intWBiiMble  cxpaiiM  at  one  blow  ii|iod  cbutm.  Wilacn  aakt,  be  uwd 
to  try  to  paiM  the  effect  of  the  mote*  daacing  in  the  sctdnig  ran.  At 
another  time,  a  fricad  comiag  inio  bi>  paiMtng-rooni  when  he  was 
■ttiog  oo  titr  ground  ta  a  melancholy  poiturei  obterted  ibat  hU 
picture  looked  like  a  Uudicipe  after  a  shower :  he  atarted  up  with 
llw  grcateat  deltjtht,  and  laid,  ■  That  ii  the  effect  I  mteiKl(d  to  pro- 
dnoe,  bat  dMu^t  1  had  failed.'  Wilton  wai  neglected  i  and,  by 
decree*,  negle^ed  hiii  art  to  ipply  hiniKll'  to  htandy.  Hit  hand 
bccinic  unmndy,  m>  that  it  waa  only  by  repeated  aticmpn  that  he 
oovld  reach  the  place,  or  produce  the  enect  he  aimed  at ;  and  when 
he  bad  done  a  little  to  a  picture,  he  would  aay  to  any  aoquaintaoce 
wbe  ciiaBoed  to  drop  in, '  I  have  painted  enough  for  one  day :  comei 
kt  tu  go  aotnewhere.'  It  wai  not  to  Claude  left  hia  picluies  or  hit 
Mndjea  on  the  banka  of  the  Tiber,  to  go  is  March  of  other  enjoy- 
Bieott,  or  ceiKd  to  gate  upon  tbc  glittering  ninny  vale*  and  diatant 
hill*;  and  while  hii  eye  drank  in  the  dear  sparkling  hue*  and  lovely 
fomu  of  nature,  hit  hand  stamped  them  on  the  lucid  cuitu  lo  bit 
there  fbf  ever ! — One  of  the  mott  delightful  parta  of  my  life  waa  OM 
fine  miubut,  when  i  med  to  walk  out  of  an  ereainj;  to  catch  the  Lul 
lifht  of  the  fUB,  gpmmiiig  the  green  *lopea  or  ruB»et  Uwna,  ^d  fiildinj; 
lower  or  tree,  while  the  Slue  tkjr  giadnally  turuioK  to  purple  and  ^old, 
or  ikincd  with  dosky  grey,  hung  ita  broad  marble  parcnM;Dt  over  all, 
M  we  aee  it  in  the  great  matter  of  Italian  landscape.  But  to  come  to 
a  iDorc  fonicalar  cxpltDiXMa  of  the  nbjcct. 

The  fim  head  I  ever  tried  to  paint  wa*  an  old  woman  with  the 
upper  pdrt  of  the  face  ahaded  by  her  bonnet,  and  I  certainly  laboured 
it  with  great  perceverance.  It  took  lae  Dumbetleia  titlingi  to  do  it. 
I  have  it  by  me  still,  and  tometime*  look  at  it  with  mrptiae,  to  think 
bow  much  pain*  were  thrown  away  to  little  purpotc, — yet  oot 
altogether  in  vtin  if  it  taught  me  to  tee  good  in  every  thing,  and  to 
know  that  there  ia  nothing  vulgar  in  nature  teco  with  the  eye  of 
•cienoc  or  of  tnic  an.  Keflnement  create*  beauty  everywhere :  it 
it  the  groMoett  of  tbe  tpectator  that  dticotert  aotiung  but  grotsneat 
,in  the  object.  Be  ihi*  at  it  mav,  I  ipared  do  paina  to  do  my  beat. 
If  an  wai  long,  I  thoi^bt  that  life  waa  to  too  at  that  moment.  I 
got  in  tbc  graeral  effect  the  Itnrt  day;  and  pleated  and  lurprited 
enough  I  waa  at  lay  niccett.  The  re«  wa*  a  work  of  time— of 
week*  and  moniht  ( if  need  were)  of  poiiem  toil  and  careful  finiahiog. 
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he  bid  juK  learacrd  hi*  an,  he  tbould  be  forced  to  die.     Leooardo, 
ig  Uie  alow  advanced  of  hit,  hoc!  lived  long  enouKb  ! 

Paioiing  in  not,  like  wtiiing,  wh*t  it  propedy  undcntood  by  « 
(cdcoury  cmploynicDt.  It  requirct  not  indeed  a  ntong,  but  a  coo- 
tiaucd  and  steady  exertion  of  muacuJAr  power.  The  prrcision  and 
dclicaCf  of  tbc  manual  opentiun  mikea  up  for  the  wsot  of  vehemcDce, 
— a>  to  balance  hinuielf  for  any  lime  in  the  laiue  potitioo  the  rope- 
dancer  mutt  itrain  every  nerve.  Paioting  for  a  whole  monuDg  ff'^t 
one  M  excellent  an  appetite  for  one'i  dinner,  a*  old  Abraham  Tuckcc 
actjoircd  for  hi*  by  riding  OTct  BBonicad  Downt.  !i  i»  related  of  ' 
Sir  Jothua  Reynolds,  ilini  '  he  look  no  other  cxerciK  than  what  he 
uted  io  hi)  puinttng-ruom,'— the  wriicf  means,  in  walking  bickwardt 
Bod  forwarda  to  look  at  hit  picture ;  but  the  >ct  of  painting  itself,  of 
laying  on  the  colour*  io  the  proper  ptaee,  and  proper  (juintity.  wm  a 
much  harder  exerciK  than  thin  aitemnic  receding  from  and  returning 
to  the  picture.  Thii  Inn  would  be  rather  a  relaxation  and  relief  than 
an  effort,  h  i*  not  to  be  wondered  ai,  thst  an  artiH  like  Sir  Jothun, 
who  delighted  «o  much  io  the  sensua!  and  prnciical  part  of  hi*  art, 
(hould  have  found  himself  at  a  cotuidcrable  loss  when  the  decay  of 
his  tight  precluded  him,  for  the  last  year  or  two  of  hi*  life,  from  the 
following  up  of  hit  profeision, — *the  *ource,'  accoidiog  to  bis  own 
remark,  ■  of  thirty  years  unintemiptcd  enjoynient  and  prosperity  to 
biro.'  It  i*  only  ihoK  who  nerer  think  at  all,  or  clae  who  hare 
accuttomcd  thcmsekcs  to  brood  inceiiantly  on  abstraa  idea*,  that 
Dcrer  feel  fnnm. 

To  give  one  iottance  more,  and  then  I  will  have  done  with  this 
tamblieg  discourse.  One  of  my  lirst  attemp!*  was  a  picture  of  nijr 
fatbeTi  who  was  then  in  a  greea  old  age,  with  strong-marked  featuie<^  | 
aod  scarred  with  the  tmatl-pox.  I  drew  it  with  a  broad  liKhl  crom* 
ing  the  face,  looking  down,  with  spectacle*  on,  reading.  The  book 
Wat  Shalir«bury'*  CharacceriMics,  in  a  fine  old  binding,  with  Gribciin's 
etchings.  My  fattier  would  as  lievc  it  had  been  any  other  book ; 
but  for  him  to  read  was  to  be  content,  was  '  rJchn  hncleis.'  The 
■ketch  promiied  well ;  and  1  u-l  to  work  to  finish  it,  determined  to 
spare  no  time  nor  pains.  My  father  was  willing  to  Mt  a*  long  at  I 
pleased  i  for  there  is  a  natural  desire  in  tbe  mind  of  man  to  sit  for 
one'*  |«cture,  to  be  the  object  of  continued  aileiKion,  to  have  one'* 
likencM  multiplied ;  and  besides  hi*  taiiifactioo  in  the  picture,  he 
had  some  pride  in  the  artist,  though  be  would  rather  I  should  faav« 
writteit  a  sermon  than  painted  like  Renibrandt  or  like  KaphacK 
Thote  winter  days,  with  the  gleams  of  lunihine  coming  through  the 
cbapcl- windows,  and  cheered  by  the  note*  of  tbe  robin  ■redbreast  in 
oor  garden  (that  'cwr  in  the  haunch  of  winter  sing*') — a*  myafier- 
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Dooa's  wock  drew  to  a  gIok, — drcre  among  the  happiett  of  my  lile.

'  /dH«  dm  a  famttr  ! '     It  was  ao  idle  tbouglit,  a  boy't  concdt ;  hui 

it  did  not  make  me  IcM  happy  at  the  time.     I  uied  regularly  to  *et 

my  work  in  the  chair  to  look  at  it  through  the  Inng  ercnings  ;  and 

Bsay  a  time  did  I  renm  lo  take  learc  of  it  before  1  conld  go  to  bed

Tki!  paiotcr  not  only  take*  a  delight  in  aaturc,  he  has  a  new  and 
[  exquisite  source  of  plcasarc  opened  to  htm  ia  the  ttudy  and  ooa- 
tcmplatioo  of  work*  of  art— 

*  Whate'cr  Lorraine  Ij^t  touch 'd  with  wl^'ning  hue. 
Or  mvage  Rota  cLuh'H,  or  IcimcJ  Pouuin  ilnw.' 

He  tuna  aside  to  view  a  caunlry-gcntlcniao'i  seat  with  eager  looki^ 

FShiakiog  it  may  contain  some  of  the  rich  product*  of  art.     There  ii 

la  air  roui>d  Locd  iUdnoi'i  park,  for  there  hang  the  two  CUude*, 
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the  Momieg  aad  Evening  of  the  Romu  timpirc — round  W1[(ob< 
houK,  for  ih«rc  n  Vandyke's  ^cterr  of  the  Penibiokc  family— 
rouact  Dtenhcimt  for  there  it  hit  |>ictufe  of  the  Duke  of  Duckingluiro'* 
cbtldren,  flnd  the  moit  ma^aificeat  n^lection  of  Rubcntc*  in  ih( 
world — Bt  Knowileyi  for  there  »  RerobraadE'i  Hand-wriling  on 
the  Wall — and  »  Burleigh,  for  there  uc  *omc  of  Guido'i  aogelic 
beads.  The  young  Hitin  make*  a  ptlgtimage  to  each  of  these  plaoei, 
eyc(  them  wistfutly  at  a  diitance,  ■  bosomed  hi^h  in  tufied  treett' 
■nd  fceU  an  interest  in  them  of  which  the  owner  »  Karce  contciouo  : 
he  enters  the  well-swept  walks  and  echoing  arch-ways,  pjoes  the 
threshold,  is  led  through  wainscoted  rooms,  is  shown  the  furniture, 
the  rich  hangings,  the  upc«try,  the  mamy  sen-ices  of  plate— and,  at 
bitt  is  ushned  into  the  room  where  his  iiraiure  is,  tlie  idol  of  bit 
TOWS — tome  speaking  fac*  or  blight  landscape!  It  is  stamped  on 
his  brain,  and  lives  there  thenceforward,  a  tally  for  natuie,  and  a 
test  of  art.  He  fuiniiihci  out  tile  chambers  of  the  mind  from  the 
•poiU  of  time,  pick*  and  choose*  which  sh-ill  have  the  belt  placc*^ 
otarcn  his  heaiu  He  goes  away  richer  than  he  came,  richer  than 
the  po«sc««or;  and  thinks  that  he  may  one  day  return,  when  he 
perhaps  shall  have  done  something  like  them,  or  even  from  failure 
shall  hSTc  learned  to  admire  truth  and  genius  niore. 

M7  first  initiation  in  (he  mysteiie*  of  the  arx  was  at  the  Orlean* 
CaDcry :  ii  was  there  I  formed  my  taste,  such  as  it  i* ;  to  that  I 
am  irreclaimably  of  the  old  school  in  painting.  1  was  staggered 
when  1  MW  (he  works  there  collected,  and  looked  at  them  with 
woodcring  and  with  longing  eyet.  A  mist  pdtssed  away  from  my 
dghti  the  scales  fell  off.  A  new  tirnie  came  upon  me,  a  new 
heaven  and  a  new  eorih  stood  before  me.  I  saw  the  loul  speaking 
in  the  face — '  hands  that  the  rod  of  empire  had  swayed  '  in  mighty 
ages  past — 'a  forked  mountain  or  blue  promontory)* 

' with  trees  upon 't 

That  nod  unto  the  watld,  and  mock  our  eyes  with  air.* 

Old  Time  had  unlocked  his  ireasurcf^  and  Panic  stood  portreis  at 
the  door.  Wc  had  all  heard  of  the  names  of  Titian,  Raphael, 
Guido,  Uomenichino,  the  Carncci — but  to  »e«  them  face  to  face,  to 
be  in  the  same  room  with  their  ileathleu  produciiooc,  was  like 
breaking  tome  mighty  kpell — was  almoti  aa  clfect  of  necromancy  I 
Frum  that  time  I  tired  in  a  world  of  pictures.  Battles,  sieges, 
speeches  in  parliament  teemed  mere  idle  noise  and  Aity,  *  signifying 
notliing,'  compared  with  iho«e  mighty  works  and  dreaded  names 
that  ipokc  to  me  in  the  eternal  tilencc  of  thought.  This  was  the

There  were 

two  poruait«  by  the  same  baod^'  A  young  NoUeman  with  a  glove ' 

— Another,  <  a  conipanioD  to  it ' — I  read  the  dcucription  over  and 

ottt  with  fond  expectancy,  and  lillcd  up  (he  ininginary  outline  with 

wbalerer  I  could  conceive  of  grace,  ami  dignity,  itnd  an  unticjue  giui^ 

— all  but  equal  to  the  original.     Thecc  was  the  Tramfigur^tion  too. 

Willi  what  awe  1  taw  it  in  my  mind's  eye,  and  was  ovcnhadowed 

with  th«  ipicil  of  the  artin !

j  At  last,  by  much  imporiunity,  I  was  admitted,  uod  lost  not  an  intiuni 

Kin  making  i»c  of  my  new  pririlege. — It  was  •»  teaa  jour  lo  me.     [ 

iRttrcbed  ddighted  ilitough  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  proudest  clforts 

■  of  the  mind  of  man,  a  whole  creation  of  genioi,  a  nntverte  of  art ! 

I  ran  the  gauntlet  of  all  the  schools  from  the  bottom  to  the  topi 

and  in  the  end  got  admitted  into  the  inner  room,  where  ihcy  bad 

been  rejiairing  tome  of  their  greatett  works.     Here  the  Tran»Jigura- 

tioD,  the  St.  Peter  Martyr,  and  the  St.  Jerome  of  DonMcichino 

stood  oo  the  door,  as  if  they  had  bent  thetr  knees,  like  camels 

Hooping,  to  solade  their  riches  to  the  spectatof .     On  ooc  side,  on 
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■a  rate),  stood  Hippolito  dc  Mcdid  (a  portnit  by  Ticiim)  with  a 
lx»r-*pear  in  hie  hand,  lookiag  through  ihciK  he  mw,  till  you  turned 
iwijr  ft^f  the  keen  glanc« :  nnd  thrown  together  ia  heaf)*  were 
lundtapet  of  the  «aRic  band,  grem  pajtoial  hilla  and  vale*,  and 
ihepberds  piping  to  (beu  mild  nmtXKtati  underneath  the  Aowcring 
(bade.  Reader,  '  if  thou  ban  not  seen  the  Lourre,  thou  art 
damned  I  ' — for  thou  haat  not  teen  the  cboiceat  rcmainii  of  the  worki 
of  art ;  or  thou  ha«t  not  teen  all  ihcic  together,  with  their  mutually 
reflected  gloriet.  I  tay  nothing  of  the  statue* ;  for  I  know  but 
little  of  icutpture,  and  never  liked  any  till  I  mw  the  f^lgin  marbles. 
.  .  .  Here,  for  four  monthf  together,  I  strolled  and  studied,  and 
daily  heard  the  warnina  soiaid — '  Qunin  hnrts  pastiti,  il/Miiftrmtr, 
Ciioyttit,'  (ah  !  why  did  they  ever  change  ilieir  style  ?)  mutiejcd  in 
CoatK  provincial  l-rmch ;  and  brought  away  with  me  some  loose 
driughca  and  fragments,  which  I  have  been  forced  to  part  with,  like 
dnpa  of  life-blood,  for  'hard  money.'  How  often,  thou  tenaotlem 
nunttOD  of  godlike  magnificence — how  often  lias  my  heart  smce  gone 
a  pilgrimage  to  thee ! 

It  hat  been  made  a  question,  whether  ^e  artist,  or  the  mcfc  man 
of  taste  and  natural  sensibility,  tecrircs  most  pleasure  from  the  con- 
templaiioD  of  works  of  art  J  and  [  think  this  question  might  he 
iniwered  by  another  as  a  sort  of  Ktptnmniium  tnuit,  namely,  whether 
■ny  one  out  of  that  'number  numbcrlcw'  of  mere  gentlemen  and 
amateurs,  who  visited  Paris  at  the  period  here  spoken  of,  felt  as  much 
inirtein,  as  much  pride  or  pleasure  in  this  diaplay  of  the  most  striking 
monuments  of  art  as  the  humblest  student  wauld  I  The  first  entrance 
into  the  Lonvre  would  be  only  one  of  the  events  of  bis  journey,  not 
an  cvcac  in  his  life,  tcmembcred  ever  after  with  tbaakAilneM  and 
regret.  He  would  explore  it  with  the  same  unmeaning  curiosity 
and  idle  wonder  as  he  would  the  Rejialia  in  the  Tower,  or  the 
Botanic  Garden  in  the  Thuilleries,  but  not  with  the  food  cnthuiqasm 
of  an  artist.  How  should  he  i  His  is  '  casual  fruition,  joyless, 
unendeared.'  But  the  painter  ia  wedded  to  his  an,  the  mistress, 
queen,  and  idol  of  bis  soul.  He  has  embarked  his  all  in  it,  faine, 
lime,  fortune,  peace  of  mind,  hia  hopes  in  youth,  lui  coniolation  in 
age  :  and  shall  he  not  feel  a  more  intense  inietest  in  whatever  relate* 
to  it  than  the  mere  indolent  irillcr  ?  Natuial  lentibility  alone,  without 
the  entile  application  of  ibe  mind  to  that  one  object,  will  not  enable 
the  possessor  to  sympathiic  with  alt  the  degrees  ii  beauty  and  power 
in  the  conception  of  a  Titian  or  a  Correggio ;  but  it  is  he  only  who 
doea  this,  who  follow*  them  into  all  their  force  and  matchless  grace, 
that  doe*  or  can  feel  tbeii  tiiU  value.  Knowledge  i*  pleasure  as  well 
as  power.     No  one  but  the  artist  who  haa  studied  nature  and  con- 
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tcodcd  with  the  diffimlcie*  of  ari|  can  be  awnre  of  the  bctiuiict,  or 
iiMOxicated  with  a  pMWon  for  pointiRg.  No  one  who  hits  not  devoted 
hia  life  and  toul  to  the  puniul  of  srt,  can  feel  the  hatiic-  exultation  in 
its  brijthieit  oioamcDU  and  loftieu  tiiumphu  which  an  :irtiit  doec 
Where  the  ireuute  is  there  the  head  is  alto.  It  it  now  »e%-cnt<en 
ytari  lince  I  wa*  KadfiBjt  in  the  Louvre  (nnil  I  hnrc  long  *iuce 
given  up  all  thought*  of  the  art  a*  a  ptofetaion),  hut  long  after  I 
relumed,  and  even  Mill,  I  lometimen  dream  of  being  there  ngaio — of 
uking  for  the  old  pictnm— -and  not  lirkding  tliem,  oi  finding  them 
chiD(ed  or  fitdcd  from  what  they  were,  I  cry  myielf  awake  I  What 
gemJematt-aaiaievr  ever  doe*  ihii  at  tucfa  a  <tisiance  of  time, — that  i», 
ever  received  pleasure  or  took  intcrett  enough  iu  them  to  produce  w 
laMtDg  an  unpreuioa  i 

But  h  ia  «><1  that  if  »  perioo  bad  the  tame  natural  ia«tc,  and  the 
HIM  ooqniicd  koowledje  aa  aa  artitt,  without  the  petty  iaicreiu  and 
technicaf  DOtioni,  he  would  derive  a  purer  pleaiute  from  aeciag  a  fiDC 
ponnit,  a  fine  landscape,  and  «o  on.  This  however  ia  not  so  much 
De^^g  the  quetition  aa  ail[in;>  an  impoisifadliiy ;  he  cannot  hare  the 
lame  inii;;ht  into  the  end  witlunit  having  studied  the  tneani;  nor 
tbe  umc  love  ot'  art  without  the  same  hahilual  and  exclusive  attach- 
isciK  10  it.  Paintero  are,  no  doubt,  often  actuated  by  |raloutyi 
pmialily,  asd  a  sordid  attrniion  to  ilun  onJy  which  they  liivd  useful 
to  tbemsrlves  in  painting.     W  has  been  seen  poring  over  the 

tncnrcof  a  Dutch  catNnet'piclufe,*o  that  he  could  not  see  the  )»cture 
itself.     But  this  is  the  perversion  and  pedantry  of  the  profcscion,  not 

it)  true  or  genutiK  spirit.     If  W had  never  looked  at  any  thing 

bM  megilps  and  handling,  he  never  would  have  put  the  soul  of  life 
sad  manitera  into  his  ptciurrR,  as  he  hu  done.  Another  objection  tf, 
that  tbe  ioitnimeBial  parts  of  the  an,  the  means,  tlie  lint  rAidimenu, 
paints,  oils,  and  hrushet,  sir  painful  and  diigutting  ;  and  lliat  the 
consciousness  of  tbe  difficulty  and  anxiety  with  which  perfection  has 
been  attained,  muit  cake  away  from  the  ple4sure  of  the  linesi  per- 
fotraance.  I'hii,  however,  is  only  an  addiiiuoal  proof  of  the  greater 
picaaurc  derived  hy  (be  aititt  from  his  ptofcitsion ;  for  the*c  things 
which  are  Mid  to  interfere  with  and  destroy  the  common  interest  in 
woiks  of  art)  do  not  ditctirb  him ;  he  never  once  thtnlcs  of  tbem,  he 
ti  absorbed  to  tbe  pursuit  of  a  higher  object ;  lie  is  intent,  not  oo  the 
mean  but  the  end  i  he  is  taken  up,  not  with  tbe  diflicultiet,  hut  with 
tbe  triumph  over  tbem.  As  in  the  case  of  the  anatotnitt,  wbo  over- 
took* many  things  in  tbe  cagcmrss  of  hi*  search  after  abstract  truth ; 
or  tbe  alcJiemiu  who,  while  he  is  raking  into  his  aooi  and  furoacc*^ 
live*  in  a  golden  dream  j  a  lesser  gives  way  to  a  greater  object.  But 
it  is  pretended  tbai  the  painter  may  be  supposed  to  subniit  to  tbe 
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impleauM  pan  of  the  pioccu  only  for  the  ukc  of  the  (udq  or  ptoGt 
in  Tiew.    So  hi  U  thi(  from  bebjt  «  true  sutc  of  the  c»m,  that  I  wUI 
TCDtttCc  to  ny,  in  the  Uiktiince  of  a  friend  of  mine  who  h.i(  lately 
Mcceeded   in  aa  imporunt  uodcrtakiag  in  hi»  art,  ih.it  not  all  th« 
fame  lie  has  3C<)aircd,  not  <tll  ihc  mimcy  he  has  received  from  thousandi ; 
of  adiuirioji  bpcctdtors,  not  all  the  newspaprr  pulla,— cioi  erro  the' 
praiie  of  the  [idiahorj^h  Review, — not  all  thctc,  put  fogttlier,  e^-er 
g.-iTc  him  at  any  lime  the  aanie  jtenuioe,  uudoubied  luiinfaction  as  any 
one  half-hour  employed  in  the  ardent  and  propiiiuui  pursuit  of  his  art 
— in  linishing  to  hie  heart's  content  a  foot,  a  hand,  or  even  a  piece  of 
drapery.     What  is  the  «aic  of  mind  of  an  artist  while  he  i«  at  worls  J  i 
He  is  then  in  the  act  of  realising  the  highest  idej  he  can  form  of' 
beauty  or  giaodeui :  be  conceives,  he  embodies  that  which  he  under- 
stands and  loves  best:  that  is,  he  is  in  full  and  perfect  poswstion  of 
that  which  u  to  him  the  tource  of  the  hif.hett  happiness  and  intellecluaJ 
excitement  which  be  can  enjoy. 

In  short,  as  a  conclusion  to  this  argument,  I  will  mention  a  circum* 
stance  which  fell  under  my  knowledge  the  other  day.     A  friend  had  , 
bought  a  print  ot'  Titian's  Miitresc,  the  s^ime  to  which  I  have  alludedJ 
aboTC.     lie  was  anxious  to  shew  it  me  on  this  account.      I  told 
him  it  was  a  spirited  engravinj;,  but  it  h^  not  the  look  of  die  original. 
I  believe  he  thouoht  this  fastidious,  till  1  offered  to  shew  him  a  rouKh  < 
•ketch  of  it,  which  I  had  by  me.     Having  seen  this,  he  said  he  ' 
pcrcdved  exactly  what  I  meant,  and  could  not  bear  to  look  at  the 
print  afterwards.     He  had  good  sense  mougb  lo  ncc  the  di^ercnc« 
in  the  individual   inmance ;    but   a    |>er*on    better  acquainted    with 
Titian's  manner  and  with  an  in  general,  that  is,  of  a  more  cultivated 
and  reiined  taste,  would  know  chat  it  was  a  bad  prbt,  without  having 
any  immediate  model  to  compare  it  with.     He  would  perceive  with 
•  glance  of  the  eye,  with  a  sort  of  instinctive  feeling,  that  it  was  hard) 
and  without  that  bland,  expansive,  and  nameless  expretsion  which 
always  distinguithcd  Titian  s  most  famous  works.     Any  one  who  i* 
accustomed  to  a  head  in  a  picture  cao  never  reconcile  himself  to  a 
print  from  it :  but  to  the  ignorani  they  are  both  the  same.     To 
a  vulgar  eye  there  is  no  dilTerencc  between  a  Guide  and  a  daub, 
between  a  pcDny-prini  or  tlie  vilest  scrawl,  and  the  most  Cnishedl 
performance.     In  other  words,  all  that  excellence  which  lies  betweea| 
these  two  extreme*, — all,   at   tcatt,  that  marks  the  excess  above' 
mediocrity, — all  that  constitutes  true   licauty,  harmony,  refinement, 
grandeur,  is  lost  u].K>n  the  common  observer.     But  it  is  from  thia 
point  that  the  delight,  the  glowing  raptures  of  the  true  adept  comme 
An  uninformed  spectator  may  like  an  ordinary  drawing  better  thu^ 
tbe  ablest  coonottseur  i  but  for  that  very  reason  be  cannot  like  the 
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highest  spcciriKM  of  art  »o  well.  The  refinemeots  not  onljrof  execo- 
liofi  but  of  truiti  uui  naiuie  ire  inacccwible  to  unpractiseil  tyeu  The 
exqubite  gratUtiont  in  a  tky  of  CUuJc'i  arc  not  perccitcil  l>y  «uch 
perMiM,uKl  conse<iuenily  the  harmony  cinnot  be  feit.  Wbcr«  there 
M  DO  cooKioua  apprehciuioe,  there  cin  be  no  coMcioui  plcanure. 
Wonder  at  ihcfimntblof  woiksof  iin  nay  be  thedTcciof  ignonnce 
■ad  BOTclty ;  bat  reu  admintion  and  permaiieiit  delight  in  them  src 
tbc  growth  of  taite  and  knowledge.  '  I  would  Dot  with  to  ha*e  your 
eyeti*  nid  a  good-iutiired  nun  to  a  critic,  who  wu  findinj;  CiuJc  with 
a  (ijctwe,  ia  which  the  other  uw  no  bJcmiih.  Why  to?  The 
idea  which  ptcTCtiied  him  from  ndmiriog  ihit  inferior  production  wan 
a  higher  ide.t  of  tnuh  and  beanty  which  wa«  ct-er  present  wiih  him, 
aad  3  continual  lourcc  of  pleaung  and  lofty  cootem  plat  ions.  It  may 
be  different  ia  a  tiitc  for  outward  luxuriet  and  the  privations  of  mete 
but  the  idea  of  perfectiont  which  acta  aa  aa  mtetlectual  foil,  i* 
I  an  addiuoa,  a  aiipport,  and  a  proud  consolation ! 
RKbatdaon,  in  hit  Eiiayi,  which  ought  to  be  better  known,  bai 
left  MXne  (trikinj;  cxamplet  of  the  felicity  and  infelicity  of  artiiu,  both 
aa  k  relate*  to  (heir  extcinal  fonunr,  and  to  the  pmclicc  of  their  art. 
Id  (peaking  of  *//  invvirdsr  ef  kmJi,  he  cxclaimn — '  When  one  i> 
cootidning  a  picture  or  a  drawing,  one  at  the  laroe  time  think*  thii 
was  done  by  him  ^  who  had  many  extraordinary  endowmeota  of  body 
W)d  mind,  but  wii  witbol  very  capricious  i  who  was  honoured  in  life 
and  dealli,  expiring  in  the  arms  of  one  of  the  greatest  princes  of  chat 
age,  Francis  i.  King  of  France,  who  loted  him  as  a  friend.  Another 
it  of  him  ^  who  lii'cd  a  long  and  happy  life,  beloved  of  Charles  v. 
emperour ;  .-lod  many  others  of  the  lirst  princes  of  Europe.  When 
ooe  hat  anoihef  in  hand,  we  think  this  was  done  by  one'  who  so 
txctlled  in  three  arts,  aa  that  any  of  ibem  in  that  degree  had  rendered 
bin  worthy  of  imniuriality  t  and  one  moreover  that  durtt  contend 
with  bia  aoTereign  ^one  of  the  hauir.htiest  popes  that  ever  was)  upon 
a  ilipht  offered  to  haa,  and  extricated  hinistlf  with  honour.  Another 
is  the  work  of  him  *  who,  without  any  one  exterior  advantage  but 
mere  (irength  of  genius,  had  the  most  sublime  iraaginationi,  and 
executed  tbcm  accordingly,  yet  lised  and  died  obtcnrely.  Another 
we  shall  consider  a*  tbc  work  of  him^  who  reaiored  Painting  when 
it  had  almost  eank  i  of  him  whom  art  made  honourable,  but  who, 
oegirajng  and  despising  greatneat  with  a  sort  of  cynical  pride,  was 
treated  suitably  to  the  figure  he  gare  himself,  not  his  intrinsic  worth  i 
which,  not  having  philosophy  enough  to  bear  it,  broke  his  heart. 
Another  is  done  by  one*  who  (on  the  contrary)  was  aline  gentleman,

Wc  ha»e  had  two  aniiit  of  our  own  country,  whose  (ate  haa  been 
M  ibguUr  at  it  wat  hard.

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I  ID  dw  UT)  BOT  to  look  fanmd  with  much  conlidnce  or  bo|>e 
to  til*  briffint  illusions  held  out  by  ihe  future.  Hence  1  have 
p«rhji[)t  been  led  to  form  a  cheocy,  which  it  very  contrary  to  the 
common  noiioni  and  feclini<ii  on  tlic  aubjcct,  and  which  I  will  here 
try  to  explain  as  well  ai  I  can. — When  Sterne  in  the  Sentimental 
Journey  told  the  French  Miniiicr  that  if  the  French  people  had  x  fault, 
it  was  that  they  wetc  too  scrioun,  the  latter  replied  that  if  that  wu  ' 
hi*  opinion,  he  tnuil  defend  it  with  all  hie  might,  for  he  would  hsT« 
all  the  world  againit  htm ;  so  I  shall  have  enough  to  da  to  get  well 
through  the  preaent  argument. 

I  caoDDt  see,  then,  any  rational  or  logical  gioucd  fot  that  mighty 
dilference  in  the  value  which  mankind  generally  set  upon  the  paat  ana 
future,  a*  if  tlie  one  was  every  thing,  and  the  other  nothing,  of  no 
COOM^ttcnce  whatever.  On  the  other  band,  1  conceive  that  the  paM 
■I  u  ml  and  aubctantial  a  part  of  our  being,  that  it  is  as  much  a  lena 
J!At  undeniable  consideration  in  the  estimate  of  human  life,  as  the 
fviun  can  postibly  be.  To  My  that  tlie  past  it  of  no  imponancci 
tuworthy  of  a  moment's  regard,  because  it  has  gone  hy,  and  is  no 
longer  any  thing,  is  an  argument  that  cannot  be  held  to  any  purpose : 
for  if  the  past  hai  ceased  to  be,  and  is  therefore  to  be  accounted 
nothing  in  the  scale  of  good  or  evil,  the  future  it  yet  to  come,  and 
ha*  never  been  any  thing.  Should  any  one  choose  to  astert  that  the 
present  only  ii  of  any  value  in  a  strict  and  positive  sense,  because  that 
time  has  a  real  existence,  that  we  should  tcizc  the  iDitaot  good,  and 
give  all  elae  to  the  winds,  I  can  uDdemaod  what  he  meant  (though 
perhaps  he  does  not  himself']:  but  1  cannot  comprehend  how  this 
dittioclion  between  that  which  hsg  a  downright  and  eenetble,  and  that 
which  has  only  a  remote  and  airy  exitcence,  can  be  applied  to 
esiabtiih  the  preference  of  the  future  over  the  past  [  for  both  arc  in 
this  point  of  view  equally  ideal,  absolutely  nothing,  except  as  they 
arc  conceived  of  by  the  mind't  eye,  and  ate  thui  rendered  present  to 
tlic  thoughts  and  feelings.  Nay,  the  one  is  even  more  imaginary,  a 
more  fantastic  creature  of  the  brain  than  the  other,  and  the  interest  we 
take  in  it  mote  shadowy  and  giutuitout ;  for  the  future,  on  which  we 
lay  so  much  atiest,  may  never  come  to  pats  at  all,  that  it,  may  never 
be  embodied  into  actual  exittcocc  in  the  whole  course  of  events, 
whereas  the  past  has  ccn.iinly  existed  once,  ba*  received  the  stamp

ve  haie  an  idea  of  it  ai  exininii  in  lime  to  come.  Well  then,  the 
pait  alto  bac  no  real  exiitence  i  the  actual  •couiion  and  the  intcmt 
bc(uoginf;  to  it  are  both  Hod  ;  bat  tl  &«/  iaJ  i  real  cxittence,  and  wc 
can  nill  call  up  »  vivid  recollection  of  it  u  hsviog  once  been  i  and 
thcieforc,  by  parity  of  rcuMning,  it  ii  DOt  a  tbiag  perfectly  ioMgniiiciiai 
in  it»elf>  nor  wholly  indilFcrent  to  the  mind)  whether  it  ever  was  or 
not.  Oh  no  I  Far  from  it  I  Let  ui  not  rathly  quit  our  bold  upon 
the  p»*t,  wheo  petbupi  there  may  be  little  cite  left  id  bind  uc  to 
exuteoce.  I»  it  nothing  to  have  been,  and  to  have  been  happy  or 
nuterahle  ?  Or  it  it  a  maticr  of  no  moment  to  think  whether  I  have 
been  one  or  the  other  ^  Do  I  delude  myaclf,  do  I  build  upon  a 
thadow  or  a  dream,  do  1  dreaa  up  tn  the  g&udy  garb  of  idlencM  aod 
)  ibUy  a  pure  Gctioo,  with  nothing  antwerinj;  to  it  in  the  univerte  of 
ihingt  and  the  record*  of  truth,  when  I  look  back  with  fond  delight 
or  witli  tender  regret  to  that  which  wai  at  one  time  to  me  mjr  afl, 
whco  I  revive  the  glowing  image  of  MMne  bright  reality,

He  seems 
to  gather  up  the  put  momcnCt  of  hi«  being  like  drops  of  honey-dew 
to  <!Unil  a  precious  litjuor  from  them ;  hti  altercate  pleasure*  ud 
patna  sre  thv  bead-roll  that  hv  icUb  over,  and  piously  worships)  he 
makes  a  roury  of  the  Sowers  of  hope  aoii  fancy  that  strewed  his 
eirlicst  years.  When  he  begins  the  lart  of  the  Rereries  of  a  SoUiary 
Walker,  '  II  y  a  aiijourJ' hut,  jour  do  Pdqutt  Flmrii,  cinfoanle  am 
dfpiui  yiu  j'ai  prmtitr  vu  MjiLtmr  WijrtiUi  what  n  yearning  of  the 
soul  is  implied  in  that  short  sentence !  Was  all  chat  had  happeocd 
to  liim,  atl  that  he  had  thought  and  feii  in  chat  sad  interval  of  time, 
to  he  accounted  nothing?  Was  that  long,  dim,  faded  retrospect  of 
years  happy  or  miseiable,  a  blank  th»t  was  not  tu  make  his  eyes  fail 
and  his  heart  &int  within  him  id  trying  to  grasp  all  that  had  once 
filled  it  and  that  h-id  since  vanished,  because  it  was  not  a  prospect 
into  futurity  \  Was  he  wrong  in  finding  more  to  interest  him  in  it 
than  m  the  next  fifty  years^which  he  did  not  live  to  sec ;  or  if  he 
had,  what  then  \  Would  they  have  been  worth  thinking  of,  compared 
Wtb  the  times  of  his  youtli,  of  his  first  meeting  with  Madame  Warens, 
with  those  times  which  he  has  traced  with  such  truth  and  pure  ()elif;hl 
'  in  our  heart's  t^lei  ? '  When  '  all  the  Ufc  of  life  was  IIowd,'  was 
he  not  to  live  the  first  and  belt  port  of  it  over  again,  and  once  more 
be  all  th«t  he  then  waa  \ — Ve  woods  that  crown  the  clear  lone  hrow 
of  Norman  Court,  why  do  I  revisit  ye  so  oft,  and  feel  a  soothing 
coasciouaness  of  your  presence,  but  that  your  high  tops  waving  io  the 
wind  rccal  to  me  the  hours  and  years  that  are  for  e>«r  Hcd,  that  yc 
renew  in  cejseless  monnura  the  atonr  of  long-cherished  hopes  and 
bitter  dtBappobtmetitr  that  in  your  nhtudes  and  tiugled  wildi  I  can 
wander  ana  lose  myvelf  as  I  wander  on  and  am  lust  in  the  solitude  of 
my  own  heart ;  ana  that  as  youi  rustling  branches  give  the  loud  blast 
to  the  waate  below — borne  on  the  thoughts  of  other  years,  I  cao 
look  down  with  patient  anguish  at  the  cheerless  desolation  which  I 
feel  within !  Without  that  lace  pdic  aa  the  primrose  with  hyacinthine 
locks,  for  ever  shunmog  and  for  ever  bauoiing  me,  mocking  my 
waking  thoughts  as  in  a  dream,  without  that  smile  which  my  heart 
could  Dcrer  turn  lo  soom,  without  those  eyes,  dark  with  their  own 
lustre,  still  bent  on  mine,  and  drawing  the  soul  into  their  liquid  maze* 
like  a  lea  of  love,  without  that  name  trembling  in  fancy's  ear,  without 
that  form  gliding  before  me  like  Orcnd  or  Dryad  in  fabled  groves, 
what  should  I  do,  how  pass  away  the  listless  leaden-footed  hours  f 
Then  wave,  wave  on,  yc  woods  of  Tudcrley,  and  lift  your  high  tops 
In  the  ait  t  my  lighs  and  *i>wa  uttered  by  your  mystic  voice  breathe 
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into  me  my  fbnnn  being,  Mid  enable  me  to  bcji  the  thiajt  I  am  t— • 
The  objects  that  wc  have  known  in  better  day*  are  (be  mun  piop* 
that  nutaio  ihc  weight  of  out  alTcctioot,  and  give  u«  strength  to  nwait 
our  fuwrc  lot.  The  future  ti  like  a  dead  wall  or  a  thick  miat  hiding 
M  objects  Ttom  our  view :  the  past  ia  alive  and  furring  with  object*, 
bright  ot  Nlemn,  and  of  unfailiRK  intereit.  What  is  it  in  fact  that 
we  recnr  to  ofteneK?  What  subjects  do  wc  think  or  talk  o(i  Not 
the  ignorant  future,  but  the  well-stored  pan.  Othello,  the  Moor  of 
Venice,  anuued  himself  and  his  hcarert  ai  the  house  of  Signor 
Brabantio  by  '  mnnine  through  the  story  of  hi»  life  even  from  his 
boyish  days;'  and  or  'beguiled  them  of  their  tcan,  when  be  did 
speak  of  lome  disastrous  stroke  which  his  youth  tiutfcced.*  This 
plan  of  ingratiating  himscir  would  not  have  answered,  if  the  post 
bad  been,  tike  the  conieoti  of  an  old  almanac,  of  no  ime  but  to 
be  thrown  aside  and  forgotten.  What  a  blank,  for  instance,  does 
the  history  of  the  world  for  the  next  «ix  thousand  years  pfcient 
to  the  mind,  compared  with  that  of  the  last  I  All  that  Mrikcs  the 
imaoiiutioo  or  excites  any  interest  in  the  mighty  Ketic  it  vfint im  itmt^ 
Neither  in  itself  then,  not  aa  a  subject  of  geiMnI  contemplation, 
ha*  the  future  any  advantage  over  the  pail.  But  witli  respect  to  our 
grosser  passion*  and  pursuits  it  has.  A*  far  a*  regard*  the  appeal  to 
the  Bodersunding  or  the  imagination,  the  past  is  ju>i  as  gotxl,  as  real, 
of  at  much  intriosic  and  OHcntibJe  value  .ts  the  niturc  :  hut  there  is 
uother  piinciple  >o  the  human  mind,  the  principle  of  action  or  wilt ; 
■■d  of  this  the  past  has  no  hold,  the  futtue  engroeses  it  entirely  to 
itteif.  It  is  this  strong  lever  of  the  afirction*  that  gives  so  power- 
Ait  a  bias  to  our  scnumcou  on  this  nibjeci,  and  tivlenily  traupowt 
the  natural  order  of  our  ansociationc.  Wc  regret  the  pleauires  we 
have  lost*  ud  eagerly  anticipate  those  which  are  to  come :  we  dwell 
wkfaMlilfiiCtKM  on  the  erik  from  which  wc  have  escaped  (PniiJ^e 
SMMnsrw_/Hva(M}— ^utd  dread  future  pain.  1*he  good  that  is  past  is 
in  this  sense  like  money  that  ts  spent,  which  is  of  no  further  use,  and 
about  which  we  give  ourselve*  little  cooccrn.  The  good  we  expect 
is  like  a  store  yet  untouched,  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  which  we 
promise  ourselves  infinite  gratifTcaiion.  What  has  happened  to  us  we 
think  of  no  confe<|ucacc :  what  it  to  happen  to  us,  of  the  greatest.

real  paaiion.  Ottr  regret*,  anxiMy,  and  wi^e«  arc  thrown  away  upon 
the  put :  hut  the  inaitliBg  oa  tbe  tmpoctuice  of  the  fiitiirc  i*  o^  the 
vunodi  ttic  in  aiding  our  rcsolmiont,  and  Mimtilattng  onr  excnioot. 
If  the  fiiture  were  no  more  aiBcnabk-  to  our  will*  than  the  pttt ;  if 
our  precantioDt,  our  (aagtinie  scheme*,  our  hope*  and  fear*  were  of  a> 
little  aratl  in  the  one  <Me  a*  the  other  i  if  we  could  neither  torten 
our  mind*  to  pleaiure,  nor  Reel  our  fortinide  to  the  renRance  of  pain 
befiorehand ;  if  all  object*  drifted  along  by  u*  like  ttraw*  or  piece* 
of  wood  in  a  river,  the  will  being  purely  postire,  and  m  little  able  to 
BTert  the  future  u  to  arreffi  ihe  fott,  we  should  in  that  CAte  be  equally 
indiffeicnt  to  both  ;  that  it,  we  thould  consider  each  t»  they  amctcd 
the  thou{;hts  and  imagination  with  eerttia  leniiment*  of  approbation 
or  regret,  but  without  tho  imponuniiy  of  action,  the  irritation  of  the 
will,  thffowioj;  the  whole  weight  of  patnon  and  prejudice  bto  one 
Kale,  and  Icanog  the  other  quite  empty.  While  the  blow  i*  coining, 
wc  prepare  to  meet  it,  wr  think  to  wird  off  0(  break  it*  force,  we 
■m  onraelvct  with  patience  to  etidurc  whjc  cannot  be  iToided,  we 
a^taic  ounelrca  wiUi  fifty  ncedlcts  alarma  about  it ;  but  when  the  blow 
i*  *truck,  the  pang  is  orer,  the  ttrugjjlc  is  no  longer  oecessaryi  and 
we  ceftse  to  harass  or  torment  ourtelvc*  about  it  more  than  we  can 
belpi.  It  it  ikoc  that  tbe  one  beloogs  to  the  future  and  the  other  to 
time  pan  i  but  that  the  one  is  a  subject  of  action,  of  uneasy  appre- 
hension, o{  strong  passion,  aod  that  the  other  hat  patted  wholly  out 
of  the  tphcre  of  actioo,  into  tbe  region  of 

'Calm  ooatcmplatian  and  majestic  pains.' > 

It  would  not  gire  a  man  more  concern  to  know  that  he  tbould  be 
put  to  the  raek  a  year  heoce,  than  to  recollect  that  he  had  been  put 
to  it  a  year  ago,  bnit  that  he  hopes  to  arotd  the  one,  whereas  he  must 
■il  down  patiently  under  tbe  consciousDCts  ni  the  other.    In  this  hope

Aticmpu  10  defeat  it,  it  giTc«  lu  little  more  disiurbuice  or  emotion 
than  u  it  had  already  taken  placci  or  were  tomcchtajt  to  happto  in 
another  itate  of  bcbf>,  or  to  an  iodilferent  perton.  Crimioilt  are 
obMrred  to  grow  more  anxiom  m  ibeii  trial  approachei  t  but  after 
thetf  aeoteoce  it  p.iucd,  they  become  tolerably  resigned,  and  geperalljr 
■Icep  tonnd  tbe  night  before  iit  execution. 

It  in  tonic  measure  coniirms  ihi*  theory,  that  men  attach  more  or 
let*  hnpoftance  to  pott  and  future  evcnit,  according  a«  they  are  more 
or  leca  engaged  in  action  and  the  buiy  ecenea  of  life.  Tbote  who 
have  a  fortvoe  to  make,  or  are  in  purtuit  of  rank  and  power,  thick 
little  of  the  pan,  for  it  doe*  not  contribute  greatly  to  their  viewt : 
tbtwe  who  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  think,  take  nearly  the  tame 
huereti  io  the  pait  at  in  the  future.  The  conicmpUiion  of  tbc  one 
b  at  dclighliiil  and  real  a*  that  of  the  other.  The  tca»oa  of  hope 
haa  iQ  ci>d  i  but  the  remembrance  of  it  is  left.  1'hc  past  ttill  Uvea 
in  the  memory  of  thotc  who  have  leitarc  to  look  back  upon  the  way 
that  they  hare  trod,  and  can  from  it  'catcli  f:l"ni»ca  that  may  make 
them  lew  forlorn.'  The  turbulence  of  action,  and  uneasincH  of 
de«irci  must  point  to  the  future :  it  i*  only  in  the  quiet  innocence 
of  ahcpherdi,  in  the  limplicity  of  paiiotal  agct,  that  a  tomb  wa*  found 
with  thit  intciipiion — •  i  auo  ium  ah  akcahiak  ! ' 

Though  1  by  DO  meant  think  that  our  habitual  attachment  to  life 
it  ia  exact  proportion  to  the  value  of  tbe  gift,  yet  I  am  not  one  of 
tboae  apicnetic  pcrionB  who  affect  to  think  it  of  no  value  at  all, 

Satftv  de  choit  tst  la  we  hmnaint — ii  an  exclamation  in  the  moutha 
'  moialiatt  and  philowphcii,  to  which  1  cannot  agree.  It  it  little, 
it  it  abort,  it  it  not  worth  having,  if  we  take  die  laat  hour,  and  leave 
out  all  that  hat  gooe  before,  which  han  brcn  one  way  of  looking  at 
the  (ubjcct.  Such  calculator*  seem  to  lay  that  life  it  nothing  when 
it  it  over,  and  that  may  in  tlieir  acnae  be  true.  If  th«  old  (ule^ 
Rtipkt  Jinan — were  to  be  made  ahtoluie,  and  no  one  could  be 
pronounced  fortunate  till  the  day  of  hit  death,  there  are  few  amoog 
nt  wbote  exigence  would,  upon  iboae  cooditioni,  be  much  to  be 
envied.  But  thit  it  not  a  foir  view  of  the  caic.  A  man'*  Ufe  ia  liit 
whole  life,  not  the  latt  glimmering  touff  (»f  the  candle  ;  and  tbia,  I 
lay,  it  cootidcrablc,  ajid  not  a  ml*  mailer,  whether  we  regard  ita 
plcawrea  or  ita  p«iai.  To  draw  a  pccriih  concluaion  to  the  contrary 
from  our  own  aupet  annua  ted  deiirca  or  forgetful  indifTcicncc  it  about 
at  reaMKiable  aa  to  tay,  a  man  oever  wat  young  becauac  he  ii  grown

old,  or  nner  tired  because  he  i(  now  dexi.  The  length  or  af:reeabl»- 
MM  of  A  journey  doe*  not  depend  on  the  few  b>t  ttepa  of  it,  nor  ii 
the  MM  of  a  buiidiog  to  be  judged  of  from  the  laii  itocic  that  >■  added 
to  it.  It  is  acilhcr  the  first  nor  last  hour  of  our  cxi^icncc,  but  the 
space  that  puts  thew  two — not  our  exit  nor  our  entrance  upoa  llie 
sijilte,  but  what  we  doi  feci,  and  thinit  while  there-^tliat  we  arc  to 
■uejod  to  in  [itonouacicj!  tentence  upon  it.  Indeed  it  would  be  caay 
la  thew  that  it  is  the  very  extent  of  human  life,  the  intinite  number 
of  things  contained  in  it,  its  contradictory  and  jlucwabng  intcteits, 
the  ttantition  from  one  ntuaiion  to  another,  the  hnurs,  montfai;,  years 
spent  in  one  fond  pursuit  ahti  another ;  that  it  is,  in  a  word,  the 
length  of  our  common  journey  and  the  auantity  of  events  crowded 
into  it,  that,  balBtng  the  gmp  of  our  actual  perception,  make  ii  slide 
from  our  memory,  and  dwindle  into  nothinjt  in  its  own  penpecti^'e. 
It  is  too  mighty  for  us,  and  we  say  it  is  nothing !  It  is  a  speclt  in 
oar  laocy,  ana  yet  what  canvai  would  be  big  enough  to  hold  its 
ttriluDg  groups,  lu  endless  subjects !  It  is  light  as  Tanicy,  and  yet 
if  sll  its  weary  moments,  if  all  its  head  and  heart  acbcs  were  com- 
pteesed  into  one,  what  fortili^de  would  not  be  oixrrwhclmed  with  the 
blow  !  What  a  huge  heap,  a  <  huge,  dumb  heap,'  of  wishes,  thoughts, 
feelmgs,  anxious  cues,  soothing  hopes,  lovei,  joys,  friendihips,  it  is 
Gompoied  of!  How  many  ideas  and  trains  of  sentiment,  ]onf,  and 
deep  and  intense,  often  pass  throuch  the  mind  in  only  one  day's 
thinking  or  reading,  for  instance!  How  many  such  days  arc  there 
in  a  year,  how  many  years  in  a  long  life,  still  occupied  with  fomc- 
tbing  interctting,  »cill  tecaUing  SODk  old  impression,  still  recurring  to 
tone  difficult  queition  and  makiiw  progress  in  it,  every  step  accom* 
panied  with  a  sense  of  power,  and  every  moment  conicioua  of  'the 
high  endeavour  or  the  glad  success  g  *  for  the  mind  seizes  only  on 
tlut  which  keeps  it  employed,  and  i>  wound  up  to  a  certain  pitch  of 
plcMurable  excitement  or  iirely  solicitude,  by  the  ncccusity  of  its  own 
nature.  The  division  of  the  map  of  life  into  its  component  pans  ii 
beautifully  made  by  King  Henry  vi.

I  myKlf  am  nnlber  a  king  nor  a  ibephcril :  books  hnvc  been  my 
fleecy  cha[j;e,  and  my  thoughts  hnrr  bem  my  ■ubjecti.  Bui  th«ae 
have  found  mc  Rufficicni  rn)p1oymcni  at  tbc  time,  and  enough  to  thinic 
of  for  tbc  iim«  to  come. 

'I'he  peMioiu  coDttact  and  warp  the  lutxiral  progreu  of  Itfr.  Thejr 
mralyte  all  of  it  that  i*  cot  devoted  to  (heir  lytancy  and  c^Hce. 
Thi*  make*  the  dilTeTeocc  between  the  iattohleg  inooceiice  of  chlM- 
hood,  the  pleannincM  of  ynath,  and  the  crabbedttcta  of  age.  A  load 
of  cam  lici  hke  a  weight  of  guilt  upon  the  mind;  *o  tliat  a  mao  of 
buiincM  often  hai  all  the  air,  the  dinraction  and  tcnlcwneH  aod  hurry 
of  fueling  of  a  criminal.  A  knowledge  of  the  world  ukc*  away  the 
freedom  and  simplicity  of  thought  as  efTectually  it  the  contagion  of  its 
example.  The  artle-ianesi  and  candour  of  our  early  years  are  open  lo 
aU  impireMion«  alike,  bcciUNe  ihc  mind  \*  not  cloggM  and  pre-occupkd 
with  other  object*.  Our  plcanurcs  and  our  pain*  come  nngle,  make 
room  for  one  another,  and  the  i])riog  of  the  mind  ii  frctli  and  un- 
broken, it*  aspect  clear  and  uoiullied.  Hence  '  ihc  tear  forgot  a> 
won  a*  Rhed,  ilie  suohliiDe  of  the  breast.'  But  as  we  advance  fartheti 
the  will  gets  greater  liead.  We  form  violent  aniipathics  and  indulge 
rxcluaivc  preference*.  We  make  up  our  mindi  to  lonM  one  thingi 
and  if  we  cannot  have  that,  wilt  hare  nothing.  We  are  wedded  to 
opinion,  to  lincy,  to  prejudice ;  which  dectroj*  the  soundacM  of 
our  j>adgti»ent»,  and  the  lerenity  aod  buopncy  of  our  feelings.  The 
chain  of  habit  coih  ittelf  round  tlie  hean,  like  a  tcrpent,  to  gnaw  and 
Kifte  it.  It  grows  rigid  and  callous;  and  for  the  tofuieia  and 
ebnictty  of  childhood,  full  of  proud  ileih  and  oUtinaic  lumoum. 
Tbc  riolence  and  pvrvcnity  of  our  pustions  conic*  in  more  and  more 
to  overlay  our  natural  umiibility  and  welt-j' rounded  alfcclions ;  and 
we  Kttw  oufKlve*  up  to  aim  only  at  those  things  which  arc  neither 
dearaUe  nor  practicable.  Thus  tile  ihmm  away  in  tlie  feverish 
brkaaion  of  punuit  aad  the  cert»nty  of  oiupMintcnent.  By  dc^rcci, 
Botluiig  but  thdi  morbtd  state  of  feeling  BitiMie*  m :  and  all  conimoQ 
pIcMUitl  and  cheap  arouiemeata  are  ncrifictd  to  the  demon  of 
MDbitioa,  avarice,  or  ditmpation.  The  nuchioe  is  orer-wrought  i 
the  parching  heat  of  ibe  veins  dries  up  and  withers  tbc  flowera 
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of  LoTC)  Hoft,  and  Joy  >  sod  my  pauM,  any  rcltase  from  die  nek 
of  «c«acy  oa  which  wc  are  urttched,  tcttat  niore  mnipporiaUe  thin 
the  paaga  whkb  we  endmre.  We  ue  (uspeodctl  betwKn  torrucnttofi 
denrei,  and  tlie  horran  of  etumi.  The  impultc  of  the  will,  like  the 
wheel*  of  a  carruge  gtaog  down  hill,  bcconx-i  too  itrong  for  the 
driver,  rcaaon,  tad  catinoc  be  *iop|)cd  nor  kept  within  biniadi.  Some 
idea,  toaw  fiacy,  takes  poueauon  of  the  brain ;  and  howc?er 
ridiculoui,  bowcTCT  ditueaatog,  howcrei  ruinous  hauota  ua  by  a 
ton  of  faKinatioti  through  lile. 

Not  only  n  thi>  principle  ufexcetaiveirriUilHlttyta  be  teen  at  work 
ia  our  more  turbulent  puiion*  and  purauiti,  but  ei-en  in  the  formiil 
(tudy  of  art*  and  Kimcci,  the  mine  thing  takes  place,  and  undermine* 
the  repoce  and  happin<-u  of  life.  I'he  esgemes*  of  jiurfuit  oTcicomc* 
the  tatii&ctiou  to  retult  front  the  sccompliihincat.  The  ntiod  is 
orcmnnMd  to  atub  it*  purpmc ;  and  wlien  it  h  attaincdt  the  caae 
•nd  alacrity  Decenary  to  enjoy  it  are  goDe.  Tlie  imtaiioo  of  actioQ 
don  not  ceaK  and  go  down  with  the  occuioo  for  it ;  but  we  are  firtt 
uaeaty  to  get  to  the  end  of  our  work,  and  then  uncuy  for  want  of 
■onething  lo  do.  The  ferment  of  the  brain  doe*  not  of  ittelf  auhcide 
into  plcanre  and  aolt  tcponc  Hence  the  difpOHtion  to  (iroog  tinimli 
otMerrabte  in  persons  of  much  intellectual  exertion  to  alliy  ai^  carry 
off  (he  over-excitement.  The  impr»viiMori  poet*  {it  is  recorded  by 
Speoee  in  his  Anecdotes  of  Pope)  cannot  sleep  afici  an  ercning's 
continued  display  of  their  siogubT  and  dilEcult  art.  Tlie  rhymes 
keep  ninntng  in  their  head  in  spite  of  ihemsclTea,  and  will  not  let 
them  re«t.  Mechanics  and  labouring  people  never  know  what  to  do 
with  thcmtelte*  on  a  Sunday,  though  ihcy  return  to  their  work  with 
greater  spirit  for  the  relief,  and  look  forward  to  it  with  plessare  dl 
the  week.  Sir  .1o«hua  Reynolds  was  nerer  comfortable  out  of  his 
pumJag-rooni,  and  died  of  ch^tin  and  regret,  becauac  he  could  not 
foita  on  to  the  Ian  momeoi  of  his  life.  He  tiaed  to  >ay  thai  he  could 
go  OD  retouching  a  picture  for  erer,  as  long  as  it  stood  on  hit  easel  i 
but  as  soon  as  it  wat  once  fairly  out  of  the  houie,  he  never  wished  to 
see  it  again.  An  ingenious  ardat  of  our  own  time  has  been  heard  to 
declare,  that  if  crcr  the  I>evil  got  him  inio  his  clutches,  he  would  act 
him  to  copy  bis  own  pictures.  I'hot  the  secure  self-complacent  rc- 
troaprct  to  what  is  done  is  nothing,  while  tbe  anxious,  uaeaty  looking 
forward  to  what  i*  to  come  is  every  thing.  We  arc  afraid  to  dwell 
upon  the  poat,  lest  it  should  reutd  our  future  progress ;  the  indulgence 
of  ease  is  faul  to  excellence  i  and  to  succeed  in  tife^  we  lose  the  cods 
of  being!

It  u  asked,  '  If  you  do  not  know  the  rule  by  which  a  thing  ib  done, 

how  can  you  be  aurc  of  doing  it  a  Kcood  time? '     And  the  answer 

ti, '  If  you  do  not  know  the  niutclct  by  the  bclp  of  which  yuu  walk, 

bow  !•  It  you  do  not  fall  down  at  every  atep  you  take  }  '     In  art,  in 

taite,  in   life,  in    tpcccb,  you   decide  Iroro  feeling,  and    not  from. 

rcaton ;  that  ia,  from  the  tmprcuion  of  a  number  of  things  on  the 

jBUAd,  which  iiaprcwion  it  inic  and  well-founded,  though  you  may 

rsot  be  ftble  to  »aly*c  or  account  for  tl  in  the  several  particular!. 

In  a  gcuurc  you  u<c,  io  a  look  you  tee,  in  a  tone  you  hear,  you 

judge  of  the  expretaton,  propriety,  aud  mcaiiinf;  from    habit,  not 

nwn  Kaaon  or  rnleaj  that  is  to  tay,  from  bnumerable  inat^uice*  of 

like  getturei,  look*,  and  tone*,  in  inaumerabic  other  circumttanort, 

variou'ly  modified,  which  arc  too  many  and  too  rclined  to  be  all 

ditlinaly  recollected,  but  which  do  not  therefore  operate  the  leas 

Lpowerfully  upon  the  mind  and  eye  of  taste.     Shall  we  tay  that  theie 

aprewioDs   (th«  immediate  stamp  of  nature)  do  not  operate  to  a 

I  nauier  till  they  ate  claiiilied  and  leduced  to  rulei,  or  in  not 

he  rule  iliclf  j>.rouiided  upon  the  truth  and  certaioty  of  that  natural 

Jon  ?     How  then  can  the  diitioctian  of  the  underttanding  as 

to  the  ranancr  in  which  ibey  operate  l>c  ncccMuy  to  their  producing 

their  due  and  uniform  eifeci  upoti  ihc  mind .'     If  certain  effects  did 

Dot  re^larly  arise  out  of  certain  causn  in  mind  as  well  as  matter, 

Ihert  could  be  no  rule  given  fot  them ;  nature  does  not  follow  the 

nile«  but  (Ug^etta  it.     Reason  in  the  interpreter  and  critic  of  nature 

and  genus,  not  their   lawgiver  and   judge.      He  must    be  a  poor 

leature  indeed  whose  practical  conrictioai  do  not  in  almost  all  caiea 

utruB  his  deliberate  underni'mding,  or  who  doc*  not  feel  and  know 

ouch  more  than  he  can  give  a  rcawn  for. — Hence  tbc  distinction 

twecD   eloquence  and   wisdom,   between    ingenuity  and    common 

flose.     A  nun  may  be  dextrous  and  able  in  explaining  the  grounds 

^"of  fais  optnioos,  and  yet  may  be  a  mere  sophist,  because  he  only 
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eea  one  half  cf  a  mbject.  Anotlif  r  may  feet  the  wliote  wrifibt  of 
a  qucMioo,  DoehiDe  reuting  (o  it  iray  be  loft  upon  him,  and  jrt  he 
may  be  able  to  give  nci  account  of  the  manner  in  which  it  affects 
him,  or  to  drag  hi>  ccuoDt  ftom  their  lilcnt  lufking'place*.  Thi* 
tati  will  be  a  wiw  m>n,  tliough  neither  a  logiciaa  nor  rhetorician. 
Goldtmilh  WM  a  Tool  to  Dt.  JohnioQ  in  argument;  that  is  in 
■Migniag  the  apcciSc  groundi  of  hi«  opinionn :  lit,  Johnton  waa  a 
fool  to  Goldamith  in  the  fine  tact,  tlic  airy,  iotuitire  faculty  with 
which  he  ikimnied  the  Kurfucea  of  thinj;*,  and  uncoaaciou«ly  formed 
hb  opinians.  Common  lente  ii  the  juit  remit  of  the  tum-iotat  of 
*uch  imconiciou*  iixipmiiont  in  the  ordinarv  occurrence!  of  life,  at 
they  arc  tteai'urcd  up  in  (be  memory,  and  caltnl  out  by  the  occarion. 
Genius  and  taste  depend  much  upon  the  Ktme  principle  excrdted 
on  loftier  urouod  and  in  more  unusual  combin.itions. 

I  am  jfjad  to  ihelter  myielf  from  the  char^je  of  alTcctatioD  ot 
tinf;ularity  in  this  view  of  aa  often  debited  but  iil'UndcrHood  |>oint, 
by  i|uoting  a  puuge  from  Sir  Jo^ua  Reynolds'i  Diinrourvei,  which 
ii  fiiU,  and,  [  think,  conducive  to  the  purpuae.     He  uya, 

'  I  obterre,  an  a  fundamental  ground  commao  to  all  the  Arts  with 
which  we  have  any  concern  in  thix  Dincounc,  that  ihcy  nddrtM 
ihcmaclrea  only  to  two  facultie*  of  the  mind,  iti  imagination  and  ha 
•mitnliiy. 

'All  theories  which  attempt  to  direct  or  to  control  the  An,  upoo 
any  p  incipin  laliriv  called  raiioDal,  which  we  form  to  aurselrea 
upon  a  (uppomtion  or  what  ought  in  reason  to  be  the  end  or  meaoi 
of  Art,  tndcprndcot  of  the  known  (irat  cfTect  produced  by  object* 
on  the  im:igi nation,  muHt  be  falte  and  dclotite.  Por  though  it  may 
appear  bold  to  My  it,  the  imagination  i«  here  the  residence  of  truth. 
If  the  imagin^icion  be  affected,  the  conclution  is  fairly  drawn :  if  it 
be  not  aSectcd,  the  reatoning  is  erroneous,  becaute  the  end  is  not 
obtained ;  the  effect  itaelf  beinj  the  test,  and  the  only  lest,  of  the 
truth  and  elBcacy  of  the  means. 

'  There  it  in  the  commerce  of  li&,  at  in  An,  a  aagatnty  which 
it  far  from  being  contradictory  to  right  rca>on,  and  i«  superior  to 
any  occasional  exercise  of  ihni  faculty;  which  supcrsedr*  it;  and 
does  not  wait  for  tlie  slow  nrogreis  of  deductioo,  but  goes  at  once, 
by  what  appears  a  kind  of  iniuiiivn,  to  the  conctuaioo.

•eiwe  of  risht  aad  wroa^t  or  the  ttoptctuon  of  our  morxl  experience 
ami  moral  apprehcDuooi  on  tbe  mind,  whicb,  becauce  it  worlct 
VMceni  jret  certainly,  we  (oppose  to  be  u  innioct,  ini|^ntcd  in  tbc 
nuod  i  M  wc  (omcthnc*  Mtribntc  ihc  vtokni  opcntiona  of  our 
pMMOai,  of  which  we  can  Drither  (race  the  Mwcc  DOT  MOfa  the 
rtoaoa,  u>  the  iiiRigiiioa  of  the  Devil ! 

I  thill  here  try  to  ^o  more  at  luge  bto  this  labjeo,  and  to  gjre 
such  initances  uid  illuitritioni  of  it  u  occur  to  me. 

Ooc  of  the  pctwM  wbo  had  tcodered  thcflisclvet  otiaoxiou*  to 
GoTcmmrtii,  md  been  md«lcd  ia  a  charge  for  high  trcoMn  in  the 
yxv  17941  hod  retired  non  after  into  Wale*  to  write  an  epic  poeni 
»d  enjoy  ihr  luxurtet  of  a  rural  life.  In  hii  prrcgcinationt  through 
that  bnutiftil  >c«ncry,  he  had  arrived  one  fioe  momini:  at  the  tnn  at 
Llan^Ucn,  in  the  romantic  raltej'  of  that  oame.  He  had  ordered 
lu>  hreakfut,  aixl  wa>  littiiig  at  the  window  io  all  tbc  dalliaitoe  of 
expcctaitoo,  when  a  face  poMed  of  which  be  took  do  tKXlicc  at  (he 
iMtm— bat  when  hi*  brnkfui  wu  brought  in  prcwntly  after,  he 
found  hit  appetite  for  it  gone,  the  day  bad  lou  iu  freshoeu  id  hit 
«yc^  he  waa  vneuy  aod  ipiritleMs  and  without  aay  cauw  that  he 
codd  dticOTtf,  a  total  cbsngc  had  taken  place  in  ht4  feeling*. 
White  be  wa*  trying  to  accovM  for  ihii  odd  circunutance,  tbe  tame 
&ce  paned  again — it  wa*  the  (ace  ol  Taylor  tbc  (py;  xnd  be  was 
no  longer  at  a  lofs  to  expbin  the  difUculty.  He  had  before  caught 
only  a  traatient  glimpte,  a  patsiag  nde-ncw  of  the  face;  but  though 
thi*  waa  not  ndBcient  to  awaken  a  diKinci  ide^  in  hit  awmory,  Jus 
fteltogi,  quicker  and  aurer,  had  taken  tbc  alirm :  a  (triBg  had  b«en 
touched  that  gare  a  jar  to  hi*  whole  frame,  lod  would  not  let  him 
rat,  thoosh  he  conld  not  at  all  icU  what  «nu  tbe  matter  with  him. 
To  the  flitting,  ihadowy,  half-diMingnished  profile  th4i  had  glided 
by  hn  window  waa  Inked  iKiconacKNnly  and  myncriondy,  bnt 
iiMepusbly,  the  uBpre«aoo  of  tbe  train*  that  bad  been  laid  for  biia 
by  this  perwD ; — in  thit  brief  nMmcot,  io  thi*  dim,  illej^lc  thort- 
hsad  of  tbe  mind  he  had  jutt  etcaped  the  tpecches  of  the  Attorney 
■ad  Solicitor-GeDenl  over  again  i  the  gaunt  figure  of  Mr.  Pitt 
glared  by  him  t  the  walla  of  a  pri»on  cndoaed  bint  t  and  be  feh  tbe 
hand*  of^the  execntioner  near  him,  withoat  knowing  it  till  tbe  tremor 
and  diiocder  of  bi*  nerve*  gave  infbrmatian  to  hi*  mKMiing  ftcultiea 
that  all  wa*  not  well  within.  That  ia,  the  tame  tcaic  of  mind  wm 
recalled  by  one  circnsiaiaiioe  in  the  «erie*  of  auociatioo  that  had 
been  produced  by  tbe  whole  aet  of  circumatance*  at  tbc  time,  tbongh 
ibe  isaMMr  in  which  thti  wa«  done  wa*  not  imsudiMdy  perceptible. 
In  other  word*,  tbe  fceliag  of  pleaaure  or  pai^  of  good  or  evil,  ia 
rerived,  and  acta  iutaMaoKOucly  npon  tbe  mind,  before  we  ba?e  lime

to  recollect  Ae  precite  object*  which  bave  orieinalljr  givc^  birth  to 
it.'  Thr  incident  hetc  mmiionctl  wai  mciety,  then,  one  cue  of 
what  the  IciTDcd  oadeisuod  by  t£ie  aitttiaimi  of  iiira/ :  but  all  tliat 
IB  ffleaot  b^  fiMling  or  comnion  trate  n  nothiog  but  the  ilifferiTl 
CMC*  of  the  aMucUtion  of  ideasi  fliorc  or  Int  true  to  the  impre«tioQ 
of  the  originil  drcuniitancei,  at  reakoo  begisB  with  the  mate  formal 
dcveloprmcnt  of  thoae  drcuiiittancei,  or  pretendt  to  Mcouct  for  the 
dilTrrent  cat*  of  the  aaMociatinn  of  idcai.  Uut  it  does  cot  follow 
.that  ibc  dumb  and  (ileal  plodiog  of  the  former  (thoogh  Mmetiines 
'  uy  oftco  miuakco)  is  leM  troc  than  ihu  of  ita  babbling  ioterpteter, 
or  that  we  are  never  to  truit  its  dfciaiet  wilhout  consulting  the 
expTcM  antbority  of  reuoo.  Both  arc  imperiVct,  both  are  uvfiil  in 
llirir  way,  and  therefore  both  ate  bett  lu/vther,  to  correct  or  to 
conlirm  one  another.  It  doei  not  appear  tlut  in  the  lingulnr  insinocc 
above  menlioDctlt  the  tnddcn  imprettion  on  ibe  mind  wan  «iperaitiion 
or  fsacy,  tliough  it  might  hare  been  ihnughi  m,  had  it  not  btta 
pcoved  by  the  event  to  have  a  real  phyiical  and  moral  cause.  Had 
not  the  Mine  lace  returned  again,  the  doubt  would  never  have  been 
[prt^rly  cleared  up.  but  would  have  remained  a  pDZile  ever  after. 
or  MThap*  have  been  soon  forgot. — By  the  law  of  aiiociaiion,  a» 
lata  down  by  phyuolngiita,  any  impreaiioa  in  a  Kerie*  can  recal  aay 
other  imprcMion  in  that  lerie*  witliout  going  through  the  whole  in 
order :  ao  that  the  mind  dropi  the  inicrroediaic  link*,  and  pasiea  on 
•  rapidly  and  by  Etealth  to  the  more  striking  eCect*  of  ple^ure  or  pain 
[iVBtch  haie  natorally  taken  the  urongeti  hold  of  it.  By  dobg  thi* 
'  habit«ally  and  skilfully  with  tctpcct  to  the  various  irapieHiona  and 
drcnniMances  with  which  our  experience  make*  n*  acquainted,  it 
formi  a  tcriet  of  unpremeditated  concluiioni  on  almost  nit  lobjccts 
that  can  be  brought  before  it,  as  jutt  a*  they  arc  of  ready  application 
to  humas  life ;  and  common  tentc  it  the  name  of  iliis  body  of 
Boaafwniog  but  practical  wiidom.  Common  sense,  however,  i«  an 
inparilal,  iniiinctivc  result  of  tmth  and  nBture>  and  will  therelore 
bear  tbe  tett  and  abide  the  scrutiny  of  ihc  most  mete  and  paticM

But  reatODt  not  emjiluyed  to  inteqirct  lutute,  and  to  improve  anJ 
perfect  common  lentc  .ind  experience,  U,  for  the  mo«  p*ri,  n 
Diiildiog  without  a  fonnd^ttion. — The  criliciim  cxercitcd  by  teaxon 
tbcQ  on  common  sense  may  he  as  tevetc  as  it  {ileaset,  liut  it  must  be 
a*  patient  m  tt  is  severe.  Hastyt  dogmatical,  sel/-saiistied  reason  is 
worse  tbao  idle  faocy,  or  bigotietl  prejudice.  It  is  syttematiCt 
Dsicntatious  in  error,  closes  up  the  avenue*  of  knowledge,  and  '  shuts 
the  gales  of  wivdom  on  manlcind.'  It  is  not  enough  to  shew  ihiit 
there  is  no  reMon  for  a  thing,  that  wc  do  not  see  the  rcuon  of  tt : 
if  (he  common  feeling,  if  the  involuntary  prejudice  Kts  in  wrong 
in  favour  of  it,  if,  in  spite  of  all  wc  can  do,  there  is  t,  lurking 
nuMcioD  on  the  side  of  our  first  impreuioDs,  we  must  try  again,  and 
believe  that  uuth  is  mightier  than  we.  So,  iu  ofTerbg  a  de^nitioo 
of  any  tubjeci,  if  we  teel  a  misgiving  thai  there  is  any  tact  or  ciicura- 
itancc  otniitcd,  but  of  which  we  have  only  a  vague  apprehension,  like 
a  name  wc  cannot  recollect,  we  must  ask  for  more  time,  and  not 
cut  the  mailer  ahort  by  an  arrogant  assumption  of  the  point  in 
dispute.  Common  senae  thus  act*  at  a  chrck-wrighl  on  sophiatty, 
ana  auapcods  our  rMh  and  tupcrlicial  judgments.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  not  only  no  reuon  can  be  given  for  a  thing,  but  every  reason  is 
clear  agatnsi  it,  and  we  csa  account  from  ignorance,  from  authority, 
from  interest,  from  ditfetent  causeSi  for  the  prevalence  of  an  opinion 
or  aentiment,  then  we  have  a  tight  to  conclude  that  we  have  mistaken 
a  prejudice  for  an  iniiinci,  or  have  confounded  a  false  and  paiiial 
imprcMion  with  the  fair  and  unavoidable  inference  from  general 
observation.  Mr.  Burke  said  thai  wc  ought  not  to  reject  every 
prejudkci  but  should  scparAte  the  husk  of  prejudice  from  the  trutii 
it  endoMS,  aod  so  try  to  get  at  the  kernel  within  ;  and  thus  far  he 
was  ri|^  But  he  was  wrong  in  insisting  that  we  are  to  cherish  our 
prejudices,  '  bccauie  ilvey  arc  prejudices ; '  for  if  they  ate  all  well- 
founded,  there  is  no  occiiion  to  inquire  into  their  origin  or  ute  ;  and  he 
who  sets  out  to  jihilosiiphiEe  upon  ihcm,  or  make  the  separation  Mr. 
Burke  talks  of  in  this  tpirii  and  with  this  previous  determination,  will 
be  very  likely  to  mistake  a  maggot  or  a  rotten  canker  for  the  piccioas 
Lcmd  of  uuth,  as  was  indeed  tlic  case  with  our  political  sopbUt. 
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There  m  ooihbg  more  diidnct  tlun  common  ten*e  and  niljtai 
opinion.  Common  kak  it  only  a  jutlgc  of  things  that  fall  uadet 
common  obttenstion,  or  immediately  come  home  to  tbc  burincM  and 
botom*  of  men.  Thia  it  of  the  vcr;  ewenoe  of  it*  principle,  the 
bo&ii  of  iti  prctniMons.  It  retii  upon  the  timple  proccis  of  fetlinSt 
it  anchott  in  experience.  It  a  not*  nor  it  cannot  be,  the  lett  of 
abotract*  ipeculattTe  opiiuopi.  But  half  tlie  opinioas  loii  ptejudicei 
of  mankind,  tbote  which  they  hold  in  the  rooBC  unr]ualilied  ap- 
probation and  which  hare  been  inittillcd  into  them  under  the  itronjtctt 
(anciioriE,  are  of  thii  latter  kind,  tbit  it,  cpinionn,  not  which  ihcjr 
have  ercr  thought,  known,  or  felt  one  tittle  about,  but  whicb  they 
have  taken  op  on  tiu»i  from  oiliets,  which  h«vc  been  j^lmcd  on  their 
underaundingft  by  fraud  oi  force,  and  which  they  continue  to  hold 
at  the  peiil  of  life,  limb,  property,  and  character,  with  at  little 
wimnt  from  common  ttate  in  the  tirtt  instance  as  appeal  to  rcakun 
In  the  last.  The  a/ama  rabo  regum  proceedi  upon  a  very  dilfcrent 
plea.  Common  tentc  i»  neither  pricMcraft  nor  iiatc-poticy.  Yet 
'there'*  the  lub  that  nuke*  abturdity  of  *o  long  lifej '  and,  at  the 
aamc  lime,  give*  the  aceptical  philotopher*  the  adiantage  orer  ot. 
Till  nature  hat  fair  play  allowed  it,  and  it  not  adulterated  by  poliucal 
and  polemical  quackt  (at  it  ao  often  ha*  been),  it  i*  impoiuble  to 
appeal  to  it  as  a  defence  against  the  error*  and  extraTaitance*  of  mere 
rcoaon.  If  we  talk  of  common  lenie,  we  are  twitted  with  vulgar 
prejudice,  and  atkcd  how  we  dittinf;uiih  the  one  from  the  other  :  but 
common  and  receiTcd  opinion  if  indeed  '  a  compoit  heap  '  of  crude 
notioiu,  got  together  bv  the  pride  and  pasaiona  of  individual*,  and 
maOB  i*  itMlf  the  thrall  or  manumitted  tlavc  of  the  tame  lordly  and 
bcaotied  niaiter*.  dtagKiog  it*  tervilc  cbiio,  or  committing  all  «ort»  of 
Satonialiao  licence*,  the  roomeot  it  feel*  itielf  freed  from  it. — If  ten 
millioot  of  Enj;[ithmen  arc  furious  in  thinkinf;  tbcmaelve*  right  in 
making  war  upon  thirty  mtlliona  of  FrenchmcD)  and  if  the  latt  are 
Miually  bent  upon  thioliing  the  others  always  in  the  wrong,  though  it 
i*  a  common  and  ttationsl  prejudice,  both  opinion*  cannot  be  the 
dictate  of  good  feoie :  but  it  may  be  the  infatuated  policy  of  one  or 
both  governmeats  to  kee|i  their  aubjccti  alway*  at  variaoce.  If  a 
(ew  centuries  ago  all  Europe  belie»«J  in  the  infallibility  of  the  Pope, 
ihii  was  one  an  (pinion  deri red  from  the  proper  exercise  or  erroneuua 
direction  of  the  common  tenac  of  the  people :  common  teote  had 
nothjog  to  do  with  it — they  believed  whatever  their  prictu  told  them. 
EoriBCKl  at  preaent  »i  divided  into  Whigt  and  Toriea,  Churchmen 
>na  DiMenieft :  both  psnie*  hare  number*  on  their  side;  but 
corniDoa  aeoM  and  party-«pirit  are  two  dilTerent  thiogt,  Secu  and 
beretiea  are  upheld  partly  by  sympathy,  and  partly  by  the  love  of 
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coDindietion :  if  there  was  nobody  of  a  dtffereot  way  of  thialcing, 
they  would  fail  to  piece*  of  themKlrei.  If  a  whole  court  a&y  (he 
Mine  things  thii  ia  do  proof  that  they  Uiiok  tt,  but  ihat  the  iddinduul 
01  the  head  of  the  court  hai  nid  it :  if  a  mob  agree  for  a  while  in 
thoDting  the  ume  watch-word,  this  i>  not  to  mc  an  example  of  the 
*tiuM  tvmmunit  i  ihcy  only  repeal  what  they  have  he»d  repeated  by 
other*.  If  indeed  a  large  proportion  of  the  people  are  in  watn  U 
ibod,  of  clothing,  of  thclter,  if  they  Ait  ack,  Biiterable,  tcomcd, 
oppresKd,  and  if  each  feeling  it  in  himKlf,  they  all  Kiy  to  with  one 
roice  and  one  heart,  and  lift  tip  their  handi  to  second  their  appeal, 
thi*  I  should  lay  wa*  but  the  dictate  of  common  teme,  the  cry  oif 
lUture.  But  to  ware  lhi(  p^irl  of  the  algumcot,  which  it  i)  needleai 
to  path  fatther,  1  I>e1ieve  thai  the  be»t  vny  to  intirucc  mankind  it  tut 
by  poioltng  out  to  them  ihcii  mutual  crtort,  but  by  teaching  them  to 
tbiak  tightly  on    indifferent  matter*,  where  they  will   listen  with 

Jatience  in  ordet  to  be  amused,  and  where  they  do  not  coniidei  a 
efinition  or  a  tyltogium  ai  tlie  |>reatert  injury  you  can  oifcr  tbem. 
There  ii  no  rule  for  exprcMion.  It  it  got  at  *olely  by/trSnx,  that 
m,  on  the  principle  of  the  umciation  of  ideat,  and  by  transferring 
whsc  haa  been  found  to  hold  good  in  one  caM  (with  the  necessary 
modificstiont}  to  otiiert.  A  certain  look  has  been  remarked  nrongly 
bdicative  of  a  certain  paiaion  or  trait  of  character,  and  we  attach  the 
•aroe  meaning  to  it  or  arc  xifected  in  the  tame  pleamrable  or  painful 
manner  by  it,  where  it  exitta  in  a  lew  degree,  though  we  can  deliac 
oeither  the  look  itaelf  nor  the  modification  of  it.  Having  got  the 
general  cine,  the  exact  reculi  may  be  left  to  the  imagination  to  vary, 
to  extenuslc  or  aggrarate  it  according  to  circumotancea.      In  the 

admirable  prolilc  of  Oliver  Cromwell  after ,  the  drooping  eye- 

lidi,  as  if  drawing;  a  veil  over  the  fixed,  pcnctradog  glance,  the 
nottrile  lomewhai  diaiended,  and  lipa  compretaed  n  aa  hardly  to  let 
the  bieatli  eicape  hini,  denote  the  character  of  the  man  lor  high- 
reaching  policy  and  deep  design*  at  plainly  as  they  can  be  written. 
How  ia  it  that  we  decipher  ihit  cxprcision  in  the  face?  First,  by 
fieeling  it ;  and  how  is  it  that  we  feel  it  ?  Not  by  pre-cttablithed 
ralei,  bat  by  the  instinct  of  analogy,  hy  the  priociple  of  uwciatioo, 
wliich  ia  aubtlc  and  aure  in  proportion  as  it  is  variable  and  indefinite. 
A  circumatance,  apparently  of  no  ralue,  ahall  alter  the  whole  inter* 
ptetatioD  to  be  put  upon  an  expreaaion  or  action  ;  and  it  diall  alter  it 
thus  powerfully  became  in  proportion  to  ita  very  lOtignilicancc  it 
ahewt  a  strong  general  principle  at  work  that  extcndu  in  iti  ramifica- 
tioos  to  the  amallcic  ihingii.  This  in  fact  will  make  nil  the  diiferrncc 
between  minutencta  and  subtlety  or  refinement ;  for  a  small  or  trivial 
tSta  may  in  giteo  circumatancct  Imply  the  operation  of  a  great 
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power.  SdllncM  may  be  the  tttuit  of  a  blow  too  powerful  to  be 
renKed  ;  *Ucnc«  may  be  impoKtl  liy  fccltnn  too  agoniting  for  ouct- 
•nce.  The  minute,  ihc  trilling  and  innpid,  it  ih.it  which  i*  little  in 
itwlfi  in  in  C3uie«  and  iu  conicqarncct:  the  subtle  and  relincd  is 
tb«  which  is  iliglit  and  evaoMCeDt  at  fliti  sight,  but  which  mounti 
up  to  ft  mightv  mm  in  the  cnil,  which  is  mi  cis^ntid  patt  of  an 
inporum  whole,  whith  hnv  conxtjuencci  greater  than  iuelft  nnd 
where  tnorc  i*  meant  than  meets  ^e  eye  or  ear.  We  complain 
sometimes  of  litdcncw  in  a  Dutch  piciuie,  where  there  are  a  vast 
number  of  distinct  pans  and  objects,  each  »m»ll  in  ittelf,  and  leading 
to  aotliing  else.  A  ticy  of  Claude's  cannot  fall  under  ihli  centurc, 
where  one  imperceptible  gradauon  is  js  it  were  ibc  scale  to  another, 
where  the  brind  arch  of  heaven  is  piled  up  of  eadlnsly  intermediate 
gold  and  a£uie  tints,  and  where  an  inlinitc  number  of  minute,  scarce 
noticed  particnUiii  blend  and  melt  into  univcrtal  barroony.  The 
subtlety  in  Sh>ketpc<ir,  of  which  there  ii  an  immenne  deal  e^cry 
where  scattered  up  Mid  down,  u  always  the  inetmmeni  of  paation, 
the  rehide  of  character.  The  action  of  a  man  pulling  his  hat  over 
hit  foreheAd  i>  indiifercnC  enouy.h  in  itself,  and,  ^^oerally  spe;Uun£, 
may  mean  any  thini;  or  nothing :  but  in  the  circumstances  in  which 
Mooduff  it  placed,  it  is  neither  insignificant  nor  equitocal. 

'  What !  man,  ne'er  pull  your  hat  upan  your  browi,*  &c. 

It  admhs  but  of  one  interpretation  or  inference,  that  which  followa 
it: — 

•Give  mitijw  vrnnlt:  the  griff  ihat  doci  not  »mlt, 
Whiiperi  the  o'cr-fiaughl  heart,  and  biJi  it  break.* 

Tbc  passage  in  the  same  play,  in  which  Duncan  and  his  attendanta 
are  introduced  commenting  on  the  beauty  and  liiuatioo  of  Macbeth'i 
caMie,  though  familiar  m  itself,  haa  been  often  pruised  for  the  strik- 
ing cODtract  it  presents  to  the  tcenet  which  follow. — The  same  loolc 
ia  dillereoi  circnmntaoce*  may  convey  a  totally  dltferent  exprcMion. 
Iliva  the  eye  turned  round  to  look  at  you  without  turning  the  head 
■odicau*  generally  tlyneu  or  suspicion :  but  if  this  it  combined  with 
targe  expanded  cye-lidt  or  Gxcd  eye-brows,  as  we  sec  it  in  Titian't 
pkturei,  k  will  denote  aim  contemplation  or  piercing  sagacity,  with- 
out any  thing  of  roeonReM  or  fat  ot  beiog  obtcrted.  fa  other  cmts 
it  may  imply  merely  tndolent  enticing  Toluptumunen:,  at  in  Leiy't 
portraiu  <H  women.  The  languor  and  weaknest  of  the  eye-Hdt  gives 
the  amorous  turn  to  the  expression.  How  thould  there  be  a  rule  for 
all  (his  bcfoechandi  seeing  it  depends  on  circtimtlBoces  ever  varying, 
and  scarce  ducerniblc  but  by  their  effect  on  the  mind  ?     Rules  are 
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asplictbk  to  >b«rMt!o«,  bat  vxprmioD  it  coDtfccc  and  indirHlu], 
We  know  ih«  meanioK  of  ceruio  tookE,  and  wc  feel  how  ibejr 
modify  one  aoothn  in  conjunctioD.  Out  we  cannot  have  a  Kpante 
rule  to  jndge  of  all  th«ir  combinxiioni  in  diffcrcat  dcgreei  and  cir- 
CWWUacn,  without  forcKctng  nil  thoK  combinntioni.,  which  U 
inpoinblc :  or,  if  wr  did  fotctvc  ihrm,  we  tliould  only  he  where  wc 
arct  that  i&,  we  could  only  make  the  rule  at  wc  uow  judge  without  it, 
fnxn  imagination  ami  the  feeling  of  tlie  moRWDt.  The  abtmrdity  of 
redudag  expte«uiKi  to  a  iirccoacertcd  tyitem  W2>  peihupt  never 
more  cndcnilj-  »hewn  than  m  x  picture  ol'  the  Judgment  ot'  Solomon 
by  to  great  a  mao  »t  N.  Pouitin,  which  I  once  heard  admired  for 
the  *kill  and  diKtiminatioD  of  the  artitl  id  nuking  all  the  women, 
who  are  ranged  on  one  tide,  in  the  gnstcW  tlitm  at  the  (cDtencc  of 
the  judge,  while  all  the  men  on  the  oppoiiic  tide  «ce  through  the 
detiea  of  it.  Nature  doe«  not  f^o  to  work  or  can  thiogs  in  a  rcgnUr 
tnouid  in  thl*  Mtt  of  way.  1  omce  heard  a  pfpoa  remarlt  of  another 
— '  He  hat  an  eye  like  a  Tidoui  horK.'  Tht*  waa  a  lair  analogy. 
We  all,  I  hclicTc,  have  noticed  the  look  of  a  faorie'i  cyci  juat  before 
be  ii  going  to  bite  or  kick.  But  will  any  one,  therefore,  detcribe  to 
tne  exactly  what  that  look  i*  ?  It  wa»  the  ume  acute  observer  that 
laid  of  a  ietf-attl&cimt  prating  muaic-niaiin — *Hc  talks  on  all  iub- 
iecta  a*  ligii ' — which  cxprcaKd  the  man  at  once  by  an  altuaioo  to 
hi*  proltsiion.  The  coincidence  wat  indeed  perfect.  Nothioe  cIk 
could  compare  to  the  easy  aasurance  with  which  thij  gcnueinan 
wouSd  rolunteer  an  explanation  of  thing*  of  which  he  wa*  moit 
ignovaot  i  but  the  nonchaiatitt  with  which  a  muacian  aii*  down  to  > 
harpnchord  to  play  a  piece  he  hu  never  *een  before.  My  phytiog- 
nonncal  frieod  would  not  hare  hit  on  ihie  mode  of  illatimiion  without 
ICDOWiBg  the  proJcMioa  of  tlie  subject  of  his  criticiani ;  but  having 
thii  biat  ^vcn  htm,  it  instantly  suggcited  itself  to  his  *  tore  trailing.' 
The  manner  of  the  speaker  was  evideut  t  and  the  aisociation  of  the 
music-master  sittioi>  down  to  play  at  sight,  lurking  in  bit  mind,  was 
imroedtalcly  called  out  bv  the  itrength  of  hit  iropresdun  of  the 
character.  The  feeling  ol  character,  and  the  felicitv  of  invention  in 
cxpldning  it,  were  nearly  allied  to  each  other,  '('be  lint  was  to 
wixmght  up  and  runsbg  orrr,  that  the  transition  to  the  Itit  was  easy 
and  uoBviotdable.  When  Mr.  Keao  was  so  much  praised  for  the 
action  of  Richard  in  his  Uii  «iru^};le  with  hi*  triumphuBt  aniagooist, 
where  lie  Btondi,  after  his  (word  in  wretted  from  bim,  whli  hii  banda 
stretched  out,  'a*  if  hit  will  could  not  be  disarmed,  and  the  very 
phantoms  of  his  dctpair  had  a  withering  power,'  he  uid  that  be 
borrowed  it  from  seeing  the  last  elTorts  of  Painter  in  his  fight  with 
Ohvcr.     This  asaurcdly  did  not  lessen  the  merit  of  it.     Thus  it  ever 
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H  with  the  Dun  of  ml  gcDiut.  He  bai  the  feeling  of  trath  already 
ehrioed  m  hi*  own  breait,  .lod  hi*  c>-c  it  (liU  bent  on  nature  to  tee 
how  the  expre»««  hcr*clf.  When  wc  thoroughly  underMand  the 
mbject,  it  u  tuy  to  trantlatc  from  one  laoguaiie  into  another. 
Raphael,  in  ffluJfiiog  up  the  ligure  of  Hlymai  rhe  Sorcerer  in  hi* 
garment*,  ai>pnr«  to  hare  extended  the  idea  of  blittdaett  eicn  to  hit 
clothca.  Wu  Ibis  deugn  i  Probably  not  t  but  merely  the  feeling 
of  tnalogy  Iboughtlenly  anggcKing  tbi«  device,  which  being  to 
(oggened  wa«  retained  ami  carried  on,  bcciuw  it  flattered  or  fell  in 
with  the  original  fueling.  The  tide  of  naation,  when  ttrong,  over- 
flow* and  gcadoally  tnainuates  itacif  into  all  nooks  and  corncf*  of  the 
mind.  Inrention  (of  the  bett  kind]  I  theitforc  do  not  think  w 
diMioct  a  thing  front  feeling,  at  aonte  ate  ipt  lo  imagtoe.      The 

S rings  of  pure  feelini;>  will  riie  and  lill  the  mould*  of  fancy  that  arc 
to  receive  it.  There  are  tome  striking  coincidence*  of  culciur  in 
well-compoaed  picture*,  a*  in  a  atraggling  weed  in  the  foreground 
itreaked  with  blue  or  red  to  inawcr  to  »  blue  Of  red  drapery,  to  the 
tooe  of  the  flr*h  or  an  opening  in  the  *ky : — not  that  thii  wu 
intended,  or  done  by  rule  (for  then  it  would  pteaently  become 
affected  and  ridiculoug),  but  the  ey«  being  imbued  with  a  certain 
colour,  repeata  and  ratie*  it  from  a  natural  aenne  of  harmony,  a  tecret 
craviag  and  appetite  for  beauty,  which  in  the  nme  manner  aooibea 
snd  graitfie*  the  eye  of  tactc,  though  the  ciuic  i*  not  undcrttood. 
Tmet,  fiitiir,  U  nothing  but  the  being  completely  aware  of  ibc  feeling 
bekwjpng  to  ceruin  aituation*.  [NMtions,  &c.  and  the  beitig  con- 
•ctjucaiJy  tenaible  to  their  tlighte«t  indication*  or  movemcDla  in  other*. 
One  of  the  mott  temarkible  initancca  of  thia  ton  of  ficuliy  ia  the 
followiBg  aiory,  lo!d  of  Lord  Shaftesbury,  the  grandfather  of  the 
MthoT  of  the  Cbaiucicrittic*.  He  had  been  to  dine  with  Lady 
Clarendon  and  her  daughter,  who  wu  at  that  time  privately  married 
to  the  Duke  of  York  {altctwarda  Jantc*  ii.)  and  a*  he  relumed  home 
with  another  noblenua  who  had  accompanied  hini,  he  suddrnly 
turned  lo  bin),  and  uid,  *  Depend  upon  il,  the  Duke  ha*  married 
Hyde'*  daughier.'  Hii  companion  could  not  comprehend  what  he 
meaac ;  but  on  explaining  himaelf,  he  laid.  '  Her  mother  behaved  to 
her  with  an  attention  and  a  marked  respect  that  it  i*  imnoaaibte 
to  OiCCOvnl  for  in  any  other  way ;  and  I  am  »ure  of  it.'  Hi*  coo- 
Jectatc  *boit!y  alteiwarda  proved  to  be  the  truth.  Thia  wat  carrybg 
the  prophetic  (pirit  of  coouroq  icnie  m  hx  a*  it  could  go. —

and  unknown  conttnoauonit,  the  ifflprcxion  mutt  act  by  lympathy, 
aod  not  by  rule;  but  there  can  be  no  tympathy,  where  there  it  ao 
paMini,  DO  original  iotetcM.  The  |>er*ot»l  imcmt  may  in  mmoc 
caw*  oppra*  and  circwnicribe  the  inuginativc  facvlty.  u  in  tbe 
iawmec  of  RouMeao :  but  in  generd  the  ttreogth  aad  con«incncy  of 
tlK  imagination  will  be  in  proportion  to  the  ttrength  and  depth  of 
ftcEngt  md  it  ii  rarely  thai  a  man  even  of  loltv  genia*  will  be  able 
to  do  HMnre  than  carry  on  his  own  fnlingK  and  character,  or  lotne 

Somiocnc  and  rating  paisioo,  into  fictitious  aod  uncommon  litoatioiu. 
[illon  hai  by  allution  embodied  a  great  pan  of  hi«  political  and 
Cr*onal  hittory  in  the  chief  characten  and  tncidcnit  of  ParMliee 
ott.  Me  bar,  do  doubt,  wonderfully  adapted  aod  heightened  then), 
but  the  elcmeota  are  the  umc ;  you  trace  the  bias  and  ojnuons  of 
the  man  in  the  creation*  of  tbe  poet.  Shakctpear  (almoai  alone) 
»eeni4  to  have  been  a  fflaD  of  geniua,  raited  aboTc  the  definitroD  M 
gtniu*.  *  lioro  untTcrul  heir  to  all  humanity,'  he  waa  <  as  one,  in 
nffcfiag  all  who  lulfered  nothing ; '  with  n  perfect  tympachy  with 
all  thing!,  yet  alike  indillccent  lo  nil :  who  did  not  tamper  with 
nature  or  wain  her  to  his  own  purpuies;  who  'knew  all  qualities 
with  a  learned  spirit,'  instead  of  juJgin};  of  them  by  his  own  pre- 
dilections I  and  was  rather  '  a  pipe  for  the  Mute's  fmger  to  pUy  what 
Itop  sbe  pleased,'  than  anxious  to  tet  up  any  character  or  prelenaoas 
of  hit  own.  Hit  genius  consisted  in  the  faculty  of  traaifoTOiiDg 
himieir  at  will  tou  whatcrer  lie  chose :  hit  originality  was  the  power 
of  scctDg  every  object  from  the  exact  point  of  view  in  which  other* 
would  tec  it.  He  was  the  Proleu*  of  human  intelt«<:t.  Genius  in 
ordinary  is  a  more  obstinate  and  less  vcratile  thing.  It  it  sulBcienily 
exclusive  and  telf-willcd,  quaint  and  peculiar.  It  does  tome  one 
duDg  by  vime  of  doing  nothing  cUe :  it  exccU  in  (ome  one  purtuit

light  in  the  twilight  of  olMCurity,  in  the  night  of  intellect,  that  uar- 
roands  it.  So  dM  Rembrandt.  If  trer  there  wxi  a  man  of  gcniu», 
be  WM  one,  in  tbe  proper  teoie  of  the  term.  He  lived  in  and 
fcvealed  to  otheri  a  world  of  hit  own,  and  mi^ht  be  u!d  to  l»Te 
inveoied  a  new  view  of  naivre.  He  did  Dot  diicoter  thiagi  oul  of 
future,  in  Action  or  fairy  land,  or  mflkc  R  voyage  to  the  mooo  '  to 
d«tcry  new  landt,  rivers,  or  mountains  ia  her  «pottj  globe,'  but  uw 
thioga  M  nature  that  ettry  one  had  inttaed  before  him,  and  gate 
other*  eyes  to  *ee  theni  with.  This  ii  the  tcit  and  triumph  of 
odgimlity,  not  to  ihcw  oi  what  hat  never  bcco,  and  what  we  may 
tbneforc  very  easily  never  hare  dreamt  of,  but  to  point  oat  to  ua 
what  ia  before  our  cyci  4nd  under  our  feet,  though  we  have  had  no 
nipidon  of  iti  exiatcnce,  for  want  of  «u)1tcicnt  fftength  of  intuition, 
of  dMcrmined  graap  of  mind  to  seize  and  reuin  it.     Rembrandt'* 

i  eooqneats  were  not  orer  the  iJta/,  but  tbe  real.  He  did  ooc  contrive 
a  Dew  itory  or  cbaracter,  but  we  nearly  owe  ici  him  a  fifth  part  of 
paiotbg,  tlie  kDOwledge  of  cHartJcvro — a  dittinci  puwer  and  element 
in  art  and  nature.  He  had  n  iteadioeu,  a  lirm  keeping;  of  mind  and 
eye,  that  fim  Mood  the  ahock  of  *  fierce  extreme*'  in  light  and 
ahade,  ot  reconciled  tbe  greatest  obacurity  and  the  greate«  biilliaocy 
into  perfect  harmony ;  and  he  tlierefoce  waa  the  first  to  hazard  ihi* 
■pMarance  upon  canvai,  uad  give  full  effect  to  what  he  uw  and 
ddighied  in.  He  waa  led  to  adopt  thia  Kyle  of  broad  and  Mvtlins 
contiatt  from  it*  coogeniality  to  hit  own  leeUnjti :  lua  miod  gr^plca 
with  that  which  afforded  the  hen  exercise  to  iu  maaier-powert :  he 
wa>  bold  in  act,  bccauM*  he  was  urged  on  by  A  atron^  native  impulae. 
Originality  i*  then  nothing  bat  luiure  and  feeling  working  in  the 
miad.  A  man  dor*  not  affect  to  be  original :  he  i«  (o,  bccauae  he 
eaUBot  help  it,  and  often  without  knowing  it.  This  cxuaotdinary 
Wtin  indeed  tnt|^t  be  said  to  have  had  a  particular  or(>an  for  colour. 
His  eye  teemed  to  conie  in  contact  with  it  u  a  feeling,  to  lay  hoM 
of  it  aa  a  lubctance,  rather  than  to  contemplate  it  as  a  viiual  object. 
The  texture  of  hi*  landscapes  it  <  of  tbe  earth,  earthy ' — bia  clondt 
are  humid,  heavy,  alow ;  hia  abadowa  are  'darknet«  that  may  be  felt,' 
a  ■  palpable  obscure ; '  his  lighta  arc  lumpa  of  liquid  aplendour  I 
There  it  something  more  io  thb  than  can  be  accounted  for  from 
design  or  accident :  Rembrandt  wm  oot  a  man  node  up  of  two  or 
three  rale*  and  directtuo*  for  acquiring  geniui. 

I  am  afraid  I  ihall  hardly  write  lO  satisfactory  a  character  of  Mr. 
Wordiwotth,  tlraggh  he,  too,  like  Rembrandt,  hi*  a  iaculty  of  nuking 
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lomMlHDg  oat  of  nothing,  that  in,  out  of  himtelf,  by  the  iiwdtum 
titrougli  which  he  tees  and  with  which  he  clothe*  the  baneoe«t 
fuhjeci.  Mr.  Wofdtwonh  i«  ihc  lfl«t  man  to  '  look  abroad  into 
univenaliiyt'  if  that  alooc  consututcd  geaios  ;  he  look*  »t  home  into 
hnmelf,  w>d  it  'content  with  riches  ftneleu.'  He  would  in  the 
other  caw  be  'poor  at  winter,'  if  lie  had  nothing  hut  fieoeral  capacity 
to  truu  (o.  He  i>  the  grc.ticn,  that  is,  the  must  original  poet  of  tiir 
preaent  day,  only  beouie  he  it  the  grcateni  egutiit.  He  it  '  aclf- 
inrolvcd,  not  duk.'  He  xiti;  in  the  centre  of  hit  own  being,  and 
there  'cnjoyt  bright  day.'  He  docf  not  waste  a  thought  on  other*. 
Whatever  doM  not  relate  exclusively  and  wholly  to  hini«elf,  it  forrign 
to  his  vivwi.  He  cooieinulnieii  a  whole-length  figure  of  hitnielf,  he 
look*  along  the  unbroken  line  of  liis  peiaonul  identity.  He  thniau 
ande  all  other  object*,  .ill  other  ioicreits  with  icorn  D.nd  iin]iatinice, 
that  be  may  repoitc  on  hii  own  being,  that  lie  may  dig  out  the 
trcuurct  of  thought  contained  in  it,  that  he  may  unfold  the  ptcctoua 
•torci  of  a  mind  for  ever  brooding  over  itself.  Hit  grnioi  it  the 
elTcct  of  bis  individual  character.  He  itanipe  that  character,  that 
deep  indiridual  interett,  on  whatever  he  meet*.  The  object  ia 
nothing  but  aa  n  furoithcB  food  for  ioteraal  meditation,  for  old 
aaiociations.  If  there  had  been  no  otiier  beinft  in  the  unireiH,  Mr. 
Wordtwotlh'i  poetry  would  have  been  ju«t  what  it  it.  If  there  had 
been  neither  love  nor  friendthi)>,  neither  ambition  nor  plcaaure  nor 
bwine**  in  tbc  world,  the  author  of  the  Lyrical  Ballad*  need  not 
have  been  greatly  changed  from  what  he  if — might  still  hare  '  kept 
ihc  noiaelew  teoour  of  hit  way,'  retired  in  the  iranctuary  of  hu  own 
heart,  halloaing  tJie  SiibUiih  of  bin  own  thoughta.  Wiib  the  paanoDR, 
the  purtuita,  and  imaginationt  of  other  men,  lie  doet  not  protCM  to 
sympathite,  but  *  iiiida  tonguea  in  the  treei,  booka  in  the  runninjr 
Mooka,  aermoo*  in  aionct,  and  good  in  crery  thing.'  With  a  mind 
avcrae  from  outward  object*,  but  ever  Intent  upon  its  own  workingii 
he  hangi  a  weight  of  thought  and  feeling  upon  every  Hilling  circuin- 
■taoce  connected  with  hit  patt  hiatory.  The  note  of  tbc  cuckoo 
ioUDdt  in  hia  car  like  the  voice  of  other  ycon  i  the  daisy  apreadi  ita 
leave*  in  the  rxyt  of  boyiah  delight,  that  atrcam  from  hii  ihoup.btful 
eye* ;  the  rainbow  Uft*  it*  peoud  arch  in  heaven  but  to  mark  bia 
ftOfftK  from  infancy  to  manhood ;  an  old  thorn  ia  buried,  bowed 
dowD  under  the  maai  of  UMCJatloo*  he  haa  wound  about  it ;  and  to 
hin,  u  he  himaetf  beautifully  aayi, 

'The  mcancit  flow'r  thai  blona  can  give 

Thought!  that  do  often  lie  too  deep  for  Icu*.' 

It  i*  ihia  power  of  habitnal  KDtiment,  or  of  tranafctring  the  iotereat 
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of  ov  conidou*  exJuence  to  whaitrcr  gcMly  lolictU  atceotion,  aad 
ii  a  link  in  the  chain  of  niuocialioo,  wiihoot  rousing  our  puMioiu  or 
huttioj  OUT  pride,  that  u  the  *trikin{>  feiiurc  in  Mr.  Wordiworth'i 
iniiKl  aaipottrf.  Other*  Imve  felt  and  showD  thia  power  before,  m 
Wilheri,  uum»,  etc,  but  none  hare  felt  it  m  inteoMly  and  abiolutcty 
u  to  lend  to  it  the  voice  of  inapintion,  a*  to  m.ike  it  the  fotrndacion 
of  a  new  •tyle  and  *chool  in  poetry.  Hi»  Mreojuh,  an  it  w  often 
happCM,  ariKt  from  the  excMt  of  hin  wcakoeM.  But  he  liu  d|>«dciI 
a  new  aTenac  to  the  human  heart,  hat  explored  anotlicr  «ccret  haunt 
aod  Book  of  natcrc,  'ucrcd  to  vcrw,  and  *ure  of  everlaitinf;  hme.' 
Compwed  with  hia  line*.  Lord  Byron'i  iraniu  ire  but  cxageetated 
conunonptace,  and  Walter  Scott't  poetry  (not  ht«  protc)  old  wim' 
table*.'  There  i*  no  one  in  whom  I  have  been  more  diaappovnted 
than  in  the  writer  here  ipokcn  of,  nor  with  whom  I  am  more  diipo*ed 
on  ceruin  poiaia  to  quarrel :  bm  the  lore  of  truth  and  justice  which 
obligct  n»c  to  do  thia,  will  not  (utfcr  me  to  blench  hii  merita.  Do 
what  he  can,  he  cannot  help  being  an  origtnal^minded  man.  Hii 
poctr7  i>  not  aerrile.  While  the  cuckoo  teiurna  in  the  ipring,  while 
ibe  daily  look*  [wisht  in  the  auit,  while  the  rainbow  lifta  iu  head 
^boK  the  itorai — 

'  Yet  1 11  Nmimbcr  thcc,  Glencaira, 
And  alt  that  thou  hatt  done  for  me  I' 

Sir  iothua  Reynold*,  in  etideaTouring  to  ahow  that  there  ii  bo  such 
thing  la  proper  originality,  a  apirtt  cmanaiiag  from  the  mind  of  the 
artiit  and  ihioing  through  hi*  work*,  has  traced  Raphael  through  a 
■Munberoffigtirei  which  he  hai  borrowed  from  Maaccio  and  other*. 
Thii  i*  a  ^  calculation.  It  Raphael  ti*d  only  borrowed  thoae 
Sgvre*  from  other*,  would  he,  eren  in  Sir  Jothua'i  aenae,  have  been 
cittitled  to  the  piaiac  of  originality !  Plasiariam,  1  presume,  in  lo 
&t  as  it  i«  plagiarism,  t«  not  originality.  Salrator  ia  considered  by 
nuijr  M  a  gfttx  gcnin*.  He  wat  what  they  call  an  irregular  geniua. 
My  ootioa  of  geniua  i*  not  exacily  the  tame  at  ihcirt.  It  haa  alio 
been  made  a  <)uettioa  whether  there  it  not  more  genius  in  Rembrandt'* 
Tire*  Trtti  than  b  all  Claude  Lorraioc't  laodtcape*?  I  do  not 
know  how  that  may  bei  but  it  waa  enough  for  Claude  to  bare  been  a 
perfect  landtcapc-paintcr. 

Capacity  it  not  the  >ame  thing  a*  geciut.  Capacity  may  be  de- 
tcribed  to  relate  to  the  quantity  of  knowledge,  however  acquired  t 
genius  to  its  quality  and  the  mode  of  acquiring  it.     Capacity  i*  a

taemotr,  a  clear  uodentandiog  ii  capacity,  but  it  it  not  geniua.  The 
adminble  Crichton  wat  a  person  of  prodigioiu  capaciljr  i  but  there  is 
no  jiroof  (that  I  know)  that  he  had  an  atom  of  gcniu*.  His  term 
that  remain  arc  dull  and  sterile.  He  could  Ic<itn  all  that  was  known 
of  any  «ubje<ct ;  be  could  do  any  thirtf;  if  othnt  could  ^ow  him  the 
way  lu  do  it.  This  was  very  wondcttui :  but  tliat  is  all  you  can  My 
of  it.  It  re()uirei  a  f^ood  capaci^  to  pby  well  at  cbeu:  but,  after 
all,  it  is  a  fiame  of  skill,  and  not  of  genius.  Know  what  you  will  of 
it,  the  underttanJing  siill  moves  in  certain  tracks  in  which  others 
have  trod  before  it,  quicker  or  slower,  with  more  or  leis  compTchfD- 
s!oD  and  pretence  of  mind.  The  gicatcsi  nkill  xtiikes  out  ootliicg 
for  iueir,  from  its  own  peculiar  rcsourcri ;  rhc  nature  of  the  g/uat  is 
a  thinf!  determinate  and  lixcd  :  there  is  no  royal  or  poeticU  road  to 
check-mate  yout  adrersary.  There  is  no  place  for  genius  but  b  the 
indelinite  and  unknown.  The  discovery  of  the  binomial  theorem 
VA)  an  effort  of  cenius  i  but  there  was  none  shown  in  Jededinh 
Buxton's  being  able  to  multiply  9  (igutci  by  9  in  his  head.  If  he 
could  have  multiplied  ^q  figuie*  by  <jo  ioxiead  of  9,  it  would  liave 
been  equally  uteleu  toil  and  trouble.'  He  is  a  man  of  capacity  who 
posceases  considerable  intellectual  richea  1  he  it  a  man  of  geniuii  who 
End*  out  a  rein  of  new  ore.  Ori^naility  is  the  oecinj;  nature  differ- 
cntty  from  ochert,  and  yet  as  tt  is  in  itself.  It  is  not  Kingularity  or 
atfcctniion,  but  the  discovery  of  new  and  valuable  truth.  All  the 
world  do  not  see  the  whole  mcaoing  of  any  object  ihey  have  been 
looking  at.  Habit  blinds  them  to  some  thing*:  short- sighted  nets  to 
Others,  livery  mind  i>  not  a  gauge  and  measure  of  iniih.  Nature 
haa  her  surface  and  her  datk  recesses.  Slic  is  deep,  obscure,  and 
■nfioite.     It  ia  only  minds  an  whom  she  makes  her  fullest  imptetsions

of  colour.  Each  iloea  that  for  which  he  w  be«t  fitted  by  hi*  parti- 
colar  geniut,  that  ii  W  ny,  by  tome  (quality  of  nuixl  in  which  the 
quality  of  the  object  aaV,*  dccprtt,  where  ic  find*  the  motl  cordixl 
wekotnc,  is  pciceiTcd  to  it*  mmotc  extent,  and  where  agaia  h  lurcea 
its  way  o«t  irom  the  fulo^it  with  which  it  haa  talceo  putsemon  of  the 
nuad  of  the  itudeot.  The  iina|>iiution  i^ive)  out  what  it  hai  tatt 
Abwrbcd  by  conj-coiality  of  teiaperanxat,  what  it  hai  attracted  and 
moulded  intD  it«elf  by  electiTc  offioity,  a*  the  loadtionc  drew*  and 
iiitprcgiute*  iron.

The  value  of  anv  work  is  to  be  judged  of  by  the  quantity  of 

,  origiaalitv  contained  in  it.  A  very  little  of  this  will  go  a  great 
way.  If  Goldsmith  h.-ul  never  written  any  thing  but  the  two  or 
three  lirrt  chapter*  of  the  Vicar  of  WakHield,  or  the  character 
of  a  \'ilUg<>'SGhoolmBi>ier,  ihcy  would  havr  «tam[icd  him  a  man  of 
genius.  The  I'^diioit  of  Kncyclopcdias  arc  not  usually  reckoned  the 
6iBi  literary  characters  of  the  ag*.  The  works,  of  which  they  hare 
the  managemeni,  contam  a  great  deal  of  knowledge,  like  cheits  or 
w4rebou»e«,  but  the  good*  arc  not  their  own.  We  should  at  sooo 
think  of  admiring  the  shelves  of  a  library  ;  but  the  shelve*  of  a  library 
are  usefiil  and  respectable.  I  was  once  applied  to,  in  a  delicate 
emcfgciKy,  to  write  an  article  on  a  difficult  subject  for  an  L'ocydo- 
pcdia,  and  was  idiised  to  take  lime  and  give  it  a  systematic  and 
sdeoiific  font),  to  aiail  niytelf  of  all  the  knowledge  tnM  wu  to  be 
obtained  oo  the  subject,  and  arrange  it  with  clearness  arw!  method. 
I  made  anawci  that  as  to  the  tini,  I  hod  taken  lime  lo  do  all  that  1 
ever  pretended  to  do,  as  I  had  thought  incessantly  on  dilTrrent  matter* 
for  twenty  years  of  my  life ; '  that  I  had  no  particiiUi  knowledge  of 
the  subject  in  ()ueKtioi>,  and  BO  heid  for  arrangement ;  and  that  the 
tntnott  J  couU  do  in  Mich  a  ca*e  would  be,  when  a  syttemjitic  and 
fcienttlic  article  was  prepared,  to  write  marginal  note*  upon  it,  to 
insert  a  remaik  or  illnttration  ol  my  own  (not  to  be  found  in  former 

'  Sir  Jctbaa  9,xfTm\A*  b*ia(  atkH  how  loeg  it  ha<l  taken  Mm  u  ito  s  ctrtsia 
pittnr*,  nude  sosbu,  '  All  his  lUc* 
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Encyclopedtaa)  or  ts  nigge«  a  better  delinttion  itun  had  hccit  oSatd 
in  ibe  text.  Then  arc  two  loru  of  wcitin^.  The  Iirtt  it  coot- 
filattODt  sod  cootUu  in  colkoing  .-ind  ttaiing  nil  thai  i*  already 
linowD  oT  any  qarttioD  in  th«  bnt  pouibic  manner,  for  the  bmtnt 
of  ihf  untofornied  leader.  An  nuthor  of  this  clau  is  a  very  learned 
atiMnucaitti  of  other  people'*  thought*.  The  Kcood  tort  proceeda  om 
an  entirely  dttFerent  principle.  Inttead  of  brb)tiog  down  the  account 
of  kDOwled|[e  to  the  point  at  which  it  haa  already  arrived,  it  profcuct 
to  itart  from  th^t  point  on  ihc  tiFcngih  of  the  wtitcr'a  indiTidnal 
reflcctiont  i  and  mppoung  the  reader  in  poiwuion  of  what  it  already 
knnwn,  tupplicf  dencicncies,  fillt  up  certain  hbnltH,  and  quits  the 
beaten  road  in  March  of  new  tracts  of  ob«LTV3iion  or  lourcet  of  fecl- 
tnit-  Lt  is  in  vain  to  object  to  thia  last  style  tliat  it  is  disjoiotcd, 
diiproportioned,  and  iireftular.  It  is  merely  a  set  of  additions  and 
corrections  to  other  men's  works,  or  to  the  common  stock  of  human 
knowledge,  printed  acparaicly.  You  might  as  well  expect  a  con- 
tinued chain  of  rratoning  in  the  notes  to  a  book.  It  nkipt  all  the 
trite,  iniwmediite,  level  common-places  of  the  subject,  and  only  stops 
■t  the  ditiicult  paiisJi);e*  of  the  human  mind,  or  touches  on  some 
sirikin|[  point  that  hu  been  overlooked  tn  previous  editions.  A  view 
of  a  subject,  to  be  connected  and  regular,  cannot  be  all  new.  A 
writer  will  always  be  liable  to  be  charged  either  with  paradox  or 
common-place,  either  with  dulneis  or  ancctatiun.  But  we  have  no 
tight  to  demand  from  any  one  mote  than  he  pretends  to.  1'bcre  ii 
ioOMd  a  medium  in  all  things,  but  to  unite  opposite  cxcellcncieii,  is  a 
task  ordinarily  too  hard  for  monality.  He  who  succeed*  in  what  be 
aims  at,  or  who  tjkes  the  lead  in  any  one  mode  oi  path  of  excellence, 
may  think  himself  very  well  off.  It  would  not  be  fair  to  complain 
of  i)ie  ityle  of  so  Encyclopedia  as  dull,  as  wanting  volatile  salt  i  nor 
of  the  style  of  an  litnay  because  it  it  too  lij^ht  and  ipatkling,  because 
it  is  not  a  tapul  merluam.  So  it  is  rather  an  odd  objection  to  a  work 
that  is  made  up  entirely  of  *  brilli.-int  pauagc'  '-~;il  least  it  it  a  fiult 
that  can  be  found  with  few  works,  and  the  book  might  be  jMrdoned 
for  its  singularity.  I'he  censure  might  indeed  seem  like  adroit  llattery* 
if  it  were  not  pasted  on  an  author  whom  any  objection  ii  sufficient  to 
render  unpopular  and  ridiculous.  I  (crant  it  is  beat  to  unite  solidity 
with  »how,  general  iabrronion  with  particular  ingenuity.  This  i* 
the  putern  of  a  perfect  style :  but  I  myself  do  not  pretend  to  be  a 
perfect  writer.  In  6ne,  we  do  not  banish  light  French  wines  from 
our  tables,  or  refuse  to  taatc  sparkling  Champagne  when  we  can  get 
it.  because  it  has  not  the  body  of  Old  Port,  fieudet,  I  do  not  know 
that  dulnew  is  at/cngth,  or  that  an  ol»cri'ation  ia  slight,  becauae  it  is 
striking.  Mcdiociity,  insipidity,  wut  of  character  is  the  great  lault, 
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Mrdioeriiiu  tut  pottit  mm  Du,  mm  honanti,  nsn  taiKtttirt  tnitmiu. 
Neither  tt  thit  privilege  allownl  to  pro»c-wnt«ft  In  our  time,  aay 
mon  than  to  poeti  foriQcrly. 

It  ia  DDt  (ben  acuimcM  of  or^M  or  extent  of  capocin  thxl  con- 
lUtotet  rare  geatat  i>r  producn  the  mott  cx<}BH(te  tnodelt  of  artt 
bat  an  iatciMc  tympathy  with  tome  one  bcauiy  or  dltcinguitiiing 
chBracterittic  in  nature.  Irtitabiliij'  alone,  or  the  ioiercit  taken  in 
Kn«ia  ihingf.  may  supply  the  place  of  genius  ia  wetk  and  otherwise 
onlittry  miods.  As  there  are  cenaio  iastnimenit  fitted  to  perfxia 
cenain  Itioda  uf  kboui,  there  ore  certain  minds  so  framed  ai  to  pro- 
duce oertam  eief-J'auvrei  in  art  ^nd  Itteriturr,  which  i*  Eoreljr  the 
best  me  they  can  be  put  to.  If  a  man  had  all  tori*  of  inttnimenta 
m  his  shop  and  wanted  one,  he  would  rather  have  that  one  than  b« 
npplicd  with  a  double  «iet  of  all  the  othert.  If  he  had  them  all 
twic«  orer,  he  could  only  do  wliai  he  can  do  as  it  is,  whereas  witliaut 
that  one  he  perhaps  cannot  liniifa  any  one  work  he  has  b  hand.  So 
if  a  man  can  do  one  thing  better  than  any  body  else,  the  *alue  of  this 
one  thittg  is  what  bt  matt  stand  or  hll  b^,  and  his  being  able  to  do  a 
hundred  other  things  merely  aj  itreS  x*  aoy  body  cl«e,  would  not  alter 
tbe  lefitence  or  add  to  his  retpcctability ;  on  the  contrary,  hi*  bring 
able  to  do  so  many  other  thing*  well  would  probably  tatertcre  with 
and  incumber  hin)  in  tlie  execution  of  the  only  ihiag  thai  others 
cannot  do  ai  well  ai  he,  and  to  far  be  a  drawback  and  a  dtindunia;^, 
Nforc  people  in  fiict  &il  from  a  muldpltcity  of  talent*  :ind  preieniiiona 
than  from  an  abaotuie  porerty  of  rcMurce*.  1  have  gii-cn  inttancei 
of  this  Hiewhere.  Perhapt  Shakeipcat's  tragcdie*  would  in  some 
retpecu  hate  been  better,  if  he  had  ncrer  written  comedie*  at  all ; 
and  in  that  case,  his  comedies  might  well  have  been  spared,  though 
they  might  have  cott  ns  some  regret.  Racine,  it  u  said,  inighi  have 
rivalled  Molicre  in  comedy:  but  be  gsTeupihe  cuttivatiooof  hiscoBiic 
talents  to  derutc  bisiscif  wholly  to  tbe  tragic  Mu*e.  If,  a*  tlie  Fteach 
tell  at,  be  in  conse^oenoe  attained  to  the  perfection  of  tragic  com- 
potitioD,  this  wu  better  than  writing  comedies  aa  well  a*  Molierc  and 
tragedies  a*  well  as  Crebillon.  Vet  I  count  thote  f«t»ont  fooii  who 
think  it  a  pity  Hogarth  did  doc  succeed  better  in  serious  subjects. 
7'he  division  of  labour  is  an  excellent  principle  in  laite  as  well  as  in 
mechanics.  Without  this,  I  lind  from  Adam  Smith,  we  could  bm 
hare  a  pia  made  to  tbe  degree  of  perfection  it  is.  We  do  twt,  on 
any  ralioaal  Khcme  of  criticism,  inquire  into  the  variety  of  a  man's 
excelleocei^  or  the  munbcr  of  hi*  works,  or  his  facilitr  of  production. 
Venice  Ptevrvcd  it  tulBcient  for  Otway's  fame.  I  hate  all  tbote 
noni<Dsical  nories  about  Lopez  de  Ve^  and  his  writing  a  pby  in 
a  iBoraiag  before  breakfast.     He  had  time  enough  to  do  it  after.     If 
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8  man  Imvm  behind  him  ui;  work  vliich  ia  a  nwdd  in  iti  kind,  we 
have  BO  right  lo  aik  whcthn  lie  could  do  iiny  tiling  cl^r,  or  how  he 
did  it,  or  how  long  be  wat  itbout  it.  All  tlut  ulcnt  which  ii  not 
■wceMary  to  the  actual  ({uaatity  of  t.-xc«llence  exisiiag  iu  the  wotldt 
loK*  iti  object,  i>  M  much  waMe  taJeni  or  la&ni  la  iri.  1  hesud  a 
KOtible  man  uy  he  (hoold  like  to  do  tome  one  thing  better  tban  all 
tbe  reet  of  the  world,  and  in  every  thing  el»c  lo  be  tike  all  the  re*t  of 
ibe  world.  Why  iboald  a  man  do  more  than  his  pan  i  The  ten  w 
Tantty  and  nxatwo  of  spirit.  We  look  with  jcalou*  and  srodgiag 
eye*  at  all  thoae  qaaliGcauona  which  are  not  eMeatinl  i  fitit.  becaoic 
they  are  «uperftnoiia|  and  next,  becaiue  we  ninpeci  they  will  be  pr«- 
judidal.  Why  doc*  Mr.  Kean  pky  all  thote  harle<|uiii  tricks  of 
ciiigiiig,  daocing,  fencing,  ltd  They  *Ay,  'It  ii  for  hii  bcoelit.' 
It  i(  not  for  his  rrpatation.  Garrick  todccd  »honc  ctjually  in  comedy 
kod  tragfdy.  But  he  was  first,  not  tcc»Dd<raic  in  both.  There  i* 
not  a  jreate*  impertinence  than  to  ask,  if  a  man  is  clercr  out  of  hi« 
proJeMiOB.  I  hare  beard  of  people  tr^in;;  to  aoM-cxaiiunc  Mr*. 
Siddont.  I  would  an  toon  try  to  entrap  ooe  of  the  El^in  Marbles 
into  an  argument.  Good  nature  and  common  teotc  are  required 
from  all  people:  but  one  proud  distinction  it  enough  for  any  one 
iadiridual  to  poaaeu  or  to  aspire  to !

CHARACTER  OF  COBBETT 

Pirarut  have  about  ai  nibMantiil  ao  idea  of  Cobbctt  aa  they  hm  of 
Cribb.  Hit  blow  are  «  hard,  and  he  himatlf  it  as  impefttaBlile. 
Oae  has  no  notion  of  him  aa  making,  use  of  a  line  pen,  but  a  arest 
muitOB-fiBi ;  his  ttyle  stuns  his  readeis,  and  he  *  Gllipi  tbe  ear  of  the 
IHiblic  with  a  three-man  beetle.'  He  ii  too  much  for  any  dngle 
oewapaper  antagonist ;  '  lay*  woiic '  a  city  orator  or  Member  of 
Parliament,  and  bear*  hard  upon  ihc  gOTcromcoi  itself.  He  is  a 
kind  of  AwM  tjiatt  in  the  politics  of  the  country.  He  ii  not  only 
iraqneauoiubly  ihc  mott  powerful  political  writer  of  the  pfCKDl  day, 
but  one  of  the  best  writers  in  the  language.  He  speaks  and  thinks 
plain,  broad,  downright  English.  He  roijiht  be  said  to  haic  the 
dcamcn  of  Switt,  the  natvralnen  of  Deloc,  and  the  picturesque 
mirical  description  of  Mandcville  ;  if  all  such  comporiMHi*  were  not 
impertinent.  A  really  great  and  original  writer  is  like  nobody  but 
himself.  In  one  tense,  Sterne  was  not  a  wit,  nor  Shakcapear  a  poet. 
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It  ■■  euy  to  <lMctibc  Kcood-f  aw  luleou,  Ixcaiue  ibey  lall  into  a  cl«M, 
tod  enliit  nadcr  a  nandaiil :  but  tint-rate  powcn  ddy  calculation  or 
OHiiparitoa,  and  can  be  dclincd  onljr  by  thcniKlvci.  They  are  iiti 
gntrit,  and  make  the  cla««  to  which  they  belong.  [  iMve  tried  half 
a  dozen  umes  to  d««i:iibe  Burkc't  Kyic  without  civr  mcceediDgi— 
it*  Krere  extraragaoce ;  tt«  literal  boldocH  i  it»  raaucr-ol'-fucE  liypcr- 
"  qIm  t  iu  nuuung  nvmy  with  a  nibjecl)  and  froni  it  ut  the  umc  time 
■I  tbere  i*  no  making  it  out,  for  there  ii  do  example  of  tbe  Mine 
J  aay  where  clie.  We  have  no  common  meaiure  to  refer  to ; 
Dd  hit  ^Dslitin  contradict  crca  thcmK-tm.

Me  d«ala  in  prcmisci  and  tpeakii  to  eridcflce — the  combg 
to  a  cobcIdmoo  and  «ummiiig  up  (which  wu  P;iinc'*  firtr)  lie*  io  a 
tmalter  compMi.  The  one  could  noi  comptinc  an  cIpmcntAty  iicatiw 
on  politic*  lo  become  a  maoual  fat  the  popular  reader ;  nor  could  the 
ocher  in  aII  probability  hare  kept  up  %  weekly  jourD.il  for  the  ume 
number  of  years  with  the  aaiuc  t}iirit(  interest,  and  tioiired  per- 
tevcrance,  Paine'i  writinK*  are  u  tort  of  tntToduaiua  to  political 
arithmciii:  oo  a  new  plan :  Cobbett  keeps  a  day-book  and  makes  an 
entry  at  iull  of  all  tlic  occurrence*  and  iroublcsamc  <|ueitionii  ihiit 
man  up  throughout  the  ymr.  Cobbett,  with  van  indn«try,  vaat 
infortDiLtion,  and  the  uininai  jjowcr  of  making  what  he  says  intrllitibic, 
DCTer  leemt  lo  get  at  the  beginning  or  come  to  Oie  end  of  any 
queatioo :  I'aine,  tn  n  few  thort  »entencet>  »tttat  by  his  peremptory 
nunner  'to  clear  it  from  all  controTeriyi  pait,jire»enl,  and  to  come.' 
Pabe  taken  a  bird's-eye  new  of  thing*.  Cobbett  mickt  cluoe  to 
them,  ioipecti  the  component  parti,  and  keep*  fant  hold  of  the  (mallest 
adranmgci  they  alfotd  hhn.  Or,  if  I  might  here  be  indulged  io  a 
paatofal  allunion,  Paine  iriet  to  enclose  hi>  ideai  ia  a  fold  for  securiiy 
and  fcpo*e:  Cobbett  let*  Ai/  pour  out  upon  the  plain  like  a  Hock  of 
^eeji  to  feed  and  batten.  Cobbett  is  a  plntamer  writer  for  thOK  to 
read  who  do  not  agree  with  him;  for  he  is  less  dogniaticalt  goes 
more  into  the  common  ground*  of  lact  and  argument  to  which  all 
appeal,  ii  mure  desultory  and  various,  and  appear*  leis  to  be  clriring 
nt  a  previoui  conclusion  than  urged  on  by  the  force  of  present  con- 
viction. He  ii  tlicrcfnre  tolerated  by  all  partie*,  though  he  haa  made 
himself  by  lurni  obnoxiout  to  all ;  and  even  thote  he  ahutc*  read  him. 
The  Reformers  read  him  when  he  was  a  Tory,  and  the  Toriet  read 
him  now  that  he  is  a  Kclixmer.  He  must,  I  think,  however,  be 
taviiirr  to  the  Whigs.' 

If  he  is  lest  metaphyiical  and  poetical  than  his  celebrated  proiotypCi 
be  ia  more  picturcx^ue  and  dramatic.  His  cpiiodci,  which  are 
numerous  a«  they  are  pertinent,  arc  tiriking,  iniercKtiag,  fijll  of  life 
and  Bu'ivtti,  minute,  double  measure  tunning  over,  but  never  tedious 
-— nuitfVMifi  iwfftamtiumdm  traU  He  i*  one  of  ihoie  writer*  who  can 
never  tire  u«,  not  even  of  himtcif ;  and  the  rcatoD  is,  he  ii  atwayi 
*  full  of  matter.'  He  never  run*  to  leei,  never  gives  us  the  vatiid 
Icaeingi  of  himself,  is  never  '  weary,  stale,  and  unproCiable,'  tut 
always  setting  out  afreih  on  hia  journey,  clearing  away  some  old 
Ruisiince,  and  turning  up  new  mould.  Hit  cgotitm  is  delightful,  for 
there  is  no  arTcctaiion  in  it.  He  doei  not  talk  of  himielf  for  lack  of 
soiiietliing  to  write  about,  but  because  lorne  circumstance  that  has

dcstrvel  ibc  naox  of  a  politiul  tcuoiut. 
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hnppcncd  to  himtrlf  it  the  be«  po«nblc  ilIu«tntion  of  the  nihjcct,  and 
he  it  Doi  the  maa  to  thrink  from  giving  ihc  best  poMJblc  illuitratton 
oi  th«  lubjfct  froni  a  »<fiitim\ih  delicacy.  He  likc«  both  htniHcIf 
and  hit  *ubjcct  too  well.  He  iIixh  oot  put  himtielf  before  ic,  and  lay 
— '  *dmire  me  6riC  '—but  place*  ui  in  the  tauie  lituation  witli  himtcir, 
and  make*  ui  lee  dl  thut  he  docc.  There  it  no  blindm^m't-butT,  no 
cooadoiu  hiDti,  no  awkward  fen irii 01.1  uitm,  no  mtinionict  o(  applaute, 
DO  Rbttrnci,  acntelcM  Klf-cotnplncency,  no  tmuggW  AdmirAiion  of 
hit  own  pcnon  by  proxy  :  tl  i*  all  plnin  and  abovc-bojird.  He  writei 
himtclf  plain  William  Cobbeit,  (trips  himself  quite  as  naked  as  any 
body  would  wish — ^in  a  wordi  hit  cgotiuii  is  full  of  individiulily,  and 
has  room  fur  very  little  vanity  in  it.  We  (eel  delighted,  rub  our 
hood*,  and  draw  our  chair  to  the  £re,  when  we  come  to  a  paungc 
of  thi*  lort :  we  know  it  will  be  aomcthing  new  and  good,  manly  and 
simple,  not  the  tame  insipid  «iory  of  lelf  over  again.  We  ait  down 
■t  table  with  the  wrtlet,  but  it  is  to  a  courtc  of  rich  liaoda,  fleth, 
fiih,  and  wild-fowl,  and  ooi  to  a  noininAl  eoteitainnscot,  like  that 
gireo  by  the  Barmecide  in  the  Arabian  Nijhti,  who  put  otF  hU 
TintoT*  witli  calling;  for  a  number  of  exquiiatc  thing*  that  never 
appeared,  and  with  the  honour  of  hi*  company.  Mr.  Cobbett  !■  not 
a  matt-ieSevt  writer.  Hit  worst  enemy  cannot  t.iy  that  of  him. 
Still  lett  it  he  a  vulgar  one.  He  mutt  be  a  puny,  commoD-plocc 
critic  iodccd,  who  ihiaki  htm  to.  How  line  were  the  graphical 
deaeriptionc  he  tent  u«  from  America :  what  a  trantatlantic  flavour, 
what  a  native  ^lu/e,  what  a  fine  laute-^unnte  of  contempt  tliey  were 
Muoned  with  {  If  he  had  tat  down  to  look  at  himtelf  in  the  gbtt, 
imtead  of  lookioj  about  him  like  ^\d.in)  in  Pondiie,  he  would  not 
hare  got  up  ihcte  articlei  in  to  capital  a  ttyle.  What  a  noble  account 
of  hi>  firtt  breakfatt  after  hit  arrival  in  America !  It  might  tcrve 
for  a  month.  There  n  no  tccnc  on  the  ttagc  more  nmkuing.  How 
well  lie  paintt  the  gold  and  tcarlet  plumage  of  the  Americin  birds, 
only  to  lament  mocc  mthetically  toe  want  of  the  wild  wood^notet 
of  hit  native  land  I  The  s'ovea  of  the  Ohio  that  hud  just  fallen 
beneath  the  axe's  tirokc  *  live  in  hi*  descripiion,*  and  the  tumipa 
thai  he  trantplanted  from  Botlcy  *  look  green '  in  prote !  How  well 
at  anochrr  lime  he  dctcribet  the  poor  t>hecp  that  had  got  the  tick,  and 
had  tiunbled  down  in  the  agonic*  of  death !  li  i«  a  portrait  in  the 
manner  of  Bewick,  with  the  ttrength,  the  timplicity,  and  feeling  of 
that  great  naiuralist.     What  havoc  he  makes,  when  he  pleatct,  of  the 

curli  of  Df  ■  Parr'*  wig  and  of  tlic  Whif*  cuniiitcocy  of  Mr. 1 

Hit  Grammar  too  i*  a*  entertaining  11  a  ttory-book.     He  it  too  hard 
iipoo  the  Etyle  of  others,  and  not  enough  (somctimei)  on  hit  own. 
A*  a  political  pattitan,  do  one  caa  stand  againit  him.    With  hit 
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braodilbMl  club,  tikf  Cuat  Dnpatr  in  th«  Pilgrim'*  Proptw,  he 
Itaockt  out  thcii  braifli ;  tad  dm  only  no  indtrtdnal,  bat  no  compt 
•yucm  coold  bold  out  agaiou  hU  powcHiil  tttd  ttfuud  attack*,  bat 
vitb  tbe  tame  weapon,  iwung  tooDd  like  a  fUil,  tbat  be  lerek  bb 
aotagODitCi,  he  layi  bis  tViendt  low,  and  puta  bii  own  vany  h«rt  tie 
toaiat.  Tbit  it  a  bad  ptopcaiiiy,  and  a  worse  principje  in  poliiical 
tacica,  tbottgfa  a  common  one.  If  hi«  hlown  were  Mni^ht  rorwvd 
and  (tcadily  directed  to  the  noK  object,  no  unpopular  Minidcr  could 
Im  btfore  him  i  inHead  of  which  he  lays  about  right  and  left, 
inptnialhr  aod  reootwleaaty,  make*  a  cleai  ttaite,  bu  all  the  ring 
MMnuet^  and  then  run*  out  of  it,  jufl  when  be  thould  atand  bii 
groond.  He  throw*  hi*  head  into  bii  advereary'*  uonuch,  and 
take*  away  from  him  all  incliiution  for  the  light,  hit*  fair  or 
fbal,  atrikca  at  every  tbiog,  and  a*  you  coitw  up  to  hi*  nd  or 
•taod  ready  to  panne  hi*  advaoiage,  trips  op  youf  bt«b  or  l^a 
you  (prawling,  and  pannnela  yoa  whco  down  a*  aiacb  to  hi*  been'* 
content  a*  ever  the  Yaflgueciaa  carrier*  belabouf«d  Rounaue  whh 
tbcir  nack-iure*.  *f/t  jUm  tit  baei-triei  timffy  ihe  ten  »/  aaj  ism 
JH  Illjria,'  He  pay*  olT  both  «care*  of  old  firiendabip  and  new 
nc<]uim]  enmity  in  a  ereaib,  in  one  perpetual  volley,  ooe  taking  fire 
of '  arrowy  alcct '  *bo(  from  hit  pen.  However  hit  own  repntation  or 
tbe  cause  may  saSrt  in  contcquence,  he  caret  not  one  pin  about  that, 
•0  thai  be  diaabic*  all  who  oppoK,  or  who  pretend  to  help  him.  In 
fact,  he  cannot  bear  tucceu  of  any  ki&d,  not  tvta  of  hit  own  view* 
or  party  i  and  if  any  principle  were  likely  to  beconte  popalar,  woaikl 
tura  roQitd  againit  it  to  ibew  hit  power  in  *houlderisg  it  on  one  tide. 
In  thott,  wbcrercr  power  i*,  there  i*  be  again»t  it :  he  natarally  buna 
at  all  obatacic*,  at  unicorn*  are  attracted  to  oak-tree*,  and  leeU  ln> 
own  airmgth  ooty  by  refiaiance  to  the  opanioD*  and  wi*he*  of  the 
rc*t  of  the  world,  'i  o  tail  with  the  uream,  lo  agree  with  the  com> 
Hny,  i*  not  hi*  humour.  If  he  could  bring  about  a  Reform  to 
FariiamRM,  the  odd*  arc  tbat  be  would  initanily  fall  feal  of  and  try 
to  Rur  hi*  own  handy-work  i  and  he  ouarreli  with  hi*  own  creature* 
a*  aooo  at  he  ha*  written  them  into  a  little  vogue — and  a  ptiwa.  I 
do  not  think  tbit  i*  vanity  or  (icklcncia  to  much  a*  a  pagnaclous  di*- 
poiitioD,  that  mutt  have  an  amagoniu  power  to  eoctteod  with,  and 
only  findt  itself  at  raw  in  cystttMric  oppoiition.  If  it  were  not  fiir 
thi*,  the  high  tower*  and  rotten  place*  of  the  world  would  &II  before 
the  battering-ram  of  hit  baid-beaded  reatonlng :  but  if  he  oacc  found 
them  toitterbj:,  be  would  apjdy  hit  auength  to  prop  them  up,  and 
titmpnotnt  the  expectation*  of  hi*  followers.  He  cannot  af;rM-  to 
any  thing  ettabtithcd,  nor  to  set  up  any  thing  cite  in  it*  uead.  While 
it  it  citablitbed,  he  ptcaic*  hard  aganut  it,  becaute  it  prcnea  upon 
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Iitin,  II  leut  in  im^kjinatioD.  Let  it  crumble  under  hi*  graip,  aod  tlie 
ntotivc  lo  rctiiuncc  ii  gone.  He  then  requim  name  other  gfitnaoe 
to  set  hi«  face  igunm.  Hii  principle  it  tcpvlpiion,  hi«  oaturc  con- 
tradiction !  he  w  made  up  of  mere  antipathies,  an  Iihmaclit?  iad«c<l 
without  a  fellow.  He  b  alwaya  playbg  at  lnmlihe-ifip}ier  in  poiitici. 
He  turns  round  upon  wboevet  '»  next  him.  The  way  to  wean  htm 
from  any  opinion,  and  make  him  conceive  an  intolerable  hatred 
againu  it,  would  be  to  place  lomcbody  near  him  who  wa*  perpetually 
dtnoiBg  ti  in  hii  cart.  When  he  ii  in  England,  he  dor*  nothing  bu 
abuae  the  Borough mongert,  and  laugh  ai  the  whole  ayitcm  :  when  he 
it  in  Amcricai  he  grow*  impatient  of  freedom  and  a  republic.  If  he 
lud  itaid  there  a  little  lonfjcr,  he  would  hai<e  become  a  loyal  xcii  a 
loving  subject  of  hii  Maje«y  King  Geor;;e  iv.  He  lampooned  the 
French  Kexoiution  when  it  wai  hailed  ai  the  dawn  of  liberty  by 
millioni :  by  the  time  it  wa«  brought  into  almon  unirctsat  ill-odour 
by  tome  means  or  other  (partly  no  doubt  by  himRelf)  he  had  turned, 
with  aac  ot  two  or  thm  oUwts  BUmDcb  Boonapariist.  He  is  alway* 
of  the  mtliiantt  not  of  the  triumphant  psrtjr :  *o  &r  he  bears  a  gallaot 
•hew  of  magnaniinity ;  but  hit  gallantry  ti  hardly  of  the  right  nara^. 
It  wanu  ptiociple :  for  though  be  i*  not  servile  or  mercenary,  be  ta 
the  rictiro  of  aetf-will.  He  miwt  pull  down  and  pull  tn  pieces:  it  is 
not  his  diiporitioa  to  do  otherwise.  It  i*  a  pity  j  for  with  bis  great 
ulcnta  he  might  do  great  things,  if  he  would  go  right  forward  to  any 
Dicful  object,  malcc  thorough-stiich  work  of  any  qnrslion,  or  join  hand 
and  heart  with  any  principle.  He  changes  his  opinions  m  he  doca 
hii  friends,  aod  much  on  the  nme  accouoi.  He  hu  no  comfort  in 
fixed  principles :  as  soon  as  any  thing  ii  tettled  ie  bi«  own  mind,  he 
quarreli  with  it.  He  hat  no  taiisfaction  but  in  the  chate  after  truth, 
runs  a  <)uc«tina  down,  worciei  aod  kills  it,  then  quits  it  like  rcrmin, 
and  start*  some  new  game,  to  lead  him  a  itcw  dance,  and  giic  him  a 
frtab  breathing  through  bog  and  brake,  with  the  rabble  yelping  at  hi* 
beeli,  and  tbe  leaden  perpetually  at  fault.  This  he  calls  ipoR-roy*l. 
He  thinks  it  a*  good  a*  cod);H-playiDft  ot  itDglc-Mick,  or  anv  ^ing 
ebe  that  has  life  in  it.  He  tikes  the  cut  and  ihruM,  tbe  fall*,  brollM, 
ud  dry  blows  of  an  arcumcot :  aa  to  any  good  or  uacM  remit*  that 
ouy  come  of  tbe  anucaole  settling  of  it,  any  one  is  welcome  to  them 
for  him.  The  iKuueanent  is  over,  wbco  the  nutter  it  onoc  fairly 
decided. 

There  is  aiwther  pomt  of  view  in  which  this  may  be  put.    I  might 
uy  that  Mr.  Cobbett  ts  a  rcry  honest  man  with  a  total  want  of 

rrodple,  and  t  mi^ht  explain  tltii  paradox  ibw.     I  mean  that  be  is, 
thinx,  in  downright  earnest  in  what  be  say*,  in  the  part  be  takes  at 
tbe  time ;  but  to  takbg  thai  pan,  he  is  led  eniiiely  by  beadstroog 
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obttiflBcy,  capricct  novdly,  pujue  or  pcrtonal  luotiie  of  loroe  sort, 
and  001  bjr  a  suijriut  regard  Tor  truth,  or  habitu.il  »nKiciy  for  what 
i*  nghl  uppcrmon  in  hn  mind.  He  is  not  a  t'ccd,  tiTnesMTTJoj;, 
tliiilBuig  advocate  (no  man  could  write  at  he  dort  wlio  did  not 
believe  himself  tbcercj — but  lii«  iindcnundioj;  ia  the  dupe  wd  slave 
of  fail  iiiomeetar)'(  violent,  and  irrituble  liumoun.  lie  doe»  not 
aAofX  an  opinion  '  delilicrately  or  for  money  i '  ycl  ha  contcicncc  it 
at  the  mercy  of  the  licit  |iriivi)caiion  he  receive*,  of  the  firdt  whim  he 
takes  in  hit  head ;  he  nee*  things  through  the  medium  of  heat  and 
pataon,  not  with  reference  to  any  general  priociplet,  and  hit  whole 
tyttcm  of  thinking  is  deranged  by  the  lint  object  that  *uikea  hit 
fancy  or  loura  hij  (crapcr. — One  cause  of  iliji  phcoomeoon  ia  peih:tp> 
bii  want  of  a  tegular  education.  He  n  a  iclf-uujtht  niui,  and  ban 
the  latilii  aa  well  ai  excelleDcc*  of  that  claai  of  peraoni  in  their  mo«t 
■trilling  and  fjaring  excess.  It  muit  be  acknowledged  that  the 
Editor  of  the  Political  Regittct  (the  Kvo-pamy  inuh,  a*  it  wat  called, 
dll  a  hill  paiistd  the  House  to  mine  the  price  to  «xpenc«)  ia  not  •  the 
{tcnilcmao  and  tcholar : '  though  he  hat  qualities  that,  with  a  little 
better  management,  would  be  worth  (to  the  public)  both  those  tiiJct. 
For  want  of  knowinj;  what  lu»  been  ditcovercd  tifore  him,  he  ba* 
BOt  oenain  genetal  lundnutkK  to  rder  to,  or  a  general  unndard  of 
thought  to  4pply  to  individual  casi'c.  He  rcliei  on  hit  own  acutcncas 
and  the  immediate  evidence,  without  being  acquainted  with  the  com- 
pairative  anatomy  or  philosophical  atruciurr  of  opinion.  He  doe*  not 
view  things  on  a  large  scale  or  at  the  horizon  (dim  and  airy  enouf^ 
perhapi) — but  as  they  affea  bimaclf,  close,  palpable,  tangible. 
Whatever  he  linds  out,  i»  his  own,  and  he  only  knowa  what  he 
finds  out.  He  is  in  the  consunt  buiry  and  fever  of  [-.eitation  :  hi* 
brain  leemi  incetiaQtly  with  some  fresh  project.  Every  new  light 
is  the  birth  of  a  new  iiyrtcm,  the  dawn  of  a  new  world  to  him.  He 
it  continually  outstripping  and  overreaching  himself.  The  last 
opinion  it  the  only  true  one.  He  is  wiser  to^jay  than  he  u-as 
jrettcnlay.  Why  should  he  not  be  wiser  to-morrow  than  he  was 
to-day  J — Men  of  a  learned  education  are  not  so  sharp-witted  as 
dever  men  without  it:  but  they  know  the  balance  of  the  human 
intellect  belter  i  if  they  are  more  stupid,  they  are  mare  steady  )  and 
are  less  liable  to  be  led  astray  by  their  own  lagacity  xnd  the  avei- 
weecing  neiulancc  of  hard-earned  and  latc-accjuired  wisdom.  They 
do  not  fail  in  love  with  every  mecctricioua  extravagance  at  firil  sight, 
or  mistake  an  old  battered  hypothesis  for  a  v«tial,  becauw  they  are 
new  to  the  ways  of  this  old  world.  They  do  not  seiite  upon  it  aa 
a  jirize,  but  arc  aafc  from  gran  impoa ition  by  being  as  wice  and  oo 
wiser  than  those  who  went  before  them. 
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Paine  nid  ao  come  occanon— *  What  I  have  wriitrn,  I  have 
wrineo' — u  rendering  any  rinher  dc^laraiion  cf  hi*  principle* 
Boneceaiary.  Not  fo  Mr.  Cobbctl.  What  he  hM  written  is  no 
rule  to  him  wlut  he  h  to  write.  Me  tearnt  tomething  cverjr  day, 
titii  CTcry  we«k  he  take*  the  licld  lu  maintain  tlic  opinion*  of  the 
laM  MX  <jay>  aguiut  friend  or  foe  I  doubt  whether  iliiji  outnigeaut 
ioconuttcrKy,  thii  headnraog  ficklenn*,  thi*  understood  want  of  all 
mte  and  nxibod,  doc«  not  ciuhlc  bim  to  go  on  with  ihc  ipitii,  ligour, 
and  nriety  thai  he  doe*.  He  h  not  pledged  to  repe*t  himnrlf. 
Erery  new  Register  U  ■  kind  of  new  Proipectus.  He  bleuet 
himtelf  fiom  all  tic*  oad  ihacklcs  on  his  underatandtng ;  he  hat  no 
mimg^i  on  hb  btaiot  bit  notion*  ar«  fm  and  unincumbered.  If 
be  wan  put  in  tranun«ls,  be  Tiight  become  a  rile  hack  like  to  many 
more.  But  be  girei  himcelf '  ample  scope  and  verge  enough.'  He 
take*  both  aide*  of  a  <|ucit!on,  and  roaintaint  one  a*  i^rdily  at  tbe 
other.  If  nobody  cImt  c.tn  argue  apm*t  him,  he  ti  a  wry  good 
natch  for  himMlf.  He  writes  better  in  favour  of  Reform  than  any 
body  cbc  ;  he  u«ed  to  write  better  ajaintt  it.  Whetoer  lie  isi  there 
ia  the  wg  of  war,  the  weiKhi  of  the  srtumcM,  the  nreootb  of  abuM. 
He  ■•  not  like  a  mm  in  danger  of  bctn;[  M-riJ  in  his  focultiea — He 
tomn  and  tumble*  about  hi*  unwirldy  bulk,  and  when  he  ti  Itred  of 
tying  on  oik  »idr,  relieves  hirntclf  by  turning  on  the  other.  Hit 
thifiing  hii  foiai  of  view  from  time  to  time  not  merely  add*  variety 
Bad  greater  compast  to  his  topics  (so  that  the  Political  Regitter  is 
aa  armoury  and  rajj;aunc  for  all  the  materials  and  weapons  of  poliltckl 
warfare),  but  it  xim  a  greater  ^cit  and  livclineu  to  his  manner  of 
treating  them.  Mr.  Cobbelt  take*  nothing  for  granted  at  what  he 
has  proved  before:  he  doei  not  write  a  book  of  reference.  We  tee 
hi*  idea*  in  their  firtt  concoctioD,  fermenting  attd  overflowing  with 
the  ebutliiioni  of  a  lively  conception.  Wc  look  on  at  the  actual 
procew,  and  arc  put  in  immediate  ]>o»e«iion  of  the  grounds  and 
mairriaU  on  which  he  fbmu  hit  unguioe,  untettled  conclusion*.  He 
doe*  not  gii-c  us  timplcH  of  reaionin^i  but  the  wliolc  wlid  nuai, 
refuse  and  all. 

■^^'He  poiiPt  oiit  all  as  plain 
As  downright  Shtppen  or  as  old  Montai|^.' 

This  U  oiac  cute  of  tlic  clearneM  and  force  of  hit  writings.  An 
af:gumeni  doe*  not  stop  to  stagnate  and  muddle  in  hi*  brain,  but 
putes  at  once  to  his  paper.  His  ideas  are  lervcd  «p,  like  pancake*, 
hot  aiad  hot.  Freah  tbcorie*  give  him  fresh  courage.  He  is  like  a 
young  and  lusty  bridegroom  that  divorce*  a  favouiitc  speculation 
every  manuaji,  and  nurtie*  a  new  one  every  night.

He  maka  ihe  imwt  of  the  Isu  thought  that 
hu  cone  m  hu  v»y,  wtut  fast  hoU  of  ii,  nunplet  U  ibouc  in  all 
directiooa  with  T<Kij(h  luong  KtntU,  hst  bii  wicked  will  of  it.  take* 
a  iiufeil,  aod  throwi  it  away. — Our  author'*  duugiog  hi*  apinioBa 
for  Dcw  octet  U  not  m>  wooderfiil :  what  u  more  rcmarkabfe  it  hit 
facility  in  forgetting  hit  old  onn.  He  doct  mk  pretend  to  con- 
•iitency  (like  Mr.  Cokridge) ;  he  fiaokty  diHTOwa  all  cocDcxion 
with  KimaeU'.  He  feelt  do  persona!  retponcibtlity  in  thit  way,  and 
cut*  B  firiend  or  {irinciplc  with  the  tan>c  decided  indilfercace  that 
Auipholis  of  Eptietut  cuti  ./Lgeon  of  Sytacuie.  It  it  a  faoUow 
thing.  The  ooly  tinw  he  ever  j^rew  roroantic  wit  in  brio^Dl  ant 
the  fclkt  of  Mr.  Thomaa  Paioe  with  him  from  Anxrica  to  eo  a 
proffrei*  with  them  through  the  ditaAectcd  dittrictt.  Scarce  had  he 
Uoded  in  Livcrjiool  when  he  left  ihe  hooct  of  a  great  nuin  to  ihift 
(br  thenweltct;  and  no  sooner  did  be  arrirc  in  Loodon  than  he 
BiBde  a  tpeech  lo  dbclaim  all  pajticipaljon  io  the  political  aad 
tbcological  Moiimnilt  of  hit  late  idolt  aod  to  plac«  the  whole  Koek 
of  hit  admiratioa  and  enthntiaun  toward*  him  to  the  account  of  hit 
financial  tpecuUtiooi,  and  of  bit  hartDf;  predtcied  the  &te  of  paper- 
money.  If  be  had  erected  a  little  gold  itatue  to  him,  it  might  have 
proved  the  lincerity  of  thi«  attertion :  but  to  make  a  martyr  and  a 
patron-t:iin(  of  a  nun,  and  to  dig  op  <  his  canoDiccd  bonce  '  in  order 
to  expoce  ihcm  u  objccia  of  dcTOUOo  lo  the  tabble't  gaxc,  atki 
Boniethiog  that  bat  more  life  and  tpirit  io  it,  ntore  mind  and  riTify- 
iog  toul,  than  hat  to  do  with  aay  calculation  of  poundt,  thiUiogi^ 
and  pence !  The  fact  it,  he  raiitJ  from  hU  own  project.  He  foim  ' 
the  iluog  not  m  ripe  at  he  h^  expected.  Hii  heart  failed  him ; 
hit  enthtutatm  fled,  and  he  made  hit  retractation.  His  admiraiioa  i* 
ahort-Iired  :  hit  conterapi  only  it  rooied,  and  hit  mentment  tatting. ' 
— The  aborc  wat  only  one  insiancc  of  hit  building  too  much  on  I 
pracikil  data.  He  hat  an  ill  halnl  of  propbetying.  aod  goet  on, 
tboagh  tlitl  deoeiwd.  The  art  of  progihctying  doct  not  tuit  Mr. 
Cobbeil't  Btyle.  He  hat  a  knack  of  dxlag  naniet  and  timet  and 
places.  According  to  him,  the  Reformed  Pailiament  wat  to  meet 
ID  March,  iSi8 — it  did  not,  and  we  heard  no  more  of  the  matter. 
When  hit  prediciiiMu  h,i\,  he  taket  no  farther  notice  of  ihem,  but 
applict  himtelf  to  new  one* — like  the  country- people  who  turn  to  cee 
what  weather  there  it  in  the  almanac  for  the  next  week,  though  it 
haa  been  out  in  itt  reckoning  every  day  of  the  laat. 

Mr.  Cobbctt  in  ^reat  in  attack,  not  in  deftnce :  he  cannot  fight  aa 
up-htll  hiltle.  He  will  not  bear  the  least  puoithiog.  If  any  one 
tiittit  upon  him  (which  few  people  like  to  do]  he  immediately  turoi 
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lail.  Like  ta  overgrown  achool-boy,  he  is  to  <i*ed  to  have  it  all  bis 
own  way,  thit  he  nnoot  aobmit  to  nay  tliiog  like  competition  or  a 
sinjgglf  for  tile  miutCTy  I  he  mum.  lay  on  all  the  blows,  and  take 
none.  He  is  bullying  aad  cowardly  i  a  Big  Ben  in  politic*,  ivbo 
will  fall  upon  othcit  and  cruth  tliem  by  hi*  weight,  but  it  not  prepared 
for  rciisiancc,  and  it  noon  xtaggcrcd  by  a  few  Moart  blow*.  When- 
ever he  has  been  fet  apoo  he  has  flunk  out  of  the  conirovcrsy.  The 
Ediflburgh  Keriew  nutdc  (wh^t  is  called)  a  dead  set  at  liim  some 
years  sgO|  to  which  he  only  letortcil  by  an  eulogy  on  tlie  superior 
neatneoi  of  an  EnRlith  kitchen- garden  to  a  Scotch  one.  1  remeruber 
piiof;  one  dnj  into  a  boolcteller's  *hop  in  Fleet-Kreet  to  auk  for  the 
Review ;  ano  on  my  cxpreining  my  opinion  to  a  youni>  Scatcbnian, 
who  stood  behind  the  counter,  tbat  Mr.  Cohbett  might  hit  x»  hard 
in  his  reply,  the  Nonh  Briton  istd  with  tome  alarm — '  But  you 
don't  think.  Sir,  Mr.  Cobbett  will  be  able  to  injure  the  Scottish 
nation?'  I  said  I  could  not  speak  to  that  point,  (lut  1  thought  he 
^  waa  very  well  able  lo  defend  himself.  He  however  did  not,  but  has 
borne  a  gTudf;e  to  the  Edinburgh  Review  ever  since,  which  lie  hales 
worse  than  the  Quarterly.     I  cannot  *ay  I  do.' 
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Tituta  arc  people  who  bare  but  one  idea :    at  lean,  if  they  have 
more,  they  keep  it  a  secret,  for  they  nc^cr  tAlk  but  of  one  subject. 

There  is  Major  C :  he  has  but  one  idea  or  subject  of  dis- 
course. Parliamentary  Reform.  Now  Parliunientary  Rdbrai  la  (at 
far  as  I  know)  a  very  good  thing,  a  very  good  iden,  und  a  very  good

There  arc  *omc  who  fancy  the  Com  Bill  the  root  of  alt  rril,  aad 
other*  who  trace  all  the  mttcries  of  life  to  the  practice  of  maffllBg 
u]i  childicn  in  ni;thi-clothe«  when  they  alee]>  or  travel.  Ttiejr  will 
declaim  by  the  hour  tuj^cthcr  on  the  fira,  and  argne  tbeiaiclTe* 
black  in  the  face  on  the  iast.  It  it  in  Tain  that  you  girc  up  the 
poinL  They  prriiit  in  the  debate,  and  begin  again — '  But  don't 
|IM  MC — ■  '  1  heic  lort  of  patiial  obliqaitica,  aa  they  are  more 
cetrrtaining  and  original,  ate  also  by  their  nature  intermtttent. 
Tfaey  hold  a  mac  but  for  a  fcaaon.  lie  may  have  one  a  year  or 
ei-ciy  two  ycart ;  and  thought  while  be  is  lo  the  heat  of  any  new 
diictivery,  he  wilt  let  you  heu  of  nothiojt  et»e,  he  varic«  from 
himbrtt,  and  it  amuiiog  undeiignedly.  He  i»  not  tike  the  chime* 
at  mi-inigbc. 

People  of  the  chaiscter  here  ipokco  of,  that  is,  who  iea*e  you  to 
death  with  komc  one  idcA,  generally  differ  in  ihcti  favourite  notion 
from  the  reit  of  the  woild  ;  and  indeed  it  ia  tlic  love  of  distinction 
which  i«  mootly  at  the  bottom  of  thit  oeculiarity.  Thua  one 
peraon  i«  renuikable  for  living  on  a  vej;etaote  diet,  and  never  fail* 
to  entertain  you  aJI  dinner-time  with  .in  imcclivc  ap.ainst  animal 
food.  One  of  thii  *clf-dcnyinf>  clait,  who  add*  to  the  primitive 
timplicity  of  thU  tort  of  food  the  recommend-ition  of  having  it  in 
ft  raw  siste^  lamenting  the  death  of  a  poiient  whom  he  had  augured 
to  be  in  a  good  way  as  a  convert  to  lua  syitemi  at  ta«t  accounted 
for  hit  diaappoantment  in  a  whisper — '  But  iIk  ate  meat  pritutcly, 
dcpeod  tipon  it.'  It  ia  not  pleasunt,  thuuj;li  it  it  wlui  ooe  lubniits 
to  willingly  from  aume  people,  to  be  linked  every  time  you  meet, 
whether  you  have  ouile  left  off  drinking  wine,  and  to  be  com- 
plimented or  condoled  with  on  your  look*  according  ac  you  antwcr 
ID  the  negative  or  at)irmatii<c.  Aliernetby  think*  hit  pill  no  in- 
fallible  cure  for  all  diiordcrf.     A  |<er»on  once  complaining  \o  his 

Chyfiician  that  he  thought  hie  mode  of  treatment  had  not  answered, 
c  asiurcd  him  it  wa*  the  bcit  in  the  world, — 'aod  a  a  proof  of 
it,'  uy«  he,  ■  I  have  had  one  gentleman,  a  patient  with  your  disorder, 
under  the  i.tmc  regimen  for  the  last  sixteen  years !  ' — I  hare  known 
pertons  whose  minds  were  entirely  taken  up  at  all  times  and  on  all 
occations  with  such  question*  a»  the  Abolition  of  the  Slave-Trade, 
the  Keeioration  of  the  Jcwsi  or  the  progress  of  Uniurunitm.  I 
myself  at  one  period  took  a  pretty  strong  turn  to  inveiglung  against 
the  doctrine  ot  Divine  Right,  and  am  not  yet  cured  of  my  prejudice 
on  thai  subject.  How  many  projector*  have  gone  mad  in  good 
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earncK  from  incetcanttir  haroinit  on  onr  idea,  the  diMorery  of  the 
philoMpher'i  uoac,  tlie  liniiing  out  tJie  longitude,  or  paying  Dif  the 
bMiodaI  debt !

AldeimaB  Wood  ha>,  I  «hould  luppote,  tiiked  of  nothing  but  the 
Queen  in  all  companies  for  the  Utt  ax  month*.  Happy  AldcrmaD 
wood  !     Some  pcnont  hare  got  a  delinition  of  the  verb,  other*  a 

rem  of  abort-hand,  other*  a  cure  for  lyphua  ferei,  others  a  method 
prerenting  the  cotuueffciting  of  banV  notes  which  they  think  tKe 
bete  pouible,  and  indeed  the  only  one.     Oihert  ituin  there  hare 
been  only  three  frreat  men  in  the  world,  learing  you  to  add  a  Iburth. 
A  man  who  ha*  been  in  Germany  will  lometime*  talk  of  nothing 
but  what  it  German :  a  Scoicliman  alw;iyi  Icxilt  the  diacoiirM  to  hi* 
own  country.     Some  deicant  on  the  Kaniem  philosophy.     There 
ii  a  conceited  fellow  about  town  whn  talka  alwayt  and  every  where 
OD  thi*  subject.     He  weart  the  C.ktegorica  round  hia  neck  like  a 
peaiUchain  ;  he  playa  off  the  nameaof  tlie  primary  and  tnoscendeiMal 
qualitiea  like  rings  on  liia  lingers.     He  talks  of  the  Kantean  system 
while  he  dance*  t    be  talki  of  it  while  he  dinei,  he  talks  of  it  to 
hia  children,  to  his  apprentices,  to  his  customers.     He  called  on 
me   to  coorincc  roe  iM   it,  and   said   I    was  only   prevented  from 
becoming  a  complete  convert  by  one  or  two  prejudices.     He  knows 
BO  note  about  n  than  a  pike-statf.     Why  then  does  be  make  so 
nacb  ridiculous  fuis  about  it !

Oh  !  how  little  do 
they  knowi  who  hai-c  never  done  any  thing  but  repeat  after  utiiers  by 
rote,  the  panj-.a.  the  labour,  the  yearning*,  and  miagitingi  of  mind 
it  ctwta,  to  get  the  ^enn  of  an  oiigina!  idea — tu  dig  it  out  of  the 
hidden  teceate*  of  thought  and  nature,  nnd  bring  it  half'Sihamrd, 
(truggling,  and  deformed  into  the  day — to  girc  wordi  and  intelligible 
aymbola  to  thai  which  wit  never  imagined  or  expressed  before  I  It 
it  a*  if  ibe  dumb  ihould  speak  for  the  first  time,  as  if  things  should 
atimmei  out  their  own  meaning,  through  the  imperfect  otgani  of 
mere  sense,  t  wisli  that  »omf  of  our  Dueni.  plausible  dectaimera, 
who  hate  Mch  store  ot  wotilx  to  carer  the  want  of  ideas,  could  lend 
ihejr  art  to  ihit  writer.  If  he,  '  poo""'  nnlledgcd  '  in  this  rmpcct, 
'who  hat  «carcc  winged  from  view  o'  th'  nc*t,'  could  finil  a  language 
for  hit  (deaa,  tratb  would  find  a  language  for  some  of  her  secrets. 
Mr.  Fram  was  buried  in  the  wood*  of  tndoiun.  In  hU  leisure 
from  business  and  from  tiger-ahooting,  he  took  it  into  his  lie^  to 
look  into  hb  own  mind.  A  whim  or  two,  an  odd  iancy,  Uke  a 
film  bi'tbre  the  eye,  now  and  then  crouied  it:  it  itruck  him  at

I  do 
not  wich  to  be  alwayi  mpiring  tlie  aame  confined  atmotphcte,  but  to 
nsy  the  aceoe,  and  get  a  tittle  relief  aod  fmh  air  out  of  door*.  Do 
all  wr  can  to  ihakc  it  off,  there  it  alwayt  enough  pedaMiy,  egotism, 
aod  »etf-<ooceii  left  lurking  behind :  we  need  not  teal  our»elit«  up 
hermetically  ia  tbcM  preciovt  tfiulitict ;  to  aa  to  think  of  oothbg  but 
our  own  wooderftil  dtKonrtM,  at>d  hear  nothing  but  the  sound  of  our 
own  Toioe.

that  (loev  not  spring  from  hit  own  brain  i  Or  why  thould  he  fondly 
imagine  that  tliere  it  but  one  fine  thing  in  the  world,  namely  poetry, 
and  that  he  it  the  only  poet  in  it?  It  will  never  do.  I'oeiry  it  a 
very  fioc  thing  I  but  there  are  other  thing*  be«rdei  it.  lirety  thing 
mu»  have  itt  turn.  Doet  a  wiie  man  think  to  enlarge  hii  com- 
prehenuon  by  turning  hit  eye*  only  on  himielf,  or  hope  to  conciliate 
the  admiration  of  otheri  by  scouting,  pro«cribing(  and  loathing  alt 
thai  ihey  delight  in  f  He  muat  cither  have  a  diiproportionaie  idea 
of  himiclf,  or  be  ignorant  of  the  world  in  which  he  livri.

TticTV  arc  pttfODs,  who  witiioot  briog  chargeable  with  ihc  vice 
here  tpoken  of|  yet  ■  ttand  accountant  for  aa  great  a  tin  : '  though  not 
doll  and  moDOtonoua,  they  aie  vivaciout  manncriMK  in  tbetr  conrersa- 
lioDi  and  exccttire  egotittt.  Though  they  run  over  a  thousand  sub- 
jeciA  in  mere  gaiety  of  heart,  their  delight  iitill  flow*  froni  one  tdco, 
Ramel)-,  thcmtclvet.  Open  ihc  book  in  what  page  you  will,  there  ii 
a  froniuipiccc  of  thrmMltcs  staring  you  in  the  face.  They  arc  a  *ort 
of  Jaeii  o'  iht  Grtittt,  with  «  sprig  of  laurel,  a  little  tioael,  and  a  little 
fimtit,  bat  still  plsying  antics  and  keeping  ta  ioceuant  raotioDi  to 
RRract  Mteotion  »ad  extort  your  pittance  of  approbation.  Whether 
(hey  talk  of  the  town  or  the  country,  poetry  or  politico,  it  comes  to 
much  the  tame  thing.  If  they  talk  to  you  of  the  town,  it*  diverHoni) 
<  its  palacet,  ita  ladies,  and  iti  ttrccU,'  they  arc  the  delight,  the  grace, 
and  omameot  of  it.  If  they  arc  describing  the  charmn  of  the  country, 
they  giTc  DO  account  of  any  individual  spot  or  object  or  lource  of 
pleasure  but  the  circumMancc  of  their  being  there.  •  With  tliem  co!»- 
verting,  wc  forget  all  place,  all  teasont,  and  tlieir  chaoge.'  Tbej 
perhaps  pluck  a  leaf  or  a  flower,  iKitraoiie  it,  and  hand  h  yon  to 
admire,  but  select  no  one  feature  of  beauty  or  grandeur  to  dispute  tbe 
palm  of  perfection  with  their  own  persons.  1  heir  rural  docrlptiont 
are  mere  landicapc  back-grounds  with  their  own  portraits  in  an 
^"S^EifS  ittitudc  in  front.  I'hcy  we  not  observing  oi  enjoying  the 
Kene,  but  doing  the  hoDOutt  ai  nuMers  of  the  ceremonies  to  nature,

The  dcKrip^on  of  prnoni^  who  have  the  frwnt  idcat  of  all  othcn 
are  mm  authors  >nd  rr»dc(i.  It  is  better  to  be  able  neither  to 
reaii  doc  write  tlun  to  be  alile  to  do  oothing  etie.  A  lonngef  who 
it  ordituiilv  ceeo  with  a  book  io  liii  hindf  i«  {we  may  be  almott 
•urc)  rtjuaily  without  the  power  or  taclinatiap  to  attend  either  to 
whM  pMae«  aroond  him,  ot  io  hia  own  mind.  Such  a  uoc  may  be 
uid  to  carr^  bis  UAdcroanding  about  with  him  in  bU  [xKkct,  or  to 
leafc  it  at  borne  on  his  library  shcUcs.  He  it  afraid  of  venturing  od 
aaj  train  of  rcaioniog,  or  of  sUiking  i>iil  anj  obaerraiioa  that  is  doi 
mechaiucally  suogctted  lo  htu  by  pawng  hit  eyes  over  ceriaui  le;t">l^ 
cbaracten  t  Anak*  from  the  fatigue  of  thought,  which,  for  want  of 
practice,  becomn  tnmpportable  to  him ;  and  dts  down  contented 
with  an  cixltct4  weariconte  tncccwion  of  words  and  haU'-formed 
iaugea,  which  fill  the  void  of  the  mind,  and  coMinually  cflacc  one 
anotbcr.  Learning  if,  in  too  many  cues,  but  a  foil  to  coiriEnoo 
taut  i  8  ftdxiitiiic  for  true  knowledgr.  Book«  are  lets  often  made 
me  of  as  *>pectac)e«'  to  look  at  nature  with,  than  as  blinds  to  keep 
OM  its  ttroag  light  and  sliiitioK  icenery  from  weak  eyes  and  iiKloleM 
dispmitioDs.  Tbe  book-worm  wraps  himself  up  in  his  web  of  verbal 
gcncralitief,  and  sees  only  the  glimmering  shadows  of  things  reflected 
nom  the  minds  of  others.  Nature  fuu  turn  oul.  The  intpvessioiM  of 
rest  objects,  stripped  of  the  disgvists  of  word*  and  voIurmbom  ronod- 
abo«t  descriptions,  are  blows  that  stagger  him ;  their  variety  distracts, 
tbeir  rapidity  exhausts  him  j  and  he  turns  from  tbe  bustle,  tbe  noise, 
Bod  glare,  and  whirltag  motion  of  the  world  abotit  bin  (which  he 
has  sot  an  eye  to  follow  in  it*  fantastic  chasges,  isor  an  understandii^ 
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to  reduM  to  fixnl  principle,)  to  the  <juict  maootaDy  of  the  dead 
lan^KCt,  aod  the  I«m  tunlinft  and  more  intelligible  coniluoutions  of 
the  ieitere  of  the  nlpbaliei.  It  U  well,  it  a  perfectly  well.  '  Leave 
mc  to  my  repoie,*  U  the  luutio  of  ilic  sleeping  and  the  dead.  You 
might  at  well  aik  the  paralytic  to  leap  ironi  hi>>  chair  and  throw 
•wsy  hit  cnitch,  or,  without  a  miracle,  to  '  take  up  his  bed  and 
walki'  M  expect  the  learned  reader  to  throw  down  hit  txiok  and 
think  for  himiclf.  He  clioga  to  it  for  his  intellectual  wppott ; 
and  his  dreud  of  beii^  left  to  binuctf  ia  like  tlie  horror  of  a  vacuum. 
He  can  only  breathe  a  learned  atmosphere,  aa  other  men  breathe 
common  air.  He  ii  a  borrower  of  icnite.  He  ha«  no  idea^  of  hii 
own,  and  miut  live  oo  tbo«e  of  other  people.  The  habit  of  supply- 
ing OUT  idea*  from  foreign  »ource«  '  cnfeeblci  all  inieinal  strength  of 
thought,'  as  a  coarse  of  dram-drink  tog  dceiroys  the  tone  of  the 
«loaiach.  The  faculiie*  of  thi-  inind,  when  not  exerted,  or  when 
cramped  by  cunoin  :ind  authority,  become  llftlestt  torpid,  and  unlit 
for  the  purpotet  of  thought  or  action.  Can  we  wonder  at  the 
languor  and  l.-uiiiude  which  ia  thiw  produced  by  a  life  of  learned 
aloth  and  ignorance;  by  poring  ortrt  line*  and  syltablct  that  exciu 
little  more  idea  or  interest  than  if  they  were  the  characicrt  of  an 
unluiown  tungue,  till  tlie  eye  cIoscb  oo  vacancy,  and  the  book  drop* 
from  the  teeUe  hand  !  I  would  rather  be  a  wood-cutter,  or  the 
mesae«t  bind,  that  all  day  '  sweats  in  the  eye  of  Phcebua,  and  K 
night  (Ic«p«  io  Elvilum,'  than  wear  out  my  life  so,  'twixt  dreaming 
and  awake.  The  teamed  author  diifcrt  from  the  learned  student  in 
tfaia,  that  the  one  iran»cribes  what  the  other  reads.  The  learned 
■re  mere  literary  diudgci.  If  you  set  them  upon  origbal  compwi- 
uott,  their  heads  turn ;  they  don't  know  where  they  arc.  ^'he 
iodc&tigable  mdcrt  of  books  are  tike  the  cretlastlng  copters  of 
picturei,  who,  when  they  attempt  to  do  any  tiling  of  tlieit  own,  find 
they  want  an  eye  t]uick  enough,  a  hand  steady  enough,  and  colours 
bright  enough,  to  trace  the  living  forma  of  nature. 

Aay  oat  who  ha*  MMed  througji  the  regular  gradation*  of  k 
cUiiiol  education,  and  is  not  made  a  fool  by  it,  may  conaider 
bioMclf  as  luving  had  a  very  narrow  escape.  It  ts  at)  old  remark, 
that  boji  who  ihine  at  iduK^  do  not  malic  the  ereatnt  figure  when 
tbey  grow  up  and  come  out  into  the  world.  Tbc  things,  in  fact, 
which  a  boy  i*  set  to  kam  at  school,  and  on  which  hiu  success 
depend*,  arc  things  which  do  not  require  the  exerciae  cither  of  the 
higheat  or  the  moat  u*cfiil  facvltiet  of  the  mind.  Memory  (and  thai 
of  tbc  lowest  kind)  is  the  chief  faculty  called  into  play,  in  coiuing 
OTer  and  repeating  lessons  by  rote  io  gramiaar,  in  fanguagei,  io 
geography,  arithmetic,  &c.  to  that  he  who  has  the  most  of  this 
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ucbnical  tnraior]ri  whh  the  Inn  nim  for  other  thiBx*t  vbich  ha«t 
a  nrttoga  and  more  natural  claim  upon  hi*  chlMUh  atteodon,  will 
inilur  Uie  rood  forward  tctiool-boy.  The  jirgoo  cofttuuDg  the 
dcficitjooi  of  die  fan*  of  tprcch,  the  rales  for  cactiDg  np  aa  accOiBit, 
or  tfac  inllectioiM  of  a  Greek  verb,  cxn  have  do  attractioa  to  the 
tyro  of  tea  year*  old.  except  a»  thry  are  trapoMd  u  a  (aak  opon  bhn 
l^  Other*,  or  from  his  fe«liDg  tfac  want  of  niflicimt  rdiiti  0(  aniBw- 
■wat  b  otlier  ihin)^.  A  Ud  with  a  lickly  coiMtit>Rioii|  aod  no 
Tcry  ictiie  niiod,  who  can  juit  retain  what  la  pointed  out  to  him, 
aou  hai  ociihcT  ugschy  to  dininguiih  nor  ipirit  to  enjoy  lot  himwU^ 
will  generally  be  at  the  head  of  hii  lorin.  An  idler  at  tchoul,  on 
the  other  hand,  i*  one  who  ha*  high  health  and  ip«rK«,  who  hat  the 
&ee  nar  of  hi*  limb*,  with  all  hi*  witi  about  him,  who  fecU  the 
circulation  of  hi*  Uuod  and  the  motion  of  hi*  heart,  who  it  ready  to 
laagh  snd  cry  io  a  breath,  and  who  had  rather  chaae  a  ball  or  a 
hnterfly,  feel  the  open  air  in  hi*  lace,  loot:  at  the  fields  or  the  sitv, 
IbDow  a  winding  pothf  or  enter  with  eagernen  into  all  the  little 
ooBAicta  and  btereua  of  hi«  acqoaioUDcet  and  friends,  than  doze 
onr  a  iDuaty  tpelliag-book,  repe«  barbirous  di«licb«  after  his  master, 
m  so  many  hours  pinioned  to  a  writbg-dnk,  and  receive  bit  reward 
fer  the  lots  of  time  and  pleamre  in  [KJtry  pme^ncdtls  at  Chritttnas 
■od  Midnmraer.  There  is  indeed  a  dejtree  of  raapdity  which 
pecYents  children  from  learning  the  usual  leMons,  or  ever  arriring  at 
these  puny  academic  hoaoort.  But  what  panes  lor  ttnpidity  it  much 
oftener  a  want  of  bterest,  of  a  tufficicBt  motive  to  fix  the  attention, 
and  fiiroe  a  rdoctant  appUcatioQ  to  the  dry  and  nxncaiuag  poriuitt  of 
KbooMcaroing.  The  becc  capacities  arc  as  mneh  abttt*  this  drodgery, 
at  the  ddtcu  arc  bencatli  it.  Our  men  of  the  greatest  genius  have 
not  been  mo«  ditti&gnisbed  for  tbeir  acqairoBem  at  school  or  at  the 
university. 

*  Th*  enthunait  Faticy  WM  a  ttVMII  <Mr.' 

Gray  and  Collba  were  amoog  the  instances  of  this  wayward  dis- 
posilioo.  Such  pcrions  do  not  think  *o  highly  of  the  advantage*, 
nor  can  they  sobmit  their  imaginations  so  scrrilcly  to  the  trammels  of 
Strict  icbolattic  diKipline.  Thcte  ii  a  certab  kind  and  degree  of 
intellect  io  which  words  take  root,  txM  into  which  thugs  have  not 
fower  to  penetrate.  A  mediocrity  of  talent,  with  a  certain  alender- 
Ktt  of  moral  coottitnlion,  it  the  loil  that  produces  the  nsoH  brilhant 

nimeat  of  successful  prize-ctsayittt  and   Greek   epigrammaiiits. 
Mold  not  be  forgotten,  that  the  least  respect^dc  chnractcr  iRMXig 
modem  poUliciaos  was  the  clr*cie«  boy  at  Lion. 

Lttniag  it  the  knowledge  of  that  which  it  not  generally  known 
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to  Othrrv,  afld  which  we  cab  ooljr  derive  at  «ccond-haad  from  booki 
or  other  artificial  tource*.  The  kDOwl«l];«  of  iLat  which  is  before 
lu,  or  about  ui,  which  appeali  to  out  cxpericnoe,  pasaions,  and 

Cnuiu,  to  the  bonim*  and  buiincMct  of  roco,  ii  not  leiuniD^t. 
evoing  i*  ibc  knowledge  of  ihiil  which  none  but  the  ie»iied 
know.  Hr  it  the  most  iejimcd  man  who  knows  the  mote  of  what 
u  futbett  removed  froni  common  life  and  sciiul  obMTTaiion,  chat  i»  [ 
of  the  leait  practical  utility,  and  leatt  liable  to  be  brought  to  the 
teat  of  experience,  and  that,  having  been  hamlcd  dowu  through  the 
Itreatest  number  of  inierretcdiatc  ttage*,  i«  the  mott  full  of  unccrtainijr, 
dilBcaliiei,  and  contradiction  a.  It  is  seeing  with  the  eyet  of  other*, 
hearing  with  their  ear*,  and  pinning  our  laiih  on  their  underiiAndinga. 
The  learned  man  pridet  hiniwlf  in  the  knowledge  of  namca,  and 
datea,  not  of  men  or  thinj;*.  He  thinks  and  cares  nothing  about  his 
Dcxt-^oor  neighbour!,  hut  be  in  deeply  read  in  the  tribe*  and  casts  of 
ibe  Hindoo*  and  Caltnuc  Tartar*.  He  can  hardly  find  hi<  way  into 
the  next  atrcet,  though  he  is  acquainted  with  the  exact  dimenBion* 
of  Conatuitinople  and  I'ekin.  He  docs  not  know  whcih<.-r  liin  oldest 
acquaiDtance  is  a  knave  or  a  fool,  but  he  can  pronounce  a  pompooi 
leourc  on  all  the  principal  characters  in  history.  He  cannot  icU 
whether  aa  object  is  black  or  white,  round  or  square,  and  yet  h«  u 
a  piolirsMd  master  of  the  laws  of  optics  and  the  rules  of  pcrtpeciiw. 
He  knows  aa  much  of  what  he  talks  about,  aa  a  blind  man  doe*  of 
colours.  He  cannot  give  a  satis^icioiy  answer  to  the  plainest  queaiion, 
nor  is  he  ever  in  the  tight  in  any  one  of  his  opinions,  upon  any  one 
ntatiet  of  f»ct  that  realty  comes  before  him,  and  yet  he  gives  himself 
out  fot  an  infallible  judf;e  on  all  those  points,  of  which  it  is  impossible 
that  be  or  any  other  person  livbg  should  know  any  thing  but  by  con- 
itaure.  He  ia  expert  in  aJl  the  dead  and  in  most  of  tbc  living 
iaR^iCee  t  but  be  can  neither  speak  his  own  fluently,  nor  write  it 
eOirecUy.  A  person  of  this  claai,  the  second  Greek  scholar  of  hi* 
day,  unoenook  to  point  out  tcveial  solecisms  in  Milton's  Latin  atylej 
and  in  his  own  performance  there  ia  hardly  a  sentence  of  common 

English.     Scch  was  Dr. .     Such  is  Dr. .     Such  was  not 

Porsoo.  He  was  an  exception  tliat  confirmed  tlie  general  rule, — a 
man  ibat,  by  niutmg  talents  and  knowledge  with  learning,  made  the 
dininaion  Mtweeo  them  more  itriking  and  palpable. 

A  mere  scholar,  who  knows  nothing  but  books,  must  be  ignorant 
even  of  them.  '  Books  do  not  teach  the  use  of  book*,'  How 
•hould  he  know  any  thing  of  a  work,  who  knows  nothing  of  the 
lobject  of  it?  The  learned  pedant  is  conversant  with  book*  only  a* 
they  are  mode  of  other  books,  and  those  again  of  othcia,  without  end. 
He  pvTOta  ihoM  who  have  parroted  other*.     He  can  uanslace  the 
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BMBC  wptd  ioio  ten  dilfcient  limguafct,  but  he  know*  nothing  of  the 
thing  which  it  mnfls  in  any  ooe  of  thcni.  He  ttufft  hit  bnd  with 
uilhoritie*  built  oo  authoriiien,  with  quotatioos  quoted  from  quota- 
tion*, while  he  lockt  up  bii  teata,  h!»  underKaadinj;,  and  bia  heart. 
He  i»  unntquainled  with  the  maxim*  and  manneri  gf  the  world  t  be 
i*  to  icck  in  the  character*  of  individuaU.  He  xet  no  beauty  to  ibe 
ha  of  nature  or  of  art.  To  him  '  tJie  mighiy  world  of  eye  aiid  tat ' 
u  hid ;  and  •  knowledge,'  except  at  one  rnirnncc,  '  quite  shat  oiH.* 
Hia  pride  takes  part  with  hia  ijjriorauce ;  and  htt  self-importance 
riat)  with  the  number  of  things  of  which  he  ducii  not  know  the  *aiuci 
and  which  he  therefurc  deipiies  an  unwortliy  of  hit  notice.  He 
knows  nothing  of  pictuica ; — '  of  the  colouring  of  Titian,  the  grace 
of  Raphael,  the  putity  of  Domcnichino,  (he  eorrrgieitiiy  of  Coirc^io, 
the  learning  of  Pounsin,  the  air*  of  Guido,  the  taitc  of  the  Catacci, 
or  the  grand  contour  of  Michael  Angelo,'— of  ill  tho«e  glories  of  the 
Italian  and  niii^iclea  of  the  Flemish  bcIiooI,  which  have  iilled  the  eye( 
of  mankiiid  with  delijtht,  .ind  (o  the  itudy  and  imitation  of  wliich 
Uiouaanda  have  in  rain  devoted  their  Uvea.  The«e  are  to  him  at  tf 
tliey  had  neier  been,  a  mere  dead  letter,  a  byc-wotd )  and  no  wonder : 
for  be  neither  «ce(  nor  understand*  their  prototypes  in  nature.  A 
print  of  Ruben*'*  Watering-place,  or  Claude  *  Ivnchanied  Cartle,  may 
Im  hanging  on  the  wallt  ol  hi*  room  for  month*  without  bi*  once 
perceiting  them ;  and  if  you  point  tjiem  out  to  him,  he  will  turn 
away  f»om  tiiem.  The  language  of  nature,  or  of  art  (which  i* 
aootbcf  nature),  is  one  that  he  doei  not  undcmtand.  lie  repeats 
indeed  the  names  of  Apclle«  and  Phidiai,  hecauxc  they  are  to  be 
found  in  claMic  authors,  and  boasts  of  their  work*  at  prodigiM, 
because  they  no  longer  exist!  or,  when  he  sccl  the  lioeil  remain*  of 
Grecian  art  actually  before  him  in  the  I'Jgio  marbles,  take*  no  other 
intHeit  in  them  than  a«  they  lead  to  a  learned  dispute,  and  (which  is 
the  tame  thing)  a  quarrel  about  the  meaning  of  aCicck  particle.  He 
ia  ecgually  ignorant  of  muaic  t  he  '  know*  no  touch  of  it,'  from  the 
strtint  of  the  nil-accomplished  Moiart  to  the  shepherd's  pipe  upon 
the  mountain.  His  ear*  are  nailed  to  hi*  books;  and  deadciied  with 
the  sound  of  the  Greek  .ind  Latin  tongues,  and  the  din  and  tmithery 
of  achool-learning.  Docs  be  know  any  thing  more  of  poetry  i  He 
know*  the  number  of  feet  in  a  vetse,  and  of  acta  in  a  play ;  bat  of 
the  *oul  or  spirit  he  know*  nothing.  He  can  turn  a  Greek  ode  into 
English,  or  a  Latin  epigram  into  Greek  vene,  but  whether  citlier  ia 
worth  the  trouble,  he  leares  to  the  critici.  Does  he  undeniaod  '  the 
act  and  practique  part  of  life '  better  than  '  the  theorique  ?  '  No, 
He  know*  no  liberal  or  mechanic  art ;  no  trade  or  occupation ;  no 
gune  of  skill  or  chance.  Leaniing  '  has  no  skill  in  aurgery,'  in 
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sgricalturc,  m  botlding,  in  working  tn  wood  or  in  iron;  it  nnnot 

[iBike  aaj  iMUumnt  of  Ubour,  or  utc  it  when  made ;    it  caooot 

^handle  the  ploufih  or  the  tpidt,  or  the  chtsd  or  the  hanimer  g  it 

knova  nothing  of  huntioc  or  hawking;,  fiihing  or  ihootin?,  of  bonwi 

ot  dogt,  of  fencing  or  dancing,  or  cudgel- pi  ay  ins,  or  bowl*,  or  cardi, 

I  or  teonii,  or  any  thing  cl«e.     The  learned  pnrfntor  of  all  nrti  and 

•ciencrt  cannot  reduce  any  one  of  ihcm  to  practice,  (hough  he  may 

contribute  an  account  of  them  to  an  Encyclopaedia.     He  has  not  the 

twc  of  his  haods  or  of  hia  fret ;  he  an  neither  run,  nor  walk,  nor 

■wim  i  and  he  coniider*  dl  thtue  who  aaually  unden>tand  and  can 

exercite  any  of  ihete  am  of  botty  or  mind,  a>  vulg.ir  and  mechanical 

I  men  ( — though  to  know  almont  ^ny  one  of  them  in  perfection  require! 

long  time  and  praciicc,  with  powert  originally  fitted,  and  a  luin  of 

ntina  particularly  devoted  to  them.     It  does  not  require  more  than 

thii  to  enable  the  learned  candidate  to  srttte,  by  painful  study,  at  a 

'  docior't  degree  and  a  tcllowship,  and  lo  eat,  diink,  and  ileep,  the 

Kit  of  hb  life ! 

The  thing  is  plain.     All  that  men  really  undcmtand,  it  confined  to 
a  Tery  tnull  cotnpaH  t  to  their  daily  affairs  and  experience  ;  to  what 
they  have  an  opportunity  to  know,  and  mo^iea  lo  Mudy  or  praetise- 
T^  mt  !s  allcctation  and  impotture.     'I'he  cornmon  people  liave  the 
tue  of  their  limbs ;  for  they  tite  by  their  labour  or  skill.      They 
oadeTitaod  their  own  busioeM,  and  the  characters  of  thoixr  they  bare 
to  deal  witht    for  it  is  neceuary  that  they  hhould.      They  have 
[  eloquence  to  exprcM  their  passion*,  and  wit  at  will  to  cxprei*  their 
K  contempt  and  provoke  laughter.     Their  natural  use  of  speech  ti  not 
'bung  up  in  monumental  mockery,  in  an  obsolete  language;   nor  is 
their  tenie  of  what  is  ludicrous,  or  readineu  at  finding  out  allosions 
to  express  it,  buried  in  collections  of  ilniu.     You  will  hear  more 
,  good  thia;;s  on  the  outside  of  a  itage-coach  ftoni  London  to  Oxford, 
'  than  if  you  were  to  puts  a  tweUemonth  with  the  under -graduates,  or 
facada  of  colleges,  of  that  famous  uniTersity  t  and  mure  icmt  truth* 
ate  to  be  learnt  from  listening  to  a  ooitjr  debate  in  an  ale-house,  than 
rftom  Mieading  lo  a  formal  one  to  the  Houte  of  Commons.     An 
1  rlderly  country  gentlewoman  will  often  know  more  of  character,  and 
I  be  able  to  illustrate  it  by  mote  amuting  anecdotes  taken  from  the 
history  of  wliai  hat  been  said,  done,  and  goiaiped  in  a  country  town 
for  the  last  lifiy  years,  than  the  be«t  bluestocking  of  the  age  will  be 
able  to  glean  from  that  sort  of  learning  which  consists  in  an  acquaint- 
ance with  all  the  noTcIt  and  satirical  poem*  published  in  the  same 
period.     People  in  towns,  indeed,  are  woefully  deficient  in  n  know< 
ledge  of  cliancter,  which  they  see  only  m  the  iuit,  not  as  a  whole- 
length.     People  b  the  cooDtry  not  only  know  all  that  has  happened 
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to  a  rnui(  but  tncc  hi*  linuM  or  rkcK,  u  they  do  hii  feature*,  in 
ttvcif  iJe»c«Dt  throttgh  tCTCTal  geflcfitions,  ind  M>lf«  tome  contradic- 
tion in  hit  bdurioor  by  a  croci  in  the  breed,  half  i  century  Rgo. 
The  learscd  know  nuthing  of  the  matter,  either  in  town  or  txiaauj. 
Above  all,  the  mm  of  tociety  have  common  tram:,  which  the  learned 
in  all  igcs  want.  The  vutgac  arc  in  the  right  when  they  judge  ht 
ibcraKlTni  they  are  wrong  when  tbcy  truit  to  their  blind  guides. 
The  celebrated  nonconformin  divine,  Baxter,  wu  almott  stoned  to 
death  by  the  good  women  of  Kiddermintiter,  for  userting  front  the 
pulpit  thjt  '  hell  wai  pared  With  infantii'  riiulU ; '  but,  by  the  force  of 
aTgument,  nod  of  learned  quoution*  from  tlie  Fatben,  the  reveretKl 
preacher  at  length  prevailed  otcr  the  icruplet  of  hit  congregation,  md 
over  reaton  and  hamaoity. 

Soch  is  itic  use  which  ha*  been  made  of  human  learning.  The 
labouitra  in  tbia  vineyard  seem  as  tf  it  was  their  object  to  confound 
bU  comnon  aeoK,  and  tbe  diitinctiona  of  good  and  evil,  by  meant  of 
tntfitional  maxims  '"'A  preconceived  DOtioDS,  taken  upon  tnift,  and 
iacreMiog  h  ^)nirdity,  with  inccesie  of  a^.e.  They  pile  hypotheiit 
on  hypothctii,  mountain  high,  till  it  i*  impouible  to  cunie  at  the 
plain  truth  on  any  question.  They  *ce  thingi,  not  a*  they  arc,  but 
oa  they  find  them  in  books ;  and  '  wink  and  shut  their  apprehension* 
op,'  in  order  thai  they  may  discover  nothing  to  interfere  with  ibcir 
prejudices,  or  convince  them  of  their  absurdity.  It  might  be  sup- 
poMd  that  the  height  of  humaa  wiadom  cotiiiMed  in  nutntaiaiog  con- 
tradictioo),  and  rendering  ooniente  sacred.  There  'n  no  dogiua, 
however  fierce  or  foolish,  to  which  these  cerioni  hare  not  tct  ibeir 
teala,  and  tried  to  impose  on  the  undc(*tanding(  of  their  followers,  aa 
the  will  of  Heaven,  clothed  with  all  the  terror*  ami  unction*  of 
religion.  How  little  has  the  human  underttanditig  been  directed  to 
find  o«n  the  true  sad  uaefii]  I  How  much  ingenuity  has  been  thrown 
away  b  tlie  defence  of  creeds  and  «yiteras  I  How  much  tintc  and 
talent*  have  been  wasted  in  tbeoloncal  controverty,  in  law,  tn 
politics,  b  verba]  criticism,  in  judictaT  aorology,  and  in  fioding  out 
tbe  art  of  making  gold !  What  actual  benefit  do  we  reap  from  the 
writinEi  of  a  Laud  or  a  Whilgift,  or  of  Quhop  Bull  or  Bishop 
Watenand,  or  Prideaux'  Connections,  or  Beauiobrc,  or  Calmct,  or 
Si.  Augustine,  oe  Pufiendorf,  or  Vatiel,  or  from  the  more  literal  bat 
oqoally  learned  and  unprofitable  laboura  of  Scaliger,  Cardan,  and 
Sciopptua !  How  many  grains  of  oenae  are  there  in  their  thousand 
folio  or  quarto  volume*  i  What  would  tbe  world  lose  if  tliey  were 
committed  to  the  Qaroes  to-morrow  }  Or  are  they  not  already  '  gone 
to  the  vault  of  all  the  Capulctif  Yet  all  th«e  were  oracles  in 
their  time,  and  would  have  scored  at  you  or  me,  at  common  sense

and  buouo  oaturCf  for  diifcrmg  with  tbcm.     It  b  our  turn  to  bugh 
now. 

To  conclude  thii  wibject.  The  mo«t  •ranble  people  to  be  met 
wiih  in  wcicty  ate  men  of  kunnet*  and  of  the  world,  who  srgae  from 
whtf  they  MY  jind  know,  ii»tcad  of  ipinning  coSweb  di<tinctioR«  of 
wbai  thiofii  ougbt  to  be.  Women  hare  often  more  of  what  i*  cilled 
gseJ  taut  ibio  men.  Their  have  fewer  preteatioaii  are  Icm  imjili- 
c«ted  va  theorie* ;  and  judge  of  objects  more  Irom  ibeir  tmmedUic 
and  broluDUry  iropveman  od  the  mind,  and,  therefore,  more  irulf 
aod  DRtwaUy.  Thc;r  cannot  rcaton  wrong ;  for  ihcy  do  noi  retiRon 
at  all.  They  do  ooc  think  or  ipeak  by  rule:  and  they  bate  id 
|c»rral  more  eloquence  and  wit,  as  well  at  *raw,  on  thai  account. 
By  tbeir  wit,  aenae,  asd  eloquence  together,  they  geaeraJly  contrire 
to  sovetti  tlieir  huabMida.  Their  style,  when  they  write  to  their 
innAt  (not  for  the  bookielleii)  ii  better  than  that  of  mon  autbora. 
— Uneducated  people  have  most  cxobeiancc  of  invention,  and  the 
grcaMM  freedom  from  prejudice.  Shxkeniear't  wai  eiidenily  an 
nncdooted  mind,  both  in  the  frr«hne*«  of  his  imagination,  and  in 
the  variety  of  his  views :  as  Miltoo'a  wM  achotastic,  io  the  lextare 
both  of  hii  iliougbti  and  feelings.  Shakespear  had  not  been  acciu- 
tomed  to  write  theme*  at  Khool  in  favour  of  virtue  or  againtt  vioe. 
To  thi>  we  owe  the  unaffected,  but  healthy  tone  of  hit  dramatic 
morality.  If  we  wish  to  know  the  force  of  human  ecniut,  we  should 
read  Shaketpear.  If  we  with  to  aec  the  insignihcaoce  of  human 
learning,  wc  may  itudy  his  ccmunentaton. 
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CoNKO  forward  and  aeaiing  himself  od  the  ground  tn  his  while 
iIkm  and  tightened  turban,  the  chief  of  tlie  Indian  Jujifiler*  be;;inB 
with  tOMing  Dp  two  beau  balls,  which  it  what  any  of  us  could  do, 
and  concludes  with  keeping  up  four  at  the  Mme  time,  which  is  what 
none  of  u«  could  do  to  save  our  lirei,  nor  if  we  were  to  take  our 
whole  livci  lo  do  it  in.  Is  it  then  a  trilling  power  we  see  at  wo(k, 
or  t*  it  ooc  tomethifig  next  to  mttBCulous  \  It  U  the  utnioR  ntetch 
of  human  bgenuity,  which  nothing  but  the  bending  ibc  facuttie*  of 
body  and  mind  to  it  from  ilie  tciiderest  infancy  with  inceatant,  ever- 
aaxioua  application  up  to  manhood,  can  accontpJiab  or  make  even 
a  alight  approach  to.     Man,  thou  art  a  wondeniiJ  animal,  and  ifay 
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vkft  poat  Codiog  out!  Thou  ctsst  do  itrangc  Uudbb,  but  thoa 
tumeti  tbem  to  Tittle  iccounr  1 — To  conceive  of  thi»  tnon  of  exu^ 
ordinary  dextenty  diatracu  tlie  imaxinutioD  ind  maket  admiiauon 
brcathleu.  Yet  it  con*  nothing  lo  the  |i«rt'ormiT,  any  more  than  if 
it  were  a  mere  mechanical  deception  with  which  he  had  nothing  to 
do  but  to  wiich  and  tsugh  ai  the  ationinhmcnt  of  ihc  ipccutort. 
A  liable  error  of  a  haiiVbrcsdth,  of  the  snullest  CDncd?able  portioa  - 
of  time,  would  be  fatal :  the  prccitioo  of  tlic  movcmciM  mm  be 
bite  a  mathematical  truth,  their  rapidity  it  like  liglitning.  To  cMdi 
four  bulU  in  succeisioo  in  leM  than  a  tecond  of  time,  and  delinr 
them  back  lo  a*  to  return  witli  Kcming  con«ciouineii  to  tbc  b.i&d 
again,  lo  make  tliem  rerolve  round  him  at  certain  intervals,  like  the 
plaoeU  in  their  «phcrc«,  lo  make  them  chaxc  one  another  like  tparklcs 
of  fire,  or  thoot  up  like  Hower*  or  mcicors,  to  throw  them  behiod 
his  back  and  twine  them  round  hia  neck  like  ribbons  or  like  serpcDis 
to  da  what  appciiri  an  impoiuibility,  and  to  do  it  with  all  the  eue, 
the  grace,  the  carc!es»neta  imsKinjblc,  to  laujih  at,  to  play  with  the 
glittering  mockerici,  to  follow  them  with  bi«  eye  as  if  he  could 
taecinace  them  with  il«  lambent  lire,  or  as  if  he  h;id  only  lo  >ee  thai 
they  kept  time  with  the  muaic  on  the  atage — there  ii  tomcthing  lO  all 
thii  which  he  who  docs  not  admire  may  dc  <]uitc  sure  he  never  rc^ly 
admired  any  ihin^  in  tlie  whole  course  of  hii  life.  It  is  tkill  mil' 
mounting  il illi cult y,  and  beauty  tiiuniphing  over  skill.  It  teems  a* 
if  tbc  dilScultY  once  mastered  naturally  retolvcd  iiielf  imo  e*ie  and 
grace,  and  at  if  to  be  overcome  at  uU,  it  must  be  overcome  without  on 
dfort.  The  smnlleii  awkwardneu  or  want  of  pliancy  or  telf-panetdon 
would  Mop  the  whole  proces*.  It  in  the  work  of  witchcraft,  and  yet 
tport  for  children.  Some  of  the  other  feat*  arc  quite  as  curious  and 
wonderful,  such  as  the  bakocing  the  artificial  tree  and  shooting  a  bird 
from  each  branch  through  a  quill  j  though  none  of  them  bare  the 
elegance  or  facilitr  of  the  keeping  up  of  the  braas  b»U«.  You  are  in 
pain  for  the  result,  and  glad  when  the  experimeot  it  over  i  they  arc 
not  accoimpanied  with  the  tame  unmixed,  unchecked  delight  as  the 
former ;  and  I  would  not  give  much  to  be  merely  attonithcd  without 
being  pleased  at  the  same  time.  As  to  the  swallowing  of  the  (word, 
the  police  ought  to  interfere  to  prevent  tt.  When  I  saw  the  Indian 
Juggler  do  the  same  things  betore,  his  feet  were  barC(  and  he  liad 
larf^e  rings  on  tlie  toes,  which  kc|>t  lutning  round  all  the  time  of  tite 
performance,  as  if  they  mot-ed  of  ihemwlvcs. — The  hearing  a  tpeeeh 
in  Parliament,  drawled  or  stammered  out  by  the  Honourable  Member 
or  the  Noble  Lord,  the  ringing  the  change*  on  their  common- pUceSi 
which  any  one  could  repeat  after  them  as  welt  as  they,  stirs  me  not  a 
jot,  «hakes  not  my  good  opinion  of  mytdf:  but  the  teeing  the  Indian 
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Jnggleri  doet.  It  makn  me  ubamed  of  myKlf.  I  uk  wbu  ibere 
it  that  I  can  d^  m  well  m  thi*  f  Nothing.  Wlui  have  I  been 
doiog  all  my  life?  Hitc  I  bcrn  idle,  or  have  I  nothing  to  th<rw  for 
all  my  Ubour  and  {minn.'  Or  have  I  paMcd  my  time  in  pouring 
word*  like  water  iato  cmiMy  sirvck,  rolling  a  Mone  up  a  liiU  and 
then  down  axain,  trying  to  prove  an  argument  in  the  lecth  of  facts, 
and  looking  lor  cauK*  in  the  dark,  anil  not  linding  them !  It  there 
no  one  thing  in  which  I  can  challcnf^e  compctitionf  that  I  cao  brine 
m  an  inin»nce  of  exact  perfection,  in  which  othcn  cannot  find  n  fljiw  if 
The  uimott  1  can  pretend  to  ie  to  write  a  description  of  what  this 
iieUow  can  do.  I  can  write  a  book  :  «o  can  many  others  who  have 
not  eren  learned  to  tpell.  What  aboruoni  are  thcte  [isiayi  I  What 
etrgv*,  what  iti-pieced  tranntionn,  wliut  crooked  leatooi,  what  lante 
condurion* !  How  little  i«  made  out,  and  that  little  how  ill !  Yet 
they  are  the  bc*t  I  can  dn.  I  endeavour  to  recollect  nil  1  bare  ever 
observed  or  thought  upon  a  nitijcci,  and  to  exprc8«  it  as  nearly  as  I 
can.  louead  of  writing  on  four  subject*  at  a  time,  it  is  as  much  at 
I  can  manage  to  keep  the  thread  of  one  di»coui*e  clear  and  un- 
eatangled.  I  bare  also  time  on  my  hands  to  correct  my  opinioni, 
and  poliib  roy  periodi :  but  the  one  I  cannot,  and  the  other  1 
will  not  do.  1  am  fond  of  arguing  :  yet  with  a  good  deal  of  pains 
and  practice  it  i*  often  at  much  as  I  can  do  to  beat  my  man ;  though 
he  may  be  a  very  indifferent  hand.  A  common  fencer  would 
dMarai  his  adversary  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  unlets  he  were 
a  vrofeiaor  like  himielf.  A  stroke  of  wit  will  sometimes  produce 
ihm  eScct,  but  there  is  no  such  power  or  superiority  in  senie  or 
KMoning.  There  is  no  complete  mattery  of  execution  to  be 
ihewn  there :  and  you  hardly  know  the  professor  from  the  impudent 
pretender  or  the  mere  clown.' 

I  bare  alwayti  had  this  feeling  of  the  incfficacy  and  clow  progrcM 
of  imellcctual  compared  to  mechanical  cxccllcocc,  and  it  has  always 
nude  me  somewhat  dissatisfied.  It  is  a  great  many  years  siace  I 
nw   Richer,  the  hmom  rope-dancer,  perform  at   Sadler's  Wella.

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He  WM  nutchle«»  in  hU  art,  ind  added  to  hU  extraordiiUTy  ikilJ 
exquitiw  rue,  ind  unalTcctrd  naioraJ  grscc-  I  was  u  that  time 
emnloyrd  in  copying  a  haJf-lcogth  picture  of  Sir  Jo«hua  Keyoold«'([ 
and  it  pat  me  out  of  cooceit  with  it.  How  ill  ihb  fan  w»%  made 
out  ia  the  dnwiogl  How  hcary,  how  clovenly  thit  other  was 
yaatedl  I  could  ooc  heJp  Hjing  to  niytelf,  *lf  ibe  tape-dancet 
bad  performed  hii  Iwk  in  thia  manner,  leaiing  to  taaaj  gape  sod 
botchc*  in  hit  work,  be  would  h.ivc  broke  hi*  neck  long  ago;  I 
•hould  nercf  hare  lecn  thai  vigorous  elaiticicy  of  nerve  and  preciaion 
of  momneot ! ' — Ii  it  then  eo  easy  an  uDdercakia;;  (comjioraiiveiy) 
to  dance  on  a  tijtbt-rope  I  Let  any  oaei  who  tbinki  to,  get  vp  and 
try.  There  i*  the  thing.  It  it  thul  which  at  firrt  wc  cannot  do 
at  all,  which  in  the  end  ii  done  lo  luch  pettcction.  To  account 
for  tbii  io  tome  degree,  I  might  obwrve  that  mechanical  dexterity 
b  confiocd  to  doing  aome  one  particular  thing,  which  you  can 
repeat  m  often  at  you  pleaic,  in  which  you  know  wiiether  you 
nccccd  or  fail,  and  where  the  point  of  ]>crfectioD  cootisu  id  lucceed- 
at%  in  a  f;iven  undettaVin;;. — Io  mechanical  rifoita,  you  improre 
by  perpetual  pncltce,  and  you  do  so  infallibly,  because  the  object 
to  be  attained  in  not  a  matter  of  taaie  or  fancy  or  opinion,  but  of 
actual  experiment,  in  which  you  mail  cither  do  tbc  thing  or  not 
do  it.  If  a  man  i«  put  to  aim  at  a  mark  with  a  bow  and  arrow, 
fac  mutt  hit  it  or  niiM  it,  that 'a  certain.  He  cannot  deceive  hiniwlf, 
and  go  on  shooting  wide  or  falling  thon,  .ind  Mill  fjncy  that  be 
it  making  progress  The  dintinctioo  betweeo  tight  and  wrong, 
between  true  and  falie,  ia  here  palpable  t  and  be  mutt  either  correct 
hi*  aim  or  pertcrere  in  hii  error  with  hiN  eye«  open,  (or  which  there 
it  neither  excuse  nor  temptation.  If  a  man  it  learning  to  dance 
on  a  rope,  if  he  doc*  not  mind  wbiit  he  i*  about,  he  will  break  hit 
neck.  After  that,  tt  will  be  in  rain  lor  him  to  argue  tliat  he  did 
DOt  make  a  false  mep.  Hia  muatioa  is  not  like  tlurt  of  Goldaroith't 
pcd^igoguc.— 

'  1b  argument  thcY  onTi'd  hi*  wondrout  ikill, 
And  e*en  ihoiigli  eanquiih'd,  he  could  argue  ttilU' 

Danger  is  a  good  teacher,  and  makes  apt  scholar*.  So  arc  ditgraer, 
defeat,  expoiuic  to  immediate  icorn  and  laughter.  Tliere  is  no 
opportunity  in  such  cues  for  ielf-d elusion,  no  idling  time  away, 
no  being  off  your  guard  (or  you  mutt  take  the  conteciuencet)— 
neither  i*  there  any  room  for  humour  or  caprice  or  prejudice.  If 
llie  Indian  .luggler  w«rc  to  play  tricks  in  throwing  up  the  three 
cuc-knivc«,  which  keep  their  poiiuon*  tike  the  leaves  of  a  crocus 
in  the  air,  he  would  cut  hia  finger*.  I  can  make  a  jrty  bad 
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afltithoin  without  cuitio]{  my  6neer8.  The  tuct  of  ay\e  i«  more 
ambiguou*  clian  that  of  doublc-cdgcd  instrument).  If  the  Jugnler 
ymt  told  ih4t  liy  Sinjjing  hinifclf  under  the  wliecU  of  the  Ja};;;eriiaut| 
when  the  idol  i«»uc(  forth  on  a  giiudjr  day,  he  would  immediately 
be  iraDsportcd  into  Paradtie,  he  might  believe  it,  »nd  nobody  could 
diiprovc  it.  So  (he  Brahmins  may  ssy  what  they  please  on  thai 
■ubject,  nuy  build  up  dog,ttt»t  and  myttcrin  witiiout  end,  and  not 
be  detected :  but  their  infjenioua  countryman  amnot  pusuudc  the 
ftC(]uentera  of  the  Olympic  Theatre  that  he  perfornu  a  numbtr 
of  aitonithing  feat*  without  .tctually  giiing  prooft  of  what  be  uys. — 
There  is  then  in  thit  sort  of  manual  dexterity,  litti  a  gradual 
sptiuide  acquired  to  a  given  exertion  of  muscular  power,  from 
cooatont  ivpctittoD,  and  in  the  next  place,  an  exact  knowledge 
how  much  i*  BtilJ  wuntinf;  and  necc»*ary  lo  be  iupplied.  The 
obviou*  tett  i*  to  increatc  the  clTott  or  nicety  of  the  operaiioiii 
and  •till  to  find  it  come  true.  The  mutclci  ply  instinctively  to 
die  dictate*  of  habit.  Certain  movements  .ind  imprcHion*  of  the 
luad  aad  eye,  having  been  repeated  together  an  infinite  ounber  of 
times,  are  unconsciously  but  un.ivoid^ibly  cemented  into  closer  and 
clowr  union  i  the  limbi  recjuirc  little  more  than  to  be  put  in  motion 
for  them  to  follow  a  regular  track  with  ease  and  eertiicty ;  so  that 
tbe  mere  intention  oi  ibe  will  acta  mathematically,  like  touching 
the  ipriog  of  a  machine,  and  you  come  with  Lockaley  to  Ivaohoe, 
is  ahootiDg  at  a  mark,  '  to  allow  for  the  wind.' 

Farther,  what  is  mennt  by  perfection  in  mechanicnt  exerdsea  it 
the  prrforming  certain  feats  to  a  uniform  nicety,  thai  it,  itt  bet, 
andcnakiog  oo  more  tlian  you  can  pciform.  Vou  task  yourself, 
the  limit  you  Hx  it  optional,  aud  no  mure  than  human  ioduitry  and 
skill  can  attain  to :  but  you  have  no  abstract,  independent  tiandard 
of  diAiculty  or  excellence  (other  than  the  extent  of  your  own 
powert).  Thus  he  who  can  keep  Up  four  brass  balls  doc»  this  /« 
ftifatwn ;  but  he  cannot  keep  up  five  at  the  same  innant,  and  would 
fail  every  time  he  attempted  it.  That  is,  the  mechanical  performer 
underbtkcs  to  emulate  himFicif,  not  to  equal  another.'  But  the  I 
attiii  undertakes  to  imitate  another,  or  to  do  what  oaiure  has  done, 
and  this  it  appears  is  more  difficult,  vi%.  to  copy  what  the  hat  set 
before  ni  in  tlie  face  of  nature  or  '  human  face  divine,'  entire  and 
without  H  blemish,  than  to  keep  up  four  brats  balls  at  the  same 
bstaoi;  for  the  one  is  done  by  the  power  of  human  skill  and 
industry,  and  the  other  never  was  nor  will  be.  Upon  (he  whale, 
therefore,  I  have  more  respect  for  Reynolds,  than  I  have  for  Richer ;

son  of  niachioe,  but  not  one  Reynolds  iniuogit  tlieni  ill.  with  his 
grace,  hi*  grandenr,  bis  blundnesi  o( gutn,  'in  tonei  and  getturca 
nit,'  nolen  ron  could  make  the  man  u*er  again.  To  match  tliit 
grace  beyond  the  reach  of  att  it  then  the  height  of  an — where  iine 
an  begins,  and  where  mechanical  tkill  end*.  The  »oft  suffurion  of 
the  60ul,  the  specchlcst  breathing  cloiiuence,  tlie  looks  '  conimcrcing 
with  the  tkics,'  the  cvet'ihiftinf;  forms  of  an  eternal  principle,  that 
wliich  it  seen  but  for  a  moment,  but  dwells  in  the  heart  alwayt, 
and  in  only  ceixed  aa  it  paiife*  by  ttrong  and  secret  lympathy,  must 
be  Iauj;ht  by  nature  and  geniuH,  ooi  by  rules  or  study.  It  it 
■DggeMed  by  feeling,  not  by  laborious  microscopic  inijjcction :  in 
■eeking  for  it  without,  we  lose  the  harmonioot  clue  to  it  within  i 
and  in  aiming  to  gratp  the  luluunce,  we  let  the  very  spirit  of  art 
CTsporate.  In  a  word,  the  objects  of  line  art  arc  not  the  objects 
of  li^bt  but  as  these  last  are  the  objects  of  taate  and  imagiDation. 
that  u,  as  they  appeal  to  the  »enw-  of  beauty,  of  pleufore,  and  of 
power  in  tlie  human  breast,  ami  ate  explainnl  by  that  finer  mdK) 
md  rereaJed  in  their  inner  structure  to  the  eye  in  return.  Nature 
Si  also  a  language.  Object*,  like  wordu,  Live  a  meaning;  and  the 
true  art-idt  is  the  iQietptetcr  of  ihi»  Janguiigc,  which  he  can  only  do 
by  knowing  its  application  to  a  (houund  other  objects  in  a  thousand 
Other  tiuistioos.  Thus  the  eye  is  too  blind  a  guide  of  tiself  to 
distinguish  between  the  warm  or  cold  tone  of  a  deep  blue  tky,  but 
soother  lente  aci«  ai  a  monitor  to  it,  and  does  not  err.  The 
colour  of  th«  learei  in  autumn  would  be  nothing  without  the  feeling 
tliat  aooompaniei  it ;  but  it  i«  that  feeling  that  itamps  them  on  the 
caovHR,  faded,  seared,  blighted,  shrinking  from  the  winter's  flaw, 
and  makes  the  light  as  true  as  touch — 

'  And  viiiont,  at  [loctit  eyw  arow. 
Cling  to  cadi  leaf  and  hang  on  every  bough.' 

The  more  ethereal,  evanetcent,  more  refined  and  miblime  prl  of 
art  is  tbe  teeing  nature  through   the   medium  of  •cntimeoi  and 
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plwiBD,  aa  CKb  object  ii  »  symbol  of  the  affecdoos  and  a  link  io 
the  chain  of  our  endku  being.  But  ihr  unrnrclliog  thit  mynrriout 
web  of  thought  and  feeling  ii  alone  in  the  Muw'n  gift,  nnrnely,  in 
the  power  of  thai  trembling  (eQ»ibility  which  ii  awake  to  erery 
clutnge  and  every  modificatioD  of  iu  eter-varyi&g  impreejioni, 
that, 

'Thfillt  in  Mch  ntne,  am!  livrt  Jong  iht  line." 

Thia  power  i«  indifrncnily  called  gcniu*,  imaginHtion,  fccIiDgi 
taste ;  but  the  manner  in  which  it  act»  upon  the  mind  can  neither  be 
deliBcd  by  abitnct  rale*,  as  it  the  case  in  science,  nor  retiGed  by 
continual  unvarying  expcrtments,  aa  is  the  case  in  nicchanicd  pcr- 
formaaces.  The  mechanical  excellence  of  the  Dutch  painters  in 
ColouiiBg  and  haodltog  it  that  which  come*  the  nearett  in  line  art  to 
tlie  perfection  of  certuin  manual  exhibition*  of  skill.  The  truth  of 
the  ciTcct  and  the  facility  with  which  it  it  produced  ate  e<]i»tl7 
admirable.  Up  to  a  certain  point,  every  thing  is  &ultle*t.  The 
hand  and  eye  have  done  ihcir  pan.  There  is  only  a  want  of  tstte 
tad  geotiM.  It  is  after  we  enter  upon  that  cacbaotcd  ground  that  the 
huniaii  micd  be^im  to  droop  und  Hag  a«  in  a  strange  ruad,  or  in  a 
thick  mwt,  benighted  and  making  little  way  with  many  attempts  and 
many  failures,  and  chat  the  best  of  ua  only  cicapc  with  half  a  triumph. 
The  nndelincd  and  the  im^innry  are  the  regions  that  wc  mun  P«ti 
like  Satan,  difficult  and  doubtful,  *  half  Hying,  half  on  foot.'  The 
object  in  sense  is  a  positive  thing,  and  execution  comes  with  practice. 

Cleverness  is  a  ccruin  knad  or  apiitudc  at  d«ng  ceruin  thingat 
which  depend  more  on  a  particular  lulroitneta  and  otf-hand  readtneia 
than  on  force  or  pertrverance,  such  at  muking  puns,  makuig  epigmniB, 
making  extempore  venes,  mimicking  the  company,  mimicking  a  styles 
&c.  CIcrercicM  is  cither  liveUnrt*  and  smartncts,  or  something 
antwcritig  to  tlttgti  of  hanJ,  like  letting  a  gUts  fall  lidewayt  olf  a 
table,  or  d«e  a  trick,  like  knowing  the  secret  spring  of  a  watch. 
Accompli^ Rients  are  certain  external  graces,  which  are  to  be  learnt 
from  others,  lod  which  are  easily  displayed  to  the  admiruiion  of  the 
beholder,  vn.  d^incing.  riiling.  fencing,  niutic,  and  lu  on.  Theie 
oraamental  acquiremcou  are  only  proper  to  ihote  who  urc  it  eatc  in 
nind  and  fortune.  \  know  an  individual  who  if  he  had  been  born  to 
as  estate  of  five  thousand  a  yejir,  would  have  been  the  most  accom* 
piiahed  gentleman  of  the  age.  He  would  have  been  the  delight  and 
envy  of  the  circle  in  which  he  moved — would  have  graced  by  hi* 
nuiwera  (he  liberality  flowing  from  the  opcnnem  of  his  heart,  would 
have  bugbed  with  the  women,  have  argtied  with  the  men,  have  said 
good  thing*  oik)  written  agreeable  one*,  h.ive  taken  a  band  at  piquet 
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or  the  lead  at  the  iiupiichord,  and  hare  tet  and  »ung  hit  own  verm 
— «ifp«  cdWMv — wiih  tcndcrncts  and  ipirit ;  a  Rcchntcr  without  the 
vice,  a  modem  Sutcej !  At  it  it,  all  thcw  cnpabilitici  of  excellence 
Uaad  ia  hit  way.  He  ii:  too  versatile  for  »  profcMional  maa,  not  duU 
enough  for  a  political  dru'lgc,  too  j^ay  to  be  hajij^y,  too  thoughtlcM  to 
be  ricli>  He  wantg  the  enthiuiasiu  of  tlie  poet,  the  severity  of  the 
])i-ote-writcf,  and  tlie  agipiication  of  the  man  of  buninewi.— Talent  ia 
the  cajKtcity  of  tlo'iap,  any  tiling  that  dependi  on  application  and 
iaduttry,  «uch  ui  writing  a  cfiticitm,  making  a  ipeech,  iiudying  the 
law.  Talent  difTccii  from  genius,  an  voluntary  difTerf  from  iavoluntary 
power.  Ingenuity  iit  geniiit  in  trilles,  greatne««  i«  geoiua  in  oader- 
lakings  of  much  pith  and  moment.  A  clever  or  ingenioiu  man  ii  one 
who  can  do  any  thing  well)  whether  it  ia  worth  doing  oi  not :  a  great 
roan  ia  one  who  can  do  tliai  which  when  done  ia  of  the  higheit 
imponance.  Theniisioclea  aaid  he  could  oot  play  on  the  flute,  but 
lliat  be  could  nuke  of  a  tmall  city  a  great  one.  Thif  give*  one  ■ 
pretty  good  idea  of  the  diitinction  in  ^ucnion. 

GrcatncM  ia  great  power,  producing  great  effects.  Il  ia  not  enough 
that  a  man  hut  great  power  in  himself,  he  must  shew  it  to  ail  the 
world  in  a  v^y  that  canool  be  hid  or  gaineaid.  lie  must  fill  up  a 
ccHHtn  idea  in  the  public  mind.  I  have  no  other  notion  of  gtcatneis 
than  thia  two-fold  dctiniiion,  f;teat  retuka  tpringing  from  great  inherent 
energy.  The  great  in  visible  object*  hat  relation  to  that  which 
extend*  over  apace:  the  great  in  rncntal  one*  haa  to  do  with  apace 
and  time.  No  man  i«  truly  great,  who  ia  great  only  in  hia  life-time. 
The  (eat  of  gteatnc«B  is  the  page  of  history.  Nothing  can  be  said  to 
be  great  that  liaa  a  distinct  limitt  or  that  border*  on  something 
evidently  greater  tlian  iiaetf.  Bendes  what  ia  short-lived  and  pam< 
|>ered  into  mere  notorieiy>  t>  of  a  gross  and  vulgar  quality  in  itselE 
A  Lord  Mayor  it  hardly  a  great  man.  A  city  orator  or  patriot  of 
the  day  only  ahew,  by  reaching  the  height  of  their  withes,  the 
diMaoce  they  are  at  from  any  true  ambition.  Popularity  is  neither 
lame  nor  grcatnniL  A  king  (xi  such)  is  not  a  great  man.  He  has 
great  |>ow«t,  but  it  is  not  bis  own.  tie  merely  wields  tlic  lever  of 
ihc  (tatei  which  a  child,  an  idiot,  or  a  tnadman  can  do.  It  ia  the 
offioe,  not  the  man  we  gaze  at.  Any  one  else  ia  the  tame  situation 
would  be  juit  aa  much  an  object  of  abject  curioaity.  Wu  laugh  at 
the  country  girl  who  having  seen  a  king  cxprcstcd  her  disappointment 
by  aaying, '  Why,  he  ia  only  a  man !  Yet,  knowing  this,  we  run 
to  sec  a  king  as  if  he  was  something  more  than  a  man. — To  display 
the  greatest  powera,  unless  they  arc  applied  to  great  purpofcs,  makes 
Qotliing  for  the  cliaiacter  of  grestacsa.  To  throw  a  batlev-cora 
through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  to  multiply  nine  figures  by  nine  m  the 
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memory,  arguM  iotiniu  dexterity  of  body  «nd  capacity  of  mindi  but 
oatbim  OMiM  of  either.  There  it  a  aurpriunj;  power  at  work*  but 
the  eJKCU  art  not  proportionate,  or  mich  an  take  hold  of  the  tmagtiiB- 
tion.  To  iroprea  the  idea  of  power  on  other*,  they  must  be  in;tdc  in 
lome  way  to  feel  it.  It  mtut  be  communicaied  to  their  uadcr- 
itsodiog*  in  the  »hapc  of  an  increase  of  knowledge,  or  it  nit»t  wbdue 
and  overawe  then)  by  lubjecting  their  willa.  Admiration,  lo  be  lolid 
and  tailing,  mun  be  founded  oo  ptooft  from  whicb  we  bave  no  meaiu 
of  eacapifigi  it  it  neither  a  ilip.ht  nor  a  voluntary  ^ift.  A  nuthe- 
nudciaD  who  tolTei  a  profound  probleni,  a  |ioet  who  creates  so  image 
of  beauty  in  the  mind  that  wat  not  there  befarc,  impiuta  knowledge 
and  power  lo  oibcn,  in  which  hit  greatnc**  and  hii  fame  ooooiu^ 
and  on  which  it  reponen.  Jedcdiab  Buxton  will  be  forgoiica  i  bttt 
Kaper'a  bones  will  live.  Lawgiven,  philosophers,  founders  of 
rdigiooi  con()ueron  and  heroes,  in*enton  nod  great  fieniutea  ia  arta 
aod  (CJeocet,  are  {treat  men ;  for  tiiey  are  f>reat  pukJic  benefactor*, 
oe  fofmidable  »courge>  to  mankind.  Aniuog  ourtelrea,  Shakeipear, 
NewtoD,  Bacon,  MiJton,  Cromwell,  were  great  men ;  for  they  ihewed 
great  power  by  act*  and  ihoughu,  which  have  noi  vet  been  consigood 
to  oblivion.  They  matt  ncrd«  he  men  of  loRy  stature,  whoBt 
shadows  lengthen  out  to  remote  posterity.  A  great  farce-writer  may 
be  a  g'eat  man;  for  Moliere  was  but  a  ^r eat  farce- writer.  In  my 
mind,  the  author  of  l>on  Quixote  wat  a  great  man.  So  liavc  there 
been  many  others.  A  great  chesi-player  it  not  a  great  man,  for  he 
leares  the  world  as  be  found  it.  No  act  terminating  in  itself  con- 
stituiei  grcaineu.  Thin  will  apply  to  all  dinplayn  of  power  or  trioJi 
of  skill,  which  arc  confined  to  the  momentary,  indindoal  cfTort,  and 
eoaumct  do  permanent  image  or  trophy  of  ihemiclves  without  them. 
I*  not  an  actor  then  a  great  man,  because  '  he  diet  and  leaves  the 
world  no  copy?'  I  mutt  nuke  an  exception  for  Mrs.  Siddons,  or 
else  give  up  my  definition  of  greatness  for  her  sake.  A  roan  at  the 
top  of  his  profcscion  is  not  therefore  a  great  man.  He  it  great  in 
hit  way,  but  tliat  is  all,  unlet*  he  «hews  the  mark*  of  a  great  moving 
iDicllcct,  to  that  wc  trace  the  master-mind,  and  can  sympathise  with 
the  springs  thai  urge  him  on.  'i*he  rest  is  hot  a  craft  or  myiirry, 
John  Hunter  was  a  great  maa—lhat  any  ooe  might  see  without  the 
amatleat  akill  tn  surgery,  Hii  style  and  manner  iJiewed  the  man. 
He  wouJd  let  about  cutting  up  the  carcase  of  a  whale  with  the  same 
greatncM  of  gaiio  that  Michael  Angelo  would  have  hewn  a  block  of 
marble.  Lord  Nelson  was  a  great  naral  commander  i  but  for  myself, 
I  haee  ixit  much  opinion  of  a  sea-faring  life.  Sir  Humphry  Davy  ii 
a  great  chemi^,  but  I  am  not  lure  that  he  is  a  great  nun.  I  am  not 
B  bit  the  wiser  for  any  of  bu  discoveiiea,  oor  I  never  met  with  any 
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ooe  that  vsi.  Bat  it  it  in  th«  ntivre  of  gcttmtat  to  anyp»fflie  u 
idea  of  iuclf)  m  ware  tmpcla  wave,  circle  without  circle.  It  k  ■ 
contradictioB  in  t«rmi  for  *  coxcomb  lo  be  a  greH  man.  A  roJIy 
f>teat  man  bas  alway*  an  idea  of  Mtncthing  creatn  than  htmwlf.  I 
hafc  obfCTTcd  that  certain  fcctariet  and  jxtlenncal  wtitcri  have  no 
highcf  eompltnMDt  to  |>3y  their  Rimt  sliioinK  ligbt*  than  to  uy  tl>at 
•  SBch  a  ooe  was  a  coiwiderablc  nan  (d  hia  day.*  Some  new  eludda- 
lioa  of  a  text  leta  andc  the  antbority  of  ibe  <ud  intfrweutioo,  and  a 
*gKM  acholai'*  mcraoty  outtirei  htm  half  a  century,  at  the  utrooaU 
A  rich  mata  ia  not  a  great  man,  except  to  hu  dependant*  and  his 
steward.  A  lord  ti,  a  great  nun  in  the  idea  wc  hare  of  hi*  anceatry, 
and  probably  of  himaelf,  if  wc  know  nothing  of  him  but  his  tide.  I 
liave  beard  a  itory  of  two  biihop),  one  of  whom  aaid  (speaking  of 
St.  Peter's  at  Rome)  that  when  he  first  entered  ti*  lie  waa  rather 
awe«nxk,  but  that  as  be  walked  up  it,  bis  mind  seened  to  sweJl  and 
dilate  with  it,  and  at  Ian  to  (ill  the  whole  building — the  other  said 
that  ai  he  MW  rnore  of  it,  he  appeared  to  himself  to  grow  lest  and 
IcM  errry  step  be  look,  and  in  the  cod  to  dwindle  into  nothing. 
This  was  in  some  respects  a  striking  picture  of  a  great  and  little 
mind— fiM  gri-utncu  sympatliices  with  grcatneas,  aad  lictlcncis  shrinks 
into  itself.  The  one  mijilil  hare  become  a  Wolsey  t  the  other  was 
only  fit  to  bccotiK  a  Mendicant  Friar — or  there  inif;bt  hare  been 
court-rcatons  for  makbg  him  a  bishop.  The  French  hare  to  rae  a 
character  of  litilcnni  in  all  about  them ;  but  ihry  hare  produced 
three  great  men  that  belong  to  CTTff  country,  Molicrc,  Rabelait^  aod 
Montaigne. 

To  return  from  tliis  digression,  and  conclude  the  Essay.  A 
singolar  imiancc  of  manual  dcxiciit/  was  slicwn  in  the  person  of  tlte 
bte  John  Catninagh,  whom  I  bare  aerehil  times  seen.  His  death 
was  celebrated  at  the  time  in  an  article  in  the  Examiner  newspaper 
(Feb.  7,  iltiQ),  written  apporeotly  between  jett  and  earoctt;  but  as 
it  ii  /di  to  our  purpoK,  and  fall*  in  with  my  own  way  of  considering 
tacfa  sobiccts,  I  Aall  here  take  Icare  to  ijaotc  it. 

■  Died  at  bis  house  b  Borbage-vucet,  St.  Giles's,  John  Caranagb, 
the  faawHU  band  fivea-player.  When  a  person  dies*  who  doe*  any 
one  thio][  better  than  any  one  die  in  the  world,  which  so  many 
others  are  tryinj  to  do  well,  it  learct  a  gap  in  society.  It  is  not 
likely  that  any  oac  will  now  *ee  the  game  of  fire*  played  in  it* 
perfection  for  many  year*  to  cone — for  Caranagh  is  de«d,  and  has 
Dot  left  hit  |)ccr  behind  him.  It  may  be  said  that  there  are  things  of 
more  importance  than  striking  a  ball  ajtainst  a  wall — ibete  are  tjuogt 
indeed  which  make  more  noiie  and  do  at  little  good,  such  as  making 
war  aad  peace,  making  speeches  aitd  answering  tbem,  making  nttet 
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aad  blocting  ihrm ;  making  moocy  ind  ihiowiiig  it  awijr.  fist  tlie 
paat  of  livci  it  what  no  one  <le*pius  who  baa  ever  pbycd  at  it.  U 
H  the  fiotrit  exerciftc  for  ilie  body^  iud  the  bnt  rclax^tiion  for  the 
mind.  The  KumaD  poet  laid  that  "Care  muuiite<l  brhind  the  horae- 
mxa  and  ituck  to  hit  (kin*."  But  this  rrmark  wouU  tiot  h.ivc 
applifd  to  the  6vc»-playcr.  He  who  lakn  in  playing  at  fires  it 
twice  youag.  He  fccla  Deithcr  the  paic  nor  faturt  "  in  the  iottaoc" 
Debts,  taxes,  "domestic  trcaeon,  foreign  lery,  oothiag  can  touch 
him  further."  He  baa  tu>  other  wiali,  no  otlicr  thouxht,  from  the 
niumcot  the  game  hci^iaa,  but  that  of  itnking  the  ball,  of  placin|;  it, 
of  maiing  it !  Thin  Caranagb  wm  turc  to  do.  Whenever  he  touched 
the  ball,  there  was  an  end  of  the  chase.  Ht*  eye  wM  ccnain,  his 
hand  fatal,  hi»  presence  of  mind  complete.  He  could  do  wh^it  he 
plea»rd,  and  he  always  knew  exactly  what  to  do.  He  saw  the 
whole  game,  and  pUyni  it ;  took  inttaot  advantage  of  bts  advcriary'i 
weakoets,  and  recovered  bolU,  .ib  if  by  a  miracle  and  from  ■uddrn 
thought,  that  every  one  gave  for  lost.  He  had  equal  power  and 
skill,  quickneat,  and  judgment.  He  could  cither  out-wit  hit  an- 
tagoniit  by  dnctac,  or  beat  him  by  main  ttrcngih.  Sometime*,  when 
he  seemed  ptepuing  (o  send  the  ball  with  the  fiiU  iwing  of  hit  arm, 
he  would  by  a  slight  turn  of  his  wrist  drop  it  within  an  inch  of  the 
lint.  In  general,  the  ball  came  from  his  hand,  as  if  from  a  racket, 
in  a  straight  horiiontal  line ;  so  that  it  was  in  vain  to  attempt  to  over- 
take or  atop  it.  At  it  was  said  of  a  great  orator  that  he  never  waa  at 
3,  loM  for  a  word,  and  for  the  propereii  word,  so  Cavanap.h  always 
could  tell  the  degree  of  force  oecetcary  to  be  ^ven  to  a  hall,  and  the 
prccite  direction  in  which  it  nhould  be  leot.  He  did  hit  work  with 
the  greatest  eaac  %  never  look  more  pains  than  was  necessary ;  and 
while  others  were  fagging  themselves  to  death,  vt»  as  cool  and 
collected  as  if  he  had  Just  catered  the  court.  His  style  of  play  waa 
as  tematkahle  u  hii  power  of  txecutiou.  He  luul  no  aiTectation,  no 
trifling.  He  did  nut  throw  away  the  game  to  show  off  an  altitude, 
or  try  an  experiment.  He  wat  .1  fine,  tcniible,  manly  player,  who 
did  what  be  could,  but  that  wai  more  than  any  one  else  could  even 
aiFect  to  do.  Hit  blows  were  not  undecided  and  inctfeciual — lumber- 
ing like  Mr.  Wordswonh's  e^c  poetry,  not  wavering  like  Mr- 
Coleridge's  lyric  prote,  nor  short  of  the  mark  like  Mr.  llroogham's 
Mpeccbet,  nor  wide  of  it  hkc  Mr.  Canning'i  wit.  not  foul  like  the 
Qmtrterfy,  not  ttt  bnll*  like  the  FJiatur^fi  Reviai.'.  Cobbctt  and 
Junias  together  would  have  made  a  Cavanagh.  He  waa  the  best 
up^i  pltyer  in  the  world  j  even  when  hit  adversary  was  fourteen, 
tw  wouid  play  on  the  same  or  better,  and  as  he  nercr  flung  away  the 
game  throng^  carelcsaieta  and  conceit,  he  never  gave  it  up  through 
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luiacM  or  want  of  hran.  The  only  pecultuity  of  his  ]>Uy  vu 
iluit  be  never  votleytJ,  but  let  thr  boUs  ho|> ;  but  if  tliey  tOK  an  inch 
from  tbc  grotuid,  he  nei'er  niiued  having  ihenti  There  wai  nut  only 
nobody  cqud,  Init  nobody  lecond  to  Itim.  It  u  mppoMsl  that  he 
oottlid  gi*e  any  other  player  bilf  the  game,  or  beat  him  with  hi*  left 
bsnd.  Hit  tervicT  vat  iremaidou».  He  once  pUycd  Woodward 
and  Meredith  toi^ether  (two  of  the  bctt  pUycrt  in  I'ingland)  la  the 
Fivei-cuuii,  St.  Martica-st recti  and  made  seven  and  tweoty  ace* 
following  by  Krvtcei  nlonv — u  thing  unhcird  of.  He  aooiher  time 
])Uycd  Peru,  who  wai  considered  a  lirM'raiv  fives- player,  a  match  of 
the  bett  out  of  fire  garnet,  and  in  the  three  lititt  game*,  which  of 
courK  decided  the  match,  Peru  got  only  one  ace.  Cavanaeh  wm 
an  IiUhnian  by  birth,  and  a  houtc-paintrr  by  profcwion.  He  had 
oocc  Uid  aiide  liis  working-dicxa,  and  walked  upi,  in  his  unartctt 
dmhcit  la  the  Ko«eniary  Branch  to  have  an  aftcrnooa't  pleaaure. 
A  ftnoB  accosted  him,  nnd  asked  him  if  be  would  have  a  game. 
So  they  agreed  to  pluy  for  lialf-a-crowo  a  gome,  and  a  bottle  of 
dder.  The  (\nt  game  began — it  wa«  wven,  eight,  ten,  thirteen, 
fourteen,  all.  Cavanagh  won  it.  The  next  wai  the  «ame.  They 
played  on,  and  each  gnme  was  hardly  conicmed.  "There,"  uid 
the  unconscious  fiTct-playcr,  "there  was  a  moke  that  Cavanagh  could 
not  take :  1  never  played  beiicr  in  my  life,  and  yet  I  can't  win  a 
game.  I  don't  know  how  it  is."  However,  they  pbycd  on, 
Cavanagh  winniog  evcrv  game,  and  [lie  by-tiandcn  drinkrng  the 
cider,  and  bughing  all  the  time.  In  the  twelfth  game,  when 
Cavanagh  wan  only  four,  and  the  atrangcr  thirteen,  a  pcrion  came  in, 
aod  (aid,  "  What !  arc  you  here,  Cavanagh !  "  Tbc  words  were  no 
loooM  pronounced  than  the  astonished  player  tct  the  ball  drop  from 
his  hand,  and  saying,  "  What !  have  1  been  breaking  my  heart  all 
thia  time  to  beat  Cavanagh  i "  refused  to  make  another  elTort.  **  And 
yet,  I  give  you  my  word,"  said  Cavanagh,  telling  the  story  with 
lome  uiumph,  "I  played  all  the  while  with  my  clenched  hit." — 
He  used  frequently  to  play  muichc*  at  Co]icnhagcn-houH;  for  wagers 
and  dtnnctK.  The  wall  against  which  ihcy  play  is  the  tame  that 
■upporia  the  kitchen-chimney,  and  whco  the  wall  mounded  louder 
than  usual,  the  cook*  exclaimed,  "I'hose  arc  the  Inehman'i  balls," 
and  the  joints  trembled  on  the  spit  1 — Goldaraith  consoled  himself  that 
there  were  placet  whetc  he  too  was  admired :  and  Cavanagh  wat  the 
admifuiioD  of  all  tlic  fii-«-court«,  where  be  ei-cf  played.  Mr.  Powell, 
when  be  played  muicbet  in  tbc  Court  in  St.  Martin's- street,  used  to 
£11  his  gallery  at  half  a  crowo  a  head,  with  amateur*  and  admirer*  of 
ulent  in  whaicver  dcparinicnt  it  is  shown.  He  could  not  have  shown 
lumcelf  in  any  ground  in  Lngland,  but  be  would  have  been  immediately 
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Rurrounded  with  in^idittTc  gnmtj  trying  to  find  out  ia  what  pari  oF 
hia  frame  hit  unrivalled  (kill  Uy,  as  politician*  wonder  to  Bee  the 
balance  o(  Muropc  BUipcndcd  in  Lord  Caitlerca^h'a  face,  and  admire 
the  tro[>hici  of  the  British  Nary  lurking  under  Mr,  Croker'»  lunging 
brow.  Now  Cavanafjb  was  at  good-lookinji  a  man  a«  the  Noble 
Lord,  ami  much  better  looking  dian  the  Right  Hon.  Secrtitary. 
He  had  a  clear,  open  countenantx,  arid  did  aoc  look  tideway*  or 
down,  like  Mr.  Murray  the  booktcller.  He  wa«  a  young  fellow  of 
•cn*c,  humour,  and  courage.  He  once  had  a  quarrel  with  a  walcr- 
min  at  Hungerford-uaira,  and,  they  tty,  icrved  him  out  in  great  style. 
]b  a  word,  there  ate  Imndrcda  at  thia  day,  who  cannot  mention 
hia  name  without  admiration,  as  the  b«t  ^ves>player  that  perhaps 
eier  lived  (the  greutc«t  excellence  of  which  ihcy  have  any  nation) 
— and  the  noiiy  ihout  of  the  ring  happily  stood  him  in  «iead  of  the 
tinhcard  voice  of  poiteriiy! — The  only  person  who  teemt  to  have 
excelled  at  much  in  another  way  at  Cavanagh  did  in  hit,  was  the 
late  John  Uavici.  the  racket -player.  It  was  remarked  of  him  (hat 
he  did  not  teem  to  follow  the  ball,  but  the  ball  seemed  to  follow 
hinx.  Give  him  a  foot  of  wall,  and  he  wnt  lure  to  make  the  ball. 
The  fiiur  beat  racket-player*  of  that  day  were  Jack  Spines,  Jem. 
Harding,  Armiiagc,  and  Church.  Daviet  could  give  any  one  of 
thenc  two  hand*  a  lime,  that  U,  half  the  game,  and  each  of  theac, 
at  their  bc«(,  could  give  the  best  player  now  in  London  the  tame 
odda.  Such  are  the  gradations  in  all  cxeitlons  of  human  «kill  and 
an.  He  once  played  four  capital  playcrt  together,  and  beat  them. 
He  was  aUo  a  lirit-rate  tennis-player,  and  an  excellent  livei^layer. 
In  the  Fleet  or  King's  Bench,  he  would  have  ttood  .-igainit  Powell, 
who  wa»  reckoned  the  best  opcn-grnund  player  of  hit  time.  Thi» 
laic-mrniioned  player  is  at  |^rc«ellt  the  keeper  of  the  PiTe»*coun,  and 
we  might  recommend  lo  him  fur  a  muttoovcr  his  door — "  Whoeotera 
here,  totgeu  hiinielf,  his  couotry,  and  his  fricndi."  And  the  best 
of  it  is,  that  by  the  calculation  of  the  odd*,  none  of  the  three  are 
worth  remembering! — Caranagth  died  from  tlie  bursting  of  a  blood- 
re»el,  which  prcTcntcd  him  from  playing  for  the  last  two  or  three 
year*.  This,  he  was  often  heard  to  lay,  he  thought  hard  upon  him. 
Me  wa*  fast  recovering,  however,  when  he  was  suddenly  carried  off, 
to  the  regret  of  all  who  knew  him.  At  Mr.  Feel  made  it  a  qualifica- 
tion of  Uie  preacnt  Speaker,  Mr.  Manaers  Sutton,  that  he  wai  an 
cxoeUeot  moral  character,  so  Jack  Cavanagh  was  a  lealoua  Catholic, 
aod  could  not  be  perniaded  to  eat  meat  or  a  Friday,  the  day  on 
which  he  died.  We  have  paid  this  wilting  tribute  to  hit  memory.

I  pete  of  a  thrush  ia  a  copte  near  him,  tits  hy  the  fire,  littent  to 

the  mooning  of  the  wind,   pores   upon  a  book,  or   diacourtes  tlie 

fteeung  houtt  away,  ot  nicltt  down  hoiirt  to  minulet  in  pleaibg 

i  thought.     All  ihit  while  he  ia  taken  up  with  other  tbioga,  Ibcgettmg 

I  himself.     He  rcliihct  an  author**  itylc,  without  thinking  of  tumbig 

[author.     He  ia  fond  of  looking  ai  a  print  from  an  old  picture  in 

[the  room,  without  teasing  himtclf  to  copy  i^     He  docs  not  fret 

jhimtelf  to  death  with  trying  to  be  what  he  is  not,  or  to  do  what  Iw 

cannot.     He  hardly  knows  what  he  it  capable  of,  and  ti  not  in  the 

least  concerned  whether  be  shall  ever  make  a  figure  in  tbc  wotld. 

He  fecit  the  truth  of  tlie  line^—

Doch  look  on  one,  the  IcaM  ofnaturea  workti 
One  who  might  move  the  witt  man  to  that  toom

be  looki  out  of  hinuelf  at  the  wide  exteoded  proapect  of  naitire, 
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Mui  ukvi  tn  intrrcM  beyond  hit  narrow  pretcnunn*  in  geaeral 
hununity.  He  it  free  as  nit,  .ind  indcpcndcni  at  ihc  iriod. 
Woe  ht  lo  him  when  be  first  begins  to  think  whst  othcrt  tay  of 
hin.  While  :t  mxn  ii  contented  with  hintaelf  and  hie  own  tetoxuctt, 
«U  b  wcJI.  When  he  undrrtakM  to  play  a  part  on  the  tugt,  and 
lo  penuade  tlie  world  to  think  more  about  him  th.tn  (bey  do  about 
Uwou«lve«,  he  i>  got  into  a  tr.ick  where  he  will  lind  nothing  but 
briir*  and  thoinc,  vexaiion  and  dJMppointment.  1  can  rpcak  a 
linlv  to  thk  point.  For  many  year*  of  my  life  I  did  nothing  but 
think-  1  hud  nothiag  el«e  to  do  but  solve  some  knotty  point,  or 
dip  !■  tome  abttnue  auclior,  oc  look  at  th«  tkyi  or  waadci  by  tbc 
peMiM  tca^ide — 

'  To  xe  ihc  cliiUlrti)  aporling  on  the  ihorr. 
And  \\nr  the  rnighty  water*  rolling  evermore.' 

I  camd  Tor  nothing,  I  wanted  nothing.  I  took  my  time  to  consider 
whatever  occurred  to  me,  and  wtit  in  no  hurry  to  gire  a  lophiitical 
•ntwcr  to  a  quctiion^ there  waa  no  printer's  devil  waitioj;  for  me. 
1  uted  to  write  a  page  or  two  perhaps  in  half  a  year ;  and  remember 
lauehing  heartily  at  the  celebrated  experimentaliit  Nicholion,  who 
tola  mc  (hat  in  twenty  year*  he  had  written  as  much  at  would  make 
ihMc  hundred  octavo  volumcu.  If  1  was  not  a  great  author,  1  could 
IMd  with  ever  frcth  delight,  'never  ending,  trtill  beginning,'  and  had 
no  occasion  to  write  a  criticism  when  1  had  done.  If  1  could  not 
jMiot  like  Claude,  I  could  admire  'the  witchery  of  die  wft  bine 
iky'  as  I  walked  out,  and  was  aatitiied  with  the  pt(^uu^e  it  g^ie  mc. 
If  I  waa  dull,  it  ^ave  me  little  concern :  if  I  was  lively,  1  indulged 
niy  ipiriti.  I  wiabcd  well  (o  the  world,  and  bclicTcd  at  favoutably 
of^it  a*  1  could.  I  was  like  a  nrangcr  in  a  foreign  land,  at  which 
1  looked  with  wonder,  curioticy,  and  delight,  without  expecting  to 
be  an  object  of  attention  in  tetum.  I  had  no  rclatiooa  to  (be  slate, 
BO  doty  to  perform,  no  tie«  to  bind  nie  to  others:  I  had  neither 
friend  nor  miiireit,  wife  oi  child.  I  lived  m  a  world  of  contem{^a. 
lion,  and  not  of  action. 

Thii  sort  of  dreaming  existence  is  the  hc«t.  He  who  quit*  il  to 
go  in  search  of  realitici,  generally  baricr*  repose  for  repealed  di»- 
appobtments  and  fain  regrets.  His  time,  ^loughta,  and  fcclingt 
■re  no  longer  at  his  own  diipoial.  From  (hat  in«tani  he  docs  out 
aurvcy  the  objecu  of  nature  as  they  are  in  tliemsclves,  but  looks 
B*c|uiot  at  ihcin  to  see  wlietlicr  he  cannot  make  them  the  initntmcnts 
of  hit  ambition,  interest,  or  pleanire ;  for  a  candid,  undcMgaing, 
ModisfEuised  simplicity  of  character,  hi«  views  become  jaundiced, 
UDstter,  and  double :  he  takes  no  fsnhrr  inceiest  in  the  great  chaosca 
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of  the  world  but  «■  he  h.u  a  ]>«ltry  tluf  c  in  produciox  them :  bnead 
of  tuning  hit  lenin,  hii  under iTaodinp,  and  bU  heart  to  the  re- 
splendent fabric  of  the  uQivcn>c,  he  holdt  n  crtwkcd  mirror  before 
hit  beCf  in  which  be  may  adnurc  hit  own  pcrioo  and  pretention!, 
■nd  Jatt  gluHC  hii  eye  atidc  to  ore  whetlicr  oilicta  arc  not  admiring 
him  too.  He  no  more  tx'nxa  in  the  iniprcMiou  which  'the  bit 
variety  of  thing) '  make)  upon  him,  loftoivd  und  lubdued  by  habitual 
CODtenpiadon,  but  in  tlie  fcferinh  tenie  of  hii  own  upstart  wdf- 
importance.  By  aiming  to  fix,  h«  it  became  ibe  slafe  of  opinion. 
He  ia  R  tool,  a  part  of  a  machine  that  nctrr  otandi  ttill,  and  u  tick 
and  ^ddy  with  the  ccaselcu  motion.  He  has  no  iatisfacrioo  but 
in  the  reflrctioQ  of  hii  own  image  in  the  public  gaie,  but  io  tJie 
repetition  of  hia  own  name  in  the  public  ear.  He  himacif  tt  mixed 
vp  with,  and  apoila  vrery  thing.  I  wonder  Buoruparte  wai  not 
tared  of  the  N.N.'a  ctnck  all  OTCr  the  Louvre  and  throughout 
France.  Goldamith  (at  wc  all  know),  when  in  Holl.-ind,  went  out 
iuo  a  balcony  with  tome  handnomc  Fngliih women,  and  on  their 
being  applauded  by  the  tprctalort,  turned  round,  and  taid  peeriahly — 
■  There  ore  placet  where  1  al»o  am  admired.'  He  could  not  giir 
the  GiiviDg  appetite  of  in  authur't  vanity  one  day'*  rctpilu.  I  bare 
■ecD  s  cdebrated  ulker  u(  our  own  ciinc  turn  pale  and  go  out  of 
the  room  when  a  ihowy- loo  king  girl  ha>  come  inlt>  it,  wbo  for 
a  mOBirat  dirided  the  attention  of  hit  heorert.  loliniic  arc  the 
iBortificatioDt  of  the  bate  attempt  to  emerge  from  obtcuritjr ;  number- 
leu  the  failures;  and  greater  and  more  galling  ilill  the  viciatitodcs 
and  tormeoting  occompanimcnti  of  succci»^ 

— '  Whole  rop  lo  climb 
Ii  renxin  billing,  or  to  tlippery,  that 
The  fear't  a*  ntd  at  falling.' 

'  Would  to  God,'  cxcbimed  OHrer  Cromwell,  when  he  was  at 
any  time  thwarted  by  the  Patliumeni, '  thai  I  had  remained  by  my 
Tood'tidc  to  tend  a  llock  of  tbccp,  rather  than  have  been  thruM  on 
■och  a  goverameBt  as  this ! '  When  Buonaparte  got  into  his  carriage 
to  proceed  on  hit  Rutnan  expedition,  carcleuly  twirling  bis  glore, 
and  (ngiag  tbe  air — ■  Molbrook  to  the  wara  ia  gobg  '—'be  did  not 
tfaink  of  tbe  tumble  he  hat  got  aiace,  tbe  afaocK  of  which  no  one 
could  have  stood  but  himtelf.  We  tee  and  hear  chiefly  of  the 
tavouricta  of  Fomuie  and  the  Mute,  of  great  general*,  of  finc-nuc 
actor*,  of  celebrated  pocit.  The«e  are  at  the  head  ;  ¥rc  are  struck 
with  tbe  gliitrtiog  caiineoce  on  which  tbey  stand,  and  long  to  tet  out 
on  the  t.ime  tempting  career : — not  thinking  how  many  discoatcMcd 
balf-pay  lientenant»  arc  b  Tab  seeking  promotion  all  their  lives,  and 
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oblifiMl  (o  pot  Dp  with  ■  tbe  iiuoleacc  of  oSicc,  and  the  ^nm  wbich 
paiitDt  iDMit  of  the  unworthy  takcti'  how  maajr  l»l(«Mnc(l 
■tralliag-plijmt  arc  doomed  to  penury  tad  tMxcfed  fobei  in  coantry- , 
place*,  dfeamtng  u>  the  Uu  ui  a  London  ensagemcM  i  bow  maajr 
wmcbed  dauben  thiTM  aod  ikike  in  ihe  aftae^t  ot  ilicrii»te  hope*  | 
and  f«ar«i  wutc  and  pine  avny  in  the  atrophy  of  gcniut,  or  cUe  turn 
dnmag-itOkWttt,  pictare<<lc<UKf*,  or  newspaper  ciiuct;  how  maay 
haplcM  poet*  have  righed  out  their  touli  to  the  Mu*c  to  vaio,  wrthool 
CTcr  pelting  their  effutions  farther  ksowa  than  the  Poet'a-Corner  of 
a  cowatry  Kwspaper,  aad  looked  and  looked  with  grudging,  wi»liil 
eyet  at  tbe  eoTMo*  boriwn  that  bounded  ihetr  provincial  fame  I 
Suppose  an  actor,  for  in«ance,  *  after  the  bcart-ache*  and  tbe 
thouund  natural  piing*  that  t)e*h  it  heir  to,'  itefi  get  at  the  top  of  bii 
proTcHion,  he  cho  no  longer  bear  a  riial  near  the  throne ;  to  be  fecood 
or  only  e<{oal  to  another,  it  la  be  nothing  ;  he  ftant  at  the  prnpect 
of  •  focctiaor,  and  retains  ibe  mimic  ac«pcre  with  a  coovulaiTcgrafpi 
Mrfaapi  U  be  it  about  to  aeize  the  lirH  pUcc  which  he  haa  long  hM 
in  hi*  eye,  an  unniipccied  competitor  «tcpt  in  before  him,  and  carrie* 
off"  the  priu,  leaving  htm  to  commence  bit  irloomc  toil  again  :  he  ii 
in  a  (talc  of  aUrrn  at  every  appearance  or  mmour  of  the  appeirance  of 
a  new  actor  :  '  a  moaw:  thu  uket  up  it*  lodging  in  a  c»t  i  car ' '  ha* 
a  manuon  of  peace  to  him  :  be  dreada  every  hint  of  an  objection,  and 
least  of  all  can  forgive  praiae  min}>ted  with  cenanre :  tu  tloubc  u  to 
madt,  to  (libcriniinutc  is  to  degtadc:  he  dare  hardly  look  into  a 
critkiim  unlets  lome  one  bat  tojtrj  it  for  bim,  to  tee  that  there  is  no 
ofFience  in  it :  if  be  doet  not  draw  crowded  houtc*  every  night,  be 
can  neither  ear  dot  deep ;  or  if  all  thete  terrible  infliction*  are 
removed,  and  be  can  '«at  hi*  meal  b  peace,'  he  then  becomes 
turtvited  with  applause  and  dinatislied  with  hit  profesiioo :  be  wants 
to  be  aomethiog  else,  to  be  disiinguiibed  a*  an  author,  a  collector,  a 
claatical  scholar,  a  man  of  tense  .tnd  information,  and  weigh*  every 
word  he  utters,  and  half  retract*  it  before  lie  utters  it,  leit  if  be  were 
to  make  tbe  smallest  slip  of  the  tongue,  it  thould  get  buzzed  abroad 

that  Mr. «Biiu  onfy  cltvrr  at  an  attar !     If  ever  there  wa»  a  man  ' 

who  did  not  derive  more  pain  than  ptcaiurc  from  his  vanity,  that 
man,  tar*  Rouueau,  wa«  no  other  than  a  fool.  A  country-gentleman 
near  Taunton  *pent  his  whole  life  in  making  some  bundrcds  of 
wretched  copies  of  second-iate  picture*,  which  were  bought  np  at  hu 
death  by  a  neighbouring  Darooet,  to  whom 
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A  little  WilioD  ia  an  obacure  corner  cicapcd  the  mxn  of  *iHu,  nd 
was  carried  off  by  a  DriBtot  iiicture^calcr  Tor  thrcr  guiscM,  while 
thr  muddled  OMiin  of  th«  owner  uf  the  nuntion  (witli  the  framct) 
fetched  thinj,  Fbrty,  lixtyr  a  handred  ducau  a  pece.  A  fiicnJ  of 
mioe  found  a  very  fine  Canateiii  in  a  «tate  of  strange  diiligureiiient, 
with  the  a[>per  |iart  of  the  »ky  smeared  over  and  fwii.-tMically 
Taricgaied  witli  F.njtiiih  cloodt ;  and  on  enquiring  of  the  person  to 
whom  it  belonged  whether  tomcthing  hiid  nut  been  done  to  it, 
teceired  for  aatver  '  that  a  gentleman,  a  great  ariitt  in  the  neighboor- 
bood)  had  retouched  wime  parta  of  it.'  What  tnlMnation  I  Yet 
thia  caodidate  for  the  hoooor*  of  the  pencil  might  probabljr  have 
made  a  iotial  fox-hnotcr  or  lei^ctible  jouicc  i>f  the  )«ace,  if  be 
could  only  bare  ttock  to  what  nature  and  fortune  btcnded  him  for.

■Mtfamg  will  Bene — the  ia  determioed  to  be  no  actretc,  and  tcorai 
to  rciuto  to  her  former  bniineH  a»  a  mitltaer.  Shall  I  go  on  ? 
An  aciot  in  the  sane  CMnpany  vx»  viiicrd  by  the  amtbccuy  of 
tbc  place  in  an  ague-fit,  who,  on  asking  his  landlady  as  to  his 
way  of  life,  was  told  that  the  poor  geocJeman  was  rery  quiet  and 
gave  little  trouble,  that  he  generally  had  n  plate  of  ma»hed  poutoea 
for  hi*  dinner,  and  lay  in  bed  most  of  his  time,  repeating  liis 
Mrt.  A  young  coople,  every  way  amiable  and  deterring,  were  to

FMi)U(t(cl  with  It,  mcRly  to  W  InUrrupUd  witk  Ifas  fanpoitviiy  of  vbltcn  toi 
■  Ac  Aauoif  t  it  absent  fileodt, 
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It  ttatu  at  its  own  thadow,  like  the  mfln  tn  ihe  Hani  moantwu,  >nd 
trembJei  M  the  mention  of  its  own  name.  Ii  Iim  a  lion'a  moucbi  the 
liean  of  a  hare,  with  car*  crca  and  sleepIpM  eye*.  It  Maodi 
•  listening  iM  kai*.'  It  is  w  in  awe  of  its  own  opinion,  that  it  ncrcr 
dxTC«  to  form  tlbj,  btit  catchc*  up  the  lirgt  idle  rumour,  leii  it  thould 
be  brhind-hnnd  in  it*  judgroenc,  and  echoes  it  (ill  it  in  de^lened  with 
the  Mund  of  iu  «WD  voice.  The  idea  of  what  the  public  will  think 
prevent*  the  public  fiom  cret  thinking  »t  nil,  and  3ci»  asa  apelf  on 
die  cxerdw  of  prirate  judgment,  no  that  in  fthort  the  public  cir  in  at 
the  mercjp  of  the  firftt  impudeiii  pretender  who  chooses  to  fill  it  with 
noaiy  UKrtiont,  or  fal^c  suriniset,  or  tecret  whispeit.  What  it  Hid 
by  one  )»  beard  by  ull  i  the  uuiipOHiion  iliat  a  thing  it  known  to  all 
the  world  make*  .ill  the  world  bclieTc  it,  and  the  hollow  leprtition  of  a 
vioue  report  drown*  the  '«till,  imall  Toicc'of  mwn.  We  mtj 
believe  or  know  that  wh.it  it  taid  it  not  true:  but  we  know  or  fancy 
that  other*  believe  it — wc  dare  not  contriidict  or  axe  too  indolent  to 
diipute  widi  them,  and  therefore  give  up  our  tntenuil,  and,  ai  we 
think,  our  tolitury  conviction  to  a  *ound  without  lubiitance,  without 
proof,  and  often  without  meaninK.  Nay  more,  wc  m.iy  believe  and 
know  not  only  that  a  thing  in  falie,  but  that  others  believe  and  know 
it  to  be  so,  thai  ihry  are  quite  as  much  in  the  *ccrct  of  the  imposture 
as  we  are,  that  they  sec  the  puppets  at  work,  the  nature  oi  the 
machinery,  and  yet  if  any  one  ban  the  an  or  power  to  get  the  manage- 
ment of  it,  he  sbuU  keep  poucssion  of  the  public  eat  by  virtue  of  a 
cant-phra«e  or  nickname ;  and,  by  dint  of  effrontery  and  per»everance, 
make  all  the  world  believe  and  repeat  what  all  the  world  know  to  he 
false.  The  ear  i*  quicker  than  the  judgment.  Wc  know  thai 
certain  things  are  *aid ;  by  that  circumriance  alone  wc  know  that 
they  produce  a  certain  enect  on  the  imagination  of  others  and  we 
conform  to  their  pvejudiccs  by  mechanical  sympathy,  and  for  want  of 
suAicieni  *piiit  to  differ  with  them.  So  far  then  i*  public  o]HaioD 
from  renin;;  on  a  broad  and  solid  baus,  a*  the  agjttegatc  of  thoueht 
and  feeling  in  a  community,  that  it  is  (light  and  pJiallaw  and  variable 
to  the  la«t  degree — the  bubble  of  the  moment — to  that  we  may  safely 
say  the  public  is  the  dope  of  public  opinion,  not  its  parent.  The 
public  it  puaitlanimoos  and  cowardly,  bccauK  it  is  weak.  It  knows 
itself  to  be  a  great  dunce,  and  that  it  hat  no  opinion*  but  upon  suf,- 
geiiioo.  Yet  it  tt  unwilling  to  appear  in  leadioj-itrings,  and  would 
ha»«  it  thought  tliat  in  decitiont  are  as  wi»e  a*  they  are  weighty. 
It  is  haity  in  taking  up  iti  favouftioi,  niore  baity  in  laying  tbem 
ouide,  lest  it  should  be  luppoted  dciicient  in  sagacity  in  either  cate. 
It  i«  generally  divided  into  two  ttrong  parties,  each  of  which  will 
allow  neither  common  sense  nor  common  honrny  to  the  other  tide. 
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It  tcadi  tbc  Ediobux^h  and  Quanerly  Rcviewe,  and  bvlieret  thrm 
both — or  if  there  i*  a  doubt,  nulice  lurnn  tlic  sculc.  Taylor  and 
Hmey  totil  me  that  they  had  told  nnrly  two  niitioni  of  tlie 
Cbvactcn  of  Shakcupcar'*  Pliiyii  in  about  three  monihs,  bat  that 
alici  ihr  Quarterly  Rnicw  of  tbriu  came  out,  thry  ocver  Kild 
toother  copv-  Tlie  public,  enlightened  m  ihey  arc,  mvU  haie 
kflowo  the  mcxninj;  of  that  attack  u  well  as  tho«e  who  made  it.  It 
WM  Dot  iguorance  then  but  cowardice  that  led  theni  tti  give  up  their 
own  opinion.  A  crew  of  mUchicTuua  criiio  .it  Edinburgh  baring 
fixed  the  epithet  of  the  Cocinty  Sthool  to  one  or  two  writers  bom  in 
the  metropolis  al)  the  people  in  London  became  afraid  of  lookin]t 
into  tbeir  work«,  leit  ibcy  too  ahould  be  conncicd  of  cocVevyiani. 
Oh  brave  public  !  This  cjntibri  proved  tea  much  for  one  of  the 
writers  in  quettion,  and  stuck  like  a  barbed  arrow  in  hii  heart. 
Poor  Kcatal  What  was  sport  to  tJie  town  was  death  to  him. 
YouDg,  Mntittve,  delicate,  be  was  like 

'  A  bud  bit  bv  an  envioui  wonn, 
Ere  h«  could  spread  tiii  sweet  leaves  to  the  air, 
Or  dedicate  his  beauty  to  the  sun' — 

■ad  naUe  to  endure  the  niiscrcani  cry  and  idiot  langh,  withdrew  to 
■gh  bb  bit  breath  in  foreign  climes-^Tbe  public  is  a*  enriout  and 
■ag|j*efiil  at  iti*  ignonat,  nupid,  and  pigeon- 1 ivered — 

'  A  hitgc-siicd  monxlcr  of  ingr«titudea.' 

It  reads,  it  admires,  il  extols  only  because  it  is  the  fashion,  not  from 
any  love  of  the  subject  or  the  man.  It  cries  you  up  or  mni  you 
down  out  of  mere  caprice  and  levity.  If  you  have  pleated  it,  it  is 
jealoiM  of  its  own  inioluniary  acknowledgment  of  merit,  and  seize* 
tbc  fitat  opportucityi  the  tint  shabby  pretext,  to  ]uck  a  quarrel  with 
you,  and  be  quits  once  more.  t£vcry  petty  caviller  is  erected  into  a 
judge,  every  tale-bearer  is  implicitly  believed.  Every  little  low 
baltry  creature  that  gaped  und  wondered  only  beciukc  others  did  t^ 
U  glad  to  find  you  (u  lie  thinks)  on  a  level  with  himself.  An 
aotboc  is  not  then,  after  all,  a  being  of  another  order.  Public  ad- 
miration is  forced,  and  goct  against  the  grain.  Public  obloquy  t* 
cordial  and  Hocere  :  every  individual  feels  liis  own  importance  in  it. 
Tbcy  give  you  up  bound  hand  and  foot  into  ilie  power  of  your 
acciuers.  To  attempt  to  defend  yourxlf  is  a  high  crime  and  mi»- 
demcanooi,  a  contempt  of  court,  an  extreme  piece  of  impertinence. 
Or,  if  you  prove  every  charge  unfounded,  they  never  think  of  re- 
tracting  their  error,  or  making  you  amends.     It  would  be  a  com- 
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proiniK  of  ih^r  dignity ;  they  coaiider  thcBiMlTM  u  the  paity 
injuied,  xad  rcacnt  your  inBOcnicc  ai  an  imputation  on  thnr  jodgmcnt. 
Tim  cdehratcd  Bub  Doddiofitoin,  when  out  of  kiouz  at  couTt.  uid 
<he  would  aoimnify  htfon  his  wine'tfjt  -.  it  va  (oi  Majetcy  to  be 
difpleaied,  and  foe  him  to  belicre  himself  in  the  wrong  I '     The 

SNic  BJc  oM  quite  to  nMdcat.  People  already  begin  lo  talk,  of  the 
otch  NoreU  at  oTerratcd.  How  then  can  common  authora  be 
tuppoanl  to  keep  their  hcailt  long  aborc  watcf  ?  A«  a  general  rvlr, 
all  iho«e  who  live  by  the  public  Marrc,  and  arc  made  a  bye-word  «ad 
a  (taodiag  jnt  into  the  bargain.  PoRcrity  it  do  better  (not  a  bit 
more  enlijtblcned  oc  more  libetitl),  except  that  you  are  m>  longer  in 
their  power,  and  that  the  voice  of  common  fame  awtt  ibem  the 
iroubk  of  <le4:idnij>  on  your  claimi.  The  public  now  are  the  poaterity 
at  Milton  sod  Shakcapear.  Our  po«teriiy  will  be  the  living  public 
of  a  fnnrc  generation.  When  a  man  ii  dead,  they  put  nwncy  in  lii« 
colEor  ertct  monun»Di«  to  hi«  memory,  and  celcbrsic  the  unuTenary 
of  bb  birthday  in  »ct  tpecc  iiea.  Wg^  they  take  any  notice  of  him 
if  be  wcTv  Itvbj; !  No ! — I  was  complaining  of  tliit  to  a  Scotchman 
who  had  been  mending  a  diwier  and  a  nibKripcioa  to  raiae  a 
monument  to  Durni.  He  rcjJied,  he  would  tooner  cubacribe  twenty 
poond*  to  hit  monument  than  have  giien  it  him  while  living;  so  thM 
if  the  jioei  were  to  come  to  life  again,  he  would  treat  him  juK  u  he 
wa«  treated  in  fact.  Thii  wu  an  honest  Scotchman,  what  b* 
(aid.  the  reit  would  do. 

Eooujh :  my  mult  ^'^  '■^m  them,  and  let  me  try  to  rejoin  the 
obKurity  and  quiet  that  I  lore,  <  far  flora  the  raaddii^  ctrife,'  in 
•ome  Bequeaterei]  comer  of  my  own,  or  m  lomc  far^dinant  land ! 
In  the  latter  caic,  1  might  carry  with  nte  aa  a  contoladom  the  postage 
in  BcJmgbrokc'ii  Retlcctiont  on  Exile,  in  which  l>e  deKfibc*  in 
Rowing  colours  the  rnource*  which  a  man  mAy  alvaya  find  writhin 
htRMelf,  and  of  which  the  world  cannot  deprive  him. 

*  Believe  me,  the  providence  of  God  hat  e«At>li«bcd  tixb  an  order 
in  the  world,  that  of  all  which  belongs  to  u»,  the  lean  vahiafale  port* 
can  alone  fall  under  the  will  of  others.  Whatever  it  bcM  !•  nie«; 
liet  out  of  the  reach  of  human  power)  can  neither  be  giren  nor  taken 
away.  Such  it  thi«  great  and  beautiful  work  of  nature,  ihe  world. 
Such  it  the  mind  of  man,  which  conicmplitex  and  admire*  the  world 
whereof  it  tnakci  the  noblett  pan.  Thrte  arc  inteporably  otiri,  and 
at  long  at  we  remain  in  one  we  shall  enjoy  tlie  other.  Let  us  oiardi 
therefore  intrepidly  wherever  we  aie  l«d  by  the  courte  of  human 
acctdenlt.  Wherever  tbev  lead  i»>  on  what  coin  toevcr  we  are 
thrown  by  ihera,  n-e  shall  not  find  ourtelTci  abaolvtcly  ttrangcr*. 
We  idiall  feel  the  kuik  rcroluiioo  of  ■CMont,  and  tbc  tame  sua  and 
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moon  >  will  guide  the  courM  of  OW  year.  The  wme  aiure  vault, 
hcspnglw)  with  Hjr*,  will  be  every  where  apiead  over  our  hcadt. 
There  if  no  p«t  of  tlie  world  from  whence  we  may  not  .-idmirc  those 
planets  which  roll,  like  our«,  in  dilfcrent  orbiin  round  the  Mine  ccBtral 
tun;  from  whence  wc  may  not  diBCOvcr  m  object  will  more 
ttufiendoui,  that  army  of  lixcd  tun  hung  Dp  in  the  immcDic  space  of 
the  tiniverar,  trniamcrablc  sunt  whoie  beams  enlijthten  and  cherith  the 
uoknown  worlds  which  roll  around  them  :  and  whiUt  I  am  ravished 
by  such  contenipktioDs  as  ihe«e,  whiitt  my  kouI  u  thus  rni»cd  up  to 
hc*veOi  imponi  me  little  what  ground  I  tread  upon.* 
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Txon  pertons  who  are  much  accustomed  to  ab«tract  cootemplaiion 
are  generally  unfitted  for  acttrc  punuiu,  and  wr  wrta.  I  myself 
am  sulScieniJy  decided  Ri\d  dogmatical  in  my  opinions,  and  yet  io 
action  I  am  h  imbecile  as  a  woman  or  a  cliild.  I  cannot  set  about 
the  moit  indifferent  thing  without  twenty  effuru,  and  had  rather 
write  one  of  these  E^siays  ilian  have  to  sed  a  letter.  In  trying  to 
throw  a  hat  or  a  book  upon  a  table,  I  mim  it ;  it  juat  reaches  the 
edfte  and  falls  back  again,  and  instead  of  doing  what  I  mean  to  per- 
Ibrm,  I  do  what  I  iotend  to  avoid.  Thought  depends  on  the  habitual 
exercise  of  the  upeculatixe  faculties;  action  on  the  determination  of 
the  will.  The  one  axsigo)  icaMni  for  things,  the  other  puts  cauaeii 
into  act.  Abraham  Tucker  relates  of  a  friend  of  hiB,  an  old  special 
pleader,  that  once  coming  out  of  hit  cliamberH  in  the  Temple  with 
hiB)  to  take  a  walk,  he  bcutated  at  the  bottom  of  the  atairs  which 
way  to  tp — proposed  dilTerent  directions,  to  ChRring-Crou,  to  St, 
Paul's— found  some  abjection  to  than  all,  and  at  \Mt  turned  back 
for  want  of  a  casting  motirc  to  incline  the  scale.  Tucker  gives  this 
M  aa  tnctance  of  profcsuonal  indecision,  or  of  that  temper  of  mind 
which  baviog  been  long  used  to  weigh  the  reasons  for  things  with 
scrupulous  exactness,  could  not  come  to  any  concluHon  at  alt  on  the 
spur  of  the  occaiiun,  or  without  nome  grave  distinction  to  justify  iu

eoounriei  of  government  wonta  Dot  think  of  combg  b  aearch  of  them 
to  ancb  bwl  weather.  Son>e  of  thern  delibciated  on  tbit  viae  pro- 
poaal,  and  were  nearly  taken.  Such  i>  the  elTcnitDacy  of  the 
vpecalatiTe  and  philotophical  icnijicranient,  compared  with  the  peompi- 
DM*  and  vigour  of  ihe  practical !  It  it  on  such  uncqua}  term*  that 
the  relined  and  romantic  *prculaioi*  on  poaiUc  good  and  evil  cod- 
UDd  with  their  ttrong-ncrved,  remorwIcM  adveraari<«t  and  we  aee  the 
Ntalt.  Rea«onen  in  geoetaJ  are  undecided,  waTcring,  and  iceptical, 
or  yield  at  Usi  to  the  weaken  motive,  a*  moit  congenial  to  their 
feeble  habit  of  wul.' 

Some  men  arc  mere  machine*.  They  tn  pw  in  a  go.cart  of 
buBoct*,  ami  arc  harnexred  to  a  profeMMXi  —  yoked  to  fonnoe'* 
wheel*.  They  plod  on,  and  luccccd.  Their  alfaita  condoci  them, 
not  they  their  affair*.  All  they  have  to  do  it  to  let  thing*  take  their 
cour*e,  and  not  go  out  of  the  bt^ten  roid.  A  niin  may  carry  on  tbe 
buaineu  of  farming  on  the  tame  ipui  and  principle  that  bit  aocectora 
have  done  for  ma^  KCnerationi  bcJon;  him  without  any  extraordinary 
■hare  of  capacity :  ibe  proof  ik,  it  it  done  every  day  in  every  county 
and  poiith  in  the  kiogcfom.  All  (hat  ii  neceuary  ia  that  he  thould 
not  pretend  to  he  wifer  than  hit  neighbour*.  If  he  hat  a  grain  more 
wh  or  penetraiion  than  they,  if  hi*  tanity  get*  the  aart  of  bit  avarice 
only  half  a  oeck.  if  be  baa  ever  thought  or  read  any  thing  upon  the 
nabjeci,  it  will  oiott  probably  be  the  ruin  of  him.  He  will  turn 
llwortttcal  or  experimental  farmer,  and  no  more  need  be  tatd. 
Mr,  CobbctI,  who  it  a  tullicicntly  shrewd  and  practical  man,  with 
an  eye  alto  to  the  main  chince,  hid  got  tome  aotiona  in  hi*  head 
(from  Tull'i  Hutbandry)  about  the  method  of  towing  turnips  f 
which  be  would  ban  aacri£ced  not  only  hit  cttaie  at  Botlcy,  but  bit 
natiTe  county  of  Hampihire  itaelf,  woncr  than  give  up  an  inch  of 
hit  atgurncnt.  '  Tut !  will  you  houU  a  nun  in  the  iiatcer  of  hit 
humour  i '  Thecefote,  tlut  a  man  may  i»t  be  rtuned  by  hts  humour*, 
be  ahould  be  too  dull  and  phlegmatic  to  have  any  :  be  mu*t  have  'no 
figum  nor  no  faotaaie*  which  buty  thought  draw*  in  the  brain*  of 

>  Whia  Bwnputc  left  Iht  Chamber  of  Depntitt  to  |o  and  fitbl  hit  bM 
falil  bitttc,  fai  a^iie4  them  nut  to  be  •Ictutini:  ihc  fount  of  ContlitDtioDi  whm 
Iht  lotxny  ttm  M  thtir  t*t«t.

Ctcn  where  a  man  it  right  in  a 
particular  notion,  he  will  be  a]Jt  to  ovcr'tate  the  importance  of  hit 
discovery,  to  ilic  detriment  of  \m  afliin.  Action  rec|uiiet  co-opera- 
tion, but  in  ^ncral  if  you  K(  your  face  a/iintt  cuinoni,  people  will 
»et  ihetr  lace*  againtt  you.  They  catinot  tell  whether  you  arc  rip.ht 
ax  viOBg,  but  they  know  thai  you  arc  guilty  of  a  pragmncical 
aMUBipdon  of  aupcrioriiy  over  them,  which  they  do  not  like. 
Thrrc  u  no  doubt  that  if  a  pcnoo  two  hundred  yeart  ago  had 
fomcca  and  attempted  to  put  in  practice  the  rno«[  approved  and 
tacceuful  method*  of  cultivation  now  in  uk,  n  would  liavc  btcn  s 
death-blow  to  liti  credit  and  fortune.  So  that  though  the  experimenU 
and  tmprovementa  of  private  tndividuala  from  time  to  time  ^aduatly 
go  to  enrich  tbe  public  niock  of  information  and  reform  the  general 
practice,  they  arc  moulv  the  ruin  of  (he  person  who  make*  them, 
because  he  takes  a  pari  for  the  whole,  and  layt  more  aircM  upon  the 
tingle  point  in  which  he  ha»  found  others  io  the  wron^,  than  on  all 
the  mc  in  which  they  uc  subMaotJally  and  prescciptivcly  tn  the  rigbL 
The  great  tccjuisiic,  i[  should  appear  Uicn,  for  tbe  prosperous  manage* 
racBt  of  ordinary  buiioeo,  i»  the  want  of  imagination,  or  of  any  tdeai 
but  thoie  of  cuitom  and  interest  on  the  narrowest  icale : — and  as  the 
affairi  of  the  world  are  necettarily  carrird  on  by  (he  common  run  of 
its  inhabitanif,  il  occms  a  wiac  diftpensation  of  Providence  that  it 
should  be  »o.  If  no  one  could  rent  a  piece  of  glebeland  without  a 
genius  for  mechanical  iaveniions,  or  Hand  behind  a  counter  without 
a  large  benevolence  of  soul,  what  would  become  of  tlic  comroetcial 
and  ^icultural  ioleietta  of  this  great  fand  once  flourishing)  country? 
I  would  not  be  understood  aa  aying  tkat  there  ii  not  what  may  be 
called  a  geniui  /or  tutiiuti,  an  extraordinary  capacity  for  a^n, 
qnickneM  and  comprehension  united,  an  insight  into  character,  aa 
acquaintance  with  a  number  of  particular  circumstances,  a  variety  of 
cxptdieoia,  a  uct  for  finding  out  what  will  do:  I  gram  alt  Uiis  (ia 
Litcrpool  and  Manchester  they  would  persuade  you  that  your 
ineKunt  and  manufacturer  is  your  only  gendeman  and  scholar) — but 
still,  making  etcry  allowance  for  the  ditFerence  between  the  liberal 
trader  and  the  meaking  shopkeeper,  I  doubt  whether  the  most 
auTpriamg  success  is  to  be  accounted  for  from  any  «uch  nnufual 
attaJomcDts,  or  whether  a  man's  making  half  a  ntillioo  of  moDCjr 
ia  a  proof  of  bis  capacity  for  thought  in  general.  It  is  much  oftencr 
owing  (o  views  and  wishes  bounded  but  cunnaotly  dicccicd  to  one 
mrtiaiUr  object.  To  succeed,  a  nun  should  aim  only  at  succesa. 
The  child  of^Fortune  should  resign  bimieif  into  the  hands  of  Fortune. 
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A  plotlJBg  held  fiMUCUljp  OTcrreadiM  iuelf :  a  mind  coofidem  of 
iu  K«oiiroe«  aod  catculatiiig  powers  rnccr*  oa  critkal  ipecnlationa, 
which,  in  a  pnot  devcodiag  to  mucli  oo  cha&ce  and  Bofercwva  crrnti, 
and  not  cMtrcIy  on  inteUectual  ikill,  turn  the  oddi  gmtly  agsiosi  any 
0«K  in  the  laag  ran.  The  rule  of  tnuineu  it  to  take  what  jrou  can  get^ 
■od  keep  wK>t  jroa  hare  got :  ot  no  csgriatu  in  seizing  crery  oppor* 
tuntty  thix  oifvn  fot  promoting  jout  own  inicrete,  and  a  plodding 
pertevcring  industry  in  making  the  most  of  the  advantage*  yon  have 
tiready  obtained,  ace  the  most  i-fTectual  u  well  aa  lafen  ingredicou 
in  the  compoution  of  the  mercantile  chnractei.  The  world  ia  a 
book  in  which  the  Cb^Ur  of  yfcndtiUs  is  none  of  the  leaat  conider- 
ablc  [  or  it  t%  a  machine  that  mu>i  be  leit,  in  a  f>reat  meamre,  lo  two 
iuelf.  The  niofii  that  a  worldly-minded  nun  can  do  iji,  to  itand  at 
the  receipt  of  custom,  and  be  connaaily  on  the  look-out  for  windiall*. 
The  trxic  derocee  in  (his  way  waiu  for  the  ret«ladoD(  of  Pomne  at 
th«  poet  waiu  for  tlic  iosMrsuoD  of  the  Muie,  and  doc«  oot  rashly 
aatkiwte  her  favours.  He  mun  be  neither  capricioai  nor  wilful.  I 
turn  xoown  people  untrammelled  in  the  ways  of  buitDe«>,  but  with  lo 
intenae  an  apprehension  of  their  own  interctt,  that  they  would  graip 
at  the  siighmt  possibility  of  gain  nc  a  certainty,  and  were  led  into  m 
many  midakcs  by  on  over-griping  umrioat  dlKpctilion  u  they  couM 
have  bceo  by  the  most  thoujhilew  exiratagance. — Wc  bear  a  great 
OUKry  about  the  want  of  jud^eot  in  men  of  genias.  It  is  not  a 
want  of  judgment,  but  an  exceia  of  other  thbgk  Tbey  err  knowingly, 
Uk)  are  wilfully  blind.  The  undemanding  i*  out  of  the  qoeitioe. 
The  profound  judgment  which  totiercr  people  pique  thenuctve*  npoo 
it  in  truth  a  want  of  pvsioo  and  im^inatioo.  G ife  thctn  an  interett 
in  any  thing,  a  sudden  fancy,  a  bait  for  ihcir  favourite  fcnblr,  and  who 
■0  be*(Kied  as  they '.  Stir  their  fecltngf,  and  farewel  to  their 
prudence  I  The  underitandini^  operates  as  a  motive  to  action  only 
IB  the  nlcnce  of  the  pataions,  I  hate  heard  oeople  of  a  canguine 
leaapcrament  reproached  with  betting  aecording  to  their  wishes, 
iOMcad  of  their  opinion  who  should  win :  and  I  hare  seen  tho«e  who 
reproached  them  do  the  very  unie  thing  the  inicant  their  own  vanity 
or  prejudice*  were  cooccrned.  The  mou  mechanical  pcopir,  once 
thrown  off  ihcir  balance,  are  the  most  extravagant  and  fantastical. 
What  uuioR  it  there  lo  unineaninf;  and  trraUonal  as  avarice  ittelff 

The  Dutch  went  mad  fiir  tulipi,  and for  love! — To 

nmin  to  what  was  raid  a  little  wny  back,  a  quenian  mighi  be  started, 
whether,  aa  thought  relates  to  the  whole  circumference  of  things  and 
btereits,  and  business  is  confinod  to  a  very  mull  part  of  them,  viz. 
to  a  knowledge  of  a  man's  own  affairs  and  the  making  of  bii  own 
fonuae,  whether  a  talent  for  the  latter  will  not  generally  exiat  in 
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inportiOB  lo  tbc  Dttnowocu  and  gio»»ricw  of  hie  idt-u,  oothin^  draw- 
ing hii  attention  ouc  of  hii  own  iphcrr,  or  giTing  btm  an  iDierest 
excepl  in  thoK  iliingi  which  he  can  mliac  and  bring  home  to  hinuelf 
ID  the  mo»t  undoubicil  ihape  ?  To  the  man  of  (luainets  all  tlie  world 
ti  a  Fable  hot  the  Stuck- Exchange:  to  the  money-f.eiier  nothing  ha< 
a  real  cxiiiencc  that  he  cannot  convert  into  a  tangible  feeling,  that  he 
does  not  recognife  m  property,  that  he  cannot  '  mca»uie  with  a  two- 
foot  rule  or  count  upon  ten  linger*.'  The  want  of  ihoujjht,  of 
ifflaginatioDt  drives  tlic  practical  man  upon  inimcdiatc  rcaliticc  to 
tlie  poet  ot  pbiloaopher  all  i>  ival  and  inlet ctitio^,  that  it  true  or 
pOHtblc,  ibal  can  reach  in  ita  con«e<iueDcca  to  other*,  or  be  made  a 
■ubject  of  curiout  (peculation  to  bimMlf! 

But  it  il  right,  ihrn,  lo  judge  of  action  by  the  quantity  of  thonght 
implied  in  it,  any  more  than  it  would  be  to  condemn  a  life  of  can- 
ItfDpJltioQ  for  being  inactive?  Or,  haa  not  every  thing  a  source  and 
piituiple  of  il*  own,  to  which  we  «hould  refer  it,  and  not  to  the 
principle*  of  other  thing*  ^  He  who  tucceeda  la  anjr  pureuit  in  which 
oihera  hi\,  may  be  presumed  to  have  ()ualttie«  of  acme  tort  or  other 
which  they  arc  without.  If  he  hai  not  brilliant  wit,  he  may  luve 
■oJid  fcnae ;  if  he  hat  not  ■ubctcty  of  undernianding,  he  may  have 
energy  and  firmness  of  purpose :  if  he  hae  only  n  few  adrantagct,  he 
titty  hare  modesty  and  prudence  to  make  the  mod  of  what  he 
pouewea.  Proprieiy  it  one  great  matter  in  the  conduct  of  life; 
which,  though  like  a  graceful  carriage  of  the  body  it  U  neither 
definable  nor  Mriking  at  firu  aighi,  it  the  result  of  linely  balanced 
feeling*,  and  lendi  a  cecret  atrength  and  charm  to  the  whole 
character. 

There  are  more  wayt  than  one  in  which  the  various  faculties  of  the 
nund  may  unfold  themtelvet.  Neither  word*,  nor  ideas  reducible  to 
word*,  conttiiutc  the  utmost  limit  of  human  capacity.  Man  i*  not 
a  merely  talking  nor  a  merely  rcawining  animal.  Let  u«  then  take 
him  a*  he  b,  iouead  of  *curuiling  him  of  nature's  fait  proportion)' 
to  suit  oor  previout  notions.  Doubtless,  there  are  gmt  dwractert 
both  in  active  and  contemplative  life.  There  liave  been  heroes  m 
well  as  aages,  legiahtor*  and  fouoders  of  religion,  hiuorians  and  able 
sutearoen  and  geoerab,  inventor*  of  tueful  art*  and  instruments,  and 
explorer*  of  mdiicoviered  countrtc*,  a*  well  as  writer*  and  readers  of 
booka.  It  will  not  do  to  set  all  thete  aiidc  under  any  fawidiou*  or 
pedantic  (Uttinclion.  Comparisons  arc  odious,  became  they  are  ira. 
pertiocM,  and  le»d  only  to  the  diacovery  of  def«ct*  by  making  one 
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thing  the  madard  of  another  which  hu  no  rcUumi  to  it.  If,u  woie 
one  pfopotcii,  wc  wctc  to  tniUute  ao  inquiiyi  *  Which  wm  the 
greatest  ntin,  Klihon  or  Cromwell,  Buonapvte  or  Ruben*  ^' — we 
should  lure  all  tlie  aulboi*  and  nrtiMa  on  one  side,  and  all  the 
military  men  ami  the  whole  diplomatic  body  on  the  other,  who  would 
•et  to  work  with  ull  their  rai^lit  lo  fmll  in  piecct  the  idol  of  the  other 
party,  asd  the  longer  the  diipotc  continued,  the  more  would  each 
grow  diaMtiafied  with  hi*  rnTOuricc.  though  determined  to  allow  nti 
merit  to  any  one  c1k>  The  mind  is  do(  well  compctetit  to  take  ta 
ihc  lull  in)|ire»»ion  of  more  than  oav  niyle  of  eKcellcncc  or  one  extra- 
OtdlDwy  character  at  once;  contudictory  clainii  pu^Je  aod  ttupcfy 
u;  and  however  admirahle  any  individual  m-iy  be  in  biniiclt,  and 
uarinlled  in  his  patticuUt  way,  yet  if  wr  try  him  by  ocbe.'i  in  a 
touJly  oppouic  cIm»,  that  it,  if  we  consider  not  what  he  waa  but 
what  be  wai  not,  be  will  be  found  to  be  nothing.  We  do  not  reckon 
up  the  excellences  on  either  aide,  for  then  thctc  would  ulitfy  the 
mind  and  put  an  end  to  the  coitipaiiiton :  we  ha«  no  way  of  eX' 
cluaiiety  Kttiog  up  our  Enouriie  but  by  running  down  his  supp<wcd 
rival :  and  for  the  Korgeou*  hues  of  Rubeni,  the  lofty  conccptioiu  of 
MiltODi  (he  deep  policy  and  cautious  daring  of  Cromwell,  or  the 
dazzling  exploit*  and  Eiul  ambition  of  the  modern  cbieitain,  the  poet 
u  traniformcd  into  a  pcd.-iot,  the  artist  unkt  into  a  mechanic,  the 
jiolitician  tsms  out  do  better  than  a  knave,  and  the  hero  it  exulted 
uMo  2  Rtadman.  It  it  as  easy  to  get  t)ic  tt-irt  of  our  antagoaiit  io 
ugtu&cot  by  frivolous  and  vexatious  objections  to  one  side  of  the 

Juestioot  as  it  is  difficult  to  do  full  and  heaped  juiiicc  to  the  other, 
f  I  am  aiked  whtc)i  is  the  greatest  i)f  those  who  have  been  the 
grcMest  in  dilTiereDt  way*,  I  aniwcr  the  one  that  we  happen  to  be 
ihinkii^  of  at  the  dmc,  for  while  that  i*  the  cair,  we  can  conceive 
of  nuthin;;  higher.  If  there  is  a  propensity  io  the  mlgnr  to  admire 
the  achicTcn>cnu  of  personal  prowes*  or  inaiancc*  of  tbrtunate 
enterprise  loo  much,  it  caniKK  be  denied  that  thote  who  have  to 
weigh  out  and  dispenie  the  meed  of  lame  in  book*,  have  been  too 
much  ditpo«ed,by  a  nutural  bias,  to  conlioe  all  merit  and  talent  to  the 
prodactiocs  of  the  pen,  or  at  least  to  those  works  which,  being 
artiiicial  or  abitract  reprcKotatioos  of  thiop,  are  tiansmiiled  to 
posteriiv,  and  cried  up  as  models  in  their  kind.  This,  thouf;h  un- 
avoidable, i(  hardly  juil.  Actions  imts  away  and  arc  forgotten,  of 
atv  only  discernible  in  their  effects :  conquerors,  statesmen,  and  kings 
live  but  by  their  names  stamped  on  the  page  of  history.  Hume  aiya 
rightly  tlut  more  people  think  dxiut  Virgtl  and  Homer  (and  that 
coniinuully)  than  ever  trouble  their  headi  about  Ctcsar  or  Alexander. 
In  (act,  poet*  arc  a  loDgcr-lived  ra>cc  than  heroes:  they  breathe 
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oiore  of  the  air  of  imcnorulJty,  Ttwy  tamTC  more  entire  in  tlieir 
tbougktt  aad  acta.  W«  hate  all  that  Vtrgj]  or  Homer  did,  a*  imidi 
M  if  we  tad  li*ttl  at  the  »ane  tinw  with  them :  we  can  bold  iheic 
«oriu  in  our  haodt,  or  by  them  on  our  piltowa,  or  dim  them  to  our 
UjM.  ScarceK  a  trKc  of  what  the  otbert  did  is  left  upon  the  earth, 
to  at  CO  be  TiubJe  to  common  eyn*.  The  one,  the  dead  astboc*,  are 
liring  men,  itill  breathing  and  looring  in  their  wriitoga.  The  otben, 
the  cocujuetor*  of  the  wotid,  are  but  the  anhn  in  an  am.  The 
■ympithy  (to  to  tpcak)  between  thought  and  thooght  ii  more 
intimate  and  vital  than  that  between  thought  and  action.  Thought 
ii  linked  to  thousbt  aa  ftaine  kindles  into  flame:  the  tribute  of 
•dndndon  to  the  mama  of  depned  bcroinn  it  like  burning  inceaie 
in  n  marble  monomenL  Worat,  ideat,  feetingt,  with  the  prpgiew  of 
time  harden  into  tobtantw :  thingt,  bodie*,  acttoiw,  oMMldcf-  ava^, 
or  melt  into  a  amind,  ioto  thin  air !  Yet  though  the  Schoolmen  in 
the  middtc  agt«  diaputcd  more  ^lout  the  text*  of  Arittotlc  than  the 
battle  of  Arbela.  penapa  Alexaoder's  Ceocrali  in  hit  life-time  adnurtd 
lib  pupil  ai  nwch,  and  Ifted  him  better.  For  not  only  a  mn'l 
■ctiotia  arc  tS»ced  and  ranith  with  him ;  hit  rirtues  and  gcoeroua 
qaalitie*  die  with  him  alto ; — hi*  intellect  only  it  immoital,  and 
De<|iKaitied  unimpaired  to  poctcrity.  Word*  arc  the  only  things  that 
laat  lor  CTtT. 

If  howeTcr  the  empire  of  word*  and  general  knowledge  ia  more 
durable  in  proportion  at  it  ■•  abttracted  and  attenuated,  it  i*  leca 
■nuucdiate  and  dazzling :  if  avtbort  are  a*  good  after  they  arc  dead 
at  when  they  were  tiring,  while  Inrtng  they  might  u  well  be  dead  i 
and  morceter  with  retpect  to  actual  ability,  to  write  a  book  is  not 
tbe  wiljr  proof  of  taitc,  tcnae,  or  tpirit,  a*  pedant*  woold  bare  us 
Hfpoac.  To  do  any  thing  well,  to  pi^nt  a  |nctare,  to  fight  a  battle, 
ts  awke  a  ploogh  or  a  thrwhJngHnarhine.  rc<]uirc«,  ooc  wotild  think, 
M  nmcb  (kill  Md  jodgnwat  a*  to  talk  about  or  write  a  dcKriiXioQ  of 
it  when  done.  Wordi  are  nuTCfnl,  imcUi^ble  aigna,  hvt  they  arc 
not  the  only  real,  existing  thing*.  Did  not  Juma  Cxtar  ibew 
lumtelf  a*  much  of  a  man  in  conducting  hit  amp«gns  at  in  compoiint 
hia  ComBKotarin  f  Or  wa*  the  Retreat  of  the  Ten  Thoumtd 
noder  Xenonhon,  or  hit  work  of  thai  name,  the  moct  coocammate 
pcribrmance)  Or  would  dm  LovgUcc.  (uppociDg  him  to  have 
cxiited  aad  to  bare  cooceived  and  executed  all  bit  fine  ainuagenM 
on  the  tpur  of  the  occasion,  hate  been  as  clever  a  licllow  at  Richard- 
900,  who  brented  them  in  cold  blood  i  If  to  conceive  and  tleicfibc 
an  heroic  character  is  the  height  of  a  literary  ambition,  we  can 
hardly  make  k  out  that  to  be  and  to  do  all  that  the  wit  of  man  can 
fia^,  it  nochiog.     To  use  meant  to  ends,  to  an  cauaet  b  motion, 
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U  wioU  Um  nkubine  of  iocidy,  to  rabjcct  the  will*  of  other*  U> 
jniur  imo,  u  outaijtv  iilitrr  men  thm  yoonrlf  by  mrann  of  that  which 
u  itiufl^i  m  them  ihun  ihcir  wi»doiu,  tie.  their  wcakooM  nnd  their 
lollvt  >o  t'^lcuUic  ihe  mintnncc  of  igooriDce  aod  ]iK}udii:e  to  youi 
'  .   iiul  t>;  otiviating  to  lurn  them  to  account,  to  foresee  a  luo^, 

•n)  cMiipttcatcd  triLtti  of  Fvenit,  of  chance«  ami  oiieningi  of 
•UhvCUi  tti  unwiiMl  ll>c  web  of  other*'  policy,  nnd  wea<re  your  own 
owl  ul'  ill  lo  jwlge  of  the  ciTcct*  of  thingi  not  in  the  abctritct  but 
With  lefeieitce  lo  all  their  bearings,  rami^caiion*  and  imped iiDCOt*. 
to  unJvttun^l  chKrjcie^  thotouglily,  to  »ec  latent  Ifllcnt  or  lurking 
Ucichvryi  to  know  nianiund  for  what  they  are,  And  use  then)  a»  they 
dtvciie.  to  h»»c  a  purpoK  tteadily  in  view  and  to  effect  it  after 
rvmoving  cvrrv  obttacic,  to  niuiter  other*  and  be  true  to  yourtelf, 
Mk»  pawct  aoa  knowledf;e,  both  nerves  and  brain. 

StiL'h  H  tlic  tort  of  talent  ihii  mny  l>c  ihcwn,  and  thiit  ha*  been 
|NMie«tnl  by  the  great  Icadert  on  ihc  stage  of  the  world.  To  accom- 
|iluh  gtcai  ihingh  argtict,  t  imagine,  great  resolution  :  to  design  great 
IhingE  implic*  no  common  mind.  Ambniion  i*  in  wmc  »«n1  genin*. 
Thougli  1  would  rather  wear  out  my  life  in  arguing  a  broad  specula- 
Ut«  <)ueition  ihan  in  caballing  for  the  election  to  a  wardmote,  or 
cantwuDg  fur  votes  in  a  ruticn  borough,  yet  1  should  tbiak  that 
the  loliiest  Epicurean  philoiojiher  might  dc«cend  from  fain  punctilio 
tg  identify  hiin>clf  with  the  »u|i]io[i  of  a  great  principle,  or  to  prop 
a  laltiifg  Kiaie.  Thtt  ia  what  the  Icgielaiort  and  foundcrt  of  empire 
did  of  old  i  and  the  peniunence  of  (heir  itisiitutions  «hewcd  the 
depth  of  the  principle*  from  which  they  emanated.  A  tragic  poem 
ia  not  the  wortc  for  acting  well :  if  it  will  nut  b«ar  ihit  tetii,  it 
Mvours  of  elTemioacy.  WelMij^eated  ichemei  will  ttand  the  touch- 
now  of  cxpeiienoe.  Great  thought*  reduced  to  practice  become 
great  acta.  Again,  great  nets  grow  out  of  great  occasion*,  and  great 
occaaion*  *pring  from  great  principles,  working  changes  in  society, 
aod  tearing  it  up  by  the  toot*.  But  still  I  conceive  that  a  genius  for 
action  dejtcnds  cuenttiily  on  the  strength  of  the  will  ratlier  than  on 
that  of  the  uodcrsiandiDg ;  that  the  long-headed  calculation  ofcauara 
and  confc<)ucncM  arise*  from  the  energy  of  the  GrK  cauae,  which  L* 
the  will,  «etting  other*  in  motion  and  pircpared  to  anticipate  the 
remits  t  ibat  it*  tagadty  is  activity  delighting  in  meeting  dilficnltie* 
and  adveDtura  more  than  half  way,  and  it*  wifdom  courage  not  to 
•brink  from  danger,  but  to  rtdouble  its  edbns  with  <^poiition.  lu 
Inunaaity,  if  it  lus  mncb,  is  magnanimity  to  spare  tbc  vantjiushcd, 
cxnltiog  in  power  but  not  prone  to  niichicf,  with  good  wasc  enoufb 
to  be  aware  of  the  iniubtlity  of  fortime,  and  wilh  aome  tegatd  lo 
repntaiioa.     What  may  serve  a*  a  criterion  to  try  this  queadon  by  u 
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the  (bliowing  contideration,  that  we  sometinict  fod  it  rcmulublc  a 
defidcncy  of  ibc  tjwcttlaurc  faculty  coupled  with  gicst  ttrcnsth  of 
will  aod  coaw<|ucQt  fucccsi  io  active  life,  at  we  do  a  wnnt  of  vohin- 
taty  power  and  toial  iDcapocity  for  biuineiti  fre<{uaitly  joined  to  the 
highett  mental  <]ualificatioait.  Id  aomc  aatt  it  will  Mppen  tbat '  to 
be  wine,  ii  to  bv  obttHute.*  If  you  are  deaf  to  icanon  but  (tick  to 
your  onrn  )>ucriotc»,  yoa  wilt  tire  nthcrt  out,  anil  bring  ihcm  over 
to  your  way  o(  thinking.  Self-will  xnd  blind  pfejadice  are  the  best 
defcDcc  of  actual  power  and  exclusive  advantage*.  The  forehead  of 
the  tatc  king  was  not  remarkable  for  tlie  eharaciet  of  intellect,  but  the 
lower  pan  of  luc  face  was  exprcMive  of  strong  paniooa  aod  fixed 
rewluiion.  Charles  Fox  hod  an  animated,  btelligent  eye,  and 
brrlliant,  elamc  forehead  (with  a  noae  indicating  fine  laMe),  but  the 
lower  feature*  were  weak,  un»rttlcd,  fluciuaiing,  and  wiihout  parthait 
.—it  wat  in  ihrm  ihr  Whig*  were  defeated.  What  a  fine  iron  binding 
Buonaparte  had  round  hit  face,  aa  tf  it  had  been  catcd  in  tteel !  What 
kenitUlity  about  the  mouth  I  What  wateliful  penetiuiion  in  the  eye  \ 
What  a  amooth,  unruffled  forehead  I  Mr.  Piti,  with  litde  tunki-o 
eyet,  had  a  hi)>h,  retreating  liirehead,  and  a  noce  expreiaing  pride  and 
upiring  tclf-opinion :  it  waa  on  that  (with  lubnuwinn)  that  he  su»- 
p«>ded  the  decitioD*  of  the  Home  oS  Commons  and  dangled  the 
Oppoiition  aa  he  pleaacd.  Lord  Cmlcrcagh  is  a  man  rather  deficient 
than  redundant  in  words  and  topca.  He  is  not  (any  more  than  St. 
Auj^moe  was,  in  the  opinion  of  La  Fontaine)  so  j>reut  a  wit  aa 
Rabelait,  nor  is  he  so  great  a  philosopher  as  Aristotle  :  but  he  haa 
Uut  in  him  which  ia  not  to  be  criiled  with.  He  hat  a  noble  mask  of 
ft  face  (not  well  filled  up  in  the  exprection,  which  it  relaxed  and 
dormant],  with  a  Rnc  pcnon  ami  manner.  On  the  strength  of  thete 
he  hazards  his  apcvchet  in  the  House.  He  has  also  a  koowledi^e  of 
mankind,  and  of  the  compOHlion  of  the  House.  He  takes  a  thrust 
which  he  cannot  parry  on  his  aliicld — is  'all  irsnquillity  and  smiles' 
under  a  volley  of  abuac,  sees  when  to  nay  a  compliment  to  a  wavering 
antagonin,  soothes  the  melting  mooil  of  his  hearrro,  or  gets  up  a 
speech  full  of  indignation,  and  knuwi  how  to  bestow  hii  ailcniion*  on 
that  great  j>ublic  body,  whether  he  wheedles  or  bullies,  so  a«  to  bring 
it  to  compliance.  With  a  long  rejch  of  unde^ned  puipo^es  (the 
result  of  a  temper  too  indolent  for  thought,  too  viotctit  for  repute)  lie 
has  eanal  perseverance  and  plianC)'  in  bringing  his  objects  to  paM. 
I  would  rather  be  Lord  Castlereagh,  as  far  as  a  tense  of  power  la 
concerned  (principle  is  out  of  the  question),  than  such  a  man  a*  Mr. 
Canning,  who  is  a  mere  ilueni  to^itt,  and  never  knows  the  limiia 
of  diacrction,  or  the  clfect  which  will  be  produced  by  what  he 
atya,  except  as  fat  as  florid   conuDODplacca  nv^  be  depended  on.

tbe  bigheat  dignittet,  should  hate  the  courage  to  attempt,  and  the 
happtneu  to  tuccced  in,  to  improbable  a  deaira,  u  tbe  deMruction  of 
one  of  the  nui»t  ancicni  and  miwt  solidly-fbundod  nonarchie*  upon  Uie 
earth  I  That  he  should  have  (he  |>ower  or  boldne*s  to  put  hia  prince 
•nd  matUT  to  an  open  and  laiiimou^  death  ;  to  banish  that  aaxattout 
■nd  Ktonfily -allied  family  ;  to  do  all  thti  under  tbe  name  and  wages 
of  a  Parliament;  to  trample  upon  tliem  too  aa  he  pleated,  and  apun 
them  out  of  doors  whea  he  K'^^  wtary  of  them  i  to  raise  op 
a  new  and  utihcird-of  monitcr  out  of  ihcir  asbct  i  to  aiille  that 
in  the  Tcry  infancy,  and  tct  up  hintwlf  above  all  thing*  that  ever 
veic  called  aoi-cretgn  in  Hngland;  to  oppreu  all  hta  enemies  by 
arms,  and  all  his  friends  afterward*  by  artifice ;  to  serve  all  panic* 
patiently  for  a  while,  and  to  command  them  victoriously  at  last  i  to 
over-roD  each  corner  of  tbe  three  nations,  and  overconie  with  e<|ttal 
bciliiy  both  the  riche*  of  the  aoutl)  and  the  poverty  of  tlie  north ;  to 
be  feared  and  courted  by  all  foreign  ptincet,  and  adopted  a  broclier  (o 
the  God*  of  the  earth  ;  to  call  together  Parliamcntt  with  a  word  of 
bii  pen,  and  scatter  them  again  with  the  breath  of  hit  mouth  ;  to  be 
bUBbly  xnd  daily  petitioned  that  he  would  please  to  be  hired,  at  the 
rate  of  two  million*  a  ye^r,  to  be  tlie  master  of  those  who  had  hired 
him  before  to  be  their  servant  t  to  have  the  estates  and  lives  of  three 
kiagdonos  m  much  at  his  diapoi^il,  ai  was  the  little  inberitacce  of  liit 
&tlieri  and  to  be  as  noble  and  liberal  in  the  spending  of  them  t  and 
Udiy,  (for  there  i*  no  cod  of  all  the  particular  of  his  glory)  to  be- 
queath all  thii  with  one  word  to  his  posietity ;  to  die  with  peace  at 
horne,  and  triumph  abroad;  to  be  buried  among  kingt,  and  with  more 
than  regal  aolemoity ;  and  to  leave  a  name  bebiad  him.  not  to  be 
CXtingusshed  but  with  the  whole  world  t  which  as  it  is  now  too  little 
for  his  praites,  so  might  haw  been  too  [narrow]  for  bis  conqueita,  if 
the  ihort  line  of  hi*  human  life  could  have  been  stretched  out  to  the 
extent  of  his  immortal  designs !  ' 

Cromwell  was  a  bad  speaker  and  a  worte  writer.  Milton  wrote 
hi*  ditpaicbes  for  him  in  elegant  and  erudite  Latin :  and  the  pen  of 
the  one,  like  the  sword  of  the  other,  was 'sliarp  and  sweet.'  We 
bavc  not  that  anion  in  modern  lime*  of  tbe  heroic  and  titeiary  char- 
sctei  which  was  common  among  the  ancienu.  JuUui  Ca»ar  aad 
Xenophoa  recorded  ihetr  own  acts  with  equal  cleaxnes*  of  Myle  and 
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modeKy  of  teniDer.  The  Dulie  of  Wellincton  (wock  off  than 
Cromwell)  it  obJimd  to  ^  Mr.  Mudibrd  to  write  the  Hittory  of 
hit  l.it'r,  Sophoclc*,  ^Hhylu*,  and  Socratct,  were  dininguiihcd  for 
their  military  prowvu  .tmong  ihrir  conccmporiric*,  thoagh  now  only 
lemeobeTH)  for  what  they  did  in  portry  sod  philotophy.  Cictioatid 
DcmoMhcnes,  the  two  giotnt  oratort  of  aottquity,  ^pew  to  have 
been  cowards :  Nor  doet  Horx^  teem  to  pte  a  Tcry  favourable 
picture  of  bin  martial  achicTcnirnii.  But  in  ii^"<ral  there  was  not 
ibst  dintion  ir)  the  Ubocra  of  the  tntnd  and  body  .-imong  the  Greek* 
lod  RomuH  that  haa  been  imroduced  among  ua  cither  by  the  prosrcat 
i>f  ciTilieatioo  or  by  a  greater  slowncst  and  inaptitude  of  parlf.  The 
French,  for  instancf,  appcjir  to  unite  a  nomber  of  accompli^menta, 
the  literary  characier  aod  the  man  of  the  world,  better  than  we  do. 
Anumg  at,  »  scholar  a  almoat  another  Dame  for  a  pedant  or  a  down  : 
il  i*  Dot  (0  with  ihcm.  Their  philocophers  and  witi  went  into  the 
world,  aod  mingled  in  the  Mdcly  of  the  fair.  Of  thit  there  ncnl*  no 
other  proof  than  the  spirited  print  of  most  of  the  great  names  m 
French  literature,  to  whom  \toticic  is  reading  a  comedy  tn  the  pre- 
leocc  of  the  celebrated  Ninon  dc  1'  l^oclos.  D' Alembcrt,  one  of  the 
Grit  mathcmatkiaaa  of  hit  aj<e,  wat  a  wit,  a  man  of  gallantry  and 
lectersi.  With  u*  a  learned  man  is  absorbed  in  himtelf  and  some 
particular  study,  and  minds  nothiaj{  else.  There  is  something  ascetic 
and  impracticable  io  his  Tery  constitution,  and  he  aaswer*  to  tbc 
dcfcripiioD  of  tbc  Monk  in  Spenwr —

PeiluM  the  superior  importsocc  attached  to  the  instituiioni  of  religion, 
at  wed  aa  the  more  abstracted  and  visionary  nature  of  its  ohjecti,  hai 
!ed  (a*  a  general  result)  to  a  wider  aepnration  between  thought  and 
action  in  modem  tiines..— 'Ambiiioa  is  of  a  higher  and  more  heroic 
(train  than  avarice.  It*  objects  are  nobler,  and  tbc  meaiu  by  which 
it  Uttine  its  coda  less  mechanical. 

'  Better  be  loni  of  them  that  riches  hai-e. 
Than  riches  have  myself,  and  be  their  servile  sbve," 

The  inceaiiw  to  amhiiion  ia  tbc  iove  of  power ;  the  spur  to  anrsce 
il  dtbtr  the  feai  of  ]>ovcny,  or  a  strong  desire  of  Kclf-indulgciKe. 
Tht  MBMKrt  of  fortunes  seem  divided  into  two  oppo«itc  classes,  lean, 
peiKirioiit-lookiBjt  mortals,  or  jolly  fellows  who  arc  determined  to  get 
poasesaion  of,  beciuic  they  want  to  enjoy,  the  jtood  ibtn£S  of  the  world. 
The  one  hare  famine  and  a  w<ark-boute  always  before  (heir  eyes, 
the  others,  in  the  fulncsa  of  their  persons  and  the  robuitneu  of  tbetr 
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eaaiiiiutioot,  tetm  to  brtptak  ihc  revcftioa  of  a  laaded  eiutCi  rich  actet, 
fat  beereit  a  subiuimil  maotion,  coaUjr  clothiatt  a  chine  and  turkey, 
choice  winn,  and  all  <xlitt  good  ihiagt  cuDMoani  to  the  wutt  and 
fjll-fcd  dc*irei  of  their  bodic*.  Such  nteo  charm  rortuoc  hy  the 
iloekocM  of  their  lupecta  and  die  goodly  rotundity  of  their  tioant 
ftcG*,  aa  the  othctt  ncarc  nway  porcriy  by  ihcir  win,  meagre  loolu. 
The  la«t  itarvc  ihrm«cl«c«  into  richc*  by  carr  and  catkinj; ;  the  Grit 
eat,  dtiflli,  and  tlccp  ibctr  way  into  the  good  ihinjti  of  tliit  life.     The 

{reauat  number  of  wurm  men  ia  the  city  are  Kood.  jolly  fellawc 
.oek  at  Sir  William  ~- — -Cillipuih  mid  callipee  arc  written  in  hi* 
liice  ;  he  rolls  about  hi*  wiwieldy  bulk  io  ;i  m  of  tuitle-wup.  How 
many  haunchci  of  veniion  doe*  he  carry  on  hi*  hack  I  He  ii  larded 
with  job*  Bfid  contracu  ;  he  in  tiutfcd  and  nwclled  out  with  layer*  of 
bliiJc-(iow*r  lod  inTitationi  to  dinner  f  Hit  l^e  hanga  out  a  flajt  of 
deliatice  to  mitcliuce  :  the  rogutth  twinkle  tu  hi*  eye  with  which  he 
lurei  half  the  city  and  beats  Alderman hollow,  i«  a  »mile  re- 
flected from  hea]M  of  unsunned  );old !  Nature  and  Fonnoe  arc  not  ao 
much  at  variance  as  to  differ  about  Uiii  fellow.  To  enjoy  the  good 
the  Goda  provide  o>,  i>  to  deserve  it.  Nature  meant  him  for  a 
Knight,  Alderman,  and  Ciiy-McmbcT ;  and  Fortune  laughed  to  tee 
the  goodly  pcnon  and  profpcci*  of  the  man !  > — 1  am  ooii  from 
certain  early  prejudices  much  given  to  admire  the  mteotatioua  mark* 
of  wealth  ftherc  are  persona  enough  lo  admire  them  without  me}— 
but  I  confeo,  there  is  aontething  in  the  look  of  the  old  baoking-

The 
account  of  ibc  manner  in  which  the  founder  of  Guy'*  Hoipital 
accumulated  hi*  immenie  wealth  hat  atway*  to  me  tomcthiflg  romaniic 
in  il,  from  the  tame  force  of  oootraai.  He  viu  i  little  shop-keeper, 
aod  out  of  hti  Mvio^t  bou;;ht  Bible«i  and  putcliaatd  Mameo'i  tickets  in 
Queen  Anne'i  war),  by  which  he  left  a  fortune  of  two  hundred 
tboosmd  poundi.  The  «iory  lusgett*  the  idea  of  a  magician  ;  nor  H 
there  anything  in  the  Arabiao  Night*  that  look*  more  like  a  fictioa.

OH    WILL-MAKINO 

Psw  things  show  (he  human  character  in  a  more  ridiculous  lijbt 
than  the  circumstAoce  of  will-making.  It  it  the  lamt  opportunity 
we  have  of  exercbbg  the  natural  petrertity  of  the  dispoiition,  and 
we  lake  care  to  make  a  good  tuc  of  it.  Wc  hunband  it  with  je^ilouny, 
put  it  off  a*  long  as  we  can,  and  then  ucc  every  precaution  that  the 
world  (hall  be  oo  gainer  by  our  dralhs.  This  la«t  act  of  our  Itrca 
•ddom  belie*  the  former  tenor  of  them,  for  stupidity,  caprice,  and 
mmeaaing  tjiite.  All  that  we  teem  to  think  of  is  to  maiuge  matters 
10  {^in  settling  accounts  with  thoHC  who  arc  so  unm:uiDerly  as  to 
turriTC  oi)  as  to  do  as  little  good,  and  to  plajtue  and  dinppoint  a* 
nuDv  people  as  poanble. 

Many  perMns  have  a  (upctttiiion  on  the  subject  of  making  thdr 
latt  wiu  and  testament,  and  think  that  when  every  thing  is  ready 
ngned  and  traled,  there  i*  nothing  farther  left  to  delay  their 
depnttuie.  I  have  heard  of  an  tn«tance  of  one  person  who  having  a 
feeling  of  this  kind  on  hii  mind,  and  being  teamed  into  making  hit 
WtU  hv  those  about  him,  actually  fcil  ill  with  pure  apprehension,  and 
thougnt  he  was  going  to  die  in  good  catnrit,  but  having  executed  the 
deed  over-night,  awoke,  to  his  great  (urpriic,  the  next  morning 
aod  found  himself  at  well  as  ever  he  was.'     An  elderly  gentlcmao

If  there  »  anv  pecuinK  reason  for  it,  that  ta,  if  aaf' 
pentculat  pcrwM  wontd  be  reliered  from  a  (tale  of  haraanng  oDcer* 
t^ntjr,  or  Ristcrially  bene^tcd  by  their  making  a  will,  the  old  and 
ioltmi  (who  do  not  like  to  be  [mi  out  of  thcii  way)  generally  make 
thii  an  excuae  to  themaclvet  for  pvttiag  it  off  to  the  rrry  )bm  moment, 
protxtbly  till  it  ta  too  late :  or  where  thi*  i*  fare  to  make  the  greateit 
Domber  of  Uank  facea,  cootrive  to  give  their  friends  the  slip,  without 
ngnifynif;  their  final  deterniinatioD  in  theit  &vour.     Where  some 
unfortunate  iodiridual  has  been  kept  long  in  nupenae,  who  has  been 
perhaps  sought  oot  for  tbal  very  purpose,  and  who  may  be  in  a  great 
mcanire  dependent  on  this  as  a  last  rewmrce,  it  is  nearly  a  certaimy 
that  there  will  be  do  will  to  be  foood  ;  no  liace,  no  si^n  to  diacovcr  < 
whether  the  person  dying  thus  intestate  ever  had  any  intcalion  of  dttj 
KMt,  or  why  they  retinquiihed  it.    Tbia  it  ts  to  bespeak  the  thWMhl 
and  imag^Mtiooa  of  otbcra  for  victims  after  we  are  dead,  as  well  a* 
their  persoo*  and  expectations  for  baa;:ers-on  while  we  are  living. 
A  cekbratcd  beauty  of  the  middle  of  the  latt  century,  toward*  in^ 
cloae  KXight  out  a  female  relative,  the  friend  and  companion  of  her 
youth,  who  had  lived  during  the  forty  ycv*  of  their  separation  in 
rather  straitened  circuoifltancc*,  and  in  a  sitoation  which  admitted  of 
some  alleriatioDs.     Twice  they  met  after  that  long  lap«e  of  time — 
once  her  relation  vttiied  her  in  the  splendour  of  a  rich  old  laniily- 
mantioB,  and  once  she  crotscd  the  country  to  become  an  innnte  of 
the  bumble  dwelling  of  her  early  and  only  renuining  &icnd.     What 
was  this  for?     Was  it  to  revive  the  image  of  het  yoolh  in  the  pale 
and  careworn  face  of  bcr  frieod !    Or  wa*  it  to  di^ay  tbc  decay  ofj 
bcr  charms  aad  recal  her  loRg-fbrgoncn  imiiiplu  to  the  naenaory  i

Was  it  to  «how 
the  proud  rcinaiot  of  hcisrif  to  ihoac  who  rcmcmbrr<d  or  had  oltrn 
heaixl  what  the  wat — her  «kin  like  shrivelled  dabieter,  her  emamted 
featnret  chiicleil  by  naiure't  l>ne«t  hand,  her  cyei  that  wliM  a  smtle 
lighted  them  up,  Mil)  tliuoe  like  dinniciodA,  the  vermilion  huea  tlut 
■till  bloomed  among  wrinkle*  J  Wa«  it  to  talk  of  bone-lace,  of  the 
fiouncca  and  brocade*  of  tbc  lait  century,  of  iHce-hiill*  in  the  year 
6i,  and  of  the  acorct  of  lovera  that  had  died  at  her  feet,  and  to  ael 
whole  countic*  in  a  Rame  again,  only  with  a  dream  of  faded  beauty  ? 
Whether  it  waa  for  thii,  or  whetliet  the  meant  to  li^ave  her  friend  any 
thing  (a*  waa  indeed  expected,  all  thing*  conaidcretl,  not  without 
rcMOn)  nobody  known — fur  ihe  never  breathed  a  aylUble  on  the 
tubject  hetaelt,  and  died  without  a  will.  The  accomplished  co<|uet 
of  twenty,  who  had  pam|iefcd  hoprt  only  to  kill  ihcm,  who  had 
kindled  rapture  with  a  look  and  cxiinguiiJied  it  with  a  breath, 
could  find  no  better  cmplaymcni  at  aerenty  than  to  revive  the 
fobd  recolleciiona  and  raiac  up  the  drooping  hopcK  of  her  kina- 
woman  only  to  let  them  fall — to  riae  no  more.  Such  is  the  delight 
we  haie  in  trilling  with  and  tanialiung  the  feelingo  of  other* 
by  the  exi]iHtite  relincniciita,  the  studied  sleights  of  love  or  friend- 
ship! 

Where  a  propeny  i*  aciaally  bequeathed,  mppoaing  the  circum- 
stance* of  the  ca*e  and  the  uiage*  of  »ocicty  to  leave  a  practical 
discretion  to  the  testator,  it  is  mott  frequently  in  such  portions  a*  can 
be  of  the  least  service.  Where  there  is  much  already,  much  is 
given  t  where  much  it  wanted,  little  or  nothing.  Poverty  invitct  a 
sort  of  pity,  a  miserable  dole  of  assistance;  neceuity  neglect  and 
•com ;  wealth  aiiractii  and  allure*  to  itself  more  wealth,  by  natural 
BMOciation  of  ideas,  or  by  that  innate  love  of  inequ-ility  and  injustice, 
whidi  ■•  the  favourite  principle  of  the  iniaginstion.  Men  like  to 
collect  money  into  hrgc  beapa  in  their  life-iime :  they  like  to  leave  it 
in  lar(;i'  heap*  after  they  arc  dead.  They  grasp  it  into  their  own 
hands,  not  to  use  it  for  their  own  good,  but  to  hoard,  to  lock  it  up, 
to  make  aa  object,  an  idol,  aixl  a  wonder  of  it.  Do  yoti  expect  them 
to  distribute  it  so  as  to  do  other*  good ;  that  they  will  like  those  who 
come  after  them  better  than  thcmwiici ;  that  it  they  were  willing  to 
pinch  and  ttarve  thcmseties,  they  will  not  deliberately  defraud  tlieir 
aworn  friends  and  nearcK  kindred  of  what  would  be  of  the  utmost  use 
to  tbem  i  No,  they  will  thniit  tlieir  heaps  of  gold  and  lilver  into  the

Um  Kiralcr  juirt  of  a  large  property  front  the  uic  of  ihe  naiuial  heirs 
.^vU  next-of-kin  for  a  length  of  time,  and  lo  let  it  accumulate  at 
OWU|<autKt  inicmt  in  >uch  a  wny  and  to  long,  that  it  would  at  lact 
lUMiiU  up  in  value  to  the  putchaic-niDncy  of  a  whole  county, 
't'hc  intcrett  accruing  from  the  funded  property  or  the  rent  of  the 
Und*  at  certain  periods  was  to  be  cn^ployed  to  jiurctuic  other 
vitatci,  other  ptirkJi  and  ntanon  in  thir  nci^hlxiurhood  or  farther  otf, 
to  tlial  the  proipvct  of  the  future  lieuneinc  that  was  to  devolve  at 
tunie  dittant  time  to  the  unborn  lord  of  acte«,  twelled  and  enlarged 
iltclf,  like  a  tea,  circle  without  circle,  vitta  beyond  viita,  till  the 
linasioation  wat  tiaggcrrd,  and  the  mind  cxhauntcd.  Now  here 
ma  a  tchemr  for  the  accumuUtion  of  wealth,  nnd  for  laying  the 
foundation  of  family-aggrandiienient  purely  imaginary,  romantic — 
one  mi{;ht  almou  lay  diainierctted.  The  vajtuencM,  the  magnitiutc, 
(he  rcniuccnnt  of  the  object,  the  retolute  sacrifice  of  all  immediate 
and  gtois  advantage),  clothe  it  with  the  privilegn  of  an  abMract 
idea,  so  that  tlie  project  ha>  the  air  of  a  liction  or  of  a  story  in  a 
novel.  It  wai  an  instance  of  what  might  be  called  posthumous 
avarice,  like  the  lo*e  of  poothumoui'  fame.  It  had  tittle  more  to 
do  with  srlliRhnciH  than  if  the  trsuior  had  appropriated  the  lame 
8um«  in  the  same  way  to  build  a  pyramid,  to  conitruct  an  aqueduct, 
to  endow  nn  hospital,  or  effect  any  other  patriotic  or  merely  fantastic 

iiurpote.     He  wniicd  to  licap  up  a  pile  of  wealtli  (millions  of  acres) 
D  the  dim  horixun  of  future  yean,  that  could  be  of  no  use  to  hitn 
or  to  tboie  with  whom  he  was  connected  by  ]iositite  and  persona] 
ii6 
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utt,  but  u  a  crotchet  of  the  brato,  a  }rcw-;>aw  of  th«  fiincy.'  Y«t 
to  aiiblc  himnelf  lo  put  thii  scheme  in  execution,  he  had  perhap* 
toiled  xnd  watched  all  hii  life,  lieoicd  himfrlf  rctt,  food,  plcaiute, 
liberty,  wciety,  and  pcr«cTcr«l  with  the  patience  Jind  self-denial  of 
B  ntartyr.  I  have  insi»ted  on  this  point  the  more,  to  shew  how 
nocb  of  the  imaipBary  and  apecdative  thete  is  interfused  even  in 
those  panioiu  and  purpote*  which  have  oot  the  jiocxl  of  others  for 
their  object,  aod  buw  little  teaion  thii  honeat  citiien  and  builder 
i>f  cattle*  in  the  air  would  have  bad  to  treat  thote  who  devoted 
thcmtclves  to  the  punniii  of  fame,  to  obloquy  and  pcmecucion  for 
the  sake  of  Kuth  and  libet^,  or  who  mccificcd  their  lives  for  their 
couQtry  in  a  juit  caose,  as  Tisionariet  and  enthusiaat*.  who  did  not 
undemud  what  was  properly  due  to  their  own  interest  and  the 
(cenrjeg  of  the  niain-chaecc.  Man  it  not  the  creature  of  »en»e 
and  aellithncM,  even  in  those  punuiti  which  grow  up  out  cf  that 
origin,  lo  tnnch  at  of  imagination,  cueEoid,  pasiion,  whim,  and 
hnmour. 

I  have  heard  of  i  aiaguUt  instance  of  a  will  made  by  a  peraoo 
who  wai  addicted  to  a  habit  of  lyinj;.  He  was  »o  notorioua  for 
this  propeniity  (not  out  of  ipic  or  cunning,  bnt  aa  a  graluiton* 
exerciae  of  iDveotion),  that  from  a  ctiUd  no  one  could  ever  beliere 
a  ayllable  he  uttered.  From  the  want  of  any  dependence  to  be 
placed  on  bim,  he  became  the  je»t  and  bye-word  of  the  tchool  where 
he  was  brought  up.  The  last  act  of  his  life  did  not  diacrace  him. 
For  havioe  gone  abroad,  and  falling  into  a  dangetous  decline,  he 
was  advised  to  retuin  home.  He  paid  all  that  be  wa*  worth  for 
hii  postage,  went  on  ship-board,  and  employed  the  few  remaining 
days  he  had  to  live  in  makin;;  and  executing;  hii  will ;  in  which 
he  bequeathed  large  estates  in  dilTerent  parta  of  England,  money 
in  the  fundi,  rich  jewels,  rings,  and  alt  kinds  of  valuables,  to  Ilia 
old  fricnda  and  actjuainiance,  who  not  knowing  how  &r  the  force 
of  nature  comid  go,  were  not  for  some  time  convinced  that  all  this 
fiiiry  wealth  had  never  had  an  exiaience  any  where  but  in  the  idle 
coinage  of  his  hrain  whose  whims  and  projects  were  no  more  I  The 
extreme  keeping  io  this  character  is  only  to  be  accounted  for  hy 
SQppotiiig  such  an  original  consiitutional  levity  as  made  truth  entirely 
indiflerent  to  him,  and  the  serious  importance  attached  to  it  by 
others  an  object  of  perpeioal  sport  and  ridicule! 

I'he  an  of  will-makieg  chieHy  consiiit*  in  baffling  the  importunity 
of  expectation.     1  do  not  »o  much  find  fault  with  this  when  it  is

Yet  it  it 
hardly  right  after  all,  to  cooo«nige  thii  kind  of  pitiiol,  barr-faced 
inicfcounc,  witbodt  mcaotng  to  |s]p  for  il  i  a*  the  co<]Dc(tc  hat  oo 
ri^  to  ^k  the  lorcn  the  hat  trifled  with.  Flattery  aod  wibmiiMOii 
are  Riarketable  commodittrt  like  any  otheri  have  tbcir  pricei  and 
ought  (carcely  to  be  obt^aed  utider  falie  preteocet.  If  we  tee 
through  and  detpiK  the  wietcbed  creatnre  thai  atiefflpti  to  inpotc 
oa  oni  credulity,  we  can  at  any  time  ditpente  with  hit  tcrricet  |  if 
we  axe  tocnhcd  by  ihii  mockery  of  retjicct  and  frieodahip,  why  not 
py  him  like  any  other  drudge,  or  u  we  totiify  tbe  actoe  who 
fttfonm  a  pan  ia  a  pbjr  by  our  partieular  denre  i  But  often  thtac 
p(«a)cdiiaMd  dtttppoiaaMMS  are  at  no^tut  as  they  are  cruel,  and 
■re  iikarked  with  circumttaucet  of  indi/ciiy,  b  pri^toetioo  to  the 
worth  of  the  object,  Tbe  tuapecting,  the  taking  tt  for  gtanted 
that  your  name  it  down  in  the  will,  it  tnlScieat  prorootioti  to  haee 
it  ttrack  out :  the  hinting  at  an  obligatiae,  tbe  conaciouaneti  of  it 
on  tbe  pan  of  the  leetator,  will  make  bim  detcmnncd  to  aroid  the 
foraul  Mkoowledgment  oif  rt,  at  any  expence.  1*be  dinnheritiag 
of  iwlMieoa  it  moMly  for  Tcnial  oflcaceti  not  for  hate  Ktiont ;  we 
muhIi  on  of  pique,  to  revenge  tome  caie  in  which  we  have  been 
aittppoioud  of  our  willi,  tome  act  of  dtxriiedience  to  wbat  had  no 
reMOBible  groood  to  go  upon  i  aad  we  are  obttinatc  in  adhering  to 
oar  retohnioa,  at  h  waa  rnddcn  aod  rath,  and  doubly  bent  oo 
aattriiog  our  antbority  b  wbat  we  have  Icsk  right  to  interfere  in. 
It  it  the  wcnod  ialUcted  opoB  our  telf-loTe,  not  the  Kain  upoa  the 
character  of  the  thougbtkw  oShkkr,  that  nib  for  condign  punish-

We  owe  a  tetnrB  in  kind,  where  «e  feel  no  obli^ 
tioo  for  a  &*o«r ;  aad  coongn  onr  pofacMton*  lo  our  next  of  kin 
aa  mechaaicany  at  we  lean  oar  head*  on  the  pillow,  aad  go  oat  of 
the  world  in  the  tame  Hate  of  ttupid  atnazenent  that  we  cane  into 
it  I   .  .  .

Joabua  obwrro  towarda  the  end, 

•  There  ia  ooe  incept,  howerer,  in  wfiicb  I  *ball  ooly  be  t^poaed 
by  the  faOf  lb*  ignorant,  and  the  idle,  i  am  oot  afrud  that  I  ihall 
pepot  it  loo  oTteo.  Tan  matt  kavt  a»  JtpatJmtt  am  year  avm  grmtu. 
If  ]KM  have  great  taleoti.  iDdustry  will  improire  then :  if  jva  have 
but  iBMleraie  abilitiea,  industry  will  tupplv  tbeir  deficicocv.  Nothiof 
ia  denied  to  well-directed  labour  t  noclitng  it  to  be  obtained  without 
it.

The  only  teodcacy  of  the  maxim  here  laid  down  teenu  to  be  to 
hfc  llieic  Msdenu  on  with  the  hopet  of  excellence  who  have  no 
chaoce  of  mccecdiog,  Mid  to  deter  ibote  who  bare,  from  relying  on 
the  only  prop  stai  tomcc  of  real  excrltence — the  ctrone  bent  and 
impulse  of  their  luieral  powcrt.  loduatry  ilonc  can  oiJy  prodvcc 
mediocrity ;  but  mediocrity  tn  nn  ii  00c  wotth  llic  trouble  of  induiiry. 
Ceotiu,  RttM  DBtnral  powers  will  pn  induatry  and  ardour  in  the 
pvmiit  of  ihcir  proper  object,  but  i»ot  if  yo«  cUtert  them  from  that 
object  into  the  ttammeli  of  common-place  mechanical  labour.  By 
thia  method  you  neutralise  sU  diadoction  of  character — make  a 
pedant  of  the  blockhead,  and  adrodge  of  the  man  of  gedoi.    What* 
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pillar  and  (opport,  con&dtnce  and  faith  in  \ 
well  idnae  a  penon  who  hxl  diicoverrd  ■  '

>rtwu  i  *  You  take  mr  bonte  wben  you  <lo  take  the  prop  th^tt  doth 
iMtain  my  bo«M ! '  You  aDdernuiie  the  ■u.petctmctute  of  art  when 
you  ttrike  at  ita  nuia 
Mturc.  We  mght  m  well  idnae  a  penon 
■Ivcf  or  lead  mine  mi  bis  rttate  lo  dote  it  up,  or  tbe  oocnnioo  IsnneT 
(0  plough  up  every  acre  he  teota  in  tbe  hope  of  diacoreriaj  hidden 
treMurCt  a»  advite  the  mao  of  origioal  Junius  to  neglect  hit  panictilar 
vein  for  tbe  iiudy  of  ralt«  at>d  tbe  tmitatioo  <^  otbert,  o(  try  to 
perwade  the  nun  of  no  •trooji  aatnral  powcri  that  he  can  npply  ibeir 
detidcncy  by  bboriooi  application. — Sit  Joahua  aooo  after,  in  the 
Third  DiKOUTM,  alluding  to  ihc  tern)*,  iiufirabem,  gtmmi,  gm»t 
ap^kd  by  critica  aad  oratora  lo  painting,  praeacda, 

*Saeb  h  the  warmth  with  which  both  div  Aacicnta  and  Modem* 
•ecak  of  thh  dirioe  priociple  of  tbe  art;  btit,  a*  1  have  fonncrly 
OMer*cd,  eDthuaia«ick  admindon  •eldora  proototea  kitawlcd|e. 
Thovwh  a  Kudent  bv  wch  praiae  ntay  have  hit  atteniiun  roused  and 
a  deave  excited  o(  rvnniiif;  in  ihii  greai  career ;  yei  it  ii  pootiUe 
that  what  ba»  been  aaid  lo  excite,  may  only  aerrc  to  dcicr  him.  He 
examine*  hi*  own  irand,  and  perceirt*  there  nothing  of  thai  diTine

Yet  preaently  aJter  he  add*. 

'ItisDoteaay  to  dclioe  in  wtiat  thi*  great  uyle  condaut  doc  to 
deacribe  by  word*  the  proper  meant  of  acquiring  ti,  if  tbe  mimd  tf  lie 
ttudtM  ihimlJ  he  at  till  eafM/t  aftmh  aa  atqmna&n.  Coold  we  teach 
caatc  at  gcoia*  by  rulc«,  they  would  be  no  loiter  tatte  and  gcntua.* — 
/W.  p.  57- 

Here  then  Sir  Joahua  admits  that  it  is  a  qaestion  whether  the 
atudcot  ia  likely  to  if  ai  idl  cafcHt  ^  nth  an  ae^iiitita  a*  the  higher 
excellence*  of  art,  thoogh  he  had  taid  in  the  pi^fc  JB^  cjuoced 
above,  that  it  ia  within  the  reach  of  constant  amduity,  and  of  a  di>* 
MMitioD  eagerly  directed  to  (he  object  of  it*  purmit,  to  effect  all  that 
a  mdly  ceoodcrcd  aa  tbe  mult  of  oamrJ  powers.     I*  the  theory 
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which  our  author  raeani  to  inculcate  a  men  dcluaioo,  a  men  mUxhtj 
atnmption !  At  one  niomeu,  Sir  Joihiu  aiuibutcs  the  hopelenneta 
of  the  Modent  to  atuin  f«if<:ction  to  the  djicounging  influence  of 
certain  figarative  aiiiJ  oT«nttcained  cxprctciona,  and  in  the  ocxt  doubta 
hi*  cajMCity  for  ituch  an  acquinitinn  under  any  circumntaDcct.  Would 
be  ba*e  him  hope  agitnit  hope,  then  ?  If  he 'examinee  his  ovn 
mind  and  Gndi  notliiog  there  of  that  divine  inEpiratioo,  with  wlkich 
be  ti  told  M  many  othera  have  been  favoured,'  but  which  he  baa 
iKvec  (elt  binuelft  if  *be  linda  himtelf  poaaeaied  of  do  other  (]ua)i- 
GcatioRt'  for  the  higheit  clTbrta  of  £eniut  and  imaginAtioin  'than 
what  mere  common  oh*cri;ition  nnd  a  plain  understanding  can  confer,' 
he  may  ai  well  dcBJit  at  once  from  '  aiccnding  the  hrighlcat  heaTen 
of  inren^on : ' — if  the  Tcty  idea  of  the  divinity  t^  an  deler»  ifinead  of 
aoiiTiating  liim,  if  the  cnthuMasm  with  which  others  apeak  of  it  dampi 
the  flume  io  hia  own  breast,  he  had  better  not  eoter  into  a  competition 
wlicre  he  want*  the  liraf  principle  of  luccea*.  the  daring  to  upiie  and 
the  hope  to  excel.  He  may  be  acauted  he  it  not  the  man.  Sir 
Joshua  himself  was  not  struck  at  first  by  the  sight  of  (he  masterpieces 
of  the  great  style  of  art,  .tnd  he  seems  unconsciously  to  have  adopted 
thia  theory  to  shew  that  he  might  Milt  have  succeeded  in  it  but  for 
want  of  doe  application.  His  hypothesis  goct  to  thii — to  make  tbe 
common  run  of  his  reader*  lancy  they  can  do  all  that  can  be  done  by 
geniuK,  und  to  make  tbe  man  of  genius  believe  he  cut  only  do  what 
»  to  be  done  by  mechanical  rule*  and  systematic  indoitry.  This  is 
not  a  very  feasible  scheme  t  nor  is  Sir  Joshua  imfficiently  cleat  and 
explicit  in  his  reatontng  in  support  of  it. 

In  speaking  of  Carlo  Maratii,  he  confesses  (he  inctlicicncy  of  this 
doctrine  in  a  very  remarkable  manner: — 

'Carlo  Maraiti  succeeded  bciicr  than  those  I  h»»c  first  oamedi 
and  I  think  owes  bis  superiority  to  the  extension  of  his  views : 
besides  his  master  Andrea  Sacchi,  be  imitated  RalTaelle,  Guidoi  and 
the  Caraccis.  It  is  true,  there  is  nothing  very  captivating  in  Carlo 
Maratti  j  but  this  proceeded  from  a  want  which  cannot  be  completely 
supplied ;  that  is,  want  of  strength  of  parts.  In  il»i  <trn>Mf  mm 
art  mil  i^al;  and  a  man  can  bring  home  wares  only  in  propotuon  to 
(he  capital  with  which  he  goes  to  market.  Carlo,  by  dibgenoc^  made 
the  most  of  what  he  had  :  but  there  vtm  undoubtedly  a  heavinesi  about 
him,  which  extended  itself  uniformly  to  his  invention,  exptesNon, 
his  drawing,  colouring,  and  the  general  effect  of  his  pictures.  Tlic 
truth  is,  he  never  equalled  any  of  his  patterns  in  aay  one  thing,  and 
he  added  little  of  his  own,' — /tij,  p.  tji. 

Here  tbeo  Reynolds,  we  ace,  tairly  gives  up  the  argument. 
Carlo,  aftcf  all,  was  a  heavy  hand  i  nor  could  all  his  diligence  and 
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hu  making  the  moff  of  what  he  hsd,  nuke  up  for  the  want  of 
'  (taturil  pow«t.'  Sir  .loihui'i  good  t/enae  poinlwl  out  to  him  the 
uutJi  ID  (hr  ioilividud  itiMancc,  llMiu;;h  he  iniKht  be  led  actray  by  a 
vsKC^  geoeriil  theorv.  Such  however  a  the  ctfeci  of  z  (al*e 
principle  tlut  there  it  an  eiidnii  bi.iH  in  the  artist'*  mind  to  nuke 

Sniu  kiD  upon  oihcn  lor  luppon,  innicad  of  tiuttinj;  to  it«clf,  and 
ncloptne  ill  own  Hii-'om  muni  cable  retourcc».  So  in  treating  in  ihc 
Twelfth  Discourse  o(  the  way  !n  which  Rtrai  anicit  ue  foimed, 
Sir  Jothca  icverts  very  neatly  to  his  lint  potition. 

'The  daily  food  and  nouriihrncDt  of  the  mind  of  an  Atii«t  it  found 
in  the  great  worki  of  bit  predeceMon.  There  in  no  other  way  for 
him  to  hccome  great  himtclf.  Strfmt,  aiii  itrptnln*  tomitUril, 
nm  j6  A-ato.  RatTitelle,  u  appear*  from  what  ban  been  Hid,  hud 
car^Ily  itudied  the  worka  of  Mataccio,  and  indeed  there  wai  no 
other,  if  we  except  Michael  Angelo  (whom  he  likcwiie  imitated)  ' 
•0  worthy  of  his  attention:  and  though  hit  manner  w.u  dry  aod 
hard,  hia  cotn]xitiiioDi  formal)  and  not  enough  diteriilied,  according 
to  the  cuitom  of  Painter*  in  ilut  early  period,  yet  hi>  workx  poMcia 
that  grandeur  anA  Mmplicity  which  .(ccomnany,  and  even  mmcttmr* 
proceed  from,  tcgul.itiiy  and  h.i[diicsR  of  manner.  We  mu*l  Coo- 
aider  the  barbaroua  «i^te  of  the  arts  before  hit  time,  when  aktti  in 
drawing  was  to  little  undetttood,  that  the  bcit  of  the  painter*  could 
Dot  even  fotvthortcn  (he  foot,  but  every  ligure  appeared  to  Hand  upon 
fata  toei;  and  what  tctved  fur  drapery  had,  from  the  hardnets  and 
amallnett  of  the  fold*,  too  much  the  appearance  of  cord*  clinging 
round  the  body.  He  first  introduced  large  drapery,  flowing  in  an 
eaiy  and  luturJ  manner :  indeed  he  appeart  to  be  the  firet  who  di*- 
covcrtd  the  path  that  lead*  to  every  excellence  to  which  the  art 
nftcrwardt  arrived,  and  may  therefore  be  juatly  coiuidered  aa  one  of 
ih*  Great  Father*  of  Modem  Art. 

'Though  I  have  been  led  on  to  a  longer  digreuion  revpecting  thii 
grcM  painter  than  I  ioundedt  yet  I  cannot  avoid  mentioning  another 
excdfence  which  he  poascMcd  in  a  very  eminent  degree ;  he  wa*  aa 
much  dittingutthed  among  hia  contemporarie*  for  hit  diligence  and 
indnttry,  ai  ht  ewM  /or  lie  natur^  fatmAti  tfhii  minJ.  We  arc  told 
that  lui  whole  attention  waa  at)torDed  in  the  purtuit  of  his  an,  and 
that  he  Bcquiied  the  oanie  of  Mataccio  from  hit  total  disregard  to  hii 
dm>t  bia  perioo,  and  all  the  common  ooocerna  of  life.  He  \t  indeed 
a  ravti  iiulaitet  of  whal  v/eil-tSratttt  JiUgmct  will  do  in  a  short  time  t 
he  lived  but  twcnty-aeven  yeara ;  yet  in  that  *hort  ipooe  carried  the 
an  to  ^  beyood  what  it  had  before  reached,  that  he  appear*  to 

*  How  carrfal  ii  Sit  Jothiii,  tveo  in  a  pireolhttia,  la  inimuitc  the  obliKitiont 
of  lh»  {tnl  ftaiu  to  alhcn,  u  if  he  wmI<I  havr  brin  aolhiDj;  without  thrm,

Sir  Joiliaa  here  again  hain  between  nro  opinions.  He  tclla  iw  the 
name*  of  the  paintcn  who  formed  thcmt«lvcii  ujion  Mftacdo's  style : 
be  doe*  not  trtl  ua  on  whom  he  formed  hiniaclf.  At  one  linac  the 
oaural  fMoliict  of  fata  mind  were  m  rtniarluljle  as  his  induitry ;  at 
anotber  he  was  only  a  aijtnal  ionance  of  wbM  well-directed  diligence 
will  do  in  a  short  time.  Then  acain  <  be  appcvt  to  have  been  the 
fitK  who  diaurrered  the  path  that  leads  to  every  excelleoce  to  which 
the  An  aiterwinls  arrived,'  though  be  is  introduced  in  an  argBment 
to  shew  that  *  the  daily  food  and  noutithnwnt  of  the  mind  of  the 
Artist  sintt  be  found  in  the  worka  of  hit  prcdccevson.'  There  i« 
nmethiog  rurcly  very  wavering  aad  unauialactoty  in  all  this. 

Sir  Joshua,  in  anotlier  pan  of  his  vrork,  endeavoun  to  recondle 
aad  p(op  up  these  cooiradictioM  by  a  paradoxical  sophisfli  which  I 
think  tuna  «pon  himsdf.  He  nyn,  '  I  am  on  the  oontrary  Mmaded, 
that  by  imitation  only '  (by  which  lie  has  juat  explaioea  hinuelf  to 
mean  the  (tody  of  other  masters)  'variety  and  even  originality  of 
ioTcniion  is  pr^uced.  I  will  go  further ;  even  genius,  at  least,  what 
is  so  called,  it  the  child  of  imitation.  But  aa  this  appears  to  be  con- 
trary to  the  gcnnal  opinion,  I  mnit  explain  my  poMtioB  before  1 
enforce  it. 

■Geniiu  is  supposed  to  be  a  power  of  produciDeexoellencies,  which 
>re  oat  of  the  reach  of  tlie  rule*  of  an ;  a  power  which  no  precepts 
can  teach,  and  which  no  industry  can  acquire. 

'This  opinion  of  the  impossibility  of  acciuiring  thoec  beauties, 
which  stamp  ihe  work  with  (he  character  of  genius,  supposea  that  it 
is  ton>cthing  more  fixed  than  in  reality  it  is ;  sod  that  we  always  do 
■Dd  ever  did  agree  in  opinion,  with  respect  to  what  should  be  coo- 
cidcred  as  tbe  cbaractcristiek  of  genius.  But  the  truth  it,  that  the 
Agm  of  excellence  which  proclaim*  Gtnimt  i*  diderent  in  di^cnt 
time*  and  difi'ereot  places ;  and  what  shows  it  to  be  so  is,  that  man- 
kind have  often  changed  their  opinion  upon  this  malier. 

'When  the  Aru  were  in  their  infancy,  the  power  of  merely 
dnwiog  tbe  likcoew  of  nny  object,  was  considered  as  one  of  its 
grcMcft  cfrotts.  The  common  people,  ignorant  uf  the  pnnciplet  of 
UU  talk  the  same  bnguage  even  to  this  day.  But  when  it  was  fonnd 
lliat  every  man  could  be  taught  to  do  this,  and  a  great  deal  more) 
merely  by  the  obienaoce  of  certain  precepts ;  the  name  of  Genius 
then  shifted  its  application,  md  was  giren  only  to  him  who  added  the 
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pecultir  character  of  the  object  he  reprcKatcd  t  to  him  who  had 
inTcntion,  cxprcMioit,  gncc,  or  dimity,  in  short,  thocc  <jiulitie«  or 
cxcdlcncic*,  the  power  of  producing  which  could  nat  ilim  be  taught 
by  aay  known  and  pTotnulg.itcd  rulcH. 

*  We  are  very  turc  that  the  beauty  of  form,  tli<  cxpreMion  of  the 
pxaioDs,  the  an  of  cooijioaitiunt  crcn  t\\r  power  of  ipiniig  a  f,vran\ 
air  of  grandctir  to  a  woik,  in  at  prencnt  very  much  undci  the 
dominion  of  rule*.  Theae  exoeilencici  were  heretofore  coniidered 
merely  ai  the  ctTect*  nf  gcniui ;  and  junly,  if  gcoiui  it  not  taken  for 
b«piiatlon,  bui  »»  the  cllect  of  cloic  obMrration  ud  experience.'-— 
The  Siith  Dikouiue,  Vol.  I.  p.  153. 

Sir  Joshua  began  with  undenaking  to  shew  that  'genius  wat  the 
child  of  the  iniitaiioa  of  other*;  and  now  it  turn*  out  cot  to  be 
intpiratjon  indeed,  but  the  effect  of  close  obvetmiiun  and  experience.' 
The  whole  drift  of  thi«  argument  ippcan  to  be  contrary  to  wbxt  the 
wriier  intended  \  for  the  ot>*ion«  infisrence  i>  that  the  ewcnce  of 
gcniu»  coniist*  entirely,  both  in  kind  and  degree,  in  the  riogic  cireum- 
•taoce  of  originality.  The  rery  Mmc  things  are  or  are  not  genras, 
Mcording  m  they  proceed  from  invention  or  from  mere  imitation. 
la  so  &r  a*  a  thing  it  original,  as  ii  has  nerer  been  done  before,  it 
actjuirei  and  it  dewrves  the  appellation  of  geniu* :  in  to  fiir  as  it  i* 
not  original,  and  is  borrowed  (rom  othcra  or  taught  by  rule,  It  is  not, 
neither  is  it  called,  genius.  This  docs  not  make  much  for  ihe  sup- 
powiion  that  geoiin  b  a  uadiiionA]  and  second-hand  quality.  Because, 
for  cxanipic,  a  nun  without  much  genius  can  copy  a  picture  of 
Michael  Angclo's,  don  it  follow  that  tliere  was  no  genius  in  the 
original  desi)^,  or  that  tlie  inventor  and  the  copyist  are  equal  f  If 
indeed,  as  Sir  Joshua  labours  to  prove,  mete  imitation  of  existing 
modelii  and  attention  to  established  rules  could  produce  result*  exactly 
■inialar  lo  those  of  natural  power*,  if  the  progress  of  art  as  a  learned 
profewiop  were  a  gradual  but  continual  accumulation  of  individual 
cxcdlcnce,  inniead  of  being  a  sudden  and  almost  miraculous  start  to 
the  highest  beauty  and  grandeur  nearly  at  first,  aod  a  regular  dcclcn- 
■soo  to  mediocrity  ever  jfier,  liken  indeed  the  distinction  between 
gniu*  and  imiuiioo  would  be  little  worili  conteoditig  for :  the  cauaca 
mi}<ht  be  differeoc,  the  effects  would  be  the  tame,  or  rather  skill  to 
avail  ourtelvei  of  external  advantages  would  be  of  more  importance 
and  et^cacy  than  the  most  powerful  internal  resources.  But  as  the 
case  ftaods  all  the  great  works  of  art  have  been  the  offipriog  of 
individual  genius,  either  projecting  itself  before  the  general  advance* 
of  society  or  sinking  out  a  separate  path  for  itself;  ail  the  rest  it  but 
labour  ia  vab.  For  every  purpose  of  emulation  or  instruction,  we  go 
bock  to  the  original  inventor*,  not  to  those  who  imitated,  and  as  it  ia 
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fidiely  jiretcndM],  tmpti>v«!  upon  tbcir  modvis :  or  if  ttiote  who 
(bltovrcd  hsTc  at  any  lime  ntt.iinrd  at  high  a  rank  ot  lurpaucd  thdr 
prcdecMiors,  it  wit  doe  from  twriowing  ihcir  excellences,  but  by 
unfolding  new  and  exquisite  jJOwrr«  of  their  own,  of  which  the 
muvinj;  [iriticiple  by  in  the  individual  mind,  and  not  la  the  Mimului 
alfordcd  by  picTiout  examtile  and  }\i:ut.TJ,l  knuwlcdjte.  Great  &u)t>i 
it  ii  uue,  may  be  avoided,  but  gmt  exccltenccM  on  nirver  be  .iCUiined 
in  thi«  way.  If  Sir  Joihua't  hypotberit  of  progrctiivc  refinement  in 
an  wn  any  thing  more  ih.-tn  a  verbal  fAllacy,  why  doe*  he  go  back  to 
Micliirl  Angelo  si  the  God  of  hit  idolatry!  Why  don  he  find 
fault  with  Carlo  Maiaiii  for  being  hnvy  1  Or  why  doe«  he  dccbrt 
as  cxpUcitly  aa  truly,  that  'tlic  judjtment,  after  it  hat  been  tooft 
piKive,  by  degrees  Io»m  it*  power  of  becoininf[  aciire  wbco  exertion 
U  necetiury  ? ' — Once  more  to  point  out  the  fluctuation  in  Sir  Joihua't 
notionk  on  thin  subject  of  the  adrantaget  of  natuml  ^eniux  and  artiticial 
Rudy,  he  rayR,  when  recommending  the  proper  object*  of  ambitioo  to 
the  young  artist — 

*  My  advice  in  a  wotd  it  thi» :  keep  your  principal  aiicntion  Rxed 
upon  the  hij^ber  exccllencSct.  If  you  compasi  them,  and  compaN 
flOthtnj;  more,  you  are  still  in  the  (ir«  claw.  We  may  (ej(fet  the 
innumerable  beauties  which  you  may  want  {  you  may  be  Tcry 
imperfect  (  but  Aill  you  arc  an  imperfect  ardn  of  the  highett  ordcr- 
— Vol.  I.  p.  ii6. 

This  ii  in  the  Fifth  Diacour*c.  In  the  Seventh  our  artist  (ccms 
to  waver,  and  fling  a  doubt  on  lus  former  dcctaioo,  whereby  *  it  Ioks 
«wne  colour.* 

■  Indeed  perfection  in  an  inferior  Ryle  may  be  reasonably  preferred 
to  mediocrity  in  the  highcxi  walk*  of  art.  A  Iindsc.ipe  of  Claude 
Lorraine  nojr '  tic  preferred  to  a  history  by  Luca  Giordano:  but 
hence  appear*  the  nccewity  of  the  connoifseor's  knowing  in  what 
conainj  the  excellency  of  each  clast,  in  order  to  judge  how  near  it 
approachet  to  perfection.' — fUJ.  p.  117. 

A«  be  advancM,  however,  lie  grows  bolder,  and  altogether  discards 
hia  theory  of  judging  of  the  artist  by  the  claM  to  which  he  belongs — 
*  But  we  have  the  *anction  of  all  mankind,'  be  flaya,  *  in  preferring 
geniui  in  a  lower  rank  of  art,  to  iVeblcneit  and  iniipidity  in  the 
highctl.'  This  it  in  speaking  of  Gainsbotough.  The  whole  pa.ttagc 
it  excellent,  and,  I  ibould  think,  conclusive  againtt  the  general  and 
laciiiiout  style  of  art  on  which  he  insists  so  much  at  other  timet. 

■On  this  ground,  howc\-er  unsafe,  I  will  veoiuic  to  proplieay,  that 
two  of  the  last   distinguished   Painter!  of  that   country,    1    mean

I  do  not  h;  that  tlio^e  paiotun  v-cre  not  mpccior  lo 
the  artilt  1  allude  lOf'  and  wtiOK  lou  we  lament,  in  a  ceruin  roaiine 
of  practice,  wbicb,  (o  the  eyea  of  common  ohncncrs,  hai  the  air  of  a 
learned  cotnpottiion,  and  bears  a  sort  of  tupcrficiat  icaemblaDCc  to  the 
manner  of  the  great  men  who  went  before  them.  [  know  clii* 
perfectly  well ;  hot  I  know  likewise,  that  a  man  looking  for  real  and 
laating  reputation  niuat  onlearn  much  of  die  common-place  method  to 
obtervable  in  the  works  of  the  aitiwi  whom  I  hare  named.  For  my 
own  pan,  I  contean,  I  take  more  intereai  in  and  am  more  captivated 
with  the  powerful  impreuion  of  nature,  which  Gainaborougb  exhibited 
b  hit  ponraiit  and  in  hi>  landscapen,  and  the  iatcreRinj;  linipticity 
and  elegance  of  hia  little  ordinary  beggar-children,  than  with  any  of 
the  work*  of  that  School,  aince  the  time  of  Andrea  Sacchi,  or 
pnhapa  wc  may  say.  Carlo  Maratti ;  two  painters  who  may  truly  be 
■aid  to  be  Ultihi  Romanoium. 

"  I  am  well  awure  bow  much  I  lay  myielf  open  to  the  censure  and 
ridicule  of  the  Academical  pioiewort  of  other  nationi,  in  preferring 
the  humble  attempt*  of  Gainaborough  to  the  works  of  those  regular 
graduates  in  the  great  historical  style.  BiU  we  iavr  itrt  lanciian  of  all 
manimd  in  f>rtfrrn»g  gnuBt  in  a  hwrr  rani  of  an  to  JreUaitii  and 
iiuitidity  in  lit  higlirjt? — Vol.  II.  |>.  tja, 

Yet  this  cxcelleni  artiat  and  critic  h,  ,«l!d  but  a  few  pages  before, 
when  working  vpon  his  theory — <  For  this  reason  I  shall  beg  leave 
to  lay  before  you  a  lew  thoughts  on  the  subject ;  to  throw  out  some 
hints  that  may  lead  your  minds  to  an  opinion  (which  I  take  to  be  the 
true  one)  that  Painting  is  not  only  not  to  be  considered  as  an  imitation 
operating  by  decqition,  but  that  it  is,  and  ought  to  be,  in  many  points 
M  view  and  strictly  speaking,  no  imitation  at  atl  of  external  nature. 
Perhaps  it  ought  to  be  as  far  removed  from  the  vulgar  idea  of 
initanon  as  the  refined  civilised  state  io  which  we  live  it  removed 
liom  a  gross  state  of  nature  ;  and  those  who  have  not  culiivated  their 
imaginations,  which  the  majority  of  mankind  ceriainly  hai«  cot.  may 
be  said,  in  regard  to  arts,  to  continue  in  this  state  of  oaiure.  Such 
men  will  always  prefer  imitation  '  (the  tmiucion  of  nature)  '  to  that 
excellence  which  is  addressed  to  another  faculty  that  they  do  not 
poteess  ;  but  these  arc  ooi  the  persona  lo  whom  a  painter  is  to  look, 
any    more   than   a    judge   of    morals    artd   manners  ought   to  refer

I  cuiDoi  undcnake  to  reconcile  to  many  contradktioiw,  nor  do 
I  dunk  ii  an  ciuy  tuk  for  the  MwlcQt  to  dctiic  uiy  nimplc  or  intrtli- 
fifclc  clue  from  (h<-K  conflicting  authoritirt  «ikI  brc^en  hicttc  in 
Uw  prOMCution  of  h»  an.  Sir  Jofthua  tppcin  to  hare  imbibed  from 
Dtben  {Burke  or  Johnaon)  a  ipurioiu  DMUphytical  notion  tlut  an 
wat  to  be  prefnred  to  notnrc,  aaiJ  leanuojt  to  fpsuat,  with  which  bb 
own  good  t«n*c  and  jiiactical  obcerradon  were  contintiaUy  nt  war, 
but  from  which  he  only  emancipates  himtclf  ftir  a  moRicni  to  rcbpce 
into  the  «nic  error  again  ihortly  aftet.*  The  conclusion  of  the 
TwcUih  Ditcourtc  ii,  I  ihink,  however,  a  iriumphaot  and  unaa*wer- 
abtc  dcDanciaiion  of  his  own  favourite  paradox  on  the  object*  and 
Kodyof  an.

M  indeed  necesaary  for  the  accomplithment  of  their  idea  of  perfection.^

ESSAY  XIV 
THE   SAME    SUBJECT    CONTINUED 

The  fiitt  imjoiry  which  run*  through  Sir  Jothua  Reynold*** 
Ditcouraea  is,  whether  the  tiudent  ought  to  took  at  nature  with  bis 
own  cyct  or  with  the  eye*  of  other*,  and  on  the  whole,  he  apparmtly 
udioe*  to  the  latter.  I'he  tccond  question  i«,  what  it  10  be  under- 
Mood  by  nature  I  whether  it  i*  a  general  aad  aburaci  idea,  or  an 
aggregate  of  particvbii ;  and  be  nrauiously  maintains  the  foriner  of 
theK  poiiuooi.  Yet  it  i*  not  caty  alwayi  to  determine  how  lar  or 
with  what  precise  liaiitatioiM  he  doe*  m. 

The  6m  i^rm  of  his  (peculation*  on  ihi*  mbjcct  it  to  be  found  in 
two  paper*  in  the  Idler.  In  the  latt  paragraph  of  the  iccond  orilteK, 
he  tan* 

'If  it  has  been  proved  tliat  the  Painter,  by  attending  to  the 
iniaiiablc  and  general  ideai  of  ruiture,  produce*  beauty,  he  mud,  by 
regarding  mioute  particulariiie*  and  accideacal  ditcriminaiion*,  deviate 
from  the  umieftal  rale,  and  pollute  bin  canva*  with  deformity.' — See 
Work*,  Vol.  II.  p.  14a. 

In  aoiwer  to  this,  I  would  t»j  that  dclormity  i*  not  the  being 
raried  in  the  particular*,  in  which  all  thing*  dilfer  ffot  on  thia 
principle  all  nature,  whidi  is  made  ap  of  individuaU,  would  be  a  heap 
of  dcKKmity)  but  in  violatbg  general  rate*,  in  which  they  all  or 
aliBOM  all  agree.  Thua  there  are  no  two  note*  in  the  world  exactly 
alike,  or  without  a  great  variety  of  tubotdin;ite  pnrt«,  which  may  (till 
be  haiKbonw,  but  a  face  without  any  no«r  m  all,  or  a  nose  (likr  that 
of  a  maelc)  witliout  any  particularity  in  the  details,  would  be  a  great 
deformity  in  art  or  nature.  Sir  Joshua  teem*  to  have  been  led  into 
hit  DOtWDt  on  this  subject  either  by  an  ambiguity  of  tenna,  or  by 
takiag  oolr  one  riew  uf  nature.  He  supposes  grandeur,  or  the 
gennal  c^lect  of  the  whole,  to  coniitt  in  leiring  out  the  particular 
detail*,  bceaiac   iheac  Hetails   are    tometime*    found    without    any 
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erandeur  of  dFcct,  and  be  thtrcfoic  conceivn  tlic  two  ihiajp  to  be 
trrecoDciJeable  and  the  iltrrnativM  of  «ch  other.  Tbi>  it  jay 
ioipcr£FCl  rruoning.  If  the  mer«  leaving  out  tlie  dcuili  cootiitutcd 
graodcuri  my  one  could  do  tJiii :  the  gieaietit  d.-iubcr  would  u  that 
rate  be  the  grcatc«t  .inixt.  A  house  or  ugn-painier  migbi  inguotly 
enter  the  lisu  with  Michael  Angelo,  and  might  look  down  oa  (be 
little,  dry,  hard  maoDer  of  Raphael.  But  giaodeur  dcpenda  oa  a 
ditttDcl  principle  of  m  own,  not  on  a  oegation  of  the  pait«  |  and  u 
it  doM  not  ariie  from  tbeir  omiMion,  ao  ociUier  is  it  incompatible 
wilb  their  iowrtion  or  the  higbett  finiihiog.  In  fact,  an  artist  may 
give  the  minute  particular*  of  any  object  one  by  one,  and  with  the 
uimoit  cure,  and  totally  tirglcct  the  pioponiont,  arrangement  nnd 
general  mas<c«,  oa  which  the  ctTcci  of  the  whole  more  immedbtely 
depeodt  1  or  he  may  give  the  laiiei,  tyrx,  the  proportiooi  and 
irrangecneol  of  the  larger  parts  aod  the  general  ma^aea  of  light  and 
shade,  and  leave  all  the  niiouteT  paiia  of  which  thoxe  parli  arc  com- 
poted  a  mere  blotch,  one  general  toiear,  like  the  6r*t  crude  and  baity 
getting  in  of  the  ground-work  of  a  picture  :  he  may  do  either  of  theae, 
or  he  may  combine  both,  that  i*,  finiah  the  |>arti,  but  put  them  in  their 
right  placet,  and  keep  them  io  due  luboidinaiion  to  ^e  genera)  cStct 
and  numogof  the  whole.  If  the  exclusion  of  the  part*  were  nccMtary 
to  the  grandeur  of  the  whole  composition,  if  the  mote  entire  tbi* 
exclusion,  if  the  more  like  a  laiu/a  rata,  a  vague,  undeliQed,  ihadowy 
and  abMiacied  repreaentatioo  the  picture  wa*,  the  greater  the  grandeur, 
there  could  be  no  danger  of  puihing  thii  principle  too  far,  and  going  the 
fiiU  length  of  Sir  Joahua'i  theory  withoui  any  re«triciion*  or  nienul 
rcservatioD).  But  neither  of  ihcae  supposiiioRK  in  true.  The  gicateM 
graodetir  may  co-exitt  with  the  most  perfect,  nay  with  a  microKOptc 
accuracy  of  detail,  as  we  »ee  it  docs  ofteji  in  nature :  the  gicateat 
looaencM  and  iloTenliiieas  of  exectiiioo  may  be  displayed  without  any 
grandeur  at  all  either  in  the  outline  or  diitribution  of  the  maitcs  of 
colour.  To  explain  mote  particularly  what  1  mean.  I  have  seen 
aod  copied  poriraiia  by  Titian,  in  which  the  eyebrows  were  marked 
with  a  number  of  small  stroke*,  like  hair-lines  (indeed,  the  hairs  of 
which  they  were  composed  were  in  a  great  measure  given) — but  did 
this  destroy  the  grandeur  of  cxpretsion,  the  truth  of  outline,  arising 
from  the  arraogentent  of  these  hair-lines  in  a  given  form  ?  Tlw 
grandeur,  the  character,  the  expreuioo  remained,  ^r  the  general  form 
or  arched  and  cxpcinded  outline  remained,  juet  a«  much  as  if  it  had 
been  daubed  io  with  a  blacking-brush :  the  introduction  of  the 
iDtcToJ    paru  and    texture  only  added    delicacy  and  truth  to  the 

Seoera)  aod  striking  effect  of  the  whole.     Surely  a  Dumber  of  tmall 
ou  or  lilies  may  be  arranged  into  the  form  of  a  square  or  a  ctrde 
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tndi«crimin3tcty ;  th«  *(iuar«  or  circle,  that  i*,  the  larjpr  igatt, 
ttmaiaa  the  aimc,  whctltcr  tlie  IIdc  of  which  it  coaiini  *%  broken  or 
coatiDUOUig  aa  we  may  mc  in  prinln  where  the  outline*,  feature*,  and 
iDMiea  renmia  the  tame  in  all  the  tarietict  of  mczxoiinio,  doiicd  and 
line  en|!raTing.  If  Titian  in  markiag  the  a|>prar3nce  of  the  hair*  had 
deruEcd  the  geneial  shape  und  coniout  <n  the  cyebrowi,  he  would 
haTc  dentroycd  the  look  of  nature ;  but  m  he  did  not,  but  kept  both 
in  new,  he  proportiouatelf  improred  his  copy  of  it.  So  m  what 
regards  the  maaies  of  lijiht  and  shade,  the  rariety,  the  delicate  tran»- 
paccDCy  and  broken  transitions  of  the  tinu  it  not  incomiRent  with  the 
jtreaceit  breadth  or  boldi-ut  contrnxti.  If  the  light,  for  inatance,  i% 
thrown  sttongly  on  one  tide  of  a  face,  and  the  other  ia  ca*l  into  deep 
thade,  let  the  individani  and  various  part«  of  the  aurface  be  linithcd 
with  the  moil  scrupulous  exactncM  both  In  the  drawing  and  in  the 
colours :  provided  nature  in  not  exceeded,  this  will  not  nor  cannot 
deitroy  tbe  force  and  hannooy  of  tiie  conipoiilion.  One  side  of  the 
face  will  still  have  that  ^rcat  and  leading  diiiinction  of  being  seen  in 
tliadow,  and  the  other  ol  being  *cen  in  the  light,  let  the  tubocdinate 
dilfcrencea  be  a*  many  and  as  preciae  ns  they  will.  Suppoae  a 
panther  ia  painted  in  the  sun :  will  it  be  nccestary  to  Icare  out  the 
•pott  to  produce  breadth  and  the  great  atylc,  or  will  not  this  be  done 
more  eifcctually  by  jiaintifij;  the  spots  of  one  side  of  his  shaggy  coat 
as  thcj  are  seen  in  the  light,  and  ihow  of  the  other  as  they  really 
aspear  in  natural  shadow  l  the  two  niasM«  are  thus  prescri'ed  corn- 
pletety,  and  no  olfesce  it  done  to  truth  and  nature.  Othcrwiw  we 
resolve  the  di^iribution  of  light  and  shade  into  hca/  tataurmg.  The 
maaiea,  the  grandeur  exint  ctjually  in  external  nature  with  the  local 
differcDces  of  diffirfcnt  colour*.  Yet  Sii  Jothtu  secnw  to  argue  that 
the  grandeur,  the  effect  of  the  whole  object,  is  confined  to  the  general 
idea  in  the  mind,  and  chat  all  the  littJcneM  and  indtvidaality  i!  in 
nature.  This  is  an  esteotially  fajte  ricw  of  the  subject.  This 
grtadeur,  tbi*  general  effect,  it  indeed  alwayi  combined  with  the 
detail*,  or  what  our  theoretical  reaaoncr  would  detignate  at  Bliltmtt 
in  nature :  and  lo  it  ought  to  be  in  art,  at  far  i*  an  can  follow  nature 
with  prudence  and  proht.  What  ii  the  fault  of  Denncr's  ttyle  ?  It 
it,  that  be  docs  noS  give  this  combination  of  propcnict :  that  he  givei 
onJy  one  new  of  nature,  that  he  absiractt  the  details,  tbc  tiniihing, 
the  curiosicica  of  saiural  appearance*  from  the  general  result,  truth  and 
character  of  the  whole,  and  in  finishing  every  pan  with  elaborate 
care,  totally  loiei  tight  of  the  more  important  and  siiiking  apptariflce 
of  the  object  at  it  preaents  itself  to  us  in  nature.  He  given  cieiy  part 
of  a  face ;  but  ibe  shape,  the  cxprestioD,  the  light  and  shade  of  the 
whole  it  wrong,  ami  as  far  at  can  be  from  what  is  natural.     He  gives 
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an  i&lifiite  vuitty  of  ttntt,  but  ihty  m  not  ihc  itntt  of  di?  hunsn 
face,  nor  are  ilicy  tubjecied  to  any  uriBciplt  of  ligln  and  slisdc.  He 
t*  (lifTerrot  from  Rembrandt  or  Titiua.  Tlie  liaglUb  acboot,  tbrmtd 
on  Sir  Jotbiu'i  theory,  give  neither  the  lini>hinj[  of  the  paru  nor  the 
elFcct  of  the  whole,  but  an  inexplicable  dumb  mais  without  diitiDCItoa 
or  meining.  They  ilo  not  do  as  Dcnncr  did,  and  tbink  that  not  to 
do  M  he  did  is  lo  do  u  Titian  and  Rembrandt  did ;  1  do  not  know 
whether  they  would  tnke  it  s*  a  complinicnt  lo  be  luppoted  to 
initACr  nature.  Some  few  artitti)  it  mutt  be  uid,  have  'of  late 
refomted  lliii  iodilf'ereotiv  imong  ub  !  Oh  1  let  them  reform  it 
altogether ! '  I  h;iTe  no  doubt  they  would  if  they  could ;  but  I  bare 
•ome  donbia  whether  they  can  or  not. — Before  I  proceed  to  coDtider 
the  ^ucition  of  beauty  acid  grandeur  u  it  relate)  to  the  telection  of 
form,  I  will  (loote  a  lew  [lasugc*  from  Sir  Jothua  with  reference  to 
what  ba»  been  txid  on  the  imitation  of  particular  objects.  In  the 
Third  Uiscouric  he  observes, '  1  wil  now  add  that  oatnrc  bcrwif  h 
not  to  be  too  closely  copied.  ...  A  mere  «min  of  luture  ah  neiMr 
froJuu  any  tting  ^r"H ;  can  aever  rmst  aad  mlargt  thr  ctactftMiu,  or 
warm  the  hiart  of  the  sptdator.  The  wish  of  the  genuine  painteT 
mull  be  more  cKtcmiTe  :  initead  of  endcarouring  to  amuiic  mankind 
with  the  minute  ociilncBt  of  hi»  imiiatiom,  he  muH  eiideaTijur  to 
improTc  them  by  the  grandeur  of  his  ideas ;  in*tead  of  »eekiag  prai«c 
by  dccctTing  the  lupcrficial  scnae  of  the  spectator,  he  must  striie  for 
fame  by  captivating  ilie  imitgiiiation.' — Vol.  I.  p.  jj. 

From  thii  paaaage  it  would  tureJy  aceni  that  there  was  nothing  in 
nature  but  minute  neatneti  and  superfiGUI  effect :  nothing  great  in  Ixr 
*ij\e,  for  an  imitator  of  it  can  produce  nothing  great  i  nothing  '  to 
enlarge  the  concepticnn  or  warm  the  heart  of  the  ipecutor.' 

■  What  word  hath  pn»ed  ihy  lip*,  Adam  severe  i' 

All  that  ii  truly  ^rand  or  excellent  it  a  figment  of  the  imagination,  a 
vapid  creation  out  of  nothing,  a  pure  effect  of  overlooking  and 
scorning  the  minute  neatness  of  natural  object«.  This  will  not  dOp 
Again,  Sir  Joihua  lays  it  down  without  any  qualificauoa  that 

■  The  whole  beauty  and  grandeur  of  the  art  consists  in  being  able 
to  gel  above  all  linguar  forma,  local  cunioms,  pcculiaritiexj  and  dttmtt 
of  every  kind.' — Page  58. 

Vet  at  p.  Hi  w<e  nnd  him  acknowledging  a  difiercnt  opinion. 

*I  am  very  ready  to  allow'  (he  «ay»,  in  speaking  of  hiwory- 
paintingl  '  that  t«mt  circumstances  of  minuteoeu  nnd  particularity 
friijutBily  Tend  to  give  an  air  of  truth  to  a  piece,  and  le  inirreii  Ifot 
tpuiaior  m  an  tKlracrJmarj  maatier.  Such  circumKaticeii  therefore 
csnoot  wholly  be  rejected :    but  if  there  be  anif  thing  in  the  Aft 
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which  requim  peculiar  nicety  of  discernment,  it  it  the  ditpotitioD  of 
ibcM  nuDute  circunuuottai  pam  j  wliicht  according  to  the  judgmeot 
employed  in  the  choice,  become  %o  lueful  to  truth  or  *o  iojuiiout  to 
grandeur.' — Page  Hi. 

TbM'»  true;  but  the  i«re«ping  daute  agunrt  'all  particularitiea 
and  detul)  of  every  kind  '  ii  clearly  got  rid  of.  The  undecided  state 
of  Sir  Jo«hua'*  feelingi  on  thi«  subject  of  the  incontpatibjlity  between 
■be  whole  aod  the  d«uils  i«  ttrikingly  manifested  in  two  short  patsAgcs 
which  follow  each  otiiei  b  the  fpace  of  two  pa^e*.  Speaking  of 
some  pictures  of  Paul  Vi-TOoeK  and  Kubeai  as  distiogtiiahed  by  the 
dexterity  and  the  unity  of  >tyle  displayed  in  theoi,  he  addi — 

*  It  is  by  ihit  and  thii  alone,  that  the  mcchaaical  power  i>  ennobled, 
and  railed  much  aboic  its  natural  rank.  And  it  appcari  to  me,  that 
with  propriety  it  acquires  this  character,  as  an  instance  of  that 
superiority  with  which  mind  predominate*  orer  matter,  by  contract' 
ing  into  one  whole  wlut  nature  has  made  multi&rious.' — Vol  II< 
p.  63. 

This  would  imply  that  the  principle  of  unity  and  integrity  i(  only 
in  the  mind,  and  that  nature  is  a  heap  of  disjointed,  diKonnecCed 
particulars,  »  chaos  of  points  and  atoms.  lo  the  very  next  page,  the 
leUowiDg  scnteoce  occurs — 

'As  paiotioit  is  an  art,  they'  (the  ignorant)  'think  they  oaght  to 
be  pleated  in  pioporlioa  M  they  MC  that  art  osieotattousiy  displayed  ; 
they  will  from  this  nppentioa  prefer  neatneia,  high  finishing,  and 
pndy  colouring,  to  the  truth,  simplicity  and  uaiif  of  nature.' 

Before,  neatncM  and  high  tinishiog  were  supposed  to  belong  ex> 
dutifcly  to  the  littleness  of  nature,  but  here  truth,  simplicity  and 
unity  are  her  characteristics.  Sood  after.  Sir  Jonhua  say*,  '  I  should 
be  sorry  if  what  has  been  said  should  be  understood  to  have  any 
tendency  to  encourage  that  carclcnneM  which  leaves  work  in  an  un- 
6ftishcd  state.  I  conmKitd  nothing  fer  the  want  of  exactness ;  I 
ronn  to  point  out  that  kind  of  exactncs*  which  b  the  best,  and 
which  is  alone  truly  to  be  so  esteemed.'— VoL  II.  p.  6;.  This  Sir 
Jothva  ha*  already  told  us  consists  in  getting  aboTc  ■  all  particuLaritiet 
and  detaits  of  every  kind.'     Once  more  we  find  it  is  stated  that 

'  It  is  in  vain  to  attend  to  the  variation  of  tints,  if  in  that  attention 
the  general  hue  of  tlesli  is  la»t ;  or  to  fioi&h  ever  so  minutely  the 
parts,  if  the  masse*  are  not  obaerred,  or  the  whole  not  well  put 
loecthcf.' 

Nothing  can  be  truer :  but  why  always  suppo«e  the  two  thing*  at 
variance  with  each  other  ! 

'  Tiiiaa'b  r:kanacr  was  then  new  to  the  world,  but  tliat  unshaken 
truth  00  which  it  is  foiuidtd,  has  fixed  ti  as  a  mode)  to  all  succeeding 
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and  those  who  will  examine  tnto  the  anincc,  wiiJ  fi&d  >l  to 
CoOiiK  in  (iw  power  of  gcacraliKDg.  mm)  in  ihc  ihortnrM  and  Mn|)&dtj 
of  dw  Rieui  mplored.' — Page  51. 

TitiaB'*  real  ezceUcfKC  eaanutd  in  tbe  power  of  genwaKwm  and 
of  wJwAirfwiy  at  tbe  aame  time :  if  it  ««re  merdj  tbe  fomieTt  h 
wonld  he  diiScalt  to  accowu  for  tbe  error  inunediatay  after  poiotcd 
ow  hj  Sir  Jotlina.     He  tayi  in  ihe  very  next  paragrapb : 

•  VUay  anjiu,  at  Vauri  likewi*e  obterre*.  bare  igoonmly  imagined 
lbc7  arc  tmitaiing  tbe  Bianoei  of  Titian,  when  they  leaw  thirir  eoJoon 
roagh,  and  negWa  the  d<uil :  but  not  poMestiog  the  peindpJo  oa 
which  he  wTOuehi,  tbcy  hare  peodoced  what  be  calk  gtfi  pitlwt, 
abnrd,  fooliih  ptcture*.' — tM.  p.  54. 

Many  artiaa  hare  alu  imanDcd  (hey  were  foIlowiBg  the  directiooa 
of  Sir  Joibu  when  they  did  the  aame  thing,  that  ia,  neglected  th« 
detail,  and  pradoced  the  same  multa,  *aptd  gcDeratitiea,  ^Murd, 
(boGah  pacturea. 

I  wifl  only  j^ie  two  abort  ptua^ea  Biore,  and  hare  done  with  thii 
pan  of  the  nibject.  1  am  anxioo*  to  coofroot  Sir  Joahua  with  hia 
DWO  astbority. 

'  Tbe  adtantage  of  thi*  method  of  coowdcring  objecta  {at  a  wfatr) 
U  what  I  wiih  oi^w  toot*  pankdarly  to  eofbrcc.  At  the  aane  time 
I  do  not  forget,  that  a  painter  mutt  harr  tbe  power  of  coDCracting  aa 
well  at  dilating  hit  tight ;  becaute  be  that  doe*  not  at  all  cxpreaa 
particulara,  expreaict  nothing;  yet  it  it  certain  that  a  ax«  difciisiina- 
tioo  of  minute  drcumttaocei,  and  a  poociilioiai  delineation  of  ibem, 
whaierer  excellence  it  may  hare  (and  I  do  not  mean  to  detract  from 
h),  nercr  did  confer  on  the  artitt  the  character  of  Geniua.' — Vol.  II.

At  page  J3,  we  find  the  foUowing  word*: 

'  Wbetber  it  it  the  bonaan  figure,  and  animal,  or  eren  inanimate 
ob)(cta,  there  is  ooching,  bowerei  aaproniiiinf:  in  appearance,  but  suy 
be  raited  imo  dignity,  cootey  sentiment,  and  produce  emottoo,  10  the 
haodi  of  a  Paimct  of  geniua.  What  wat  taid  of  Virgil,  that  he 
threw  eren  the  diiog  about  the  gronod  with  as  air  of  dipiitj,  may 
be  applied  to  Titiao ;  whaeerer  be  touched,  howcrer  nacnntOy  ncaa, 
■ad  hsbiiully  familiar,  by  a  kind  of  magic  he  iarevtcd  with  graadctir 
and  imponancc.' — No,  not  by  magic,  bet  by  leeking  and  finding  ia 
iodiTtdiial  nature,  and  cooibbed  with  detaili  of  every  kind,  that  grace 
and  graodetiT  and  unity  of  elTect  which  Sir  Jothua  tnppotet  to  be  a 
mere  creation  of  the  artiti't  brain !  Titian't  pncttoe  wat,  I  cooceire, 
10  gire  general  appearance*  with  individual  forma  and  circtmutancet : 
Sir  Joabaa'i  theory  goea  too  oAcn,  and,  in  it«  peeTailing  biaa,  to 
•eparxtc  the  two  thingt  aa  iaconmtcDt  with  each  other,  and  thereby

to  dcicrojr  or  brinjt  into  qnniioa  that  anion  of  urikinjt  tSect  with 
accuac;r  of  remnfaluice  io  which  the  cmcdcc  of  Muod  art  (a*  far  a« 
relates  to  ioutadoo)  oocuitt*. 

Farther,  a*  Sir  Jcwhna  i*  ioclistd  lo  merge  the  dctaiU  of  todiriilual 
object*  in  genrral  ei&ct,  so  he  t»  resolved  to  reduce  all  btavtj  or 
pudtor  b  nOMnl  object*  to  a  ctaita]  Cotm  or  abitrict  idea  of  a 
OCfoin  daMt  m  a*  to  exdudc  all  peculi^iriiiet  or  dcTiaiioos  (torn  thit 
ideal  Randuitl  ai  onfit  subject*  lor  the  artist's  pencil,  and  u  diluting 
bM  canru  with  delomity.  As  the  fonner  principle  went  to  dettroy 
■U  exBcmcM  asd  soKdiiy  in  partkalir  things,  thia  goes  to  confound 
all  nrictj,  dittiactnesai  and  characteristic  foicc  io  ihc  broader  scale 
of  nstate.  Thcce  it  a  piinciplc  of  coflformitr  in  nature  or  of  some- 
thing in  comnion  between  a  oumbet  of  tndi*id(uls  of  the  same  clats, 
but  ibeie  is  also  a  prindple  of  contrut,  of  di£criniifi«ioii  and  identity, 
which  is  coually  cssestial  in  the  syuem  of  the  universe  and  in  the 
structure  of  our  idea*  both  of  ^n  and  natnre.  Sir  Joshua  would 
hardly  neotralite  the  tini»  of  llic  rainbow  to  produce  a  diogy  grey, 
a*  3  medivio  or  central  colour :  why  then  thoutd  he  ncutralisr  all 
fcatum,  forms,  &c.  to  pcoduue  an  insipid  monotony  i  He  doe*  not 
indeed  consider  hii  theory  of  beauty  j*  applicable  to  colour,  which  he 
well  nnderuood,  but  intttis  upon,  and  literally  eafoices  it  at  to  form 
aod  ideal  conceptions,  of  which  he  knew  comparatively  little,  and 
where  his  authority  is  more  <iu<'fitionah!c.  I  will  not  in  thii  place 
undertake  to  shew  that  his  theory  of  a  middle  foiin  (as  the  standard 
of  taste  and  beauty)  is  not  true  of  the  outline  of  the  human  lace  and 
figure  or  other  organic  bodies,  though  1  think  that  even  there  it  is 
only  one  prbdple  or  condition  of  beauty ;  but  I  do  say  that  it  has 
little  or  nothing  to  do  with  tho*c  other  capital  fUU  of  painting, 
colour,  cbaracirr,  exprcMion,  and  grandeur  of  conception.  Sir 
Jotbua  himself  cootcod*  that  'beaoty  in  crcaiurci  of  the  same  ^lecies 
is  the  medium  or  ceittre  of  all  its  various  forms ; '  and  he  moumiw 
that  grandettr  is  the  miat  abetractioa  of  the  species  in  the  individual. 
Therefore  beauty  ami  craodeur  idbm  be  the  same  thing,  wbicli  ihey 
are  MA ;  CO  that  this  deliniticin  mutt  be  faulty.  Grandeur  1  ahould 
SMppoee  to  imply  Kimcthing  ih.ii  clcvatcn  and  expand*  the  niiod, 
vhich  it  chiclly  power  or  magnitude.  Beauty  it  that  which  soothe* 
■ad  melt*  it,  .-uid  its  source  I  apprehend  it  a  certain  harmooji 
ioftnets,  and  gradation  of  form,  within  the  limit*  of  our  cnitonury 
associations  no  doubt,  or  of  what  we  expect  of  certain  specie*,  but 
not  independent  of  every  other  cooiidei^oa.  Our  critic  hiniKlF 
confesse*  of  Mkbael  Angelo,  whom  he  re^rdt  a*  the  pauein  of  the 
great  and  KibliiBc  ttyle,  that  '  his  people  are  a  superior  order  of 
being* ;    there  is  nothing  about  ihcm,  nothing  in  the  air  of  their 
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actioai  or  tbcb  ittitiulett  or  the  styte  or   um  of  their  lirobt  or 
frJ>lur««,  that   remtodi  ua  of  (lior   belonging   to  oui  own  (pccie*. 
RafwUc's  inugination  it  not  m  clcTstcd  :  hi*  dgatt*  arc  not  to  much 
diajoined  from  oor  own  dintinutiTC  rscc  o(  btiog*,  though  his  ideaaj 
»zt  cbittti  aoUt,  Atti  of  f^itxt  confbniuty  to  thdi  cub)ecu.     MIcbBcl  | 
Aiif[do'i  works  have  a  struDg,  peculi»r»  aod  marked  cliaracter  ;  tbw 
tBtm  U>  proceed  ftom  hii  own  mind  entirely,  and  that  miDd  to  ridi  I 
and  abandAnt,  that  he  never  needed  or  •eemed  lu  diidain  to  lookl 
abroad  tor  Torcign  hdp.     R>f»rlle*»  matcriolt  arc  gcncratly  bo«ro«wd, 
though  the  noble  (uvctvrc  it  hit  own.'     Firm  DtKouRU.     How 
doM  til  (hit  acc«rd  with  ibc  tame  writer's  farouriic  theory  tbci  ftlL 
beawy,  all  grandeur,  and  all  excellence,  eoniitt  in  an  approuaittMll 
to  thai  central   foiro  or   babatud   rdea  of  mediocrity,  fion   wlucfaJ 
ercry   deriitioo    ia   k>   much   deformity   and    littlenetsJ      Michad^J 
Angelo'i  6gam  are  raised   aborc  our  diminutife  race  of  beingiyj 
jet  they  are  coofeawdly  the  uanditd  of  nblimiiy  in  what  rcgpnWj 
die   bMMD   form.     Giaodeur   then   admita  of  an   exaggeratioa 
OUT   hafcntusl    imprtufOB* i    and   'the  cuong,  ma/kcd,  and  pecdiv^ 
character  which  blichael  As]telo  haa  >t  the  tame  time  ^tcd  io  hil  j 
wotka,'  doet  not  take  away  from  it.

Alt 
character  m  a  departure  from  the  commov-place  form  ;  and  Sir  JoAa 
makn  ao  temple  to  declare  that  exprta*kwi  dcitroy*  beamy. 
heaaj*, 

*  If  y<N  MCBB  10  fKtnt  the  moat  perfect  beauty  «*  iu  mmi  fttfitt 
aCMiV  yon  casDM  cxpreat  the  pMtiom,  all  of  which  prodoce  diiloni( 
aad  Jdimnity,  omxc  or  len,  in  the  inott  bcMtiful  lioe*.*— VoL 
p.  iiS. 
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He  gots  on — *Giudo,  &Din  want  of  choic«  b  3[b{>tiDX  hb  nib}ect 
to  hii  ideu  and  hia  pavers,  or  from  attcniptiog  tu  prtscrvc  tmUy 
wlwK  it  GoaM  wX  be  preferred,  hu  in  th»  twpeei  niccecded  rery 
ill.  Hu  fignre*  ue  odea  engaged  in  lubjecta  UiM  required  great 
exprntiaa :  yet  hit  Judith  and  Holofcmes,  the  daughter  of  Hcrodiu 
with  the  Baptist's  lie»d,  the  Andronxda,  and  lome  tvcn  of  (he 
Motbera  of  the  Innocents,  have  tittle  mote  expression  than  his  Venua 
Utired  bjr  the  Grace*.* — Uai. 

What  a  ccDfurc  i*  ibb  paased  upon  Gnido,  and  what  a  condemiu- 
tion  of  hii  own  theory,  whicli  would  reduce  and  Icrct  alJ  tliai  i«  truly 
great  and  ptaiKWorthy  in  an  to  thin  insipid,  UutelcHi  lundud,  by 
tcttiog  atide  as  illegiiinutc  all  that  doe*  not  come  withio  tbr  middle, 
ceninl  form  I  Vet  Sir  Joshua  judges  of  Hogarth  aa  be  dcniatci 
from  thi*  ttaodard,  not  ai  he  excels  in  indiTidual  character,  whicb  he 
nya  i*  only  good  or  tolerable  ai  it  pirtikei  of  j^oeral  nature ;  and  he 
might  occuM  Michael  Angcto  and  Raphael,  the  one  for  bit  grandeur 
of  itylf,  the  other  for  hii  exprcuion ;  for  r)eiiScr  are  what  he  teta 
up  Bs  the  goal  of  perfection. — I  wdl  ju«t  nop  to  remark  here,  that 
Sir  Jothiaa  has  committed  himself  very  strangely  in  speaking  of  the 
character  and  expreasioB  to  be  found  in  the  Greek  statues.  He  say* 
inooe  place — 

'  I  cannot  quit  the  Apolto,  without  nuluBg  one  observation  on  the 
character  of  this  figure.  He  is  suppotcd  to  have  just  discharged  hia 
arrow  at  the  Pyttwo ;  and  by  the  head  retreating  a  little  cowards  the 
right  shoulder,  he  appears  alientive  to  its  elfcct.  What  I  would 
renuf  k,  is  the  dtfeience  of  this  attention  from  that  of  the  DiscoboJw, 
who  is  engaged  ia  the  lame  purpose,  watching  the  dfect  of  hii  Dbcu. 
The  graceful,  Dcutigeat,  though  animated  air  of  the  one,  and  tht 
vulgar  eagoneM  of  the  other,  furnith  an  bttance  of  the  judgmem  of 
the  aocicot  Sctilptors  in  fttir  met  Jiurmiiuumi  «/  chcracttr.  They 
are  both  equally  irne  to  nature,  and  rignally  admirable.'— Vol.  II. 
p.  II. 

Alter  a  few  observations  on  the  limited  means  of  the  art  of  Scniptuic, 
and  the  ioaitention  of  the  ancient*  to  alniou  every  thing  but  form,  wv 
meet  with  the  following  passage : — 

■Tluse  who  think  Sculpture  can  express  more  than  we  haTe  allowed 
may  ask,  by  what  mcani  we  ditcover,  at  the  first  ^ance,  the  character 
that  ia  rcprrjcnied  in  a  Bun,  a  CinKO,  or  Inta^iof  I  sctpea  it  will 
be  (bood,  on  close  exantination,  by  him  who  is  resolved  not  to  see 
met*  than  be  really  docs  see,  that  the  figures  arc  dittingnished  by 
ibetr  nu^BU  more  than  by  any  variety  of  form  or  beaixy.  Take 
from  Apollo  his  ^'c,  from  Bacchus  his  Thyrsus  and  Vinc-tcavcs, 
and  Mueager  the  Boar's  Head,  and  there  will  renuin  little  or  no 
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dilferencc  ia  th«ir  charactet*.  Id  a  Jttno,  MlHrra,  ot  Flora,  the 
idea  of  the  aniit  M«nit  lo  have  gone  no  funh«r  than  rcpretcnting 
perfect  bcaui/.  and  arierwaidi  adding  the  proper  attribinea,  with  a 
total  indilTefence  to  whicti  tliey  pw  them.* 

fWhat  then  bwomei  of  that  'nice  diKiiminsiion  of  character'  for 
which  our  author  h»  juit  lieJbre  celebratctl  t)iern  ^ 

*  Thui  John  De  Bolognn,  altcf  he  had  tiniihed  a  group  of  a  young 
man  holding  Dp  a  young  wnmin  in  his  arniR,  with  an  old  man  at  hh 
feet,  Cdtled  hit  friend*  together,  lo  lell  him  what  name  he  ihoald  gin 
it,  sod  it  was  agreed  to  call  it  The  Rape  of  the  Sabiacti  aod  thU 
i»  the  celebrated  group  which  dow  stands  before  the  old  Palace  at 
Floience.  The  (jgure*  hare  the  »n>e  genera!  exprcmion  which  ia  to 
be  found  in  moat  of  the  amioue  Sculptvic ;  and  yet  it  would  be  no 
wonder,  if  future  critics  should  find  out  delicacy  of  expressiua  which 
was  never  intended  ;  and  go  t>0  far  as  lo  lee,  in  the  old  man'i  countcn- 
aace,  the  exact  relanon  which  he  bore  to  the  woman  who  appeara  to 
be  takea  from  him.' — ISiil,  p.  i^. 

So  it  is  that  Sir  Jothtia'a  theory  te«ms  to  rttt  on  an  iocttncd  plaoep 
Bad  is  always  jilad  of  an  excuae  to  slide,  from  the  ttmay  of  truth  and 
naiurc,  into  the  milder  and  more  equable  ttf^oot  of  insipidity  and 
inanity !     I  am  sorry  to  say  so,  but  so  it  appears  to  me. 

I  coofina,  it  nrikcs  me  aa  a  Bclf-eiidrai  truth  thai  variety  or  con- 
trait  ia  m  ctsential  a  principle  in  art  and  nature  aa  unifotmiiy,  and 
M  ncceMBry  to  make  up  the  lurmony  of  the  univerae  and  the  coo- 
UatRKM  of  the  mind.     Who  would  destroy  the  shifiinf;  elfcas  of' 
light  and  ahadv,  the  sharp,  lively  oppoiiiion  of  colours  in  the  aamc  or 
in  diUcrent  objecta,  the  sireaki  in  a  flower,  the  stains  in  a  piece  of 
maible,  to  reduce  all  to  the  same  neutral,  dead  colouring,  the  nnaeJ 
middle  tint  ?     Yet  it  is  on  this  principle  that  Sir  Joahua  would  get 
rid  of  all  raricty,  character,  exprcuion,  and  pictnrntiue  c^eci  ia 
forma)  or  at  leui  measure  the  worth  or  the  spuriousness  of  all  thcM 
according  to  their  reference  to  or  depaitutc  from  a  jtiven  or  average  , 
•laodard.    Surely,  nature  i>  more  liberal,  an  ti  wider  than  Sir  Jothtta'*] 
theory.    Allow  (for  the  sake  of  argument}  that  all  forms  are  in  theowl 
aclree  iodiffeteDt.  and  that  beauty  or  the  sense  of  pleasure  in  forma 
cao  therefore  only  arise  from  customary  auociaaoti,  or  from  that 
middle  imprcsnon  to  which  ihcy  all  tend :  yet  this  canoot  by  the 
same  rule  apply  to  other  things.     Suppo«e  there  it  ao  capacity  ia 
form  to  alfect  the  mind  except  from  its  corretpondiDg  to  prcviowi 
expectation,  the  same  thing  cannot  be  said  of  tlie  idea  of  poiR7  or 
graadcui.     No  one  can  say  that  the  idea  of  power  does  not  aflect  the 
mind  with  the  sense  of  awe  and  cnblimity.     That  is,  power  aod 
weakneat,  graodeur  and  lilllenra,  arc  not  indilTerent  things,  the  per- 
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feciion  of  which  coniiiu  in  a  medium  bctivY«n  both.  Again,  expm- 
non  ii  not  a  thing  indifferent  in  itKlf,  which  derive*  its  value  or  iu 
inicrcR  fotcly  from  iu  conformity  lo  a  ncuird  tundard.  Who  would 
ntraliic  the  expmtion  of  plcixarc  and  piin  i  Or  My  that  the 
wont  of  the  human  mind,  pity,  lote,  joy,  aorrow,  &c.  are  only 
Intereiting  to  die  ima);;iiiatiuD  and  worth  the  .iitenitoD  of  the  uiitit,  m 
he  can  reduce  ihem  to  an  equi»ocal  state  wliich  iti  neiilier  pl«a»ot 
DOT  painfiil,  neither  one  thing  nor  the  otlicr  i  Or  who  would  (top 
khon  of  the  utmon  refinement,  precision,  and  force  in  the  <lcline'aiion 
of  «ach?  Ideal  cxprcstion  i«  not  neutral  exprcniion,  but  cxiicme 
exprcirion.  Agxin,  charscier  is  a  thing  of  peculiarity,  of  ttrikiog 
coouatt,  of  dittinciion,  tad  not  of  uniibrmiiy.  It  is  necesiafily 
Dppoted  to  Sir  Jo*hua'«  exclusive  theory,  and  yet  it  is  surely  a 
corioui  and  interestinc  lield  of  speculation  for  the  human  inrnd. 
Lively,  ipiriied  ditcriniination  of  character  is  one  source  of  gratilica- 
liori  to  the  lover  of  nature  and  art,  which  it  could  not  be,  if  all  truth 
■od  exccilcDcc  coDsi«ed  in  rejecting  individual  traits.  Ideal  character 
is  not  commoo-place,  but  connintcnl  chiiracter  marked  throughout, 
iVliich  may  take  place  in  history  or  portrait.  Historical  truth  in  a 
'  picture  i*  the  putting  the  different  features  of  the  face  or  muocles  of 
the  body  into  cODsiitent  action.  The  fidariiqur  altosetbec  depends 
on  particular  points  or  qualities  of  an  object,  projecting  as  it  were 
beyond  the  middle  line  of  beauty,  and  catching  the  eye  of  the  spec- 
tator. It  was  less,  however,  my  intention  to  hazard  any  speculations 
of  my  own,  than  to  conliim  the  common-sense  feelings  on  the  subjca 

SSir  Joshua's  own  admisuons  in  different  places.  In  the  Tenth 
iscoursc,  speaking  of  some  objections  to  the  Apollo,  he  has  these 
remarkable  words — 

'  In  regard  to  tlie  last  objection  {vh-.  that  the  lower  half  of  the 
figure  i>  longer  than  just  proportion  allows)  it  muit  be  remembered, 
thai  Apollo  is  here  in  the  exertion  of  oHf  a/  hii  petufiar  to^tri,  which 
is  swiftDcu ;  he  has  therefore  that  proportion  which  ■■  hnt  adapted 
to  that  character.  I'liis  is  no  more  incorrectness,  than  when  there 
i>  ff.na  to  an  Hercules  an  extraordinary  swelling  and  strength  of 
muscle*.' — Vol.  II.  p.  20. 

Strength  and  activity  then  do  not  depend  00  the  middle  form  j 
and  the  middle  form  it  to  be  sacrificed  to  the  representation  of  these 
positiK  qualities.  Character  is  thun  allowed  not  only  to  be  an 
■Dtcgiant  part  of  the  antique  and  .Laical  style  of  art,  but  even  to 
take  precedence  of  and  set  atidc  the  abstract  idea  of  beauty.  Little 
more  would  be  requited  to  justify  Hofiarih  in  his  Gothic  resolution, 
that  if  he  were  to  make  a  figure  of  Charon,  he  would  give  him  bandy 
legs,  because  watermen  are  generally  bandy-legged.     It  it  very  well 
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to  oik  of  tbc  ab«naidea  ofi  nunof  ofa  God,  but  if  jraa  co«w  to 
aajr  tluag  like  aa  ipteUigjUc  [nopwilki^  yam  tamt  eitber  tndnriduia., 
«M  dme,  or  doiray  the  «cnr  tdo  na  caaienphte.     Sir  Joibaa 
got*  iato  thi*  qomion  M  anmientHe  Mogili  in  the  Third  Di*cow«c.

And  a*  tbete  ia  oae 
CMcral  fimn*  which,  at  I  have  nid,  betonip  to  the  haoaai  kiad  at 
bvge,  ao  ia  cacb  of  theae  cUmc*  there  it  one  caninoa  idea  arfaich  is 
the  abstract  of  the  nriow  indindnBl  (onm  betoagiag  to  dm  i 
Thai,  ihoogh  the  fonm  of  childhood  aad  age  SStr  cxoeedi^jr,. 
thefe  i*  a  ctM&mon  form  ia  childhood,  aad  a  oantraoo  form  in  affi, 
arhich  ii  the  more  periect  as  it  it  remote  from  all  pccdiaiiiica. 
Boi  1  muM  add  fistbct,  thai  thottgh  the  most  fttfra  iona*  of  each 
of  the  gcacral  divitioD*  of  the  hnnaa  figure  are  ideal,  lod  mperior  to 
aay  indindual  fonn  of  that  date;  yet  the  bigben  pcrftciioa  of  the 
hnnaa  fifarc  ia  oot  to  he  foaad  ia  any  of  th«m.  It  it  aot  ia  the 
HcroileatDor  ia  thcGUlUtor,  sortD  the  ApoUo;  bat  ia  thai  torm 
wbick  i*  taken  from  all,  and  which  panakc*  equally  of  the  aaivi^^ 
of  the  Gladiator,  of  the  delicacy  of  the  ApoDo,  aad  of  the  mnacniir  - 
atfcnfftb  of  the  Hercidn.  For  peifrct  beamy  in  aay  tpedes  bmm 
iirf'f^"'  all  tbe  characters  which  are  beaatifiil  m  that  tpeciet.  h 
cnnM  atmat  ht  any  one  to  tbe  excliuioa  of  tbc  rest :  no  one, 
(htrdacc.  hmM  be  pcedomioaoi,  that  no  ooc  miy  be  deficient.' — 
Vol.  tl.  p.  64. 

Sir  iothB  here  niiiposts  the  diwinctlons  of  dawei  and  character  W 
be  oeceatarily  combined  with  the  general  leadiag  idea  of  a  middle  j 
fi^rm.     This  middle  form  it  not  to  confeuad  age.  icx,  drcMiMtancei 
tmder  ooc  iweepifiK  abMrsctioa :  but  we  mtut  liaii  tbe  ceneral  idea 
by  certaia  tpectfic  differeocct  and  characterittic  okarkt,  oeloogiM  to , 
the  KTcn]   tabordinaie  ditidoot  and    remificatioot   of  each   cbss. 
This  is  eaoogh  to  shew  that  thoe  is  a  pnadpk  of  iodiiidaali^  ■■ 
well  at  of  absttacuoa  iasepafablc  from  works  of  an  at  well  as  aant 
We  are  to  kon  dw  ktOMB  Ana  disdaa  from  that  of  other  liriag ' 
beti^i,  that  of  men  from  that  01  women ;    we  are  to  dutra^wao 
betwwo  ajte  aed  in&ocy,  between  thm^tiitbKM  aad  gaiety,  bctweea 
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autagit  and  mjukm.  Where  ii  this  to  itop  i  Hut  Sir  Joebua  turni 
iDODd  upoo  himiclt'  in  thtt  \try  pMUxe,  and  aya, '  No  :  we  are  to 
noiie  the  Mrccgtii  of  the  Hercule*  with  the  delicacy  of  the  Apoilo ; 
ibr  perfecl  beauty  in  any  upecics  niuM  combine  M  thr  chaiacteft 
which  arc  beastilDl  in  that  tpccicn.'  Now  if  thetcdtlFerent  cluiactcra 
an  bcuuAil  to  tiMnueUe*.  why  dm  give  them  for  their  own  ukes 
ud  ia  their  iikmi  atrikiog  appearancut  initead  of  qualifying  and 
nfteoing  them  down  io  a  ccuttal  torn)  i  which  miuR  produce  a 
oocnpromuc,  tiot  a  union  of  dtdercnt  excellencie*.  If  tJl  exert*  of 
beauty,  if  all  character  is  deformit)',  then  we  mu«t  try  to  loec  tt  u 
fim  at  pouible  in  other  cjualitie*.  Bui  if  urcngth  is  an  excrltence, 
if  actiiiiy  i*  ui  cxc«lk-iicc,  if  delicacy  is  ao  cxcclJeDcet  iheo  the 
perfection,  i.f.  the  highest  degree  of  each  of  these  4]ualilieB  cannot  be 
SttaiDcd  but  by  remaiiuDfi  fciiulitxl  wiili  a  le«  degree  of  the  rc«. 
But  l«t  us  bear  wliai  Sir  Jochua  bioMetf  advaocea  on  this  subject  b 
another  part  of  the  DiBCOurse*.

They  praiK  excellencies  that  can 
hardly  exist  together ;  am)  above  all  thrnj;!  are  fond  of  deicribing 
widt  great  cxactneas  the  expresMon  of  a  mixed  paatioD,  which  tnorc 
panicnlarly  appears  to  me  out  of  the  reach  of  our  aru'  * 

'Such  arc  many  ditqiuihion*  which  t  hsTe  read  on  some  of  the 
Cartoons  and  other  pictnm  of  Ralfidle,  where  the  critics  have 
tIcKTibcd  their  own  tmagjiuiioos  j  or  indeed  where  the  excellent 
nnailcf  himself  may  have  attempted  this  exprescioD  of  passion*  above 
the  powers  of  the  art  i  and  has,  therefure,  bv  an  indiMinct  and 
tmpemct  marking,  left  room  for  every  imagination  with  equal 
probability  to  find  a  patdon  of  bis  own.  What  has  been,  and  what 
can  be  done  in  the  an,  is  solTicicntly  difficult :  we  need  oot  be 
monified  or  discouraged  at  not  being  ahle  to  execnic  the  cooception*

He  »b*er«ca  that  in  a  Matue  of  Pant,  by  Ewptmxtet^ 
you  might  ditcover  al  the  tame  time  three  difietent  character*  t  tbvl 
dignity  of  a  Judge  of  the  Goddetae*,  the  Lorer  of  Helen,  and  tliei 
Cooqucrof  of  Achillea.     A  ciatoc  in  which  yon  coAtayoar  to 
Malcfy  dignity,  youthfiil   elegance,    and   stciD    lalooi,   muK   •orelT'^ 
poiaeM  none  of  th<->c  to  any  rntiaent  degree.

What  real  doe  to  the  art  or  toond  principle*  of  jod^ag  tbe  ctndcol 
can  derive  from  ihcac  contradictory  Matcments,  or  in  what  maoMT  it 
ii  poftible  10  recomcite  tbcm  one  to  liic  other,  I  coBfcw  f  am  at  a 
loaa  tt>  difcover.  As  it  appear*  to  me,  all  the  rarictiea  of  nature  in 
dw  infinite  number  of  it*  qualitica,  coaibiwattoai,  chonctertt  ex- 
pretBona,  incident*,  etc.  rite  froca  dtttinct  pofaua  or  ccotrta  and 
muai  move  in  dittiact  dircctkwi,  a*  the  fens*  of  different  tpeciea 
to  be  referred  to  a  teparate  ftandard.  It  i*  the  object  of  art  to  be 
tbcm  out  ID  all  tbcir  fbtcc,  cteancta,  and  nrcaaoo,  and  ooc  10  bit 
tbcm  into  a  vagoc,  vapid,  oondcacripc  hdWcosceptioai  which  picti 
to  tiaite,  but  in  reality  deuroy*.  Sir  Joahua'a  theory  limtta 
and  paralyie*  an.  According  to  him,  the  midiUe  form  or 
average  of  ouf  vanoui  impresiioos  ia  the  aoutce  from  which  all  beauty(| 
pleacore,  interett,  imagination  ipnngi.  1  contend,  on  the  cootnrji^ 
that  this  verv  variety  it  good  in  itaetf,  nor  do  I  agree  with  him  that 
the  whole  ot  natuie  aa  it  cxitt*  in  fact  ii  nark  nioght,  and  that  there 
it  noihiag  worthy  of  the  cooiemptatioo  of  a  wite  man  but  that  lAa/ 
frrfttUMi  which  ocvef  existed  in  the  world  nor  even  on  canraa. 
There  U  aOBictliin|  faitidioua  and  tickly  in  Sir  Joihna't  ayatcm.  Hit 
code  of  tatte  cootiata  too  ruuch  of  negatioot,  and  not  eooo^  of 
pontivcv  promincM  qualttiea.  It  accownta  for  nothing  bat  the  beauty 
of  tbe  comiBoa  Antiaue,  and  hardly  lor  that.  The  merit  of 
Hogarth,  I  erani,  i*  difTerenc  from  that  of  tlur  Greek  waton;  but 
I  deny  that  Hogarth  i*  to  be  nicaMtied  by  ilii*  iundaid,  or  by  Sir 
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Joahiui'*  middle  fbrrat :  he  luu  power*  of  !n«ruction  and  ainuxMiMDt 
tlut  '  riling  from  a  liiAerent  point,  naturally  move  in  u  differeot 
direction,'  and  coRipleU'ly  attain  their  end.  li  would  be  jun  ai 
Kwonable  lo  condemn  a  comedy  for  not  hnnng  the  pathon  of  a 
trafcdy  or  ihefOtcltnetsofan  t^  poem.  IfSir  Jothua  Rcynoldi'i 
theory  iverr  true.  Dr.  JohiMon's  Irnic  would  be  a  bcitet  ira^y 
than  any  of  Shakcspeaf'*. 

The  reakoning  of  the  Diicour*et  it,  1  think  then,  dcdcietit  m  the 
following  particulari : 

I.  Ii  Mcmt  (o  imply  thai  general  cifect  in  a  picture  ■■  produced  by 
leaTioj;  out  il>c  details  whereat  ihc  largcK  mute*  and  the  grandest 
outli&c  are  coonsccnt  with  the  ntmou  delicacy  of  finiihin^  in  the 
p«rt*. 

J.  It  make*  bo  diktinction  between  beauty  and  grandeur,  but  refer* 
both  to  an  idtai  or  middle  form,  ai  the  ccntie  of  the  varioui  Ibmts 
of  the  (pec!e«,  and  yet  inconnntcnily  attribute*  the  grandeur  of 
Midiod  Angclo'n  style  to  the  xuperhuman  appearance  of  hi*  prophet* 
aod  apoetle*. 

3.  It  does  not  at  any  time  make  mention  of  power  or  nugaitudc 
in  an  object  at  a  distinct  source  of  the  lublinie  fihough  thit  ia 
acknowledged  uoinccniioaally  in  the  caie  of  Michael  y\nf;eIo,  etc.), 
nor  of  loftncM  or  lymmctry  of  form  aa  a  ditcinct  aoitirce  of  beauty, 
independently  of,  though  still  in  connection  with  another  toarce 
arisiag  from  what  we  arc  accutiOiDcd  to  expect  from  each  indindul 
apeciet. 

4.  Sir  Joabus'a  theory  don  not  leave  room  for  character,  btit 
reject*  tt  a*  an  anomaly. 

5.  It  doe*  not  point  out  the  lource  of  expceciion,  but  conwderi  tt 
M  botdle  to  he^iuly  ;  and  yet,  lastly,  he  allow*  thai  the  middle  form, 
carried  to  the  utmoit  theoretical  extent,  neither  defined  by  character, 
oor  impregnated  by  pauion,  would  produce  nothing  but  laguc, 
insipidt  mtmeaoins  generality. 

In  a  word,  I  cannot  ibink  that  the  theorv  here  bid  down  is  clear  and 
tatiidactory,  that  it  ii  concittent  with  itself,  thai  it  accounts  for  the 
variotu  excellence*  of  an  from  a  few  limplc  principles,  or  that  the 
method  which  Sir  Jo*hua  ha*  purtucd  in  treating  the  subject  i*,  a*  he 
himacif  expreatct  it,  'nflim  anil  bantit  mtil»iL'  It  i*,  1  fear,  more 
calculated  to  baffle  and  perpkx  the  student  in  his  progreu,  than  to 
gire  him  clear  li)(hta  aa  to  the  object  he  should  have  in  view,  or  to 
inmiah  htm  with  stroog  motive*  of  emulation  to  attain  it. 
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I  HlTz  beta  loractimn  accuwid  of  a  roodoeu  Cat  pttrxloxn.  but  I 
cannot  in  ray  owo  nutxl  pleid  guDir  to  the  charge.     I  do  noi  indMd  ' 
iwcar  by  in  opinioo,  became  it  i*  uu  :  but  neithcT  do  1  £dl  io  lore 
iriUi  every  rxuavagancc  ai  (tnt  nght,  became  it  u  new.     I  coocciie 
that  3  ihiitg  may  hare  been  rcpraicd  a  ihoumid  tiinc*,  wkboat  bdng 
a  bit  iDoie  rcajonable  ihati  it  wai  iht-  £rit  time:  sod  I  >1*0  concciTV 
that  an  aigumcBt  or  an  obwrvatioa  may  be  very  juat,  tho*^  it  ui^  M 
happen  that  it  wxt  dctct  stated  before.    But  I  do  dm  tskc  it  fiir 
eranied  that  every  |itcjudic«  b  ilt-fimBded  i  nor  thjl  every  paradox

I  da  not  we  much  nac  in  dwcllinjt  on  a  coauDon-pbcc,  , 
bowncT  &«faMH>able  or  weU-cuablithcd :  nor  um  I  rery  aa)biiio>iu  of '

in  <eein|  aod  thinking  for  one  t-aelf :  whereat  (iagoUrity  ii  oitly  the  ! 
aiFcctatioa  of  aaying  Kxnctlung  to  contradict  other  people,  without ' 
having  am  real  opinion  of  one 'a  own  upon  the  maiif  r.     Mr.  Btuke 
waa  an  ongiDaU  UKHtgh  an  cxt.'avagant  wiitei :  Mr.  Wiodham  waJi  a 
reialar  raain6cRBcr  of  paradoxca. 

The  greatcM  unnber  of  mbda  seem  mterly  incapable  of  fixing  oo 
any  coochuioo,  except  from  the  prewure  of  coHom  aod  aolhoray : 
«ii)oted  to  tbeae,  there  it  another  data  icM  aumetous  but  pretty 
fomidahlc,  who  in  all  ibeir  opiiuoa*  arc  e<]ually  uikIci  the  iafiucBce 
of  novelty  acd  reitleM  vaaity.  The  prejudice*  of  the  ooc  are 
couoter-waaced  by  the  paradoxes  of  the  other  i  and  foUy, '  puttiiM 
in  ooe  acalc  a  weight  of  igooraocet  in  that  of  pride,'  mij^t  be  aid 
to  '  tmile  deUghted  with  the  eternal  potte.'     A  lincerc  and  manly 

n'   t  of  tnqairyi*  neither  blinded  by  example  oor  dazzled  by  niddcm^ 
CK  of  light.    Nature  ii  alvaya  the  tame,  the  iiorc-hoote  of  I 
trtith,  and  teeming  with  inexhaustible  variety ;  aod  be  who  looki  at 
her  with  tMdy  rad  wril-practitcd  cyct,  will  find  cikmi^  to  employ 
all  hii  tagadty^  whether  it  baa  or  hat  ikk  been  Ken  by  other*  before 
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him.  Stnuijp*  u  k  may  m^id.  Id  leva  what  any  object  is,  the  true 
cMlocophcr  Ivoki  at  the  obJMi  ittcif,  in«tmj  or  [ufninx  to  uiheri  to 
Imow  what  they  tlitok  or  viy  or  Imve  heard  of  it,  or  imtcMl  of  con- 
nulling  the  dicutcB  of  his  Trinity,  petulance,  md  ingenuity,  to  tre  whM 
can  be  laid  againit  their  opinion,  anil  to  jitovc  huniclf  viwrr  than  -ill 
tbc  re«  of  the  world.  For  want  of^  ihi»,  the  real  jiowert  and 
rtwmrcc*  ol  the  mind  arc  lost  and  dinsipttied  in  a  conflict  of  opinions 
and  jMsaions,  of  ob«tinacy  Jgnintt  tcvity,  of  bij^otry  atainst  sclf- 
coDcdt,  of  aotorioiu  abtuet  against  rath  inaovatioB*,  of  dulT,  plodding, 
old>&(hiiuned  atupidity  againit  ncir-fuajjlcd  fully,  of  worldly  intcreK 
againtt  heiditrong  ecotiuii,  of  the  incortigtble  prcnidicc*  of  the  old 
and  the  unmanageable  humour*  of  the  young  ;  while  truth  lice  in  the 
middle,  and  i«  overlooked  by  borh  pattiu.  Or  at  l.oiber  compliiined 
long  ago,  ■  human  reason  it  like  a  drunken  m^  on  bonc^bock  :  set  it 
Up  on  one  aide,  and  it  lumblet  oier  on  the  other.* — With  one  tort) 
exunple,  authority,  faihion,  ease,  interest,  rule  all :  with  the  other, 
nogubtrity,  the  lote  of  iliiitiBciion,  men  whim,  the  throwbg  off  all 
restraint  and  ibuwing  an  heroic  diare^d  of  cotiseoueaccs,  an  im- 
palient  .ind  untetlled  turn  of  mind,  the  want  of  audden  and  ttrong 
excitement,  of  wmc  new  play>ih)ng  for  tlic  imagination,  are  equally 
'  lortb  of  the  aioendant,'  and  are  at  crery  ticp  getting  the  tlart  of 
rcaton,  truth,  nature,  common  sense  and  fecliog.  With  one  party, 
whatever  it,  m  right :  with  their  antagonifls,  whatever  is,  is  wronj;. 
These  iwallow  every  antiquated  abiurdity  :  thoic  catcb  at  every  new, 
uniledj;ed  ptojcci — and  are  alike  cnchaaied  with  the  vdocipedc*  or 
the  French  Revolution.  One  Ml,  wrapped  up  in  impenetrable  forms 
and  technical  tradition!,  are  deaf  to  every  thin]>  that  has  not  been 
tlinocd  in  their  ears,  and  in  thotc  of  their  forefathers,  from  time 
immemorial :  their  hearing  in  r/xVi  with  the  same  old  saws,  the  taxnt 
wuntaning  farm  of  words,  evrrla'tingly  repealed :  the  others  pique 
tbcRwriTCa  OB  a  jstgon  of  their  owo,  a  Babylcioisli  diilect,  ct^de, 
ODCaiioocud,  livui,  discordant,  to  which  it  is  imputsible  for  asy 
OM  cbe  to  attach  dtber  meanio}:  or  retpeci.  Theie  Uit  turn  away 
U  the  tDeotion  of  all  usages,  creed*,  institutions  of  more  than  a  day  ■ 
•landing  as  a  mass  of  bigotry,  >uper>tition,  and  barbarous  ignorance, 
whose  leaden  touch  would  peirily  and  benumb  their  quick,  riiercarial, 
*  appechcDtive,  forgetive  *  faculties.  'I'he  opinion  of  to^lay  supertcdea 
that  of  yesterday :  that  of  to-martow  supersedes  by  aaticrpatioa  that 
of  to-day.  The  wisdom  of  the  aocicnis,  the  doctrines  of  the  learned, 
the  laws  of  nations,  the  comnicio  aentimrnts  of  mortality,  arc  to  thcni 
like  a  bundle  of  old  alnunaca.  As  the  modern  poUtician  always 
asks  for  this  day's  paper,  the  modem  sdolist  aiwaya  ioquircs  after 
the    latest    paradox.      With    him    instinct  is  a    dotard,   nature   a 
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'***f*'Ci  '"^  cwnmoa  mue  a  ditcanlcd  byc-waid.  Aa  with 
(lie  mn  of  the  wwld,  whui  every  bodf  uy*  man  be  trae,  the 
citiien  of  tbc  world  hai  a  quite  dt^ereiu  DOtioa  of  the  BiattCTp 
With  the  one  the  nujorityr '  tit  powerv  Uut  be,'  hate  alwaj*  beea 
to  the  right  in  all  ages  toi  placcK,  thoueh  tliey  have  been  cutting 
one  another*!  throat*  and  turning  the  world  uptde  down  with  thor 
<)iiarreli  and  diipniei  Irom  tbc  bciginntng  o(  time :  with  the  oUiCTt 
wbx  any  two  people  have  ever  agreed  in,  ii  an  error  on  the  face 
of  it.  The  cradiuou*  bigot  diDildcn  at  the  idea  of  altering  any 
thing  in  'limr-hallowcd '  inuhutioaa;  and  under  this  cant'phraae 
caa  briog  himutf  u>  toleraic  any  knanty,  or  aoy  folly,  the  In- 
i)ui«itio(i.  Holy  Oil,  iJk  Right  Diviae,  &c.  The  roore  lefaied  icepiic 
will  laugh  in  your  face  at  the  idea  of  retununc  any  thing  which  ha« 
the  damning  itamp  of  cuttom  apoo  it,  at^l  ii  for  abating  all  farmer 
precedenu,  'all  trivial,  fond  rccordi,'  the  whole  frame  and  fiibric 
of  •ocicty  at  a  nnisuicc  in  the  lump.  It  not  thit  a  piir  of  wtKicre* 
welUmaiclted  F  Tbc  one  stickle*  through  thick  and  ihb  for  hu 
own  religion  and  government :  the  other  scouts  alt  religion!  and 
all  goi-emmcnu  with  a  unile  of  ieetTable  ditdaia.  The  one  will 
Dot  move  fur  any  conudcrution  out  of  the  broad  and  beaten  path ; 
the  other  i*  continually  turning  off  ac  right  angles,  and  losing  him> 
■elfin  the  bbyrinihi  of  hi)  own  ignorance  and  [irciuraption.  The 
one  will  not  go  dong  witJi  .iny  pnny;  the  other  slwip  joint  the 
KTongett  aide.  The  one  will  not  conform  to  any  comnion  practice  ; 
the  other  will  subtciibe  to  any  thriving  ty«tcni.  The  one  it  the 
ilavc  of  habitf  the  other  ia  the  tport  of  caprice.  The  fint  ii  like 
a  man  obtlioately  bed-rid :  the  latt  is  uouUed  with  St.  Vitni'a 
dance.  He  cannot  stand  itill,  he  cannot  rest  upon  any  conclutioo. 
'  He  never  it — but  alwart  to  be  rigkl.' 

The  author  of  the  Promcihcua  Unbound  (to  take  an  individual 
■MtaRoe  of  ihc  Lmi  character)  has  a  fire  in  hit  eye,  a  fever  in  hi< 
blood,  a  maggot  io  his  brain,  a  hectic  flutter  in  hit  speech,  which 
mark  out  the  philotophic  fanatic.  He  u  tanguioe-compleicioDcd, 
and  thrill-roiccd.  At  !»  often  obBervable  in  the  case  of  icligioua 
entbusiaiU,  there  is  a  ilenderoeti  of  conititutional  ttamna,  which 
render*  tbc  fletb  no  match  far  tbe  tpirit.  Hit  bending,  6exible 
form  amtcar*  to  uke  no  itiong  hold  of  ihingt,  doe*  not  grapple  with 
the  world  about  him,  but  alidct  from  it  Like  a  river — 

'  And  in  it»  li(|uid  tcitufc  moitil  wound 
Keccivn  no  mure  than  cm  the  tluid  air.' 

The  ahock  of  sccidcnt,  the  wdglit  of  authority  make  no  impreaMoa 
on    hi*  opimona,   which  redre    like   a   feather,  or   rite   from   tbe 
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cDCDunter  unhurt,  through  thdr  own  buoynncv.  He  it  clogged  by 
no  dull  tyntm  of  realitic*,  no  unb-bouDd  fcclingn,  no  looitd 
prqudicvs,  by  nothing  ihat  belongs  to  ihc  mighty  irunic  and  hard 
husk  of  noturc  and  h»bii,  but  h  drawn  up  by  irrniatibic  levity  la 
the  re^ons  of  mere  (jwculjuon  and  fancy,  to  the  «phcre  of  atr  and 
£r«,  where  his  delighted  spirit  floats  in  'seaa  of  pearl  and  cloudi 
of  amber.*  There  is  do  e/^ui  morlaitm  af  wom-out,  thread-bare 
expcricDCe  to  terve  as  batlui  to  hii  mind ;  it  is  all  volatile 
inicllectaal  salt  of  tartar,  that  rcFuicx  to  combine  its  erancsceni, 
inflammable  ctsence  with  any  thing  solid  or  any  thing  latting. 
Bubble*  are  (o  him  the  only  realities : — touch  them,  and  ibey  vani»b> 
Curiosity  is  the  onty  proper  category  of  his  mind,  and  though  a 
man  in  kuowledge,  he  is  a  child  in  feelin;;.  Hence  he  pun  t-very 
tiling  into  a  metaphysical  crucible  to  judge  of  it  himself  and  exhibit 
it  to  others  as  a  Kubject  of  intcreicing  experiment,  without  first 
making  it  orer  to  the  ordeal  of  his  common  nente  or  trying  it  on 
hil  hean.  This  faculty  of  speculating  at  random  on  all  questions 
may  in  its  oTcrgiown  and  uninformed  state  do  much  mischief  with- 
out intending  it,  like  an  oTcrgrown  child  with  the  power  of  a  man. 
Mr.  Shelley  has  been  uccused  of  Tsnity — I  thick  he  is  chargeable 
with  extreme  levity  ;  but  this  levity  is  so  creat,  tlut  I  do  not  belicTe 
be  is  sensible  of  it*  consequence*.  He  strives  to  overturn  all 
established  creeds  and  system* :  but  this  is  in  him  an  dfcct  of  con- 
stitution. He  runs  before  the  most  extravagant  opinions,  but  this 
is  because  he  is  held  back  by  none  of  the  merely  mechanical  checks 
of  sympathy  and  habit.  He  tampers  with  all  sorts  of  obnoxious 
subjects,  but  it  i*  less  because  he  is  gratified  with  the  rankncss  of 
the  i:iint,  than  cuptivated  with  the  intellectual  phosphoric  light  they 
emit.  It  would  seem  that  he  wished  not  so  much  to  convince  or 
■Dliirm  as  to  shock  the  public  by  the  tenor  of  his  productions,  but 
I  suspect  he  it  more  intent  upon  startling  himself  with  his  electrical 
experiments  in  moral*  and  philosophy:  and  though  they  tnay  scotch 
other  people,  they  are  to  him  hatmlcts  amusements,  the  conucatloni 
of  3B  Aurora  Borealis,  that '  play  round  the  head,  but  do  not  reach 
the  bean.'  Still  I  could  wish  that  be  would  put  a  stop  to  the 
incessant,  alarming  whirl  of  hit  Voltaic  battery.  With  his  ical, 
hi)  talent,  and  hi*  fancy,  be  would  do  more  good  and  less  harm, 
if  he  were  to  give  up  hi*  wilder  ihenrici,  and  if  he  took  let*  plcanre 
in  feeling  hi*  heart  ttutter  in  unison  with  the  pamc>sttuck  appre- 
hensions of  his  rcaxlcts.  I'ersons  of  this  class,  instead  of  con- 
folidaling  u«ful  and  acknowledged  truths,  and  thus  adraodng  the 
cause  of  acieoce  and  virtue,  are  never  easy  but  b  raiting  doubtful 
ind   dssafrreeable  questions,  which   bring  the  former  into  disgrace 
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and  diKredit.  Tbcjr  arc  not  eoomwd  to  lead  tbe  buikIs  of  mot 
to  an  emincDoe  overlookisg  the  fiMfKX  of  *ocUI  anidJontioo, 
imleu,  by  forcing  tbcm  up  ilippery  puhi  and  lo  tbe  utmott  reige  of 
powibility,  they  can  dii»h  thcra  dowra  the  pr«cipii%  tKe  ioitani  tbey 
reach  toe  promUcd  P»gah.  ThcT  think  it  notbiog  to  hang  op  a 
beacon  to  guide  or  waro,  if  ibty  do  not  at  the  uine  time  fri|hten 
the  commaiHiy  like  a  comet.  Tbcy  do  not  miad  makiog  tbcir 
priacipka  odiout,  pcorided  tbejr  can  make  themseltfa  nocorioua. 
To  win  ot«r  tbe  pauic  d^uoo  by  fair  meant  h  to  them  an  ioiipid, 
oooimon-place  mode  of  popularitjr :  Lbc;  would  either  force  tt  by 
hardi  method*,  or  tedoce  it  by  tntoxicattog  potions.  Egoiiaro, 
petulaDcei  liceatiou*ne»,  leriiy  of^prtDcipIc  fwhatcter  be  the  lourcc) 
■■  a  bod  thlag  to  any  one,  and  mom  of  all,  in  a  phiiowphical  re- 
fitnner.  Their  humanity,  their  wtadom  it  alwayi  *  at  (he  horizon.' 
Any  thing  new,  any  thing  remote,  any  thing  qneadonabic,  comca 
U  them  in  a  «btpc  that  u  sure  of  a  cofdial  welcome — a  welcome 
cordial  b  proportion  as  the  ob)cct  is  new,  as  it  i*  apparently  tnt- 
practicxble,  as  it  i*  a  doobt  whether  it  is  at  all  dedndile.  Jntt  ^ei 
the  final  failure,  the  completion  of  tbe  last  act  of  the  French  Serolu- 
iKMf  when  the  legitimate  wiu  were  crying  oot, '  The  &rcc  it  ortt, 
BOW  let  OS  go  lo  cupper,'  these  proroking  reasoocrs  got  up  a  Itrely 
hypothem  aboia  iatrodDcing  the  domeatic  go'cmmeot  of  the  Nayn 
into  tfaii  oo«try  aa  a  feasible  sct-olT  against  the  uicccsa  of  the 
BanNi|binaagcn.  The  practical  ia  with  them  alwayi  the  aotipodea 
of  the  ideal ;  and  like  other  risiaaaries  of  a  diffcfeD*.  ttuof,  they 
date  tbe  Millenninni  or  New  Order  of  Things  from  the  Rextoraiioo 
of  tbe  Boiuboos.  Fine  words  batter  no  parinipt,  says  the  proverb. 
<  White  yoo  src  talking  of  marrying,  I  an  ibioking  of  hanging,'  says 
C^itain  Macheath.  Of  all  people  the  moat  tofmcoting  ire  tboor 
who  bid  yon  hope  b  the  midst  of  deapatr,  who,  by  De*ci  caring 
•bou  say  thing  bat  their  own  tanjpiia',  hair-bnised  Uiopisa 
•chemea,  hare  at  do  time  any  particular  cause  fot  embnnaSMnent 
and  despoodeocy  because  they  have  never  the  Icact  chance  of  tuccc**, 
and  who  by  including  whatcier  does  not  hit  their  idle  fancy,  kings, 
pticKs,  religioD,  goreraracu,  pnblk  abuact  or  private  morals,  in  the 
•ame  swcctNag  dtwe  of  bui  and  anathema,  do  all  tbcy  can  to 
coabiM  all  nwtits  in  a  ctuDmoci  canie  agaiMt  tbem,  and  to  prc*cM 
tray  cue  atm  (ram  adraBCtng  one  «ep  lartber  in  the  career  of 
practical  in^mmnent  than  tbey  do  in  that  of  ima^iary  and  un- 
attainable perfcctMa. 

Rctidn,  all  tbii  Mtoward  heat  aitd  precocity  oficit  argue*  rotten- 
Bcaa  and  a  &lliag-Ciff.  I  myself  remember  scVcral  ionaisccs  of  this 
•Oft  of  isoTotrwied  Bcence  of  optaioa  sad  nolcnt  cffentesceiKe  of 
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(CDdnunt  io  the  fim  period  of  the  French  Rrrolotion.  Extmnet 
meet:  and  th«  mo»t  furiout  anarchitu  ha?e  iiace  become  the  moK 
bare^ccd  apo»utet.  Amoag  the  foremoit  of  theac  I  mi;iht  meotion 
the  weMfit  poet-laureite  uod  some  of  his  rtiendi.  The  prote-writen 
Od  tlutt  aide  of  ihe  queition,  Mr.  Godwin,  Mr.  Bentham,  &c.  have 
not  ttimcd  round  in  tbU  extraordinary  manner :  thcT  seem  in 
have  felt  their  ground  (however  miitnltcn  in  Kimc  point*)  and  have 
m  gesenl  adhered  lo  their  lir>t  principle.  But  'poets  (.11  it  hM 
been  wd)  have  iit:t  irrltlng  iraim,  that  they  arc  diipoted  to  meddl* 
with  erery  thinj{,  and  mar  all.  They  make  bad  philoiophera  anij 
trune  politician h.'  They  livCf  for  the  moil  pari,  in  an  \Ata\  world 
of  tbetr  own ;  and  i(  would  perhap*  be  ai  well  if  they  were  con* 
lifled  to  it.  Their  Bi;[ht*  and  fancie*  are  delightful  to  tbeiriKlret  and 
to  everybody  elie :  bui  they  make  *uange  work  with  matter  of  fact ; 
and  if  they  were  allowed  to  act  in  public  alT'aira,  would  «oon  luro  the 
world  the  wrong  aide  ouc  They  indulge  only  their  own  flattering 
drouni  as  inpcntitloua  prejudice*,  and  make  idola  or  bug-bean  of 
wfaacever  ihey  pleaae,  cariog  aa  tittle  for  liiitory  or  particular  faci«  a* 
for  general  reaaoninj;.  They  are  danjieroua  Icadeti  and  treacherout 
feUowcra.  Their  inordinate  vanity  runa  tliem  into  all  Mrt«  of  extra- 
vagance* ;  and  their  habitual  etfcminacy  Kel*  them  out  of  them  at  any 
price.  Alwayt  pampering  their  own  appetite  for  cxdtcmcni,  and 
withing  to  aatonith  otheta,  their  whole  aim  ia  lo  produce  a  dramatic 
effect,  one  way  or  other — to  bliock  or  delight  the  obierven ;  and  they 
are  appareatlv  at  indifferent  to  the  contei^uencea  of  what  they  wf  itCi 
aa  if  ibc  world  were  merely  a  aiage  for  them  to  play  their  fiintaatic 
tricki  on,  and  to  make  tlieir  adniireta  weep.  Not  lea*  romantic  in 
their  tervility  than  their  independence,  and  equally  importunate  candi- 
daiea  for  fame  or  infamy,  they  require  only  to  be  diitinguiahed,  and 
■re  Dot  Krupulou*a«  to  the  mean*  of  diaiinciion.  Jacobio*  or  Anti- 
Jacobaiu — outrageoua  advocate*  for  anarchy  and  Uceaiiouaneu,  or 
flanii^  apottlet  of  political  penecutioD — alwaya  violent  and  vulgar  in 
llieir  Opiolona,  they  OMillate,  with  a  giddy  and  aickeoing  motion,  from 
one  absurdity  to  another,  and  expiate  the  Iblliet  of  youth  by  the  heart- 
le*a  vice*  of  advancing  age.  None  ao  ready  aa  they  to  cany  every 
paradox  lo  iu  moat  revoTiiog  and  ridiculous  exert* — none  *o  (ute  to 

'  '  Aa  for  potittct,  t  iliink  poda  >rt  if  in  by  nitarv,  npuinl  ihcin  lo  b<  bjr 
■utun  potti.  Thr  Ion  of  in  indivitlnal  prrton  or  fimUy  (hat  ha*  worn  ■  crowq 
for  mtny  ■utctHiooi,  ii  in  inctuutioa  imtlf  idiptcd  to  the  bacifol  iribt.  On 
■he  oiha  bind,  nuthcautitiaoi,  ahtlncl  reauntn,  u(  flO  inuina  of  altachmfnt 
lo  fUMni,  *l  leul  (0  the  (iiit^  part  u(  tittat,  but  proJigioutly  •IcToUd  to  the 
Uea*  uf  virlur,  libcrly,  >nil  lo  furlli,  irc  gcnetally  wl^>.  It  hapKBi  ap***^'/ 
enouith  lo  thi*  Riiiini,  ihu  the  whlji  itc  (titnA%  lo  ibit  wite,  plod<Jio|,  uapottictl 
ptople,  the  DMcb.' — SbrnHonf't  l.elt(n,  1746,  p.  io{. 
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csricaturpi  in  thnr  ovni  perions  ereiy  feature  of  tlic  prcTailing  philo- 
tophy  !  In  tlifir  day*  of  htiiiJul  innaraiion,  indeed,  the  philoiophcr* 
crept  at  ihtir  Itrcls  like  liounds,  while  they  d.iricd  on  ihfir  di«Uot 
qiuury  tike  hawlu  i  Rooping  alvnya  to  ihe  lowc«t  game ;  eagerly 
snuffing  up  t)ie  moM  uintcd  and  ranke§t  scenu :  feeding  their  lanily 
with  .1  notion  of  the  *tfen;;th  of  tlidr  di^^atJon  of  pmaottt,  and  nuwt 
(MtcotMioutly  avowin;>  whaterer  would  most  eHectually  ttartle  the 
^cjudiccs  of  oihcK.'  PrcpoaterouJily  «ccktne  for  the  itimuluti  of 
itovclty  in  nbttnci  truth,  nnd  the  cclai  of  ihcatnca]  exhibition  in  [Hire 
featon,  it  LI  no  wonder  that  thcM  pcnont  at  Ian  became  diagustrd 
with  their  own  pursuiti,  and  that  In  consequence  of  the  violence  of 
the  clunj;e,  the  nio»i  invcieriie  prejudices  and  uncharitable  tcntioieni* 
hare  rushed  in  lo  fJl  up  the  void  produced  by  the  previous  annihila- 
tion of  common  unic,  wiKlom,  and  humuDity  ! ' 

I  have  «o  far  been  a  little  hard  on  poets  and  rebrmen.  Lett  I 
•hould  be  thought  to  have  takca  a  naniculnr  tpitc  to  them,  I  will  try 
to  make  them  the  munutt  lionaumiir  by  turning  lo  a  p3«(age  in  the

Sucli  U  Mr.  Cinoinit't  common- pi  ace ;  and  b  giving  the  following 
answer  to  ti,  I  do  not  tbbk  1  can  be  accused  of  falltnjt  into  that 
extiaiagant  and  unmitigated  ttrain  of  paradoxical  reMoning,  with 
which  1  hare  already  found  mi  much  fault. 

The  yatusc  then  which  the  gentleman  here  throw* down  m  an  effec- 
tual bar  to  all  change,  to  all  ionovaftion,  toail  imurorement,  contain* 
■t  ercry  «ep  a  rctiitatioa  of  hia  favotirite  creed.  He  ts  not  '  prepared 
to  tacrifice  or  to  hazard  the  fruit  of  centuries  of  experience,  of  cciv. 
luries  of  itruggle*,  snd  of  one  century  of  liberty,  for  viaionary 
tchetnes  of  id«i]  pcrfirctibitity.'  So  here  arc  centurie*  of  experi- 
ence and  cenluriet  of  tiruggle*  to  arrive  at  Oiu  tealurj  0/  libtriy  ;  and 
yet  according  to  Mr.  Canniog'a  general  advice,  we  arc  nerer  to  malcc 
any  experiment*  or  to  engage  in  any  ttruggle*  either  with  a  view  to 
fiiturt  improvement,  or  to  recover  benefit*  which  we  liavc  lost.  Mao 
(they  repeat  it  in  our  eari,  line  upon  tine,  piecept  upon  precept)  ia 
alwavi  to  turn  bi»  back  upon  the  future,  and  hit  face  to  the  paai. 
He  I*  to  believe  that  nothing  '\i  poEiible  or  detiiablc  but  what  he  nnda 
already  eatahliahed  to  hia  hand*  in  time  worn  inKiiuiion*  or  inveterate 
abu«r*.  His  underiiaodiDg  i*  to  be  buried  in  implicit  crccdi,  and  he 
himtelf  is  to  be  made  into  a  political  automaton,  a  go-cart  of  tupcrtti- 
tioo  and  ptcjudice,  ncwr  itirrinE  band  or  foot  but  a*  he  i*  pulled  bjr 
the  wire*  and  itringi  of  the  state-con juron,  the  legiiiiiiate  maoagera 
and  propcieiort  of  the  ihcw.  Hi*  powcn  of  will,  of  ilioughl,  aod 
action  arc  to  be  paralysed  in  him,  and  he  \t  to  be  told  and  to  believe 
that  whatever  i*.  mun  be.  Pcrhaji*  Mr.  Canning  will  say  that  men 
were  to  make  experiment*,  and  to  re«oli«  ttpon  struggle*  formerly, 
but  thai  DOW  they  arc  to  turrender  l)idr  under  stand  ingt  and  their

dilferrDt  direction  from  what  ii  hu  had,  *  l««t  it  ttiould  be  buiritd 
o*tT  the  precipice  and  duhcd  lo  pi<«rf.'  Thcac  w.trelfigt  of  oatioaa] 
ruin  and  terrific  kcouhU  of  political  precipiccH  put  one  in  mind  of 
Edgar'*  exagf;erMiont  to  GIo«tcr  :  tliey  make  onc'i  hair  ittod  on  end 
in  Ibc  penual ;  but  the  poor  old  man,  like  poor  Old  Eagland,  could 
(■II  no  lower  than  he  w.-u.

The 
author  of  the  loj\d  Speech  at  the  LiTcrpool  Dinner  haa  be«n  to  loDg 
kept  to  the  solitary  conliDemcni  of  hit  prejudice!,  and  the  dark  cella 
of  hi*  interett  and  vanity,  that  he  ii  afraid  of  being  daihed  to  piecea 
if  he  malcca  a  ainglc  falae  itcp,  lo  the  right  or  the  left)  from  hia 
da&^rous  and  crooked  policy.  A*  lo  himnrlf,  hta  eari  arc  no  doabt 
cloied  to  any  advice  that  might  here  be  otfered  him ;  and  u  to  hit 
country,  he  se«mi  bcDt  on  tt«  deatruciion.  If,  howereri  an  example 
of  the  futility  of  all  hii  project*  and  all  hit  reaMoinjii  on  a  broader 
•cale,  '  to  warn  and  ncare,  be  wanting,'  let  htm  look  at  Spain,  lad 
take  leisure  to  recoTcr  from  hit  incredulity  and  hit  turprite.  Spain, 
a»  Ferdinand,  at  the  Monarchy,  ban  fallen  from  itt  pcmiciou*  height, 
never  to  ri*e  again :  Spain,  ni;  bpain,  i»  the  Spani(.h  people,  has  riien 
from  the  tomb  of  liberty,  never  (it  i*  to  be  hoped)  to  sink  again 
under  the  yoke  of  the  bigot  and  the  oppretaor  I 


ESSAY  XVI 


ON   VULGARITY   AND   AFfECTATIOK 


Few  tubjccta  are  more  nearly  allied  than  theac  two — rulgarity  >od 
afiectation.  It  may  be  aaid  of  them  truly  tliat  'thin  panitioni  do 
their  bounda  divide.'  There  cannot  be  a  surer  proof  of  a  low  origin 
or  of  an  binte  mennnest  of  diipotiiion,  than  to  be  always  talking  and 
thinking  of  being  genteel.  One  must  feci  a  itrong  tendency  to  that 
which  one  is  ilwayi  trying  to  avoid :  whenever  wc  pretend,  on  all 
occasions,  a  mighty  contempt  for  any  thing,  it  is  a  pretty  clear  sign 
that  we  feel  ourselves  very  nearly  on  a  level  with  it.  Of  tbc  two 
cliwet  of  people,  I  hardly  know  which  is  to  be  regarded  with  nuwt 
dittatte,  the  vdgar  aping  the  genteel,  or  the  genteel  canaiantly 
aneering  at  and  endeavouring  to  distiogniah   themielvet  from   the 
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nljjar.  Thcftc  two  set*  of  persona  aic  always  thinking  of  one 
anoihcf ;  the  lower  of  ihc  higher  with  envy,  ihe  more  fortuiiacc  of 
ibctr  IcM  htppy  nrighboun  with  comenipt.  They  nrc  habituslly 
placed  !d  o])poMiion  to  each  other  {  justle  in  their  jirrtenbioat  at  eterj 
turn  ;  ami  the  ume  objccu  >qU  train  of  tlioufibt  (oaly  trvtmed  by  the 
relative  litiution  of  either  party)  occupy  tfieir  whole  time  uml  atten- 
tion. The  one  arc  ^training  every  nerve,  and  outraging  common 
tcnte,  to  be  tliou^t  gcoleel;  the  other*  have  no  other  oiijecl  of  idei 
ia  their  head*  than  not  to  he  thought  vulgar.  Thii  a  but  |ioor  ipitc ; 
a  Tery  pitiftil  Ryte  of  .tmbiiion.  I'o  be  merely  not  that  which  one 
heartily  deepiteit  i»  a  very  humble  claim  to  luperiority :  to  despiv 
whM  one  redly  ik,  is  itill  wurie.  Most  of  ihe  character!  in  Mita 
Bumey'a  novels,  the  Brani^hluni,  the  Sniithb,  the  Duhaieit,  the 
Ceciliai,  the  Dclitllcii,  Sec.  are  well  met  in  thii  reipcci,  and  much  of 
a  piece :  the  one  half  arc  trying  Dot  to  be  taken  for  ihenuelTci,  and 
the  other  half  not  to  be  taken  for  the  lirK.  They  neither  of  ihcm 
have  any  pretennons  of  their  own,  or  real  (taodard  of  worth.  '  A 
feather  will  turn  the  icale  of  their  awirdupoia : '  though  the  fair 
autluire»  wis  not  iwKc  of  ihe  inetaphyaical  identity  of  her  principal 
and  niUirdinatc  character!.      Adecialiun  ia  the  matter-key  (o  botJi. 

Gentility  in  only  a  more  (elect  and  urtilicial  kind  of  *m);arity.  It 
cannot  exin  bol  by  a  lort  of  borrowed  diniinction.  It  plumei  it«clf 
up  and  revel*  in  the  homely  preientionii  of  the  mui  of  mankind.  It 
judge*  of  the  worth  of  everything  by  luniv,  fashion,  opninn  ;  and 
hence,  from  the  conscious  aWnco  of  real  ([ualities  or  tincere  nti»- 
faction  in  itielf,  it  huildi  ita  auperciliout  and  faoiaatic  conceit  on  the 
wrctcbedneM  and  WinU  of  other*.  Violent  antipatliiei  arc  alwayi 
iMptciout,  attd  betray  a  accret  al^nity.  The  dilTirrence  between  the 
*  Greu  Vulgar  and  the  Snull '  ii  mouly  in  outward  drcunutancet. 
The  coxcomb  criticiaet  the  dreii  of  the  clown,  aa  the  pedant  cavila 
at  the  bad  grammar  of  the  illiterate,  or  the  prude  i«  (hocked  at  the 
backalidinjja  of  hei  frail  acfituintaace.  Tho«c  who  have  the  fiewest 
rcfotirce*  in  themaelve*,  naturally  aecV  the  food  of  their  Klf-lore 
cliewbere.  The  mou  ignorant  people  lind  mom  to  laugh  at  in 
airai^r* :  tcandal  and  uiire  prevail  moil  in  country-placea ;  aod  a 

firopcnrity  to  ridicule  c'vcry  the  ilighte«t  oe  mo>t  palpable  deriaiioa 
root  what  we  happen  to  approve,  c«a*c*  with  the  progreu  of  commoa 
ceriH  and  decency.*     True  worth  does  mx  exalt  in  the  faolta  and

(o  ditttnguithcd,  or  !>  nccrMary  to  hit  rnjn)-icig  thia  idle  aad  tmpotiae 
puade  of  hi*  prraon^  la  he  delighted  with  the  (ut»coach  and 
gilded  panticia !  So  te  the  poorest  wretch  that  ga/^R  at  it.  la  he 
at/iick  with  the  aptrtt,  the  beauty  and  Kyitimetry  of  the  eight  cream- 
coloured  liortci?

'«reet*,  the  windom  bung  with  esKei  look*  j  So  an  the  mub,  for 
Ukt  ■  hate  eve*  and  tee  tliem  ! '  There  ii  no  one  faculty  of  miisi  or 
body,  natural  or  acquired,  eatcntial  to  the  principal  ngurc  in  ihi* 
procesiion,  more  than  i*  common  lo  the  meanctt  and  mott  detpiscd 
attendant  on  it.  A  wax-work  figure  would  answer  the  lame  purpose : 
a  Lord  Mayor  of  London  haa  aa  much  ttneel  to  be  proud  of, 
I  would  rather  have  a  king  do  aometlung  (hat  no  one  else  ha«  il>e 
power  Of  magnanimity  to  do,  or  aay  vomething  that  oo  one  clu:  has 
the  wimlom  to  uty,  or  k>ok  more  haadMaie,  more  thoughtful,  or 
benign  than  any  one  ebe  in  hi*  donuniona.

Hh  gorge  riiea  at  tbe  roetKion  of  a  certain  qoarter  of  tbe  town : 
whMmr  poMe*  currctM  in  another,  he  *  iwallowt  total  gnat  oMiiitd, 
hoiks  iod  ail.'  Thi*  u  not  taate,  bui  folty.  At  thi*  rate,  the 
bactBcy-coachman  who  drivci  him,  or  his  liorae  Contributor,  whom 
he  baa  introduced  at  a  tdect  penonagr  tu  the  rutgar  reader,  know* 
at  mocfa  of  tbe  matter  a*  be  doe*.  In  a  word,  the  aiuwer  to  all  thii 
n>  the  fint  inatance  ia  to  aay  irbat  vulj^viiy  is.  Now  iu  etieoce,  I 
imagine,  conriati  in  taking  nannera,  aciioiu,  wotdt,  optnioiM  on  trust 
from  othert,  withoot  exisuniiig  one'*  own  feetbgt  or  weighbg  tbe 
mcrin  of  tbe  ca>e.  It  i*  coaneeett  or  iballowncu  of  tatte  ari»iog 
from  want  of  todividaal  rcfiiteraeal,  together  with  the  cotifidenee  and 
BfeaoBplioa  iuapired  by  example  and  numbera.  It  may  be  deiined  lo 
De  a  prottitutioa  of  the  loiod  or  body  to  ape  the  mote  or  lea*  obT>o«t 
defecti  of  othen,  becauae  by  ao  dooig  we  tball  lecure  the  «dFragee 
of  thoce  we  atcociate  with.  To  aSect  a  getture,  an  opinion,  a  phiaae, 
because  it  is  the  rage  with  a  large  nontbcr  of  perioot,  or  to  hold  it  in 
abborrcocc  becaaac  another  *el  of  penoot  very  linkt  if  at  all,  better 
nAmed,  cry  it  down  to  diuinguiih  thcmtelrca  &om  the  fbtner,  ia  to 
Mlwr  cw«  e^Bil  nlguitj  sod  dmdity.  A  thing  is  not  vulgar 
■Mnlf  becsose  it  is  eoaunon.  'Tis  coaunon  to  breathe,  to  tee,  to 
Ad,  to  live.  Nothing  ii  vnlgar  that  ia  Datural,  •poataacoo*,  unavoid- 
able. GrOMDCH  is  not  rulgarity,  ignorance  ia  not  vdprity,  awkward- 
nets  it  not  vulgarity :  bat  all  tbeie  become  vulgar  when  they  are 
affected  and  ifaewo  off  oo  the  antbority  of  otben,  or  to  fall  in  with 
At  faiiiam  or  the  company  we  keepi.  Caliban  ■*  coane  cooiub,  bat 
surely  he  is  not  vuJgai .  We  might  at  well  ipum  tbe  clod  aider  ow 
feet,  and  call  it  vulgar.  Cobbnt  it  coarae  enocigh,  bat  be  ia  not 
Tvlf>ar.  He  does  not  belong  to  the  herd.  Nothing  real,  fiotbiag 
original  can  be  vulgar :  but  1  tbouM  think  an  imitator  of  Cobbett  a 
vulgar  man.  Emery't  Yoikahiretnan  it  vulgar,  bccaose  he  is  a  Yo(k- 
vaL.vt.:L  161

■Unbib.  It  U  the  cant  and  gibbrniJi,  the  cunning  and  low  life  of  ■ 
panimUr  diatrict ;  it  has  '  a  stamp  excluiiTc  and  provincial.*  He 
mkht  *  gabble  mou  hrutislily '  and  yet  not  Call  under  the  letter  of  the 
deuution:  but'liiaapecchtiewTayetlihim/hiB  dialect  (like  the  jargon j 
of  a  Bood-«lreet  lounger)  i»  the  damning  circutncunce.  If  he  wer 
a  mere  blockhead,  it  would  not  signify :  but  he  think*  him«elf  i 
ia0«Mv  iaiK^,  according  to  ibc  Docione  ^nd  practice*  of  tho»c  with' 
whom  be  was  brooght  up,  and  which  he  chinka  iht  go  every  where. 
In  a  trordi  this  cliaractcr  is  not  the  ofTspring  of  untutored  nature  but  > 
of  bad  hatiiu ;  it  it  made  up  of  ignorance  and  conceit.  It  has  x\ 
mixture  of  ilat^  in  it.  All  ttlatig  phratei  are  ibr  the  ume  reaaon  ' 
vulgar ;  but  there  ia  nothing  vulgai  in  the  common  Englith  idiom. 
Simplicity  in  not  vulgarity  ;  but  the  looking  to  atfrciation  of  any  i 
for  distinction  is.  A  cockney  i«  a  vulgu  chuacter,  who»e  iiDBginiidM^ 
cannot  wander  beyond  the  suburbs  of  the  metropolis:  so  is  a  fellow 
who  is  always  thinking  of  the  High-ttreet,  i£dinburgh.  We  want  a 
name  for  this  last  chuacier.  An  opinion  it  vulgar  that  ii  stewed  io 
the  rank  breath  of  the  rabble :  nor  ii  it  a  bit  purer  or  raoie  refined  for 
having  passe<l  through  the  well  cleanned  terth  of  a  whole  court.  The 
inherent  vulgarity  is  in  having  no  other  feeling  oo  any  tubject  thao 
the  crude,  blind,  headlong,  gregarious  notion  acquired  by  tyropaihjr 
with  the  mixed  multitude  or  with  a  &3tidious  minority)  who  are 
U  laatfirible  to  the  real  truth,  and  as  tndiffetcnt  to  ever;  thing 
thcjr  own  frivolous  and  vexatiou*  pretenkions.  The  upper  4re 
witcr  than  the  lower  orders,  becauac  they  resolve  to  differ  from  them. 
The  fxshionable  have  the  advantage  of  the  unfashionable  ia  nothb 
but  the  fashion.  The  true  vulgar  arc  the  trrvum  fttiu  wata 
the  herd  of  pretenders  to  what  ihey  do  not  feci  and  to  what  is  not 
natural  to  them,  whether  in  high  or  low  life.  To  belong  to  any  class, 
to  more  in  any  nuik  or  sphere  of  life,  is  not  a  very  excluuve  diittne- 
tioo  or  test  of  rcfinenient.  Relinenient  will  in  all  claMct  be  tbe 
exception,  not  the  rule ;  and  the  exception  may  dW  out  in  one  class 
as  well  at  another.  A  kiQi>  is  but  an  hereditary  title.  A  ooblenua 
ii  only  one  of  the  House  of  Pccrt.  To  be  a  knight  or  aiderman  b 
coftfeesedly  a  vulgar  thing.  I'he  king  the  other  day  made  Sit  Walter 
Scott  a  baronet,  but  not  all  the  power  of  the  Three  U*t«e«  could 
nuke  another  Author  of  Waveilcy.  Princes,  heroes  are  ofiea 
common -place  people :  Hamlet  wa>  not  a  vulgar  character,  neither 
was  Don  Quixote.  To  be  an  author,  to  be  a  painter,  is  nothing.  It 
is  a  trick,  it  is  a  trade. 
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Najr,  to  be  a  Member  of  (he  Rot>I  Academy,  or  a  Pellow  of  ths 
Rovai  Society,  i*  but  a  mlgar  tfistinciion.  But  to  be  a  Virgil,  a 
MillODf  a  Raphael,  a  Claude,  it  wh^t  fell  to  tbc  lot  of  humanity  but 
once !  I  do  not  think  llry  were  vulgar  people,  ihougli  for  any  tiling 
I  know  to  the  conirary,  the  fit>t  Lord  of  the  Bed-chamber  may  be  a 
Tcty  vulgar  man :  for  unytliin^  I  bnow  to  the  contrary,  be  may  aot 
be  »o. — Such  arc  ptetty  much  my  nolioni  of  f;entility  and  rulganty. 

There  it  a  well-drct«cd  and  an  ill-drcucd  mob,  both  which  I  hate. 
0<fi  prafanum  nmlgut,  ti  artto.  The  vapid  atfectiilioii  of  the  one  i*  to 
toe  cvcD  more  iototersble  than  the  groM  in«oIeocc  and  brutality  of  the 
other.  If  a  let  of  low-lived  fellows  are  noity,  rude,  and  boibterou* 
to  shew  their  ditrcfrard  of  the  company,  a  aet  of  fashionuble  coxconibi 
pie,  to  a  naiueoiu  degree,  (inical  and  effemiDate  to  iJiew  their  thorough 
breeding.  The  one  are  governed  by  their  feeliogi,  however  coarte 
and  miaguidcd,  which  it  nomcthing :  the  others  coniult  only  appnr- 
ucn,  which  are  noihing,  either  ai  a  tent  of  happinevt  or  rirtuc. 
Hogarth  in  his  print*  ha«  trimmed  the  balaocc  of  pretension  between 
the  downright  blackguard  and  the  iei-tEtani  fine  geotleniaD  unanswer- 
ably. It  doei  not  appear  in  hU  moral  demoDttratioiM  (whatever  it 
aiay  do  in  the  genteel  letter -writing  of  Lord  Chettcrheld,  or  the 
ctOTalroiM  rhaptodict  of  Burke)  that  vice  by  loting  all  ita  grouncM 
lOMs  half  it*  evil.  It  becomca  more  coniemptibtc,  nnl  left  diiguiiing. 
What  it  there  in  common,  for  innlance,  between  hi«  beaux  and  belles, 
hit  nka  and  his  co^ueta,  and  the  men  and  women,  the  true  heroic 
and  ideil  chaiactera  tn  Raphael?  But  hii  people  of  bahion  and 
i]U4lity  are  juit  upon  a  par  witli  the  low,  the  velfiah,  the  umdeal 
character*  in  the  contraated  tIcw  of  human  life,  and  are  often  the  very 
aamc  characters,  only  changing  place*.  If  the  lower  ranka  are  actu- 
ated l»  envy  and  onchanublcncw  toward*  the  upper,  the  latter  have 
icwccty  any  l.clings  but  of  pride,  contempt,  and  avenion  to  the 
Iftwer.  If  the  poor  would  pull  down  the  rich  to  get  at  their  good 
things  the  rich  would  tread  down  ilie  pour  aa  tn  a  vtne-preta,  and 
•queeze  the  lait  ihilliog  out  of  their  pocketa,  and  l)ie  last  drop  of 
blood  out  of  their  vcin^  If  the  headitroag  lelf-will  and  unruly 
tufbulenoc  of  a  common  alc-houte  arc  ihocking,  what  shall  we  say  to 
the  ttudiod  inriDccrity,  the  insipid  want  of  common  sense,  the  calloiu 
inacnaUlity  of  the  drawing-ioom  and  ioudt»r  i  I  would  rather  mc 
tbc  feelings  of  out  common  nature  (for  they  are  the  aamc  at  bottom) 
expteued  in  the  most  naked  and  unqualified  way,  than  sec  every 
feeling  of  our  nature  auppreiscd,  miilcd,  hermetically  scaled  under  the 
amootb,  cold,  glittering  vamiih  of  pretended  tefinen>ent  and  cooveo- 
lionat  politeness.  The  one  may  be  corrected  by  bdng  better  informed ; 
the  other  a  bcorrigible,wilfi)l,lieattlcH  depravity.    I  cannot  describe 
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the  coBtcmpt  and  duj^wt  I  have  Mt  at  the  ton?  of  what  woutd  be 
tboDgbt  good  company,  when  1  hare  wtinnied  the  sleek,  imUing, 
gloetj',  graiuitoti*  utumption  of  tupeiionty  to  everjr  feeling  of  humnn- 
ky,  hooettj',  oi  principle,  u  a  put  of  the  etiquette,  the  mental  aod 
mini  tMtuMt  of  the  table,  and  every  profnuon  of  toleration  or  farour 
fbc  tbe  lower  ordera,  tJut  Ja.  for  ilie  great  maw  of  our  frllow-crcaturea, 
treated  »  a.D  indecorum  and  breach  of  the  harmony  of  wcll-regu]ai«l 
society.  In  aburt,  I  prefer  3  bear-garden  lo  the  adder**  den.  Or 
to  put  thii  caw  in  iu  cxt(eme«  point  of  riew,  I  ha*e  niore  patience 
with  men  in  a  rude  lUie  of  nature  outraging  the  human  form,  ilian 
I  have  with  apei  ■  making  mopa  and  rviovra '  at  tbe  extrRTagancFa 
they  ha*e  lirM  proroked.  I  can  endure  ibe  brutality  (at  it  it  ternted) 
of  mobs  belter  than  tlie  ioliumanity  of  courta.  The  Tioleocc  of  the 
one  ng^  tike  a  lire ;  the  innidioun  policy  of  the  other  ttrJkea  like  a 

SettileDce,  and  it  more  fatal  and  inevitable.  The  alow  poison  of 
epotiam  i*  worw  than  the  coovuttite  struggle*  of  anarchy.  'Of  all 
erilt,'  uyt  Hume,  'anarchy  ii  the  iboncat  lired.'  The  one  may 
'  break  out  like  a  wild  overthrow ; '  but  the  other  from  it*  accret, 
(acred  atand,  opcratea  unteeo,  and  undermineii  the  bappine*!  of  king- 
doma  for  agea,  lurku  in  the  hollow  cbeek,  and  aurea  you  in  the  face 
in  the  ghaitly  eye  of  want  and  agony  and  woe.  It  ia  dreadfijj  to 
hear  ihc  noiw  and  uproar  of  an  infuriaicd  multitude  atung  bv  the 
lenie  of  wrong,  and  maddened  by  tympaihy  :  it  ti  more  appalling  to 
think  of  the  amile  anawered  by  other  gracioua  imilca,  of  the  wbtiper 
echoed  by  other  BMenimg  whiapcra,  which  doom  them  lirn  lo  deapair 
and  then  to  dcatruciion.  Popijar  fury  linda  itn  counterpart  in  courtly 
aerrility.  If  every  outrage  ii  lo  be  apprehended  from  the  one,  every 
iniquiiy  ia  deliberately  aanctioned  by  the  other,  wilboni  regard  to 
justice  or  decency.  Tbe  word  of  a  king,  *  Go  tbou  and  do  iJkewiae,' 
makea  the  atoutctt  heart  dumb:  truth  and  hooetty  ahrink  before  it  >. 
If  there  arc  watchworda  for  the  rabble,  have  not  the  polite  and 
fuhionablc  their  hackneyed  pbraaes,  their  fulaomc  unmeaaing  jirgait 
a*  well  I     Both  are  to  me  aoathcma  I 

To  return  to  the  firat  queation,  aa  il  regarda  tndividtiat  and  private 
maniveci.  There  it  a  fme  illuitr^tion  of  the  elfcctt  of  prepoatctout 
and  affected  gentility  in  the  character  of  Gerimde,  in  iJie  old  comedy 
of  Baatward  Hoc,  written  by  fien  .'onton,  Maraton,  and  Chapman 
in  conjunction.  1'hia  play  ia  tuppowd  to  have  given  ii»e  to  Hogarth'i 
aeries  of  prima  of  the  Idle  and  InduttrJoua  Apprentice  ;  und  there  ta 
aomething  exceedingly  Hojiarthiao  in  the  view  both  of  vulgar  and  of 

*  A  \tif  »(  qutUlf,  in  lUuilon  to  ibe  gilUatrld  of  *  Tcltninl  Piinc«,  brint  tdd, 
*I  riTppoK  il  will  be  your  lum  neit  ?'  iiid,  'No  i  t  hope  nac  |  tot  jon  know  it  ii 
impouible  to  nfuM  ! ' 
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genteet  lift  here  diBpbycd.  The  cbaracier  of  GerMude  io  particutar, 
the  hctoinc  of  the  piece,  :i  inimitably  drawn.  The  mixture  of 
vaaity  and  mmnncui,  the  internal  worthlciiocu,  and  external  pre- 
tence, the  nutic  ignorancr  and  line  lady-like  airs,  the  intoxication  of 
novelty  and  infatuation  of  pride,  appear  like  a  dream  or  romancci 
rather  Uun  aaything  'i*  ^^'  '>'~^-  Cinderella  and  her  gIa«H-«lipper 
are  common -place  to  it.  Shi-  'u  not,  like  Millimant  (a  century  after- 
wards) the  accomplished  fine  lady,  but  a  pretender  to  all  the  foppery 
and  linerT  of  the  character.  It  is  the  honey-moon  witli  her  lodyihip, 
and  her  tolly  if  at  the  full.  To  he  a  wife  .ind  the  wife  of  a  knight 
arc  lo  her  plc«ur«  *worn  in  thrir  newest  glowi,'  and  nothing  can 
exceed  her  rapturet  in  the  contemplation  of  both  pans  of  the  dilemma. 
It  it  not  familiarity  but  novelty,  that  wcdt  her  to  the  couri.  She 
met  into  tlie  air  of  Keaiility  from  the  jtrouad  of  a  city  life,  and 
liutlers  about  there  with  all  the  fantatiic  di-Hflht  of  :i  butterfly  that  ha« 
jutt  changed  it4  caterpillar  state.  The  lound  of  My  Lady  inioxi- 
caict  her  with  delight,  makes  her  pddy,  and  almost  tunu  her  brain. 
On  the  bare  strength  of  it  she  if  ready  to  tarn  her  father  and  mother 
out  of  doors,  and  treats  her  brother  and  ftttcr  with  infinite  difdain 
and  judicial  hardneta  of  heart.  With  lome  (pecabtors  the  modem 
pfailOMipby  haa  deadened  and  distorted  all  the  natural  affections  :  and 
before  abatract  idean  and  tlie  miiichievous  refinements  of  literature 
were  introduced,  nothing  was  to  be  met  with  in  die  primeval  fiatc  of 
■ociety  but  simplicity  and  pastoral  innocence  of  manner*^

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Witliout  going  into  thii  at  length,  ihtre  i*  ooe  circimuunce  I 
would  m«)tion  in  which  I  think  there  hw  brrn  a  BUiking  imptove- 
mriic  ID  ibt  fiiaiily  rconuniy  of  luodcrn  timet — and  thot  is  in  the 
rcUtion  afmiuitnn  tad  tcmou.  ATttr  lintt  and  (lacty,  a  niarricd 
womao  of  the  old  tchool  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  attend  to  her 
hoiuewtfery.  She  had  no  other  tenourcc,  oo  other  seme  of  power, 
but  to  harangue  and  lord  it  over  hct  domettici.  Modem  book- 
education  tupplici  the  place  of  the  old-fashioned  tyitetn  of  kitchen 
penccuiion  and  eloquence.  A  well-bred  womati  now  seldom  goe* 
into  the  kitchen  to  took  after  the  tcrvinu: — formerly  what  wu 
called  a  good  manager,  an  exemplarj'  mistreu  of  a  family,  did 
tkothiog  but  hunt  them  from  morning  to  ntghi,  from  one  yeitr'*  end 
to  another,  without  icaving  them  a  moment't  rett,  peace,  or  comfort. 
Now  a  acrviuit  it  left  to  do  her  work  without  thii  luipieioua  and 
tormenting  interference  and  fault-finding  at  e»cry  *tcp,  and  »he  does 
it  all  the  better.  The  proverbs  about  the  mistress's  eye,  &c.  sre  no 
longer  held  for  current.  A  woman  from  this  habit,  which  at  last 
became  an  unconquerable  puiioa,  would  scold  her  niaida  for  lifiy 
years  togitlier,  and  nothing  could  Mop  her:  now  the  temptation  to 
read  the  last  new  poem  or  novel,  and  the  neceitity  of  talking  of  it 
in  the  next  company  the  goes  into,  prevent  her — and  the  beadit  to 
all  panics  is  incalcuiable ! 


ESSAY  XVII 
ON    A    LANDSCAPE    OF    NICOLAS   POUSSIN 

'And  blind  Orion  hungry  for  the  mom.' 

OaiOK,  the  subject  of  this  landscape,  wu  tbe  classical  Nimrod ;  and 
b  called  by  Homer,  '  a  hunter  of  shadowSf  hinisclf  a  shade.'  He 
was  the  son  of  Neptune ;  and  having  lost  an  eye  in  some  aiTray 
between  the  Gods  and  men,  was  told  that  if  he  would  go  to  meet 
the  rilling  «un,  be  would  recover  hii  sight.  He  is  reprciented  netting 
out  on  his  journey,  with  men  on  bin  shouldrrt  to  guide  him,  a  bow  in 
his  band,  and  Di^ina  in  (he  cbudi!  greeting  him.  He  stalks  along,  a 
^ant  upon  earth,  and  reels  and  falters  in  his  gait,  as  if  juet  awaked 
out  of  sleep,  or  unceitain  of  his  way : — vou  sec  his  blindness,  thougli 
his  buck  is  turned.  Mints  Hue  around  him,  and  veil  the  sides  of  tlie 
green  forests ;  earth  is  dank  and  fresh  with  dews,  the  *  grey  dawn 
and  the  Pleiades  before  him  dance,*  and  jn  the  distance  are  seen  the 
blue  hilU  and  sullen  ocean.  Nothing  wai  ever  more  liacly  coDceived 
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or  dom.  h  brcathei  the  tpiril  of  the  morain}>i  it*  moinure,  ite 
ttpott,  itt  obfcurity,  waitiDg  the  miracle  of  tight  to  kindle  it  into 
mulct :  the  whole  i«,  like  tiic  principjil  figure  in  it,  ■  i  forerunner  of 
the  dawn.'  Thr  umc  atmosphere  tinget  and  itnbuet  every  object, 
the  umc  dull  light  *  thadowjr  teta  off '  the  face  uf  Dsturc :  one  feeling 
of  TaaawMt  of  Rrugfoetii.inii  of  primeval  fuinu  perruka  the  pointer'* 
Ctnnst  ■Dd  we  are  thrown  hack  upon  the  lim  integrity  of  tilings. 
Thia  great  ind  Icarnnl  man  might  be  laid  to  tee  nature  through  the 
glan  of  time :  he  alone  hat  a  right  to  be  coniidercd  a>  the  painter  of 
clauical  jntiiiuiiy.  Sir  Jothiu  h»a  done  him  juntice  in  thi»  retpeer. 
He  could  give  to  the  scenery  of  his  heroic  fables  that  unimpaired  look 
of  original  nature,  full,  tolid,  large,  luxuriant,  teeniing  with  life  and 
power  1  or  deck  it  with  all  the  pomp  of  art,  with  temples  and  lowers, 
and  mytholo^c  giorea.  Hi*  picture*  'denote  a  foregone  concltuion.' 
He  applies  mture  to  bi>  puqiotcs  work*  out  her  image*  according;  to 
the  standard  of  hi*  thought*,  cmbodie*  high  ficiioos;  and  the  first 
cotKcption  being  giica,  all  the  rest  teems  to  grow  out  of,  and  be 
aHiroibtcd  to  it,  by  the  unfailing  process  of  a  studious  imagination. 
Like  his  own  Orion,  he  orertooks  the  surtoundinj;  scene,  appears  to 
'  uke  up  the  isles  a*  a  very  little  thing,  and  to  lay  the  earth  in  a 
IialaDce.'  With  a  luborioui  and  mighty  gia*p,  he  put  nature  into  the 
mould  of  the  ideal  and  antique  ;  and  wan  among  painters  (more  than 
any  one  eltc)  whai  Milton  wi»  among  poets.  There  is  in  both 
something  of  the  same  pcd^ntr)-,  the  same  stitTness,  the  (amc  elctaiion, 
the  lafflc  grandeur,  the  ume  mixture  of  art  and  nature,  the  unie 
richness  of  borrowed  material,  the  tame  unity  of  chAractei.  Neither 
the  poet  nor  the  painter  lowered  the  rabjecu  they  treated,  but  filled 
up  the  outline  in  the  &ncy,  and  added  strength  and  reality  to  it  t  and 
thua  not  only  taliitied,  but  nirnacsed  (he  cxpcctaticns  of  the  ipectator 
and  the  reader.  Thti  is  held  tor  the  triumph  and  the  perfection  of 
work*  of  an.  To  ^ve  ua  aatuic,  rach  u  we  see  it,  i*  well  and 
demiing  of  praise;  to  give  us  nature,  such  as  we  have  never  seen, 
but  have  often  withed  to  see  it,  is  belter,  and  deserving  of  iiigher 
praise.  He  who  can  show  the  world  in  its  first  naked  glory,  with 
the  huci  of  fancy  spread  over  h,  of  in  it*  high  and  palmy  itaie,  with 
the  gravity  of  history  mtamped  on  the  proud  monument*  of  vanished 
empire, — who,  by  hit  '  so  potent  art,'  can  re<al  time  pant,  tranaport 
us  to  distant  place*,  and  join  the  regions  of  tmsgination  (a  new 
ooitqncst)  to  those  of  reality, — who  tliow*  us  not  only  what  nature 
i*,  but  what  the  has  been,  and  ia  capable  of, — he  wlio  does  this, 
aad  doe*  it  with  simplicity,  with  truth,  and  grandeur,  i*  lord  of 
ounre  and  her  power*  t  and  hia  mind  i*  umrersat,  and  hit  ait  the 
Buner-art!

ESSAY  XVII  r 
ON  Milton's  sonnets 

Ths  peat  object  of  the  Sonnet  teems  to  be,  lo  expreii  in  muaical 
sumbera,  and  nt  it  were  with  undivided  breath,  aomc  occasional 
thought  or  perMnal  feeling,  '  tome  fee-grief  due  to  the  poet's  breaat.' 
It  is  a  sigh  uttered  from  the  fulncsa  of  the  heart,  an  involuntary 
aspiration  born  and  dying  ia  the  same  moment.  )  have  alwayi  been 
food  of  Milion'a  Sonnets  foi  thin  reason,  that  they  hart  more  of  this 
pernonal  and  intetoal  character  than  any  others ;  and  tlicy  acquire  a 
double  value  when  we  concidci  tliac  they  come  from  the  pen  of  the 
loftiest  of  our  poet*.  Conipaied  with  Paradise  Lost,  they  are  like 
lender  flower*  ihat  adorn  the  lose  of  tonic  proud  column  or  statdy 
temple.  The  author  in  the  one  could  wort  himself  up  with  unabated 
fortitude  '  to  the  height  of  hi»  great  argument ; '  but  in  the  other  he 
has  uliewn  that  he  could  condescend  to  men  of  low  ettatc,  and  after 
the  lightninB  and  the  thunder -boh  of  his  pen,  lets  fall  some  drops  of 
•  natural  pity '  over  haplcBs  infirmity,  mingltttg  mt^uns  with  the  oigbl- 
ingalc's,  '  mott  musicaT,  motit  melancholy.*  The  immortal  poet  poura 
his  mortal  sorrows  into  our  breasts,  and  a  tear  falls  from  hit  sightleM 
orbs  00  the  friendly  hand  he  prcsnes.  The  Sonnets  are  a  kind  of 
pensive  record  of  past  achievements,  loves,  and  friendships,  and  a 
noble  exhortation  to  himself  to  bear  up  with  cheerful  hope  and  con-

Wordawonh  to  grant  Uut  he  wu  eitlier  half  the  man  or  half  the 
poet  that  Milton  wat.  He  ha*  not  hb  high  and  varioos  imaginaiMn, 
DOT  hi*  deep  and  lixcd  principle.  Milton  did  not  worthip  the  riaing 
•BD,  nor  turn  hit  back  on  a  loting  and  fallen  cauie.

Mr.  Southey  hat  tbosghl  proper  to  put  the  author  of  Paradiae 
Lott  into  hi>  laie  HcnTeat  on  the  undervtood  condition  that  he  it  'no 
longer  to  kingi  2nd  to  hiemrcfai  hoadle.'  In  hi*  Itfc-ttni^  he  gare  no 
•ign  of  tuch  an  alteration ;  and  it  ii  rather  iirciuniptatwi  in  the  poet- 
lautcatc  to  punuc  the  dcccMcd  antagoftiu  of  Salmaiim  into  the  other 
world  to  comptimcnt  him  with  hit  own  infittnity  of  purpoic.  It  »  a 
wondet  he  did  not  add  in  a  note  that  Mihon  called  him  atide  to  whiapei 
in  hi«  ear  that  he  preferred  the  new  English  hexametcrt  to  hii  own 
blank  vcrael

who  have  that  eager  coriodty  and  reotleM  admtratioa  of  buaile  sod 
niendour,  ihil  tooner  than  not  be  admitted  on  ^rvat  occanon*  of 
fcaiiing  and  luxurioui  ditpky,  they  wilt  go  in  the  character  nf  livery- 
trtTinu  10  Hand  behind  the  chair*  of  the  greit.  There  uc  other* 
who  can  to  little  bear  to  be  left  for  any  lenf>th  of  time  out  of  the 
grand  carmral  and  matqucrade  of  pride  aoi!  folly,  that  they  will  gain 
admitunce  to  it  at  the  exjiense  of  their  characteri  aa  well  at  of  a 
change  of  dreaa.

We  have  nlrotj  of  chauntio);  and  chimiD)r  in  anioog  sooic 
modem  wtiten  with  tne  Iriumplii  over  their  own  vicwn  and  piinciple«i 
but  none  of  a  paiieni  reHenauon  to  defeat,  mitatning  and  nourishing 
ittrlf  with  the  choughi  of  ihc  jucticc  of  their  cause,  and  with  (irm- 
fixed  rectitude.  I  do  not  pteiend  to  defend  the  tone  of  Mition'it 
political  writings  (which  was  borrowed  from  the  tcyle  of  controvcmial 
divinity)  or  to  say  that  he  was  fi)tht  in  the  part  he  took:  — 1  tay  that 
he  was  consiitent  in  it,  and  did  not  convict  hiiusiclf  of  erior :  lie  was 
coDtincnt  in  it  in  spite  of  danger  and  obloquy,  'on  citl  dayi  thoujih 
fallen,  and  evil  longuc*,'  and  iherefurc  hit  character  haa  the  talt  of 
honesty  about  it.  It  doca  not  ofTctid  ia  the  nontril*  of  poateiity. 
He  had  taken  hb  [urt  boldly  and  flood  to  it  manfiilly,  and  submitted 
(o  the  change  of  times  wiili  pious  fortitude,  building  his  coosolationa 
00  the  reaoutcea  of  hit  own  mind  and  the  recollectJoa  of  the  psat, 
instead  of  endeavouring  lo  make  hiniself  a  retreat  foi  the  time  to 
come.  A*  an  instance  of  this,  we  may  take  one  of  the  ben  and  roost 
admired  of  thetc  Sonnets,  that  addrcitcd  to  Cyriac  Skinner,  on  hi* 
own  blindness. 

*^'riac,  tliis  ilirre  yean'  day,  these  ryes,  ihougli  clew, 
TOoiititaid  vle«,<if  Wemi«ii  or  uf  spot. 
Bereft  of  light  their  lecine  have  forgot, 
Nnr  in  their  idle  orbt  Jolh  light  ap|>ear 
Of  lun  Of  moon  or  star  ebroujihout  the  year. 
Or  man  or  woman.     Vet  I  argue  not 
Againit  Heav'n'i  hand  or  will,  nor  bote  a  jot 
Of  heart  or  hope  i  but  tt  i  II  bear  up  and  steer 
Right  onward,     what  siip|i»n>>  mr,  doM  thou  aafc  t 
The  eonteiente,  Fri<nil,  (o  have  lo«  them  ovetply'd 
In  libfrty's  defence,  my  nolile  lajik. 
Of  which  all  Europe  lalkii  from  side  to  lide. 
Thi*  thought  might  Icail  me  through  the  world**  vatn  mask, 
Coiueni  ih(iu|;h  blind,  had  I  no  better  guide.' 

Nothing  can  exceed  t)ic  mild,  subdued  tone  of  ihtt  Sannet,  nor  the 
Btriking  grandeur  of  the  concluding  thought.  It  is  curious  to  remaik 
what  Kcma  to  be  a  trail  of  character  to  the  two  first  line*.  From 
Milton's  care  to  inform  the  reader  that  'his  eye*  were  Mill  clear  to 
outward  view  of  spot  or  blemish,'  it  would  be  thought  cliat  he  had 
not  yet  f^ircn  up  all  regard  to  personal  appcar^ice  j  a  feeling  to  which 
his  ungnUr  bnutr  at  an  earlier  age  might  be  suppoied  naturally 
enough  to  lead, — Of  the  political  or  (what  may  be  called)  his  StaU- 
Someti,  those  to  Crorowell,  to  Fairfax,  and  to  the  younger  Vane,  are 
fiilt  of  exalted  praite  and  dignified  advice.  They  arc  neither  familiar 
nor  acrvilc.     The  writer  knows  what  is  due  to  power  and  to  fame. 
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He  fccli  the  traCt  tHuwumMl  e^naliiy  of  greainett.  He  payi  tlie 
fiill  uibutc  of  odminitMo  for  great  act*  a(cliicT<xl,  and  wggcttc 
bnwiuag  occaaioD  U  drwiTc  higher  praiw.  That  to  Cromwell  it  a 
proof  bow  completely  our  poet  imilMtiBcd  the  erectneu  of  hit  undeT- 
■undtnir  aad  cpiiit  in  liis  ioiefcoane  w'tth  taea  in  power.  It  it  luch 
a  compiimetit  ai  a  [met  mijjht  pajr  to  a  conqueror  and  bod  of  the 
date,  without  the  pcM«ibilit]r  of  lelf-degradation.

Om  of  the  pleanoiMt  thing*  ia  the  woiU  n  going  a  journey  )  bnt  I 
like  to  go  by  mywlf.  I  can  enjoy  Mdciy  in  a  room ;  bat  out  of 
doon,  nacttrc  is  cocnpany  enough  for  me.  I  am  then  oerer  leit  alone 
than  when  alone.

I  canoot  Mc  (he  wit  of  walking  and  talking  at  the  tnmc  titne. 
When  I  am  in  the  country,  I  with  lo  vegetate  like  the  counir^,  I 
am  not  for  criticiung  hed)>e-row4  and  black  cattle.  1  go  oat  of  town 
in  order  to  forget  tlie  town  and  all  that  ia  in  it.  There  are  thoac 
who  (or  thif  purnMe  go  to  watering- places,  and  carry  the  metropolii 
with  them.  1  like  more  etbow-room,  and  fewer  incumbrance*.  I 
like  lolitude,  when  I  ^fe  myaclf  up  lo  it,  for  the  take  of  tolitude;

The  KMtl  of  a  journey  it  liberiy,  peifca  liberty,  lo  think,  feel,  do 
JHt  aa  OM  pleaari.  We  go  a  journey  chielly  to  be  free  of  all 
impedimenta  and  of  all  i&conrenieiKM  i  to  leave  ouraelvci  behind, 
mnch  more  to  get  rid  of  oiheia.  It  ia  became  I  want  a  little 
breaching-apee  to  muae  on  iodifferent  maltcrt,  where  Contemplation.

Thai  in  tbt  varioui  buiile  of  r»ort 
Were  all  loD  ruilcd,  and  tometimes  impair'd,'

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inipcmn«)«.  Gi«e  roe  ibr  cle»r  blue  iky  orer  my  head,  and  the 
grccit  tcrf  bcDCBih  my  fccc,  a  winding  xwd  bcfotc  mc,  and  r  three 
hour>'  march  to  diDner — and  then  to  thinking!  It  if  hard  if  I 
cannot  ttart  lome  game  on  thcac  lone  lieaths.  I  haf^h,  I  rvn,  I  leap, 
I  sing  Ibf  joy.  From  the  point  of  yoodcr  rolliag  cloud.  I  plu&ge 
into  roy  past  b«ng,  and  revel  there,  at  the  lua-bumt  lodiun  plunge* 
headlong  into  the  wave  that  waft*  him  to  hi*  native  thore.  Then 
long-lbrgotten  thingi,  like  'ninkcn  wrack  and  numlcH  tieaMriea,' 
tiurtt  Bpoo  ray  eager  lighi,  and  I  begin  to  feci,  think,  aod  be  mytejf 
ngaio.  Inatcid  of  ao  awkward  tilcoce,  broken  by  attrmpu  at  wil  or 
dull  common -places,  mine  it  that  undittuibed  nlcDce  of  the  heart 
which  alone  n  perfect  eloquence.  No  one  likes  puns,  alliteratiooa, 
aniithese^,  argument,  and  analytii  better  than  I  do ;  but  I  tomeiimet 
had  ratlu^r  be  without  them.  <  Leivc,  oh,  leave  me  ta  my  renow !  * 
I  bate  juR  now  other  buiincM  in  hand,  which  would  «et-m  idle  to 
yoti,  bat  it  with  mc  '  very  itulT  of  the  conicience.'  I*  not  thit  wild 
rose  tweet  without  a  comment !  Doea  not  this  daisy  leap  to  my  heart 
Kt  ia  ita  coat  of  emerald?  Yet  if  1  were  to  explain  to  you  the 
circttnitiance  that  haa  «o  endeared  it  to  me,  you  would  only  amile. 
Had  I  not  better  then  keep  it  to  myielf,  and  let  it  serve  me  to  brood 
over,  irom  here  to  yonder  craggy  point,  and  from  thence  onward  to 
the  far-diMani  hori^^n  ?  I  should  be  but  had  company  all  that  way, 
and  therefore  prefer  being  alone.  1  have  heard  it  uid  that  you  may, 
when  the  moody  €t  comes  on,  walk  or  ride  on  by  yourtelf,  and 
indulge  your  reveries.  But  iliis  looks  like  a  breach  of  manners,  a 
neglect  ^  others,  and  you  ate  tliinkisg  all  the  time  that  you  ought  to 
rejoio  your  party.  'Out  upon  fuch  half-faced  fellowibtp,'  •a7  I.  I 
like  to  be  cither  entirely  to  mynelf,  or  entirely  at  the  diipooal  of 
others  i  10  talk  or  he  tilcni,  to  walk  or  sit  still,  to  be  sociable  or 
solitary.  I  wu  picaaed  with  an  obtervation  of  Mc.  Cobbctt't,  (bat 
'  he  thought  it  a  bad  French  custom  to  dtirik  our  wine  with  our 
meals,  and  that  an  Englishman  ought  to  do  only  one  thing  at  a  time.* 
So  I  cannot  talk  and  thick,  or  indulge  in  melancholy  rauaiog  and 
lively  conrcntilion  by  (its  and  starts.  '  Let  me  have  a  companion  of 
my  way,'  says  Sterne,  '  were  it  but  to  remark  how  the  shadows 
lengthen  as  the  sun  declines.'  It  is  beautifully  said :  but  in  my 
opinion,  this  continual  comparing  of  notes  interferes  with  the 
involuntary  impression  of  ihings  upon  ihc  minii,  and  hurts  the 
tcntimeni.  If  you  only  him  what  you  feel  in  a  kind  of  dumb  show, 
it  ia  ioiipid !  if  you  have  to  explain  it,  it  is  making  a  toil  of  a 
pleasure.  You  cannot  read  tlie  book  of  n.iture,  without  being 
perpetually  put  to  the  trouble  of  translating  it  for  the  beoelit  of 
others.  I  am  for  the  t^helical  method  on  a  journey,  in  preference 
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to  the  aiulyticaL.  I  am  conteot  to  lay  io  a  ttocic  of  idru  then,  aod 
10  examine  and  anatomiw  tliem  afterwatdi.  I  want  to  «ee  my  vague 
notioDi  fioac  like  the  ilown  oi  tlic  thiulc  before  tbe  brccie,  and  not 
10  have  them  entangled  in  the  briars  and  thorni  of  cantrorcny.  For 
OBce,  1  like  to  hsvc  it  all  my  own  way  ;  and  thit  it  imponiblc  unlets 
you  are  alone,  or  in  «uch  cornptkoy  at  I  do  not  covet.  I  have  no 
objection  to  ar|;ue  a  point  with  any  one  for  twenty  mile*  of  measured 
rood,  but  not  {at  jileaeurc.  If  you  remark  the  scent  of  a  beaofield 
craning  the  road,  perh»pi  your  feliow-(raT«ller  las  no  imcll.  If  you 
point  10  a  dittant  object,  perhapt  he  ia  «Jiort-d|thted,  and  but  to  take 
out  hi*  glau  to  took  At  it.  There  i«  a  feeling  in  tbe  air,  a  tone  ia 
the  colour  of  a  cloud  which  hilt  your  fancy,  but  the  effect  of  which 
you  arc  unable  to  account  for.  There  it  then  no  lympfttfiy,  but  an 
uneaty  craving  after  it,  aod  a  dittatisfaction  which  pur«uc«  you  on  the 
way,  and  in  tbe  end  probably  produce*  ill  humour.     Now  I  never 

?uarrel  with  myielf,  and  take  all  my  own  concluiioni  for  granted  tilJ 
lind  it  nccctury  to  defend  them  agiiinit  otijectioni.  It  ia  not 
merely  that  you  may  not  be  of  accord  on  the  object*  and  circum- 
•Uncc*  thai  pretcnt  ihcmKUct  befiare  you — thctc  may  recal  a  sumbei 
of  obJfCta,  and  lead  to  a^sociaiion*  too  delicate  and  rciined  to  be 
posiibly  communicated  to  others.  Yet  thetc  I  love  to  cherish,  and 
lonietimet  iiill  fondly  clutch  them,  when  1  can  etcapc  from  the 
throng  to  do  to.  To  jiive  way  to  our  feelingi  before  company, 
Mcmi  cxtiavagance  or  affectation  ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  to  have  to 
unravel  thit  rayttcry  of  our  being  at  every  turn,  and  to  make  otbera 
take  an  ecjual  interest  in  it  (oihcrwite  the  end  it  not  answered)  it  a 
task  to  which  few  arc  competent.  Wc  mum  'give  it  an  andctttand- 
injl,  but  no  tongue.'  My  old  friend  Cfg^hifct  however,  could  do 
both.  He  could  go  on  in  the  most  delightful  explanatory  way  over 
bill  and  dale,  a  nimmer's  day,  and  convert  a  landscape  into  a  didactic 
poem  or  a  Pindaiic  ode.  'He  talked  far  above  singinf;.'  If  I 
could  10  clothe  ray  ideas  in  souadiog  and  lowing  wordt,  I  mifibt 
pcrbipt  with  to  have  some  one  wiui  me  to  admire  the  swelling 
theme ;  or  I  could  be  more  content,  were  ii  possible  for  mc  tiill  lo 
hear  his  echoing  voice  in  the  woods  of  AII'Koxden.  They  had 
*  ihM  line  madncM  in  them  which  our  first  poets  had  ( '  and  if  they 
could  have  been  caught  by  sonix:  rare  instrumcBtt  woiUd  have  breathed 
such  strains  as  the  followiDg.

Had  I  wordi  and  imaj;;ei  at  cammand  like  (hriCt  I  voutd  atccin|X  to 
wake  the  ibmighta  thai  lie  «lunibcring  on  jolden  tidgea  Jo  ihc  ctentD^ 
doudi :  but  at  the  tij'hc  of  nuture  my  Gincy,  pour  us  it  ii,  droopt  aod 
clotc«  tip  ill  learct,  like  Sowcri  at  (UDMt.  I  can  nuke  nothing  out 
on  the  (pot : — I  mutt  have  time  to  collect  mpclf. — 

In  geaeral,  a  good  thing  «poU«  out-of-door  prospecia :  it  thoold  b«> 
reKrved  for  Table-talk.  L.*tm^  is  for  thit  tcaton,  I  take  it,  the' 
wont  company  in  the  world  out  of  dooit ;  because  he  ia  the  be^t 
within.  I  Kiuol,  there  ii  one  aubject  on  which  it  it  pleaaant  to  uJk 
on  a  journey ;  aod  that  i^  what  one  ihall  have  fot  Mippei  when  we 
get  to  our  inn  at  night.  The  open  air  tmpcOTe*  thit  loit  of  conrerta- 
lion  or  ftietidly  altercation,  by  «etiinjE  a  keener  edge  on  appetite. 
Brery  mile  of  the  road  bcightco«  the  aaroui  of  the  viandt  we  expect 
at  the  end  of  it.  How  fine  it  i*  to  cntrr  tome  old  town,  walled  and 
tumted  ju*t  at  the  approach  of  night-fall,  or  to  come  to  aome 
Mr>2glbg  villagCi  with  the  lighu  aireaming  through  the  aurrouodiDg 
gloom ;  and  then  after  ioquittng  for  the  beit  entcruinoient  that  (be 
plaoe  afTotdt,  to  'take  one't  ea»c  it  one's  ino !  '  The*e  eTeotful 
momeol*  in  our  live*'  history  are  too  predout,  too  full  of  Milid,  heart- 
felt hap|)ineai  to  be  frittered  and  dribbled  away  in  imperfect  «ympaihy. 
I  would  have  thetn  all  to  iiiy»clf,  and  drain  them  to  the  lati  drop: 
they  will  do  to  tiilk  of  or  to  write  about  aftetwardt.  What  a  delicate 
apeculstioo  it  it,  after  drinking  whole  gobleta  of  tea, 

'The  cupt  that  ehetr,  but  not  inebriate,* 

and  leitiag  the  fume*  atccod  into  the  brain,  to  lit  conaidefing  what  we 
•hall  have  for  (upper— e'gj;!  and  a  rather,  a  rabbit  aoiotbeted  in  onioU) 
or  an  excellent  veal-cuilet  1  Sancho  in  auch  a  lituatioa  ooce  fixed 
upon  cow-becl ;  and  hU  clioJce,  though  he  could  not  help  it,  is  tKX 
to  be  diaparaged.  Then  in  the  interralt  of  pictured  (cenery  and 
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Shandeui  contcmplncion,  to  catch  the  pr«unuion  and  the  nix  in  the 
kitchen — Pram/,  0  frtKu/  eiu  pri^anit  These  hour*  arc  wncnd  to 
siicncc  and  to  musing,  to  be  treasured  up  in  the  mcmot;,  and  to  feed 
the  toiact  of  smiling  thoughts  hernfier.  I  would  not  wa»te  tliem  in 
idle  talk ;  or  if  I  must  h;ive  tlic  integrity  of  fancy  broken  in  upon, 
I  would  rather  it  were  by  a  ttraogcr  than  a  friend.  A  ntrangcr  take« 
his  hue  and  characicr  from  the  time  and  place  ;  he  it  a  part  of  the 
furniture  and  conumc  of  an  inn.  If  he  it  a  Quaker,  or  from  the 
Wen  Riding  of  Yorkihire,  so  much  the  belter.  I  do  not  even  try 
to  iympsihise  witli  him,  and  he  breaks  no  squares.  1  associate 
noihiag  «nlh  my  iraTclltng  companion  but  present  objects  and  pastiog 
events.  In  his  ignorance  of  me  and  roy  anairs,  I  in  a  matiner  forget 
mvielf.  But  a  friend  reminds  one  of  other  thbgs,  rips  up  cid 
grierancei,  and  destroys  the  abmracdon  of  the  «c«ne.  He  comn 
in  ongracioutly  between  us  and  our  imaginary  character.  Something 
is  dropped  in  tlie  course  of  conversation  that  gives  a  hint  of  your 
profttaioo  and  puriuiisi  or  from  having  some  one  with  you  that 
knows  the  lew  sublime  portion*  of  your  hiuory,  it  seems  thai  other 
people  do.  You  arc  no  longer  a  citizen  of  tbe  world :  but  vonr 
*  imiiouacd  free  condition  is  put  into  circumscription  and  conhne.' 
The  iMwniM  of  an  inn  i>  one  of  its  nrikiog  privileges — 'lord  of 
one't.«cl^aacnmbcr*d  with  a  name.'  Oh  I  it  is  great  to  shake  olf 
the  trammd*  of  the  world  and  of  public  opinion — to  lose  our  im- 
portunate, tormeming,  everlaicing  pctsocud  identity  in  the  elements  of 
nature,  and  become  Uie  creature  of  the  moment,  clear  of  ail  tie«^~TO 
hold  to  the  universe  only  by  a  dish  of  sweet-breads,  and  to  owe 
nothing  but  the  score  of  the  evening — and  no  longer  seeking  lor 
applause  and  meeting  with  contempt,  lo  be  known  by  no  other  title 
than  tie  Gtiulnun  in  lit  parkarl  One  may  take  one's  choice  of  all 
characters  in  this  romantic  state  of  uncertainty  as  to  one's  real  pre- 
tCMioiM,  and  become  indelinitely  respectable  and  negatively  right- 
worihipful.  We  baffle  prejudice  and  disappoint  conjecture;  and 
from  being  so  to  others,  begin  to  be  objects  of  curiosity  and  wonder 
even  to  outietves.  We  are  no  more  those  hackneyed  common- 
places ibai  we  appear  in  the  world  :  an  inn  restores  us  lo  the  Icvd 
of  nature,  and  quits  tcorn  with  society !  I  have  certainly  spent 
lomc  enviable  hours  at  tnn*— sometinies  when  I  have  been  left 
entirely  to  myself,  and  have  tried  to  solve  some  metaphysical 
problem,  as  once  at  Wiibam-comroon,  where  I  found  out  the  proof 
that  likeoeu  is  not  a  case  of  the  association  of  ideas — at  other  times, 
when  there  have  been  pictnres  in  the  room,  as  at  St.  Neot's,  (I 
think  it  was)  where  I  first  met  with  Gribclin's  engravings  of  the 
Cartoons,  bto  which  I  entered  at  once,  and  at  a  little  inn  on  the 
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boM«rs  of  Wales,  where  there  happnied  to  be  hmeing  tooie  of 
WMtall'*  driwiMi,  which  I  compared  triumphaaily  (for  a  theory 
that  I  had,  not  for  the  admind  aruit)  with  the  li^c  of  ■  girl  who 
bad  ferried  rk  oret  the  Severn,  sunding  up  in  the  boat  between  me 
and  the  lwilif>ht — at  other  time*  I  might  nkcotioa  luxuriatio);  ia 
booki,  with  a  peculiar  imciett  in  thii  way,  an  I  remember  Ntting 
up  half  the  iii{;bt  to  read  Pitul  and  Virginia,  which  1  picked  up  m 
an  inn  at  Bridgewaier,  aJter  bciog  drenched  in  the  raitt  all  day ;  and 
at  ibc  uiDe  place  I  got  through  two  tolomea  of  Madame  D'Arblay*! 
Camilla.  It  wu  on  the  tenth  of  April,  1 798,  thai  I  cat  down  to  a 
volume  of  the  New  bloiae,  at  the  inn  si  LlangtJlen,  oier  a  boulc  of 
iherry  and  a  cold  chicken.  The  letter  I  choae  wat  that  in  which 
Si.  Preux  dcKTibeii  his  tcelin;;^  it  he  Grti  caught  a  gBinwe  from  the 
hrighu  of  the  Jura  of  thr  Puy*  de  Vaud,  which  I  had  broaoht  with 
n>e  aa  a  ion  tmult  to  crown  the  evening  with.  It  wat  tny  bcrth^day, 
ai>d  I  had  for  the  fim  time  come  from  a  place  in  the  ncighboutbood 
to  riati  ihi>  delightliil  (pot.  The  road  10  Llangollen  raro*  otf  bctweeo 
Chirk  and  Wrexham :  and  on  paating  a  certain  point,  you  cone  all 
at  once  upon  the  talley,  which  opeoa  like  aa  amphitheatre,  broad, 
barren  hillt  firing  in  majeMic  aiate  oa  cither  aide,  with  '  (creen  upland 
awelb  that  echo  to  the  bleat  of  flocki'  below,  and  the  rirer  Dee 
babbling  over  iti  >tony  bed  in  the  miti*t  of  them.  The  valley  at 
thi«  time  'glittered  green  with  ninny  ihowen,'  and  a  budding  aah-tree 
dipped  iia  tender  btanchet  in  the  cbidii^  aueam.  How  proud,  bow 
glad  I  WM  to  walk  along  the  bigh  road  that  overlooks  the  delicious 
proapect,  repeating  the  line*  which  I  have  just  quoted  from  Mr. 
Colcridge'i  poena  I  But  beiidea  the  prospect  which  opened  beneath 
my  feet,  another  alao  opened  to  my  lowatd  li^iht,  a  beavenly  vitioD, 
on  which  were  written,  in  letter*  large  a*  Hope  cosld  make  them, 
thete  four  worda,  LiDutrr,  Gi.xn/s,  Lovi,  VaiTua ;  which  have 
aincc  faded  into  the  light  of  cofiuooo  day,  or  mock  my  kUc  gaze.

Still  I  would  return  tome  time  or  other  to  thia  enchanted  *pot  t  but 
I  would  retoro  to  it  alone.  What  other  aelf  could  I  find  to  ahare 
that  indux  of  thoughts  of  regret,  and  delight,  the  fragmenta  of  which 
I  could  hardly  conjure  up  to  myaelf,  to  much  have  they  been  broken 
and  defaced !  I  codd  ctand  on  aome  tall  rock,  and  overtook  the 
precipice  of  yean  that  aeparaiei^  me  from  what  I  then  wat.  1  waa 
at  that  time  going  ihortly  to  litit  the  puct  whom  I  have  above  named. 
M'herc  ia  he  now  ?  Not  only  I  myaelf  bate  changed  1  the  world) 
which  waa  then  new  to  me,  haa  become  oki  and  incorrigible.  Yet 
will  I  turn  to  thee  in  thought,  O  aylvan  Dee,  in  joy,  in  youth  and 
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filikdaeH  u  thou  th«n  went   and  ihon  ihalt  always  be  lo  me  the 
tirtt  of  Paradise,  wbcre  I  will  drink  of  the  water*  of  life  freely ! 

There  b  hardly  aoy  thing  that  ahowi  the  tiiort-iightedaeM  or 
caprictousneit  of  tht  imagiDaiion  more  liata  iiavFllio^  dutrt.  With 
cbaoge  of  pbce  we  change  our  ideu ;  oiy,  our  opinions  and  fi-cliD]{s. 
We  can  t^  bb  effort  indeed  transport  ouraelvet  to  old  and  long- 
foigoticD  tccnn,  aitd  then  ihc  picture  of  the  miod  rcrirct  again; 
but  we  forget  thoae  that  wc  have  iuit  left.  It  «ccr»  that  we  can' 
think  bot  of  one  place  at  a  time.  The  caOTiu  of  the  &ncy  is  but  of 
a  certain  extent,  and  if  we  paint  one  *ci  of  objecta  upon  it.  they 
immediately  efface  erery  other.  We  cannot  cnlarp.e  our  conception*, 
wc  only  ihift  our  point  of  view.  The  landtcape  bare*  it*  boaom  to 
the  enraptured  eye,  wc  take  our  fill  oi  it,  and  teem  a«  if  wc  could 
form  no  other  image  of  beauty  or  grandeur.  Wc  pats  on,  and  think 
no  more  of  it :  the  horizon  that  shuts  it  from  our  sight,  also  Mots 
it  from  our  memory  like  a  dream.  In  tiatelliog  through  a  wild 
barren  country,  I  can  foim  ou  idea  of  a  woody  and  cultiiated  one. 
It  appears  to  me  that  all  the  world  mun  be  barren,  like  what  I  tee  of 
it.  In  the  country  we  forget  the  town,  and  in  town  we  deipiie  the 
country.  '  Beyond  Hyde  Paik,'  says  Sir  Fopling  Flutter, '  all  is  a 
desert.'  All  that  nari  of  the  map  that  wc  do  not  see  before  ut  is 
a  blank.  Tlie  wbrld  in  our  conceit  of  it  is  not  much  bigger  than 
a  nutshell.  It  i>  not  one  prospea  expanded  into  another,  county 
joined  to  county,  kingdom  to  kingdom,  lands  to  teas,  making  an 
image  voluminaua  and  vast ; — the  mind  can  fbrnt  no  larjter  idea  of 
space  than  the  eye  can  take  in  at  a  single  glance.  The  rest  is  a 
name  written  in  a  man,  a  calculation  of  arithmetic.  For  instance, 
what  is  the  inic  signification  of  that  immense  mas>  of  icttiiary  and 
population,  known  by  the  name  of  China  to  us  i  An  inch  of 
paMv-board  on  a  wooden  globe,  of  no  more  account  than  a  China 
orange !  Things  near  us  aie  aeen  of  the  siie  of  life :  tiling's  at  a 
distance  are  diminished  to  tlic  si^e  of  the  understanding.  We  measure 
tbe  univerac  by  ourielves,  and  even  comprehend  the  texture  of  our 
own  being  ooly  piece-mcai.  In  this  way,  however,  uc  remember  an 
iafiaity  of  things  and  pltccs.  The  mind  i*  like  a  mechanical  initru- 
nient  that  plays  a  great  variety  of  tunes,  but  it  must  play  ibcm  in 
succession.  One  idea  recalls  another,  but  it  at  the  same  time  excludes 
all  uthecs.  In  tryinjt  to  renew  old  recollections,  we  cannot  as  it  were 
unfold  tbe  whole  web  of  our  existence  i  we  niuai  pick  out  the  single 
thread*.  So  in  coming  to  a  place  where  we  hate  formerly  lived  and 
with  which  we  have  intimate  auociaiioot,  every  one  must  have  found 
that  the  feeling  grows  more  vivid  the  nearer  wc  approach  the  spot, 
fiom  the  mere  anticipation  of  the  actual  imprcsaion :  we  remember 
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cimBtuacM,  fedoigi,  peneot,  beet,  nknn,  ikM  wc  kid  sot  tlio«{bt 
ei  hi  ftm$i  bt  fcr  iW  tia>c  iM  the  rea  of  the  woM  m  fiagcota  1— 
To  mra  U  the  qoaoaa  I  have  ^dttcd  otynv.

Calaia  waa  peopkd  with  novehy  and 
del^ht.  The  conliued,  boxy  roaraus  of  the  place  waa  hke  oil  and 
viae  Mtircd  mto  my  cars  i  nor  did  the  tBarincra*  hyian,  wbicb  wac 
aaog  kcm  the  top  of  an  old  craiy  vcaaci  m  the  harboar,  aa  the  laa 
wew  do«s,  leod  aa  alien  aooDd  into  my  too).  I  only  brtathod  the 
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■U  of  gmeral  huaiaaity.  I  walked  over  *  the  vine-covcfMl  hillt  ■kI 
gay  reeioni  of  FninGF,'  erect  attd  utislicd  ;  for  the  imngc  of  man  wm 
not  cast  down  and  chjuoed  to  (he  fool  of  aftiiiraty  throne*  i  1  was  at 
no  loM  for  iaitgtuigc,  for  thu  of  all  the  gjtM  »cboolt  of  pMoting  wu 

Xn  to  mc.  The  whole  i>  nnithcd  lilcc  a  ibailc.  PicMre^  beroef, 
7,  freedom,  all  are  Acd :  nothing  refmiM  bat  die  Bourboni  and 
tlie  French  people  ! — There  i*  nndoubtedly  a  tMMMion  in  Uavelliiig 
into  foreign  paru  that  is  to  be  had  nowlierc  cbr :  but  it  it  more 
pleading  at  the  time  thin  la!rtiii]t.  It  it  loo  remote  from  our  habitual 
aMOcbtioM  to  be  a  comiDOo  topic  of  ditcoarae  or  reference,  and,  like 
I  dr«ain  or  another  state  of  cxiMmoe,  doc*  not  piece  into  our  daily 
mode*  of  life.  It  in  an  animated  but  a  momentary  halluctnation.  It 
demiRd*  SB  ejfon  to  exchingc  our  sciiul  for  our  ideal  identity  -,  and 
to  feel  tile  polie  of  our  old  tranaporti  revive  very  keenlyi  we  rauat 
'  fomp'  all  our  preaeot  comfona  and  connexions.  Our  romunic  ud 
itHwiant  character  it  not  to  be  donieiticaicd.  Dr.  Jotuwon  tenurited 
how  little  foreign  travel  added  lo  the  facilitici  of  conrccsatton  in  tbote 
who  had  been  abroad.  In  fact,  the  time  we  have  upeni  there  ■■  both 
ddighdel  >ad  ia  one  •cote  imtruoive ;  but  it  appear*  to  be  c«  o«i 
of  OttrwCwofltial,  downright  exigence,  and  never  to  join  kiodly  oa 
to  it.  We  are  not  the  tame,  but  another,  and  perhaps  more  enviable 
individual,  all  the  time  we  are  out  of  our  own  country.  We  are  loM 
to  ourtelvet,  aa  well  at  our  frkndt.     So  the  poet  Mmewlut  quaintly 

'  Out  of  my  country  and  myMtf  I  go.* 

Thoie  who  with  to  fofget  painful  thoughts,  do  well  to  abiett  thcm- 
teUct  foe  a  wfaUe  from  the  tiei  and  objecu  that  recat  ibem :  but  ve 
on  be  taid  only  to  fulfil  otir  dcttiny  in  the  place  that  gave  us  birth. 
I  tbooU  00  thu  account  like  well  enough  to  spend  the  whole  of  my 
life  in  cravclliitg  abroad,  if  I  could  any  where  borrow  mother  life  to 
^od  aftcrwardi  at  hooc ! — 
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Txnui  is  a  set  of  people  who  &irly  come  noder  this  denomination. 
They  speed  their  time  and  their  breath  in  cojfee-houses  and  other 
pbcct  of  poblic  tcMn,  hearing  or  repeating  some  new  thing.

Tapid  by  the  dinncf-hoiu.  A  fresher  intereti  in  required,  an  appetite 
for  the  IateU-4ttrring  infofmaiiaa  ii  excited  with  the  return  of  ibeir 
mcalt ;  and  a  glas*  of  old  port  or  humming  i\c  hardly  rcliihca  at  it 
oaght  without  the  infuuon  of  tome  lively  topic  th^i  had  iij  birth  with 
the  day,  and  perishes  before  night.  '  '['hen  conic  in  the  tweets  of  the 
cve&iog  : ' — the  Queen,  llic  coronutioa,  the  last  new  play,  the  oext 
lijht,  the  innurrectioD  of  the  Greeks  or  Neapolilaos,  the  price  of 
uocki,  or  death  of  king*,  keep  them  on  the  alert  till  bedtime.  No 
t|uc*tioa  come*  amiii  to  them  that  it  quite  new — none  i*  erer  heard 
of  thai  is  at  all  old. 

'  That  of  an  hour's  age  doth  hiu  (he  tpcaker.' 

The  World  before  the  Flood  or  the  Ititcrnicdiaie  State  of  the  Soul 
are  never  once  thought  of — such  is  the  ^uick  mccesiioo  of  nibjects, 
the  nuddenncBi  and  fugiiivcnctt  of  the  iotemt  taken  in  them,  that  the 
I'wo-iienny  l'o«t-Ilag  would  be  at  prctent  looked  upon  a*  an  otd- 
fashioned  publication,  and  the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  like  the  prorefb, 
is  lomewhdi  tiiuaiy.  It  is  strangle  tlut  people  should  take  bo  much 
interest  at  one  time  in  wlut  ihey  »o  boou  forget : — the  tiutli  a,  they 
feel  no  intcrnt  in  it  M  any  tin>e,  but  it  doci  for  somethiog  to  talk 
about.  Their  idcat  are  ncncd  up  to  them,  like  their  bill  of  hn,  for 
the  day;  and  the  whole  creation,  hiiion,  war,  politics,  morals, 
poetry,  ractaphysici,  i(  to  ibcin  like  a  titc  of  anicdaied  ncwtpapcrt,  of 
no  use,  not  even  for  reference,  except  the  one  which  lies  OQ  tbc 
table  I — You  cannot  take  any  of  thete  persons  at  a  greatef  diead- 
natage  than  before  they  are  provided  with  ihnr  cue  for  the  day. 
They  «k  with  a  face  of  dreary  vacuity,  '  Have  you  any  thinjt  new  i ' 
— aiid  on  receivioe  an  answer  in  the  negative,  have  nothing  farther  to 
■ay.  Talk  of  the  Westminjiirr  Election,  the  Bridgc-ttrcct  AaaocaatioD, 
or  Mr.  Cobbctt's  Letter  to  John  Cropper  of  Liverpool,  and  they  are 
slJTC  again.  Beyond  the  last  iwentv-foui  hours,  or  die  narrow  round 
to  which  they  move,  ihcy  are  utterly  to  »c«k,  without  ideas,  fceliagi, 
interemt,  awrchcnsionB  of  any  sort ;  so  [hat  if  you  betray  aay 
knowledge  l>e)-oD(i  the  vulj;ar  routine  of  Sicoho  Editiohi  and  first- 
hand private  intelligence,  you  paw  with  them  for  a  dull  fiellow,  not 
acquainted  with  what  is  going  forward  in  the  world  or  with  the 
practicat  value  of  things.  I  hai-c  known  a  person  of  this  stamp 
censure  John  Cam  HobfaouM  for  referring  to  oiten  as  he  does  to  the 
aifaiii  of  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  xt  if  the  affain  of  the  nation  were 
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fctnlficicot  foi  Wit  luniis  1  another  aalcB  you  if  a  Gcaeral  in  modern 
cannot  throw  a  bridge  orcr  a  riTcr  without  haTing  studied 
Czwr'«  Comnientanci ;  and  a  third  cinooi  tec  the  uic  of  the  learned 
UoguagcBi  M  he  ha«  otxervcd  that  the  gre^ttcst  pro<icient»  tn  them  are 
raibcr  taciturn  than  othcrwitr,  and  hesitate  in  their  speech  more  than 
Other  people.  A  dearth  of  general  information  is  almost  neceswry 
to  the  ihorougk-mced  cofFec-houie  politician ;  in  the  abiencc  of 
thought,  imagination,  lentimcnt,  he  in  attracted  immediately  to  the 
oearcn  common-pluce,  and  Hoati  through  the  choicn  region*  of  noise 
and  empty  rumoun  without  dilFiculiy  and  without  dittraction.  Meet 
'any  fix  of  these  men  in  buckram,'  and  they  will  accost  you  with  the 

■  •vnc  question  and  the  same  answer :  they  have  seen  it  lomewhere  in 

'print,  or  had  it  from  some  cily-oracle,  that  motning  ;  and  ihe  »ooncr 
they  vent  their  opiitionn  the  better,  for  tliey  will  not  keep.     Like 
tickets  of  admiwion  to  the  theatre  fur  a  pniticular  eTcning,  they  must 
'  used  imraediatcty,  or  they  will  be  worth   nothing  :  and  the  object 

^>  to  lind  auditors  for  the  one  and  cuttomeri  for  the  other,  neither  of 
which  is  difficult  i  since  people  who  have  no  ideas  of  their  own  are 

kglad  to  hear  wliat  any  one  else  has  to  tay,  as  iIioh  who  hate  not  free 
'  luniont  to  the  play  will  very  obligingly  take  up  witli  ao  occasional 

'order. — It  tometimes  gives  one  a  melancholy  but  mixed  teniatioa  to 
•ee  one  of  the  better  «ort  of  this  cla»i  of  politicians,  not  without 

tulenta  or  learning,  absorbed  for  fifty  year*  together  in  the  all-c-ngroiaing 
D^c  of  the  day :  mounting  on  it  for  exercine  and  recreation  of  hit 
■culticf',  like  the  great  horse  at  a  riding-school,  and  after  his  sborti 

^mprogreuive,  untired  career  dismounting  just  where  he  got  up  i 
flying  abroad  in  continual  consternation  on  the  winjt*  of  all  the 
newspapers ;  waring  hia  arni  like  a  pump-handle  in  lign  of  conatant 
change,  and  spouting  out  torienti  of  puddled  politics  from  his  mouth  ; 
dead  to  all  interetti  but  those  of  the  stale ;  iccmingty  neither  older 
nor  wiser  for  age ;  unaccounubly  enthusiastic,  tiupidly  romantic,  and 
actuated  by  no  other  motive  than  the  mechanical  operations  of  the 
spirit  of  newtmongering !  >

better  friend,  old  houai  Signor  Friacoholdo,  the  Jinher  of  Bella/root : 
' — yet  hii  name  waa  perhapa  invcBted,  aad  the  acenea  in  which  he 
figure*  wnriralled  ni^  for  (be  firat  time  hare  been  read  aloud  to 
thrilliBK  eara  on  thia  very  ipot !  Who  readi  Deckai  now  }  Or  if 
by  chaoce  any  one  awakes  the  Kttiog*  of  that  ancient  tyre,  and  itirta 
with  delight  a*  they  yield  wild,  broken  mtitic,  ti  he  not  acctued  of 
esTy  to  the  liting  Mnic !  What  would  a  lineo-drapcr  From  Holbom 
think,  tf  I  were  to  a*k  him  after  the  clerk  of  St.  Andrew'*,  the 
Immortal,  the  forgotten  Webaierf  Hi*  name  aod  hi*  work*  arc  do 
nHrc  heard  of :  ihoncb  ihfir  were  written  with  a  peo  of  adamant, 
•within  the  redleaved  ubka  of  the  heart,'  hb  6une  wa«  *writ  in 
water.'  So  periihafale  !■  geniv*,  ao  twift  ii  time,  «o  fluctuating  ii 
knowledge,  and  *o  far  ii  it  from  being  true  thai  tneti  perpetually 
Hccuraistaic  the  mean*  of  improTeii»cnt  aod  rcfinemcni.  On  the 
cootrnTy,  Uiing  knowledge  ii  the  tomb  of  the  dead,  and  while  light 
■ad  woethleai  miieriali  iloat  on  the  turface,  the  lolid  aad  atcrling  aa 
often  link  to  the  bottom,  a»d  are  awallowed  up  for  ever  In  weed*  and 
qvickaaad* !  —A  atrikin;;  inttaace  of  the  thort-liied  nature  of  popular 

repntation  occurred  ooe  ercnin;;  at  the  S ,  when  wc  got  into  a 

diapBte,  the  moat  learned  and  recondite  that  ever  took  place,  or  the 
comparative  merit*  of  Lord  Byron  and  Gray.  A  coui>try.{;ciKlefnaa 
h.ijipened  lo  drop  in,  aad  tbiskinj;  to  show  off  tn  London  compaayi 
launched  into  a  lofty  panegyric  on  the  Bard  of  Gray  m  the  lubliineat 

ihioafbcM  tbe  Muntrf  (I  awta  the  dciMnJanu  of  the  oU  Puriuu)  ut  (p  itii* 
■mm  a  •on  of  rihh  aatoiufcj  aacn  i  vtry  tatbaknc  fellow^  »  ay  ofwion 
■iMltfkr  InosnlflUc^  lot  accwdlai  lo  Hm  nffationa  «f  otbtn,  thoali  ha 
haoffcJ  eat  af  tltc  wi*  withonl  JBi![e  or  jory  for  the  Mftty  et  chi0«h  mi  MM.

After 
a  little  floundirring,  one  of  the  psny  voluDtccrcd  to  expmf<  a  more 
contemporary  icDtiment,  by  uking  in  a  tone  of  mingled  coniidence 
tad  doubt — '  But  you  don't  think,  Sir,  that  Gray  is  to  be  nientioned 
a*  a  poet  in  the  name  day  with  my  Lord  Byron  t '  The  diiipulanta 
were  now  at  l«(ue :  all  that  retulEeJ  wa>  titat  Cray  wai  *et  a*ide  a*  a 
poet  who  would  not  go  down  among  readers  of  tbe  pretcot  day,  and 
hb  patron  treated  the  worki  of  the  Noble  Bard  a*  mere  epbcmeral 
clfuuona,  and  *poke  of  poets  that  would  be  admired  thirty  years 
hence,  whicb  wm  the  nrtbest  itretcb  of  bU  critical  iinaginaiioB. 
Hi*  anta}>oniit'i  did  not  even  reach  so  far.  Thii  was  the  nio«t 
ramaotic  digrestioo  we  ever  bad  t  aed  the  8ubjc<:t  was  not  after- 
watdi  tcoumcd. — No  one  here  (^encraliy  apeakinjt]  hiu  the  liigbtect 
notion  of  any  thing  that  hai  ba[ipcnnl,  that  hat  been  taid,  thought, 
or  done  out  of  hiu  own  recollection.  It  would  be  in  Tata 
to  hearken  after  tho«e  ■  wit-tkitminhcs,'  tbocc  ■  brnTc  tubtunary 
tbinp,'  which  were  tbe  employment  and  delight  of  the  Ueaumonta 
■nd^cni  of  former  ttnies :  but  we  may  happily  repoH  on  duloeta, 
drift  with  the  tide  of  nontenK,  and  f^in  an  agreeable  verigo  by  leodiiig 
an  car  to  endleo  controreraica.  The  confuiion,  provided  you  do  not 
mingle  in  the  fray  and  try  to  disentangle  it,  it  amutiog  and  cdilying 
etwugh.  Every  species  of  falte  wit  and  npurioui  arguraeni  may  be 
leanw  here  by  potent  example*.  Whateret  obBctrationn  you  hear 
dropt,  hare  bMR  picked  up  in  the  same  place  or  in  a  kindred  atmoa- 
phcre.  There  is  a  kind  of  coovcriation  nMde  up  entirely  of  icraps 
and  hcam-iy,  at  there  are  a  kind  of  books  made  up  entirely  of 
reference*  to  other  book*.  This  may  account  for  the  frequent  con- 
tradiaioDs  which  abound  in  the  di>cour*e  of  petaoni  educated  and 
diaciplined  wholly  in  coffee-houncii.  There  ti  nothing  stable  o« 
well^^unded  in  it :  it  it  'nothing  but  Tanity,  chaotic  vanity.*  They 
hear  a  remark  at  tbe  Globe  which  they  do  not  know  what  to  make 
of  [  another  at  the  Rainbow  in  diccct  oppotilioo  to  it ;  and  not 
bariag  time  to  reconcile  them,  v-ent  both  at  the  Mitre.  In  the  courie 
tf  Ihu  an  hour,  if  they  arc  not  more  than  ordinarily  dull,  you  are 
wm  to  find  them  on  oppontc  sides  of  the  queuion,  Tbi«  is  the 
tkkeniflg  pan  of  it.  People  do  not  seem  to  talk  for  the  sake  of 
exprexing  their  opinions,  but  to  maintain  an  opinion  for  the  sake  of 
talkhg.  We  meet  neither  with  modest  ignorance  dot  aludiotu 
acquirement.  Their  knowledge  hu  been  taken  in  too  much  by 
lutchc*  to  digest  properly.  There  is  neither  sincerity  nor  lyuetn 
in  what  they  say.  They  haxard  tbe  £rR  crude  notion  that  comes  to 
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luad,  aad  ibea  iekad  it  bow

The  rery  peraoo*  that  of  all  oth<Tt  yoa  would  wish  to 
aawciate  with  in  almou  erery  line  of  life,  (or  at  leart  of  intellectnal 
pomit,)  are  (o  be  nict  with  ihrre.  It  it  hard  if  ost  of  a  million  of 
people  yoa  cxnnot  iind  half  a  dozen  to  your  liking.  lodindual*  may 
Hvea  Imc  and  bid  in  the  tize  of  the  place :  bat  in  1^  from  thia  rcry 
circnnmaacc  you  are  withb  two  of  three  imlei'  reach  of  peraona 
ilut  without  it  you  would  be  aooie  hundrtda  apart  from.  Secondly, 
Loodoo  is  the  only  place  in  which  each  individual  in  company  >• 
treated  according  to  hit  talae  in  company,  and  !□  that  only.  In 
erery  other  ptrt  of  ibc  kbgdom  he  carric*  anothrr  character  about 
with  lua,  whidi  (oprracdea  the  intcDcctBal  or  social  ooc.  It  ■* 
known  in  Mancheatcr  or  Litcrpool  what  etery  man  tn  tlw  room  i* 
worth  in  land  or  money  t  what  are  hi*  coooexiotu  and  proipect*  ia 
life — and  thia  gtte*  a  cbaraaer  of  servility  or  anogance,  of  tocf  cenari- 
ne«*  or  imperlineoce  to  the  whole  of  provincial  intercourte.  Yoa 
langh  not  in  pToportioa  to  a  oiui'*  trit,  but  hi*  wealth :  you  hire  to 
ooc  what,  bat  wttom  you  coattadict.     Yoa  fpcak  by  the 
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pousd,  and  arv  bcud  l:^  the  rood.  Id  the  nwuDpt^i*  tbtn  i*  adtfacf 
time  oor  ioclinatioa  ftv  Uimc  remote  cilculatioM.  Ercry  nun 
depends  on  the  uiuntixy  of  tenie,  wit,  or  good  maajien  he  bring* 
inco  •ocwty  for  uie  reception  he  meet*  with  in  it.  A  member  of 
pntliiment  mmo  dndt  htc  level  a*  a  commoner :  the  merchant  and 
mandscttircr  cannot  bring  hii  goods  to  market  here ;  the  great 
luded  profrktor  thriok*  from  being  the  lord  of  acret  into  a  pfeiuaat 
compuion  or  a  dall  fellow.  When  a  tiutor  enter*  or  Icare*  a  foois, 
it  i»  not  iocjuircd  wliether  he  ia  rich  or  poor,  whether  he  live*  in  a 
gurct  or  J  f^ace,  at  conies  in  hii  own  or  a  backney<t»ch,  but 
wbdlier  he  ha*  a  good  cxpreicion  of  couoteoance,  with  an  nnatTected 
nMfier,  and  whether  he  i(  a  man  of  undentanding  or  a  blockhead. 
Tbcae  are  the  circunuiancct  bj  which  yon  make  a  faToorablc  im- 
(reation  on  the  company,  and  by  which  thty  evtinate  you  id  the 
abairact.  In  the  country,  they  consider  whether  yoc  have  a  vote  at 
the  next  election,  or  a  pluce  in  your  gift ;  and  meature  the  capacity 
of  other*  to  innruct  or  entertain  them  by  the  ctrength  of  their 
pockets  and  their  credit  with  their  banker.  Pertooal  merit  is  at  a 
prodigious  discount  in  the  province*.  I  like  the  cooDtry  very  well, 
if  I  want  to  enjoy  my  own  compuiy  :  but  London  is  the  ooly  place 
for  ei)ual  society,  or  where  a  man  can  say  a  good  thing  or  expma 
aa  honest  opinion  without  mbjcaiAg  binaelf  to  being  inwlMd,  uilca* 
be  6r«t  lay*  hit  purse  on  the  table  to  back  hi*  pccienaiot  to  taleat  or 
independence  of  spirit.     I  speak  from  experience.*

'H*  1  here'i  three  of  ui  irc  lophiKietUil  i— «fl^  you  lending).' 

Thbre  ii  mich  ■  thing  u  an  aristocrACy  or  pririltf  cd  order  in  lettcre, 
which  hia  tometlnie*  cxcitrd  my  wonder ,  ind  (omctimci  my  eple«n. 
Wc  meet  with  author*  who  have  oe»er  done  any  thing,  but  who  liave 
a  vait  ccputation  for  what  they  could  have  done.  Their  oamn  iIiDd 
high,  and  arc  in  every  body'*  mouth,  hut  their  worlu  ate  acvcr  heard 
of,  or  had  better  remain  unditcotcred  for  ihc  Bake  of  their  admirer*. 
— Sim  nvmaiit  uiriira — chcii  prctenaiont  arc  loi'ty  and  unlimited,  u 
they  have  nothing  lo  test  upon,  or  bccauK  it  a  impotiiblc  to  confront 
tliem  with  the  proof*  of  their  deficiency,  if  you  laqiure  briber,  aod 
intiit  upoo  lome  act  of  authorthip  to  enabliih  the  datni)  o(  that 
Epicurean  votttie*  of  the  MuKt,  you  find  that  they  bad  a  great 
rcputauon  at  Cambridge,  that  they  were  nenior  wrangler*  or  tucccMfd 

prixe-CMiyiiu,  that  they  *iiit  at  Houk,  ana  to  support  that 

honour,  must  be  supposed  of  course  to  occupy  the  lirst  rank  io  ibe 
world  of  ieiiets.'  li  it  possible,  however,  that  they  have  some 
manuscript  work  in  band,  which  i*  of  too  much  importance  (and  the 
writer  hai  too  much  at  itake  ia  publishing  it)  hastily  to  lee  the  lip.ht : 
or  perhapi  they  once  had  an  article  in  the  Edinburgh  Retiew,  which 
was  much  admired  at  the  time,  and  ia  kept  by  them  ever  since  a>  a 
ktnd  of  diploma  and  unijuestioDablc  icttimanial  of  merit.  Tbey  arc 
act  like  Grub-itreet  authors,  who  write  for  bre.id,  and  are  paid  by  the 
ibcet.  Like  miBct»  who  hoard  their  wealth,  tliey  are  (Opposed  to  be 
tnasier*  of  all  the  wit  and  sense  they  do  oot  impart  to  the  public. 
*  Cooiiacnls  have  mo*t  of  what  they  contain,'  say*  a  consideraUe 
philosopher ;  and  lhc«e  persons,  it  must  be  confeued,  bate  a  p(0> 
digious  command  oier  thcmselie*  in  the  expenditure  of  light  and 
learning.     The  Oriental  curse — '  O  thai  mine  enemy  had  written  a

poet  w)«  thw  liBpma  anla  Into  the  back  grouod,  sad  Sit  lime*  rc«uliKd  auMer 
oftbcCcUl 
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book* — bang!  nicpeDcled  oret  xheta.  By  nerer  commttling  diem- 
hItm,  thej  neithcf  give  a  handle  co  the  malice  of  the  woiM,  nor 
excite  llic  jr>lousy  a?  fricnc!* ;  and  keep  all  the  reputatioa  the;  have 
got|  titA  by  ditcrettly  bloiiin^,  but  by  nerer  writing  a  line.  Some 
one  told  bherid^n,  who  wit»  always  buay  aboui  tome  new  work  and 
never  advancing:  any  furthet  io  it,  ihai  he  would  not  write  becauK  be 
wat  aiVaid  of  tlie  Author  of  the  School  for  Scaodal,  So  ihc»e  idle 
ptotcoden  are  afraid  of  undctguing  a  compariion  with  tbem>rlfe«  in 
■onKtbiDS  they  have  ncicr  done,  hut  hare  had  credit  for  doing. 
They  do  not  aci^utrc  cclcbtity,  they  at«ume  it ;  and  e«cape  detection 
by  Bcvei  venturing  out  of  thnt  inipo«ing  aod  mysterious  ioftgnilp. 
They  du  not  let  thcniselvet  down  by  cvery-day  work :  for  them  to 
appear  in  print  is  a  work  of  tupercrogatioo  as  much  m  in  lords  or 
kine*,  and  like  geottemen  with  3  large  landed  eMate,  they  live  on  their 
cMablithed  character,  and  do  nothing  (or  as  little  a*  poauible)  to 
incrcaK  or  lose  it.  There  it  not  a  mare  deliberate  piece  of  grave 
impoelure  going.  I  know  a  person  of  this  description  who  has  been 
employed  many  years  {by  implication)  on  1  tramUtion  of 'ITiucydides, 
of  which  DO  one  ever  taw  a  word,  but  it  doe*  not  answer  ihc  purpose 
of  bolstering  up  a  factiuous  reputation  the  leu  on  that  account.  The 
longer  it  it  delayed  and  kept  sacred  from  the  vulgar  gate,  the  more  it 
swcIU  into  imaginary  consequence ;  the  labour  and  care  required  for 
I  work  of  thin  kind  bi-ing  iromente  : — and  (ben  there  are  no  faults  in 
an  unexecuted  translation.  The  only  impeccable  writers  arc  those 
who  never  wrote.  Another  is  an  oracle  on  subjects  of  taste  and 
classical  erudition,  because  (he  sayx  at  least)  he  reads  Ctcero  once  a 
Tear  to  keep  ui>  the  purity  of  hts  Laiinity.  A  third  makes  the 
indccencv  pais  for  the  depth  of  hit  reiearches  and  for  a  high  gusto  ia 
virti,  till  Irom  bin  seeing  nothing  io  ibe  tinett  remains  of  ancient  art, 
the  world  by  the  merest  accident  find  out  that  there  is  nothing  in  him. 
There  is  scarcely  any  thing  that  a  grave  face  with  an  impenetrable 
manner  will  not  accomplish,  and  whoever  i*  weak  enough  to  impose 
upon  himself,  will  have  wit  enough  to  impose  upon  the  public — 
particularly  if  he  can  make  it  their  iatcrcst  to  be  deceived  by  shallow 
bOMting,  and  contrives  not  to  hurt  their  telf-toi-c  by  sterling  acquire- 
ments. Do  you  suppose  Uiat  tlie  undentood  translation  of  Tbucy- 
dides  costs  its  supposed  author  nothing !  A  select  party  of  friends 
and  admirers  dine  with  him  once  a  week  at  a  magniliceni  town- 
mansion,  or  a  more  elegant  and  picturesque  reircflt  in  the  country. 
They  broach  their  Horace  and  their  old  hock,  and  aometimcs  allude 
with  a  considerable  degree  of  candour  to  tlic  defects  of  works  which 
arc  brought  out  by  contemporary  wiitcri — the  ephemera]  offspring  of 
liaate  ana  neeesiity ! 
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Atnotif;  other  thingi,  the  learnecl  Ixoguagei  ore  a  ready  pnMport  to 
this  «ort  of  uomcining,  unnnalytnl  reputation.  They  preicntly  lift  a 
man  up  among  the  c«lcatial  cooBtcUstioD*,  the  ligns  of  the  Zodiac  (at 
it  were)  and  third  hearen  of  inspiration,  from  whence  he  louks  down 
OD  (ho*e  who  are  toiling  on  in  thin  lower  sphere,  and  earning  their 
bicsd  by  the  RWeat  of  their  brain,  u  leiiure  and  in  icom.  If  the 
graduate*  in  this  way  condescend  to  rxprcM  ihcir  ihoughtu  in  English, 
it  is  undcntood  (o  be  ia/m  iligmiiiirm — soch  lighi  and  unaccutiomed 
m»yt  do  not  lit  the  ponderous  gravity  of  tbeir  pen — ^they  only  draw 
to  advantage  and  with  full  juaticc  to  themselves  in  the  bow  of  the 
ancient*.  Their  native-tongue  id  to  them  strange,  inelegant,  unapt, 
nod  crude.  They  *  cannot  command  it  to  any  utterance  of  harmony. 
Tbcy  baw  not  the  ikiil.'  Thii  in  true  enough ;  but  you  m\ut  not 
aay  so,  under  »  hcAvy  penalty-— the  diiplcamre  of  prdinis  nod  block- 
heads. It  would  be  sacrilege  againn  the  privileged  clas*ca,  the 
Aristoctacy  of  Letter*.  What !  will  you  atTimi  that  a  profound 
Latin  scholar,  a  perfect  Grecian,  cmnot  write  a  page  of  common 
■ence  or  grammar  ;  Is  it  not  to  be  presumed,  by  all  the  charter*  of 
the  Unirersitiei  and  the  foundatioot  of  grammar- a choolc,  thai  be  who 
can  speak  a  dead  language  must  be  a/arlieri  converMRt  with  his  own  ? 
Surely,  the  greater  implies  the  less.  He  who  knows  every  science 
and  every  ait  caonot  be  ignorant  of  the  most  familiar  forms  of  speech. 
Or  if  this  plea  is  found  not  to  hold  water,  then  our  scholastic  bungler 
is  said  to  be  above  this  vulgar  trial  of  skill,  'somciiiing  muM  be 
excused  to  want  of  practice — but  did  you  not  observe  the  elegance  of 
the  Latinity,  how  well  that  period  would  become  a  classical  and 
(tudicd  drcM  I '  Thus  defects  are  '  monster'd  '  into  excellence*,  and 
they  screen  their  idol,  and  require  you,  at  your  peril,  lo  pay  pre- 
KTiptive  homage  to  false  concords  and  inconsequential  ctiiiciims, 
because  the  wtiter  of  them  has  the  character  of  the  first  or  wcond 
Greek  or  Latin  scholar  in  the  kingdom.  If  you  do  not  swear  to  the 
truth  of  the»c  tpurious  credentialt,  you  arc  ignorant  and  malicious,  a 
quack  and  a  scribbler— -jA^ran/i  dt/itio .'  Thus  the  nun  who  cao 
merely  read  and  coottruc  some  old  author  is  of  a  class  superior  to  any 
living  one,  and,  by  parity  of  reasoning,  to  tbote  old  authors  ibcm- 
sclves :  the  poet  or  prose-writer  of  true  and  original  genius,  by  the 
conne^  of  cvttooi,  'ducks  lo  the  learned  fool :  *  of  as  tbe  vitbor  of 
Hudibni  hat  w  well  luicd  the  tame  thing,

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Tbew  prcpoiUroua  ud  nUbunlcd  cl&inu  of  mere  icholaia  lo  ^t- 
cedcnce  in  cfae  coinniDnwealth  of  letiera,  which  the)-  let  up  to 
fornuJljr  themMlTe)  ud  which  otheif  lo  readily  bow  to,  arc  ixutlir 
owiag  to  mditiooiil  {Mcjudice : — there  wm  a  lime  when  Icatning  vm 
the  only  diittnciion  from  ignoraocc,  and  when  theic  wit  no  todi 
thing  83  popalar  L^ogltnh  liiecaturc.  Agsin,  there  is  tomethiag  more 
palplble  and  poMtivc  ia  thii  kind  of  acciuircd  knowledge,  like  ac<]uited 
weakhi  which  the  vulgir  cauly  recogniie.  That  others  know  the 
■neoBiog  of  tigni  which  tbey  ore  coofcixdly  and  altogether  ignorant 
of,  ii  to  them  both  a  matter  of  fact  and  a  tubject  of  endJet*  wander. 
Tbe  lajiguaget  arc  worn  like  a  drcut  by  a  man,  and  dindneuiKh  him 
•ooDcr  than  hi*  namril  figure ;  and  wc  srr,  fron)  motivcfi  ofMrlMove, 
inclined  to  give  others  credit  for  the  idea«  they  have  borrowed  or 
ba*c  come  into  indirect  poMe»tion  of,  rather  than  for  those  that 
wiginiJIy  belong  to  them  and  are  cxclueiTely  their  own.  The  merit 
b  them  and  the  implied  inleiioriiy  in  uuraelvei  ii  leis.  Learoiog  i* 
■  kind  of  external  appendage  or  tranEferable  property — 

<  Twai  mine,  'cia  hit,  and  may  be  any  man*** — 

Geniui  and  undentandin^  are  a  man'*  »elf,  an  integrant  part  of  hi* 
personal  identity ;  and  the  title  to  theiw  latl,  an  it  it  the  mo«I  difHcalt 
to  be  Mceriained,  in  alio  the  most  grudgingly  acknowledged.  Few 
person*  would  pretend  to  deny  that  l'or«on  had  mote  Crteek  than 
ihcy.     It  was  a  (jueition  of  fact  which  might  be  put  to  the  immediate 

Eroof,  and  could  not  be  gaintaid.  But  the  meanest  frequenter  of  the 
!ider-cellar  or  the  Hole  in  the  Wall  would  be  inclined,  in  hi*  own 
conceit,  CO  ditpiutc  the  palm  of  wit  or  scnte  with  him  ;  and  indemniiy 
bit  self-complacency  (or  the  admiration  paid  to  living  learning  by 
•igaificant  hinta  to  friends  and  cuual  droppcrvin,  that  the  greaiett 
IDCD,  when  you  came  to  know  ihcm,  were  not  without  their  weak 
Kdei  a*  well  aa  otlieri> — Pedaotai  I  will  add  here,  tklk  to  the  vulgar 
u  pedagogues  talk  to  achoel-boya,  on  an  understood  ptindple  of 
condnccnnon  and  luperioriiy,  and  therefore  nuke  little  progren  in 
the  knowledge  of  men  or  things  While  they  fancy  they  are 
Bccommod.uing  ihennclvcd  to,  or  el»c  a*»uming  air*  of  importance 
over,  inferior  capicitirf,  theic  inferior  capacitiea  arc  really  laugh- 
ing at  ihcm.  There  can  be  no  true  uiperioriiy  but  whni  ariK«  out 
of  the  prciuppoied  ground  of  equality  :  (here  can  be  no  improvement 
but  from  the  free  communication  and  comparing  of  ideaa.  King* 
and  noble*,  for  thi*  reason,  receive  tittle  benefit  from  locieiy — where 
alt  it  iubmisiion  on  one  aide,  and  condeicention  on  the  other.  The 
mind  tirikct  out  truth  by  callition,  a*  atecl  nrikei  fire  from  the  flint ! 
There  arc  whole  families  who  are  born  claaiicsl,  and  arc  enicfed 
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in  thr  licfaldt*  college  of  reputation  by  the  right  of  consaaguinity. 

Literature,  lilce  oobilitVt  runs  in  th«  blood.     'ri:ere  ti  the  B 

£unil)'.  Tbfff  ii  no  (rnd  of  it  or  JtH  pretentions.  It  produce*  wit*, 
JchoUfs,  noYelisu,  muiitiuns,  ;iriifiiB  io  'numbers  oumbctlcis.'  The 
lumc  i«  alone  a  pauport  to  the  Temple  of  Fame.  Thotc  who  bear 
it  arc  free  of  Parn.istut  b^  biith-right.  The  foundc'r  of  it  wm  himself 
nn  hiittorian  and  a  muMcitn,  but  niorc  of  .1  coanier  and  nun  of  the 
world  than  either.  The  secret  of  hi«  nicccM  may  perhapi  be  dis- 
covered io  the  following  jiauage,  whcrct  in  alluding  to  three  eminent 
pefformeri  on  dJlTcTent  in«nimeot»,  he  s»yi,  'Theie  three  illuilriout 
perwnage*  were  introduced  at  the  Emperour't  court,'  &c. ;  ipejikictg 
of  them  a>  if  they  were  foreign  ambaHadourt  or  prince*  of  the  blood, 
and  thus  magnifying  himielf  .tnit  hit  profeiaion.  Thii  on-rKh.ldowing 
manner  cifTlc*  nearly  cicry  thing  brforc  ii,  and  m)'«cilic9  a  great 
many.  There  i*  nothing  likr  jiutiing  the  bc«t  face  upon  things,  and 
leaving  oth«ft  to  lind  out  the  diffetence.  He  who  could  call  three 
mutidaai  •  pertonagc*,'  would  himeelf  play  a  jwrionage  through  life, 
a&d  tucceeJ  io  fail  leading  object.  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  remarking 
on  thii  patsage,  laid,  '  No  one  had  a  greater  reapcct  than  he  had  for 
hii  proletuon,  but  that  he  should  never  think  of  applying  to  it  epithets 
that    were  appropriated   merely  to  external  tank  and    distinction.' 

Madame  D ,  it  must  be  owned,  had  cleverness  enough  to  stock 

a  whole  family,  and  to  net  up  her  cou«in-germaas,  mate  and  female, 
for  wits  and  virtuotos  to  the  third  and  fourth  generation.  The  rest 
have  done  nothing,  that  I  know  of*  but  keep  up  the  name. 

The  moat  celebrated  author  in  modern  timet  hm  written  without 
a  name,  and  h.^1  been  knighted  for  anonymou*  productions.  Lord 
Brron  complains  thai  Horace  Walpole  wa»  not  properly  appreciated, 
*  nrnt,  becaoae  he  was  a  gentleman,  and  «rcondly,  because  he  wa*  a 
nobleman.'  Hii  Lordship  stands  in  one,  at  least,  of  the  predica- 
raCDU  here  mentioned,  and  yet  lie  has  had  juiiice,  or  somewhat  more, 
done  htm.  He  towers  above  his  fellowt  by  all  the  height  of  the 
peerage.  If  the  poet  lends  a  grace  to  the  nobleman,  the  nobleman 
pays  It  back  to  the  poet  with  interest.  What  a  fine  addition  ts  ten 
tbounnd  a  year  and  a  title  to  the  flaunting  pretensions  of  a  modern 
rhap«odin !  His  name  «o  .nccompanied  becomes  the  mouth  wdl :  it 
ia  repeated  tboosuids  of  times,  instead  of  hundreds,  because  the  reader 
in  being  familiar  with  the  Poet's  works  semis  to  claim  acquainunce 
with  ilie  Lord.

Lord  Bjroa 
aught  at  well  twc  hare  written  that  cttaage  letter  about  Pope.  I 
ooiud  not  iffotd  R,  poor  a«  I  am.  Vfhj  doe*  be  pcooooooet  ex 
tmtitdrJ  sod  robed,  that  Covper  ia  no  pMt  i  Cowper  wat  i  grotle- 
fliaa  and  of  aoble  family  like  hia  critic.  He  waa  a  mcbrr  of  morality 
aa  well  aa  a  deacribct  of  oanrc,  which  ia  more  thaa  bia  Loidahip  ia, 
Hia  Jata  Gtlpia  will  bat  at  toag  aa  BeppOi  and  hU  nraea  to  Hary 
arc  not  leta  toochinf  thao  the  Farewell.  If  [  bad  TCaliiftti  omo 
McU  an  aiacrtioB  ai  this  it  woold  hare  been  worae  far  me  than  fiauag 
out  a  borrowed  line  in  the  Pkaanrea  of  Hope. — 

There  i*  not  a  more  helplcH  or  awre  dcapucd  aaitnal  than  a  nerc 
■Mbor,  without  any  cxtrJiiHC  adranngct  of  birth,  breeding,  or  fortune 
10  act  him  off.  Tbe  real  ore  of  taleau  or  learnog  mate  be  UAiaped 
before  it  will  paia  current.  To  be  M  all  looked  upon  aa  to  author,  a 
Rua  RMil  be  waicthing  roore  or  leaa  than  an  auiboi — a  rich  mercbaai, 
■  baakcTt  a  lord,  or  a  pJoagbman.  He  ia  admired  for  aootetliing 
fbreigB  lO  himaelf,  that  act*  a>  a  bribe  to  tbe  terrility  or  a  tet-oft 
to  the  cavy  of  the  communiiy.  '  Whu  tboold  roch  fellovi  as  we 
do,  crawling  betvixt  beareo  and  earth;' — 'coining  oof  hearts  for 
drachrnaa ; '  now  Korcbed  iD  the  «un,  now  •hircring  in  titt  breeze, 
BOW  coming  otti  in  our  rtewett  ^0«  and  best  attire,  like  twallowi  in 
ihe  fprtag,  now  '  icot  back  like  hollowtnu  or  tborteit  day  i '  The 
ben  wna,  like  the  haadjonMtt  £Kea  i^oa  tht  mow,  lead  a  baraitiag, 
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precariotii  lifi^— art  tAkm  up  for  tbc  bud  and  promitc  of  talctil,  which 
ihef  no  BOODCT  fulfil  than  ihcy  arc  thrown  uide  like  an  old  fuhion —

authors,  the  n>crc  taitailh  of  letters,  this  corponiion  o^  Mcitdicity, 
thtt  ragged  regiment  of  geniuo  suing  at  tlie  comers  of  strccta,  mjirma 
fw^ms,  jive  me  the  gentleman  and  icIioUt,  with  a  good  house  over 
hii  head  and  a  handtonie  table  '  with  wtiie  of  Atttc  taste '  to  ask  his 
friendi  to,  and  where  want  :uid  sorrow  never  conie.  FIJI  up  the 
sparkliu^  bow),  heap  high  the  dessert  with  rotes  crowned,  bring  out 
(he  hot-prctied  poem,  the  vellum  manuncripts,  the  mrdntt,  rhe  port* 
fotioi,  the  inlaglioi — this  is  the  true  model  of  the  life  of  a  man  of 
taste  and  viriii — the  pOfaesMff,  not  the  inventors  of  ilioe  things,  arc 
the  (rue  benefactors  of  maakind  and  ornaments  of  letters.  Look  in, 
and  there,  iimidtt  silver  screicn  and  shining  chandelins,  you  will  sec 
the  man  of  ;:enio>  at  his  proper  pO«I.  picking  his  (eelli  and  miDOBg 
an  opinion,  sheltered  by  rank,  bowing,  to  wealth — 4  poet  ftanwdt 
glazeid,  and  hong  in  a  itrikios  light :  not  a  straggling  weed,  torn  and 
trampled  on ;  not  a  poor  /iit-na-i/v-jtrfri,  but  a  powdered  bean,  a 
sycophant  pUnt,  an  exotic  reared  in  a  glau-caac,  hermetically  icalcdt 

'Free  from  ilic  lurian  «at  anit  the  drra'l  tliunde r-»ir«ike ' — 

who«e  mealy  coat  no  moth  can  corrtipi  nor  blight  can  widu;t.  The 
poet  Keats  had  not  this  sort  of  protcctioD  for  his  person — he  lay  bare 
to  weather — the  serpent  ttung  liim,  and  the  poidon-tree  dtopved  upon 
tliis  ti((le  western  dower: — when  the  mercenary  semlc  crew 
approached  him,  he  had  no  pedigree  to  show  them,  no  rcnt-roU  to 
hold  out  in  rcrctiion  for  ihcit  praiie  :  he  wai  not  in  any  great  man** 
train,  nor  ihc  buit  and  puppet  of  a  lord — he  could  only  olfcr  them 
*the  fairest  Dowers  of  the  aewon,  carnaiionn  and  4iresk«d  gilUflowrrs,' 
— '  rue  for  rememlnaiice  and  pin»ic)'  for  thoughts ' — tliey  recked  not 
of  his  gift,  but  tote  him  with  hidcouk  ttiouts  and  laughter, 

*  Nor  could  ihf  Mux  protret  her  sonf* 

Unlets  an  author  bM  «a  efubltshment  of  hia  own,  oi  u  entered  on 
that  of  some  other  peraoOt  he  will  hardly  be  allowed  to  write  Engliah 
or  to  spell  his  own  name.  To  be  well-ipoken  of,  he  muct  enlist  under 
some  standard  t  he  muat  beloog  to  some  Mtr'u.  He  muat  get  the 
*jpril  til  ar^  on  hia  aide :    he  muat  have  huruy  bail  in  readiness.

What  i*  a  phyiician  wiihaat  a  diplomat  An  aUeraua  witboat 
being  knighted  i  An  actor  whotc  name  doe*  aoi  mnr  m  gtni 
ktten  !  All  otbcni  are  counterleita — tnen  '  of  no  noark  or  BkeWiood.' 
Tbit  W3»  what  made  the  Jackallt  of  the  North  m  eager  to  prove 
that  1  had  been  lomed  out  of  the  lidinbaigh  Review,  li  wat  not 
the  merit  oi  the  anictc*  which  exdicd  their  tplceti — bw  their  bdoe 
there.  Of  the  myle  they  kww  nothing;  for  the  thought  ihcy  czred 
DOthing: — all  that  they  knew  wan  that  1  wrote  in  that  powerful 
journal,  aod  therefore  they  aawtted  that  I  did  not ! 

We  find  a  clan  of  pertoo*  who  labour  under  ao  obviont  natural 
inaptitude  for  whatever  they  aipre  to.  Their  manner  of  Ktting 
about  it  b  a  virtual  dttoualification.  The  timple  adinudoi^— '  What 
tfaii  nun  haa  uid,  I  will  do,' — it  not  alway*  coatidcr«d  u  the  proper 
Wat  of  capacity.  On  the  contrary,  there  arc  people  whoae  bare 
preteoaioiu  are  u  good  or  better  than  the  actual  prtforniancc  of 
others.  What  I  raytelf  have  done)  for  itutance,  I  never  find 
admitted  at  proof  of  what  I  ihall  be  able  to  <k> :  whereat  I  obaem 
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othen  wlio  bting  u  proof  of  th«ir  competcDce  to  my  tatk  (and  are 
tikca  M  tl>eir  wonH  wf»i  they  hare  ncTct  dooc,  and  who  gravely 
awurc  thote  who  m  loclionl  to  tratc  them  chat  ihdr  talent*  srr  exactly 
fitted  for  tome  pofi  bccauac  tbcy  m  juat  tbc  rcrettc  of  what  they 
bare  CTer  thown  them  to  be.

(amily.  ■  U  the  model  oftltw  chat^ter,  with  a  prodigioui  look 

of  bociixw,  an  air  of  mupicioa  wfuch  paMcs  (or  ugacity,  aod  an  air 
of  deliberation  which  pawct  Ibr  judpiaent.  If  hit  own  taknu  are  do 
way*  promincst,  it  i>  iaferred  be  will  he  more  impartial  aod  in  caracM 

in  BBtkios  me  of  tboM  of  other*.      There  ti   ,   the   re- 

tfOuSbk  eooducwr  of  *e*eral  worka  of  tane  and  erudiiioa,  yet  (God 
knowi)  witboot  u  idea  in  hit  head  relatiDjt  to  any  ooe  of  th«m.  He 
ii  learned  by  proxy,  and  mcct^tslitl  from  ih«er  imbecility.  If  he 
were  to  get  the  ooallcM  ^mattering  of  ihc  depaitmentt  which  are 
under  hi*  contTool,  he  would  betray  himtcif  from  hii  desire  to  ihise  ; 
but  a*  h  it,  he  leave*  otbert  to  do  all  the  drodgery  for  him.  He 
ugns  hi*  name  in  tbc  litlc^fagc  or  at  the  bottom  m  a  vijaettet  and 
nobody  nupecti  any  mittake.  Thit  cooirKtor  (or  tuefnl  and 
oraamcatal  titeranire  once  oAcred  cne  Two  Guineas  for  a  Life  aad 
Character  of  Shaketpear,  with  an  admiuiDa  to  hii  i-cvwrMriaiw.  I 
we«  once.  There  wa*  a  coUectioa  of  learned  lumber,  of  antiqaariet, 
lexicagnpber*,  and  other  lUuttriou*  Oh«urc,  and  1  had  eiveti  up  tbc 
d^  for  loK,  when  in  dropped  Jack  T.  of  the  Sm — (Who  wooM 
dare  to  deny  that  be  wai  'the  Sua  of  oar  i^itcj') — and   1   had 

Mciiing  mom  to  do  but  bear  and  Uti^     Mr.  T know*  mow  of 

the  good  thiogt  that  htn  been  aud  in  the  metropoli*  for  the  laat 
thirty  yeari,  and  is  in  paiticdaT  an  excellent  retailer  of  the  humoura 
and  extraTaganoe*  of  hta  old  friettd,  Peter  Pindar.  He  had  recounted 
a  Mrie*  of  them,  each  riiing  sixm  ihc  other  in  a  ton  of  nugpificcat 
borlcaqne  and  waai  of  literal  piccitcficts,  to  a  medley  of  laaghing  aad 
tour  laccf,  when  on  hi*  proceeding  to  aate  a  joke  of  a  practical 

aaturc  by  the  taid  Peter,  a  Mr. ,  (I  forget  the  name)  objectrd 

to  llie  moral  of  the  «loey,  aod  lo  the  whole  texture  of  Mr.  T '• 

faetAs — upon  which  our  hoit,  wbo  bad  till  now  cuppoted  that  all  wa* 
^oiog  oo  (wimmingly,  thought  it  lime  to  interfere  and  give  a  turn  to 
the  coovenaiioD  by  taying — *  Why  ye*.  Gentlemen,  what  we  have 
hitherto  heard  fall  from  the  lip*  of  oar  friend  ha*  been  no  doubt 
entertaiiuag  aod  highly  agreeable  to  iu  way :  hot  perhap*  we  hate 
had  enough  of  what  t»  akogetber  dcltghtfuf  aad  piraaant  and  light 
and  laughable  id  condnci.  Suppote,  therefore,  we  vrcrc  to  thift  ttw 
cubject,  and  talk  of  what  b  *enout  and  moral  and  induitriosii  aad 
lw>^'M*  in  character — Let  m  talk  of  Mr.  Tomkiot,  the  Pcnnun  ! ' 
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life,  and  engaged  io  a  compticated  action,  of  which  they  know  die 
name  a&d  all  the  piruculan,  and  thcrr  arc  no  bouodi  to  their  burst  of 
■nvohuitary  «ithuiu«m.  Tbc7  mount  od  the  nilu  of  the  lubjcct  and 
MMod  the  highest  Heaven  of  loveotion.  from  whence  they  xe  iighti 
lad  heur  reveUtiont  which  they  conimunicatc  with  all  ibe  &Tt\iur  of 
plettary  explanation  to  ihoae  who  may  be  diipotcd  to  attend  to  their 
raptorc*.  They  tloal  with  wingi  expanded  in  lofty  circle*,  they 
•talk  OTcr  the  outm  at  Urge  mtidei,  acTcr  coodtMeading  to  p«utc  at 
soy  thing  of  Icm  magnitude  than  a  group  or  a  colowal  ^gaie.  The 
face  fijrtnt  no  part  of  theii  coUectire  inquiriet ;  or  m>  that  it  occupies 
cntly  a  «ixth  or  an  eighth  proportion  to  the  whole  body,  all  U 
accordinj;  to  the  recdred  rule*  of  corapotition.  Point  to  a  diTine 
ponrait  of  Titian,  to  an  angelic  head  of  Guido,  clo*c  by— they  lee 
and  heed  it  not.  What  arc  ihc  "look*  commercing  with  the  »kic«,' 
the  loul  [prnking  in  the  face,  to  them  i  It  askt  another  and  an  bner 
•cnac  to  comprehend  them  -.  but  for  the  trigonometry  of  painting,  osture 
haa  coMiituied  them  indiFerently  well.  They  take  a  itand  on  the  dU- 
linciioa  between  pomuit  and  history,  and  (here  they  arc  •pell-bound. 
Tell  tbera  that  there  can  be  no  line  hinory  without  poruaitDte,  that  the 
patntei  mum  proceed  from  that  ground  to  the  one  above  it,  and  that  a 
naodrcd  bod  hcada  cannot  make  one  good  tuMofical  picivrc,  and  they 
VtU  not  believe  yen,  ihovgh  the  thing  ii  obnotu  to  any  groit  capacity. 
Their  ideaa  alwayi  Ay  to  the  circumference,  and  ncTcr  fix  at  tbe 
centre.  An  mutt  be  on  a  grand  icale  t  according  to  them,  the  whole 
it  greater  than  a  tort,  and  the  greater  neceisirily  implica  the  lest. 
The  outline  is  in  tiiii  view  of  the  matter  the  lame  thing  at  the  tilling- 
m,  and  'the  limb*  and  flourithe*  of  a  diKOurK'  the  nibnaace. 
Again,  the  ume  pcrton*  make  an  abtolutc  ditlinction,  without 
knowing  why,  between  high  and  low  «ubjecis.  S»j  that  you  would 
M  aoon  bsTc  Muriilo'i  7«i<o  Brggar-Bnyi  at  ilie  Ddwicb  Gallery  at 
aloMMl  «ny  ptcttuc  in  the  world,  that  it,  (hat  it  would  be  one  you 
would  cbuM  out  often  (had  you  the  choice),  and  they  reiterate  upon 
you,  that  Rirdy  a  low  aubjcct  cannot  be  of  c<]ua]  value  with  a  high 
me.  It  ii  in  rain  that  you  turn  to  the  picture :  they  keep  to  the 
claat.  They  have  eye»,  Wt  tec  not ;  and  upon  ihcir  principle*  of 
rdiDcd  taiie,  would  be  juM  at  good  judge*  of  the  merit  of  the 
picture  without  teeing  it  m  with  that  *uppoard  advantage.  They 
know  what  ibc  iubjcct  ii  Jr»m  lit  taiaUxtu '. — Ycl  it  i*  not  (rue,  aa 
Lord  Byron  aaterta,  that  execution  is  every  thing,  and  the  cLuror 
■object  nothing.  The  highett  nibjecU,  equally  well-executed  (wbtcb, 
however,  rarely  happen*)  ate  the  ben.  But  the  power  of  execuiioo, 
the  manner  of  *ecing  nature,  i*  one  thing,  and  may  be  to  tuperlaiive 
(if  yon  are  only  able  to  judge  of  it)  a*  to  couDUrrail  every  dia- 
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advuMgt of  ndbko.  R^bael'i  ttorki  in  the  Miracutooi  Draught, 
of  FUhc*,  exulting  tn  the  ctcdI,  uc  (incr  ihao  ihr  Wtii  of  Ct; 
would  hitt  btta  to  timiM  any  whcr  haadi.  The  caat  of  critidaail 
i*  oa  tbe  other  aide  of  the  queatioDt  bccauae  executioa 
on  rariotu  degree*  of  power  in  the  artiK,  and  a  kcwwMge  of  it  i 
fariou*  degiee*  of  leeluig  and  diacriminatioo  in  yon :  bw  to  < 
ariiat  or  coanoiumr  in  the  grand  nyle  at  odoCi  without  any  dia 
tioo  of  ijuJificatian  whatcrcr,  it  i*  ody  oeccMiry  for  the  lirat 
cliate  hit  fubjrci,  aod  for  the  la«  to  pin  hit  faith  on  the 
of  the  peri<)rniance>  for  both  to  look  down  with  ioel^Ue 
ua  the  [uiniett  aod  adnirers  of  auhjccta  of  low  life.  1  feiaecnber'i 
youii}[  Scucchaian  oooe  trying  to  prove  to  me  th^t  Mr*.  Dickoo*  ' 
a  Mpcrior  ainger  to  Min  Siepheni,  because  the  former  excelled  in 
(scred  mnnc,  and  the  Utter  diil  not.  At  that  rate,  that  ia,  if  it  it 
tbe  tiaf^Dg  Mcred  music  that  give*  the  prdereoce,  Min 
would  only  have  to  ling  ucrcd  muaic  to  aurpaat  bcraclf  and  tie  witb' 
her  pretended  rival ;  for  this  theory  implirt  that  all  tacrtd  axuic  ii 
eqtully  good,  and  therefore  better  than  any  other.  I  grant  that 
Madame  Catolani's  siagies  of  aicred  niuuc  ■*  nperior  to  Mtu 
Stephens'*  bolbd-airaia*,  becauae  her  ainging  i*  better  altogethert 
and  an  ocean  of  nund  more  wonderful  tlun  a  simple  icrcim  of 
dulcet  hannoniea.  In  tinging  the  laat  verse  of  '  God  uvc  the 
King'  not  long  ago,  ber  roicc  towered  aborc  tbe  whole  conibaed 
oouc  of  the  orchestra,  like  an  eagle  piercing  the  doudi,  aad  poorcd 
*  mch  tweet  thonder '  through  the  ear ,  as  excited  c^ual  attomtfatiMBt 
ADdnpom] 

Son>e  kind*  of  crilidm  are  ai  much  too  iniipid  as  other*  are  too 
ptagRUtical.  It  is  not  easy  lo  combine  point  with  solidity,  spirit 
with  moderation  and  candour.  Many  pcrtooi  tee  nothing  hut  bcautie* 
in  a  work,  otben  nothing  but  dcfecta.  Those  cloy  you  with  twoetc, 
and  are  <tbc  very  milk  of  htimao  UndDct*,'  flowing  on  in  a  atreant  of 
loacsou  pUKjtyrin;  these  take  delight  in  potsoaiag  ilie  sourcet  of 
youi  tatisfacttODt  aikd  putting  yon  ont  of  coiKcii  with  nearly  erery 
author  that  comes  in  their  way.  The  Gtm  are  frecjuently  actuated  »f 
personal  frieiMlship,  the  lait  by  all  the  vinsleoce  of  party-spirit.  Under 
tbe  latter  head  would  fall  what  may  be  wtmed  poaAa  erdiciim.  The 
botit  of  this  nyle  of  wriiiog  is  a  tafvl  mftmai  of  impotent  spite  and 
duIacM,  till  it  la  vanashed  over  with  the  sltme  of  temiity.aad  throwa 
imo  a  state  of  unnatural  activity  by  the  veoom  of  the  tnost  raocorouo 
bigotry.  The  eminent  profesaor*  in  this  grot-eling  depu.imeot  are  at 
Gth  merely  OQt  of  aorta  with  ihemtrltcs,  and  tent  their  spleen  b  liltte 
intecjectioos  and  cootortions  of  phrase  : — cry  I'iih  at  a  iacky  hit,  aod 
I/tm  at  a  buk,  arc  tmari  oa  prraooal  defects,  and  sneer  at  '  Bcaoty 
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out  of  favour  am)  od  cnitdrn' — are  thrown  iota  an  afju^fit  by 
heariag  the  name  of  :i  rival,  ttxn  back  with  horror  4t  any  approacn 
to  their  morliid  prcicntioni  like  Juiticc  Wooilcock  with  hii  gciiUy 
limht — rifle  the  flower*  of  the  DclU  Cruncan  school,  .ind  give  you 
in  their  itead,  as  nodels  of  a  pleading  pastoral  tiyle,  Vcrar*  upon 
Anna — which  you  may  tee  in  the  note*  to  the  Biviad  And  M^viid. 
AD  ifab  U  like  tlie  fable  of  the  fCiUfit  .mJ  tbr  Liai^i.  But  when 
they  ^et  their  braai  collar  on  and  thake  ilicir  bella  of  office,  they  let 
up  their  backi  like  the  Great  Cat  Rodilardun,  and  pounce  upon  nien 
and  thingi.  Woe  to  any  Ihlle  heedlea*  reptile  of  an  author  thai 
Trnture*  acron*  their  path  without  a  nfe-conduct  from  the  Board  of 
Cootrool.  They  map  him  up  at  a  mouthfiit,  and  lit  licking  their 
lipt,  urokidg  their  whiikcc*,  and  rattling  their  bell*  over  the  imaginafy 
fragmeou  of  their  devoted  prey,  to  tlie  alarm  and  anoniahment  of  the 
whole  breed  of  liti'rary,  philotophical,  and  tevotutiooary  vermin,  that 
were  naturalised  in  thii  country  oy  a  Prince  of  Orange  and  an  Elector 
of  Hanover  a  hundred  year*  ago.*  When  one  of  the*e  pampered, 
ilcek,  'demure-lookine,ipr)ng-nailed,  vctvci-pavirod,  greeo-eyed '  critic* 
nuke*  hia  King  and  Country  pattief  to  thin  Mm  <rf  tpon  literary,  you 
have  not  much  chance  of  e«ca|riag  out  of  hi*  clutchci  in  a  whole  (kin. 
Treachery  become*  a  principle  with  tbeni,  .ind  niiechief  a  conscience, 
tliat  it,  a  livelihood.  They  not  only  damn  the  work  in  the  lump, 
but  vilify  and  traduce  the  author,  and  Bubttilute  lying  abuae  and 
*hecr  malignity  for  aence  and  Mtire.  To  have  written  a  popular 
work  i*  a«  much  ati  a  man'*  character  i«  worth,  and  lometime*  hi* 
life,  if  he  doc*  not  happen  to  be  on  the  right  tide  of  the  ^ueitioo. 
The  way  in  which  tbey  aet  about  iittliifyiitg  an  adversary  i*  not  to 
Kcuae  you  of  fault*,  or  to  exaggerate  tho»e  wliich  you  may  really 
have,  but  they  denv  that  you  have  any  nicriu  at  all,  leaat  of  all, 
thote  that  the  world  have  given  you  credit  for ;  ble**  themidvca 
from  DaderttaDdiog  a  tingle  icntencc  in  a  whole  volume ;  and  uqIcm 
you  are  ready  to  nib«cribc  lo  all  their  article*  of  peace,  will  not 
allow  you  to  be  qualtHed  to  write  your  own  name.  It  i*  not  a 
(}ucw»on  of  literary  diacustion,  but  of  political  proicription.  It  ia 
a  mark  of  loyalty  and  patrtociam  to  extend  no  (luaiter  to  those  of 
the  opposite  party,  tnatead  of  replying  to  your  argttnKDU,  tliey 
call  yon  name*,  put  word*  and  opinion*  into  your  mouth  which  you 
have  never  uttered,  and  consider  tt  a  species  of  miipnnon  of  treaaoa 
to  admit  that  a  Whig  author  knows  any  thing  of  common  *cn*e  or 
F.nglish.  The  only  chance  of  potting  a  stop  to  this  onlair  mode 
of  di»liBg  would  perhaps  he  to  nuke  a  few  reprisal*  by  way  of

rOMilMion  of  literary  cttticitm  as  peculiar  to  out  own  tinw*,  wbeo 
WM  told  ibJii  it  was  just  u  bad  in  the  time  of  Pope  and  Drydesi. 
and  indeed  woiie,  toaiimuGh  31  we  have  do  Pope*  or  DrydeM  am 
on  the  obnuxiima  nide  to  be  oicknarned.  mctamocphoicd  into  Kare 
crow*,  and  impaled  alive  by  bigott  and  dunce*.  1  ahall  not  pretcod^ 
to  wy  how  far  this  remark  may  be  true.  1'hc  Englith  (k  must  be 
owned)  are  rather  .t  I'oul-nioulhrd  nation. 

bendei  tcniporary  or  accidental  bia»»  of  tliit  kind,  there  seeni  to 
be  KCta  and  parties  in  taste  and  crittcitm  (with  a  set  of  appeopriaiie 
wilch-wordi)  ctK-vjl  with  the  arts  of  compoiitioo,  und  that  wiU  1 
n  long  aa  the  ditTnccici-  with  which  men'*  roindt  are  onginallfS 
COOMitutcd.  There  are  some  who  are  all  lor  the  elegance  of  an 
author's  Myle,  and  some  who  are  equally  delighted  with  umplicity. 
The  last  lefcf  you  to  Swilt  a*  a  model  of  English  pfoic — thinking] 
all  odkcr  writers  sophitlicaicd  and  naught — the  former  preler  the 
more  ornamented  and  sparkling  periods  of  JuoitM  or  Gibbon.  It  i* 
to  DO  purpow  to  think  of  bringing  about  an  underttaading  between 
tbeie  oppoeite  factions.  It  is  a  natural  dilTcrence  of  tcmperjntent 
and  cnottitutioo  of  mind.  The  one  will  nerer  retisb  the  antithetical 
point  and  perpetual  glitter  of  the  artificial  prote-atylc ;  as  the  plain 
unpcrrctled  English  idiom  will  always  appear  trite  and  insipid  to  the 
others.  A  toleration,  not  an  amformiiy  of  opinioo  if  as  much  a$ 
can  be  expected  in  this  case:  aod  both  tides  may  ackaowlcdgc^ij 
without  impuLttion  on  their  luIc  or  consittencyi  that  these  difiereo 
writers  excelled  each  in  thrir  way.  I  might  renurk  here  that 
epithet  r^dJtr  is  t«ty  sparingly  used  ia  modem  criiidMn.  It  hu^ 
probably  gooc  out  of  fashioD  with  t)ie  appearance  of  the  Laif  &c/>ool, 
whot  1  apprehend,  hare  no  such  phrase  in  their  vocabulary.  Mr. 
Roger*  was,  I  think,  almost  the  lut  poet  to  whom  it  was  applied  aa 
a  cbaracterislic  compliment.  At  present  it  would  be  considered  as  a 
sort  of  duninutive  of  the  title  of  poet,  like  the  terms  frrtty  at  Jaati/ul,] 
and  is  banished  from  the  iaia  /m  of  letter*.  It  may  perhapa  come 
into  re^ucM  at  some  future  period.— Again,  tlie  dianute  between  the 
admirer*  of  HoiDcr  and  Virftil  hat  never  been  settled,  and  never  will  i 
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lor  there  will  alwayt  be  tniodt  to  vrbom  the  excellence*  oF  Virpl 
will  be  mote  cflngeni:(l,  nnd  therefore  more  olijectt  of  odmirstion  ^ 
delight  tliaa  ihoK  oi  Homer,  and  wt  trrttl.  Boili  arc  right  in 
prefcriing  what  suit*  tliem  best,  ilic  d<lic»cy  and  lelectnew  of  the 
one,  or  the  fulness  and  majevtic  flow  of  the  other.  There  i« 
the  umc  dilTcieace  in  (heir  iMte  that  there  wai  !n  the  gcniua  of 
their  two  I'aTOuritct.  Neither  can  the  diugrcemcol  between  the 
French  ind  Fngti*h  Rchoal  of  tragedy  cief  be  reconciled,  till  the 
French  become  I'^ngiish,  or  the  b^nglish  French.'  Both  ire  tight 
ID  what  ihcy  admire,  both  arc  wrong  in  condemning  the  others  for 
what  lliey  admire.  Wc  *ce  the  defccu  of  Racine,  they  »ec  the  faults 
of  Shaltetpnr  urobably  tn  an  exajtgerated  point  of  view.  But  we 
m^y  be  lure  of  thi*,  that  when  we  cee  nothing  but  grounciit  and 
barbariim,  or  incipidtty  ind  verbiage  in  a  writer  that  i*  the  God  of  a 
oation't  idolatry,  it  is  we  and  ooi  they  who  want  true  tMce  ftod  feeling. 
The  controierRy  about  Pope  and  the  o|>po«itc  «cfaool  in  our  own 
poetry  comei  to  much  the  umc  thing,  rope'*  correctness,  tniooth- 
nen,  &c.  are  lery  good  tiling*  and  much  to  be  commended  in  hira. 
But  it  i*  not  to  be  expected  or  eren  deaired  that  other*  should  have 
thc»c  <)ualitict  in  the  tame  paramount  degree,  to  the  exclusion  of 
erery  thing  eliie.  If  you  like  corrcctncu  and  gmoothncw  of  all  thing* 
in  the  world,  there  they  are  for  you  in  Pope.  If  you  like  other 
thing*  better,  (uch  as  (trength  and  lublimity,  yoD  kaoir  where  to  go 
for  them.  Why  trouble  Pope  or  any  other  atiAor  for  what  they 
hare  not,  and  do  not  profeis  to  giie .'  Those  who  aeem  to  imply 
that  Pope  po*«ei*ed,  beiidca  hi*  own  peculiar,  exquisite  meritJi,  all 
that  i«  to  be  found  in  Shaketpear  or  Milton,  are  I  nhauld  hardly 
think  in  good  eameit.  But  I  do  not  therefore  «ce  that,  bccaute  thit 
wa*  not  the  catc.  Pope  wa*  no  poet.  Wc  cannot  by  a  liule  verbal 
tophittry  confound  the  quatilie*  of  dilfcrent  mioda,  nor  force  opposite 
excellence*  into  a  union  by  all  the  intolerance  in  the  world.  We 
may  pull  Pope  in  pieces  a*  long  a*  we  plcaie,  for  not  being  Shake«|)ear 
or  Milton,  as  we  may  carp  at  them  for  not  being  Pope :  but  tbii  will 
not  make  a  poet  equal  to  all  three.  If  we  b.ive  a  taite  for  aomc  one 
precise  *tyle  or  manner,  wc  may  keep  it  to  ountelre*  and  let  other* 
have  their*.  If  we  are  more  catholic  in  our  notions,  and  want  variety 
of  excellence  and  beauty,  it  i«  spread  abroad  for  us  to  proAlMOn  in  the 
variety  of  book*  and  in  the  Mieral  growth  of  men's  mind*,  fettered 
by  no  capricious  or  vbitrary  rule*.  Tkow  who  would  prcxKribc

He  giTc  a 
cordial  welcome  to  all  loru,  proTidcd  they  were  ihe  beat  in  Uveir 
bind.  He  ww  noi  fond  of  countcrfrita  or  dupltcaici.  Hb  own 
Mylc  was  laboured  and  arti&cial  to  a  tuih,  while  hi*  character  wm 
fraok  aod  iDjcDiioiu  io  the  extreme.  He  wat  not  the  only  indiTidoal 
whom  I  have  known  to  counteract  their  mitiral  djaposition  in  coming 
before  the  niblic,  and  by  aToidtog  what  they  perhapa  thought  an 
inheTCDt  inhrmity,  debar  themiclTes  of  their  teal  tircngth  and 
■dtvitagci.  A  heartier  friend  or  hooeater  critic  I  nerer  coped 
witbal.  He  bat  made  me  feci  (by  eontraat)  the  want  of  f-enunie 
■Dcrrtly  and  DCDeroua  acniimcDi  in  MMne  that  1  hare  linened  to  since, 
aikd  cannnced  me  (if  practical  proof  were  wanting)  of  the  truth  of 
that  text  of  Scripture — 'That  had  I  all  knowledge  awl  could  (peak 
with  the  tongoei  of  angeli,  yet  without  charity  I  wrrc  nothing!  I 
■mid  rather  be  a  man  of  diaintereited  taste  and  liberal  feeding,  to 
Kt  and  acknowledge  tnth  aod  beauty  wherexer  I  found  it,  ilun  a 
man  of  greater  and  more  original  genius,  to  hale,  enTy,  and  deny  all 
exccUeace  but  my  own  —  but  that  poor  acanty  jnttance  of  it 
(cofnpared  wkh  (be  whole)  which  1  hao  mwlfti reduced ! 

There  b  another  race  of  critic*  who  might  oe  deHgnated  a«  the 
Oeadl  Scico/ — veri  aJiflL  They  diKem  no  beautie*  hut  what  are 
concealed  from  niperiicial  eye*,  ant)  overlook  all  that  ate  obTiout  to 
the  lulgar  pfltt  of  mankind.  Their  an  it  the  traonmutaiion  of  style*. 
By  happy  alchemy  of  mind  they  convert  drou  into  gold — and  gold 
ino  tinael.  They  m«  farther  into  a  millatoae  thaa  mou  otheri.  If 
«a  author  u  oitcrly  unreadable,  tbey  can  read  him  for  erer:  hb 
iotricacie*  are  their  delight,  hii  myitetiei  are  their  atudy.  Tbey 
prefn'  Sir  Thoma*  Brown  to  the  Rambler  by  Dr.  Johnson,  and 
Barton'*  Anatomy  of  Melancholy  to  all  the  wnter*  of  the  Georgian 
Age.  They  judge  of  work*  of  gcniiu  a«  miicri  da  of  hid  itcaaare — 
it  if  of  tM>  value  ObIim  tliry  have  it  all  to  themtdve*.  'l*hry  will  no 
more  ihaic  >  book  tbiiD  •  miurtM  with  a  friend.  If  they  tiaipected 
their  favourite  vohiiae*  of  delighting  any  eye*  but  their  own,  they 
would  tmiaediatcly  diicard  them  from  the  liat.  Theirs  are  raper- 
anouated  beauiie*  that  every  one  elie  hai  left  off  intriguing  with, 
bed-ridden  hag(,  a  '  Mod  of  night-niare).'  Thi*  la  not  enry  or 
alfccuiioo,  but  a  natural  ptooeneM  to  ibgularity,  a  love  of  what  b 
odd  lod  OM  of  the  way.  Tbey  muat  come  at  their  pleamirca  with 
diSodiy,  aad  nqiport  admiration  by  an  uneaay  •ente  of  ridicule  aod 
apMntioii.  Tbey  do^iae  ihote  qualities  in  a  work  which  are  cheap 
and  oimoaa.    Tbey  like  a  monopoly  of  tuce,  and  arc  tbockcd  at  the 
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proMituMo  ot  buUect  iraplitd  b  popdar  prodnclioBB.  In  I&e 
aamaa,  tbejr  wobU  diMC  a  ftitoi  or  rKommrac)  a  mi«rc«  for  groat 
<lefccta  t  and  lolerau  thr  (wcctorM  of  »a  KirtM't  rowc  oatj  for  the 
BglioeM  of  her  hce.  Pure  plnaorc*  are  tn  their  ^■''y— '  doyias 
>ad  ianpid— 

'An  oanet  of  WW  i*  worth  a  pouikl  of  (i*t«tt' 

Notliiiif  (oet  down  with  them  but  what  u  caviart  to  the  multitude. 
They  are  astn  of  oliw»  and  roAtn  of  black-letter.  Yet  they 
•nuch  of  geniu,  and  would  be  worth  any  money,  were  it  otily  fat 
the  rarity  of  the  thing ! 

The  Uct  Mit  1  ihall  ittentioa  are  msrW  uitiei — mere  woed-caicherB, 
fellowi  that  pack  oui  a  word  in  a  *eatciioc  sod  a  Mnteocc  in  a  tohmci 
sDd  tell  yott  it  H  wroog.^  1'bc«e  eradiie  pefiOM  coaitaKly  t»A  em 
by  aatictpattoe  thai  you  are  deficient  in  the  Mn^lett  thins« — that  yon 
cannot  rpell  cectain  words  or  join  the  nomiiatiTC  caae  and  the  *etb 
U»etber,  beC3u>«  to  do  thU  it  the  bcij;ht  of  their  own  ambitioo,  aod 
of  cootie  they  miut  tet  you  down  tower  tKxn  their  opision  of  tbem- 
tetfe*.  They  detrade  by  redocing  you  to  their  own  tiandard  of 
merit ;  for  the  ^gJilicMionfi  they  deny  yon,  or  the  balu  they  obje<:t 
are  ao  Trry  iniigitiliunt,  thai  to  proTe  younclf  poiaeMed  of  the  one 
ot  free  from  the  other,  la  to  make  younelf  doubly  ridiculoua.  Ltttle- 
Oft»*  ia  their  element,  and  they  give  a  character  of  mewneta  to 
whaterer  they  touch.  They  creep,  bnu,  and  fiyJilow.  It  it  much 
eaaier  to  cruah  than  to  catch  theae  tfoubleaome  iuccti ;  and  when 
they  are  in  your  power,  your  Klf-reapcct  iparen  tbrm.  The  race  ia 
almiMt  extinct :— one  or  two  of  thetn  arc  ioiuctimci  Ken  crawliqf 
o»eT  the  pages  of  the  ^^fterly  Renew !

ON    GREAT   AND    LITTLE   THINGS

COCMMITV. 

Tke  great  and  the  little  have,  no  doubt,  a  res)  exiitcocc  in  the 
natare  of  thbga ;  but  they  both  £od  pretty  mucb  the  «ame  IctcI 
in  the  mitid  of  man.  It  ii  a  common  mcanire,  which  doe»  not 
alway*  accommodate  itMlT  to  the  size  and  importance  of  the  objecta 
it  repreaeM*.  It  baa  a  cenaio  totetest  to  apoie  for  ccrtab  things 
'  TlMtillcofVArd.C-^pM»(Mi>iriohuI>MBgiinn  t«*wri(t]porthit  tptcin. 
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(and  no  more)  aocoidiag  lo  in  humour  2nd  capacity ;  moA  neitha 
likrt  to  be  stiDted  in  its  itlowsncr,  aor  to  mujier  up  an  uouiial  »liare 
of  irnipaihy.  just  as  the  occasion  may  require.  Petliaps  if  wt 
could  recoUect  dittinctjy,  we  ihodd  diicover  that  the  two  thiogt 
that  bare  affected  u«  mou  in  the  conrae  of  our  liven  have  been,  one 
of  them  of  the  greatcM,  and  the  other  of  the  imallett  powiblc 
coniojurncc.  To  let  that  pan*  3*  too  fine  a  (peculation,  we  know 
well  enough  that  eery  trifltng  circunittancci  do  give  us  great  and 
daHj  annmance,  and  as  often  prove  too  much  for  our  pbUotopby 
and  forbe^uance.  at  matter*  of  the  hijihett  moment.  A  lump  of 
•OM  UNMltng  a  maa'a  dinner,  a  plate  of  toaK  faltiog  in  the  athe«, 
the  being  ditappointed  of  a  ribbon  to  a  cap  or  a  ticket  for  a  hall, 
have  ted  to  Mnout  and  almoat  tragical  cootei^uenccii.  Friends  not 
I  onftcijucnlty  fall  out  and  never  meet  again  for  iH>me  idle  tnitunder- 

■undiagi  'tome  trick  noi  worth  an  egg,'  who  have  ttood  the  aliock 
of  terious  differences  of  opinion  and  clashing  interests  in  life  t  and 
there  it  an  excellent  paper  in  the  TaTtKa.  to  prove  that  if  a  married 
couple  do  not  quarrel  about  some  point  in  the  firit  initance  not  worth 
conietting,  they  will  leldom  find  an  opportunity  aftenmdi  to  quarrel 
about  a  que«tion  of  real  importance.  Grave  divine*,  greftt  staicMnen, 
and  deep  philowpberi  arc  put  out  of  their  way  by  »ery  little  iliingi: 
nay,  dttcreet,  worthy  people,  without  any  pretensions  but  10  good- 
nature and  common  »en»e,  readily  surrender  the  liappincM  of  their 
whole  livw  lOOtKr  tbaa  give  up  an  opinion  to  which  they  bare 
committed  ibemidTea,  though  in  all  likelihood  it  waa  the  mere  turn 
of  a  feather  which  side  they  should  take  in  the  argument.  It  ii 
the  being  baulked  or  thwarted  in  any  thing  that  cofiititutcs  the 
grievance,  the  unpardonable  a^onc,  not  the  value  of  the  thing  to 
which  we  bad  made  up  oar  minds.  Is  it  that  we  detpiK  little 
things  i  that  we  are  not  prepared  for  them  j  thai  they  take  us  in 
our  careieu,  unetiarded  moments,  and  tease  us  out  of  our  ordinary 
pMience  by  tlieir  petty,  incesiant,  iniect  warfare,  buzzing  about  ut 
and  mnging  u*  like  gnats  [  so  that  we  can  neither  get  rid  of  nor 
grapple  with  them,  whctea*  we  collect  all  our  fortitude  and  rciolo- 
IMKI  to  meet  crils  of  greater  magnitude  ?  Or  is  it  that  there  i*  a 
cettda  Mreara  vf  trrrubility  that  is  ceninmally  fretting  upon  the 
wheels  of  iife,  which  linds  tutficient  food  to  play  with  in  Mraws 
and  fcathcri,  while  great  objects  are  too  much  lor  it,  either  choke 
it  upi  or  divert  R«  course  into  lerious  and  thoughtful  interest  ? 
Some  attempc  might  be  made  to  explain  thti  in  the  fbllowing 
manner. 

I  One  is  always  more  rexed  at  loring  a  game  of  any  sort  by  a 

H  single  hole  or  ace,  than  if  dim  has  never  had  a  chance  of  winning  it. 
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TUa  b  so  doofat  ia  pwi  or  cfai^  beame  the  praipea  «(  i 
bricMn  ihc  Mbae^Bcat  dimmoatmat.  Bvt  pcofk  hwc  beta 
IwowB  to  piM  mi  &U  nek  fre«  holdiag  ibc  aou  noaabcr  w  tW 
iwoMy  thdnnad  pooad  prize  ia  tbt  bocry.  Now  tiM  cooU  oolj 
viae  from  their  banj;  to  next  WMing  ia  faBcy*  ban  dtere  aetmiag 
to  b«  K)  thin  a  pirauoo  betweoi  then  am)  awctwa.  When  they 
wcrv  within  ooc  of  the  righi  nuoiber,  why  coaJd  tbcy  tiot  hate 
talwn  the  next — it  vat  m  can:  thi*  hwiaia  their  miiMU  and  trill 
Boc  let  them  nn,  BotwitlMtnaing  Cbe  ibmdii;  of  the  rcaaoaiog. 
It  *•  that  the  will  here  haa  a  ili^  laaagnary  obatack  to  anmoom 
to  attain  iu  end;  it  ihould  appear  it  had  only  an  excc«<Uiiglf 
triting  effort  to  make  for  thia  purpoae.  that  it  waa  abaoluteljr  tn  tta 
power  (had  it  known)  to  tdu  the  roried  price,  and  it  ia  couiBnalljr 
faaraaaiog  itwlf  bjr  nuking  the  obrioua  iranutioa  froon  one  ounibcr 
to  the  o&icr,  wbco  it  ia  too  tate.  That  ia  to  tay,  the  will  acta  id 
proportion  to  iti  fancied  power,  to  it*  •opcriority  orcr  imaxdiate 
obaMclr*.  Now  in  little  or  indUfrreot  matccra  there  teema  m 
roMoa  why  it  ahould  not  hare  iu  own  way.  and  thcreibre  a  di*- 
qipointtnent  texca  it  the  more.  It  frowa  aafry  accordtnfi  to  the 
inaignifcMce  of  the  occMioo,  aad  fteta  itaelf  to  death  abon  >■ 
object,  merely  becMiae  from  ita  very  fntility  there  can  be  ai^ipoMd 
to  be  no  real  dilficvlty  in  the  way  of  ilt  attainment,  nor  aity  thing 
marc  reijuircd  for  thia  purpoae  than  a  detcrmioation  of  the  will. 
The  being  baulked  of  thia  throw)  the  mind  off  tU  balaacci  or  p«u 
h  into  what  ia  called  a  patimi ;  aod  aa  nothing  but  an  act  of 
voluntary  power  will  acem*  neoesiary  to  get  rid  of  every  impedunent, 
we  indaigc  our  violence  more  aad  more,  and  heighten  our  impaiienoe 
by  degree*  into  a  aoft  of  frenzy.  The  object  ia  the  nme  a*  it 
waa,  but  we  ate  no  longer  aa  we  were.  I^e  blood  ia  heated,  the 
mutcle*  are  (trained.  The  feelinga  are  wound  up  to  a  pitch  of 
agony  with  lh«  vain  atrifc.  The  temper  i*  uicd  to  the  ntmoa  it 
will  bear.  The  more  conicrnpttblc  the  object  or  the  obatmctiOBa 
in  the  way  to  it,  the  more  are  we  nrovokcd  at  being  hiadcred  by 
theoi.  tt  look*  like  witchcraft.  Wc  fancy  there  a)  a  epdl  upon 
Bi,  lo  that  we  are  hampered  by  utrnwi  and  eotangled  ta  cobweba. 
Wc  believe  that  there  it  a  fatality  about  our  atFairi.  It  ia  evidently 
done  ot)  purpoae  to  pbgue  ua.  A  demon  i*  at  our  elbow  to  tormeot 
and  defeat  lu  in  every  thing,  even  in  the  *malleit  thinga.  We  ace 
hiiu  tilting  and  mocking  ua,  and  wc  rave  and  gnaah  our  teeth  at 
him  in  return.  It  it  puticalarly  hard  that  wc  cannot  aucceed  in 
any  one  point,  however  trifling,  that  we  act  our  heart*  on.  We 
are  the  sport  of  imbecility  and  mttcbaoce.  We  make  another 
dcaperate  etTort,  and  fly  out  into  all  the  extravagHOCc  of  impoccot 
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rage  oocc  moK.  Our  anger  rua*  away  with  our  r«Mon,  bcciuw, 
as  there  is  litilc  to  give  it  bitth,  llicTc  is  nothing  to  check  it  or 
Tfcal  us  to  our  scoscs  to  the  pro«pect  of  caDK<]uences>  We  take 
up  and  tend  in  piee«  (he  mere  toyt  of  humour,  a*  the  gu«*  of 
wbd  take  up  and  whirl  about  chaff  and  stubble.  PiMion  plays  the 
tyrant,  in  a  grand  tragic-comic  «tyle,  ofer  the  Lilliputian  difficultiea 
and  petty  di (appointments  it  has  to  encouoter,  girei  way  to  all  the 
freiblne«  of  grief  and  all  the  turbulence  of  reicntmcnt,  makes  a 
fuH  about  nothing  because  there  is  nothing  to  make  a  fu*i  about — 
whet)  an  inipeoding  calamity,  ao  irretiievable  lost,  would  instantly 
bring  ti  to  itt  recollection,  and  tame  it  in  its  prepoNetOiu  career. 
A  man  may  be  in  a  xreat  paaniun  and  }>i<re  himself  wange  airs  M 
M  timple  a  thing  aa  a  game  at  ball,  for  imetance :  may  tage  like  a 
wild  b«aBt,  and  be  ready  to  da«h  hit  head  againit  the  wall  about 
nothing,  or  about  that  which  he  will  laugh  at  the  next  minute,  and 
think  no  more  of  ten  minute*  niter,  at  the  same  time  that  a  good 
smart  blow  from  the  ball,  the  effect*  of  which  he  might  feel  a*  ■ 
lerious  inconTenience  for  a  month,  would  calm  him  directly^ — 

'  Anon  »i  patient  as  the  female  dove, 
Hiitilcncc  will  lit  dtnoping.' 

The  truth  ii,  we  pamper  little  grief*  into  great  ones,  and  bear  great 
ones  aa  well  as  we  can.  We  can  alford  to  dally  and  play  trickt  with 
the  one,  but  the  othert  we  have  enough  to  do  with,  without  any  of 
the  wanlonncss  and  l>omSast  ot'  pasiion— without  ihc  swaggering  of 
Pistol,  or  the  insolence  of  King  Cambytes'  rein.  To  great  evils  wc 
submit,  we  resent  little  provocations.  I  have  before  now  been  dis- 
appointed (if  a  hundred  jMiund  job  and  loat  tialf  a  crown  at  rackets  on 
the  lame  day,  and  been  more  mortified  at  the  l.itter  than  the  former. 
That  which  is  laiting  we  iharc  with  the  future,  wc  defer  the  con- 
sideration of  till  co-morrow:  that  which  bclongii  to  the  moment  wc 
drink  up  ia  all  itt  biliernem,  before  the  spirit  evaporaic».  We  probe 
minute  mischiefs  to  the  quick ;  wc  lacerate,  tear,  and  mangle  our 
bosomi  with  misfortune's  finest,  brittlest  point,  and  wreak  our 
vengeance  oa  ounelves  and  it  for  good  and  all.  Small  pains  arc 
more  manageable,  more  within  our  reach  i  we  can  &ct  and  worry 
ourielres  about  them,  can  turo  them  into  any  shape,  can  twist  and 
torture  them  how  we  pleace : — a  grain  of  sand  in  the  eye,  a  thorn  in 
the  lleih  only  irritates  the  part,  and  learc*  us  tirength  enough  to 
<]uarrcl  and  get  out  of  all  patience  with  it : — a  heavy  blows  (tuns  and 
takes  away  all  power  of  sense  as  well  as  of  resistance.  The  great 
and  mighty  reverses  of  fortune,  like  the  reroluiions  of  nature,  may 
be  said  to  carry  their  own  weif^hl  and  reason  along  with  them  :  they 
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Mcm  uMfahfahle  and  rracdilns,  and  wc  mbmit  U>  tlicm  without 
murtmiring  h  lo  a  fatal  tKceuity,  Tbe  augmiude  of  the  evenu,  in 
which  we  Ruy  happea  to  be  conccraed,  fill*  tbe  mind,  aod  curin  it 
oai  of  itarif,  »*  it  were,  into  the  page  of  hittory.  Our  ibonghu  are 
expanded  with  the  icrne  on  which  wc  hive  lo  act,  and  tend  lu  strength 
to  dittegaid  our  own  pcrtonal  tharr  in  it.  Some  men  are  indilfcfciii 
to  (he  wroke  of  fate,  m  before  and  after  earThquake*  there  U  a  calm 
ID  the  alr>  Frooi  the  conuii^iniiin^,  sitiuiion  whence  they  have  been 
acoBKOflwd  to  view  thiagi,  ihcy  look  down  ±i  thenwelvet  a*  only  a 
part  of  the  whole,  and  can  ahttraa  their  mind*  frotn  tbe  premire  of 
mitfortunc,  by  the  aid  of  ii«  ntj  violence.  Tbcy  are  projected,  in 
the  exploiion  of  event*,  into  a  diCercnt  sphere,  far  from  their  former 
thoughts,  ptirpOMi,  and  pawionb  The  grcaineM  of  the  change 
aaticipaica  the  alow  cffecta  of  tine  and  reilcction : — tbcy  at  once 
eoMOnplaic  (hi-ni»cUci  from  an  iiumcnM-  distauctr,  and  look  up  with 
apeculaiite  wonder  at  the  height  on  which  they  stood.  Hm  the 
downfall  been  lets  complete,  it  would  have  been  more  galling  aod 
borne  with  lew  resignation,  because  there  might  «till  he  a  chance  of 
remedying  it  by  &nher  efforts  and  farther  endurance — b«K  fujl  are, 
fdtt  bift.  It  if  chiefly  thii  cauae  (together  with  roniething  of  coo- 
atintioofti  character)  which  has  enabled  ilie  grtatcat  man  b  modern 
hiatory  to  bear  hit  reveries  of  fortune  with  gay  nugaanitnity,  and  to 
submit  to  tbe  loss  of  the  emnire  of  the  world  with  as  little  dis- 
composure as  if  he  had  been  puviog  a  game  at  chess.'  This  does 
not  prove  by  oui  theory  th.-ii  he  did  not  use  to  fly  into  violent  patiions 
with  Talleyrand  for  pliiguing  him  with  bad  news  when  things  went 
wrong.  He  was  mad  at  uncertain  forebodings  of  disaster,  but  re- 
signed to  its  consummation.  A  man  may  dislike  impcrtioence,  yet 
have  no  <|uarTc]  with  oecenity ! 

There  is  another  consideratioo  that  may  take  olT  our  wonder  at 
the  firmness  with  which  the  principals  in  2**^  vicissitudes  of  forttine 
bear  their  iite,  which  is,  that  ihey  are  in  the  secret  of  its  operations, 
and  know  that  what  to  others  appears  chance-medley  was  unavoidable. 
The  clearncM  of  their  pcrccptioti  of  &I1  the  circumstances  convert* 
the  uneasiness  of  doubt  into  certainty  :  they  have  not  the  quainu  of 
cooscicocc  which  their  admirers  have,  who  cannot  tell  bow  much 
of  the  event  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  leaders,  and  how  much  to 
uofoteseen  accidents :  lliey  are  aware  cither  that  the  result  was  not 
to  be  helped)  or  that  they  did  all  ihey  could  to  ptcrent  it-

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It  i*  the  mitt  and  obtcurrty  through  which  we  view  objects  that 
make*  lu  fancy  ihey  might  have  been,  oi  might  (till  be  otherwue. 
The  precise  knowledge  of  doteccdcnui  .ind  conRqucm*  mnkcs  men 
practical  m  well  as  philowphical  Nccruariant. — II  is  the  want  of  thit 
knowled^  which  it  the  principle  anil  tout  of  gambling,  and  of  all 
games  of  ch^Dce  or  piiiiul  skill.  The  auppotition  b,  that  tht  issue  is 
nnceruin,  and  that  there  in  no  poniiive  means  of  aicertainine  il  It 
is  dependent  on  the  turn  of  a  die,  on  ihc  tatning  up  of  a  halfpenny: 
to  be  fair,  it  must  be  n  lottery  ;  there  is  no  knowing  but  by  the  crem  ; 
and  it  is  this  which  keeps  the  interest  alive,  and  works  up  the  pnttion 
Utile  short  of  madness.  There  is  all  the  agitarion  of  stiepense,  all  the 
altcrnatioD  of  hope  and  fear,  of  good  and  bad  lucceis,  all  the  ragerness 
of  desire,  without  ilie  putsibility  of  rcducin);  tliis  to  calcukiioDf  that 
ii,  of  subjecting  the  increased  action  of  the  will  to  3  known  rule,  or 
restraining  the  cxcc*s"  of  pastiiin  within  the  bounds  of  tcaion.  We 
tee  00  cause  beforehand  why  the  run  of  the  cirdi  should  not  be  in  our 
iaTour : — we  will  hear  ol'none  nficrwardfl  why  it  should  not  have  been 
to.  As  io  the  absence  of  all  Jala  to  judge  by,  we  wantonly  lill  up  the 
bknk  with  the  most  extravagant  expecutiotti,  to,  when  all  it  over,  we 
otMiiuitely  recur  to  the  chance  we  hod  pmiously.  There  is  nothing 
to  tame  us  down  to  the  event,  nothing  10  reconcile  us  to  our  hard 
luck,  for  so  we  think  it.  We  >cc  no  reaaon  why  we  foiled  (and  tliere 
wa*  none,  any  more  than  why  we  should  (uccccd)— we  think  that, 
mson  apnn,  our  will  is  the  next  best  thing ;  we  still  try  to  hare  it 
our  own  way,  and  fret,  torment,  and  harrow  ourselves  up  with  vain 
imaginations  to  clTeci  impossibilities.'  We  nlay  the  game  over  again  : 
wi-  wonder  bow  it  was  possible  for  ua  to  fail.  We  turn  our  brain 
with  Ktraining  at  contradictions,  and  striTing  to  make  things  what 
they  arc  not,  or  in  other  words,  to  subject  the  course  of  nature  to  out 
lutattical  wishes.  '  //il  bad  ban  in — '^  vie  had  daat  iiuf)  and  lutb 
c  iting  ' — we  try  it  in  a  ihousAnd  ditfeteni  ways,  and  aic  just  a*  far 
o^  the  mark  as  ever.  We  appealed  to  chance  in  the  first  instance, 
and  yet,  vihva  it  has  decided  against  us,  we  will  not  give  in,  and  sit 
down  contented  with  our  loss  but  refuse  to  submit  to  any  thing  but 
reasoDi  which  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter.  In  drawing  two 
•traws,  fot  example,  to  see  which  is  the  longeiit,  there  was  no  appaient 
necessity  we  should  fix  upon  the  wrong  one,  it  was  so  tuisy  to  have 
fixed  upon  the  other,  nay,  nt  one  lime  we  were  going  to  do  it — if  we 
had — the  mind  thus  tuns  back  to  what  was  so  possible  and  feasible  at

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out  of  the  wind<nv.  It  fell  upon  the  htad  of  one  of  the  poMengefi 
in  the  eUrcl,  who  came  up  to  dcmanil  inaiani  amiiiiciion  for  the 
affroDt  ia6  iajaiy  he  lud  8UaijtiDcd.  The  loting  gamcttei  only  Mkcd 
him  IT  he  underuood  buck-gummun,  and  finding  tJut  he  did,  said, 
tlut  if  npOD  sceinp.  ilic  staie  of  the  giinie  he  did  not  exvuw  the 
ennv^XDOc  of  hit  conduct,  lie  would  gite  lum  ^ay  other  tutiHfaccion 
he  withed  for.  The  tjililei  were  accordingly  brought,  ;uu!  the 
ritiation  of  the  two  contending  p.irtie*  being  explained,  the  gentleman 
put  up  hi«  tnrord,  and  went  away  perfealy  uiiEfied, — To  return  from 
this,  which  to  socnc  will  teem  n  digreuion,  and  loothcrcwtll  tem 
M  a  Goolinnntion  of  the  doctrine  1  am  iatiBting  on. 

It  i«  not  llien  the  value  of  the  object,  but  the  lime  and  paint  be- 
ttowed  upon  it,  that  dciermines  the  tense  and  degree  of  our  Io«t. 
Many  meo  *et  their  minds  only  on  trille«,  and  have  not  a  compaH  of 
•oul  to  take  an  iniecctt  in  any  thing  truly  great  and  imporianl  ncyond 
form*  and  mmutU.  Such  perHonn  are  mlly  men  of  little  mind*,  or 
may  be  complimented  with  tl)e  litlc  of  great  children, 

■Pleucd  witli  a  rcicher,  ticklctl  irilh  a  Btnn.' 

Larger  objects  elude  tlieir  gtasji,  while  they  listen  eagerly  on  the 
light  and  tnHi^iijflcanC.  They  fidget  themselvea  and  other*  to  death 
with  iocctsuit  anxiety  about  nutliing.  A  part  of  their  drest  that  is 
awry  kcept  them  in  a  fever  of  rettleitnevs  and  iinpatience  ;  they  tit 
pickiog  their  teeth,  or  p.iring  their  nailt,  or  stirring  the  lire,  or  bruih- 
ing  a  xpcck  of  dirt  of!'  their  coalt,  while  the  houte  or  the  world 
tumbling  abour  their  cars  would  not  route  ihcm  from  their  morbid 
insensibility.  They  cannot  tit  ttill  on  their  chairs  for  their  Utm, 
though,  if  there  were  any  thing  for  tlieni  to  do,  they  would  become 
immoveable.  Their  nerves  are  as  irritable  at  their  imaginatioot  arc 
callout  and  inert.  Thev  are  addicted  to  an  inveterate  habit  of  litlle- 
ncit  and  pervcrtity,  which  rejccti  every  other  motive  to  action  or 
object  of  contemplation  but  the  daily,  teaming,  contemptible,  familiar, 
favourite  tourceii  of  uncasincts  and  ditsatitfaclion.  When  they  arc 
of  a  taoguinc  instead  of  a  morbid  tcmixrament,  they  become 
quuUunci  and  vittuosos — coilectort  of  caterpillutt  and  odd  volumes, 
makers  of  6shiog-roda  and  curiout  in  watch -chaint.  ^Vi]j  Wimble 
dabbled  in  ihii  way,  to  hia  immortal  honour.  But  many  otbets  have 
been  leai  luccestful.  There  are  tbotc  who  build  their  fame  on 
epigramt  or  cpitapht,  and  others  who  devote  thnt  live*  to  writing  the 
Lord'*  Prayer  in  little.  Some  poclt  compote  and  sing  iheir  own 
TCTses.  Which  character  would  they  have  us  thiok  most  highly  of — 
the  poet  or  the  musician  I  The  Great  is  One.  Some  there  arc  who 
feel  more  pride  in  scaling  a  letter  with  a  head  of  Homer  than  erer 
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that  old  bliod  biLfd  did  in  teciting  his  Iliad.  Thc^c  tuk  a  huge 
ojMDion  of  iheinitlrct  out  of  noiliioj^  m  ilieic  nv  those  who  ibriok 
from  thrir  own  meriu  into  ibi;  ihadc  of  tmconqunubic  humUiiy.  I 
know  one  ponon  at  Icott,  who  would  rather  be  ihc  :iuthor  of  an  un- 
luccciidiil  tarcc  th.in  of  a  tucccuful  tragedy.  Kqiealcd  morliricnciun 
ha«  pioduccd  in  inverted  ambition  in  hii  mind,  and  made  failure  the 
bitter  tett  of  dcten.  He  cannot  lift  hii^  drooping  head  to  gaxe  nnthe 
gaudy  crown  of  pojiularity  placed  within  his  resch,  but  cut*  a 
[Kokite,  riTciied  look  downwards  ii>  (he  niodett  llowcn  which  the 
multitude  trample  under  their  feet.  If  he  had  a  piece  likely  to 
niccecd,  coming  out  under  -ill  advantagei,  be  would  damn  it  by  (ome 
ill-iimcd,  wilful  jcil,  .-ind  lone  the  fatnur  of  the  public,  to  prcterve  the 
sense   of  hii   peraonal    identity.       '  Mttfortunc,"    Shakcspcar  tayi, 

*  brings  a  man  acquainted  with  itrangr  bed-fcllowd : '  and  it  make* 
our  thought*  traitor*  to  ouriclves. — It  is  a  maxim    with  many-^ 

*  Tait  core  of  ibt  fftf,  and  thr  foandt  ^vU/  late  cart  of  ibemtt/vti.' 
TboMr  only  nut  it  in  practice  ■ucoetdiiUy  who  think  raore  of  tlic 
pence  than  of  tbe  pounds.  To  such,  a  large  nitn  ii  le*i  than  a  amal) 
one.  Gmt  speculation*,  great  retuma  arc  to  them  extravagant  or 
imaginary :  a  few  hundreds  a  year  arc  something  mug  and  comfort' 
able,  Persons  who  have  been  used  to  a  petty,  huckstering  way  of 
life  cannot  cidarge  their  apprehensions  to  a  notion  of  any  thing  better. 
loMcad  of  launching  out  into  greater  expense  and  liberality  with  th^ 
tide  of  fortune,  they  draw  back  with  a  fear  of  consequencei,  and 
think  to  succeed  on  a  broader  scale  by  dint  of  meanness  and  parsi- 
mony. My  uncle  Toby  frequently  caught  Trim  standing  up  behind 
his  chair,  when  he  had  told  him  to  be  seated.  What  the  corporal 
did  out  of  respect,  others  would  do  out  of  servility.  The  menial 
character  does  not  wear  out  in  three  or  four  gcnerationt.  You  cart- 
not  keep  some  people  out  of  the  kitclien,  merely  because  their  grand- 
fathers or  granamothets  came  out  of  it.  A  poor  nun  and  his  wife 
walking  alone  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Portland -pi  ace,  he  said  to  her 
pee^sluy,  ■  What  it  the  use  of  walking  along  thrse  iine  streets  and 
squam '     Let  ua  nun  down  some  alley !  '     He  Celt  he  thould  be 

more  at  home  there.     L said  of  an  old  acquaintance  of  his, 

that  when  he  was  younj;,  he  wanted  to  be  a  tailor,  but  had  not  spirit ! 
Thia  is  the  miKty  of  unequal  inaicbet.  The  woman  cannot  eauly 
forget,  or  think  thai  others  forget,  her  origin  (  and  with  pcrhap* 
superior  beniie  and  beauty,  keeps  painfully  in  the  back  ground.  It  i* 
vioae  when  she  braies  this  conscious  feeling,  and  displays  all  the 
insolence  of  the  upstan  and  alfccted  fine-lady.  But  thouldst  thou 
ever,  my  Infi;Iicc,  grace  my  honkc  with  thy  lorcd  presence,  as  thou 
hut  chewed  my  hopes  with  thy  sinile,  thou  will  conquer  all  hraru

poiaoB  me  with  kUiet,  kill  me  with  amjlct;  but  mill  mock  me  with 
thy  love !  > 

Poets  Gbu»c  mittreucH  who  have  the  fewe«t  charms,  that  they 
nuy  make  aomcihiDg  out  of  nothing.  1'hey  succeed  ben  in  fiction, 
and  they  apply  tliia  rule  to  love.  They  make  a  Goddem  of  any 
dowdy,  Aa  Doa  Quixoie  said,  in  aniwer  to  die  matter  of  &ct 
ri:iiioDiir3,nce4  of  Sancbo,  that  Dulcioea  del  Tobow  antwcred  the 
puqM»c  of  signaliticg  hii  valooir  jiwi  an  well  ai  the  ■  laircfl  ptinccM 
under  sky,'  to  any  of  the  fair  (ex  will  serre  tbcm  to  write  about  jun 
u  well  lui  another.  They  take  some  awkward  thitio  and  drcM  bcr 
np  in  line  word*,  at  children  dicsa  up  a  wooden  doll  in  ^ne  clothes. 
Pethapa,  a  fine  bead  of  hair,  a  taper  wabt,  or  acme  other  circumaiance 
ttiikes  them,  and  they  make  tlie  reit  out  according  to  thdr  fandea. 
They  have  a  wonderful  knack  of  lupplying  deliciencies  in  the  tubjccta 
of  their  idoUtry  out  of  the  atore-haujie  of  their  imagioation*.  They 
presently  translate  their  (avoorilet  to  the  skiea,  where  they  figure 
with  Berenice's  locks  and  Ariadne's  crown.  This  predilection  (of 
the  uRprcpoMctsing  and  inFignificant,  I  take  to  arise  not  merely  from 
a  desire  in  poet*  to  have  some  subject  to  exercise  tbeii  JDveotiw 
talenia  upon,  out  from  their  jealousy  of  any  pteceoiiona  (ereu  thoae 
of  beauty  in  the  other  sex)  that  might  inierJere  with  the  conuoual 
tncenae  offered  to  their  personal  vanity. 

Cardinal  Maxarine  never  thought  any  thing  of  Cardinal  de  Retz, 
after  he  lold  him  thai  he  had  written  for  the  last  thirty  years  of  his 
life  with  the  same  pen.  Some  Italian  poet  going  to  present  a  copy 
of  verses  to  the  Pope,  and  finding,  as  he  was  looking  them  over  in 
the  coach  as  be  went,  a  mistake  of  a  single  letter  in  the  priniing, 
broke  hit  heart  of  vexation  and  chagrin.  A  still  more  remarkable 
ca*e  of  literary  disappoincnient  occurs  in  the  hiitury  of  a  oountrynian 
of  his,  which  I  cannot  refrain  from  giving  here,  as  J  find  it  related. 
'  Anthony  Codiua  Urceus,  a  most  learned  and  tinfortuoue  Italian, 
bora  near  Modeno,  1 446,  was  s  striking  instance,'  says  his  biographer, 
■of  the  miseries  IDCD  bring  ujnmi  ibenselvca  by  aetiing  their  afFections 
unreuoaably  on  trifles.     Tliis  learned  man  lived  at  Forli,  and  bad 

'  1  bc(  the  mJcr  lo  roosiiltr  [hit  paiutt  mrrrt)'  at  •  iprcimni  of  lli«  modi* 
heroic  Kyle,  sod  u  having  nalhipf  to  do  with  any  rtal  fscts  or  feelines. 
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an  npanmcnt  in  the  palace.  H»  room  wa«  no  rcry  dark,  Oiat  be 
was  forcn)  lo  we  a  candle  in  ihc  day.time ;  and  one  day,  goiog 
abroad  without  |iuiiing  it  oat,  bis  library  was  4ct  on  dn,  and  »otDt 
Difctt  which  be  bad  orrpartd  for  the  preis  were  burned.  The 
mitant  he  wa«  infonued  or  this  ill  news,  he  wai  atTected  even  to 
madnMS.  He  ran  furiously  to  the  pulace,  and  nopping  at  the  doof 
of  his  apartracni,  he  cried  aloud, '*Cnri)t  Jenis!  what  mighty  crime 
have  I  commitlcd  I  whom  of  your  foliowcrt  have  I  crcr  injured,  that 
you  thus  rage  with  inexpiable  hairrd  against  me  ?  "  Then  turning 
btmself  to  an  image  of  the  Virgin  Mary  near  at  hand,  "Virgin  (uyt 
be)  hear  what  I  have  to  lay.  for  I  speak  in  eaineati  and  with  a  compoied 
spirit :  if  I  shall  happen  to  address  you  in  my  dying  motnenu,  I  humbly 
intreat  you  not  to  hear  me,  nor  receire  me  inti>  Heaven,  for  I  am  de- 
termined to  spend  all  eternity  in  Hell !  "  Tbouc  who  hcud  these 
blacphcmouD  cxpreuion*  codca*oored  to  comfort  him  ;  but  all  to  no 
purpose :  for,  the  society  of  mankind  being  no  longer  sup|>orTablc  to 
ftimi  he  left  the  city,  and  retired,  like  a  savage,  to  the  deep  aolilude  of 
a  wood.  Some  say  tliat  he  was  murdered  there  by  rufliaDa :  other*, 
thai  he  died  at  Bologna  in  i  $00,  afier  much  contrition  and  penitence.' 

Perhaps  the  ceniure  paised  at  the  outKt  of  the  anecdote  on  this 
unfortunate  perton  i>  unfounde«l  and  nevere,  when  it  is  snid  thai  he 
brought  hii  miierici  on  himtclf  •  by  having  set  his  atTrctions  un- 
reasonably on  triflea.'  To  others  it  might  appear  lo :  but  to  himself 
the  labour  of  a  whole  life  was  hardly  a  trifle.  His  passion  was  not 
a  causeless  one,  though  carried  to  such  frantic  excess.  The  story  of 
Sir  Iiaac  Newton  preaenta  a  strong  contrast  to  the  laI^mentioned 
one,  who  on  going  into  his  study  and  lioding  that  hia  dog  Tray  had 
thrown  down  a  candle  on  the  table,  and  burnt  some  papers  of  great 
vbIoc,  contetilcd  him»elf  with  exclaiming,  '  Ah !  Tray,  you  don't 
know  the  mischief  you  have  done !  '  Many  persons  would  not 
focgire  the  ofettuminf;  of  a  cup  of  chocolate  so  toon. 

I  remember  bearing  an  iostaoce  some  years  ago  of  a  man  of 
character  and  property,  who  through  unexpected  losses  had  been 
condemned  to  a  long  and  heart-breaking  imprisonment,  which  he 
bore  with  exemplary  fortitude.  At  ihc  end  of  four  years,  by  the 
intcrtvt  and  exertions  of  friends,  he  obtained  his  discharge  with 
every  prospect  of  beginning  ibe  world  afresh,  and  had  made  hts 
arrangements  for  leaving  his  irksome  abode,  and  meeting  bto  wife 
and  bmily  at  a  diaunce  of  two  bundled  mile*  by  a  certain  day. 
Owbg  to  the  miscaniage  of  a  letter,  some  signature  nece*«ary  to  the 
completion  of  the  businest  did  not  arrive  in  time,  and  on  account  of  the 
informality  which  had  ihut  arisen,  he  could  not  act  out  home  till  the 
return  of  the  poBt>  which  was  four  days  longer.     His  spirit  could  not 
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brook  the  delay.  He  hid  tround  himtcU'  ap  to  the  lut  pitch  of 
expccUlion ;  he  bid,  a«  it  werc,ctloi)»cd  hit  patience  to  bold  out  to 
a  ceruifl  pointi  >od  ihm  <o  throw  down  hi*  load  Ibr  ever,  ud  be 
could  not  liod  retoluiioD  to  mume  it  far  a  few  hourt  beyond  ihi*. 
He  put  an  end  to  the  intolerable  coadici  of  hope  and  diuppoiotnieni 
in  a  fit  of  excniciitinit  anguith.  Woci  that  we  hare  lime  to  forcMo 
and  leinire  to  oootemplaie  break  their  force  by  being  ipread  orer  a 
htsts  tutfKt,  uid  borne  at  iotCTTsJt  j  but  tbote  that  come  upon  u* 
nuklcniy,  for  howercr  Bhotl  a  time,  seem  to  iti«uJl  u«  by  their  ua- 
neecttary  and  uncallcd-fbr  iotruBion  ;  and  the  very  prwpect  of  reJief, 
when  held  out  and  then  withdrawn  from  m,  to  liowc«er  smalt  a  diitAOce, 
only  I'teis  impabence  into  a^ony  by  taDtaliBing  our  hopet  nod  wishet; 
and  to  rend  a«under  the  thin  p«itition  (bat  teparatcs  ui  from  onr 
favourite  object,  we  are  ready  to  burst  even  the  icitert  of  life  it>clf  I 

I  urn  not  aware  that  any  one  hu  demonilriited  hnv  it  is  ilut  2 
itronger  cipclty  i«  rc<juiicd  for  the  conduct  of  gre^t  alfaira  tlun  of 
Motil  Doee.  The  organs  of  (he  mind,  like  the  ptipil  of  the  eye,  may 
be  contracted  or  dilated  to  view  a  broader  or  a  nafrowcr  tur(acc,  and 
yet  God  sufficient  variety  to  occupy  lU  attention  to  each.  The 
matcruil  uoiverK  is  tnlioitely  divisible,  and  so  is  the  lextnre  of  haman 
sifair*.  We  take  things  in  the  gross  or  in  the  detail,  according  to 
the  occasaon.  I  think  1  coald  as  toon  gel  op  the  budget  of  Ways 
Md  Means  for  the  curretH  year,  as  be  tore  of  making  both  ends  meet, 
nd  payinjt  my  rent  at  <|uariei'<tay  in  a  paltry  huckster's  shop. 
Gkm  objects  move  on  by  their  own  wei;;lit  and  impulse:  great 
power  tuns  sside  petty  obstacle* ;  and  he,  who  wields  it,  is  olteo  but 
the  puppet  of  circumstances,  like  the  fly  on  the  wheel  that  said, 
*  What  ■  dust  we  raise  I '  It  is  easier  to  niin  a  kingdom  and  sfgiaa- 
dsse  one's  own  pride  and  prejudices  than  to  set  np  a  grccD-gtoocr's 
stall.  An  idiot  or  a  madman  may  do  ihi*  at  any  tinte,  whose  vofd 
is  law,  and  whose  nod  it  fate.  Nay,  he  whose  look  is  obedientt,  and 
who  undcriuods  the  silent  withes  of  the  great,  may  eauly  tiample 
OD  the  necks  and  tread  out  the  liberties  of  a  mighty  nation,  dertdmg 
their  atrenglh,  and  hating  it  the  more  from  a  consciousness  ot  bis  own 
meanness.  Power  it  not  wisdom,  it  it  true;  but  it  etjaally  cotores 
(tt  own  object!.  It  doe*  not  exact,  bat  dispentes  with  utletit.  When 
a  man  creates  this  power,  oc  new-moulds  the  suic  by  ngc  counsels 
and  boJd  eoterpri*ct,  it  is  a  didercnt  thing  from  oventtrning  it  with 
the  levers  that  are  put  into  his  baby  hands.  In  general*  bowever*  it 
nay  be  ssgued  that  great  tmasactsoas  >od  complicated  eoocenw  ask 
■wre  geaiat  to  conduct  them  than  smaller  ones,  for  this  reason)  vss. 
tluu  the  miad  must  be  able  either  to  embrace  a  greater  variety  of 
detaPs    in   a   more    exteosiTe    range    of  objects,  or   most  have   a 
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fimter  lacullv  of  gmeralinng,  or  a  )[rei»T  depth  of  binghl  into 
ntliDg  priociplct,  and  to  come  nt  true  (vsulta  b  that  my.  Buonxpane 
knew  crerything,  even  lo  the  aamc*  of  our  cadcM  in  the  Rant-India 
•crtice ;  but  he  hiM  in  tht»,  thnt  he  did  not  ctlculair  the  retieuocc 
which  barbitriem  make*  lo  relioemeDt.  He  ihoufrht  th»i  the  KuniaiH 
could  not  burn  Moteov,  tw^auKe  tlie  Parisiuns  could  out  burn  Paris. 
The  Ffeoch  think  every  thing  muci  be  French.  The  Cosuicki,  alat ! 
do  not  conform  to  ctiauette ;  the  ludcneai  of  the  licaMni  know*  oo 
rule*  of  politcnena  !~^ocne  artiau  think  it  a  te«t  of  geniui  to  paiot  a 
large  picture,  nnd  I  grant  the  troth  of  this  poiiiion,  if  the  large 
picture  contains  more  than  i  cnult  one.  It  it  doc  the  *ize  of  the 
onvM,  but  the  quantity  of  truth  and  nature  put  into  it,  that  settles 
the  point.  It  it  a  miicake,  conimon  enough  on  thin  subject,  to 
■DBpOK  that  a  miniature  ia  more  liniihed  than  an  oil-picture.  The 
miniature  is  inferior  to  the  oil-iiictute  only  becauae  it  it  lets  finished, 
because  it  cannot  follow  nature  into  so  many  individual  and  exact  pai- 
liculait.  The  proof  of  vhich  is,  that  the  copy  of  a  good  portrait  will 
always  make  a  tughly  linishod  miniature  (see  for  exantpic  Mt.  iione's 
enamels),  whereat  the  copy  of  a  good  mtniuture,  if  efUar|[cd  to  the 
size  of  life,  will  make  but  a  rrry  lorry  porlr^il.  Several  of  our  best 
artLits,  who  are  Ibnd  of  painting  large  (igum,  invert  this  reasoning. 
They  make  ibe  whole  figure  gigantic,  not  that  they  may  have  room 
for  nainre,  but  (or  the  motion  of  their  brush  (as  if  they  were  painting 
ihc  side  of  a  house),  regarding  the  extent  of  canvas  they  have  to 
cover  as  an  excuse  tor  their  slovenly  and  haity  manner  of  getting  over 
it  i  and  thus,  in  fact,  leave  their  pictures  nothing  at  last  but  over- 
gnnro  miniatures,  but  huge  caiicaiuret.  It  is  not  neccsiary  in  any 
case  (either  in  a  larger  or  a  smaller  compass)  to  go  into  detail),  to  as 
to  lose  tight  of  the  effect,  and  decompound  the  face  into  porous  and 
traotparent  molectilet,  in  the  manner  of  Dcnner,  who  painted  what 
he  taw  through  a  magnifying  glasi.  The  painter's  eye  need  not  be  a 
mtcroscOM,  but  1  contend  that  it  should  be  a  looking-jUss,  bright, 
clear,  hiad.  The  Uttit  in  art  begins  with  insignificant  parts,  with 
what  does  not  tell  in  connection  with  other  parts.  The  true  artist 
will  paint  Dot  material  points,  b\it  mora/  jtumiiiiij.  In  a  word,  wherei-er 
there  it  feeling  or  expression  in  a  muscle  or  a  rein,  there  it  grandeur 
and  rcfiocmcni  too. — I  will  conclude  these  remntlts  with  an  account 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  ancient  sculptors  combined  great  and  little 
things  in  such  matters.  '  That  the  name  of  Phidias,'  says  Pliny,  *  is 
illustrious  among  all  the  nations  that  have  heard  of  the  fame  of  the 
Olympian  Jupiter,  no  one  doubts ;  but  in  order  that  thoie  may  know 
that  he  is  deservedly  praised  who  have  not  even  seen  bb  woiks,  we 
■hall  offer  a  few  arguments,  aod  those  of  his  genius  only :  nor  lo  thii

the  fieht  of  dke  God*  and  Giuiu;  and  oo  tbc  Mndtl^  that  betwnaJ 
the  Ccatnn  aod  Lapitfaz  ;  so  well  did  every  pan  of  that  work  (ti»- ' 
pl«T  the  powen  ord;e  an.     Ak«b,  Um  trulpturet  on  the  pedncal  be 
called  tite  binh  of  Paodon :  there  are  to  be  Keo  ia  number  thinjr  God>» 
the  figore  of  Victory  beb^  ptiticuhily  adminble:  the  leanicd  tUo 
admire  the  6eure*  of  the  icrpcot  utd  the  brazen  i|dunx,  wriifabg  luder 
tbc  ipeai.     Thetc  thin^*  arc  inciitioDcd,  b  puabg,  oif  aa  atiiK  octcr 
aoogfa  to  be  commended,  that  it  may  be  •ccn  that  he  (hewed  the  mme  . 
maffuicnes  erea  ia  Mnall  thbgh' — Pbg'i  tfaHrtl  Ifutirj,  BooJi  36. 
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It  11  DM  cuy  10  write  a  hmiiiax  nyte.  Many  people  mtitake  a 
ftouBar  for  •  ndgir  atyle,  a&d  wppo«e  that  to  write  without  affect- 
ation  i*  to  write  at  random.  Oo  the  contrary,  there  ia  nothing  that  ] 
requrea  more  prcciuon,  and,  if  I  may  to  uy,  purity  of  expcewba, 
than  tite  atyle  I  am  R>eaking  of.  It  utterly  ttjtcu  not  only  all 
lumeamng  pomp,  but  jJl  low,  cant  phruei,  and  loose,  unconnected, 
sfyit^J  altttnoaa.  It  i*  not  to  take  the  £rtt  woed  thai  olfert,  but  the 
bnt  word  b  common  nac ;  it  it  not  10  throw  wotda  together  b  aay 
conbioationt  we  please,  hot  to  follow  and  arai]  ourwUet  of  the  tn>e 
idiom  of  the  language.  To  write  a  gcnube  fsmiliar  or  truly  Engbah.  I 
aiyle,  ia  to  write  a*  any  one  would  ipeak  ia  camiMa  cooremtioa, 
who  had  a  thorough  command  and  cboice  of  wordi,  or  who  coatd 
ditcourae  with  eaae,  force,  and  perapicui^,  aettbg  aaide  all  pedantic 
and  oratorical  Soariahea.  Or  to  give  ooother  iltuxratioo,  10  write 
aatnnlly  ii  the  aune  thing  b  regard  to  common  convcraaiion,  at  10  read 
ostontly  i*  in  regard  to  common  speech.  It  doea  not  follow  that  it 
W  in  caiy  thing  to  give  the  troc  accent  and  iadectbn  to  the  worda  , 
you  utter,  becaoae  yoa  do  aot  attempt  to  rue  above  the  level  of  ; 
ordiaitry  life  and  ooUO({uial  apeakbg.  You  do  not  aanime  bdeed  the 
•olemoity  of  tbe  pnlpat,  or  the  tooe  of  ttage^eclanuiion  1  neither  are 
yon  at  liberty  to  ^ble  on  «  a  *conire,  without  cmpbau*  or  di»- 
cretion,  or  to  reaort  to  vulgar  dialect  or  clowniah  pronuDciatioo.  Yo« 
mart  wcr  a  middle  c(Mr*e.      You  are  tied  dowa  to  a  giveD  aad 
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aypTopritle  anicdaboa,  which  it  determined  by  the  lubktul  avocia- 
twoa  between  ccnae  and  totinij,  and  which  yon  can  only  hit  by 
entering  iow  ihc  auUiw'*  mea&iag,  i«  you  mnt  find  the  pifoper 
wordt  and  nylc  to  cxprcM  youneir  by  fixing  you  thonghti  oa  the 
•ubject  you  lij>e  to  write  aboiR.  Any  one  may  nwotb  <rai  a  pifWge 
wilb  a  liie^rical  cadeoce,  or  get  spoo  (tilts  to  tell  hi*  tbovgbH :  bat 
to  wrilc  or  (peak  with  fffopriety  and  aimplidty  i*  >  more  diffcnk 
ta»k.  Thiu  it  ■(  «a«y  to  affect  a  pompoot  aiyle,  to  u>e  a  word  twice 
M  big  a*  ibc  thing  you  want  to  exftcu:  it  it  not  to  eaiy  to  pttcb 
apoo  xbe  very  word  tKit  exactly  fits  it.  Out  of  eight  or  ten  word* 
«pMny  cocnmoa,  («)tial!y  inicltigililr,  wiib  itearty  equal  pffctciuioBi,  it 
it  a  matter  of  tome  nicety  and  ditctiminatioB  to  pick  ovt  the  very 
OBtt  the  preferabtcneM  of  which  >■  tcarcdy  peroeptibic.  hat  decinve. 
The  reaaoo  why  I  object  to  Dr.  Jolinioa'*  ityle  u,  that  there  i*  no 
diKriininatioitt  no  telectioo,  no  rariety  in  it.  He  n*et  oooe  but  ■  tall, 
api)ae  word*,'  taken  from  the  '  6r«t  row  of  tbe  rubric : ' — word« 
with  the  gmtm  nnmber  of  tyltabJc*,  or  Latin  phnuc«  with  merely 
Eogliah  tcmilMtiona.  If  a  nae  style  depended  on  thu  lort  of 
arbitrary  pretefMiMi,  it  wvald  be  ftir  to  judge  of  an  author'*  elegano 
by  tbe  meawirement  of  hti  wordt,  and  the  nibHMtioa  of  fomff 
circomlocntioiu  (witli  no  precite  latodnaoat)  foe  the  modicr-Uiam.* 
How  nmple  it  i*  to  be  dignibcd  without  cate,  to  be  pompoM  without 
meaning!  Surely,  it  ii  but  a  mechanical  rule  for  atoiding  what  it 
low  to  be  aivayt  pedantic  and  aiTrctcd.  It  it  clear  you  cannot  ate  a 
vulgar  Engltifa  word,  if  yoo  ecTer  oic  a  coitimon  Koglitfa  word  at 
all.  A  fiM  tact  it  ibewa  in  adhering  to  tho*e  which  are  perfectly 
common,  and  yet  aerer  filling  into  any  expreastoot  which  are  debated 
by  diigutting  circumalance*,  or  which  owe  their  tigsificatJon  and 
point  to  technical  or  profewiona]  allnmn*.  A  Imly  nMural  or 
nmiliar  «yle  can  ocnr  be  quaint  or  vidgar,  for  ihii  rcaton,  that 
it  i«  of  uaiTcrsal  lorcc  sod  applicability,  and  that  quaintoeaa  and 
nl|nity  ariM  om  of  the  immediitc  cooncction  of  certain  wordt  with 
CMIK  and  diiagreeable,  or  with  cwfiitcd  idea*.  The  last  form  what 
we  noderMand  by  taxt  at  tlmg  pbtaws. — To  give  an  example  of 
what  ■(  not  tcry  clear  in  the  ffotni  itatement.  1  thould  tay  that 
tbe  phruc  7a  ntl  tt-ilh  d  hiifr,  or  T«  col  a  fiat  of  votnJ,  it  perfectly 
free  liom  mlgaiicy,  becaotc  it  i«  perfectly  commoa ;  but  to  ntf  ■■■ 
argiMNMwf  i*  ux  qaiie  uncxceptinoable,  becaaae  it  i*  not  perfectly 
comnaoa  or  intelltgible,  and  ha*  hardly  yet  eacaped  out  of  the  limiu 
of  alang  i^rweology.      I  iboold  hardly  ihcrtMn  we  the  word  in 

■  I  haw  bnN  of  iwfe  ■  Mt%  M  *b  arthtr,  who  maka  It  i  nle  never  ts  atall 
a  nMBwylbMt  i>to  hit  nfM  vwtc  Vat  dw  chmn  w)  ivtttacM  tt  MmIsw'i

under  (he  faxae  mark  of  reprobaiioo — all  nuch  oi  the  writer  ttanifen 
10  the  ]ragc  from  hi*  fire-ndc  or  a  particular  caterie,  or  that  he  invcntH 
for  hit  own  itAe  use  xad  conrcaiencc.  I  conc«irc  that  wordi  arc 
like  aiooty,  not  the  wone  for  btiag  common,  but  that  it  a  the  itamp 
of  cuMom  alone  that  girea  them  circtibtion  or  value.  1  am  faaiidioaa 
in  ihh  reipecr,  and  would  almoM  as  looo  coin  the  currcacv  of  tbc 
realm  at  counterint  lli«  Kiuj;**  Gn|il>ib.  I  never  inreatca  or  gave 
a  new  and  unauthoriMd  meaninf;  to  any  word  but  one  (ingle  one 
(the  tctm  imp<rtenal  applied  to  feeling*)  and  that  wai  in  an  abatnwe 
meuphytical  ditcuifion  to  expteM  a  rery  ditHcult  diKinctioo.  T 
have  been  (I  know)  loudly  accused  of  rrvclling  in  vntgarians  and 
braken  Engliih.  I  canaot  tpeak  to  that  point :  but  to  far  I  plasd 
gukj  to  th«  determined  uae  of  acknowledged  idiotna  sad  coonMlt 
elHpdcal  cxpre«tiuDk  I  am  not  cure  that  the  critic*  ia  qnettioo 
know  the  one  &om  the  other,  that  ia,  can  diningnah  any  medium 
between  format  pedantry  and  the  mott  baiboroua  tolecbm.  Aa  an 
tuihor,  I  endcafour  to  employ  pliin  words  and  popular  modes  of  con- 
(truction,  81  were  1  a  chapman  and  dealer,  I  abould  cooimon  wd^ta 
and  nteaiorea. 

The  proper  force  of  worda  Ilea  not  m  the  worda  tbenMelrea,  but 
Bi  tbeir  application.  A  wofd  may  be  a  lifie-aounditi|t  word,  of  an 
nrninul  length,  and  very  impawng  from  ill  learning  and  novelty,  and 
yet  to  the  connection  in  which  it  is  introduced,  may  be  quite  pointieaa 
and  irrdcvani.  It  i*  not  pomp  or  pretention,  but  the  adapution  of 
the  expreaiion  to  (be  idea  that  clcnchr*  a  wriier'a  meaniag : — a*  it  ts 
not  the  uze  or  gloaiiocai  of  the  material*,  but  tbeir  being  fitted  each 
to  its  place,  thai  give*  (trcngtb  to  the  arch  ;  or  aa  the  peg*  aad  ntB* 
are  a*  oeceaury  to  the  uipport  of  the  butldiag  aa  the  larger  timbers, 
and  more  *o  than  tbe  mere  thewy,  uatabtiantal  omaaienU,  I  bate 
any  thing  that  occupies  more  tpoee  that  it  ii  worth.  I  bate  to  *ee  a 
(oad  of  Dand-boxct  go  along  the  ttreet,  and  I  hate  to  lee  a  parcel 
of  big  word*  without  any  thing  in  them.  A  pcrton  who  doc*  not 
deliberately  ditpow  of  all  hia  thought*  alike  ia  cumbrow  draperies 
■ad  flim«y  diiguuea,  may  «trike  out  twenty  varietie*  of  familiar  every- 
day laaguage,  each  coming  somewhat  nearer  to  the  feeling  be  waats 
to  convey,  and  at  bat  not  hti  upon  that  particular  and  only  me, 
which  nuy  be  said  to  be  identical  with  the  exact  impreision  in  hie 
laiad.  Thi*  would  iccro  to  ihew  that  Mr.  Cobbctt  i*  hardly  right 
ia  aaying  that  the  firm  word  that  occur*  ii  always  tbc  best.  It  may 
be  a  very  good  one ;  and  yet  a  better  may  p(ctcn(  itself  on  ceilcction 
or  ftom  tune  to  time.     It  should  be  lUggeated  aittirally,  bowevcr, 
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and  tpoDtancousl/,  rrocn  a  fr«h  and  IiTtljr  coacepuoo  of  ibc  lubjcct. 
Wc  Kidom  (uccMtl  by  trying  at  improvemeai,  or  by  merrly  ftubstitut* 
ing  one  void  for  uioiber  that  we  are  not  uiiified  witli,  u  we  cucoot 
iccollea  the  name  of  a  place  or  person  by  nicicly  plaguing  our«clves 
abonl  it.  Wc  wander  liuther  from  the  point  by  petritting  in  >  wrong 
accQti  but  it  eurts  up  accidentally  in  the  memory  when  wc  Ica«i  ex- 
pected it,  by  touching  *omc  link  ia  the  cluin  of  previous  uiocution. 

There  are  thotc  who  hoard  up  and  make  a  cautious  display  of 
DOtbinj;  but  cicli  and  rare  phcaseology  :> — ancient  niedals,  obacure 
coina,  and  Spanish  piece*  of  eight.  They  are  very  cutioua  to 
in^ct  i  but  I  mytcif  would  neither  offer  nor  ukc  them  in  tlic  coune 
of  exchange.  A  sprinkling  of  srchaiims  i>  not  uniH ;  but  n  liuue  of 
obtoieic  exprecAions  ii  more  fit  /or  iitp  lltaa  wear.  I  do  not  toy  1 
would  not  uec  any  phrsee  that  had  been  brought  into  fasliion  bcfoic 
themiddlcorthcendof  tbelaat  century;  but  I  kliould  be  ahyof  ua'tng 
any  that  had  not  been  employed  by  any  approved  author  during  the 
whole  of  that  itrae.  Words,  like  elothei,  get  old-faihioned,  or  mean 
and  ridiculoui,  when  they  have  been  for  nomc  time  laid  aude.  Mr. 
Lamb  n  the  only  imitator  of  old  l-^ngliih  Mylc  I  can  rr.-id  with 
plcMure  i  and  be  ia  »o  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  (pirit  of  bit 
authors,  ibat  ihc  idea  of  imitation  it  almost  done  away.  l*hcre  i*  an 
inward  unction,  a  marrowy  vein  both  ia  the  thought  and  feeling,  an 
iatailtoo,  deep  and  lively,  of  his  subject,  that  carrict  off  any  <|uaint' 
neta  or  awkwardnew  aiiiine  from  an  antiquated  niyle  and  dreM. 
The  matter  i*  completety  hi>  own,  though  the  manner  i»  ataumcd. 
Pcrhapi  his  idea*  arc  altogether  no  marked  and  individual,  a*  to 
require  their  point  and  pungency  to  be  oeutralited  by  the  alfectaiion 
of  a  lingular  but  traditioiial  form  of  conveyance.  Tricked  out  ia  the 
prevailing  coatumei  they  would  probably  oeem  more  startling  and  out 
of  the  way.  The  old  English  authors,  Burton,  Fuller,  Coryate,  Sir 
Thomas  Brown,  are  a  kind  of  mediators  between  us  and  the  more 
eccentric  and  whimsical  modern,  reconciling  us  to  his  peculiarities. 
I  do  not  however  know  how  far  thi*  is  the  c«»e  or  not,  till  he  con- 
dcKcndi  to  write  like  one  of  u«.  [  must  confess  that  what  I  like 
best  of  his  papers  under  the  signature  of  l^lia  (still  1  do  not  ptctume, 
amidst  such  excellenot.  to  decide  what  is  moit  excellent)  ii  the 
account  of  Mri.  BattU'i  Opiiiiont  en  IVbiii,  which  it  aJso  Uie  bioh 
free  from  obsolete  alluvions  and  tumt  of  expression — 

'A  well  of  native  Englith  undefikd.' 

To  those  acquainted  with  his  admiied  prototypes,  tliete  Etsays  of  the 
ingenious  and  highly  pfied  author  have  the  simc  sort  of  charm  and 
relish,  that  Craaniut's  Colloquies  or  a  line  piece  of  modern  Latin 
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hart  u  the  dMtic*1  tclM^r.  Ccruinly,  I  do  not  know  any  borrawM] 
peocU  tbat  bai  more  power  on  felicity  of  cxccuiioa  tlun  the  ooe  of 
which  I  hare  htrc  bvm  spcskiog. 

It  if  u  euy  u>  writr  a  gaudy  atylc  witbtyut  idekt.  u  it  U  to  ipread 
■jaJlet  of  ahewy  coloufi,  or  to  miear  in  a  fiaontiog  tnncparcncy. 
'What  do  yoo  read?'— * Wordi,  wDfds,  wordi.'— •  Wliac  U  the 
matter?' — <  A^or^ii^,'  it  mi^t  be  aiuw«tcd.  The  Aorid  «ylc  ia  the 
rcvcTM  of  the  lainitiv.  The  bit  i«  employed  u  «o  minniulwid 
mednim  u>  contry  idea* ;  tbe  6nt  it  rcaotud  to  u  a  ipanglcd  veil  to 
conceal  the  want  of  tbetn.  When  thefe  m  DMhing  to  be  «et  down 
but  word*,  it  co«t«  Ihile  to  hare  them  fine.  Look  ihrot^h  the 
dictionary,  and  c«U  out  a  Jhriiigaim,  rival  the  lu/M«mamii.  Rouge 
high  enough,  aod  ocTer  miod  the  natara)  oomplcxioo.  The  vulgar, 
who  ate  not  in  the  aecrct,  will  adnure  the  look  of  Drctcrruiufal  hulih 
and  vigour ;  aad  the  tuhtooaUe,  who  regard  only  appcaraacet,  will 
be  deli^Utd  with  the  impotilioo.  Keep  to  your  touadng  gcnenliliea, 
ytmt  tttUing  phruct,  and  all  will  be  welL  Swell  out  ao  wnMuing 
truism  to  a  perfect  tympany  of  ttyle.  A  iboo^it,  a  diatjoctiao  ii  the 
rock  on  which  all  thU  britlJe  cargo  of  TerUage  fpKta  at  once.  Such 
writer*  have  merely  vtriol  inaag^noiioni^  that  retain  nothiog  bttt  worda. 
Or  their  pony  ihougbta  have  dragon-wingt,  all  grceo  aod  gold. 
They  *Mr  far  aboie  the  >ul]>ar  filing  of  the  &r*W  ttmi  atr«ptnt— 
their  moiC  ordinary  tpccch  ii  ncier  ^on  oS  an  hyperbole,  ipletMiid, 
impoaiflgi  vague,  inoomprefaeiuiblr,  nugniloqtsent,  a  cento  of  tounding 
commoB-placei.  If  tomr  of  ut,  whoic  'ambition  i*  more  lowly,'  pry 
a  little  too  narrowly  into  nook*  and  comer*  to  pick  up  a  number  of 
*tiBcoiMMlcred  trifle*.'  tbey  oe*er  oace  direct  their  eye*  or  lilt  their 
band*  to  teize  on  any  but  the  moM  gorgeou*,  tarnkbcd,  thread-bare 
patdi-work  >et  of  phratc*,  the  leA^oe  finery  of  poetic  extranpaoc, 
mMmitied  down  through  succcwite  generations  of  barren  pmcnden. 
If  they  criticue  actor*  and  actietae*,  a  huddled  phuuamtagorii  of 
feather*,  tpanglca,  ftood*  of  light,  and  ocean*  of  aoond  float  before 
ibeii  morbad  tente,  which  tliey  paint  in  the  Myle  of  AiKient  Pistol. 
Not  a  gUnpe  can  you  ];et  of  the  ncriu  or  defecta  of  the  perfjrmera : 
they  are  hidden  in  a  profiuaaa  of  barbaroiu  eptthn*  and  wilfnl 
ibodomoniade.  Our  hyperctitica  are  not  thinking  of  theae  little 
&ntoccini  beings— 

'  TTial  itrat  and  frel  their  hour  upon  the  sage  * — 

but  of  tall  phantoou  of  word*,  lUwiractioo*,  gatra  and  ifttitt, 
■wv^ing  clauie*,  period*  thai  unite  the  Polcf,  forced  alliteration*, 
•Moniidng  aniithesea^ 

'  And  on  their  pen*  Fniuu  liti  plomcd.' 
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If  they  dncribe  kioRB  and  cjucens,  it  ia  ao  Easiern  pagnDt.  The 
Coronation  at  either  House  i*  nothin|{  to  iL  We  get  at  four  repeated 
images — a  curtain,  a  thraae,  »  tceptre,  and  a  fbot-nool.  These  are 
with  them  the  wntdrabc  of  a  lofty  imagination ;  and  they  turn  their 
tervilr  sicains  to  *crvilc  u»c«.  Do  wc  rend  »  dncriplion  of  picture*? 
It  ii  not  n  Tctkction  of  tonet  -ind  huc«  which  '  nature'*  own  «wcvi 
and  L'unniiiK  hind  liid  on,'  but  piltt  of  precious  ttonesi  rubies  pearlB, 
croeraldt,  Golconda't  mines,  and  all  the  blazunry  of  art.  Such 
perion*  are  in  fact  besotted  with  word*,  and  their  bmiDB  ure  turned 
with  the  glittering,  but  empty  and  sterile  pJiantomi  of  things. 
Personifications  capital  letteri;,  seas  of  aunbcams,  tiiiont  of  glory, 
shining  inscriptions,  the  iigures  of  a  mntparcncy,  Britannia  with  her 
shield,  or  Hope  leaning  on  an  anchor,  make  up  their  stock  in  trade. 
Tbey  may  be  considered  as  Heroxfypiical  writers.  Images  stand  out 
in  their  minds  isolated  and  important  nieteiy  in  themselves,  without 
any  ground-work  of  feeling — there  is  no  context  in  their  imaginations. 
Wordt  alfcci  them  in  the  same  way,  by  the  mere  sound,  that  is,  by 
their  poinbic,  not  by  their  actual  application  to  the  subject  in  hind. 
They  are  fucinated  by  first  appc.itaoccs,  and  hate  no  sense  of 
consequenceSi  Nothing  more  is  meant  by  thnn  than  meets  the  ear : 
they  understand  or  fircl  nothing  more  than  meets  their  eye.  I'he 
web  and  texture  of  the  uoircrse,  and  of  tlic  heart  of  man.  is  a  mystery 
to  them :  they  hare  no  (acuity  that  itrikes  a  chord  in  unison  with  it. 
They  cannot  get  beyond  the  daubings  of  fancy,  the  varniib  of 
sentiment.  Objects  are  not  linked  to  feelings,  words  to  things,  but 
images  tevolTc  in  splendid  mockery,  words  represent  themselves  in 
their  strange  rhapsodies.  The  categories  of  such  a  mind  are  pride 
and  ignorance — pride  in  outside  show,  to  which  they  sacrilice  every 
thing,  and  ignorance  of  the  true  wortli  and  hidden  structure  both  o( 
words  and  things.  With  a  sovereign  contempt  for  what  U  familiar 
and  natural,  they  arc  the  slaiet  of  vulgar  .lAcctation — of  a  routine  of 
high.flowD  phrases.  Scorning  to  imitate  realities,  ihcy  are  unable  to 
inveitt  any  thing,  to  strike  out  one  original  idea.  They  aic  not 
copyists  of  nttnre,  it  is  true :  but  ihey  .ire  the  poorest  of  all  plagiaries, 
the  pluiarista  of  words.  All  is  far-fetched,  de.kr-bought,  artilicial, 
oriental  in  tobject  and  allusion ;  all  is  mechanical,  conventional, 
vapid,  formal,  pedantic  in  style  and  execution.  They  itardc  and 
confound  the  understanding  of  the  reader,  by  the  remoteness  and 
obscurity  of  their  illustrations ;  tbw  soothe  the  ear  by  the  munutooy 
of  the  same  everlasting  round  of  circuitous  metaphors.  They  are  the 
motk^tboal  in  poetry  and  prote.  They  flounder  about  between 
fustian  in  expression,  and  bathos  in  sentiment.  They  tantalise  the 
fancy,  but  never  reach  the  head  nor  touch  the  heart.     Their  Temple 
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of  Fame  it  like  i  ihattowy  taaOan  raiaed  by  DoloeM  to  Vanin,  or 
like  Cawpcr'a  dracription  of  Uw  EapccM  of  Ruhm'i  pobcc  of  ice, 
M  *  wonJueM  u  IB  •hew  'twM  gtituriBg' —

Tbey  lite  in  the  pmcot  motnem,  are  the  creature*  of  the 
prearat  inpalK  (whatercr  it  may  be) — and  bcyood  thai,  the  uBiicrac 
ia  BOthing  to  thesL  Tbe  »lighte«i  toy  oocalcrTailt  the  crapue  of  tbe 
world  I  they  will  not  fbre^to  the  inulle«t  indittaiioo  tfaey  fveli  for 
any  obkct  that  can  be  propoted  to  them,  or  any  kmou  that  caa  be 
nrged  Mr  il.  Yo«  misht  aa  wcU  aak  of  tbe  gotamer  not  to  wantoa 
ia  the  idle  wnoDer  air,  or  of  the  motb  oot  to  play  with  the  Sane 
thai  Kord>e(  it,  a*  uk  of  tbnc  pcnooa  to  put  on  any  eajoyaMut  for 
a  wiglc  ioataut,  or  10  gird  theoudfc*  ap  to  lay  eoterpriie  of  pcih  or 
Boacai.  Tlwy  hive  been  »  naed  10  a  nodicd  caecctMoo  of 
agnnbk  leaaatioBi,  that  the  iborteu  pMuc  ia  a  pciTKioa  trincfa  they 
CM  by  BO  BcaBa  codue— it  ii  like  tc«riBg  them  firon  thcii  very 
exiltCBce— tbey  have  been  to  inured  to  eaie  aod  indalaicc,  that  tlw 
aoat  triftiag  effort  it  like  ooc  of  the  ta*k*  of  Hercules  >  ihn^  of 
iwipoaiifaiKty,  at  which  they  diuddcr.  They  lie  on  bed*  of  rww, 
and  tpread  tbcir  gauze  wing*  to  the  fua  and  nunmcr  gale,  and  otwoi 
bear  to  pot  tbcir  tender  f«t  to  the  gmiad,  mucb  Int  to  atconuet 
tbe  tbom  aad  brim  of  the  world.     Life  for  ibcm

nciMKiuJci?  lottead  of  ToIuDUHly  embracing  pun,  or  labour,  or 
daoger,  0€  death,  every  scnuiion  mtut  be  wound  up  to  the  higbeit 
pitch  of  Tolupcuoua  refincmenii  every  motion  moat  be  giace  and 
clcjpnce ;  they  live  ia  a  luxurious,  endlcM  dream,  or 

*  Die  of  a  to**  in  aroraaiic  pain  ! ' 

Siren  touada  mutt  float  around  them;  amiliog  fomu  must  every 
where  meet  their  uglit  i  they  lauit  tread  a  soft  niconute  on  painted 
carpet*  or  tmooth-ehaven  lawns ;  books,  art*,  jetia,  lauebter,  occupy 
every  thought  and  hour — what  bate  they  to  do  with  the  diudgery, 
the  sttugekv,  the  poTcriy,  the  diicaic  or  anguiah,  which  arc  ibe 
common  lot  of  bumaoity !  These  thing*  arc  intolerable  to  them, 
even  in  imaginatioa.  They  disturb  the  cDchaotment  in  which  they 
are  lapt.  Tliey  cause  a  wrinkle  In  the  clear  and  polished  surface  of 
their  exiBCence.  They  exclaim  with  irapaiitoce  and  in  afiony,  '  Oh, 
leave  me  to  my  repo»c ! '  How  'they  idial!  discourw;  the  frcciciog 
bouts  away,  when  wind  and  rain  beat  dark  December  down,'  or 
'bide  the  pelting  of  the  piiitcu  storm,'  gives  them  no  concent,  it 
sever  once  enters  their  heads.  They  close  the  ahnttcrs,  diaw  the 
curtaios,  and  enjoy  or  ^ut  out  the  whittling  of  the  approaching 
tempeat.  '  They  take  no  thought  for  the  morrow,'  not  tlicy.  They 
do  not  anticipate  cviU.  Let  them  come  when  they  will  come,  tliey 
will  not  run  to  meet  them.  Nay  more,  they  will  not  move  one  step 
to  prevent  them,  nor  let  any  one  else.  The  mention  of  such  things 
ia  tJiockingi  the  very  supposition  is  a  nuisance  that  must  not  be 
tolcTUed.  I'he  idea  of  the  trouble,  the  precauiiona,  the  negoiialiona 
MfiMUff  (0  obviate  diaaj[reeable  consequence^  opptessea  then)  to 
death,  is  an  exertion  loo  great  for  their  enervated  iniaginationh. 
They  are  not  like  Master  Bunardine  in  Meaiuie  for  Meaiure,  who 
would  not  *  get  up  to  be  handed ' — they  would  not  p.et  up  to  avoid 
being  hanged.  They  arc  completely  wrapped  up  in  tbcmtclve*  i  but 
then  all  their  aelf-love  i*  conccntTMca  in  tbc  ptcscni  iminulc.  They 
have  worked  uj)  their  ctfeniinatc  and  fisiidiouii  appetite  of  enjoyment 
to  Mich  a  pitch,  thtt  tbe  whole  of  their  exi«cnce,  every  moment  of  it, 
muM  be  made  up  of  lhe»e  exquiniie  indulgences  i  or  they  will  llioft  it 
all  away,  with  indifference  and  scorn.  They  stake  their  entire 
weliaie  on  the  gratification  of  the  passing  instant.  Their  senves,  their 
vanity,  their  thoi^tle**  gaiety  have  been  pampered  till  they  ache  at 
tbc  smaltcK  suspcniioa  of  their  perpetual  do«e  of  excitement,  and 
they  will  purcbiK  the  hollow  happtncta  of  the  next  live  minutes,  by  a 
mortgage  on  tbc  independence  and  comfort  of  yeara.  They  motl 
bare  their  will  in  every  thing,  or  they  giow  sullen  and  peeriah  like 
•poiled  children.     Whatever  they  act  their  eye*  on,  or  make  up  their 
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niodi  tOt  ihty  matt  Ime  tbat  lanaoi.  Tbejr  may  pay  for  it  hereafter. 
tkii  thai  ii  IK)  HfeUirf.  They  nutcb  a  jaw  beyoM  tbe  read)  of  6ue, 
itiui  cootidcr  ibe  urcKtii  time  ucrcd,  innolable,  niutccoiHitible  to  that 
liui),  diuliabt  uggud,  iocxoriUr  iMk-maxcr,  the  inture.  A^ocu  or 
arMT  ■•  tbeii  mouo.  Tbcy  are  midly  ilcvotcd  Co  the  plaything,  the 
mlin]{  pweion  of  the  mogteot.  Wbit  is  (o  bappcD  to  them  a  week 
hcucr  iiuificwnetohiMrn  toihem  a  thounxxl  yean  heoce.  They 
Bui  of  U)«  cunwderatico  fw  aoother  day,  aod  thdt  hndleM  tincoDcero 
iMgha  ai  it  a*  a  fable.  Their  life  ii  *  a  cell  of  tgnoraBcc,  travelling 
ahed  I '  ibcif  exiMcoce  b  ephemeral  j  their  thought*  are  iorect- winged, 
ibdr  idrattty  expire*  with  the  whim,  the  foUy,  tbe  punon  of  the  bmir. 
NoUiiBg  bat  a  miracle  can  rouM  such  people  Iron  their  lethargy. 
It  i*  DM  to  be  expected,  nor  ia  it  ercn  poMibte  in  the  Daural  courie 
of  Uiiiigi.    Pope'i  atrikipg  excUnutioo, 

>  Oh '.  blindneu  to  the  fimre  kindly  einn. 
That  each  may  fill  the  cirruit  matk  d  by  Hcavra  ! ' 

hardly  appliei  here ;  namely,  to  eriU  that  dare  u«  in  the  face,  and 
that  nught  be  averted  with  ibc  trati  [vudence  or  reiolutioo.  But 
nothing  can  be  done.  How  thould  it?  A  alight  e^il,  •  <UataiK 
dinger  will  not  more  them ;  and  a  more  tmmine-nt  ooe  only  makes 
them  turn  away  from  it  in  greater  predpitatioo  and  alarm.  The 
more  deapenie  tbeir  alTaitt  grow,  the  more  averse  they  are  to  look 
into  them  i  and  tbe  greater  the  efTon  required  to  retneie  them,  the 
more  incapable  they  are  of  it.  At  firat,  they  will  not  do  any  thing  ; 
and  afterward*,  it  1*  too  late.  The  very  motitea  that  impcriointy 
urge  them  to  iclf-retlcciion  aod  amendment,  combine  with  their 
■uutral  ditpocition  to  prercDi  it.  This  amounti  prcuy  neaciy  to  a 
millMmaiical  d«nK>nRrstioa.  E^ase,  vaaity,  pleasure,  are  the  ruling 
pawiOM  in  Nch  cate*.  How  will  you  conqoer  thete,  or  wean  tbeir 
mfiiniated  totarie*  from  tliem  i  By  the  dread  of  hardifaip,  dUgrace, 
pain?  They  lum  from  them  and  you  who  point  them  out  ai  the 
■henative,  with  lackly  diiguti ;  and  iniiead  of  a  wronger  eAbrt  of 
coura^  or  teif-deniaj  lo  avert  the  criiit,  haUcs  it  by  a  wilfiit  dctct- 
minaiMNi  to  pamper  ihc  discate  in  every  way,  and  arm  (hemiclvca, 
not  wilb  forttludc  to  bear  or  to  repel  the  caaseqtwaoeii  but  wtlh 
judicial  blindness  to  their  approach.  WiU  ytm  rouae  tlie  indolent 
procrasiinBior  to  an  trkaome  bin  neceasary  dFort,  by  shewing  him  how 
much  he  ha*  to  do^  He  will  only  draw  back  the  more  for  all 
your  intreatie*  and  repretcntatioot.  If  of  a  sanguine  turn,  he  will 
make  a  itighi  attempt  at  a  new  plan  of  life,  be  uiitficd  with  tbe  fim 
appearance  of  reform,  and  relap«c  bto  indolence  again,  if  timid 
and  undecided,  the  hopelewiMM  of  the  uodertakiDg  «iU  put  him  out 
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of  heart  with  U,  aod  he  will  itand  Btill  tn  dctpair.  Will  you  ave  a  rain 
tnon  from  ruin,  by  pointing  out  the  ohluqu^r  unci  ridicule  that  await 
him  in  hii  preieni  career  ?  He  imile*  M  your  fotcbodingfl  M 
bsunical  i  or  the  more  they  are  rcalitnj  around  htm,  the  more 
he  H  impelled  to  keep  out  the  galling  conviction,  and  the  more  fondly 
he  cling*  to  tlaitcry  and  death.  He  will  not  make  a  bold  and 
rtiolute  attempt  to  recover  his  reputation,  because  that  would  imply 
that  it  was  capable  of  beinj;  soiled  tn  iojurrd ;  or  he  n<>  sooner 
meditates  tome  dtaultory  project,  than  he  ulcet  credit  to  himMlf  for 
the  execution,  and  ii  delighted  to  wear  hii  unearned  laurel*  while  the 
thing  it  barely  talked  of.  The  chance  of  kucctm  rclicre*  the  uneiM- 
of  hill  apprehcniiionti ;  lo  that  he  make*  osc  of  the  inierTal  only  to 
fjaitcr  his  tivouritc  infirmity  again.  Would  )-ou  wean  a  man  from 
«encDat  excesses  by  the  inctitabic  consequences  lo  which  tliey  lead  i— 
What  hoMs  more  aniipathv  to  pleasure  thu  MJa  t  The  mind  given 
up  to  self-4oduI;tence,  rerofts  at  lufTering ;  ana  throw*  it  Irom  it  as  an 
unaccountable  anomaly,  a<  a  piece  of  injuiiice  when  it  comes.  Much 
lets  will  it  acknowledge  any  ai!inity  with  or  «ubjrction  to  it  at  a  mere 
threat.  If  the  prediction  doe«  not  immediately  come  true,  we  laugh 
at  the  prophet  of  ill :  if  tt  is  verified,  we  hate  our  adviser  proporuoa> 
ably,  hug  our  vices  the  closer,  and  hold  them  dearer  and  more 
precious,  the  more  they  cost  ut.  We  resent  wholesome  counael  u 
an  impertinence,  and  consider  those  who  warn  u*  of  impending 
mischief,  as  if  they  had  brought  it  on  our  heads.  Wc  cry  out  with 
the  poetical  enthuaast — 

*  And  let  us  nunt  the  fond  deceit; 
And  what  if  we  must  die  hi  tonow  ? 
Who  would  not  cheriili  dnamt  to  twtct. 
Though  grief  and  pain  tJiould  eotne  to-morrow  f  * 

But  oh  thou !  who  didtt  lend  me  speech  when  I  was  dumb,  to  whom 
I  owe  It  that  1  hare  nol  crept  on  my  belly  all  the  days  of  my  lilli 
like  the  serpent,  bai  sometimes  lift  my  forked  cre«  or  tread  the 
empyrean,  wake  thou  out  of  thy  mid-day  tlombeis!  Shake  otf  the 
heavy  honey-dew  of  thy  muI,  no  loogei  lulled  with  that  Circcan  cupi 
drinking  thy  own  thoughts  with  thy  own  cart,  but  start  up  in  thy 
promited  tikencM,  and  shake  the  pillared  toiiennets  of  the  world  I 
Leave  nut  thy  sounding  words  in  air,  write  them  in  marble,  and 
teach  the  coming  age  heroic  irutht  I  Up,  and  wake  the  echoes  of 
Time!  Rich  in  deepest  lore,  die  nol  the  bid-rid  churl  of  knowledge, 
leavine  the  surrirort  noblest !  Set,  act  ii>  thou  didst  rite  in  pomp 
and  gladneis!  Dart  like  the  sunflower  one  broad,  golden  Hash  of 
light  i  and  ere  thou  uccodeai  thy  natire  sky,  shew  ut  the  steps  by 
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which  thou  dicbt  (calc  the  HeaTcn  of  philotophy,  with  Tnith  and 
Fancy  for  thy  equal  gvidM,  tlut  wc  nuy  «tcb  thy  nutttlr,  rainbow- 
dipMtli  and  ttill  read  thy  words  dear  to  Memory,  dcartr  to  Faxiw ! 

There  is  another  bracch  of  ihi>  character,  which  ii  the  trifitng  or 
dilatory  character.  Such  fnsont  are  nlwiva  creatii^  diilicultie*, 
and  unable  or  unwilling  to  remove  them.  Tticy  cumot  bnuh  Midc 
a  cobweb,  and  mc  stopped  by  an  inicct't  mng.  Their  character  i* 
imbecility,  mhcr  than  elTcminacy.  The  w»nt  of  coetgy  and  rewlu- 
lion  in  the  pcttons  lut  dncribcd,  arises  from  the  habitual  and  in- 
veterate predominaDCC  of  other  feelings  and  luoiives ;  to  the»c  it  ia 
a  mere  want  of  energy  and  tesolution,  iliat  is,  aa  inbcrent  natural 
defect  of  ngour  of  nerve  and  vuluDUry  power.  There  ia  a  (pecilic 
levity  about  luch  perMn*,  to  that  you  cannot  propel  tbem  to  any 
object,  or  ^ve  them  a  decided  memeniuin  in  any  direction  or  puriuit. 
They  tuTD  back,  as  it  were,  on  the  occasion  that  riiouJd  project  them 
forward  with  manly  force  and  vchemeDcc.  They  shrink  &oni 
intrepidity  of  purpow,  and  ate  alarmed  at  the  idea  of  attaining 
d)eir  end  too  mod.  They  will  not  act  witli  Meadioeis  or  spirit, 
eidier  for  themeeNes  or  you.  If  you  chalk  out  a  tine  of  coiiduct 
for  them,  or  commhiion  them  to  execute  a  certain  tvuk,  they  are 
lure  to  conjure  up  some  intignilicitnt  objection  or  fuiciful  impediment 
in  the  way,  and  arc  withheld  from  ittiking  an  elfectual  blow  by  mere 
feeblenefs  of  character.  They  may  be  otTicious,  good  -  natuied, 
friendly,  generous  in  disposition,  but  they  arc  of  no  use  to  any  one. 
They  will  put  tlicmsclvcs  to  twice  the  trouble  you  deiire,  cot  to 
carry  your  point,  hui  to  defeat  it ;  and  in  ohviiting  needless  objec- 
tions, neglect  the  main  buaineai.  If  they  do  what  you  want,  it  is 
neither  at  the  time  nor  in  the  manner  thai  you  wish.  This  timidity 
aroouDtt  to  treachery ;  for  by  alwayn  atiiicipaiing  some  misfortune 
or  disgrace,  they  rmliK  their  unmeaning  apprehi-ntiooi.  The  little 
bear*  sway  in  their  minds  over  die  great:  a  small  tncoaveaieace 
outweigh*  a  solid  and  indispensable  advantage ;  and  their  attongett 
bias  is  uniformly  derived  from  the  weakest  motive.  They  hesitate 
about  the  best  way  of  begmning  a  thing  till  the  opportunity  for 
action  in  loii,  and  are  less  anxious  about  its  being  done  than  the 
piecine  manner  of  doing  iL  They  will  destroy  a  paasage  sooner 
than  let  an  objectionable  word  paw  j  and  are  much  leM  concerned 
about  the  truth  or  the  beauty  of  an  image,  than  about  the  reception 
it  will  meet  with  from  the  critics.  They  alter  what  they  write, 
not  because  it  is,  but  because  it  may  possibly  be  wrong ;  and  in 
their  tremulous  solicitude  to  avoid  imaginary  blunders,  nia  imo  real 
ones.  What  is  curious  enough  is,  that  with  all  this  caution  and 
delicacy,  they  are  continually   liable    to  extraordinary   oversight*. 
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They  ate  ia  fact  u)  full  of  all  »or<t  of  idle  appcchcDtJonR,  tlut  thtj 
do  dot  know  how  lo  disiiiif^uiah  ml  from  imagioary  grouodi  of 
apprehentioD ;  and  they  often  girc  tome  imaccountaUe  olTeace  either 
horn  aMumine  a  ludiLcn  boldncu  half  in  «port,  or  while  they  are 
(ccictly  pluming  ihcni>clvc«  on  ihcit  dcxictity  in  aroiding  every  thing 
exorpiionable  i  and  the  ume  dinnction  of  motive  nnd  thotc-nghtcd- 
Best  which  geCR  them  into  «crapc«i  binder*  them  from  8(«ing  ihrtr 
way  out  of  thm).  Such  pemos  (often  of  iagenioua  and  tusccptible 
minda)  arc  conaiantly  at  cron-purponei  wiili  ihemielTU  and  othrri ;

lucceed  or  &il,  never  teel  coniident  or  at  their  e»te.  Tbeytpoil  the 
frcchnes)  and  otiginatliy  of  their  own  thought*  by  uktng  contradictory 
advice;  and  in  befriending  other*  while  ihcy  arc  aiout  ii  mJ about 
k,  ypu  might  have  dotic  the  thing  your*elf  a  do7.en  time*  over. 

Tberc  ii  nothing  more  to  be  esteemed  than  a  manly  firmaeu 
aiui  decitioa  of  character.  I  like  a  pcrioD  who  know*  his  own 
mind  and  nick*  to  it  t  who  tees  at  once  what  ■*  to  be  done  io  ;;iTca 
circumtiancea  and  does  it.  He  doe*  not  beat  about  the  buch  for 
dilliculiies  or  cxcutc*,  but  goc*  the  nhoricit  and  matt  effectual  way 
to  work  to  Btuin  hi*  own  cndt,  or  to  nccomplinh  a  uBtfiil  object. 
If  he  can  serve  you,  be  will  do  *o  ;  if  he  cannot,  he  will  ny  (O 
without  keeping  you  in  needleta  tuspense,  or  laying  you  under  pre- 
tended  obliKacioaa.  1*hc  applying  to  him  io  any  laudable  uodcr- 
takiog  b  not  like  itirrinK  '  a  diah  of  aktmmed  milk.'  There  it  atuff 
in  him,  and  it  m  of  the  right  practicable  lort.  He  it  net  all  hia 
life  at  bawk  and  bozaard  whether  he  thati  be  a  Whig  or  a  Tory, 
a  friend  or  a  fix,  a  knaTc  or  a  fool ;  but  think*  that  life  ia  ihort, 
and  that  there  i*  no  time  to  play  fantatttc  trick*  in  it,  to  tamper  with 
pfinctples,  or  trifle  with  indiTidual  feelings.  If  be  gives  you  a 
character,  be  doe*  not  add  a  damning  clause  to  it :  he  does  not 
pick  hole*  in  you  left  olhert  should,  or  anticiputc  objections  le«t 
he  iboold  be  thon^ht  to  be  blinded  by  a  childith  partiality.  Hia 
object  it  to  serve  you ;  and  not  to  play  the  game  into  your  eoemiea* 
hand*.

He 
who  is  well  acquainted  and  well  inclined  to  you,  ought  to  give  tfae 
totie,  not  to  receive  it  from  ochcn,  and  may  ict  it  to  what  key  be 
pleases  io  certain  cases.

,  delicacy,  in  an  UDConuaaa  degree,  bat  there  was  a  want 
of  strength  and  Mbsaacc  Hi*  Eod^anoo  is  a  very  delightiv) 
dncriptioe  of  tbe  ilhwions  of  a  yotahial  ima^asioa,  givn)  up  to 
airy  dreaoia — w«    haie  flowcn,  doodi,  raiobovs,  mooiU^ht,  all 
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awMt  louad*  uxl  vmrlli,  and  Oread*  and  Drjradi  flitting  'T" 
b<K  then  ia  nothing  unf^te  in  it.  noLhing  marked  or  p*lfaUe — 
*e  have  none  of  tbe  hanljr  apirit  or  rigid  forma  of  antiguit^./  He 
aaiaud  hii  ovn  iboogbti  anl  chancur ;  tad  did  ndl  Irampon 
UBKlf  bco  the  fabuioui  and  heroic  age*.  There  i*  a  waol  of  action, 
pf  duncter,  and  »o  lar,  of  ina^oaliaa,  bnt  there  ii  cxquiiite  tuxcj, 
AU  i*  aoft  and  flethjr,  witbont  boee  or  oiiMcfe.  We  itx  in  him  the 
youth,  without  the  manhood  of  pocuy.  Hi*  gcnitM  hrnthcd  '  rcraat 
ddighc  and  joy.' — *  Like  Maia'i  too  he  itood  and  *book  hi»  pfumrt,' 
wkb  fragnace  Blled.  Hi*  nuod  waa  redolent  of  ipring.  He  had  not 
the  6eTceneM  of  nunmeT,  nor  ihc  richnen  of  atttiuna,  and  wintcf 
he  (ecmcd  not  to  hare  koovm,  till  he  felt  the  icy  band  of  death  ! 
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DitTAMT  objecu  pltaie,  became,  in  the  lirit  place,  they  imply  aa 
idea  of  space  and  magnitude,  and  becaaie,  not  beinji  obtradcd  too 
cloae  i^Km  the  eye,  we  clothe  ibcm  with  the  indistinct  and  airy 
coIdot*  of  £utcy.  In  lookiog  at  the  raicty  mountaia-topa  tliat  bound 
the  botitofi,  ibc  miad  ia  a*  it  were  cooadoua  of  all  the  oooccinUe 
obJKU  and  taccrcata  that  tie  between;  we  imagine  all  (orti  of 
adictusm  in  the  interim;  ttrain  our  hopta  and  witbci  to  reach

Into  that  great  gap  in  our  bring  'come  thronging  «oft 
dctirca'  and  iolinitc  regreie.  h  U  the  conirntt,  the  chaogc  rtom 
what  wc  then  were,  that  arma  the  half-extin^ttbed  recollection  with 
tta  giaot-atrength,  and  lift*  the  fabric  of  liie  ufTeciioo*  from  iia 
ihadowy  bai«.  In  contenipIatii>][  iti  iiimoH  verge,  we  overlook  the 
mull  "^  *""  '''(■■Ceoce,  and  re-tread,  in  appreheniion,  the  joiuney  of 
liie.  So  it  it  that  in  early  youth  we  ctrain  our  eager  tight  aiier 
the  purouiti  of  manhood  ;  and,  a«  we  are  aliding  oif  the  nage,  atrive 
to  gather  ap  the  toys  and  flowers  that  pleased  our  thoughtless 
childhood.

A  new  tenie  come*  upon 
me,  as  in  a  dream ;  >  richer  perfume,  brighter  colours  (tart  out ;  my 
eyes  dazzle ;  my  heart  heaves  with  its  new  loctd  of  bliat,  and  1  am 
a  child  again.  My  scntatioos  are  all  glosiy,  spruce,  voluptuous,  and 
Itoe  :  they  wear  a  candied  coat,  and  are  in  holiday  trim.  I  sw  the 
beds  of  iaikipur  with  purple  eyes ;  tall  ludy-oaki,  red  and  yellow ; 
the  broad  nio-llowcrs,  caked  in  gold,  with  bees  buxzing  touod  them  t 
wildernesses  of  ptnks,  and  hot-glowing  ponies ;  poppies  run  to  teed  t 
the  su^ed  lily,  and  fatnt  tnigntonette,  all  ranged  in  order,  and  as 
thick  aa  ib«y  can  grow  ;  the  box -tree  borders ;  the  gravel-walks,  the 
|«iBMd  alcove,  the  coafectioBary.  the  clotted  cream: — 1  think  I  sec 
llicm  now  with  iparkGng  looks  t  ot  hare  they  vanished  while  t  have 
been  writing  ihis  deiciipdon  of  them  f  No  matter  i  they  will  return 
again  when  I  leatt  think  of  them.  All  that  I  have  obacrred  since, 
of  flowers  and  plants,  and  grssi-plott,  and  of  suburb  delights,  seems, 
to  tne,  borrowed  from  <  iksi  first  gardcit  of  my  innocence  '—to  be 
slip*  and  Rcions  Stolen  from  that  bed  of  memory.  In  thb  OMnoer  the 
darlings  of  our  childhood  bonistfa  out  ia  the  eye  of  afler-ycars,  and 
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derin  their  rmtuK  perfutoe  frotn  the  firct  beartj«lt  ngh  of 
brcatbcd  upon  ibcm,

If  I  have  pleaiure  to  a  Botret-eaideo,  I  hafc  in  a  kitdwo-gudni  loo,

or  bean*  coming  up,  1  immediately  think  of  lbo««  which  I  iMed  >o 

caiefutl]'  to  wucT  of  an  cTentng  M  W in,  wbea  my  day's  tailu 

were  doiKi  aod  of  the  pain  with  which  I  uw  thetn  droop  ai>d  hang 
doim  their  Icare*  ia  the  morninfi's  )ua.  Again,  I  neter  tec  a  chtld'a 
kite  in  the  air,  but  it  leeait  to  pull  at  tnj  heart.  It  ii  to  me  a  'thtag 
of  lifr.'  t  feel  the  twtnf;c  at  my  elbow,  the  fiuticr  and  palpicaiion, 
with  which  I  uied  to  let  go  the  Miing  of  my  own,  as  it  roae  in  the 
air  and  lowered  among  the  cloud*.  Mf  httk  cargo  of  hope*  wd 
fear*  MCcodcd  with  it ;  and  i«  it  madr  a  part  of  my  own  consciOiMaeH 
ihen,  it  doc»  M  «tilt,  and  appears  ■  like  tome  gay  creature  of  the 
clemeni,'  my  playmate  when  life  wu  yoting,  jnd  twinbora  with 
my  earlteti  recollect  ion  k.  I  could  enlarge  on  ihji  tubject  of  chihlitb 
amntement^  but  Mr.  Leigh  Hunt  hut  ueated  it  co  well,  in  a  ftver 
in  the  /nJuMer,  on  tlie  production!  of  the  toy-(hop«  of  the  mctropolii, 
that  if  I  w«re  to  hulM  more  on  tt,  I  thould  only  put  for  an  imitator 
of  that  mgcniout  and  agreeable  writer,  laJ  for-  m*  inSfffrttii  etu  auo 
the  farjMit. 

Sounda,  tmella,  and  •omctimet  t«lcs,  are  renienibered  longer  than 
liiible  ohjectii  and  seive.  perhaps,  better  for  linki  in  the  chain  of 
atiociationi  The  reason  »cenig  to  be  tht» :  they  .-ire  in  their  ivMurc 
intermittent,  and  comparatively  rare  (  whereas  object*  of  tight  arc 
alway*  before  us,  and,  by  their  continuous  micccfiion,  dnvt  one 
another  out.  The  eye  ii  slwnyt  open ;  and  between  any  fpvm 
impreMJon  and  it*  recurrence  t,  *ccond  time,  lifty  thoutand  other 
imprcmion*  have,  in  all  likelihood,  been  ttamped  upon  the  sense  and 
on  the  brain.  The  other  lenics  arc  not  «>  active  or  tigilanl.  They 
are  but  leldom  called  into  play.  The  ear,  for  example,  it  oftener 
courted  by  lileoce  than  noise  i  and  the  toundt  that  break  that  ttlence 
tiok  deeoer  and  more  durably,  tmo  the  mind.  I  have  a  more  present 
and  liTvly  recollection  of  certain  acenis,  lasiet,  and  soundt,  for  thii 
reaion,  than  I  have  of  mere  visible  imager,  becjute  they  are  more 
originaJ,  and  lest  worn  by  frequent  repetition.  Where  there  it 
nothing  inierpoicd  betwcm  any  two  impre«tiana,  whatever  the 
diitance  of  time  that  part*  them,  they  naturally  iccm  to  touch  ;  and 
the  renewed  imprestion  recalt  (be  former  on?  in  full  force,  without 
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dittracrion  oi  competitor.  The  Kutc  of  harbcrriei,  which  hare  hung 
out  in  the  »now  during  the  Kvfiiiy  of  a  Nonh  Amctican  winter, 
I  have  in  my  mouth  Mill,  after  an  interral  of  thirty  years ;  for  I  ha»e 
met  with  no  uihet  tdstCi  io  all  that  time,  at  all  like  ii>  It  tcmiian  bjr 
ittelf,  almOBt  like  the  ii»])rvt«ioD  of  u  tixth  wait.  But  the  colour  is 
mixed  up  ioditcrimiDately  with  the  colourt  of  many  other  berrie*,  nor 
ihould  1  be  able  to  diitinguith  it  among  them.  The  amell  of  a  brick- 
kiln Carrie*  the  CTidcnec  of  it*  own  identity  with  it;  ticiiher  is  it  k> 
me  (from  peculiar  aesocialionB]  unpteRuni.  The  colour  of  brick- 
dust,  on  the  contcary,  h  more  comnioo,  and  easily  confounded  with 
other  colours.  Kapliael  did  not  ker|i  it  <|uitc  diMinci  from  his  flesh- 
colour.  I  will  not  say  that  we  have  a  mure  perfect  recotlectioa  of 
the  human  voice  than  of  that  complex  picture  the  human  face,  but 
I  think  the  nuddcn  hearing  of  a  well-known  voice  has  something  in  it 
more  affecting  and  Hriking  than  the  nidden  meeting  with  the  face ! 
perhaps,  indeed,  this  may  be  because  we  haie  a  more  familiar 
iCDiembrancc  of  the  oQe  than  the  other,  and  the  tmce  takes  us  more 
by  turptiic  on  that  account.  I  itm  by  no  means  cettain  (geoerdly 
speaking]  that  we  hare  the  ideas  of  the  other  sense*  *o  accurate  and 
well-made  out  ai  those  of  visible  form  :  what  1  chiefly  mean  is,  that 
the  feelings  belonging  to  the  scntations  of  our  other  organs,  when 
Accidentally  recalled,  arc  kept  more  separate  and  pure.  Musical 
MHilxU,  probably,  owe  a  good  deal  of  their  interest  and  romantic 
effect  to  the  ptinciiile  here  spoken  of.  Were  they  constant,  they 
would  become  indifferent,  as  we  niay  iiad  with  respect  to  di>ia}>iceablc 
noises,  which  we  do  not  bear  alter  a  time.  I  know  no  situation  more 
pitiable  than  that  of  a  blind  fiddler,  who  has  but  one  sense  Icii  (if  we 
except  the  sense  of  inutf-caking')  and  who  has  that  stunned  or 
deafened  by  his  own  rillanous  noi«es.     Shakctpcar  says, 

'  Mow  silvrr-swcel  tcund  lovers*  tongues  hy  night  I ' 

It  has  been  observed,  in  explanation  of  this  pHtsage,  that  it  is  becAose 
in  the  day>tiine  lover*  are  occupied  with  one  another's  faces,  but  that 
at  night  they  can  only  distinguish  the  sound  of  each  other's  voice*. 
I  know  not  how  tkis  may  be :  but  I  have,  ere  now,  heard  a  voice 
break  so  upon  tlic  liJence,

snd  charm  the  moonli£ht  air  with  its  balmy  essence,  that  the  budding 
leave*  trembled  to  it*  accents.  Would  I  might  have  beard  it  once 
more  whisper  peace  and  hope  (as  erst  when  it  was  mingled  with  the 
breath  of  spring),  and  with  its  soft  pulsations  lift  winged  fancy  to

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btaveo !  B«  tl  lui  ceued,  or  tntiwd  where  1  oo  more  shall  hear  it ) 
— HcDWi  aboi  we  wc  what  U  the  charm  of  the  thepbcrd'i  pwioral 
reed ;  mm)  why  we  hear  him.  u  it  wen,  piping  lo  hit  Hock,  ercn  ia 
a  pictUKi  Oiir  nr>  are  fancy-ffiiBg !  I  remember  once  itrolling 
aloDfi  the  nurgJB  of  a  Hreaoit  •kitted  with  will«wt  and  ptaihy  M^lgcfe, 
ID  one  of  tboM  tow  (behered  nUeyi  on  S;iliibury  Ptiin,  where  the 
monk*  of  fonaa  agei  had  plamcd  chajwU  aotl  built  hcrmiia'  cell*. 
There  wat  a  little  pariih-charch  near,  iiut  tail  cimt  and  ^unreriog 
aldeii  hid  it  from  my  light,  when,  all  of  a  ludden,  I  wai  ttutlcd  by 
the  •ouod  of  ibc  full  organ  pcaliog  oo  the  ear.  accompaoied  by  ruatic 
voicet  and  the  williag  <)iun  of  vilbgc-roaid*  and  children,  it  roic, 
indeed,  'like  an  exhalaliaa  of  rich  diuilled  perfume*.'  The  dew 
from  a  thouiuod  paMure*  wa*  gathered  in  it*  toftiieui  the  tileoce  of 
a  thoiwand  year*  *poke  in  it.  It  came  upon  the  bean  like  the  calm 
beauty  of  death:  nmcy  caoght  (he  aoufid,  and  faith  mounted  on  it  to 
the  tkics.  It  filled  tbc  valley  like  a  mitt,  and  atill  pouted  out  ita 
cadlcM  chant,  aod  (tilt  it  nrell*  Qpon  the  eat,  and  wtapi  mc  in  a 
golden  trance,  drowning  the  ooity  ttimult  of  the  world  ! 

There  ia  a  curious  and  iniernling  diicuMion,  oo  the  comparative 
diitiactoen  of  our  vinial  ud  other  external  impretiioni,  ia  Mr. 
Pearn'i  E**ay  on  ConaciousiMM,  wHh  which  I  ihall  try  co  descend 
from  thii  rhapoody  to  the  ground  of  common  lente  und  i>kin  reaaoDirig 
again.  After  obaerriDg,  a  little  faeibre.  th^  '  nothing  ii  more  uotrwe 
than  that  scns.itionB  of  vitioa  do  neceuatilv  leave  mote  vitid  and 
durable  idea*  than  tho*e  of  groMcr  •»•«*,  he  proceed*  to  give  a 
number  of  illunratioiu  in  tuppon  of  ihi*  podltoa.  *  Nocwithsuading,' 
he  say*,  '  tbe  adTaatage*  here  enunteratcd  in  tamat  of  nght,  I  think 
there  is  no  doubt  that  a  man  will  come  to  forget  acqtainta&ce,  and 
many  other  visible  objects,  noticed  ia  mature  age,  betote  h«  will  in 
the  leait  forget  tastei  and  Broells  of  only  moderate  intetent,  encountered 
ciihet  in  hi*  childhood,  ot  at  any  time  tiace. 

<  In  the  coufie  of  voyaging  to  variou*  diicant  regioni,  h  haa  tevcral 
lime*  happened  that  I  hare  eaten  once  oi  twice  of  different  thing* 
that  ncTct  came  ia  my  way  before  nor  nncc.  Some  of  tbctc  have 
been  plcatant,  and  *omc  scarce  better  than  intipid;  htu  I  have  no 
reason  to  think  I  liave  forftot,  or  much  altered  ilie  ide^  left  by  thoae 
tingle  impiiUe*  of  toaie  i  though  here  the  memory  of  them  cenainly 
ha*  aot  been  pteterved  by  repetition.  It  ti  clear  I  nnut  have  *eeti,  a« 
well  at  tatted  thoie  thing* ;  and  I  »ca  decided  that  1  remember  ttw 
ta«tet  with  mote  precision  than  I  do  the  vi*ual  tentaliooii. 

'I  teniembcr  having  once,  and  only  once,  eai  Kangaroo  in  New 
HoIUikI:  and  having  once  tmelled  a  baker'*  *hop.  having  a  peculiar 
odovr,  in  the  city  of  fiaiMnh.    Now  both  theac  grota  ideas  remain 
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rwith  me  quite  u  rivid  34  any  rimia)  ideai  of  tboK  placea ;  >nd  ihU 
could  noi  hn  from  rep(;Utian>  but  reilly  fron)  intemt  in  the  Kniatioti. 
*  Twenty  eight  year*  ago,  in  the  iiland  of  Jamaica,  I  partook 
(perhap*  twice)  of  a  cctuin  fruii,  of  the  tailc  of  which  1  base 
now  i  very  frcth  ido;  and  I  could  add  other  tn«uncc>  of  that 
period. 

'  I  have  had  reported  proofs  of  h3vin;[  lott  retention  of  vitua) 
object!,  at  various  diitancei  of  lime,  though  they  huil  once  been 
fomiliar.  I  have  not,  durinj;  thirty  year*,  forgot  the  delicate,  and  la 
itaelf  moit  tritlliig  tra«ation,  chat  the  palm  of  my  hand  lucd  to  coniey, 
when  I  wai  a  boy,  trying  the  different  clTect*  of  what  boys  call  /igil 
and  imvy  lop» ;  bat  I  cBonot  icmcmbcr  within  tcTcral  thade*  of  the 
brown  coat  which  I  left  off  a  week  ago.  If  any  man  thinki  he  can 
do  better,  let  him  take  an  ideal  Mrrey  of  bii  wardrobe,  and  theo 
aaually  refi;r  to  it  for  proof. 

'  AHer  retention  of  Rich  ideaa,  it  certainly  would  be  Tcry  difficult 
to  permade  me  that  feeling,  taitc,  and  imell  cao  tcarce  be  «aid  to 
leare  Ideaa,  unleni  indiniinct  and  otiKure  one*.  .  .  . 

■Shew  a  Londoner  correct  modcln  of  twenty  London  churches, 
and,  ai  the  same  time,  a  model  of  each,  which  differ*,  in  several 
CODfidcrable  featurei.  from  the  trutbi  and  1  venture  to  aay  he  shall 
IKK  ttll  you,  in  any  inntiDce,  which  ia  the  correct  one,  except  by  mete 
cnatice, 

'If  be  it  aa  architect,  he  may  be  much  more  correct  than  any 
ordinary  person:  and  this  obvioutly  is,  beciiuie  he  has  felt  an  intereit 
in  viewing  these  siruciorc*,  which  an  ordinary  pcmon  doef  not  feel; 
and  here  interest  it  the  sole  roion  of  bis  fememberiog  more  correcdy 
than  hi*  oeighbouf . 

<  I  once  heard  a  pertoo  quaintly  aak  another,  How  many  trcci  thtrc 
are  ra  St.  Paul'i  churchyard }  The  quenion  itself  indicates  that 
many  cannot  answer  it  1  and  this  is  found  to  be  the  cate  with  those 
who  hare  patird  the  church  an  hundred  time* :  whilst  the  cauie  is, 
tbu  every  indindnal  ia  the  busy  strcani  which  glide*  past  St.  Paul'* 
i«  cnmMMd  ilt  varioua  other  interests. 

*  How  often  docs  it  happen  that  we  enter  a  wcII<known  apartment, 
or  meet  a  well-known  friend,  and  receive  some  vague  idea  of  visible 
difference,  but  cannot  poioibly  find  out  w/tat  it  is ;  until  at  length  we 
come  to  perceive  (or  perhaps  must  be  told}  that  sotne  ornament  or 
furniture  is  removed,  altered,  or  added  in  the  apartment  t  01  that  our 
friend  ha*  cut  his  hair,  taken  n  wig.  Of  ha*  made  any  of  twenty 
considerable  alterations  in  his  appearance.  At  other  timet,  we  have 
no  perception  of  alteration  whatever,  though  the  like  hat  taken 
place. 
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*  ti  U,  bowrtcf,  ceruin.  that  nght,  appow'nd  widt  iuattt,  can 
icub  tolcnMjr  cx»a  copin  of  woutioiHt  MfiecMOj  if  not  too 
complex  I  Micb  u  of  th«  humu  ctntlbenaxtet  and  ifurt.  Y«t  the 
voice  will  coDTiDcc  lu,  when  the  conDtenance  wilt  not  t  aod  be  it 
reckoned  aa  excellent  paintn,  aod  no  ordnuiy  geniuti  who  can  make 
ft  tolerable  likcneM  ^m  memory.  Nay,  more,  it  it  a  cotwpicuou 
proof  of  ihc  inaccuracy  of  vitual  kIcm,  ibai  it  it  aa  effort  of  GOMum- 
mate  art,  attained  by  nuay  yean'  practice,  to  take  a  itria  likcocn  of 
the  hiunaa  comtcaince,  even  whra  the  object  it  prcteot  -.  aad  among 
thote  ca»et|  where  the  wilfnl  cheat  of  Satiery  \a»  been  avoided,  we 
(till  liod  in  bow  very  few  iattaocei  the  ben  pointert  prodnce  a 
likeneai  up  to  tbe  lifi^  though  practiice  and  tnterect  join  in  the 
BCtcmpt* 

■  I  imagiac  an  ordinary  prrton  woi^  find  ii  *eiy  dilTicah,  n^iottBg 
be  bad  aoiM  knowledge  of  drawing,  to  aSara,  from  memory,  a 
tolerable  tketch  of  >uch  a  lintllior  object  at  hit  cunaio,  hit  carpet,  or 
Ui  dreanng-gowB,  if  the  pxtteio  of  eilber  be  at  all  nrioai  or  irregvlsr  i 
yet  he  will  instantly  tell,  with  predtion,  cither  if  hit  Mtuff  or  hit  vine 
haa  not  tbe  urne  character  it  had  yctterday,  tbongh  both  these  are 
compoumlt. 

'  Beyond  all  thia  I  may  obcenv,  that  a  draper,  who  it  in  the  daily 
habit  of  anch  compariaOM,  chboc  carry  in  hit  miad  (he  panicnlar 
■bade  of  a  colour  tniriag  a  MCDnd  of  tirae ;  aad  hu  no  certainty  of 
lokrably  matching  two  ttcnple  coloora,  except  by  pbdog  the  ptttertia 
in  contact.' — £//<iy  on  Cweiovtaui,  p.  303. 

I  will  conclude  the  subject  of  thit  Eatay  with  obaerving,  that  (at  it 
appears  to  me)  a  nearer  aad  more  familiar  acquaintance  with  pertons 
ha*  a  different  and  more  faTourablc  effect  than  that  with  place*  or 
tbisgt.  Tbe  latter  improTc  (at  an  almoal  uniictaal  rule)  by  being 
removed  to  a  dittaacc  :  tbe  former,  generally  at  lean,  paa  by  being 
brought  nearer  and  more  home  to  ut.  Report  or  imagjottion  acMom 
raite*  any  indiridiul  to  hif;h  in  onr  eitimation  a*  to  diiappoin  w 
greatly  when  we  are  introduced  to  bim :  prejudice  and  malice 
ceasamly  exaggerate  defect*  beyond  the  reality.  Ignorance  alone 
make*  TDOoiters  or  bugbeart :  our  aciiud  acquaintancct  arc  all  very 
common-place  people.  The  thing  it,  that  a*  a  nutter  of  hearsay  or 
coojcctnrc,  we  nuke  abatraciiooi  of  particular  vices,  and  irntate 
ourtcKc*  againat  «Nn»  (aniciibi  quality  or  action  of  the  pertoo  we 
ditlikc : — whereat,  todiridoals  are  concrete  exiitencet,  not  arbitrary 
deoomiaatioBt  or  oickKune* ;  aod  have  ianDmerabIc  odier  qualities, 
good,  bad,  and  indifferent,  beude*  the  damning  fieature  with  which 
we  fill  tip  tbe  pottiati  or  caricatnre,  ia  oor  previow  fonciet.  We  can 
■caroeiy  htte  any  ooc  that  we  know.    An  acute  obcerrcr  complaiocd, 
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that  if  iher«  waa  any  one  to  whom  he  had  a  particular  (pit«,  uh)  a 
wiah  to  Irt  him  »cc  ii,  the  (nomnic  he  camr  to  mi  dovm  with  him, 
hi)  enmity  wai  dtaarmed  by  lome  unlbrcseoD  circumatdocc.  Iftt  wM 
a  Quarterly  Reviirwer,  he  wat  id  other  respecu  like  any  other  man. 
Suppose,  agiiin,  your  adveivary  turoi  out  a  very  uj^Iy  man,  or  wanti 
an  eye,  you  arc  balked  in  that  way: — be  is  not  what  you  expected, 
the  object  of  your  abstract  hatred  and  implacable  dicguR.  He  may 
be  a  very  diMgrcrablc  prr*on,  but  he  i«  no  longer  the  umc.  If  you 
come  into  a  room  where  a  man  it,  you  lind,  in  general,  that  he  haa  a 
DOae  upon  hit  (ace.  'There'a  tympathy! '  Thit  aJonc  tt  a  divernon 
to  yout  uotiualilied  contempt.  He  it  aiupid,  and  tayt  notliing,  but  he 
aeemx  Co  have  lonicthing  in  him  ivlien  he  laught.  You  had  concdred 
of  him  a*  a  tank  Whig  or  Tory — yet  he  talk*  upon  other  lubjectt. 
You  knew  that  he  wa«  a  virulent  party-writer  ;  but  you  find  that  the 
man  himtelf  is  a  tame  sort  of  animal  enough.  He  dors  not  bite, 
That't  tomeibing.  In  short,  you  can  make  nothing  of  it.  Kren 
oppoiitc  vices  balance  one  another.  A  man  may  be  pert  in  company, 
bill  he  is  alto  dtill ;  so  that  you  cannot,  though  yon  try,  lute  him 
cordially,  merely  for  the  with  to  be  olFentiTe.  He  is  a  knait. 
Granted.  You  learn,  on  a  nearer  acauaintancc,  what  you  did  not 
know  before — that  he  in  a  fool  ai  well ;  >o  you  forgire  him.  Od 
the  other  hand,  he  may  be  a  profligate  public  character,  and  may 
make  no  lecret  of  it ;  but  he  gives  you  a  hearty  shake  by  the  hand, 
tpeakt  kindly  to  terrants,  and  lupporu  an  aged  father  and  mother. 
Politic*  apart,  he  it  a  rery  honett  fellow.  You  are  told  that  a  person 
haa  carbuncles  on  hja  face;  but  you  have  ocular  prooft  that  he  it 
mIIow,  and  pole  at  a  ghost.  Thit  does  not  much  mend  the  matter  i 
but  it  blunts  the  edge  of  ihc  ridicule,  and  tumi  ymir  indignation 

Bgjunst  the  inventor  of  the  lie ;  but  he  it ,  the  editor  of  a  .Scotch 

nutgazitur ;  to  you  ate  iutt  where  you  were.  I  am  not  very  fond  of 
anonyoMnit  criticiam  i  I  want  to  know  who  the  author  can  be :  but 

the  moment  I  learn  thit,  I  am  satitlied.     Even would  do  well 

to  come  out  of  his  diaguisc.  It  it  the  mask  only  that  we  dread  and 
hate :  the  man  may  hare  lomcthing  human  aliouc  him  I  The  notions, 
in  short,  which  we  entenain  of  people  at  a  dimancc,  or  from  partial 
rcpreicntationt,  or  from  guctt-work,  are  simple,  oncompounded  ideat, 
which  antwer  to  nothing  in  reality :  thotc  which  we  derive  from 
experience  are  mixed  modet,  the  only  true,  and,  in  general,  the  most 
favourable  ones.    Iiutcad  of  naked  deformity,  or  abstract  perfection— 

'  Thote  faultloc  tnoiutcrt  which  tht  world  nc'ct  kiw,' — 

'the  web  of  our  llret  it  of  a  mingled  yarn,  good  and  ill  together: 
ont  virtuea  would    be   proud,  if  our  fault*  whipt  ihcm    not ;   and 
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our  *iccs  would  dttftk,  if  they  were  not  encoor^ed  by  our  Ttrtne*.' 
Thit  WW  truly  >od  fiady  hmI  long  ago,  by  anr  wiw  knew  the  Kraog 
and  weak  poiou  of  homaa  miuk  :  but  it  n  what  (ecu,  and  partiev, 
and  tboM  plulOM>]ibcn  whoM  pride  and  boan  it  U  to  cUatify  by 
tucknaoMit  have  yet  to  learn  the  meantDg  ofl 
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'Corponic  fcodit*  biw  oo  m^' 

CotFORATK  bodice  ire  more  corruot  and  profiisate  thaa  iadividaali^ 
because  they  ha*e  mofe  power  to  do  nuichief,  aod  arc  lew  amcuble 
to  diigiacc  or  punithinent.  They  feel  neither  tbune,  remorK, 
gratitode,  nor  good-will>  The  jiHnciptc  of  private  or  oaniral  coo- 
acieocc  i«  extinguished  io  each  iadiiidual  (we  hare  oo  moral  kdk  tn 
tbt  breatif  of  oihcn),  and  nothing  is  cootidercd  bat  how  the  ■nilcd 
clToTts  of  tile  whole  (rcleaatd  from  idle  «crupW)  may  be  beet  directed 
to  the  obtaiiuDg  of  political  adTaiuagM  and  priTtlegea  to  be  tliared  at 
commoo  tpoil.  Each  raereber  reap*  the  benefit,  aed  lay*  the  blame, 
if  there  it  any,  upon  the  rest.  The  <ffrit  dt  eorft  becocnet  the  ruling 
paation  of  erery  corporate  body,  comfaicd  with  which  th«  motirei  of 
delicacy  0€  decorara  towards  oihen  arc  looked  upon  m  being  both 
■iBpenincal  and  improper.  If  any  pcnon  sets  up  a  plea  of  ihu  sort 
ID  opposition  to  the  rest,  he  is  orei-ruled,  he  gets  ill'blood,  and  doca 
DO  good :  he  is  regarded  as  an  interloper,  a  iiui  liitf  in  tbe  Aock, 
and  is  ekber  ttm  I9  Covrntry,  or  obliaed  to  acquiesce  in  tbe  noiioos 
and  wiahet  of  those  he  aisociate*  and  11  expected  to  co-operate  with. 
The  refineiuent*  of  priiace  judgment  are  referred  to  and  negatited  in 
a  committee  of  ikc  whole  body,  while  the  projccu  and  iniercsta  of 
the  Coqioration  meet  with  a  secret  but  powerful  support  io  the  aclf- 
loTCof  ihcdiifcrrat  members.  Remonstrance— opposition,  isfrxtitloa, 
troubtnontc,  invidious :  it  answers  no  one  end  :  and  a  coafotmity  to 
tbe  sense  of  the  company  is  found  to  be  no  less  oecesury  to  a  reputa- 
tion for  good-fellowship  than  to  a  quiet  life.  ' Setflore  and  sociai * 
bere  look  Itke  tbe  same ;  and  in  consulting  ihc  interesis  of  a  particalar 
claMi  which  are  alto  your  owo,  there  is  cvrn  a  show  of  public  nrtoe. 
He  who  it  a  captiou*,  impracticable,  dissatisfied  member  of  bis  little 
clnb  or  reArw,  is  immediatcty  set  down  as  a  bad  member  of  tbe 
eoamoiuiy  in  general,  at  no  friend  to  regtdaitiy  and  order,  'a  pcMilenc 
fellow,'  aad  one  wlio  b  incapable  of  sympathy,  attactuaent,  or  cordial 
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OMfptntiaa  in  any  dtpanmcat  or  uoderukiag.  Thw  tbe  iWMt 
[cfractory  ttorice  la  tucfa  matter*  becocne*  wean«d  from  hit  oblig»< 
tioa*  to  th«  lir^r  tocieiy,  wfaicb  onljr  breed  htm  incoaTeiuence 
wiihnut  any  adcqoaw  nootapcate,  stad  wedded  to  a  ncaier  and  dearer 
one,  where  he  find*  ercry  kiod  of  comfon  osd  contobtioo.  He 
coDtracts  the  v^ut  aod  notneaainf;  character  of  Man  bto  the  (note 
tODbitk  6tfe  of  FreemaB  and  AUennM.  The  claims  of  an 
— Briioed  biMunity  ck  looaer  and  looter  tipoa  him,  at  the  tame  time 
that  he  dtav*  the  band*  of  hw  new  enpgeroenta  ckiMT  and  lighter 
abont  him.  He  lote*  tight,  by  degrees,  of  all  commaa  aeaw  and 
fccliog  ia  tbe  petty  M^vabUcs  intrigiKik  fewk,  and  aira,  of  alfected 
importaiKc  to  which  be  bat  nude  l^iadf  U  acccatary.  He  it  oniie 
■a  ^rcd  raao.  '  Really  the  aodcty  were  andrr  cooMlttaUc  «llfi^ 
tin  CO  him  io  that  laai  bwiocMi '  that  ii  to  tay,  in  t«iw  paltry  jot) 
or  under-band  attempt  to  encroacli  nnn  the  riKbu,  or  dictate  to  the 
■wderitaBdiiigi  of  tne  neigbbaorbood.  In  the  mean  time,  ihey  catt 
drink,  and  carouac  t^cther.  They  waab  down  ail  minor  animouliea 
and  uoaroMlable  difference*  of  opmioa  in  poit-barapera ;  and  the 
cociifiUiiKa  of  tbe  mtahiludc  are  lo«t  ia  the  clatter  of  placet  and 
the  roaring  of  loyal  catches  at  every  <juarter'«  meeting  or  mayor'a 
fcaat.  Tbe  town-hall  reela  with  an  unwieldy  aenie  of  •elf-imponaacc: 
'  tbe  very  Monet  prate '  of  proccmoH :  the  ooamoa  pmqt  cRSka  in 
coocert  with  the  cncotkiog  of  bottle*  and  tMfnag  of  bM(4tneb: 
the  maikec-crota  took*  big  with  anthotity.  Every  thioft  bat  aa 
ambignoM,  tmitart,  re|akivc  air.  Circle  wilbtn  circle  i«  formed,  an 
imfmim  m  tmftrti  i  and  tbe  buMina  it  to  exclude  from  the  Aral 
circie  all  tbt  MKioM,  OfuiOM,  idcaa,  iotcreata,  aad  pretcUMMM.  of  the 
Heoad.  Hence  there  atiics  Bot  only  an  aatijiathy  to  comaM  MB«e 
aBd<leceacy  in  thwc  thing* uriiere  there  it  a  teal  op^itkm of  iotcrett 
or  cUaUog  of  prejtidice,  but  it  become*  a  habit  and  a  Eivouiite 
atiMMcnicnt  in  tboac  who  are  'drected  in  a  little  brief  antbority,'  to 
thwan,  annoy,  innlt,  and  hariH  otbcr*  on  all  occaiiont  where  tbe 
Iran  opportunity  or  pretext  for  it  occnra.  Spile,  bickeringi,  back- 
biting,  ioiinuitioQ*,  Itea,  jealooiica,  aieknames,  are  the  order  of  the 
day,  aad  nobody  knowi  what  it  '*  all  about.  One  would  think  that 
the  RtayoTi  aldermen,  and  lireryrnen,  were  a  higher  and  more  telcct 
tpeciet  of  animal*  thin  their  townnnen  t  ihoagfa  there  ii  no  dilTierteco 
whaterer  but  in  their  gowni  and  ttaff  of  office !  This  i*  the  eueaoe 
of  the  f^ril  dt  nrfu.  It  ii  certainly  not  a  very  delectable  tource  of 
cxiotem|datM»  or  adiject  lo  treat  of. 

Pablic  bodiet  are  ao  lar  worie  (ban  the  ioditidBaU  compoiing 
iheni,  bccBUM  ibc  gjGruf  tslCM  place  of  the  mtrat  inut.  The  nrrre* 
that  ia  tbemaelra  were  aoft  and  pliaUe  enough,  and  reapondcd 
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fotncniing  tbem,  and  «rtiirig  every  bodr  lognhcr  by  the  can.  He 
Biwt  not  ooljr  repeat,  bvt  tDmx  lie*.  He  raiut  milke  ipc«cbe«  od 
write  tund-bilb;  he  nnm  be  devoted  to  the  withe*  *ocl  object*  of  the 
•ocietir,  it*  cteaoife,  it*  jackall,  iu  bdi^-bodj,  it*  mouth-pece,  tu 
prompter  t  be  nmt  de*l  id  law-cue*,  in  dtmamn,  tn  chanen,  in 
tradkiOB*,  in  coonnoo-plaee*,  in  Imic  and  rbetoric — in  evety  thing 
but  comnMa  •eme  and  boneiKy.  He  mast  (in  Mr.  Dnrke'*  phrate) 
*  diicmbowH  binwelf  of  hii  natural  entratU,  and  be  Kdred  with  paltry, 
Unrred  ibcet*  of  purchment  about  the  rigfau'  of  the  privLle{;ed  few. 
He  miM  be  a  cooceotrated  eaaence,  a  varttUhed,  powdered,  reprc- 
•enruive  of  the  vice*.  ab*iin]itie*,  hypocriiy,  jealooty,  pride,  and 

Cigmaticaloen  of  hii  party.  StKb  a  one  by  faoMe  aod  Klf- 
poRance  and  puiEng,  by  Aaneriog  ooe  to  hU  face,  and  abwiiig 
another  behind  hi*  hack,  by  lending  himielf  to  the  weakniwei  of 
Bone,  lad  p— r"*-g  the  aiacbieTotu  propemiiic*  of  other*,  will  pasa 
ht  M  gRM  Ban  in  a  tele  (odety. 

A^e  doe*  not  in^irovc  the  morality  of  pnUic  bodie*.  They  f^tow 
ante  and  more  teBacwu*  of  their  idle  printeie*  and  •eoaeleu  Klf. 
cotwequence.  Tbey  get  weak  and  obninate  at  the  wne  tine.  Tboae* 
who  bdonfi  to  them,  have  all  ibc  upctan  pride  and  pettifogging  fpjrrt 
of  their  prctcnt  chancier  iagraltcd  on  the  venerablene**  aod  nipcr- 
atidoiii  BUKtiiy  of  ancient  iiHtitstion*.  Tbey  are  oaonUy  at  i**tic, 
iint  with  thtir  nrigbboun,  and  next  with  their  concenponriei,  on  all 
matten  of  cobboo  propriety  aad  )Bd|!tt>cot.  They  faecooie  more 
attached  to  fonni,  the  more  obaolete  tbey  are ;  and  the  defence  of 
every  ahuird  and  invidiona  diainctian  i*  a  debt  which  (by  iwpBn. 
tion)  they  owe  to  tbc  dead  as  well  a*  the  living.  What  might  once

A  different  fctliof;  tbea  prevails : — cloce,  cloae  the  scene  upon  ibcm, 
Jutd  never  break  that  line  phantasmagoria  of  the  brain.  Or  if  ii  muii 
be  done  ai  all,  let  ai  chocc  some  other  time  and  place  for  it :  let  no 
one  waatooly  daah  the  Gtcean  cap  from  ocr  lip*,  or  distolre  the 
ipirit  of  encfaaatmrnl  in  the  Tery  palace  of  enchanuiem.  Go,  Mf. 
and  sit  MKDewhcre  dsc !  What  a  (hinj  it  it,  for  instance,  ft» 
any  pn  of  an  actor"*  drew  to  come  olT  unexpectedly  while  he  i« 
playing!  What  a  riiT  it  it  opoo  himielf  and  the  audience!  What 
an  effort  he  hat  to  recover  hinuelf,  and  ttrugde  through  this  exposure 
of  the  naked  tnith!  It  has  been  con«idetcd  .i«  one  of  ihe  triumphs 
of  Garrick't  tragic  powrr,  that  once,  when  be  wax  playing  Lear,  hit 
crown  of  straw  came  off,  and  nobody  laughed  or  took  the  leaM  OOttcCt 
so  misch  had  be  tdcniilied  hinwelf  with  the  character.  Wit  bC(  afi  ; 
(his,  to  pay  so  Little  retpect  to  the  fee1in;;i  he  had  insured,  as  to  tear 
off  bis  tattered  robes,  and  take  the  old,  crazed  king  wtth  him  to  pby 
the  fool  in  the  boxes  i 

'  N-  i  let  him  fut.    Vex  not  hb  parting  spirit, 
t  or  00  ihc  ndc  of  ihit  rough  world 
Smtch  him  out  farther  I ' 

SoaK  lady  is  laJd  to  hate  fallen  in  tore  with  Garrick  from  being 
prMCnt  when  he  played  the  part  of  Romeo,  on  which  he  obtcrvcd, 
that  be  would  uodetiake  to  cure  her  of  her  folly  if  the  would  only 
come  and  ace  him  ia  Abel  Druggei.  So  the  modctn  [ragedian  and 
fine  geatleisu*  by  apfwuing  to  advaatage,  aad  compkuouly,  as 
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nrincipd  charutert  he  aK!oe*  in.  'Sir I  do  you  think  AlexiDder 
lookctl  o'  thin  fiubion  in  hi*  lifetinK,  or  ma  perfusicd  Bof  Had 
JnliiM  C>c«ir  Hjch  a  note?  or  wore  hie  frill  u  you  doi  You  have 
(luB  I  don't  know  bow  tnany  heroes  *'  with  n  hare  bodkin,"  the  gold 
pan  in  your  shirl,  and  spoilnl  all  tUe  £oe  love  Hpeechd  you  will  ever 
nuke  by  jMckittg  your  t««ih  widi  that  initntubk  air  1 ' 

An  actor,  afKr  haring  pctfotmed  hi*  part  well,  inaicad  of  courting 
farther  distinction,  should  affect  obccnriiy, and  'steal  tttost  liuilty-tikc 
away,'  cooiciouf  of  admiration  that  he  can  tvpfiort  nowhere  but  is  hit 
proper  (phcre,  and  jealou*  of  hi*  own  and  others*  good  opiBian  of 
him,  in  proportion  as  he  it  a  dailiog  in  the  public  eye.  He  cannot 
a*(»d  atuactina  disproportionate  attention:  why  should  be  wish  to 
fix  it  on  himtelf  in  a  perfectly  flit  and  insigoiScnot  part,  riz,  his  own 
clatactet  i  It  was  a  bad  cuttom  to  bring  authors  on  the  stage  to 
crown  them.  Omnt  ignolum  frv  m^gmfiec  tjt.  Bven  prolinscd  critkii 
I  think,  should  be  shy  of  putting  ihemaelves  forward  to  applaad 
loudly  ;  any  one  in  a  crowd  has  '  a  voice  potential  *  as  the  press  i  rt 
is  cither  committing  their  pretensions  a  JittJc  indiscreetly,  or  coolinii- 
ing  their  owd  judgment  by  a  cJapiHag  of  bandt.  If  you  only  go  and 
^*e  the  cue  lostily,  the  haute  Mcms  in  wonderful  accord  with  your 
opinions.  An  actor,  like  a  king,  should  only  appear  on  state 
oecaiions.  He  loses  popularity  by  too  much  publicity  ;  or,  accord* 
ing  to  the  protrib,  /amiriarily  hreeJt  eeafen^.  Both  cluirac 
personate  a  certain  abstract  idea,  are  seen  in  a  lictitious  costume^'' 
and  when  they  hare  '  shulHcd  off  thin  more  than  mortal  coil,'  they 
bad  better  keep  out  of  the  way — the  acts  and  sentiments  cRtaoatiitg 
from  tbemtdTe*  will  not  carry  on  the  illusion  of  our  prcposccaiMat. 
Ordinary  traosactioM  do  not  gire  scope  to  grace  ana  dignity  like 
romantic  situations,  or  prepared  pa^ants,  and  the  £r//r  is  apt  to  pre- 
nil  OTcr  the  grtat,  if  we  come  to  count  the  insuoces. 

The  motto  of  a  great  actor  should  be  out  Ctiar  aul  miit.  I  do 
not  see  how  with  hi>  crown,  or  plume  of  feathers,  he  can  get  through 
those  little  box-doors  without  Hooping  and  squeezing  his  artiGctal 
importance  to  tatters.  The  entrance  c?  the  stage  is  arched  ao  high 
•  tbat  fiajtri  may  jet  through,  and  keep  their  gorgeous  tarhaas  oo, 
witliout  good-munow  to  the  f^odt !  ' 

Tlie  tup-traj{ediaa  of  the  day  has  too  large  and  splendid  a  train 
following  him  to  hate  room  for  them  in  one  of  the  dresa-boxes. 
When  he  appears  there,  it  thould  be  enlaired  expre«s  for  the 
occasion  :  for  at  his  heels  match  the  figures,  in  lull  comme,  of  Cato, 
and  Brutu),  and  Caisius,  and  of  him  with  tlie  falcon  eye,  and  Othello, 
and  Lear,  and  crook-backed  Richard,  and  Hamlet,  Prince  of  Den- 
mark, and  oumbers  more,  and  demand  entrance  along  with  him, 
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shadow*  u>  wbich  he  alone  lend*  bodily  mbnancc !  '  The  graves 
vawQ  and  render  up  tbcir  dead  lo  pueh  us  from  our  scooU.'  Tliera 
u  a  mighty  bustle  at  the  door,  a  gibbering  aoil  squcAkiag  in  the 
lobbie*.  An  aaor't  retinue  ii  imperial,  it  pressa  apoD  the  inugio- 
BUOn  too  much,  and  he  should  therefore  slide  umotioed  tnto  the  pit. 
Anihors,  who  ;ire  la  a  manner  hia  makers  and  masters,  sit  there 
contented — why  iihoulil  not  he  ?  '  He  is  used  to  shew  himtclf.' 
That  [hen  is  ihc  very  reason  he  should  conceal  his  person  at  other 
timet.  A  habit  of  osientfltion  should  not  be  reducco  to  a  principle. 
If  [  had  seen  the  late  Gfntlcmsn  Lewie  Huticring  in  a  promioeu 
Blnauon  in  the  boxes,  I  should  have  been  puzzJed  whether  to  ihiak 
of  him  as  tlie  Copper  Captain,  or  at  Botudil.  or  Ranger,  or  youog 
Rapid,  or  Lord  Foppiaglon,  or  6lty  other  whimsical  character* : 
then  I  should  have  got  Munden  ana  Quick,  and  a  parcel  more  of 
them  in  my  bead,  till  '  my  brain  would  have  been  like  a  smoke- 
jack  : '  I  should  not  have  known  what  to  make  of  ii ;  but  if  I  had 
Ken  him  in  the  pit,  I  should  merely  have  eyed  him  with  respectful 
curiosity,  and  have  told  every  one  iliat  r^ur  was  Gentleman  Lewis. 
We  should  have  concluded  from  the  circumaunce  that  be  was  a 
modest,  sensible  man :  we  all  knew  beforehand  that  he  coutd  show 
off  whenever  he  pleased  ! 

There  is  one  class  of  performers  that  I  think  is  quite  exempt  from 
the  foregoing  rrjtoning,  1  mean  rrlirtJ  latart.  Come  when  they  will 
and  where  (hey  will,  ihev  are  welcome  to  their  old  friend*.  Thcj 
have  as  good  a  right  to  sic  in  the  boxes  as  children  at  the  holidays. 
But  they  do  not,  somehow,  come  often.  It  is  but  a  melancholy 
recollection  with  tiiem :— 

*  Then  iweet, 

Now  »d  to  think  on  ! ' 

Mrs.  Garrick  still  goes  often,  and  hears  the  applause  of  her  husband 
over  again  in  the  sliouts  of  tbc  pit.  Had  Mrs.  Pritchard  or  Mrs. 
Clive  been  living,  1  am  afraid  we  should  have  seen  little  of  tbem — 
it  would  have  been  too  h«mc  a  feeling  with  them.  Mrs.  Siddons 
•eldom  if  ever  goes,  and  yci  ihe  is  almost  the  only  thing  left  worth 
•eemg  there.  She  need  not  slay  away  on  account  of  any  theory  that 
I  can  form.  She  is  out  of  the  pale  of  all  theories,  and  aanihilatcs  all 
rules.  Wherever  she  sits  there  is  grace  and  grandeur,  there  is  ixigedy 
pcrsonilied.  Her  seat  it  the  undivided  throne  of  the  Tragic  hfutr. 
She  had  no  need  of  the  robes,  the  sweeping  train,  the  ornaments  of 
the  stage  ;  in  herself  she  is  as  peat  as  any  being  she  ever  represented 
in  tlie  ripeness  and  plenitude  oi  her  power !  I  should  not,  I  confess, 
have  had  the  tame  paramount  ftbstracicd  feeling  at  aeeing  John  Kemble 
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u  may  bv  this  ncana  extort  outward  rctpcct  or  nrnmoB  cSvSIty  i 
It  you  wtiJ  get  nothiog  (with  low  people)  by  forbearance  and  xood- 

miurc  but  open  insult  or  >i1ent  Gomempl.     C alwayt  talk*  to 

people  about  what  th«y  don't  undertiand  t  1|  for  one,  endeavour  to 
talk  to  them  about  what  they  do  undcnnand,  and  find  1  only  get  ibr 
more  tU-will  by  it.  They  conceive  i  do  not  think  them  capable  of 
any  thing  better  ;  that  i  do  not  think  it  worth  whilci  aa  the  vulvar 
•aylag  i*,  to  ibnw  a  ^erJ  it  a  Jeg.     I  once  complained  of  thi«  to 

C- ,  thinkinf!  it  hard  I  should  be  sent  to  Corentry  for  not  Riakiog 

a  prodigious  display.  He  aaid, '  As  you  atsume  a  certain  character, 
you  ought  to  produce  your  credcotiali.  It  is  a  tax  upon  people's 
goodoaiure  to  admit  superiority  of  any  kind,  cTcn  where  ihrre  It  the 
most  eridcoi  proof  ot'  it :  but  it.  is  too  hard  a  task  far  the  ima^nation 
to  adn)it  it  without  any  appatent  i^round  at  all.' 

There  is  not  a  jtteater  error  ilion  to  suppose  (hat  you  avmd  the 
«nry,  malice,  and  unchartLiblcness,  Ko  commoo  in  tlie  wocld,  by  going 
among  people  without  precentiona.  There  are  no  people  who  haTC 
no  pretension* ;  or  the  fewer  their  preicnuiona,  the  lets  they  can  aCord 
to  acknowledge  yours  without  lomc  sort  of  value  received.  The 
mote  information  individuals  possess,  or  the  more  they  have  reJiaed 
upon  any  subject,  the  more  readily  can  they  conceive  and  admit  the 
same  kind  of  luperiurity  to  ibemselvcH  that  they  feel  over  oihen. 
But  fiom  the  low,  dull,  level  tiok  of  ignorance  and  vulgarity,  no  idea 
or  love  of  excellence  can  arise.  You  think  you  are  doing  mighty 
well  with  tbcm  ;  that  you  are  laying  aside  the  buckram  of  pedantry 
sod  pretence,  and  getting  the  character  of  a  plain,  unattuming,  good 
(ort  of  fellow.  It  will  not  do.  Ail  (he  vbilc  that  you  are  making 
UiMC  lamiliar  advances,  and  wanting  to  be  at  your  ease,  they  are 
ttfing  to  recover  the  wind  of  you.  You  may  forget  iliat  you  arc 
ao  aMlKK.  on  artiat,  or  what  not — they  do  not  forget  that  they  are 
oothinjt,  DOr  bote  one  jot  of  their  deiire  to  prove  you  in  the  tame 
predicameot.  They  take  hold  of  tome  drctimsiance  in  your  dreu ; 
your  manner  of  entering  a  room  is  different  from  that  of  other 
people;  you  do  not  eat  vegetable* — that's  odd;  you  have  a 
patucular  p^aie,  which  they  repeat,  and  this  becomes  a  sort  of

corapmy.  I  do  not  dcnrc  to  be  ilwayi  potiog  myirlf  or  otben  with 
the  <[atttioo*  of  fatr,  ficv-will,  foTc-kiiawitdec  abtolutc,  &c.  1  inutt 
antxnd  Mmctimn.  I  itimi  occauoBilly  lie  fallow.  The  kind  of 
cooveTHlioa  that  I  aCcct  most  is  what  ton  of  a  day  it  it,  aod  whether 
it  it  likely  to  rain  or  hold  up  Goe  for  to-tDorrow.

emuDK,  brighter  lo  me  than  nooo  day  luM  at  preceni  are  J  WonM 
I  indiil^  thit  fee-ling?  In  vain.  Tbey  atk  me  what  ncwi  there 
ia,  aad  ttare  if  I  uy  I  don't  know.  If  a  new  acireM  ha*  come 
out,  why  muR  I  bare  *ccq  bcr  i  If  a  new  novel  haa  appeared,  why 
miMt  I  hare  read  it  i  I,  at  one  <tme,  oaed  to  go  aad  take  a  haad  at 
cribbajje  with  a  frieed,  and  afterwatdi  diictiti  a  cold  tirloin  of  beef, 
and  throw  oat  a  few  lack-a-daincal  remarks  in  a  way  to  pleaae 
mytdf,  bat  ii  WDuld  Dot  do  loog.

Thca  there  ar> 
tbcMc  who  make  a  point  of  raKliag  ercry  thing  you  wriie  (which  ■• 
fuliome);  while  otheri,  more  proTokinf>(  regularly  lend  your  work* 
to  a  friend  a*  (oon  ai  they  receive  them.  They  pretty  wrll  know 
yoar  nobooi  oa  the  dilFerent  nibjccts  from  haTint;  heard  you  talk 
about  them.  Bcsdcc,  they  hive  a  greatet  value  for  your  petioad 
chancier  than  ibcy  have  for  yovrwritifig*.  You  explain  thin{|«  better 
m  •  COOKBOO  way,  whca  yon  m  not  iiBUDg  ai  elTeci.  Other*  tcl)  you 
of  tbe  tuk*  they  have  hnrd  (ovad  vith  your  Uu  book,  ud  that  ihcy 
defmt  your  ttyk  in  iteoeral  frooi  a  chorgte  of  obacurity.  A  friend 
oaec  Uiid  me  of  i  quarrel  he  had  had  with  a  near  relaitoa,  who 
denied  that  1  knew  h'uw  lo  ipcll  the  coounoMM  wordt.

whal  yon  will,  tbey  can  do  it  better ;  meet  with  what  ■occcm  yon 
may,  their  own  good  onnioa  «aad«  ibcm  in  better  Mead,  and  rant 
before  the  af^ilanie  of  the  woikt.  I  ooce  tbewed  a  pertoa  of  (hi* 
uver-wecnisg  torn  (with  no  Roalt  uiumpb  1  coofeu)a  lettef  of  a  rery 
flanerinc  dncription  I  had  received  from  the  cekfarated  Co«M 
Stendha,  dated  Rovnc.

What 
flmota  it  to  complain  if  the  deluuon  lasts  for  lile,  and  the  rainbow 
■till  paint*  iti  form  in  the  cloud  ! 

There  i*  one  miitakc  I  would  wish,  if  possible,  lo  correct.  Men 
of  lettcri,  Aniax,  and  others,  not  succeeding  with  women  in  a  certain 
rank  of  life,  think  the  objection  is  lo  their  want  of  fortune,  and  that 
they  shall  stand  a  better  chance  by  descending  lower,  wlierc  only 
their  good  quatiiic*  or  talents  will  be  tliought  of.

Many  a  man  bu  bem  hindered  from  pMhiag  hia  farUMc 
m  the  world  by  an  early  cnhmnion  of  hia  noral  nnaev  and  hat  re- 
proeed  of  it  at  leitare  dnrag  ifat  rm  of  Ua  life.  A  Aicwd  nan 
BMd  of  my  father,  that  he  would  not  atnd  a  aoa  o^  bit  to  acbool  to 
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him  on  any  accouot,  for  that  by  tnching  him  to  speak  the  truth,  he 
would  diMjuatiry  htm  from  geuioj[  hit  living  io  ihe  world  ! 

It  ia  hirdl)-  necetiary  to  add  any  illuitiatioo  lo  ptore  that  the 
mott  original  and  profound  thinken  arc  not  alwayi.  th«  mo»t  (uccen- 
fu]  or  popular  writers.  Thit  ii  not  merely  a  icmporary  diiadranujie  | 
but  fflasy  greai  philotopher*  bave  not  only  been  scouted  while  they 
were  living,  but  forgotten  ai  toon  at  they  were  dead.  The  came  of 
Hobb«a  i>  perhapc  lufEcieot  to  explain  thu  auertion.  Bui  I  do  not 
wish  to  so  farther  into  this  pan  of  the  lubjca,  which  ii  obvious  in 
hteJf.  I  hare  aaid,  I  believe,  CM>u][h  to  take  off  the  air  of  paradox 
which  hangt  orei  the  title  of  thia  Eway. 
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*A  gentle  hoihcr,  Vanity  bjr  pamc.* — Smtu. 

A  uunr  wa*  complaining  to  a  friend  of  mine  of  the  credulity  of 
people  in  attending  tn  •^oack  ad*citiaeracDii,  and  wondering  who 
CODM  be  taken  in  by  them — *  for  that  ihe  had  never  bought  but  one 
hatf-guinea  bottle  of  Dr.  —  ■  ■'*  Ctucir  of  Lifci  and  it  had  dooc 
her  no  wn  of  good  !  *  This  anecdote  teenied  to  explain  pretty  well 
wbat  made  it  worth  the  dociur'a  while  to  adicrtiie  hi*  waret  io  cTcry 
newspaper  in  the  kmgdom.  He  would  oo  doubt  be  ntiiiicd  if  every 
delicate,  sceptical  invalid)  in  bis  nujoty's  dominioni,  gave  hit  lilixir 
OBc  trill,  merely  to  ahow  the  abnitdiiy  of  th  thing.  We  alfect  to 
kugh  at  the  folly  of  those  who  put  faith  in  octiunw,  but  are  willing 
to  see  ourtelvea  whether  there  is  any  truth  in  them. 

There  it  a  tiroog  tendency  in  the  human  mind  to  flatter  itaelf  with 
secret  hope*,  with  some  lucky  reseivation  in  our  own  lavour,  though 
reason  may  point  out  the  firoooeta  of  the  trick  in  general ;  aod, 
bendo,  tncre  i«  a  wonderful  power  is  wordi,  formed  into  rogtilv 
propodticHW,  and  prini«\l  io  capiul  letters,  to  draw  the  a«tcnt  afier 
them,  till  ve  have  proof  of  their  fallacy.  The  ignorant  and  tdk 
believe  what  they  read,  a«  Scotch  philotophcra  dtmoettraie  tbe 
cxiucDce  of  a  material  world,  and  other  learned  propoutioiDc,  from 
the  evidence  of  their  sense*.  The  ocular  proof  it  all  that  is  wanting 
in  either  caae.  A*  hypocrinr  it  laid  to  be  the  highcM  compliment 
to  Time,  the  art  of  lying  ts  the  strongest  acknowledgment  of  the 
fore*  of  truth,  Wc  can  lurdly  Mirvt  a  thing  to  be  a  tie,  ihouch  we 
inov  it  to  be  io.     Tbe  <  ptdf  direct,*  CTen  m  it  stands  io  tbe  coltuna* 
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harmki*— VM  tf  frtttrta  aiti/.  So,  if  fon  an  the  tame  ntme  eurmg 
you  in  the  face  in  great  letter*,  at  the  corner  of  every  Mreet,  yon 
iiiTolDntatily  think  the  owner  of  it  roiin  be  a  f^rcat  nun  to  occupy 
■a  lllgc  a  space  in  ibc  eye  of  the  town.  The  appeal  it  nude,  in  ihc 
fim  invtiDce,  to  (he  senan,  but  ii  tiok*  below  the  surface  ioio  the 
siiod.  There  arc  tome,  indeed,  who  publish  their  own  ditgraoe, 
and  make  their  aamea  a  cxHumon  by-word  and  osisuice,  noconety 
being  all  that  tlicy  want.  A  <)uack  get*  hitnMlf  nirreplitiDUily 
dubM  Doctot  oi  Knight  t  and  though  you  laay  bugh  in  hti  face, 
it  pays  expenses.  Parolle*  and  his  drtiin  typify  many  a  modem 
•dnatuTcr,  and  court -candidate,  for  one^ncd  laurel*  and  unbluihiag 
booonrs.  Of  all  puff*,  loicerypulFf  arc  the  most  iogctiioiH  and  mo« 
■nnoccDt.  A  collection  of  them  would  make  an  aimuiitg  fadr  mtfum. 
They  ore  itill  mious  and  the  same,  with  that  ioiiniie  nue  with  wbicb 
ihey  lull  tbe  reader  at  the  outset  out  of  all  suspicion,  the  intiMUUbg 
tttm  in  the  middle,  the  bome-tbruut  at  the  rulinj(  pataion  it  laM,  by 
wfaicb  your  spare  cash  is  conjured  clean  out  of  tbe  pocket  in  spite 
of  rcs<^u:)on,  l»  tbe  same  tfalc,  weJlknowo,  thousodtfa-lime  n- 
atcd,  arti^ce  of  jlll  ffixti  and  Na  Uanli — a  •eir-«Tide«  intpotitioffl  t 
'ItKhingt  however,  can  be  a  stronger  ptoof  of  the  power  of  fsscimtiitg 

^tbe  public  judgment  throuf;h  the  eye  alone.  1  know  a  gentletoaa 
who  amawed  a  cooiiderablc  fortune  (so  u  to  be  able  to  keen  hti 
carriage)  by  printing  outhinj;  but  lottery  pl3c-.irtls  attd  hand-bills  of 
a  colossal  size.  Another  friend  of  mine  (of  no  mean  talcntt)  was 
applied  to  (as  a  song  thing  in  the  way  of  business)  to  write  regular 
Vmetf-^tSt  for  a  brgc  house  in  the  city,  and  on  faaTing  a  pUGcl  of 
nmpln  rMnrecd  on  hit  hands  as  done  in  too  severe  and  terse  a  style, 

Lcomplaioed  qiLiifitly  enough,  '  Thai  miidtit  nuril  nrvtr  teuU  imttrdi ' 
Etcd  Lord  Uyton,  at  he  tells  ua,  has  been  accused  of  writing  lottery- 
pafls.     There  are  rarious  ways  of  playing  one's  self  off  before  the 

.public,  and  keeping  one's  name  alive.     The  newnapers,  the  lamp-

I  han 
beard  of  a  man  of  literary  celebrity  sitting  in  hin  study  writing  letter* 
of  remonitraoce  to  hinitclf,  on  the  groti  ddecta  of  a  plan  of  e^luca- 
tion  he  had  just  published,  and  which  mMieed  itnaold  on  the  bo<A. 

VnUer**  counter.  Anotlvet  fci^.ned  himaelf  dead  id  order  to  see  what 
be  said  of  him  in  the  ncwspapera,  and  to  excite  a  sensation  in 
thii  way.  A  llaihy  pamphlet  has  been  run  to  a  live- and -thirtieth 
cdiiioo,  and  thus  cnaured  the  writer  a  '  deathless  date '  among  political 
charlaiMii  by  icgnlarly  itriking  olf  a  new  title-rage  to  every  Bhy  or 
a  hundred  eopica  that  were  sold.  1*h(s  is  a  vile  practice.  It  is  an 
CTTooeous  idea  got  abroad  (sad  which  I  will  contradia  here)  tfcu 
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•o  be  ^  ife  ■■e  ofiiaga  «■  MV  0^  fHK.     I 
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a  *aK  to  mf^nmia  «v  <jin»|.  ■<  as  mj 
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■aug  ihe  ^clidoua  air,  *  If  o'n  the  cruel  tyrsDt,  Lote,'  (w  u  it  mq 
nerer  be  rang  asaia),  io  Lore  in  a  Village,  where  the  scene  opened 
Wtlh  her  and  Mim  Maithew*  in  a  paiDtcd  aardco  of  rote*  and  honey- 
•uclclet,  and  '  Hope,  thou  nuttc  of  young  Desire,'  thrilled  from  two 
(wcct  Toicet  in  turn.  Oh !  may  my  car*  soinctimet  Rlill  <irinlc  ihc 
umc  sweet  lounda,  cmbalnied  with  the  tpliit  of  youth,  of  health,  and 
joy,  but  in  the  thoughts  uf  an  instant,  but  in  a  dream  of  fancy,  aad  [ 
shall  hardly  need  to  complain !  When  I  got  back,  after  the  pluy* 
Peri7  called  out,  with  lii<  cordial,  grating  voice,  '  Well,  bow  did  ikhe 
do  ^  and  on  my  upcaking  in  high  termt,  anxwcred,  that  '  he  had 
been  to  dine  wiib  hi*  friend  the  Uuke,  that  some  convcruilon  had 
paucd  on  the  fubjccl,  he  was  afraid  it  waa  not  the  thing,  it  wat  not 
the  true  leitrrmto  style:  hut  as  I  had  written  the  aiticlc'  (holding 
my  peroration  on  the  Beggar's  Opera  catelessly  in  his  band)  'it 
■isbt  pass! '  I  could  nerceive  that  tlie  rogue  licked  his  Hps  at  it, 
'•na  tiiM  already  In  imagination  *  bought  golden  opinions  of  aJI  sorts  of 
people'  by  this  tery  criticism,  and  I  had  the  satisfaction  the  next 
day  to  meet  Miss  .Stephens  coming  out  of  the  Editor's  room,  who 
I  had  been  to  thank  him  for  bis  very  flattering  accouni  of  her. 

I  was  sent  to  see  Kcan  the  first  night  of  his  performance  in 
Shylock,  when  there  were  about  a  hundred  people  in  the  pit,  but 
from  his  masterly  and  ipirited  delivery  of  the  lirit  striking  speech, 
•On  such  a  day  you  called  me  dog,*  8tc.  I  perceived  it  was  a 
bollow  things  So  it  was  given  out  in  the  Chronicle,  but  Perry  was 
'  continually  at  me  as  other  people  wcic  at  him,  and  was  afraid  it 
would  not  iaat.  It  wu  to  no  purpose  I  said  $1  wultt  latt  .•  yet  I  am 
in  the  right  hitheno.  It  has  been  said,  fldtCDlously,  that  Mr.  Keao 
WM  written  up  in  the  Chronicle.  I  bej  leave  to  state  my  of4nion 
tliat  no  actor  can  be  written  up  or  down  by  a  paper.  An  author  may 
be  puffed  into  notice,  or  damned  by  criticism,  because  his  book  may 
.  not  have  been  read.  An  anitt  may  be  over-rated,  or  undeKrvedly 
l^ecried,  because  the  public  it  not  much  accustomed  to  see  or  judge  of 
Ppictares.  But  an  actor  is  judged  by  his  peers,  the  play-going  public, 
■nd  must  stand  or  tall  by  his  own  merits  or  defects.  The  critic  may 
(ive  the  tone  or  hare  a  caating  voice  where  popular  opinion  is  divided ; 
but  he  can  no  mote  /on-e  that  opinion  either  way,  or  wrest  it  from  its 
bate  in  common-sense  and  feeling,  than  be  can  more  Stoneheoge. 
Mi.  Kean  had,  however,  physical  diiadvantages  and  sirong  prejudice* 
to  encouottr,  iBd  so  hr  the  liitral  and  inJ/pai^nt  part  ^  the  press 
might  hav«  been  of  terrice  in  hclpiog  htm  to  his  (tat  in  the  public 
favour.     May  be  long  keep  it  with  dignity  and  firnineM ! '

prnoD*  with  the  unilint  prclmrions  to  coioinon  sriuc  conid  for  * 
moment  luppOM  that  i  boy  could  act  the  character*  of  mea  without 
aaj  of  their  knowledge,  iheir  experience,  or  their  puiuions.  We 
made  some  foiol  rexiaiancc,  but  in  vmb.  The  di«cour*c  tlien  took  a 
turn,  and  Coleridge  began  a  laboured  eulogy  oa  nome  promiiiD):  youth, 
the  «on  of  an  l''ngti«h  arlii>t,  whom  he  had  met  in  Italy,  and  who  had 
wandered  all  over  the  Caniiiagna  with  him,  whose  (alenl«,  he  ataured 
oa,  were  the  admiraiion  ot  all  Rome,  aod  wboac  early  detignu  had 
alnon  all  the  fjiKc  and  purity  of  Raphael'*.  At  lait,  toine  one 
interrupted  the  ccdleu  theme  [>y  nayiiiK  a  little  iinpatiently,  '  Why 
junt  now  you  would  not  let  tu  licliere  our  own  eyei  and  earn  about 
young  Betty,  bccautc  you  have  a  theory  agninii  premature  talenu,  and 
now  you  nan  a  boy  phenomcnoD,  that  oobody  knowt  any  thine  about 
bntyoufself— syounganiillhat,youtelliit,tiU>riTal  RsphMl!  The 
truth  i*,  we  like  to  have  somethinf;  to  admire  ounelics,  a»  well  at  to 
make  other  people  ;;ape  ami  itare  at :  but  then  il  muat  be  a  diacovery 
of  our  own,  ao  idol  of  our  own  mukinj;  aod  letting  up  :^if  otben 
ttumble  on  the  diicorery  before  u*,  or  join  in  crying  ii  up  to  the  tktet, 
we  dwn  act  lo  work  to  prove  iliat  tlut  it  a  Fulgar  dcluuon,  and  »how 
oar  wgKity  and  freedom  from  prejudice  by  pulling  it  in  pieces  with 
all  the  coolneM  ima^nable.  Whether  we  blow  the  bubble  or  crtMh 
it  in  oar  hands,  vanity  and  the  desiie  of  empty  diitinciion  arc  equally 
U  the  bottom  of  oar  *Mij[uinc  credulity  ot  faiiidiout  Bccpticism. 
There  are  lome  who  alway*  fill  in  with  the  fMfaiunable  prejudice 
as  othem  aifect  tingularity  of  opinion  on  all  lucfa  pointi,  according 
at  they  think  th^  have  more  or  lea*  wit  lo  judge  for  ihcmtelm. 

If  a  IkiJc  nraiahiitg  tad  daubing,  a  little  puihDg  and  quacking,  and 
giriog  youraelf  a  good  nsme,  and  getting  a  friend  to  tpcak  a  word  fi>r 

fou,  u  excniable  in  any  profeiMon,  it  u,  I  think,  in  that  of  painting, 
ainting  u  an  occult  idence.  and  tequirea  a  little  oMentation  and 
Riock-gravity  in  the  profntor.  A  man  may  here  rival  Katteifelto, 
*  with  nit  hair  on  end  at  hit  own  wundert,  wondering  for  hit  bread ; ' 
for,  if  he  doe*  not,  he  may  in  the  end  go  without  ii.  He  may  ride 
00  s  high  trotting  liorte,  in  grcrn  tpeCBclea,  and  attract  notice  to  hit 
pcnon  Miy  how  he  can,  if  he  only  worki  hafd  at  his  prof«Mioa.     IF

their  proxies  that  theae  plorilied  cpirtti  would  do  well  to  leave  the 
abode*  of  the  blcn  ia  order  to  «land  is  mute  wonder  and  with  up- 
hands  before  (omc  production  of  theirt,  which  i(  yet  hardiv 
'dry!  Oh!  whaterer  you  do,  leave  thai  nrinff  notoucbcd.  It  will 
j&r  the  rash  and  unhallowed  hand  that  ncddu*  with  it.  Profane 
sot  the  mighty  dead  by  mixing  them  up  with  the  uncanoni^ed  living. 
Leave  youiaelf  a  revertion  in  inimorialiiy.  beyond  the  owiy  clamour 
of  the  day.  Do  not  quiie  lote  your  reipect  for  public  opinioD  b; 
making  it  in  all  cuce  a  palpable  cheat,  the  echo  of  your  OWD  lung! 
thai  arc  hoar*c  with  calling  on  the  world  to  admire.  Do  not  think 
lo  bully  poateriiy,  or  to  cozen  your  coMemporaric*.  Be  not  alwayt 
anticipaiing  the  effect  of  your  picture  on  the  town — think  more 
about  deierving  aucceia  than  commanding  ii.  In  iaiuing  to  many 
promiaaory  note»  upon  the  bank  of  fame,  do  not  forget  you  have 
to  pay  in  icerling  gold.  Believe  that  there  it  something  in  the 
pursuit  of  high  art,  beyond  the  manulacture  of  a  paragraph  or 
the  collection  of  receipt*  at  the  door  of  an  exhibicioo.  Venerate 
art  ai  an.  Study  the  work*  of  oihert,  and  inquire  into  those  of 
nature.  Gaze  at  beauty.  Become  great  by  great  efforu,  and  not 
by  pompoua  preteniionk.  Do  not  think  the  world  wa»  blind  to 
merit  before  your  time,  nor  make  tlie  reputation  ol*  great  gcniuK* 
the  btalking  horae  to  your  vanity.  You  have  done  enough  to  insure 
Tounclf  attention :  yon  h>ve  now  only  to  do  something  to  deaerre 
It,  and  to  make  good  all  that  you  have  aspired  to  do! 

There  ia  a  ulent  and  fy«eniatic  aaiumption  of  nupcriority  wliich 
is  as  barefaced  and  unprincipled  an  impomnrc  as  the  mo>I  impudent 
pvlSng.  Vou  may,  by  a  tacit  or  aiowed  censure  on  all  other  art*, 
on  all  works  of  art,  oo  all  other  pretensions,  ustct,  talenti,  but  your 
owe,  produce  a  complete  ostracism  in  the  world  of  iotellect,  and 
leave  youraelf  and  your  own  performances  alone  standing,  a  mighty 
monument  in  an  universal  wuic  and  wreck  of  genius.  By  cutting 
away  the  rude  block  and  remoring  the  rubbish  from  around  it,  tlic 
idol  may  be  effectually  exposed  to  view,  placed  on  ita  pedestal  of 
pride,  without  any  other  assistance.  This  method  ia  more  in* 
excusable  ilian  the  other.  For  there  is  no  egotism  or  vanity  to 
batefiil  at  that  which  strike*  at  our  satisfaction  in  erery  thing  elae, 
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ume  prooeimi  to  aduUiioa  which  taadc  tlxrm  lick  the  doit  bcrore 
one  idol,  nukes  ihetn  bow  m  low  to  the  ritioj;  Sua ;  cbcT  arc  ■■ 
bvith  of  eietnctioo  u  they  were  pmrient  wrcb  pf3t*F  [    aod  the 

pntt^i  nod  admirer  o(  tbc  edhot  of  tnc figure*  in  Bhckwood'a 

tnia.  Tbc  tnaa  i«  ^  boqucy,  aad  it  w  of  little  coiucc)ueBCc  wboM

He  hai  yon  OD  tbc  hip,  for  you  bate  plcdocd  your  ta«te  and 
hdgfoent  to  bi*  genius.  Never  fear  but  he  will  drive  thit  wedge. 
If  you  are  oaee  scmRd  into  such  a  machine,  you  miut  extricate 

Crsclf  by  main  force.  No  hyperboles  arc  too  much :  any  draw- 
k,  any  idminiioo  on  this  lidc  idolatry-,  is  high  treaaoa.  It  is 
ID  Daprdooabte  offence  to  uy  that  the  last  [«oductioci  of  your 
'  puroa  b  OM  to  good  u  the  one  before  it ;  or  that  a  performer 
•tunc*  more  in  odc  character  than  aaother.  I  remember  once 
bearing  a  pl*y«r  declare  that  be  never  looked  inio  any  acwiDapers 
or  nuKazioet  on  accMiat  of  tbc  abase  that  was  always  lerelled  ai 
himself  in  them,  though  there  were  oot  less  than  three  perions  in 
company,  who  made  tt  their  business  throogh  these  condoit  pipes 
of  fame  to  ■  cry  him  up  to  the  top  of  the  compass.*  This  son  of 
expedition  is  a  little  ri^toMt  ! 

One  £»thioaible  mode  of  acqaiibg  rcpntation  i\  by  patrooiainE 
it.  This  nuy  be  from  various  motives,  real  good  natore,  gooa 
taicc,  vanity,  or  pride.  I  shall  only  speak  of  the  spurious  ones  in 
Ibis  place.  The  quack  and  the  vMutdit  patroa  are  well  met. 
The  hoQtc  of  the  Utirr  it  a  son  of  curiosity-shop  or  ssea^fcrir. 
wtxre  all  sort  of  imellcctual  pretenders  and  groieaqnes,  mwical 
children,  arithmetical  prodiues,  occvit  philosopher!,  Iccttlrer^  at- 
e«athr»ri,  apes,  chenusU,  fioidlers,  and  bdroons  are  to  be  seen  (at 
the  askbg,  and  are  shown  to  the  company  for  noihiog.  The  folding. 
doors  are  thrown  open,  and  display  a  collection  that  the  world 
cannot  pajalld  again.  There  cnay  be  a  lew  persons  cS  coounon 
■case  and  cstabltthed  rcpotation,  rari  mnuti  in  garplc  vatio,  otherwise 
it  ia  a  mere  scramble  or  lottery.  The  professed  cncostraj^r  of  virii 
and  letters,  being  disappointed  of  the  great  oiKies,  teols  out  into 
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the  highwayi  for  the  halt,  the  lime,  and  the  blind,  for  sU  who 
pretend  to  dminction,  defecis,  and  obltquities,  for  all  tlic  dt^iOMblc 
*3Ditf  or  alfcccation  floating  on  the  town,  to  hope*  thiUt  among  m> 
many  odditis,  clwncc  may  bring  rome  jcwd  or  treawcc  to  hit 
door,  which  he  niay  have  the  good  fortune  to  approprate  in  kmih 
¥ray  to  hia  own  ute,  or  the  credit  of  displaying  to  uiben.  The 
ut  is  to  encourage  liiing  geniua — to  bring  forward  doubtful  and 
nnnoticed  merit.  You  ibut  get  a  >et  of  Dovicea  and  raw  prctcedcra 
about  you,  whoK  actual  productiona  do  not  imerfetc  wtih  your 
■elf  lore,  and  wboac  future  efforta  may  reSect  ciedh  on  your 
•iogalar  tugacity  and  faculiy  for  finding  out  talent  in  the  germ ;  and 
in  the  next  place,  by  baring  them  completely  in  your  power,  you 
are  at  liberty  to  dianiiat  tlieni  whenever  you  will,  and  to  aupply  the 
deficiency  by  a  new  «ct  of  wondering,  unwasbed  facea,  in  a  rapjd 
nicceanoQi  an  'uiery  of  children,'  embryo  actors,  artiat^,  poets,  or 
philosophera.  Like  unfledged  bards  they  are  hatched,  nuraed,  and 
fed  by  hand  ;  this  gives  room  for  a  vast  deal  of  manageracDt,  meddling, 
cnrc,  and  condmccntling  solicitude,  but  the  inittani  the  callow  brood 
arc  fledged,  ihcy  arc  driven  from  ihc  nc^t,  and  forced  to  shift  for 
themselves  in  the  wide  world.  One  sterling  production  decides  the 
question  between  them  and  their  patrons,  and  from  that  time  they 
become  the  property  of  the  public.  Thus  a  luccesuon  of  imjiortUDitc, 
hungry,  idle,  ovet-weening  candidates  for  fiime,  are  encouraged  by 
these  tickle  keepers,  only  to  be  betrayed,  and  left  to  starve  or  beg,  or 

Sine  in  obtcority,  while  the  man  of  merit  and  respectability  is  neglected, 
iseountcoanced,  and  stigmatised,  bcc^utc  he  will  not  lend  himself  as 
■  tool  to  ihii  system  of  tplendid  imposition,  or  pamper  the  luxury  and 
weaknesses  of  the  Vulgar  Great.  When  a  young  artist  is  too  inde- 
pendent to  lubicribe  to  the  dogmas  of  his  auiwriors,  or  fulfils  their 
pTediciions  and  pragnottict  of  wonderful  conungent  talent  too  looo, 
so  as  to  get  out  of  leading  string),  and  lean  on  public  opinion  for 
partial  support,  cxceptionn  arc  taken  to  hit  dreia,  dialect,  or  manoers, 
and  he  is  expelled  the  circle  with  a  character  for  ingratitude  and 
treachery.  None  can  procure  toleration  long  but  thote  who  do  not 
contradict  the  opinions,  or  excite  the  jealousy  of  their  bettcrii.  One 
independent  step  is  an  appeal  from  them  to  the  public,  tlieir  natural 
and  hated  rivals,  and  annuls  the  contract  between  them,  which  implies 
ostentatious  countenance  on  the  one  pan,  and  servile  nibmisiion  oa 
the  other.     But  enough  of  this. 

The  patronage  of  men  of  talent,  even  when  it  proceeds  from  naitj, 

H  often  carried  on  with  a  spirit  of  genero«ly  and  magnificence,  as 

long  as  ihete  arc  in  ditKcuItiet  and  a  state  of  dependence:  but  as  the 

principle  of  anion  in  this  case  ia  a  love  of  power,  the  complacency  in 
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ihe  object  of  IVIcndly  regard  cnsni  with  ihr  opponunity  of  ae»«»!ty 
for  the  taiiie  mamiVit  diaplay  of  power ;  and  when  tiic  unfortunate 
tnUfgi  U  juit  coming  ro  lind,  and  expecu  a  last  helpinf>  hand,  he  ii,  to 
ni»  *urpriie,  pushed  back,  in  order  that  he  may  be  »avcd  ftora  drown- 
ing once  more.  You  arc  not  hat!cd  ashore,  ai  you  had  lupposed,  by 
thoc  kind  fricndi,  ai  a  mutual  triumph  after  all  your  iirugglct  and  their 
exertions  in  your  behalf.  It  it  a  piece  of  prcnumption  in  you  to  be 
wen  walking  on  Urra^nna :  you  are  icqiuicdi  at  the  ritk  of  their 
friendthip,  to  be  always  iwimmia];  in  troubled  water*,  thut  they  may 
bavethecredil  of  throwing  out  rop«,and  lending  out  life-boau  to  you, 
without  ever  bringing  you  n^hore.  Your  luccetsea,  your  rcpuiaiion, 
which  you  think  would  pleaw  ibem,  aa  ju«iifying  their  good  opinion, 
Ate  coldly  received,  and  looked  at  aikancc,  because  they  remove 
your  dependence  on  them:  if  you  are  under  a  cloud,  they  do  all 
they  can  to  keep  you  there  by  their  good-wUI  i  they  ate  M)  aenaihlc 
of  your  ;;raiitude  that  they  with  your  ablifptions  nerer  to  cease,  and 
take  care  you  iJiJill  owe  no  one  else  a  good  torn  t  and  provided  ynu 
are  compelled  or  contented  to  remain  always  in  poverty,  obiKurity, 
and  di«grace,  they  will  continue  your  very  good  fricndi  and  humble 
(enanm  to  command,  to  the  end  of  the  chapter.  The  tenure  of  theje 
indenture*  i«  hard.  Such  pcrionE  will  wilfully  forfeit  (be  gratitude 
created  by  years  of  friendahip,  by  refusing  to  perform  the  last  act  of 
kiodnn*  that  it  likely  ei-er  to  be  demanded  of  them ;  will  lend  you 
money,  if  you  have  no  chance  of  repaying  them  t  will  give  you  tbeir 
good  word,  if  nobody  will  believe  it ;  and  the  only  thing  they  do 
not  tbtgire  ii  an  attempt  or  probability  on  your  part,  of  being  able  to 
repay  your  obligation*.  There  it  tomeihing  diiinterc«tcd  in  all  thit : 
at  least,  it  does  not  show  a  cowardly  or  mercenary  difpoiitiont  but  it 
MvoufK  too  much  of  arrogance  and  arbitrary  pretension.  It  throws 
a  damning  light  on  thi«  <jueition  to  consider  who  are  monly  tbe 
.nibject*  of  the  patronage  of  the  great,  and  in  the  habit  of  receiving 
Lcard*  of  invitation  to  aplendid  dinners.  I  confcis,  far  one,  I  am  not 
loa  the  lift;  at  which  I  do  not  grieve  much,  nor  wonder  at  all. 
[Authort,  in  general,  are  not  in  much  reijucai.  Dr.  -lohnson  was 
asked  why  he  was  not  more  frequently  invited  out;  and  he  said, 
<  Because  great  lords  and  tadJes  do  not  like  to  have  their  mouths  stopped.' 
Garrick  was  not  in  this  predicament:  he  could  amuse  the  company 
in  tbe  drawtng-toom  by  imitating  the  great  moralint  and  lexicographer, 
and  make  the  negro  boy,  in  the  court-yard,  die  with  laughing  to  see 
htm  take  olf  the  swelling  airs  and  ntut  of  the  lutkcy-cock.  Thic  was 
clever  and  amusing,  but  it  did  not  involve  an  opinion,  it  did  not  lead 
10  a  difference  of  sentiment,  in  which  the  owner  of  the  house  might 
be  found  in  the  wrong.     Playeri,  siagert,  daoccts,  arc  hand  and  glove 
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with  the  great.  They  embclliih,  and  have  m  ttfat  Jn  ibetr  ouMai 
but  do  not  come  into  collitton.  BnuocM  potlrait-paintcnt  >Kaiii,  arc 
tolerated,  becauK  they  cunie  tcio  neraoita]  conuct  with  the  great : 
aod  icfllptan  hold  eaualicy  with  lordi  when  tl>ey  have  a  ceraio 
<)tMiuity  of  (olid  nufblc  in  theii  work«hopt  to  uuwer  for  the  tolidity 
of  ihcir  ptetcntipnt.  Pcojilc  of  fuhion  and  propcny  muK  have 
tonwthiag  to  thow  for  their  pairocagc,  fomctbing  visible  or  tangible. 
A  BeatUDCot  is  a  vitionary  thiog;  an  argunirnt  may  leaiJ  to  daogefOiM 
eoBK^tieDcet,  and  th<Me  who  21c  likely  to  broach  cither  one  or  the 
Other,  ate  sot|  therefotei  fit  for  good  company  in  geoertl.  Poet*, 
Bod  owD  ofgeniut,  who  tiod  their  way  there,  toon  find  their  way  out. 
They  are  DOt  of  thai  ilt,  with  tome  cxcepcioni.  Paimeri  who  corne 
IB  cooiaa  wiih  majesty  get  on  by  tcnility  or  bulfconcry,  by  letting 
(henwcl*cs  down  in  same  way.  Sir  Jonhiu  was  never  a  farourite  at 
conrt.  He  kept  loo  much  at  a  diKance.  Beechey  ^ocd  a  vutdeal 
of  favour  by  bmiliiriiy,  and  lost  it  by  taking  too  great  freedoms.' 
Wett  ingratiated  hinuctf  in  the  same  <)uarter  by  meacu  of  practica  a* 
tittle  creditable  to  liimMlf  aa  his  august  cm)>loyer,  namely,  by  pbying 
the  hypocrite,  and  proleising  sentiments  the  reverK  of  thoac  be 
nniuraily  felt.  King*  (I  know  not  how  justly)  have  been  said  to  be 
lovers  of  low  company,  and  low  conversation.  They  areaUo  wiid  to 
be  fond  of  dirty  praciical  jokes.  If  the  fact  is  so,  the  reason  is  u 
follows.  From  the  elevation  of  tlieir  rankf  aided  by  pcidc  and 
Havovy,  they  look  down  on  the  rcit  of  mankind,  and  would  not  be 
thought  to  have  all  their  advantages  for  nothing.  They  with  to 
maintain  the  same  precedence  in  private  life  that  bclongi  to  them  as 
a  matter  of  outward  ceremony.  This  preicninon  they  cannot  keep  up 
by  fair  nwans ;  for  in  wit  or  argument  (hey  are  not  luperior  10  the 
common  run  of  men.  They  therefore  answer  a  repartee  by  a 
practical  joke,  which  turns  the  laugh  against  others,  and  cannot  be 
retaliated  with  safety.  This  is,  they  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege 
of  their  situation  to  take  libetties,  and  degrade  those  about  them,  as 
they  can  onlv  keep  up  the  idct.  of  their  own  dignity  by  proportioiubly 
lowering  their  company.

I  remember,  »eieral  ywra  ago,  a  coflvereatioa  in  the  DUtgnat 
coming  from  Paris,  in  wl)ich>  on  ita  being  mentioned  that  a  nun  had 
married  hiK  wife  after  ibirtccn  year*'  courtihip,  a  fellow- countrjman 
of  mine  obserrwl,  that  *then,  at  lca«t,  be  would  he  acquainted  with 

hei  character ; '  when  a  Mootieur  P ,  inventor  snd  |iroprielor  of 

tlie  Inintitle  Girl,  roadc  answer,  'No,  not  at  all ;  for  that  the  very 
next  day  she  mij^fat  turn  out  ilie  very  rcverK  of  the  character  that  the 
had  appeared  in  durin;*,  all  die  preceding  time.''  I  could  not  help 
adminng  the  aupcrior  tajtacity  of  tlie  French  juggler,  and  it  struCK 
me  then  that  we  could  oeter  be  lure  when  we  had  got  at  the  bottom 
of  thie  (iddlc. 

There  arc  Tuiout  way»  of  getting  at  a  kaowledgc  of  character — by 
looks,  word*,  actions.  The  liril  of  thc«c,  which  iieem«  the  mo«t 
aupcriicial,  it  perhaps  the  safest,  and  least  Uable  to  deceiie:  nay,  it  is 
that  which  mankind,  in  »pitc  of  their  pTetendiDg  to  the  contrary, 
most  generally  go  by.  Frofe«)ioat  pass  for  nothing,  und  actions  may 
be  counterfeited ;  but  a  man  cannot  help  hit  look*.  '  Speech,'  said 
a  celebrated  wit,  'was  given  to  man  to  conceal  hit  thought*.'  Yet 
I  do  not  know  that  the  greatest  hypocrites  arc  the  least  silenc.  The 
moutJi  of  Cromw«II  \i  pursed  up  in  the  portraits  of  him,  nn  if  he  was 
afraid  to  trust  himself  with  word*.  Lord  ChcstrtScId  advises  lu,  if 
we  wish  to  know  the  real  sentiments  of  the  pcraoa  we  arc  conversing 
wkh,  to  look  in  his  face,  for  lie  can  more  eatily  command  hii  words 
than  his  feature*.  A  man's  whole  life  niay  be  a  lie  to  himielf  and 
oiben :  and  yet  a  picture  painted  of  him  by  a  great  anist  would 
probably  st^mp  his  true  character  on  the  canvas,  and  betray  the  secret 
to  posterity.  Meti's  opinions  were  divided,  in  their  ltfe>timci,  about 
ludl  promineai  |)craoaBgt«  as  Charles  t.  and  Ignatius  Loyola,  partly, 
no  doubt,  from  passaoo  and  interest,  but  partly  from  cuntraoiciory 
evidence  in  their  ostensible  conduct :  the  spectator,  who  has  ever 
teen  thetr  picture*  by  Titian,  judges  of  them  at  once,  and  truly. 
I  had  rather  leave  a  good  portrait  of  mytelf  behbd  me  than  have  a 
line  epitaph.    The  face,  for  the  most  part,  tell*  what  we  have  thought

cxcerii.'  The  ume  jicrton.  wbu  tettilie*  ibc  leact  pteawre  at  meeting 
joa,  i«  the  la*t  to  quit  hi*  teat  in  your  cornpanjri  graiiplM  with  a 
fubJKi  in  convcruttion  rif;hi  eameiitly,  and  in,  I  take  it,  EacLward  to 
give  u]>  a  caaae  or  a  friend.  Cold  and  diftant  in  appeatance,  be 
pi<|uct  liiniBclf  oo  being  the  king  of  jfood  haitri,  nod  a  no  In*  xealoua 
pariiun.  The  raott  phlegmatic  coostitution*  olten  cootais  the  moft 
inliamroable  «ii(it» — ai  fire  is  itnick  from  the  haiileu  flioia. 

And  this  ta  another  reawm  that  makei  it  dilTicult  to  judge  of 
character.  F.xtrcmet  meet ;  and  qualitici  display  thenuelvci  b]r  tbe 
mo*t  coniradictory  appcaraQcc*.  Any  inclination,  in  cootci^uoice  of 
being  gener*lly  «u|^rc«>ed,  »eoii  it«elf  the  more  violently  when  an 
opportunity  present*  iliclf:  (he  grcatc«t  giounct*  sometime*  accom- 
panies the  greatett  icfmement,  as  a  natural  relief,  one  to  the  Othef ; 
and  we  find  the  most  reserved  and  indifferent  temper*  at  the 
beginning  of  an  enteftainmcnt,  or  an  acquaintSDCC,  turn  out  the  mum 
communicative  and  cordial  at  tbe  end  of  it.  Some  spirit*  exhauat 
(bemselvc*  at  fint :  other*  gain  itrenglh  by  prngrection.  Some  mind* 
hare  a  greater  facility  of  throwing  on  imprrttions,  are,  a*  it  were,  more 
tranaparenc  or  poroua  than  other*.  Thus  the  French  present  a  marked 
cootinat  to  the  Logliih  in  this  reipect.  A  FrenchnMn  addrcucs  you 
U  once  with  a  *ort  of  tiiely  indiifcrence :  an  nnf>]it)iman  ii  more 
OB  hi«  guard,  fecU  hij  wuy,  and  is  either  exceedingly  reMtved,  or 
let*  you  into  hit  whole  confidence,  which  he  cannot  to  well  impart  to 
an  entire  stranger.  Again,  a  Frenchman  is  naturidly  humane:  an 
Englishman  is,  I  should  say,  only  friendly  by  halnt.  Hi*  vinues  and 
his  vice*  coat  him  more  than  they  do  his  more  gay  and  volattle 
Dcighbourft.  An  Englishman  is  said  to  *pcsk  hit  mind  more  plainly 
than  otliers : — yes,  if  it  will  give  you  pain  to  hear  it.  Me  does  not 
care  whom  he  offends  by  his  discourM  :  a  foreigner  generally  strive* 
to  obli);e  in  what  he  tayt.  The  French  are  accused  of  promisiog 
more  than  they  perform.  That  may  be,  and  yet  they  may  perform 
as  many  good-natured  acts  as  the  Fnglish,  if  the  latter  are  u  avcrw 
to  prrlorm  an  they  arc  to  promise,  tvvco  the  professioiu  of  the 
I''tcnch  may  be  t'incere  at  tlte  lime,  or  arise  out  of  the  impulse  of  the 
moment  i  though  llieir  desire  to  serre  you  may  be  neither  very 
nolent  nor  very  luting.  I  cannot  think,  noiwithitandtDg,  that  the 
French  ate  not  a  serious  people ;  nay,  that  they  are  not  a  more 
reflecting  people  ifaan  tbe  conunoo  run  of  the  Engliib.     Let  those 
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vha  thiok  iheia  merely  light  and  mercurinl,  exjiliiD  that  eoigRia, 
tbtir  CTcrlaating  ]iro»in|t  tragedy.  The  DnglUli  arc  considered  on 
comptiratirely  a  ilow,  ploddion  people.  IF  the  French  are  quicker, 
they  iire  alto  more  plodding.  occ,  for  i-icamjile,  hi)w  highly 
Unithi-d  and  elaborate  their  work*  of  nit  arc  !  How  lyvtcnutic 
and  correct  ihcy  nim  at  being  io  nil  ifacir  pioduciioni^  of  a 
giavcr  caat !  '  if  the  French  h.tve  >  fault,'  nn  Yorick  cajd,  '  it  is 
that  they  are  too  grave/  With  wit,  tcnee,  chccrfulneta,  patience, 
good'oature  and  felincmcoi  of  Riaaneri,  itll  ibey  waoi  n  imajtination 
and  ilurdinetis  of  moral  principle !  Such  are  tonie  of  the  cootiadic- 
tiotu  in  (he  character  of  the  two  nation*,  and  to  little  doe*  the 
character  of  either  appear  to  hare  been  underttood !  Nothing  can 
be  more  ridiculous  indeed  than  the  way  in  which  wc  exaggerate  each 
other's  rices  and  extenuate  our  own.  'Che  whole  ii  an  »ff&\t  of 
prejudice  on  one  side  of  tl)e  queBtion,  and  of  putLality  on  the  other. 
Traveller*  who  set  out  to  carry  hack  a  true  report  of  the  case  appear 
CO  bae  not  only  the  use  of  their  underiiandingi,  but  of  their  «cnKS, 
the  instant  they  set  foot  in  a  foreign  land.  The  comniuneit  iaca  and 
appearances  are  distorted,  nod  discoloured.  They  go  abroad  with 
certain  preconceived  notion*  on  the  *ubject,  and  thry  make  every 
thing  annwer,  in  reaton's  *piie,  to  their  favourite  theory.  In  addition 
to  the  dilliculty  of  expliining  customs  and  manner*  foreign  to  our  own, 
there  are  all  (he  obsiack'i  of  wilful  prcpoucituoa  thrown  in  the  way. 
It  is  DOl,  therefore,  much  to  he  wondered  at  (hui  natiooi  have 
arrived  ax  ao  little  knowledge  of  one  another'*  character*  ;  and  that, 
where  the  object  ha*  been  to  widen  the  breach  between  them,  any 
(light  diifcrencc*  that  occur  arc  easily  blown  into  a  blaze  of  fury  ^ 
repeated  inisreprcacDtatioD*,  and  all  the  exaggerations  that  malice  or 
folly  can  invent  t 

This  ignorance  of  character  is  not  confined  to  foreign  nations :  we 
are  ignorant  of  that  of  our  own  counuyinen  in  a  cku  a  little  below  or 
above  our*elve*.  We  ahall  hardly  pretend  to  pronounce  raagiiterially 
on  the  good  or  bad  <]ualitict  of  tiirangcr*  ;  and,  at  the  tame  time,  we 
are  ignonot  of  tho»e  of  our  fricnda,  of  our  kindred,  and  of  our  own. 
We  are  in  all  these  case*  either  too  near  or  too  far  off  the  object  (o 
judge  of  it  properly. 

Persons^  fOT  insUDOe,  in  a  higher  or  middle  rank  of  life  know 
li(tlc  or  aotfcing  of  the  charac(er«  of  thoic  below  (hem,  as  servaoia, 
country  people,  Sec.  I  vrould  lay  it  down  in  the  tir*(  place  ai  a 
general  rule  on  ihii  Eubjecl,  that  all  uneducated  people  are  hypocrite*. 
Their  sole  huiinei*  i>  to  deceive.  They  conceive  tbcmselveK  in  a 
state  of  hottility  with  other*,  and  stratagems  arc  fair  in  war.  The 
inmates  of  the  kitchen  and  the  parlour  are  always  (.is  (aj  as  retpects 
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Tbcy  bare  tx>  coDidnwe  about  the  nutter ;  and  if  you  find  them  out 
'm  any  oftbcir  tiaactimtt,  are  oot  actumed  of  tlieniBclvcit  but  angty 
witii  you.  Ifvou  retDOnKnue  with  thetn,  they  Uugh  in  your  hcc. 
The  only  hola  you  have  of  them  ii  their  imcrcn — you  can  but 
dinniw  thctn  irom  your  employment ;  Uid  itrvut  it  no  iititrilaKce. 
If  they  Btfect  any  thing  like  decent  remoite,  and  hope  you  will  paM 
it  over,  all  the  while  they  arc  probably  trying  to  recover  the  wind  of 
you.  PeTKma  of  liberal  imowledxe  or  KotlmeDta  have  no  kind  of 
dufltt  in  this  ton  of  niixeil  tnteicourve  with  these  barbariaot  in 
dvlUied  life.  You  canoot  tell,  by  any  ugji*  oe  principles,  what  ia 
pauing  in  tbeJr  mind*.  There  it  no  common  point  of  view  between 
you.  You  have  not  the  tame  lopicc  to  refer  lo,  the  tame  language 
to  cxpreH  yosraelf.  Your  intereat*,  your  feclingt  are  <{nitc  diwincl. 
Yon  take  oenatn  things  for  graBted  aa  rulct  of  action :  they  take 
aochiag  fca  granted  but  their  own  ends,  pick  up  all  their  knowledge 
out  of  tbeir  own  occaNuos,  are  on  tbe  watch  only  foi  what  they  can 
catcfa — are 

■  Subtle  ai  the  (at  f<»  prey : 
IJke  warlike  w  the  wolf,  for  what  they  eat.* 

They  have  indeed  a  regard  to  their  character,  at  thit  lau  may  afect 
their  lirclibood  or  adrancemeDt,  none  a*  it  ••  connected  with  a  teate 
of  propriety  ;  and  thai  acta  their  mother-wit  and  oatire  taleotc  at  work 
npon  a  double  6\e  of  cxpcdieuu,  to  bilk  their  conicicncci,  and  talve 
their  rcptttaiiofl.  In  thoin,  j-ou  never  know  where  to  have  thera,  any 
more  tha^i  if  they  were  of  a  difieteat  apecici  of  animale ;  and  in 
truaiiog  to  them,  you  are  sure  to  be  betrayed  and  over-reached. 
You  hare  other  thing*  to  mind,  they  we  thinking  only  of  you,  and 
bow  to  turn  yon  to  advantage.  Gtve  and  taie  la  no  maxim  here. 
You  can  build  nothing  on  your  own  moderation  or  on  their  falie 
ddicaey.  After  a  familiar  conrenation  with  a  waiter  at  a  iaTern> 
yi>ii  over-hear  bim  calling  you  by  tome  provoking  nickname.  If  you 
make  a  preaeni  to  the  daughter  of  the  houae  where  rou  lodge,  the 
mother  la  sure  to  recollect  aotne  addition  to  her  bill.  It  ii  a  nmnbg 
figlii.  In  faci,  there  it  a  ptiiKiple  in  human  nature  not  willingly  to 
eadu.'e  the  idea  of  a  tuperior,  a  tour  jicobanical  ditpontioo  to  wipe  out 
the  tcore  of  obltgatioa,  or  e^ce  the  tmie]  of  external  advanugea— and 
where  othen  have  the  opportooity  of  coming  in  contact  with  ua,  they 
generally  iind  the  meant  to  estabJUb  a  lulficirntly  marked  degree  of 
degrjuling  e<)ualiiy.  No  man  it  a  hero  to  bia  talet-dc-chambre,  ia  an 
old  maxim.  A  new  illwiration  of  thia  principle  occurred  ibc  other 
day.

Our  tentiaMnu  of  thit 
kind  are  rooted  sod  grow  id  iu,  aad  we  cannot  eradicate  them  by 
voluntary  meaoa.  Bendca,  our  jndgmenta  arc  betpokc,  our  iaicrefU 
take  part  with  our  blood.  If  aoy  doubt  ariaoi  if  tbc  Tctl  of  our 
inpltcit  coafidcMC  i*  drawa  mmIc  by  any  accident  for  a  moment,  the 
•hock  ia  too  KfCBi,  like  that  of  a  diiiocmd  limb,  and  wc  recoil 
on  our  h^Kinai  inprewioiM  ajim.  Let  BOI  that  raJ  ever  be  rent 
endrety  aauader,  to  that  thoae  image*  nay  be  left  bare  of  rerereottal 
awe,  and  kiae  their  leli^ioD:  for  nothji^  can  ever  tupport  tbe  dc*ola> 
tioo  of  the  hean  aiterwiirdi. 

The  grcaieu  miarortunc  that  can  happen  among  rclitiona  t*  » 
diffi^rent  way  of  bringiog  up,  to  a*  to  act  oik  anothei'a  Ofn&iona  aad.^ 
chancten  in  an  entirely  new  point  of  view.  Tbis  oftea  let*  io  aa 
BDwdcoroe  dsy-lighi  oo  the  lubjec^  and  famd*  •chiaoa,  coldnea*,! 
and  bcttrable  heart-burDinj>ii  io  fiuniliea.  I  bave  aonetime*  thought 
whether  tbe  pragreat  of  lOciety  and  march  o^  knowledge  doe4  not  do 
mote  barm  b  thia  teapect,  by  looMning  tbe  tin  of  docneidc  attach- 
mtnt,  Bod  preventing  Uiotc  who  uc  mon  intcreMed  in,  and  anxious 
to  think  well  of  ooe  another,  from  itelinj;  a  cordial  iymp«thy  and 
approbation  of  each  otbet'a  Kntiments,  maanera,  views,  Sic  than  it 
does  good  by  any  real  advantage  to  the  cocnanuifty  M  large.  Tbe 
ion,  for  inuaoce,  ii  brouf;bt  up  to  the  cliurch,  and  noouDg  can  exceed 
the  pride  and  pleasure  tbe  huiet  take*  ia  btm,  while  all  goea  on  well 
in  thii  favourite  direction.  Hit  notion*  change,  and  he  imbibe*  « 
ia*ic  for  the  Fine  Artt.  Prom  thit  moment  there  is  xa  end  of  any 
thing  tike  the  ume  uareKwrd  communication  between  them.  The 
young  nun  may  talk  with  ciithu*ia»m  of  hi*  *  Rembraiidt*,  Cornggpoa, 
and  kiulf:'  ti  ii  all  J/rirrw  to  the  ekler;  and  whatever  tuirfacdoB 
be  may  feel  in  hearing  of  hi*  aon't  progre«»,  or  good  wiiJie*  for  hia 
luccew,  he  i*  never  reconciled  to  the  new  pumiit,  he  *till  hdnken 
after  the  tint  object  that  be  had  cet  hi*  mind  upon.  Again,  the 
grand&ther  i*  a  ^vinJM,  who  never  get*  tbe  better  of  hit  diuppoint- 
ment  at  hi*  *oo'*  going  over  to  the  Unitirian  *ide  of  ibe  qucMioD. 
Tbe  matter  rc«t«  here,  till  the  grand-son,  lomc  j-cars  after,  io  the 
fashion  of  the  day  and  'infinite  agitation  of  men'*  wit,'  oomea  to 
doabt  certain  poinia  in  the  creed  in  which  be  ha*  been  brooght  up, 
and  tbe  affair  la  all  abroad  agajn.  Here  are  three  genetataoot  nuoo 
uncomfenable  and  in  ii  manner  tet  at  variance,  by  a  veering  point  of 
theoJogy*  and  the  ollicious  mctidling  biblical  critic*!  Nothing,  on 
on  the  other  hjind,  can  be  more  wretched  or  common  than  that  upttart  j 
pride  and  intolcnt  good  fortune  which  is  ashamed  of  it*  origin  i  nor 
are  there  many  things  rooiie  awkward  than  the  dtoatioa  of  rich  and 
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poor  relations.  Hsppy.  much  liappirr,  arc  thote  iribea  and  people 
who  are  cooitned  to  the  sune  tarir  laai  way  of  life  from  tire  to  ton, 
where  prejudicu*  are  tiaoBinicted  like  inslinctii,  and  where  the  tame 
unvarying  ntnndard  of  opinion  and  rc&ncDicnt  hiends  countJcw  geneca- 
tionc  in  iu  improgrcRiivc,  cverlaning  mouJd  ! 

Not  only  ia  then*  ■  wilful  and  habitual  bliodneu  in  near  kindred 
to  each  othcr'i  defect*,  but  an  incnpacity  to  judftc  from  the  (ju.iniiiy 
of  nuterialt,  from  the  contradictoriaeat  of  the  evidence.  The  ch^a 
of  particulars  ■*  too  long  and  maHnr  lor  tu  to  liit  it  or  put  it  into  the 
moit  approved  ethical  ncatu.  The  concrete  re*di  don  not  antwer 
to  any  abttnct  theory,  to  any  logical  dciinition.  There  ia  black,  and 
while,  and  grey,  wjuarc  and  round— there  are  too  many  anomaliei, 
too  niany  redeeming  point*,  in  poor  human  nature,  such  as  it  actually 
\i,  for  u«  to  arrire  at  a  ^mart,  nummary  deciaioD  on  it.  We  know 
100  much  to  come  le  any  hanly  or  partial  concluiioo.  We  do  not 
peODounce  upon  th'  -  'eient  act,  because  a  hundred  other*  rite  up  to 
contradict  it.  ^Vi_  i^n  ml  our  judgmentn  altogether,  because  in  ctfcct 
one  thing  uncoDSciooily  haJance*  another ;  and  tx-rhap*  this  obttiaate, 
pcitinaciout  indcciaion  would  be  the  Irocit  philoaophy  in  other  catci, 
where  we  diepote  of  the  queation  of  character  caiily,  becauac  we  have 
only  the  unutlctt  part  of  the  evidence  to  decide  upon.  Real  character 
ta  not  one  thing,  but  a  thouiand  things ;  actual  qualitie*  do  not  con- 
form to  any  ^ctitiou«  standard  in  the  mind,  but  rest  upon  their  own 
truth  and  nature.  The  dull  mupor  under  which  wc  labour  in  rcipcct 
of  thoRc  whom  we  have  the  grcawM  opportunitict  of  inspecting  nearly, 
wc  tihould  do  well  to  imitate,  bdbre  we  give  extreme  and  uncharitable 
verdict*  agajnat  thnee  whom  we  only  tee  in  paatinp,,  or  at  a  diitance. 
If  we  knew  them  better,  we  should  be  diipoacd  to  uy  Icm  about 
ibem. 

!n  the  truth  of  thing*,  there  arc  none  utterly  wonhlea*,  none  with- 
out aome  drawback  on  their  pretention*,  or  tome  alloy  of  imperfection. 
It  haa  been  obaerved  that  a  familiarity  with  the  worat  character* 
ItatetM  OUT  abhonence  of  them  i  and  a  wonder  ia  often  expteucd  that 
the  ];reate«  criminal*  look  like  other  men.  The  reaaoo  i*  that  thty 
are  Sii  other  iwn  in  niiay  rtifKli,  If  a  particular  individual  waa 
merely  the  wretch  wc  read  of,  or  conceive  in  the  atwtract,  that  i*,  if 
be  wai  the  mere  pcttonified  idea  of  the  criminal  brought  to  the  bar, 
be  would  not  diEappotot  the  apeciatoi,  but  would  look  like  what  he 
would  be — a  monaier !  Uut  he  hat  other  ([ualitiet,  idea*,  feelings 
nay,  probably  iirtues,  mixed  up  with  the  mort  profligate  habit*  or 
detperate  act*.  Thi*  need  not  letien  our  abhorrence  of  the  crime, 
lhoii^',h  it  doe*  of  the  crnninai ;  for  it  hai  the  latter  ctTeCt  only  by 
*howing  him  to  ui  in  ditferatt  point*  of  licw,  in  which  he  appear*  a 
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adcnowledgracBt  of  hb  medtut«d  guilt  to  bit  own  mindi  by  putting 
ioU)  hit  motitb  that  ttfiking  totiloqujr :

I  am  not  tan,  ind««d,  thai  I  have  not  got  this  wbotc  ttun  of

XCMBt.  That  (;eDt1mian,  I  recollect,  odcc  aikcd  me  whether  I 
thought  that  the  different  members  of  a  (uniily  really  liked  one 
ancrther  lo  well,  or  bad  to  much  attachment  ai  was  generally 
■uppoted :  and  I  nid  that  I  conceived  the  regard  ihcy  had 
towards  each  other  wm  cxprntcd  by  ibc  word  mitral,  rather  than  by 
any  other ;  which  he  said  wit  the  true  answer.  I  do  Dot  know 
that  I  could  mend  it  now.  Natural  affection  ii  not  pleasure  io  one 
aootber's  compaDy,  nor  admiraiioo  of  one  another's  (]ualitie« ;  but  it 
ia  an  intimate  and  deep  koowledge  of  (be  thing*  that  affect  thoae,  to 
whom  we  are  bound  by  the  neareit  ttei,  with  pleasure  or  pain ;  it  Is 
an  anxiout,  uneasy,  fcllow-lreliog  with  them,  a  jealous  watchfulness 
OTcr  their  good  name,  a  tender  and  uneont|ucrabie  yearning  for  ihrir 
good.

We  lore  oursclTcs,  not  according  to  out  deserts, 
but  our  craTtngs  after  good ;  so  wc  lore  our  immediate  relations  in 
the  next  degree  (if  not,  eren  somctiiiws  a  higher  one)  because  w« 
know  best  what  ihcy  hare  sufiiered  lod  what  siu  nearest  lo  their 
h«an>.  Wc  are  implicated,  b  lact,  ia  their  wcllBrv,  by  habit  ud 
•yiBpothy,  St  we  are  id  our  owb. 

If  our  devotion  to  our  own  interests  it  much  the  same  as  to  theirs, 
we  are  ignorant  of  our  own  characters  for  the  same  reason.  We  are 
paniea  too  m«cb  concerned  to  return  a  lair  rerdict,  and  are  too  much 
m  the  secret  of  our  own  modres  or  sitnation  not  to  be  able  to  give  a 
favDarable  turn  to  one  actioot.  We  exetcite  a  liberal  criticHm  neon 
ouriclves,  and  put  off  the  final  decision  to  a  late  day.  The  field  is 
large  and  open,  Hamlet  exclaims,  with  a  noble  magnantmitj,  *  I 
COOOt  mjseU  indiffcrciM  booeM,  and  yet  I  could  accuse  roe  of'^such 
_  I ' '  If  T°^  could  prore  to  a  man  tiiac  he  is  a  koate,  it  would

ESSAY  XXXII 


ON  THI    PICTURESQUE    AHD    IDEAL 


A   FIACMENT 

The  natural  in  virible  objecli  is  whatever  is  ordinarily  presented  to 
the  tenten:  the  picturctquc  ia  that  which  otandt  out,  and  uichei  the 
attention  by  tome  striking  peculiarity  t  the  idial  i>  that  which  answrrt 
to  the  preconcrind  JnuginBdon  and  appetite  ia  the  mind  for  love  and 
beauty.  The  jnctunaque  depends  chielly  on  the  principle  of  dis- 
crimination 01  coniratti  the  id/^l  on  haimony  and  cuniinuiiy  of 
effect :  the  one  aurprisci,  the  other  uti!ii!<^i  the  mind  ;  the  one  «aru 
otr  from  a  fiiyto  point,  the  other  rcpotn  on  itself;  the  one  is 
determined  by  an  excess  of  ibrm,  the  other  by  a  concentration  of 
feeling. 

The  picture*i{ue  may  be  considered  at  somethbg  like  aa  ex- 
crescence on  the  face  of  nature.  It  rius  imperceptibly  into  tbe 
laniMtical  and  grotesque.  Fairies  and  satyrs  arc  picturesque ;  bat 
they  are  scarry  iiieat.  They  are  an  extreme  and  uDiqiie  con- 
ception of  a  certain  thing,  but  not  of  what  the  mind  delights  in,  or 
broods  fondly  over.  The  imaee  created,  by  the  anitt's  hand  is  ikk 
moulded  ud  fashioned  by  the  love  of  good  and  yearning  after  grace 
and  beauty,  but  rAhcr  the  contrary  :  that  is  they  are  idea  deformity, 
not  ideal  beauty.  ftabens  was  pctliapc  tbe  motl  picturesouc  of 
paioitrst   but  lie  wu  alnon  the  least  i/itai.    So  Rembrandt  was 
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from  the  ttrait  lines  aod  sliatp  angleft  ^^  dtp  incision  anj  drajyiing 
of  b!i  pencil,  like  a  hanow  over  the  j^rounJ,  unci  die  bioad  vontnut 
of  eartti  and  »ky.  £«rU),  in  lii*  copiet,  is  rough  and  bairy ;  nnd 
Fan  h.ii  (truck  hit  haDf  aguinut  it ! — A  camel  i«  a  piciurc«c|ue 
ornament  in  »  LndKipc  or  hittory -piece.  Thi«  ii  not  merely  from 
it*  romantic  >nd  orienul  chniacier;  for  an  elephant  ha*  not  the  tame 
dfect,  and  if  introduced  a»  n  neccuary  appendage,  i»  alio  an  unwieldy 
iBcambraoce.  A  negro's  head  in  a  group  is  piciurt'scjue  from  coo- 
traat :  to  are  the  spou  on  a  panther'n  liide.  ThiK  wat  the  principle 
that  Paul  Veroneae  went  upon,  who  a.-tid  the  rule  for  compoution  wai 
Ufti  sgpOB  <^iutt,  and  wbitt  upon  i/iai.  He  wai  a  pretty  good 
judge.  Hi*  cclcbrnted  picture  of  ihe  Marriage  of  Cana  i*  in  all 
likelihood  the  complete«l  piece  of  woikman*hip  extant  in  the  art. 
When  I  «av  it,  it  nearly  coirered  one  side  of  a  large  room  in  the 
Louvre  (being  itatlf  forty  feet  by  twenty) — and  ii  seemed  as  if  that 
aide  of  the  apartment  was  thrown  open,  and  you  looked  out  at  the 
open  sky,  at  buildings,  marble  pillars,  galleries  with  people  in  them, 
emperor*,  female  slaveSf  Turki,  negroes,  muiicians,  oil  the  famous 
painters  of  the  tiroe,  the  tables  loaded  wiih  viands,  gohlel«,  and  dogs 
under  them — a  sparkling,  orerwhelming  confusion,  a  bright,  un- 
expected reality — the  only  fault  you  could  find  was  that  no  miracle 
wa*  going  on  in  the  faces  of  the  spectators :  the  only  miracle  there 
was  the  picture  itself!  A  French  gentleman,  who  showed  mc  this 
■  triumph  of  pdotiBe  '  (as  it  has  been  called),  perceiving  I  was  struck 
with  it,  obMfvcd,  <  My  wife  admires  it  exceedingly  for  the  facility  of 
the  execution.'  I  took  this  proof  of  sympathy  for  n  compliment. 
It  is  said  that  when  Humboldt,  the  celebrated  traveller  and  naturalist, 
was  introduced  to  Buonapstie,  ihc  L'mpetoi  addressed  him  in  ihew 
worda^'  f^an  aimrz  In  baiamqut,  Meniimr ' — and  on  the  other'* 
replying  in  the  alfirniilive,  added — '  £t  ma  fimmc  aussi .' '  This  ha* 
been  found  fault  with  as  a  piece  of  brutality  and  insolence  in  the 
great  man  by  bigorcd  critics,  who  do  not  know  what  a  thing  it  is  to 
get  a  Frenchwoman  to  agree  with  them  in  any  point.  For  my  part, 
I  took  the  observation  as  it  was  meant,  and  it  did  not  put  me  out  of 

conceit  with  niyaelf  or  the  picture  that  Madame  M liked  it  ai 

well  at  MontUir  Fvlngias.     Certainly,  there  could  be  no  harm  in

By  the  side  of  it  happened  to  be  hung  two  allegorical  picture* 
oben*  (and  in  such  matter*  he  too  was  'no  baby^') — I  don't 
TSmember  what  the  ligute*  were,  but  the  texture  seemed  of  wool  or 
cotton.  The  texture  of  the  Paul  Veronese  was  not  wool  or  cotton, 
but  stuff,  jewels,  Hcth,  marble,  air,  whatever  composed  the  essence  of 
the  varied  subjects,  in  endless  relief  and  truth  of  handling.  If  the 
'  *Atii  surely  Maadticirda  wss  no  hiby.* — H*iianicroi«"s  Auosro. 
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your  tombs,  Iwuthleu  at  the  gnve  that  hoIJi  you !  And  thou,  oh  ! 
ihou,  to  whom  my  heart  turna,  and  will  turn  while  it  h-M  t'cc-ling  left, 
who  didst  loTc  in  vain,  and  whose  tint  wm  thy  tnn  Righ,  wilt  not 
itiou  100  feat  in  peace  (or  wilt  thou  cry  to  me  complaining  from  thy 
cby-cold  bed]  when  that  tad  heirt  ii  no  longer  Md,  and  that  lortow 
U  dead  which  thou  weri  only  called  into  tbc  world  to  feel ! 

It  i*  certiiin  that  tlicre  it  nothing  in  the  idea  of  3  pre-cxiitrat  ttate 
that  excitea  out  longing  like  the  proipect  of  a  poothumoui  cxiiicncc. 
We  aic  laiitfied  to  hafc  begun  life  whrn  we  did  ;  wc  have  no  Ambi- 
tion to  have  Kt  out  on  our  journey  *ooQer ;  Hnd  feci  that  we  Iisve 
bid  ()uite  enough  to  do  to  battle  our  way  through  liiace.  We 
canBot  tay, 

"The  wars  we  well  remembn  of  King  Nine, 
Of  old  Aasancuianil  Inaehu*  divine.' 

Neither  hlte  we  any  wiah :  we  ;ire  contented  10  read  of  tbeta  in 
tlory,  and  to  Hand  and  ea/e  at  the  taut  eea  of  time  that  aeparalc*  ua 
from  them.  It  wa*  early  day*  then:  the  world  waa  not  wrll-airtj 
enough  tor  ui:  wc  ha*c  no  inclination  to  have  been  up  and  Kirring. 
We  do  not  cooaidcr  the  tix  ihoatand  yeat*  of  the  world  before  wc 
w«re  born  a«  to  mucb  umc  loat  to  us :  we  are  perfectly  indifTerent 
about  the  matter.  We  do  not  grieve  and  lament  that  we  did  not 
happen  to  be  in  time  to  tee  the  grund  maak  and  pageant  of  hunun  life 
going  on  in  all  thai  period ;  though  wc  arc  mortified  at  being  obliged 
■to  Quit  our  Mand  before  the  mt  of  the  ptocciiion  passes. 
'  It  may  be  auggettcd  in  explanation  of  this  dilference,  that  we 
know  from  various  records  and  traditions  what  hapjwned  in  the  time 
of  Queen  Anne,  or  e«eo  in  the  reigni  of  the  Aasytian  monnrcbi  i 
but  that  wc  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  what  is  to  happen  hcreaJter 
but  by  awaiting  the  event,  itnd  that  our  eagernei*  ana  curiosity  arc 
tharpcoed  in  proportion  .11  we  are  in  the  dark  about  it.  1'his  is  not 
at  all  the  case ;  for  at  thai  rate  wc  should  be  conHianily  wishing  to 
make  a  voyage  of  discoTcry  to  Greenland  or  to  ihc  Moon,  neither  of 
which  we  have,  b  jencral,  the  least  deaire  to  do.  Neither,  in  truth, 
have  we  any  pardcubr  solicitude  to  pry  into  the  secrets  of  futurity, 
but  aa  a  pretext  for  prolonging  our  own  cxiatcoce.  It  is  not  ao  much 
thai  we  care  to  be  alive  a  hundred  or  a  thousand  year*  henc«,  any 
mote  than  to  have  been  alire  a  hundred  or  a  thouaand  years  ago :  l>uE 
the  thing  liea  here,  that  wc  would  all  of  us  wish  the  present  moment 
to  last  for  ever.  We  would  be  na  wc  arc,  and  would  have  the  world 
faniin  juat  a  it  is,  to  pleafc  us.

The  love  of  life,  then,  ia  an  hahitual  aitachmcDt,  not  an  abwract^ 
pnncijile.  Siniply  le  h  docs  not  'content  man's  OMunl  deibei'  wt 
long  to  be  in  a  certain  timci  place,  and  circumMance.  We  woold 
much  rather  be  now,  ■  on  thin  mdIc  and  ihoat  of  tiine,'  than  hare  our 
choice  of  any  future  period,  than  take  a  tlice  of  lifiy  of  tixty  ycwi 
out  of  the  Millennium,  for  iniunce.  Thin  (howi  that  our  actachmeiM 
ia  not  confined  riihcr  lo  Iting  or  to  ^vtH-tring  j  bot  that  we  have  an 
miYteratc  prejudice  in  favour  of  our  immedUlc  exHteocc,  uich  aa  it 
in.  The  mountaineer  will  not  leave  hia  rock,  nor  the  tava^c  his  hut ; 
neither  are  we  willinjt  to  give  up  our  preicot  mode  of  life,  with  all  rit 
adnntaget  and  diiadrantagct,  for  any  other  that  could  be  Mbctiancd 
for  it.  No  man  would,  I  think,  exchange  hi*  cxioeoce  with  any 
Other  man,  however  fortunate.  We  had  a*  lief  not  it,  sa  not  tr  oar* 
itfvit.  There  are  Romr  pcnonc  of  that  reach  of  tout  that  they  would 
Bke  to  live  two  hondrrd  and  fifty  year*  hence,  lo  eee  to  what  lieight 
of  ein^re  America  will  have  grown  up  in  that  period,  or  whetber  the 
Engltib  coDctituiioD  will  last  to  long.  These  are  point!  beyond  me^ 
But  I  GonfcM  I  should  like  to  live  to  tee  the  downfall  of  the  Bourboo 
That  ia  a  vital  i^uettioa  with  me  i  and  I  ahall  like  it  the  better, 
(ooner  it  happens ! 

No  young  man  ever  tbinki  he  iball  die.  He  may  believe  that 
oibcr*  will,  or  amenc  to  the  docirinc  that '  all  men  are  mortal '  ai  aa 
abstract  proposition,  but  he  ia  far  enough  from  biingiog  it  home  to 
himiwlf  indiiidually.'  Youili,  buoyant  activity,  and  animal  ipiritt, 
hold  abioluie  UQiipaihy  with  old  a^v  aa  well  as  with  death  ;  nor  have 
we,  in  the  hey-day  of  life,  any  more  than  in  the  thoughtle«ncH  of 
childhood,  the  remoteit  conception  how 

'Thtt  Mniiblc  warm  motion  can  become 
A  ktuaded  clod ' — 

nor  how  anguine,  florid  health  and  vigour,  shall  ■  turn  to  withe 
wnk,  «nd  grey.*     Or  if  in  a  moment  of  idle  tpecuiaiioa  we  iodulg 
ID  this  notion  of  the  dote  of  life  as  a  theory,  it  is  amazbg  n  »bit  a'

at  our  journcy'i  end  ;  and  without  our  in  the  IcMt  toMptcUDg  it,  the 
misu  ate  at  our  fe«.  and  t)ie  ohailows  of  aj['  eocorapaM  u«.  The 
two  dtvitione  of  our  lirn  ha*e  melted  into  eacJi  ottirr  :  ibe  extreme 
pointi  ckwe  and  meet  with  none  of  that  romantic  interval  iiretcbbg 
out  between  them,  that  wc  had  reckoned  upon  ;  and  for  the  rich, 
melancholy,  lolenui  hue*  of  age,  'the  sear,  the  yellow  leaf,'  ihc 
deepening  thadow*  of  an  autumnal  evening,  we  only  lecl  a  d.isk,  cold 
mist,  encirclinj!  all  objectu,  after  the  spirit  of  youth  u  fled.  There 
it  no  iodacement  to  look  forward  i  and  what  in  worte,  little  inieren 
IQ  looking  back  to  what  hai  become  lo  trite  and  comnion.  The 
plcamrcs  of  our  existence  have  worn  themielvci  nut,  are  ■  gone  into 
the  wattci  of  time,'  or  have  turned  iheir  indifferent  tide  lo  ui ;  the 
pain*  by  their  repeated  blows  have  worn  u»  out,  and  haie  left  ui 
neither  spirit  nor  inclination  to  encounter  tlietn  again  in  retroipect. 
We  do  not  want  to  tip  up  old  grievances,  oor  to  renew  our  youth  like 
the  pho-nix,  oor  to  live  out  lives  twice  over.  Once  ii  enough.  A» 
the  tree  falbi  to  let  it  lie.  Shut  up  the  book  and  gIuk  the  account 
once  for  all ! 

It  hat  been  thought  by  some  that  life  i>  like  the  exploring  of  a 
poteagc  that  grows  narrower  u)d  darker  the  farther  we  adrance, 
without  a  possibility  of  ever  turning  back,  and  where  we  are  stilled 
for  want  of  breath  at  last.     For  myaelf,  I  do  not  complain  of  the 

5rcater  thickness  of  the  atmosphere  aa  I  approach  the  narrow  houae. 
fell  it  more,  formerly,'  when  the  idea  alone  teemed  to  nippres*  a 
thousand  riting  hopes,  and  weighed  upon  the  pulie*  of  the  blood.    At 

Ecenent  I  rather  feel  a  thinneit  and  want  of  support,  I  stretch  out  my 
ud  to  some  object  and  lind  none,  I  am  too  much  in  a  world  of 
abnnction  ;  the  naked  map  of  life  n  spread  out  before  me,  and  in  the 
cmptiotM  and  detolation  I  see  I>eatl)  coming  tu  meet  me.  In  my 
youth  I  could  nut  behold  him  for  the  crowd  of  ubjecta  and  leelinfiBi 
and  Hope  stood  always  between  u«,  saying — '  Never  mind  that  old 
telluw  !  *  If  1  had  Uved  indeed,  I  should  not  care  to  die.  But  t  do 
not  tike  a  cfmttact  of  pIcMure  broken  oJT  unfuliiltcd,  a  marriage  with 
joy  UDConiummated,  a  pramite  of  hippioess  rctcinded.  My  public 
and  private  hopes  have  been  left  a  ruin,  or  remain  only  to  mock  me. 
I  would  with  them  to  be  re^editied.  I  should  like  to  sec  some  pro- 
spect of  good  to  mankind,  aacb  «a  my  life  began  with.

Ii  it  not  wo«der^l  tbat  tbe  cootemplitioa  and  ftar  of  death  beoo 
more  familiar  to  us  m  we  approach  nearer  lo  it ;  tbat  life  wenM  to 
ebb  with  tbe  decay  of  blood  aad  youthiul  KptrtU  t  ^od  that  as  we 
lind  everjr  thing  about  na  Mibjcct  to  chance  and  change,  M  ovr 
Rrength  and  beauty  die,  aa  onr  bofiet  aad  paauoa*,  our  frienda  aod 
our  a^rctioM  Icare  tu,  we  begin  by  d<-greT4  to  feel  ovridtea  nonal ! 

I  have  never  teen  death  but  oace,  and  thai  was  in  an  iaCuL     It  ■ 
year*  a^o.     The  look  wa*  calm  aod  placid,  ind  the  face  waa  lair 
xnd  firm.     It  waa  aa  if  a  waxen  image  had  been  laid  out  in  tbe 
Golfin,  aiMl  strewed  with  innocent  floweri.     It  was  not  like  deadvi 
bvi  more  like  an  image  of  life !     No  breath  moied  the  lip*,  oo  pufaej 
ttirrcd,  no  tight  or  tound  would  eater  tboae  e^cc  or  ear*  morcij 
While  I  looked  al  it,  I  uw  no  pun  «m  there;  it  •rcmcd  to  mtilc  : 
tbc  short  pang  of  life  which  waa  over:  but  I  contd  not  beftr 
coffin-lid  to  be  doted — it  seemed  to  stifle  me  ;  aod  atill  as  the  oetdea ' 
ware  in  a  corner  of  tbc  charchyard  over  hia  little  graire,  the  welcome 
breeze  help*  to  reftcoh  me,  and  ease  tbe  tigbtnec*  at  my  bnast ! 

Ab  irory  or  marble  inuge,  like  Chantry's  monument  of  the  two 
cbildreo,  is  contemplated  with  pure  delight.  Why  do  we  not  grieiwj 
and  liet  that  ibc  marble  ii  not  aliiv,  or  fancy  that  it  hat  a  ihorC 
of  breath  ?  It  nciei  was  alirc ;  and  it  it  the  difficulty  of  makiog  ' 
iramition  from  life  to  deatli,  the  straggle  between  th«  tvro  in  out 
inuginatioo,  that  confound*  their  properties  painltiUy  toeether,  and 
make*  u*  coaceiTc  that  the  infant  that  it  but  juit  dead,  stfll  wattu  to 
breathe,  to  en^,  and  look  about  it,  and  is  pfcTrnced  i^  the  icy 
of  death,  lockmg  op  it*  faculiiM  and  beoumbiiig  iu  senses ;  so 
if  it  coold,  it  would  complain  of  it«  own  hard  icfate.  Pc 
religious  coosidcratioai  tecoacile  the  mind  to  ihia  change  tooiner 
any  otfaets,  by  repreaentt&g  the  spirit  as  ttcd  to  inotbn  tphcrc,  aod 
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leaving  the  body  behind  ii.  So  ia  rcflcctiog  on  death  gmcralljr,  w« 
mix  v[)  the  idea  of  life  with  it,  aod  thu«  make  it  the  ghastly  mottitcr 
it  it.     We  thiok  liow  we  should  feel|  not  how  the  dead  ticcl.

There  in  an  admixable  paiaage  on  ibia  nibjeet  in  Tuciut's  Ligii  af 
Nalrrt  PuriurJ,  which  I  ihall  transcribe,  a>  by  much  the  bcK 
illiutntioin  1  can  otTer  of  it. 

'The  mctaccholy  appearance  of  a  lifcle**  body,  ihe  mansion 
peovided  fot  it  to  inhulni,  dark,  coM,  cloae  mm)  solitary,  are  shocking 
to  the  imagination  ;  but  it  is  la  the  Imafiaation  only,  not  the  under- 
standing 1  for  whoever  consulti  this  faculty  will  see  at  first  glance, 
ihiil  there  i(  nothing  dimnal  in  all  tbew  citcum«uncc« :  tf  the  corpse 
were  kepi  wrapped  up  in  a  warm  bed,  with  a  roasting  lire  in  the 
chamber,  it  would  feel  no  connfortable  wannth  therHrom;  were 
More  of  taperi  lighted  up  u  toon  an  day  dots  in,  it  would  tee  oo 
objects  to  dirert  it ;  were  it  Idt  at  large  it  would  bare  no  liberty, 
nor  if  turrouoded  with  company  would  be  cheered  thereby ;  neither 
are  the  diitorted  Innrea  exprcMioos  of  pain,  naeatincst,  or  diitrcM. 
Tlus  cTcry  one  kaowv,  and  will  readily  illaw  upon  bnag  mggeated, 
ym  still  caooot  heboid,  not  even  cut  a  thought  upon  ibote  objects 
without  draddetiagt  for  koowii^  that  a  litiog  perton  mutn  lufer 
grieiroaily  under  luch  3p|)earancei,  they  become  habiiaallr  formidable 
to  the  mind,  and  tlrike  a  mechiintcal  hmrot,  which  in  mcreated  by 
the  cutons  of  the  world  .-iround  ui«.' 

There  it  usually  one  p^ing  added  toluotarily  and  unnecessarily  to 
the  fear  of  death,  by  our  aRecting  to  compaatiooate  the  lots  which 
others  will  hare  in  us.  If  that  were  all,  «re  might  reasonably  set  our 
oitndt  at  rest.  The  pathetic  exhortation  oo  country  toinbtcooes, 
'  GricTc  not  for  me,  my  wife  and  childrco  dear,'  &c  i«  for  the  moct 
|ntt  speedily  followed  to  the  letter.  We  do  not  Icotf  »o  great  > 
Totd  in  society  as  we  arc  inclined  to  imagine,  nanly  to  magnify  our 
own  imponaoce,  and  partly  to  console  ourteleet  by  sympathy.  E^reo 
in  tbe  same  family  the  gap  it  nut  so  great ;  Ui«  wound  closet  up 
•eoner  than  we  tbonki  expect.  Nay,  oar  room  is  not  unfrequently 
thought  better  than  but  i-ttiifany.  People  walk  along  the  Mreet*  the 
day  after  oui  deaths  just  as  tbey  did  before,  and  the  crowd  i«  not 
<limiasihcd*  Wliile  we  were  lirins.  the  world  seemed  in  a  nunoer  to 
tun  only  for  na,  for  our  ddigbt  and  amistenieBt,  because  it  contriboted 
to  them.  But  OUT  hcaita  ceaae  to  beat,  and  it  goei  on  at  usual,  and 
thinks  no  more  about  u«  than  it  did  in  our  Itft-tinae.  The  miiUoa  are 
devoid  of  teittimeot,  sod  care  a*  little  for  you  or  me  as  jf  we  belonged 
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to  thr  loooa.  Wc  inv  the  wtck  over  is  tbr 
an  decend*  jncnreil  id  mmk  ebiwary  u  the  naiBh'i  oiJ !  It  h 
not  MirprHng  tliat  tn  ue  Eorgotm  w  toon  after  «v  <)wt  thu 
iBOrtal  Mage :  we  ve  Karccly  noticed,  wliile  wv  ue  oa  it.  It  u  not  ■ 
menty  that  out  nomct  arc  dm  laown  is  China — they  have  hanlly  bceo 
beard  of  in  the  i>e%t  untt.  We  are  haad  aad  gloTc  with  the 
tmtvenCi  tad  think  the  obligation  it  miKuL  Thk  ii  aa  eridem 
&lbcy.  If  (hi*i  bowncr.  do«  Dot  trooblc  w  now,  it  will  mat 
hePB>ft«r.  A  hndM  of  doat  can  hare  no  qvatrd  to  piclE  with  ita '

aitd,  after  tU  ihort  date,  they  hardly  learn  a  name  bduod  thecD.  '  A 
greoa  man'*  nemory  nuy,  at  tbe  common  rate,  nirrive  hioi  haV  a 
year.'  Hit  heir*  and  aucoeiMta  take  hit  title«,  hi*  power,  and  bit 
wealth — all  that  made  him  cooaidcrable  or  coortcd  bj  others  (  aixl 
ht  haa  left  nothiog  cite  bdusd  faia  atbtr  to  ddi^  or  twvcfit 
the  wcrld.  Poaterity  are  not  by  aajr  OMOM  IO  diMMmtcd  aa  they 
arc  tsppoaed  to  be.  They  gire  their  gratitude  awl  adnirMioa  oelj 
in  retnra  for  beoefita  ooofcrred.  They  cfaeiiah  the  neiDory  of  ihoae 
to  whom  they  arc  indebted  for  tnanetion  and  delight  i  and  they 
cheriah  it  juM  in  proponioa  to  the  iixtrvctioo  and  delight  they 
■re  coicioot  they  reccire.  The  atntimtai  of  adaufanoB  ^mai 
inwnediatdy  from  this  gnxud ;  aod  onoot  bo  otberwiac  ihaa  wul 
fiMndcd.> 

The  eAmioate  cliogiog  to  life  u  Mch,  aa  a  general  or  abftract 
idea,  ia  tbe  effect  of  a  highly  ciriliaed  and  artificial  state  of  aodety. 
Men  formerly  plunj;ed  into  all  the  viciMitndc*  and  danger*  of  war,  or 
•taked  their  all  npoo  a  liogle  die,  or  tome  ooc  paawon,  which  if  they

phyit  DCT*  poona,  new  novel*,  uad  thia  wc  m^j  do  at  our  leiiufv,  m 
perfect  aecttriCf,  aii  Infinittim.  If  we  look  tnto  tlie  old  hiatoriet  and 
romaocn,  before  the  btUn-lttini  ncutialiied  human  adaiis  and  reduced 
pataion  to  a  iicatc  of  mental  d^uirocBlion,  we  lind  the  heroes  and 
hcroinrf  not  aeiting  thctr  lire*  ■  at  a  pm'i  fee,'  but  taiher  cottrting 
opponunkiea  of  tlirowing  thera  away  in  very  wuilonnrts  of  ipirit. 
TVy  raiac  their  fondiWM  for  aome  l^vourite  puraait  to  iu  height,  to 
a  |»tch  of  madtiMl^  and  think  no  pric«  too  dear  to  pay  for  iti  full 
jtratiScation.  Every  thio^  elie  ia  drnu.  They  go  to  death  aa  to 
a  bridal  bed.  and  ucrilice  themtelvea  or  other*  without  renionc  at  the 
ahrine  of  love,  of  honour,  of  religion,  or  any  other  prevailiof;  feeling. 
Romeo  runa  hi*  *(ca-i>ic)c,  wary  bark  upon  the  rock*'  of  death,  llie 
inatant  he  Itndi  himaclf  deprived  of  his  Jaliclt  and  «hc  clatp*  hi* 
neck  in  thctr  laH  ngoniea,  and  followa  hini  to  the  aame  fatal  ihore. 
One  «troo|;  idea  takca  po«M.-*aioa  of  the  tniod  and  overrule*  every 
other :  and  eren  lil«  it«el4  joylea*  without  that,  b«come«  an  object  of 
indtlTerence  or  loathing.  There  i*  at  leatt  more  of  iniaKinatioci  m 
mch  a  ttaic  of  things,  more  rigour  of  feeling  and  promptitude  to  act 
than  in  our  lingering,  languid,  protracted  attachment  to  life  for  tt* 
own  poor  take.  It  ia,  perhapa,  alao  belter,  ai  well  as  more  heroical, 
to  atrike  at  tome  daring  or  darlbg  object,  and  if  we  fail  in  that,  to 
take  the  coDaeqvenon  oianfully,  tlian  to  renew  the  leaac  of  a  ledioui, 
*piritle«*,  chamlcM  extnence,  merely  (ab  Pienc  aayi)  'to  lo«e  it 
afterwarda  in  totne  tile  brawl '  for  (omc  wortbleaa  object.  Waa  iben 
not  a  apiril  of  martyrdom  a*  well  aa  a  apice  of  the  reckJe**  energj  of 
barbariim  in  thia  bold  deliance  of  death  r  Had  not  religion  comething 
to  do  with  it ;  the  implicit  belief  in  a  iutorc  life,  which  rendered  thia 
of  let*  vdue,  and  embodied  tomething  beyond  it  to  ihr  imagin.icion  ; 
*o  that  the  rough  aoldier,  the  infatuated  lover,  the  valorous  knight* 
ftc  could  alTord  lo  throw  away  the  preaent  venture,  and  take  a  leap 
into  the  arm*  of  futurity,  which  the  modem  acvptic  thtiaka  back 
from,  with  all  hi*  boattcd  rtaaon  and  vain  pbiloiophy,  weaker  than  i 
woman  !  I  cannot  help  thinking  *a  mytclf ;  but  1  have  endeavourod 
to  exnlain  thii  point  before,  and  will  not  enlarge  farther  on  it  here. 

A  lile  of  action  and  danger  modcratea  the  dread  of  death.  It  oot 
only  give*  o*  fortitude  to  bear  piin,  but  teaches  ua  at  every  itep  the 
precarious  tenure  on  which  we  bold  otir  present  being.  Sedentary 
and  studious  men  are  the  roo«  apprebeniuve  on  thia  score.  Dr. 
Johnson  wa*  an  instance  in  point.  A  few  year*  teemed  to  him  soon 
over,  compared  with  tho«c  iwceping  coDIempIatiooi  on  time  and 
infinity  with  which  he  had  been  used  to  poac  hiratclf.     In  the  itiUi^t 
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of  a  mn  of  letten,  thov  was  no  obnou  naaon  for  a  duagc  He 
nught  (tt  in  ao  um-duir  and  pour  out  cnp  of  tea  to  aQ  eiauiiy. 
WdoU  it  had  beta  pontUe  for  him  to  do  to !  Tbe  moa  ntJooxl 
CKC  lAcr  iD  K>r  the  inoniiaitc  fnr  of  death  is  to  m  a  jmt  nloe  on 
life.  If  «e  ineiclj  wish  to  contiiiat  on  tbe  scene  to  indulge  oar 
bodttnag  hnmaiin  and  tonncnting  passimu,  wr  had  better  begDoc  xt 
oacc:  kmI  if  we  only  cbcriib  a  towlaett  for  exiaciKC  accndii^  to 
tbe  good  ve  dcriTC  &om  it,  the  pang  ve  fed  at  parting  with  ii  «iO 
ant  bcnff  wktc!

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CONVERSATION  THE  FIRST 

CuxiD  on  Mr,  Northcotci  hadi  »  unial,  on  tntcretdiig  eonveru- 
doii.  Spoke  of  lome  accouat  of  Lord  Byron  ia  a  oevipaper,  which 
he  thought  murt  be  like.  '  The  writer  uyi,  be  did  not  with  lo  be 
thought  merely  a  great  poet.  My  rimci  aiked,  "What  then  did  lie 
wish  to  ix-  ihooght  ? "  Why,  I  '11  tell  you ;  he  withcd  to  be  wmc- 
thing  difTerent  from  every  body  et«e.  Af  to  nobility,  there  were 
mimy  othcts  before  himt  to  that  be  could  not  rely  upon  that ;  and 
then,  3«  to  poetry,  there  urc  ao  maoy  wretched  creaturei  that  pretend 
to  the  name,  that  he  looked  at  it  with  di»|{u«t :  he  thought  himself 
04  dii^nci  from  them  at  the  nan  in  the  lirmanieiit.  It  conies  to 
what  Sir  Jothua  u*cd  to  uy,  that  a  man  who  i*  at  the  head  of  hia 
prafetsioQ  it  above  it.  I  remember  being  at  Cotway't,  where  they 
were  recommending  lomc  charitable  iottilutioo  for  the  relief  of 
decayed  artiatti  and  I  said  I  would  not  be  of  it,  for  tt  wai  holding 
out  a  temptation  to  idleaMt,  and  bringing  tbute  into  the  profetiion 
wbo  were  not  fit  for  it.  Some  one  who  wanted  to  flatter  me 
obterrtd,  "  I  wonder  you  ihould  talk  in  thit  manner,  wbo  jire  under 
nch  obligationi  to  the  ait!  "  I  iniwcred  immediately,  "If  I  am 
ID  Like  your  compliment  at  I  believe  it  ii  meant,  I  might  antwer, 
that  it  is  tbc  an  that  it  under  obligationt  to  me,  not  t  to  it.  Do 
you  tuppow  that  Rubcita,  Titian,  and  otlieo  were  under  obligation 
to  the  art — they  who  raised  it  from  obicurity  and  made  it  all  that 
it  it  J  What  would  the  art  be  without  ihctc?"  The  world  in 
general,  as  Miti  Reynold*  uaed  to  tay,  with  reference  to  her  brother, 
think  no  more  o(  a  jninter  than  they  do  of  a  fiddler  or  a  danciog- 
RUttef  or  a  piano-fbrte-maker.  And  to  of  a  poet.  I  hive  ilwajn 
i&id  of  that  dispotc  about  burying  Lord  Byron  io  Poet's  CotiKr, 
that  he  would  hare  re«itted  it  violently  if  he  could  have  knowa  of  ic 
Not  but  there  wete  many  very  eminent  names  there,  with  whom  be 
would  like  to  be  auociated ;  but  then  there  were  others  thnt  he 
would  look  down  upon.     If  ^cy  had  liid  him  there,  he  would  have 
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generally  tat  with  him  till  morning.  He  wtii  perhapi  a  little  mood^ 
and  rcwrved  at  firit ;  but  by  touchinf;  on  certain  Bi(inf;i,  he  began  to 
onbcn'l,  and  gate  the  raoR  extrooiilinary  accuunix  of  hi>  own  feeling* 
Bnd  advenium  that  could  be  imngincd.  Bctidct,  he  wna  very  hand- 
Minct  and  it  wm  mric  Miinfaciion  to  look  at  a  head  at  once  so 

booitiful  and  cxpresiivc!  "     I  repeated  what  H lold  mC(  that 

when  he  and  Lord  Byron  met  in  Italy,  they  did  not  know  one 
anotber ;  he  btmtelf  from  baring  grown  ao  thin,  and  Byron  from 
bating  grown  to  fat,  like  a  great  chubby  tchool-boy — a  circumitnnce 
which  Aockcd  his  lotdthip  co  much,  that  he  took  to  drinking  vinegar 
at  a  great  ritle,  thai  he  might  recover  the  figure  of  the  icriplinf;  God. 

I  mentioned  tome  thing*  that  H bad  reported  of  Lord  Byron  : 

luch  as  hi*  aayiagi  "  He  nerer  cared  for  any  thing  above  a  day," — ■ 
which  might  be  merely  b  a  fit  of  spleen,  or  from  the  ipirit  of  contra- 
diction, or  to  avoid  xa  imputttioo  of  lentirnenta/ily.' — '  Oh  !  '  nid 
Northcotc,  'thai  wilt  never  do,  to  take  thingi  lilcially  that  are  uttered 
is  a  moment  of  irritation.  You  do  not  cxpreti  your  own  opinion, 
but  one  ai  oppofite  at  poiMble  to  that  of  the  peraon  that  ha^  provoked 
you.  Vou  get  a»  far  from  a  pcrtoo  you  have  taken  a  pique  agaioK 
M  you  can,  jun  an  you  turn  off  the  pavement  to  get  out  of  the  way 
of  a  chimney-sweeper ;  but  it  ii  not  to  be  supposed  you  prefer  walking 
in  the  mud,  for  all  that!  I  hare  often  been  aahamed  myself  of 
■pecche*  I  have  made  in  that  way,  which  have  been  repealed  to  me 
tn  gtoJ  ilingi,  when  all  I  meant  was  thai  I  would  ny  any  thing 
looner  than  agree  to  the  nonaeiue  or  alfcctation  I  heard.  You  then 
•et  youraclf  againtt  what  you  think  a  wron|;  bias  in  anotlier,  and  arc 
net  like  a  wall  but  a  buttrcw — as  far  from  tiie  right  line  as  your 
antagonin  i  and  the  more  absurd  he  ii,  the  more  so  do  yuu  became. 
Before  you  attend  to  what  any  one  nayt,  you  should  ask,  Was  he 

talking  to  a  fool  or  a  wi*c  man?     Noj    H would  make  Lord 

Byron  tributary  to  him,  or  would  make  him  out  to  be  nothing.  I 
wonder  you  admire  him  as  you  do,  and  compare  him  to  the  wita  of 
Charlea  t>.  It  isn't  writing  rerie*  or  painting  a  picture  —that,  as  Sir 
JcMhua  uted  10  say,  is  what  every  body  can  do :  but  it  is  the  doing 
(omeihing  more  than  any  body  else  can  do  that  entitles  (he  poet  or 
the  artist  to  distinction,  or  makes  the  work  live.  Out  three  people 
ahut  themtelvc*  up  in  a  liutc  circle  of  their  own,  and  fancy  alt  the 

world  arc  looking  at  them.'     1  taid,  H had  boen  spoiled  by 

flattery  when  he  wu  young.  ■  Oh  !  no,*  he  taid,  ■  it  was  not  that. 
Sir  Jo«hua  was  not  apoilcd  by  flattery,  and  yet  he  had  as  much  of 
it  as  any  body  need  hare ;  but  be  wai  looking  out  to  see  whut  the 
world  said  of  him,  or  thinking  what  ligure  he  should  m^kc  by 
the  side  of  Correggio  or  Vandyke,  not  ^omiDg  himself  on  being 
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a  beOer  paatts  Aammmeoae  b  the  acxi  orect,  or  hmg 
ibu  ifac  pcofle  M  bwowBoUe  ^dtc  is  pnncaf  hit  pr^w^.

No;  the 
world  oa  only  keep  ia  ticw  the  principal  and  oMMt  perfect  produc- 
tiooa  oF  human  iaseainty  |  toch  worka  a*  Drydea'f,  Pope'a,  aod  a  few 
others  that  lirom  Utor  onity,  their  eompteteiKaa,  their  poliih  have 
the  (lamp  of  immortality  upon  them,  and  teem  indettiuctible  like  aa 
element  «f  natttre.     There  we  few  of  lhc«:    I  (t»z  yoar  fiWod 
W  it  not  one.' 
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I  Slid)  I  thought  one  circnraauaor  i{[Stn«t  him  was  the  want  of 
,  populvitv  in  his  lUetime.  Few  fieojilc  made  much  noiac  alter  their 
death*  who  did  »M  do  (o  while  ibey  were  Inltif^.  Poicerity  could 
not  be  nppooed  to  take  into  the  r«caail*  of  put  times  for  liie  Hint- 
tnoui  Obimtr;  and  only  riiified  or  auRullcd  the  liiti  oif  RtcK  names 
baoded  down  to  them  by  the  Toioe  of  common  famr.  Few  people 
feccnvrcd  from  the  neglect  or  obloc|uy  of  theif  cooMnponri(4.  The 
pabltc  would  hardly  be  at  the  ysuot  to  try  the  wine  CWMe  twice 
over,  or  did  uui  like  to  rererac  iu  own  MMencc,  at  lean  when 
on  the  unfavourable  aide.  There  was  Hobbe*.  for  initancc :  he 
had  a  bad  luimc  while  living,  and  it  wa«  of  no  uie  to  think  at  tlitt 
dnc  of  day  of  doing  him  jiwtice.  While  the  peiatt  and  politician* 
were  tearing  him  in  piece*  for  bin  atheism  nod  aibiirary  principle*, 
Mr.  Locke  stole  hii  pJiiloftophy  from  him  i  and  I  would  fain  kc 
any  one  restore  it  to  tbe  right  owner.  Quote  the  pastage*  one  by 
ooe,  ihow  that  every  principle  of  the  modem  metaphyiical  tystem 
wu  coolaiaed  in  Hobbei,  and  that  all  that  auccecding  writers  have 
done  wa«  to  deduce  from  Mr.  Locke'*  imperfect  oonceuion*  the  very 
cflaK<|ucncci,  *  armed  all  in  proof/  that  already  existed  in  an  entire 
and  untnutilaied  «tatc  in  hit  prcdccestm ;  and  you  shall  the  orxc  day 
hear  Mt.  Locke  spoken  of  as  the  father  of  Hnglith  pliilosophy  as 
currently  aod  coDlidcnily  as  if  aot  the  shadow  of  a  diaubt  bad  ever 
bccD  started  on  the  aubjeci.  Mr.  Hobbet,  by  the  boJdness  and 
compicheanTenen  of  hi*  view*,  had  shocked  the  prejudices  and 
drawn  down  upon  hi)  head  the  enmity  of  hit  contemporaries :  Mr. 
Locke,  by  going  more  cautiou*ly  to  work,  and  only  admitting  aM 
much  M  a  time  as  the  public  (niod  would  brjir,  prepared  the  way  for 
the  re«t  of  Mr.  Hobbes'i  philosophy,  and  for  a  vatt  icpotalioB  for 
hiraself,  which  nothing  can  impugn.  Stat  nominij  umbra,  'i'hc 
world  are  too  far  off  to  distioguisb  names  from  lliiags ;  aod  call 
Mr.  Locke  the  firat  ai  Enji^ish  philosophers,  as  they  call  a  scar  by  a 
particubr  name,  beca&se  others  call  it  so.t  They  also  dislike  to  hare 
their  confidence  in  a  great  name  destroyed,  and  fear,  that  by  dis- 
placing  one  of  their  favoured  idols  from  its  niche  in  the  Temple  of 
Fame,  they  raay  endanger  the  whole  building'. 

NoaTHCon — '  Why,  I  thaught  Hobbcs  siood  as  high  aa  any  body. 
I  have  always  hewd  bin  spoken  of  in  that  light.  It  it  not  his 
capacity  that  pcopJc  dispute,  biit  they  object  to  his  character.  The 
world  will  not  encourage  *ice,  for  their  own  takes ;  and  they  glee 
a  catting-voic  in  ^vour  of  virtue.  Mr.  Locke  was  a  modest,  con- 
•cicDtioas  enquirer  after  truth,  and  the  world  had  the  sagacity  to  sec 
dlis  and  to  be  willing  to  give  bun  a  heating  i  the  other,  1  oooccivc, 
was  a  bully,  and  a  bad  maa  into  the  bargain,  and  tbey  did  not  want 
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to  he  bullied  into  trvtb  or  to  cinction  licciiliouiDCM.  Thj*  m  tm- 
KTOtJaUct  for  the  detirc  o(  knowlnlge  it  bui  one  princi[kle  of  the 
niiiMl.  It  was  tbr  nmc  with  Tom  P&inc.  Nobody  can  deny  thax 
lie  WW  •  very  tine  writer  and  a  very  scntible  man  i  but  he  ^w  in 
tlw  Tacc  of  a  wliole  j;eneration,  and  do  wonder  that  tbey  wne  too 
inuuh  lor  him,  aud  iliat  liib  oanie  ia  becomi;  a  bycword  witb  aucfa 
multiiudeti  tor  no  other  reaaon  than  that  he  did  not  care  what  ofience 
be  gave  them  by  contindicling  alt  their  moM  invcicraic  prejudicei. 
If  you  iDMilt  a  room-fiill  o(  people,  you  will  be  kicked  oui  of  it.  So 
oeithet  will  the  world  nt  Urge  be  iomltcd  with  impunity.  If  yon 
tell  A  whole  couDiry  that  they  arc  foolt  and  knavci,  tbey  wtU  not 
return  tbe  oomplimeDt  by  crying  you  up  as  the  pink  of  wiadom  and 
hone«ty.  Nor  wilt  those  who  come  after  be  very  apt  to  take  up 
your  quarrel.  It  waa  not  w  much  Paine'*  being  a  republican  or  an 
unbeliever,  at  the  manner  in  which  he  broaeht  hit  opinkiaa  formrd 
(which  showed  lelf-cfinceit  and  waot  of  feeling)  that  cubjecicd  him 
to  oUo<iuy.  People  did  not  like  the  temper  of  the  ntan:  it  falli 
under  the  article  of  moral  Tirtue.  There  arc  aonx  reputation!  that 
we  ptat,  merely  becauae  they  are  amiable.  There  i«  Dr.  Watta: 
look  at  the  encomtuma  paNcd  on  bim  by  Dr.  Jobnaoo  i  and  yet  to 
whati  Hccordiog  to  bia  ttatemeot,  doe*  hit  merit  amount  I  Why 
only  to  thit,  that  he  did  that  bett  which  Done  can  do  welt,  and  en>- 
ployed  hit  inlentt  unitormhr  for  tl>c  well'^ire  of  nuokiod.  He  wi*  a 
good  man,  and  the  voice  of  the  poblic  hit  given  him  credit  for  bctog 
a  great  one.  The  world  may  be  forced  to  do  homage  to  great 
talemi,  but  they  only  bow  williagly  to  thete  wtwa  tliej  ate  JMoeil 
with  bcoevoleoce  and  mwleaty ;  nor  will  they  put  weapont  into  the 
tianda  of  tbe  bold  and  unprincipled  tophitt  to  be  turned  aeainai  their  own 
iatertat*  and  wiahet.'  I  taid,  there  wat  a  great  deal  in  the  manner 
of  bringing  truth  forward  to  iollurocc  its  rectixioa  with  the  reader ; 
tot  not  only  dkl  we  resent  unwelcome  noveltie*  advanced  with  an 
insolent  and  dogmatieal  air ;  but  we  were  even  ready  to  give  up  o<ar 
fiivourite  ootioM,  wben  wr  saw  them  advocated  in  a  barth  and 
intokrant  manner  by  thoie  of  otir  own  party,  MioneT  than  submit  to 
tbe  premwioM  of  bbod-fold  prcinmption.  If  anv  thiog  co«ld  nuke 
me  a  bigot,  it  would  be  the  arrogance  of  the  (rcc-thiakei ;  if  any 
thing  ootdd  make  me  a  ilave,  it  voidd  be  tlic  lordid  iBcctiDg  fisppniet 
and  fweeptng  dante*  of  the  liberal  party.  Renegadoet  are  genenlly 
made  ao,  not  by  tbe  otcrtom  of  their  advcmtiei,  but  b*  diaguK 
at  tbe  want  of  casdovr  md  moderaioB  in  tbeit  frieodt.  Northcote 
replied—^  To  be  watt,  there  was  laothhig  nwrc  painftd  than  U  faa*e 
ooe't  own  opiniooa  diifigoicd  or  thrnM  down  ooe't  throat  by  ha- 
pertioenoe  and  folly  i  and  that  oece  whco  a  pedaaiic  "ffr^-trift  WM 
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CTyinfi  up  Raphael  to  tlic  ikJcs,  he  couU  not  help  laying — "  If  th«c 
wus  nothing,  in  Raphael  but  what  joa  xe  io  liim,  wc  »hmild  not  ouw 
have  been  talking  of  him !  "  ' 
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WKiM  I  called,  I  found  Mr.  Northoote  painting  a  porirall  of  himiclf. 
Another  itood  on  an  eatcl.  He  asked  me,  which  1  thought  moit 
like  J  1  laid,  the  cnc  he  wan  about  wat  the  bcit,  bat  not  good 
enoagh-  It  look*  like  a  phyrician  or  a  member  of  parliament,  hut 
it  ought  to  look  like  something  more — r  Cardinal  or  a  Spanish 
loquiaitor !  I  do  not  think  you  ought  to  [itocnrd  tn  painting  your  owd 
face  as  you  do  with  some  otlicrs^that  in,  by  iryinj;  to  improve  upon 
it :  you  have  only  to  nukir  it  like ;  for  the  more  likv  it  ti.  the  better 
k  will  be  a>  a  picture.  '  Oh !  he  tried  to  make  it  like.'  I  found 
I  had  got  upon  a  wrong  iccnt.  Mr.  Northcotc,  a«  an  artiit,  wat  not 
bousd  to  have  a  6dc  head,  but  he  wat  bound  to  paint  one.  I  am 
Bhnys  a  very  bad  courtier ;  and  think  of  what  *trikci  mc,  and  not 
of  the  effect  upon  otheri.  So  1  once  tried  to  compliment  n  rery 
handsome  tmneUt,  by  telling  her  how  much  i  adniired  dark  beauties. 
*OhI'  fcjid  Northcotc,  'you  should  have  told  her  she  was  fair. 
She  did  nut  like  Had,  tliough  you  did  1  '  Alter  all(  there  is  a  kind 
of  aeilisbnesB  in  this  plain-speaking.  In  the  present  casct  it  set  ui 
wrong  the  whole  morning,  and  I  lutd  to  stay  longer  than  usual  to 
recover  the  old  track.  I  was  continually  in  danger  of  oversetting 
a  stand  with  a  small  looking'giass,  which  Northcotc  panicalarly 
cautioned  mc  not  to  touch  i  and  every  oow  and  then  he  was  prying 
into  (he  ^kss  by  stealth,  to  see  if  the  jwrtiait  was  like.  He  bad  on 
a  green  veivetcip,  and  looked  very  like  Titian. 

Northcotc  then  turnin);  round,  said,  '  I  wanted  to  ask  you  about  a 
cpecch  you  nude  the  other  day :  you  said  you  thought  you  could 
have  made  somclhing  of  poitrait,  but  that  you  never  could  have 
painted  history.  What  did  you  mean  by  that?  ' — •  Oh  I  all  I  meant 
was,  that  sometimes  when  I  ice  a  line  Titian  or  Rerabnndt,  I  feci 
as  if  I  could  have  done  something  of  the  same  kind  whh  ibe  proper 
pains,  but  I  have  never  the  rame  feeling  with  respect  to  Raphael. 
My  admiration  is  there  utterly  unmixed  with  emulation  or  regret. 
In  fact,  i  see  what  is  before  me,  but  I  have  no  invcniiom.' 

NosTHCOTK— '  Vou  do  not  know  till  you  try.  There  i*  not  *o 
much  difference  as  you  iraa^nc.  Portrait  often  rvns  into  history, 
and  history  iitto  portrait,  without  our  knowing  it.  Expteaion  is 
common  to  both,  and  that  is  the  chief  ditlkuliy.    The  greatest 
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the  dtflTmncc  between  good  aclrng  and  bad — that  in,  between  Het- 
ntaklBg  or  moutliing  aod  genuine  luasion  ?  To  give  the  Iaii,  aa  actor 
roiut  pouctt  the  higliett  trath  of  tnu^nation,  and  mu»i  undergo  in 
entire  revolution  offediDit.  Is  it  wooderful  thai  go  man^  prefer  an 
artiricbJ  to  »  natural  actott  the  muk.  to  the  man,  tlic  ponipout  jirr- 
tenaion  to  the  aimplc  exprcwion  i  Not  at  all  t  the  woodet  rather  ii 
that  people  in  gencrnl  judge  ao  right  aa  ibcy  do,  when  they  have  such 
douhtfsl  ground*  to  go  upon  ;  ana  they  would  oca,  but  ihey  tru*t  le«( 
to  rules  or  reaaoniog  ihso  to  their  Tccling*.' 

NoxTHcoTK — *  You  mutt  come  to  that  at  h«t.  The  common  wnte 
or  mankind  (uhetlicr  a  j^ood  or  a  bad  one)  is  the  best  criterion  you 
have  to  ippea]  to.  You  oeccMarily  impote  upon  youraclf  in  judging 
of  your  own  work*.  Whenever  I  am  tryinj;  ;it  on  exprcesion,  I  hang 
up  the  picture  in  the  room  and  uak  people  what  it  incaDt,  and  if  tbey 
gaest  right,  1  think  I  have  niccreded.  You  youndf  ure  the  thing  as 
you  wish  it,  0(  according  to  what  you  hnrc  been  endeavouring  to 
make  it.  When  I  wa«  doing  the  iSguret  of  Argyll  in  priton  and  of 
bu  eoemy  who  conies  and  Unds  him  aaleep,  1  bad  a  great  difficulty 
to  encounter  in  conveying  the  cxprtMion  of  the  last — indeed  I  did  it 
from  myKlf — I  wanted  to  pivc  a  look  of  mingled  remor«e  and  admir- 
ation ;  and  when  I  found  that  othen  uw  thin  look  in  the  nketch  I 
had  made,  I  left  olT.  By  going  on,  1  might  low;  it  again.  There  ia 
a  poioi  of  felicity  which,  whether  you  lall  nhori  of  or  have  gone 
beyond  it,  can  only  be  determined  by  the  effect  on  the  unprejudiced 
obMrier.  You  ca&not  be  alw^y*  with  your  picture  to  explain  it  to 
Others :  it  muai  be  left  to  tpcalc  for  iitelf.  Those  who  stud  before 
their  pictures  and  make  tine  speeches  about  them,  do  tliemselvc*  a 
world  of  harm :  a  painter  (hould  cut  out  his  tongue,  if  he  wishes  to 
succeed.  His  language  addreste*  itircif  not  to  the  ear,  but  the  eye. 
He  should  stick  to  that  m  much  m  possible.  Somriimrs  you  hit 
off  ao  effect  without  knowing  it.  Indeed  the  happiest  results  arc 
frequently  the  most  uocontcious.  Boaden  vim  here  the  other  day. 
You  don't  remember  Henderson,  I  suppone  i ' — '  No.' — *  He  says 
his  reading  was  the  most  perfect  he  ever  knew.  He  thought  faimielf 
a  pretty  ;;ood  reader  and  a  tolerable  mimic  i  that  he  succeeded 
tolerably  well  in  imitating  Kcmbic,  Mrs.  Siddoni,  and  othcrt,  but 
that  there  was  something  in  Henderson's  reading  so  mpetior  to  all 
the  text,  that  he  never  could  come  any  thing  near  it.  I  told  him, 
You  don't  know  that:  if  you  were  to  lie-ar  him  now,  vou  migbit 
think  him  even  worse  than  your  own  imitation  of  him.  We  deceire 
ourselves  as  much  with  respect  to  the  excellence*  of  others  as  we 
do  with  respect  to  our  own,  by  dwelling  on  a  favourite  idea,  la 
order  to  judge,  you  should  ask  some  one  else  who  remembered  him. 
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I  Kpokr  ro  him  sbtmt  KcmUe^  whoae  Efr  h«  ha*  bent  facdy  wriliig.., 
I  did.  when  he  isi  to  me  for  the  RLckard  in.  mccoBg  iIk  dddra^ ' 
be  lent  me  do  unMocc  wtniercr  in  the  ex|iretaion  I  «i)k(d  to  p*^ 
but  remainecl  quite  inniiomble»  u  if  htr  were  imin^  for  an  ncdiaary  < 
ponrak.  Baaden  ntd,  Thn  wm  hii  way :  he  never  p«  tunudf  t»^ 
«tf  cxcnaooi  except  is  hii  ^aCtmuDiii  character.  If  aof  oat  wmttii 
lo  kaov  hii  idea  of  a  part  or  of  a  panicaUr  poMagc,  bit  re^j  Jwsja  | 
was,  "  You  laiMt  c«m  aod  mc  nar  do  k."  ' 

Nonbcoic  then  a^kc  of  tbc  boy,  at  be  alway*  caUi  bim  (MaMo  { 
Bdty).     He  atked  if  I  had  erer  ten  Iiun  act,  and  1  aid.  Yes,  aad  ] 
wat  one  of  Mt  •dmiren.     He  amwered,  *  Ob  !   yei,  it  wm  Micb 
facatitifid  ellimoo  of  natural  aenattnlity ;  and  tbco  that  gnccM  play 
of  the  lioibt  is  youth  gave  web  an  advasiagc  orcf  every  ooe  aboBt , 
bisi.     Humphrey*  (the  aro«i)  aid,  *•  He  had  never  MtB  the  Enle 
Apollo  olf  the  pedenal  before."     Yon  tee  the  lane  thioj  in  tbe  bot*  I 
tt  WMOBinMeT-Scbool.      But  m  one  -wm  eqnl  to  Insi.'      Utr. 
MoRmCOCc  ilwJto  wut  pJeuore  to  ui  QBuncml  BUiiiif  f  when  a 
boy,  and  mentioned  at  an  inrttoce  of  tut  HmpBcHy,  hii  ayn^  oae 
day,  '  If  tbey  admire  me  to  much,  what  woold  ibcy  my  to  Mr.

The  fint  tnrpeitc 
waa  excited  by  hia  being  a  boy ;  aad  when  that  wu  onr,  oodung  I 
cottld  bring  them  bock  agaio  to  the  tnoe  point,  not  tlKWgh  he  bal 
tuned  001  a  tecond  Rotciui.    Tbey  had  lalwn  a  tm^of  tbdr  idol»] 
aad  wanted  Mmcthing  new.    Nothing  be  could  do  codd  Mtoniihj 
them  M  mocb  the  lecond  time,  aa  tbe  yoiilhfiil  prt>di0  had  ddoe  tbej

ttmc  with  Sir  Jodia:  bttetly  Rooucy  drew  all  hit  aiticn  tro»\ 
tarn.    So  tbey  tay  the  ExhibttioB  it  worte  every  year,  though  it  b 
JDM  the  nrae,  there  are  the  tame  Mbjtoa  and  the  ame  paiatera. 
Admvation   b   a   forced   iribtxe,  and   to   extort  it  from  mankind  I 
fcBvioH  and  ignocaot  at  they  are)  they  mmat  be  taken  imawam-'J 
I  rannrkcd— '  It  wat  the  tame  is  booki ;  if  am  aatbor  wat  only  i 
to  MaaeU^  be  waa  alwayt  taid  to  fall  off.    The  blow  to  rai^  tte*^ 
BfCMMO  iMHt  be  dooblcd,  becaaae  wc  are  prvpctrtd  far  it;. 
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We  give  Kim  the  whole  credit  of  bit  Stn  tuccewfiil  productioo, 
becsiwc  it  waa  Bltogethct  unexpected ;  but  if  he  doe*  not  ri«c  u 
BiDch  ibovc  himaclt  io  the  iccaDd  iaiuccc,  u  tbc  dtn  was  sbor« 
ootfuDS,  we  ire  dktpfoiaud  and  njr  he  bu  falleo  otT,  for  our  feel* 
iogt  are  not  equally  excited.' — '  Jnit,'  tiid  Northcotc,  'ai  in  patntinf 
a  potudt :  people  vc  lUTprued  ai  the  fim  nttinit,  and  wooder  to  Me 
how  yoo  have  got  or  :  but  I  tell  them  they  wilt  never  we  to  much 
done  again  ;  (ot  M  lirtt  there  wa«  nothing  but  a  blank  canTa*  to  work 
upon,  but  afterward*  yon  have  to  improve  upon  your  own  dctign,  and 
this  3t  evety  Mep  become*  nwrc  :iiid  n>orc  difficult.  It  put*  me  in 
BUlld  of  an  obwrvation  of  Opic'B,  thai  it  was  WTong  to  uppoac  that 
people  went  ob  improring  to  the  latt  to  any  art  or  pcofintion :  on  the 
contiaiy,  they  put  their  beat  ideoa  into  their  firat  work*  (which  they 
have  been  ^uitUfyiog  themtdve*  to  undertake  all  their  lites  before)  ; 
and  what  they  gun  afterward*  in  concctneta  and  refinen>cni,  they 
lo«e  ia  originality  and  vigoitr.'  I  awcnied  to  thii  ai  a  very  siiiking 
acd  (m  I  thought)  sound  remark.  He  laid,  *I  with  you  hid  known 
Opic:  he  wa*  a  very  original-mtndcd  man.  Mr*.  Stddont  used  to 
aiy — "  I  like  to  meet  Mr.  Opie  ;  for  then  I  always  hear  tomething 
1  did  not  know  before."  I  do  not  tay  that  he  wu  always  right  j 
hot  he  always  put  yo>or  thoughts  mto  a  new  track,  that  wm  wonh 
following.  [  was  very  food  of  Opic't  convenatioo  t  and  I  rcmnnbcr 
once  when  I  was  expreating  my  furpriie  n  hi*  havine  to  Bttk  of  the 
Comith  dialect;  "  Whvi"  he  laid,  "the  reason  it,  T  nerer  cpoke  at 

all  till  I  knew  you  and  Wokoti."    He  was  » true  groius.    Mr. 

Is  a  person  of  gnsckidginciit ;  but  I  do  not  Icara  to  much  from  him. 
I  think  thit  ia  the  luffereiKe  between  *ea>c  and  geeint  \—t  nun  of 
^nius  judget  for  himielf,  and  you  hear  nothing  but  what  is  original 
from  hun :  but  a  man  of  lenie  or  with  a  knowledge  of  the  world, 
judge*  as  other*  do ;  and  he  is  or  thi*  account  the  *a(e«t  enide  to 
follow,  though  not,  perhap*,  the  mo«t  iottructiie  companioa.  I 
recollect  Mias  Reynold*  making  nearly  the  taine  obtrrvation.  .She 
ttid — "  I  don't  koow  how  it  is ;  I  don't  think  Miti  C—  a  very 
clever  woman,  and  yet,  whenever  I  am  at  a  loa*  about  any  thtoig,  I 
always  go  to  coouilt  her,  and  her  advice  ii  almost  «tire  to  be  rigbi." 
Tbe  reaaon  was,  that  thia  lady,  instead  of  taking  her  own  view  of  the 
rabject  (a*  a  person  of  superior  capacity  might  have  been  tempted  to 
do)  considered  only  what  light  other*  would  view  it  in,  and  pro. 
naoDDed  her  decition  according  to  the  prevailing  nde*  and  maxima 

of  tlie  world.     When  old  Dr. married  hii  bouannaid,  SteriM, 

00  betriog  of  it,  exclaimed,  "  Av,  I  always  thought  htm  a  gcniin, 
and  now  I  'm  wre  of  it !  "  The  truth  was  (^and  this  was  what 
Sterae  meant),  that  Dr.        ■'  saw  a  thonsand  virtue*  in  this  woman 
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wiMcfa  vebody  e(*c  <lid(  bzkI  oiald  give  n  thottMad  reuoM  (or  hii 
choicri  UiiK  no  ooc  ^wiii  him  had  ihr  wil  lo  aatwcr:  but  tutorc 
took  ita  unial  coonc,  asd  the  cTcot  luriud  oat  m  he  had  htta  fore- 
warned,  according  to  the  foriuer  cx|>crieBoe  of  the  world  ia  mch 
nutten.  Hu  bcicx  '°  *^  wrong  dul  not  jirOTc  liim  to  be  Icm  a 
genius,  though  it  might  impeach  hit  judgment  or  prudi-occ.  He 
wai^  in  fiOf  wiser,  anil  nw  more  of  the  matter  tliin  any  one  of  hii 
negbbouri,  who  might  adviK  him  (o  the  contrary ;  but  he  WM  not 
to  wiM  as  the  collcctirc  experience  or  coRimaa  Koie  oS  nunkiad  on 
the  (Aibjcct,  which  hit  matt  cautioua  friend*  tncrely  echoed.  It  ii 
only  the  nun  of  jieniua  who  hu  any  r^ht  ot  tempiaiion  to  make  a 
fbof  of  birotelf,  by  •etiing  np  hi*  own  unsupported  decUion  againn 
that  of  the  miijority.  He  feeli  himself  luperiof  to  any  iodindol  id 
the  crowd,  and  therefore  rachly  uodeitakci  to  act  in  defiance  of  the 
whole  maM  of  prejudice  aad  opinion  oppotcd  to  him.  It  i«  ufe  sut 
(a«y  to  travel  in  n  itage-coach  from  London  to  iSilitbury:  but  it 
would  require  great  ttrengih,  boldoctti  tad  sagacity  to  go  in  a  Mraight 
lane  acioM  the  country.' 
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No«ncOTB  be^ao  by  laying,  'You  don't  mnch  like  .Sir  Joahua,  I 
know ;  but  1  thtak  that  is  one  of  your  prejudices.  If  1  wat  to  com- 
pare  him  with  Vmidyke  and  Titian,  1  should  say  that  Vandyke's 
portrait*  are  like  piciuren  (very  perfect  ones,  oo  doubi),  Sir  Joihiui'a 
ukc  the  rt6cction  in  a  lookiog-glau,  and  Titian's  like  the  real  people. 
There  i*  an  atmotphcrc  of  light  and  thade  about  Sir  Joihua'i,  which 
neither  of  the  others  hare  in  the  same  degree,  together  with  a  ngne- 
nets  that  give*  them  a  visionary  and  ramantjc  character,  aad  make* 
them  teem  like  dreams  or  vivid  recollections  of  persons  we  have  seen. 
I  never  could  miaiake  Vandyke's  for  any  tiling  but  pictures,  and  I  go 
up  to  them  to  examine  tliero  as  luch  :  when  I  nee  a  fine  Sir  JMhna, 
I  can  neither  suppose  it  to  be  a  mere  picture  nor  a  man  ;  and  I  almoM 
infolontarily  turn  back  to  uncertain  if  ii  is  not  some  one  behind  me 
reflected  in  the  glasi :  when  I  «rc  .1  Titian,  I  am  riveted  to  it,  and  I 
can  no  more  take  my  eye  off  Ironi  it,  thin  if  it  were  the  very 
indiTidual  in  llie  room.  That,'  he  said,  'is,  I  tiiink,  peculiar  to 
Titian,  tliat  you  (eel  on  your  good  belutviour  in  the  pmcnce  of  hi* 
keeo-loukiog  head*,  as  if  you  were  before  company.'  I  RtentioiKd 
that  I  thought  Sir  -loihua  more  like  Rembrandt  than  like  either 
Tttian  or  Vandyke :  he  enveloped  object*  in  the  tame  brilliant  ha;:e 
of  n  previous  menial  conception. — *  Yes,'  he  nid;  *bui  though 
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Sir  Joilnu  botrowtd  a  great  deal,  he  drew  largely  fTom  himtcif :  or 
ntlier,  it  wua  a  ttxoog  and  pcculiai  fetVm^  of  nature  working  io  him 
nod  forcing  iti  way  out  in  ipitt  of  all  impediment  is  md  thut  mode 
whatever  he  couched  his  own.  In  tpite  of  hi>  deficiency  in  diawioT, 
and  hi*  want  of  academic  rule*  and  .1  proper  education,  you  «ee  ihi» 
breaking  out  like  a  devil  in  all  hi«  works.  It  i«  ihi*  that  hiu  itampod 
him.  There  is  a  chaim  in  his  portrait*,  a  miogled  toltncss  and  forcei 
a  grasping  at  tbc  end  with  DOthing  haruli  or  uopleanot  in  the  means, 
that  you  will  find  nowhcte  else.  He  may  go  out  of  faibion  for  a 
time :  but  you  muM  come  buck  to  him  again,  while  a  thousand 
imitators  and  academic  iriflert  are  forgotten.  This  proven  him  to 
have  been  a  teal  genius.  The  snmc  thing,  howcier,  made  him  a 
very  bad  master.  lie  knew  nothing  of  rules  which  are  alone  to  be 
tuught ;  and  he  could  not  communicate  his  iaitiactivc  feeling  of 
beauty  ot  character  to  other*.  1  learnt  oinhiog  from  him  while  I 
was  with  him :  and  none  of  hi*  scholar*  (if  I  miy  except  mycelf) 
ever  made  anjr  figure  at  all.  He  only  gave  us  his  picture*  to  copy. 
Sir  Joabua  undoubtedly  got  his  first  idctu  of  the  art  from  Gandy, 
though  he  lost  ihem  under  Hudson  ;  but  he  easily  recovered  them 
ftftetwardS'     That  is  3   picture  of  Candy's  there    (pointing   to   a 

Eartrait  of  alitdegirl).  If  you  look  into  it,  you  will  find  the  sune 
token  surface  and  varying  outline,  ihut  was  10  marked  a  cbaraaerittic 
of  Sir  Joshua.  There  wan  nothing  he  hated  so  much  as  a  disiinct 
outline,  as  you  tee  it  in  Mengs  and  the  French  school.  Indeed,  he 
ran  into  the  opposite  extreme ;  but  it  is  one  of  the  great  beauties  of 
an  to  show  it  waving  and  retiring,  now  losing  and  then  rccovrrine 
Itself  again,  as  it  always  does  in  nature,  without  any  of  that  still, 
edgy  appcaranL-e,  which  only  pedaau  affect  or  admire.  Candy  was 
never  out  of  Devomhiic  :  but  his  portiailn  ate  common  there.  Hia 
father  wa>  patronized  by  the  Duke  of  Ormond,  and  one  reason  why 
the  son  never  came  out  of  his  native  county  was,  that  when  the  Duke 
of  Ormond  was  implicated  in  the  rebellion  to  restore  the  Pretender 
in  171  J,  he  aifccied  to  be  thought  too  deep  in  hit  Ctacc's  confidence 
and  a  person  of  too  much  conseuucnce  to  venture  tip  to  London,  so 
tliat  he  cbMC  to  remain  in  a  voluntary  exile.'  I  aiked  Nortbcotc  if 
lie  remembered  the  name  of  Stringer  at  the  Academy,  when  he  firet 
came  up  to  town.  He  >aid  he  did,  and  that  he  drew  very  wdl,  and 
once  put  the  ligure  for  him  in  a  better  potition  to  catch  the  fbre- 
shixicDiog.  He  inquired  if  I  knew  any  thing  about  him,  and  I  said 
I  had  once  vsinly  tried  to  copy  a  head  of  a  youth  by  him  admirably 
drawn  and  colouied,  and  in  which  he  had  attempted  to  give  tbc  elTccl 
of  double  vision  by  a  second  outline  accompanying  the  contour  of  the 
face  and  feaiurcs.     Though  the  design  might  not  be  in  good  taste,  it 
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oThi*  own  charactieT.  He  did  not  know  how  to  nuke  a  fnctare; 
but  for  the  cocidiKI  of  the  fable  and  (he  dcrelopment  of  pauion  aod 
feeling  (noble  but  foil  of  icndecncu)  three  it  nobody  like  him.  Thii 
i*  why  Hogarth  caa  never  co«iie  into  the  lists.  He  doe*  not  lift 
tu  above  our»elve«:  our  ctiriotity  may  be  gratified  by  iceing  what 
men  are,  but  our  pride  niu«t  be  aoothed  bv  leeiaj;  them  made  better. 
Why  cite  i«  Milton  preferred  to  Hudibru,  but  becauM  the  one 
3EDiandi»ci  our  notiona  of  hvmaa  naicrc,  and  ibe  other  dcgradei  it  i 
Who  will  make  any  compatiioo  between  a  Madona  of  Raphael  aod  a 
dnuduo  pcoitituie  by  Hogarth !  Do  we  not  feel  more  respect  for 
ao  iupred  A|K)«llethan  for  a  blackguard  in  ibe  itiecu?  Raphael 
point*  out  the  highest  perfection  of  which  the  human  form  and 
facultie*  ar«  capable,  und  Hogarth  their  lowest  degradation  or  moct 
wretched  perversion.  Look  at  hii  attempts  to  paint  the  good  or 
beautiful,  and  you  tee  bow  liint  the  !mptc»ion>  of  these  were  in  his 
Buod*  Yet  tbetc  are  what  every  one  mutt  wish  to  cherish  in  his 
«wa  bowun,  and  nuat  frel  most  ihankfil  for  to  those  who  lend  him 
the  povctfiil  aiaiatance  of  tlieir  unricallcd  conceptions  of  true  giaodeui 
asd  bcanty.  Sii  Joshua  sitove  to  do  this  in  his  ponratts,  and  this  it 
wu  that  raited  htm  lo  public  cutnulion ;  for  we  all  wish  to  get  rid 
of  defects  and  peculiaritiet  aa  mncli  as  we  cas.  He  then  said  of 
Michael  Aogelo,  he  did  not  wonder  at  the  fame  he  had  acquired. 
Yoo  arc  to  conaidcr  the  note  of  the  an  before  hit  time,  and  (hat  he 
boTst  through  the  mean  and  little  manner  even  of  such  men  «■ 
Leonardo  da  Vinci  and  Pirtro  Perugino  and  through  the  tramoeb 
that  confiaed  ihcm.  and  gave  alt  at  once  a  gigantic  breadth  and 
expansion  that  had  never  beni  seen  before,  to  that  the  world  were 
Btruck  with  it  ai  with  a  display  of  ahnoct  superoatural  power,  aod 
have  never  ceased  to  admire  nnce.  We  are  not  to  compare  it  with 
ihc  examples  of  an  that  have  followed  tbce,  and  that  would  ncvrr 
have  existed  but  for  htm,  bot  with  thove  that  preceded  it.  He  found 
fuk  with  the  Ggure  of  the  flying  monk  in  the  St.  Peter  Martyr,  a* 
JttOerii^  and  theatrical,  but  agreed  with  mt  in  admiring  this  pictare 
and  in  my  foednea*  for  Titian  in  general.  He  iDcmioiied  hit  gmng 
with  Prince  Hoare  and  Day  to  take  lease  of  ion>e  6ne  portraiu  <m 
Titian's  that  hung  in  a  dark  comer  of  a  Gallery  at  Naples ;  aiul  aa 
Day  looked  at  them  for  the  last  time  with  inra  io  hi*  eyes,  he  lasd 
*  Ail '.  he  was  a  fine  old  meuur  t ' — I  said,  I  bad  repeated  ihia 
tXfttmoa  (which  I  had  heard  hgm  allude  to  before)  ioioewberc  in 
wn6ab  wd  was  surpriaed  that  people  did  not  know  what  to  make  of 
it.  Northcoie  said,  '  Why,  that  tt  exactly  what  I  ahould  have 
thought.  There  is  the  difference  between  writing  and  apeaUne. 
Is  writing,  yoQ  addrt**  the  image  qoantity  of  seotcor  informatioo  to 
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1  iM{wtd  iTlM  itaM^tnd  —A  of  IrliMni,  Bwtr.wJ  d« 
moTpcneM?  He  ^d.  Yo.  ■  toad  dol.  m  k  kirf  ^  «» 
thcM.

Wbea  Nonbcotc  fint  o»e  to  Sir  Jottuu,  be  vubed  very  nncb  to 
MX  ColdwBth  i  Mtd  DM  day  Sir  JoUi^  on  iatradndng  him,  aaked 
why  he  bid  beat  ao  inxiooa  lo  tee  htin  t  '  Ri  i  w .'  tud  Nonhcote, 
*  be  i>  a  mstaUt '  ma.'  Thii  i  >i<i  wiiw.  aMaU^  m  iu  ordiBary 
•OHe,  vai  w  conuafy  to  Goldamilb  •  dnncter.  that  they  both  bora 
out  a-lugbipg  nry  beuiily.  GoidaBkb  wm  two  thooMMl  poodi 
ID  debt  at  tbe  tine  of  b»  death,  whkh  ww  hiiirnrtl  hf  hit  ehifrik 
tad  dutfcMcd  citC«iBit>acca :  aad  when  '  She  Stoops  to  Coaoas ' 
WM  pcribnned,  be  wu  te  choked  »U  ditum-ttme  thu  he  coaU  oot 
•waUow  a  iDOatbdil.     A  party  vent  from  Sir  Joabna't  lo  wpyon  it. 
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Tbc  prevent  title  vu  oM  fixed  upoo  till  thit  morning.  NonbcoM 
u-tnt  witii  Kdlph.  Sir  Jothiia'i  man,  iaco  the  s^l'^T'  '<*  *^  '"'^  '' 
weac  olf ;  and  -.ifta  ibe  Mcood  ki,  tbcfe  wat  ao  doubt  of  lu  mcccm. 
Nonhcote  njra.  people  had  a  gteat  noboa  of  the  litcnry  parties  at 
Sir  Jothoa'i.    He  oocc  ukcd  Lord  B  to  dine  wiib  Dr.  Johncoo 

and  the  rc*t :  but  tlxnigh  a  man  of  rank  and  alio  of  good  infbcmaiion, 
he  iccmed  u  moch  alarmed  at  the  idea  aa  if  you  had  tried  (o  fofce 
him  into  one  of  the  cagei  at  Exeter •'Ctiaoge.  Northcote  temaikcd 
tlui  be  thought  people  of  talenta  bad  their  full  abare  of  admituioo. 
He  lud  seeD  yoimg  Udies  of  quality,  Lady  Mary>  and  Lady 
Dorothys,  pei-piDg  into  a  looro  where  hit*.  Skldoot  wu  aitttng,  with 
all  the  tame  timidity  and  cur>o*ity  ai  if  it  were  moic  prcteroaiural 
bdag — be  w»  auic  more  than  if  it  had  bc«n  the  Qoren.  He  then 
mde  toRM  obaemtioDi  on  the  mpect  paid  to  rank,  aod  (aid, 
'  HowcTci  tidiculoua  it  might  teem,  it  wu  no  more  than  tbc  oaiural 
expi«*Moa  of  the  h^e«  reapect  in  other  ca*e«.  For  ipttaacc,  a«  to 
that  of  bowiog  ooi  tf  the  King'a  preteace  backwards,  would  you  Mt 
do  the  nme  if  you  were  introtuced  to  Dr.  Johnson  for  the  fiiK 
lime  i  Yoo  would  contriTC  doc  to  turn  your  back  upoo  bim,  till  you 
were  oni  of  the  room.'  He  laid,  *  You  violent  poUtidao*  nuke  more 
rout  about  royahy  than  it  it  worth  ;  it  ii  only  the  higbcu  place,  and 
•ocncbody  mun  &II  it,  no  nutter  who:  neither  do  the  peraona  them- 
aclTCi  think  to  much  of  it  aa  you  tmagiae.  l*hey  are  glad  to  get 
into  ptincy  a*  much  aa  tbey  can.  Nor  is  it  a  lioecure.  The  late 
King  (I  bate  been  told)  used  oAen  to  hate  to  lifin  hU  name  to 
popets,  and  do  nothing  clae  for  three  hour*  together,  till  his  fi^gen 
nitly  ached,  and  then  he  would  lake  a  walk  in  tbc  garden,  and  cqb« 
iwck  to  Kpeat  tbc  same  drudgery  for  three  hours  more.  So,  when 
ihty  told  Louii  x*.  that  if  he  went  on  with  hti  cxtra*a^nce,  he 
weald  bring  about  a  Ketolution  and  be  scDt  over  to  Englaad  with  a 
peuioa,  he  merelv  asked,  "  Do  you  think  the  pennoa  woald  be  a 
pretty  good  one  i  He  noticed  the  Memoir*  of  Cardinal  dc  Retz, 

and  praiaed  than  for  their  extreme  riiaciiy  and  great  insight  into 
fananao  tuniTT.  Once  when  the  mob  had  besieged  the  palace,  and 
the  Cardinal  was  obliged  to  go  and  appease  them,  a  brick-bat  waa 
flung  at  him  and  knocked  him  down,  and  one  of  the  ataailanta  pre- 
•eniing  a  bayonet  at  hi*  throat,  be  suddenly  called  out,  'Oh,  you 
wretch  !  if  your  father  eodd  have  seen  you  in  thi«  barbarous  actioa, 
what  would  he  have  «d  i '  The  man  immediately  witlidrew,  though, 
says  the  Cardinal,  *  I  knew  oo  more  of  his  lather  than  the  babe 
nnbom.'  Northoou  ibco  adverted  to  the  olent  of  player*  for 
lilroUery  and  auddcB  shifts  and  expedianta,  and  nid  that  by  living  in 
an  ciemnt  of  comic  inventicm,  they  tmbabed  a  portion  of  it.     He 
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rtpnced  that  jnt  of  F.  Rejoeiii,  who  filkd  np  tfac  Uaok  ia  ■  nalitia 
paper  thtt  wM  M«  huB  witb  the  dncripboot  'OU,  hex,  and  a 
coward  I '  sad  saothrr  ttory  told  of  Hutttmn.  the  amiediu),  wtio 
bcinc  left  in  liie  rooco  witb  a  oU  ggwtlrnan  aod  a  Ihilc  chUd.  and 
the  tanner  poOwg  the  qoctboa  to  k,  *  Well,  n;  dcv,  which  do 
joa  like  beat,  the  dog  or  the  cac  ? '  bjr  exercMag  hit  powen  of 
vegtfilo^ouB,  ntade  tbr  cbiU  teem  to  amwKt,  *  I  dea't  cvc  a  i1  ■■! 
for  ekher,' — to  ihc  iiRcr  coaAMioa  of  the  old  gmknu.  who  ia> 
mediMriy  took  the  fathct  to  laA  (ot  bnap^  up  bif  ton  in  toch 
pcafiatBM  nd  total  wage  of  conowo  horaaoitj. 

H«  tbea  named  to  the  ^imtioii  of  the  iBCOOMRent  and  hucmoo- 
able  expcetatjoiw  of  itwoktiid  a>  to  their  ncceat  in  diArest  pvrtaiti, 
and  aaawcKd  the  cooidimi  cownlaiiit,  *Wha  a  ahame  it  vaa  that 
Mikoo  only  got  thirteen  pomJa  nine  dtillingi  ud  wqicMc  for 
**  Ihraduc  LoK." '  He  uid,  *  Not  »  all ;  be  did  oot  wrke  it  to 
gtt  money,  he  tud  giiord  what  be  bad  propotcd  by  wntiiig  it,  not 
thirteen  Doundi  nine  ihiilisgt  and  axpeDcc,  boi  an  irnmortai  repna- 
tioD.  When  l)t.  JohoMQ  wis  aakcd  why  be  wat  oot  iotited  out  te 
dioe  at  Garrick  waa,  be  aonrered,  ai  if  it  wu  a  triumph  to  Uhh 
"  fiecMUe  great  lord*  aod  Udie*  don't  bkc  to  tun  ibcir  mootha 
•topped  !  "  Bat  wbo  Jett  Ukc  to  hate  tbeir  moiuib*  Koppcd  i  Did 
be,  IBOTC  than  other*  i  People  like  to  be  amuacd  in  general ;  but 
they  did  ooi  give  him  the  hm  credit  for  witdom  aixl  a  opacity  to 
tiMtroct  tbetn  by  hi*  writinga.  Id  like  manocr,  it  hai  been  nid,  that 
the  Kiog  only  toitght  one  iaunicw  with  Dr.  JohoKM  t  wberea*,  if 
he  bad  bmi  a  bnlfooa  or  a  aycophaat,  be  would  hare  aaked  for 
more.  No,  there  wu  DochiDg  to  cempldn  of:  it  wat  a  cowpliaMK 
paid  by  rank  to  letter*,  and  oocc  wn*  etwugh.  The  King  ws*  more 
afraid  of  thi*  inteniew  than  Dr.  Johntoo  wat;  aod  went  to  it  a*  a 
•cbooDioy  to  bin  taak.  But  be  did  doi  waoi  to  baic  iht*  trial 
rencattd  eicry  day,  nor  wa»  it  occeattry.  The  very  jealouaj  of  hi> 
telf-Iove  marked  his  rcapeci :  and  if  be  bad  tboogbl  lc«t  of  Dr. 
Johoton,  be  would  hate  been  more  wiUrnj;  to  riak  the  eacoonter. 
Tbey  bad  egch  their  place  to  fill,  aod  would  bett  |ire«erTe  ibcir  lelf- 
retpect,  and  perbapa  their  retpect  for  each  other,  by  remaining  in  their 
proper  iphere.  So  tbey  make  an  oaicry  abooi  the  Prince  leaving 
Sheridan  to  die  in  abMliuc  want.  He  had  kit  him  long  before  :  waa 
be  to  Kod  ercry  day  (o  know  if  be  wat  dying  i  Tbete  thtn^»  cjooot 
be  helped,  without  exacting  too  ntuch  of  hunun  nature.'  I  agreed  to 
ihii  *icw  of  the  mbject,  and  taid, — 1  did  not  ace  why  literary  people 
ihould  rcpioe  if  they  met  with  their  deaertt  in  tbetr  own  way,  witfaool 
expecting  to  get  rich  (  but  that  they  often  got  nothing  for  tbeir  pains 
but  uaiiKritcd  abuie  and  party  obkiqny. — '  Ob,  it  i«  oot  piny^picet' 
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said  he, '  but  ibc  envy  of  human  nMurc.  Do  you  ihink  to  dittiRguith 
yourself  with  impunity  ?  Do  you  imagine  that  your  superiority  will 
be  delightful  to  others  ?  Or  that  they  will  not  «ri»c  all  they  cao, 
and  to  the  last  nionieat.  to  pull  you  down  i  I  remember  roy«clf  once 
Baying  to  Opie,  how  hard  it  was  upon  the  poor  author  or  pUyet  lo 
be  hunted  down  for  tiot  succeeding  in  an  innocent  and  laudable 
attempt,  juit  as  if  ihcy  bad  committed  lomc  heinoun  crime  !  And  he 
answered,  "  They  Ajw  committed  the  greatest  crime  in  the  eyes  of 
mankind,  that  of  prcundisj;  to  n  superiority  over  them  I  "  Do  you 
think  that  party  abuse,  sod  the  numciK  down  particular  authors  is  any 
thiojt  new .'  Look  at  ihe  manner  in  which  Pope  and  Dryden  were 
assailed  by  a  set  of  reptiles.  Do  you  belieTc  the  modern  periodioJt 
had  not  their  prototypes  in  the  party-publications  of  that  day  i 
Depend  upon  it,  what  you  take  for  political  aba}  and  hosulity  ia 
(nine  parts  in  ten)  private  picjue  and  malice  oozing  out  through  thoee 
author i led  channels.' 

We  now  |;ot  ioti  a  diipute  about  nicknames  ;  and  H — me  coming 
in  and  tittio];  down  at  iiiy  elbuw,  my  old  puj^oaciou*  hubii  seemed  to 
return  upon  me.  Nortbcote  contended,  that  they  had  alway*  an 
appropriate  meaning :  and  1  said, — 'Their  whole  /orce  consittra  in 
their  having  abiolutcly  none  hut  ihc  most  vague  and  general.' — 
•  Why,'  said  Notthcoie, '  did  my  father  give  me  the  name  of  "  Fai 
Jack,  '  but  because  I  vim  lean  i '  He  gave  an  instance  which  I 
tlioughl  made  a^nst  himself,  of  a  man  at  i'Iyn)ouih,  a  baker  by  pro- 
fe««ion,  who  had  got  the  name  of  TtdilyJoll — he  could  not  tell  how. 
'  Then,'  said  I,  '  it  was  a  name  without  any  tense  or  meaning.' — '  Be 
that  as  it  may,'  said  Northcotc,  'it  almoat  drove  him  mad.  The 
boys  called  after  him  in  the  street,  besieged  his  ahop-windowa  ;  even 
the  soldiers  took  it  up,  and  mnrched  to  parade,  beating  time  with 
their  feet,  and  repeating,  I'tJilyJolt,  Tidiiyihll,  at  they  passed  by  his 
door.  He  flew  out  upon  them  at  the  sound  witli  inextinguishable 
fury,  and  wa*  knocked  down  and  rolled  in  the  kennel,  and  got  up  in 
an  agony  of  rage  and  shame,  hii  white  clothes  covered  all  over  with 
mud.  A  gentleman,  a  phyiician  in  the  neighboutbood,  one  day 
called  him  io  and  remonstrated  with  him  oo  the  nibjeci.  He  advised 
him  to  take  no  notice  of  his  persecutor*.  "  What,"  he  *aid,  "docs 
it  signify?  SuppoM  they  were  to  call  me  77a!i^«i«??"— "There," 
(aid  the  nun,  "  you  called  me  so  yourself;  you  only  sent  for  me  in  to 
insult  me !  "  and,  after  hea]»ag  every  epithet  of  abuse  upon  him,  flew 
out  of  the  houw  in  a  most  tingoremable  paision.'  I  told  Northcote 
lliis  was  juDt  the  thing  !  meant.  Even  if  a  name  had  confcMcdIy 
no  meaning,  by  applying  it  constantly  and  by  way  of  excellence  to 
another,  it  Kcnicd  at  if  be  must  be  an  abstraction  of  insignificance :

nlea<ed  at  Uii*.'  'Why,  no!  thai  ii  not  enough:  it  U  euy  to 
tmiute  the  Antique  : — if  you  want  to  last,  you  mutt  invent  •omnhing. 
The  other  ia  only  pouring  liquort  from  one  »cMel  into  another,  (bit 
become  atsler  and  staler  every  time.  Wc  arc  tired  of  the  Aniiouei 
yet,  at  any  rate,  it  it  better  than  the  vapid  imitation  of  it.  The 
world  wantt  tomething  new,  and  will  have  it,  No  matter  whether  it 
it  belter  or  worie,  if  there  i>  but  an  infunioo  of  new  life  and  «pirit,  it 
will  go  down  to  po*tetity  ;  otherwise,  you  are  loon  forgotten.  Canora, 
too,  is  nothing  for  the  tame  reason — he  i*  only  a  feeble  copy  of  the 
Antique;  or  a  mixture  of  two  thingi  the  montimcompaiihlc,  that  and 
opera^ancing.  But  there  h  Bernini ;  he  ia  full  of  faulu ;  he  haa  too 
much  of  that  Horid,  redundant,  fluttering  atyle,  that  waa  objected  to 
Rubeni ;  but  then  he  haa  given  an  appearance  of  6e«h  that  wat  never 
ptcn  before.  The  Antique  always  looks  like  marble,  you  never  for 
a  moment  can  diveit  yourielf  of  the  idea  (  but  go  up  to  a  atatue  of 
Bernini'*,  and  it  teem*  ai  if  it  must  yield  to  your  touch.  Thia  excel- 
lence he  wa>  the  firtt  to  give,  and  therefore  it  rauiit  alwayt  remain 
with  him.  It  it  true,  it  is  alto  in  the  KIgin  marblea;  but  they  were 
not  known  in  hia  time;  to  that  he  indieputably  was  a  gcniui.  Then 
there  it  Michael  Angcio  i  how  utterly  different  from  the  Antique, 
and  in  tome  ihinn  how  superior !  For  tntitance,  there  it  hia  atatue 
of  Cotmo  d«  Medici,  leaoing  on  bit  hand,  in  the  chapel  of  St. 
Lorenico  at  Florence ;  I  declare  it  hat  that  look  of  reality  in  it,  that 
it  almuit  tcrri^ci  you  to  be  near  it.  It  haa  lomcthing  of  the  Kame 
effect  at  the  mixture  of  life  and  death  that  i«  perceivable  in  wax- 
work ;  though  that  ii  a  bad  illuatrauoo,  at  ihit  lait  ia  ditagreeable 
and  mechanical,  and  the  other  it  produced  by  a  powerful  and  maaterly 
conception  It  waa  the  tame  with  Handel  too:  he  nudemutic  upeak 
a  new  language,  with  a  pathoi  and  a  power  that  had  never  been  dreamt 
ot  till  hia  time.  It  it  not  the  tame  with  Titian,  Correggio,  Raphael  ? 
ThcK  pnntctt  did  not  imitate  one  another,  but  were  at  unlike  at 
poMibU,  knd  yet  were  all  excellent.  If  excellence  were  one  thing, 
tbejr  miiK  have  been  all  wrong.  Still,  originality  is  not  caprice  or 
affectation ;  it  is  ao  cxoellcnce  that  it  always  to  be  found  in  nature, 
but  has  never  had  a  place  in  an  before.  So  Rontney  aaid  of  Sir 
Joshua,  that  there  waa  that  in  hit  picture*  which  we  had  not  been 
used  to  tee  in  other  paintera,  but  we  had  seen  it  often  enough  in 
nature.  Give  thia  in  your  works,  and  nothing  can  ever  rob  you  of 
the  credit  of  it. 

■  I  wai  looking  into  Mandeville  tincc  I  aaw  you  (I  thought  I  had 
io«i  it,  but  1  found  it  among  a  parcel  of  old  bookt).  You  may  judge 
by  that  of  the  boJd  that  any  thing  like  origioaliiy  takes  of  the  world  : 
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tiatj  of  tbc  Ircbnd  papen  i  I  Hid,  **  Do  yoo  bring  him  at  a  fair 
witaCMf  He  wanl»  to  fill  hi*  theatre,  and  would  write  a  play 
hiiBwir.  and  «(vcai  it  wai  Stulupearc's.  He  Itnowt  better  than  U 
cry  /W^>i." ' 

I  obserred,  this  vat  what  nude  me  di»)ikr  tli«  conreraation  of 
learned  or  litcrafy  meti.  I  got  nuthiiif.  from  them  but  what  1  already 
kocw,  and  hardly  thai :  Ihcy  pouicd  ibe  tame  idea*  and  plitanet  and 
cant  of  knowledge  out  of  bciokt  into  my  eats,  a*  apothecaiiei'  appren- 
tice* made  preicripttoni  out  of  the  tame  bottles ;  bot  there  were  no 
new  diu£a  or  tim^c*  in  their  maitria  mtiHta,  Go  to  a  Scotch 
piofeiBor,  and  be  bore*  yon  to  death  by  an  eternal  rhiiptody  about 
rent  and  taxea,  gold  and  pa  per -currency,  population  and  capital,  and 
the  Teutonic  Racea — all  which  you  have  heard  a  thousand  time* 
before :  go  to  a  lineo'draper  in  tbc  city,  without  education  but  with 
common  lentc  and  ihrewdnei*,  and  you  pick  up  oomeihing  new, 
because  nature  in  inexhaunible,  and  he  tice*  it  from  hia  own  point  of 
view,  when  not  cramped  and  hood-winked  by  pedantic  preiudicei. 
A  peraoD  of  tliiij  character  said  to  me  thie  other  day,  in  gpeabicg  of 
the  moralt  of  fbreij^  nation* — '  It  'a  all  a  mistake  to  suppoie  there 
can  be  tuch  a  dilference.  Sir :  the  world  are,  and  must  be  moral ;  for 
when  people  grow  up  and  get  married,  they  teach  their  children  to  be 
mora/.  No  man  wiihea  lo  have  them  turn  nut  prnAigate.'  I  (aid  I 
had  never  heard  ibi«  before,  nnd  it  seemed  to  me  to  be  putting  aociety 

00  new  rollerf.     Northcote  agreed,  it  wat  an  excellent  obtemtioD. 

1  added,  ihia  Mlf-taught  ahrtwdncta  had  ita  weak  tidci  too.  Thi* 
nme  pertoo  vru  arguio;;  that  mankind  remained  much  the  aarae,  and 
alwayi  would  do  to.  Cows  and  borKs  did  not  change :  and  why 
then  thould  men .'  He  had  forgot  that  cow«  and  horaet  do  not  learn 
to  read  and  write. — '  Ay,  that  wa»  rery  well  too,'  said  Northcote  ; 
*  I  don't  koaw  but  1  agree  with  him  rather  than  with  you.  1  waa 
thinking  of  the  tame  thing  the  other  day  in  looking  over  aa  old 
Magazioe,  in  which  there  waa  a  long  debate  on  an  Act  of  Parliament 
to  licenae  gia-driakiag.  The  elTect  was  quite  dioll.  There  waa 
oitc  perioo  who  made  a  most  eloquent  ipeecb  to  point  out  all  the 
dreadful  conicquencei  of  allowing  thia  practice.  It  would  debauch 
the  moralt,  ruin  tlic  health,  and  dii-iiolve  all  the  bonds  of  society,  and 
leave  a  poor,  puny,  miserable,  Lilliputian  race,  equally  nn fit  for  peace 
or  war.  Yoti  would  tuppoac  that  the  world  waa  £oing  to  be  at  an 
end.  Why,  no  t  the  answer  would  hav«  been,  the  world  will  go  on 
much  the  same  as  before.  Yoo  attribute  too  much  power  to  an  Act 
of  Parliament.  Ptovideooe  hat  not  taken  its  measure  to  ill  as  to 
leave  it  to  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  continue  or  dixcontinue  the 
tpecio.

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Do  wc  aatttt  the  same  purpoK  of  prodigal  xad  oMcatsuous  d\f\aj 
tiat  tbrou)tb  aU  ber  wotk*.'  Do  we  not  &nd  the  mocc  beauuTuI 
and  dazzling  colouii  bcMowed  on  pbnit  and  flower*,  on  the  pluinige 
of  bnrdt,  on  fithc*  and  ihellE,  cren  to  the  very  bottom  of  the  tea  f 
All  ihU  profiuion  of  omameni.  wc  may  be  lurr,  if  not  in  rain. 
To  judge  otkcrwue  i*  to  fly  in  the  face  of  Nature,  and  mbttiiute 
«n  cxdiuive  and  intolerant  tpirit  in  the  place  of  pfailoiophy,  which 
iadudn  llie  gt^ateil  Tonety  of  man'*  wants  and  taatesi  and  inakt* 
all  the  faTourable  allowances  it  can.  The  Quaker  will  not  vrear 
coloured  clotbct;  though  be  would  not  hare  a  coot  to  hi*  back  if 
men  had  ncTec  Rudicd  any  thing  but  the  moitificatioD  of  their 
appciitc)  and  dc»irc«.  But  he  take*  caic  of  hit  penooal  coQwniciKe 
by  wearing  a  niece  of  good  broad-cloth,  and  grattfiet  his  vanity,  not 
by  linery,  but  by  hating  It  of  a  different  cat  Irom  every  body  elw, 
■o  that  he  may  leeiu  bettet  and  wikt  than  they.  Yet  this  humour, 
too,  ii  not  without  iti  adrantage* :  it  aervei  to  correct  the  contrary 
abtuidity.  I  look  upon  the  Quaker  and  the  fop  aa  two  KntirwU 
placed  by  Nature  at  the  two  excrcmex  of  vanity  and  telfithoeu, 
and  to  guard,  as  it  were,  all  the  common -tcnic  and  virtue  that 
lie  between.'  I  observed  that  these  contemptible  oariow-nuaded 
prejudice*  made  me  feel  irritable  and  impatient.  'You  sliould  not 
suner  that,'  said  Noithcotej  'for  then  you  will  run  into  the  contrary 
mistake,  and  lay  yourKlf  open  to  your  antagonist.  The  monks,  for 
iaatsice,  luve  been  too  hardly  dealt  with — not  that  1  would  defend 
many  abuse*  and  initance*  of  opprcinon  in  them — but  is  it  not  as 
welt  to  hare  bodies  of  men  shut  up  in  ccHs  .ind  monasteries,  a*  to 
let  them  loose  to  make  soldiers  of  ihcm  and  to  cut  one  another's 
throats  i  And  out  of  that  lazy  ignorance  and  leisure,  what  benefits 
have  not  sprung?  It  is  to  tbcm  we  owe  those  beautiful  specimcos 
of  Gothic  architecture  which  can  never  be  surpataedi  many  of  the 
discoveries  in  medicine  and  in  mechanic*  are  also  ihdrt ;  aod|  I 
believe,  the  restoration  of  classical  learning  is  owing  to  them.  Not 
that  I  would  be  understood  to  say  that  all  or  a  great  deal  of  this 
could  not  have  been  done  without  them;  but  their  leisure,  their 
independence,  and  the  want  of  tome  employment  to  exercise  their 
minds  were  the  acttuti  cause  of  many  advaotagcs  we  now  enjoy; 
and  what  I  mean  is,  that  Nature  is  tatisfinl  with  im]ierfe<:t  ia- 
struments.  Instead  of  marling  at  every  thing  that  dilTcts  ftom  tt* 
wc  had  better  take  Shakspcare'*  adnce,  and  try  to  find 

"  Tongues  in  the  tree*,  books  in  the  ninning  brooks, 
Sermons  in  itoncs,  and  good  in  trery  diii^." '

and  Forinfttun  uaed  afterwuidi  to  uy  to  roe,  **  Why  don't  you  (peak 
in  tbe  Academy,  and  be^n  with  'My  God  I*  as  youdoaontetimeflf '" 
I  nid)  I  hxl  ceen  in  a  ccttatn  painter  aomething  of  this  humoar, 
who  once  very  goodojiEurcdly  showed  me  a  Ruben*  lie  had,  and 
obacrved  with  great  mmeiaiuief,  ■  What  a  pity  that  this  man  wanted 
exprenioo!'  1  imagiDed  Rubeasto  liave  looked  round  lus  gallery. 
'Vet,'  he  coRtJoued,  'it  i*  the  oobioovwcm  of  defect,  too,  thlt 
often  Rimtibte*  the  utmotl  exertion*,  tf  Pope  hod  been  a  fine, 
haodaomc  man,  would  he  lwi*e  left  those  nuitcrpiccci  that  he  hat  i 
But  he  knew  aod  felt  bii  own  drfarmity,  and  therrfbre  waa 
determined  to  leave  nothing  undone  to  extend  that  oornei  of  power 
that  be  po»»e«wd.  He  sasd  to  hinMcIf,  They  shall  hate  no  fault 
to  find  there.  I  liavc  often  thought  when  very  good-looking  young 
men  hafe  come  here  iuttadiDH  to  draw.  "  What  1  are  you  noinj;  to 
bury  yDur*eli-es  in  a  j^ariet? "  And  it  has  geoeially  bapjieited  that 
they  have  given  up  the  an  before  long,  and  married  or  otherwise 
^cpoted  of  tfacni*dvc«.'  1  had  heard  an  anecdote  of  Nelson,  that, 
whea  appmoted  poil^capuin,  and  on  going  to  lake  posstMion  of 
his  ship  at  Yarmouth,  the  crowd  on  the  quay  almost  jouled  him, 
and  exclaimed — '  What  I  have  they  made  that  little  insignilicant 
fellow  a  captain  i  He  will  do  raucli,  to  be  lui  e !  *  I  thouglit  this 
niiftht  luve  ufj^ed  him  to  dare  as  he  did,  in  order  to  ^  the  better 
of  their  prejudices  and  hii  own  sense  of  fnortilication.  *  No  doubt,' 
Biid  Nonbcote^  'personal  defect*  or  disgrace  operate  in  thii  way. 
I  knew  an  adaunt  who  had  got  the  ttickiume  of  "Dirty  Dick" 
MBOag  the  sailors,  and,  on  his  heiag  congraiulated  on  obtaiung  some 
dtttftnte  victofy,  all  be  tm6  wm,  "  I  hope  tbcy  '11  call  me  Dirty 
Dick  no  more  I  " — There  was  a  Sir  John  Gfen>ille  or  Greenfield 
formerly,  who  was  appointed  to  convoy  a  fleet  of  nteicbaot-shipi, 
and  had  to  defend  them  a^intf  a  Sjonith  roan-ofwar,  and  did  so 
with  the  DCinovi  bravery  and  resolutioci,  so  that  the  convoy  got  safe 
off;  but  after  that,  be  would  not  yield  till  he  mt  struck  aentelec* 
by  a  ball,  sad  then  the  crew  delivered  up  the  vessel  to  the  enemy, 
who,  on  coming  on  board  and  eoteriog  the  cabin  where  he  lay, 
were  awonisfcecl  to  find  a  mere  puny  shrivelled  stnder  of  a  nun, 
ionad  of  the  Devil  they  had  expected  to  see.  He  was  taken  on 
•bore  ia  SjaSot  and  died  of  his  wonnds  there;  and  the  Spaoiifa 
womeo  afierwwdf  laed  to  frighten  their  children,  by  telliif  lluai 
"Don  John  of  the  Greenfield  wu  coming!  "* 
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NoMKOTS  rani^ancd  t)ie  doih  of  poor ,  who  had  been  whb 

him  a  few  day*  brforct  laujtliiag  aad  in  gnat  sptnu;  utd  the  oext 
tluBg  he  heard  woi  ih:ic  be  had  put  u  tod  to  htmwlf.  I  atked  if 
there  vat  any  particular  reuion  ^  He  »aid  '  No  i  that  be  had  left 
a  note  upon  the  tabic,  nying  that  kit  Irieodi  had  fbnaken  hin, 
thai  he  knew  no  cauic,  and  that  be  wa«  tired  of  life.     Hi*  potroa, 

C ,  of  the  Admirahy,  liad,  it  tccmn,  net  him  to  pint  a  pictsr* 

of  Louia  the  Righteenh  rcceiring  the  Order  of  the  Garter.     He 
had  probably  been  tedzed  about  that.     Thete  tnaipid  court-«ubjecu 
were  deMin^  to  be  fai:d  to  anitta.     Poor  Bird  hid  beca  emploj 
to  patni  a  piciute  of  Louii  the  Eightecatli  landing  at  Calait, 
had  died  of  chagrin  and  diuppoinunent  at  hi*  failore.

It 
require*  a  long  apntenticeihip,  great  puna,  snd  prodigioiu  self^lenial, 
whkh  no  man  will  (ubmit  to,  except  from  neeeuity,  or  as  the  only 
chance  he  hu  of  e*caping  from  ob^rity.     t  remember  when  Mr. 
Locke  {of  Norbury-Park)  lirsc  came  over  from  Italy;  and  old  Dr. 
Moottf  who  had  a  high  opinion  of  him,  was  crying  up  hi*  drawing! 
and  aaked  me,  if  I  did  not  think  he  would  make  a  great  paiacer  i 
I  (aid,  •  No,  nerer ! '— '  Why  not  i ' — ■  BecAuw  he  haa  hx  UMMttad 
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a  year.'  No  one  would  ihcow  away  all  the  :id*antaget  and  indulgeocee 
this  cniurrd  him,  to  shut  hirnacif  up  in  i  gnrrct  ro  pore  over  that 
which  after  all  may  expose  him  to  contempt  aod  ridicule.  Artittt, 
to  be  »ur«,  htiTe  gooe  on  painting  after  they  have  got  rich,  such  at 

Rubeoi  and  Titian,  and  indeed  Sic  Joihua ;  but  tli«n  it  had  by  this 
time  become  a  habit  and  a  source  of  pleanire  initeud  of  i  toil  to  dicm, 
and  the  honourii  and  distinction  they  had  acquired  by  it  countef- 
balanccd  cTcry  other  consideration.  Their  lore  of  the  an  had 
become  greater  than  their  love  of  riches  or  of  idleness :  but  at  fir« 
this  U  not  the  cate,  and  the  repugnance  to  labour  i*  only  mastered  by 
the  ab»ofute  neceuity  for  it.  People  apply  to  study  only  when  they 
cuinot  help  it.  No  one  was  ever  known  to  racceed  without  this 
stimulus.'  I  ventured  to  lay  that,  generaUy  ipeakin;;*  no  one,  I 
believed,  ever  succeeded  in  a  profession  without  great  application ;  but 
that  where  there  was  a  strong  turn  for  any  thing,  a  man  in  this  sense 
could  not  help  himself,  and  the  application  followed  of  course,  and 
^Waa,  in  fact,  comparadvely  easy.     Nonlicoie  turned  short  round  upon 

Be, and  said,  'Then  you  admit  oriRioal  neniiw?  1  cannot  agree  with 
you  there.'  I  said,  '  Waivinx  that,  and  not  iD<)utrin2  how  ilic 
inclination  comet,  but  early  in  life  a  fondncsi,  a  passion  for  a  certain 
purniii  it  imbibed ;  the  mind  is  haunted  by  thit  object,  it  cannot  rest 
without  it  (any  more  than  the  body  without  food),  it  becomes  the 
tirongest  feeling  we  have,  and  then,  I  think,  the  most  intense 
application  follows  naturally,  just  as  in  the  case  of  a  lore  of  money  or 
any  other  passion — -the  most  unremitting  application  without  this  is 
forced  and  of  no  use ;  and  where  this  original  bias  exists,  no  other 
motive  is  required.' — *Oh!  but,'  said  Narthcote,  'if  you  hod  to 
labour  on  by  yourself  without  compeiiton  or  admirer*,  you  would 
•oon  lay  down  your  pencil  or  your  pen  in  dicgust.  It  is  the  hope  of 
thining,  or  the  fear  of  being  eclipsed,  that  urges  you  on.  Do  you 
think  if  nobody  took  any  notice  of  what  you  did,  this  would  not  damp 
your  ardour  i  — '  Yes ;  after  I  had  done  any  thing  that  I  thought 
worth  notice,  it  might  considerably;  but  how  many  minds  (almost 
all  the  great  ones)  were  fbrmcd  in  secresyand  lolitude,  without  know- 
ing whether  they  should  ever  make  a  ligurc  or  not !  All  they  knew 
wat,  that  they  liked  what  they  were  about,  and  gave  their  whole  anult  to 
it.  There  was  Hogarth,  there  was  Corrcggio :  what  enabled  these  aiiitn 
to  arrive  at  the  perfection  in  their  several  ways,  which  afterwards 
gained  them  the  attention  of  the  world  ?  Not  the  premature  applause 
of  the  by-siandets,  but  the  vivid  tingling  delight  with  which  the  one 
teized  upon  a  grotcsaue  incident  or  expretaion — "tlie  wrapt  soul 
aitting  in  the  eye«,"  of  the  other,  u  he  drew  a  saint  or  anget  from  the 
skies.     If  they  had  been  brought  forward  very  early,  before  they  had 
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contun  a  hiMory  of  art  in  nil  countriet  and  from  the  bcKintitn};  of  the 
world.  1  u!(t  it  would  he  an  invaluable  work  if  it  could  be  done ; 
but  that  there  was  no  one  alifc  who  could  do  it.' 

Northcotc  ift«rwards,  by  wme  trxnntion,  *pokc  of  the  chatnctert 
of  woRintt  and  atked  my  opinion.  I  oid,  ■  All  my  mctapbyuct 
leaned  to  tlie  vulgar  side  of  thete  tjuesionti:  1  thought  there  wai  a 
difference  of  original  geniui,  a  diferenoe  in  the  chuncier  of  (be  «cxea, 
&c.  Women  appeared  to  me  to  do  Rome  ihingi  better  than  men ; 
and  therefore  I  concluded  they  mutt  do  other  thing*  worae/ 
Notthcotc  mentioned  Annihal  dracci,  and  nid, '  How  odd  it  waa, 
that  in  lookioji  at  any  vrork  of  hi*,  you  could  awrai  il  wa<  done  by  a 
man  1  Ludovico  Carucci  hxd  a  liner  and  mote  intellectual  expreVMoo, 
but  not  the  ume  bold  uad  workmanlike  cti.iracter.  ITiere  wa*  Michael 
Angelo  a^ain — what  woman  would  ever  liivc  thought  of  painting  the 
figuret  in  the  Sintine  chapel  i  There  wax  Drydco  too,  what  a 
thorough  mnnly  character  there  was  in  his  ityle !  And  Pope ' — 
[I  inietniptcd,  'acemed  to  me  bctwcwi  a  man  and  a  woman.'] — *It 
waa  not,'  he  cooiinued,  'that  women  wcte  r)ot  often  very  clever 
(cleverer  tlian  many  men),  but  there  wai  a  point  of  excellenci-  which 
ihey  oerer  reached.  Yet  the  greiteai  pains  had  been  taken  with 
Mveral.  Angelica  Kautfm.in  had  been  btoufiht  up  from  a  child  to 
the  art,  attd  had  been  taken  by  her  father  (in  boy')  clotheaj  to  the 
Academy  to  Icatn  to  draw;  but  there  wai  an  effeminate  and  feeble 
look  in  ail  her  worki,  ihoujih  not  without  merit.  There  waa  not  the 
maD'a  band,  or  what  FuM-li  uied  to  call  a  "  fiat "  in  them ;  that  is, 
•omediing  coarse  and  clumsy  eoou^,h,  peihapt,  but  Ktill  with  iirength 
and  muKle.  Even  in  common  tilings,  you  wodd  see  a  carpenter 
drive  a  noil  in  a  way  that  a  women  never  would ;  or  if  you  had  a 
anit  of  clotheK  mnde  by  a  woman,  they  would   hang  quite  loose  about 

Sia  and  seem  ready  to  fall  off.  Yet  it  in  extraordinary  loo,  tnid 
onhootei  that  in  what  has  tometiniet  beeo  thought  the  peculiar 
province  of  men,  courage  and  heroism,  iliere  have  been  women  fiilly 
upon  a  par  with  any  men,  tuch  ai  Joan  of  Arc  and  many  othera,  who 
have  never  been  iiaq>a»«ed  a>  leader*  in  battle.'  I  observed  that  of 
all  the  women  1  had  ever  *ccn  or  known  any  thing  of,  Mrt.  Siddoo* 
•truck  mc  aa  the  grandest.  He  »aid, — *  Oh !  it  is  her  outiratd  form) 
which  aiampc  her  to  completely  for  tragedy,  no  lesi  than  the  mratal 
put.  Both  thr  and  her  brother  were  cot  out  by  Nature  for  a  tragedy- 
king  and  queen.  It  is  what  Mrs.  Hannah  More  ha«  uid  of  her, 
" Htf'tU  the  aghiuA!"'  1  replied,  that  (he  leemed  to  me  equally 
great  in  anger  or  in  coDiempt  or  in  any  xtatrly  part  ai  the  wa«  in 
pief,  witnru  her  Lady  Macbetli.  '  Yei,'  he  uid,  'thai,  to  be  lure, 
wia  a  maaterpiecc.'     I  aaked  what  he  thought  of  Mta.  Iitcbhald? 
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'  My  dear  wife  died  to  my  untpeakable  gnei,  Dec.  I9thi  17^1. 
Wiih  the  loM  of  mjf  dear  companion  died  all  ihc  pleasure  of  my  life ; 
sod  no  wonder :  I  had  lircd  wilh  her  forty  yeari,  in  which  time 
nothing  happened  to  abate  the  itiictoeas  of  our  [''liendthipi  or  to 
create  x  coolnew  or  indifference  «o  common  and  even  unregarded  by 
many  in  the  world.  I  thank  God  I  enjoyed  my  full  lioerty,  my 
health,  luch  plcaiuret  and  diverriona  aa  I  liked,  perfect  peace  and 
competence  during  the  time ;  which  were  all  (caioned  and  hcightertcd 
every  day  more  or  lc«(  by  coniiant  markt  of  friendHhip,  mott  inviolable 
affection,  and  a  most  cheerful  endeavour  to  make  my  life  ajtreeable. 
Nothing  disturbed  me  but  her  many  and  constant  diwrderi  i  under 
all  which  I  could  lee  how  her  faithful  heart  was  atrongly  attached  to 
me.  And  who  could  itand  the  thock  of  seeinj;  the  attack*  of  Death 
npon  and  then  her  iiniil  diisoiution  i  The  conaequencc*  to  me  were 
iatal.  Old  age  rushed  upon  me  like  an  armed  man :  my  appetite 
mcd,  my  strength  waa  gone,  every  aniusement  became  flat  and  dull ; 
my  countenance  fell,  and  I  have  nothing  to  dc  but  to  drag  on  4  heary 
chain  for  the  rest  of  my  life ;  which  I  hope  a  good  Cod  will  enable 
roe  to  do  without  murmuiingi  and  in  conclusion,  to  *ay  with  all  my 
•oul —

'This  w»  written  on  a  paper  blotted  by  tcart,  and  uluck  with 
wafer*  into  the  lirit  page  of  the  family  Bible. 

'Mr.  John  Fox  died  iid  of  October,  1763.  He  wa«  born 
May  10th,  1693.' 
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NokTKCDTK  alluded  to  a  printed  *tory  of  his  having  hung  an  early 

picture  of  H 's  out  of  light,  and  of  Fuseli's  obicning  on  the 

occauon — '  By  G— d,  you  ate  sending  him  to  hcivcn  before  his 
dme  I  *  He  sud  there  wan  not  the  least  foundation  for  this  itoiy ; 
nor  could  there  be,  he  not  having  been  hiuigrr  that  year.  He  read 
out  of  the  same  publication  a  letter  from  Burke  to  a  young  ardst  of 
the  name  of  Baitaw,  full  of  excellent  sense,  adiisiog  him  by  00 
means  to  gi*e  up  hit  profetsion  ai  on  engraver  till  he  was  sure  he 
contd  succeed  a*  a  punter,  out  of  idle  ambition  and  ao  imfounded 
contempt  for  the  humbJer  and  more  labotioun  wnlks  of  life.  '  I  could 
not  have  thought  it  of  him,'  said  Notihcote ;  '  I  confess  he  never 
appeared  to  me  so  great  a  roui.'  I  asked  what  kind  of  looking  man 
he  wa*;     Northcote  answered,  ■  You  have  seen  the  piaure  i    There 
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neithrr  long  nor  ihori,  but  !n  the  middle  bctwem  both.  ETra  Butke 
bowed  to  his  authority ;  and  Six  Jothiu  thought  him  the  wiK<t  mKn 
he  ever  knew.  Oace  vhta  Sti  Joihua  wa«  cxpmting  hi«  iniMticnce 
of  some  innoi-ation,  and  I  Biid,  "  Ai  thxt  r*tc,  the  Christian  Kcligion 

could  never  have  been  e»ubUihed :  "  "  Oh !  "  he  «ud,  "  Mc.  M 

hii«  anawcrtd  thai !  "  which  teemed  to  Hticfy  him.' 

I  made  *omc  remxrk  that  I  wondered  he  did  not  come  up  to 
LoodoD,  though  the  HRic  fccttng  icemcd  lo  belong  to  other  clever 
men  born  in  Uevonahtre  (as  Gandj)  whose  nmbition  was  confitird  lo 
their  native  county,  *o  that  there  mu«t  be  tome  charm  in  the  jilacc. 
■  You  are  to  coniider,'  he  replied,  'it  ii  alraott  a  peninsula,  lo  that 
there  is  no  iboroueh-fare,  and  people  are  iherefore  more  uationary  in 
one  (pot.  It  a  tor  thii  rea*on  they  necemrily  intermarry  among 
themMlvct,  and  you  can  trace  the  gencalogin  of  lamilien  fi>t  centurie* 
back;  whereat  in  other  plaoea,  and  ptcticuliilj  herr  in  London, 
where  every  thing  of  that  kind  i*  jumbled  together,  you  oevrr  know 
who  any  mun'a  ;:tand-&ther  w.ia.  There  arc  couotry -squire*  and 
plain  gentry  down  in  that  prt  of  the  world,  who  have  occupied  the 
nmc  Mutn  long  before  the  Conquest  (aa  the  Suckbitche*  in  particular, 
— not  »  very  aounding  name)  and  who  look  down  npoo  tbcCoimaey* 
and  othrtt  ai  opitart*.  Certainly,  Dcvonahire  for  it*  extent  hac  pro- 
duced i  number  of  eminent  men.  Sir  Joshua,  the  Mudges,  Dunniag, 
Gay,  Lord  Chancellor  King,  KaJetgh,  Drake,  and  Sir  Richard 
Granville  tn  Queen  Klizabeth'i  time,  who  nude  that  gallant  defence 
in  an  engagement  with  the  Spaniih  fleet,  and  was  the  aoceitor  of 
Pope's  Lord  Lanidownc,  "  Wh.ii  Muse  for  Granville  will  rditse  to 
aing,  ice"  Foster,  the  celebrated  preichcr,  wai  also,  I  believe, 
from  the  West  of  Rngland.  He  fitsi  became  populat  from  the  Lord 
Chancellor  Hardwicke  stopping  in  the  porch  of  hit  chapel  in  the  Old 
Jevryi  out  of  a  shower  of  rain  :  and  thinking  he  might  at  well  bear 
what  was  going  on,  be  went  b,  and  wat  so  well  pleased  that  he  scot 
all  the  great  Iblks  to  bear  htm,  and  he  was  run  after  a*  much  ai  Irving 
has  been  tn  our  time.  An  old  fellow-nudent  Irom  the  country,  going 
[to  wvt  on  him  at  hia  bouse  in  London,  found  a  Shakspr^rc  on  the 
window-scat ;  and  remarking  the  circunuunce  with  some  sarprisc  u 
[  out  of  the  usual  courtc  of  clerical  studies,  the  other  apologised  by 
saying  that  he  wished  to  know  something  of  the  world,  that  hit 
tiiuatioo  and  habiu  precluded  him  from  the  common  opponunftics, 
and  that  he  found  no  way  of  supplying  the  deliciency  lo  agreeable 
or  effectual  as  looking  into  a  volume  of  Shakipeate.  Pope  has 
trnmonAliscd  him  in  the  well-known  lines : —

Hk  rcxUag  at*  tlie  a 
beaattftJ  I  turc  ever  beard.  I  renenbei  hit  once  roditit  Moore't 
fible  ci  the  Ftmaii  StJutirt  with  wdi  ficdng  and  »weetiie«»  tbic 
every  ooe  wu  de)i|tfated,  and  Dr.  Madge  haMelf  waa  ■>  macfaiq 
affected  that  be  bunt  iDta  tcara  in  the  middle  of  it.  The  biailjr  arr 
Mill  tctpcctablc,  bat  derm  their  chief  hutrc  from  tbe  fir«  two 
feoaden,  liiw  clouda  that  reflect  tbc  ma'*  nyt,  after  be  baa  rank 
btlow  ibe  horizon,  but  in  time  Iud  grey  tod  arc  Um  ia  ohKarity  I  ' 

I  aakcd  Nonbcolr  if  he  bad  ever  happened  to  meet  w«b  a  letter  of  < 
Wafbunoa'a  in  aoawtr  to  one  of  I>r.  Doddrid|{e't,  compliuieti 
the  author  of  tbe  Dhnt  Ltgatiim  tf  M«*tt  oo  tbe  evideai  jxtX 
(ut>r*tneM  with  which  be  wrote — to  which  the  btter  caadkUy 
replied)  tkii  he  wrote  with  great  haaic  and  uawilliagacM  [  tba«  he 
never  aat  down  to  compote  till  the  pcintcr'*  boy  waa  waitinji  u  the 
door  for  tbe  maittMcrip,  and  that  he  thould  never  write  at  all  but  a«  a 
relief  to  a  morUd  lowttew  of^rita,  and  to  drive  away  uneaay  thoug^u 
thatoAea  aaaailcd  htm.'  'That  tDdecd,'  obserred  Northcotei  'gjte* 
a  dHrcrcnt  nm  to  ih«  itaiement  i  I  thotigbt  at  fim  it  wsa  ooly  tbe 
eooHDOO  coquetry  both  of  authon  and  aniM*,  to  be  mppoied  to  do 
whu  excite*  the  admiration  of  other*  with  the  greatest  eaac  and 
ioJiircrcDGc,  and  almoit  wichoni  knowinf;  what  they  are  about.  If 
what  lurprtica  jw  cowa  (beai  iMthtDt.  the  wonder  it  lo  macb 
incrraied.  When  Michael  Angclo  proposed  to  fortify  hb  native 
ciiy,  FlotMKe,  and  lie  was  deiiied  to  keep  to  hi*  painting  and 
iculjHucc,  he  iAiwered,  thai  tfaoae  were  hi*  recrcatioui  but  what  he 
really  undFritoud  w:u  architecture.  That  i«  what  Sir  Joihua  coonders 
a*  live  praitc  of  Rubertt,  thai  he  teemed  to  make  a  play-^ing  of  tbe 
an.  In  fact,  the  work  ii  never  complete  unlea*  it  has  ihii  appearaoce : 
aod  therefore  Sir  Joahua  has  laid  himtelf  open  to  criticism,  in  uying 
that  '  a  picture  muel  not  only  be  done  well,  it  muat  leem  to  have  bKD 
done  catily.'  Il  cannot  be  latd  to  be  done  welt,  unlea*  it  bna  ihi* 
look.  That  i*  the  fault  of  ibote  laboured  and  timid  production*  vi\ 
the  modern  French  and  Italian  school* ;  they  arc  the  reidt  of  inch  a 
tediout,  petty,  mechanical  proccM,  ihu  il  is  at  difficalt  for  yon  to  i 
admire  a*  it  has  been  lor  the  artiai  lo  execute  ibem.     Where^ 
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when  n  work  Mcm«  itampnl  on  the  csrtvaa  by  a  blow,  you  arc  taken 
by  furpriie ;  and  your  admiration  h  'm  inuaDUncou*  and  ekciiical  a» 
the  tmpulK  of  gcniun  which  h:is  caused  it.  1  have  ntva  a  whole- 
length  poririit  by  Velaaquei!,  thai  leeined  done  while  Uie  colours  were 
yel  wet ;  every  thing  wat  touched  in,  us  it  were,  by  a  wikh ;  there 
wa*  *uch  a  power  that  it  thrilled  through  your  whole  frame,  and  you 
Icli  M  if  you  could  take  up  the  brush  and  do  any  thing.  It  is  ihi« 
licnM;  of  power  and  freedom  which  delights  and  communicatet  itt 
own  ifl9[uration,  ju»t  aa  the  oppotitc  drudf>cry  and  attention  to  details 
i>  painful  and  di^cartening.  There  was  a  little  piciuie  of  one  of  the 
Infanti  of  Spain  on  horieback,  aluo  by  Velasquez,  which  Mr.  Agar 
had,'  and  with  which  Gainsborough  wai  lo  imniqiorlcd,  th.it  he  naid 
in  a  lit  of  btarado  to  the  trrvanl  who  ihowcd  it,  ■*  Tell  your  mantcr 
I  will  give  him  a  thousand  jjounds  for  thai  pictuic."  Mr.  Agar 
began  to  consider  what  pictures  he  could  purchase  with  the  money  if 
he  patted  with  this,  and  at  last,  luving  made  up  his  mindi  sent 
Cainabofough  word  hi-  might  have  the  fncturi-i  who  not  at  all 
expecting  this  result,  waa  a  good  deal  confuncd,  and  declared, 
however  be  might  admire  it,  be  could  not  afford  to  give  so  large 
a  sum  for  it.' 
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NoKTHCOTE  complained  of  being  unwell,  though  he  said  he  could 
hardly  expect  it  to  be  otherwtM  at  his  a(;e.  He  must  think  of 
making  up  the  accounts  of  bis  lile,  such  as  it  had  been,  though  he 
added  (checking  btnuelF)  that  he  ought  not  to  aay  that,  for  he  had 
had  bit  Rhace  of  good  ax  well  as  others.  He  had  been  reading  in 
Boccaccio,  where  it  was  frequently  observed,  that  'such  a  ooc 
departed  thib  ivrttcbtit  life  at  such  a  time;' — so  that  in  Boccaccio's 
time  they  complained  of  ilie  wretchedness  of  lite  as  much  as  we  do. 
He  allwJed  to  an  expression  of  Coleridge's,  which  he  had  seen 

Jooted  in  a  newspaper,  and  which  he  thought  tery  6nc, '  That  an  old 
rothic  cathedral  always  Kcracd  to  him  like  a  petrified  religion ! ' 
Some  one  aiked.  Why  doet  he  not  go  and  tun>  Black  Monk  f 
Because,  I  said,  be  never  doea  anything  that  he  should  do.  'There 
arc  >ome  things,'  nid  N..  *  with  respect  to  which  I  am  in  the  same 
state  that  a  blind  man  m  ■(  to  colours.  Homer  is  one  of  these. 
I  am  utterly  in  the  dark  about  il.  1  can  make  nothing  of  his  heroes 
or  bb  Gods.    Whether  ihu  is  owing  to  my  not  knowing  the  language 
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or  to  >  chuge  of  maooen.  I  cannot  uj.'     He  ws«  bcrc  intmup*^ 

by  the  entrance  of  tbe  beautiful  Mr*.  G ,  bnutifd  even  in  years. 

She  aid  (he  htd  brought  him  a  book  to  look  at.  She  coukl  not 
ttopt  for  the  had  a  lady  waiting  foe  ber  below,  but  abe  would  call  in 
MMiK  morning  and  havr  a  long  chau  After  die  wa*  gone,  t  ranarlied 
bow  haadramc  rIw  full  wasj  and  be  aaid,  '  I  don't  ttnow  why  the  m 
■0  kind  aa  to  come,  except  that  I  am  the  latt  link  in  the  chain  that 
conaecta  her  with  all  tbow  abe  moat  cMcemcd  wbcn  the  w»*  yonu, 
Johnioa,  Reynolda,  CokUmith — and  mniad  bet  of  tbe  mott  delighiul 
petiod  of  her  life.*  I  nid.  Not  only  ao,  but  you  remcmbei  what  abc 
waa  at  t»-coty ;  and  you  thti*  bring  back  to  her  the  ttiumpha  of  bet 
youth — that  pride  of  beauty  wbkh  auut  be  the  more  bndly  cbertahed 
M  il  baa  no  external  Toucbcra,  and  live*  chicfiy  in  the  boMun  of  ita 
once  lovely  pOMciaor.  In  hef,  bowerer,  ibc  Giac«t  bad  triumpbed 
over  lime  I  ahe  waa  one  of  Ninon  dc  rbncloa'  people,  of  the  liu  of 
tbe  ImmoitaU.  1  could  almoat  fancy  tbe  shade  of  Goldamtth  in  the 
room,  lookini!  louod  with  coroptaceocy.  'Yea,'  aaid  NortfacoWi 
'that  ia  what  Sir  Joabua  uaed  to  mendon  as  the  aewreat  teat  of 
beauty — it  wai  not  then  iHm-Arp  otily.  She  had  goae  tbion^  all 
the  aiagea,  and  lud  lent  a  gtacc  to  each.  There  ate  beautie«  that  are 
old  in  a  year.  Take  away  the  bloom  and  frethnci*  of  youth,  and 
tbrre  ia  no  trace  of  what  they  were.  Their  beauty  it  not  groooded 
in  tint  principlea.  Good  temper  is  one  of  the  grcx  ptcaeTrers  of  the 
fcatorca.'  I  obaervtd,  it  waa  the  %tBtt  in  tbe  mind  aa  in  the  body. 
There  were  pcivon*  of  pteniattire  ^tty  who  aoon  ran  to  aeed,  and 
othcn  who  made  do  Ggnre  till  tbey  were  advaiKcd  in  liiic.  I  bad 
known  (cveral  who  were  very  clever  at  aerenteen  or  ci^bteea,  bol 
who  had  turned  out  oothbg  afterward).  *  That  ia  what  my  biher 
u)ed  to  uy,  thai  at  that  time  of  life  the  cfferveaceoce  and  tntoxioDoo 
of  yonth  did  a  great  dcdi,  bat  that  wc  mutt  wait  tiU  tbe  gaiety  and 
dance  of  tbe  aoinal  tpirita  bad  tubuded  to  aec  what  peofit  really 
were.  It  b  WKNlctfiil '  (laid  NonbcsK^  rtvmiiig  to  the  Sanaa 
•abject)  ■wbK  t  dana  tb«t  ii  in  tJwic enrly  nwPcinioBa,  m  wIimctw 
recall  that  first  dawo  and  oniaet  of  life.  Jact-ibe-Giaai-K^er  ia  tbe 
fint  book  1  ever  read,  and  I  cannot  de«cr^  the  pleaaore  it  eivei  me 
even  now.  I  cannot  look  rato  it  withoM  my  eyct  filling  with  tcnrs. 
I  do  not  know  what  it  ia  (wlKtber  good  or  bald),  but  it  ia  to  mct 
(racD  carty  wnpceMJoni,  tbe  moat  heroic  of  perfonnancca.  I  rcnwoiber 
ancc  not  having  money  to  buy  it,  and  1  tranacrtbcd  it  all  tiut  with  m« 
own  hand.  7  hi*  is  what  I  waa  going  to  *ay  about  Homer.  I 
onoot  help  thinking  that  one  ante  of  the  high  admitattoa  in  which 
it  Ls  beld  is  iu  being  tbe  firat  book  that  b  put  mlo  the  handa  of  ynang 
people  at  achool:  it  ia  tbe  fint  q«ll  wbicb  opcna  to  then  the 
»7o 
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ntchaouoeBts  of  ibc  uaml  world.  Had  I  be«n  brod  a  tcholar, 
1  dare  uy  Homer  would  have  bm  my  .[Bck-thc^iant-Killnt— 
There  is  3q  innoceoce  und  aimplicity  in  that  early  age  wbicli  make* 
cfcry  ihttiE  relating  to  it  delightful.  Ii  seemi  to  nic  that  ii  is  the 
abiencc  of  all  alfecution  or  cten  of  teiudoasatii,  that  conitiiute*  the 
perfection  of  nature  or  art.  That  i>  what  niakd  it  no  inietciiing  to 
«ec  gitig  and  boys  dancing  at  nchool — ^therc  ia  such  natural  gaieiy  and 
freedom,  such  undfccted,  uoptetenditig,  unknown  grace.  That  u 
the  true  dancing,  and  not  what  vou  ice  at  the  Opera.  And  agaioi  \a 
the  nio«t  ordinary  actionii  of  children,  what  an  case,  what  a  playfulneia, 
what  tlamei  of  beauty  do  ihey  throw  uui  without  bnng  in  the 
smallcK  degree  aware  of  itl  I  have  oometimei  thought  it  a  pity 
there  should  be  auch  a  predoui  eucnce,  and  that  those  who  potsec* 
it  should  be  <]tutc  ignorant  of  it :  yet  if  they  knew  it,  that  alone 
would  kill  it!  The  whole  depends  on  the  utter  abwnce  of  all 
egotitmiof  the  remotest  reflection  upon  self.  It  is  tlie  same  in  work* 
of  art— the  limplest  are  the  best.  That  is  what  makes  nie  hate  thoic 
ttuffrd  character*  that  are  lo  full  of  themselves  that  1  think  thev 
cannot  have  much  else  in  them.  A  man  who  admires  himscit 
prerenta  me  from  admiring  him,  jusi  a*  by  praising  himself  he  stop* 
my  mouth ;  though  the  eulgar  take  their  cue  from  a  m.in's  opioion 
of  himself,  and  admire  none  but  coxcomb*  and  pedant*.  'I  his  is 
the  best  excuse  for  impudence  and  quackery,  thai  tJie  world  will  not 
be  gained  without  it.  The  true  favourites  of  Nature,  however,  have 
their  eyes  turned  towards  the  Goddess,  instead  of  looking  at  thcm- 
lelvei  m  the  class.  There  is  no  pretence  or  anumption  about  them. 
It  seems  difficult  indeed  for  any  one  who  is  the  object  of  attention 
toothers  not  to  be  thinking  of  himself:  but  the  greatest  men  have 
always  been  the  most  free  t'rom  this  bias,  the  weakest  have  been  the 
soonest  puffed  up  by  self-conceit.  If  you  had  asked  Correggio  why  he 
painted  as  he  did,  he  would  have  answered,  "  Dccaute  he  could  not 
help  it."  Look  at  Dtyden's  verses,  which  he  wrote  just  like  a 
school-boy  who  bring*  up  his  task  without  knowing  whether  he  shall 
be  rewaraed  or  flogged  tor  it.  Do  you  suppose  he  wrote  the  deicrip- 
tion  of  Cymon  for  any  other  reason  than  because  he  could  not  help 
it,  or  that  he  had  any  more  power  to  stop  himself  in  his  headlong 
career  than  the  mountain-cot  rent  j  Or  turn  to  Shakspeare,  who 
evidently  does  not  know  the  value,  the  Jrmd/u]  ^iXae  (as  I  nuy  say) 
of  the  exprcsdoiu  he  utea.  Genius  gathers  up  iti  beauties,  like  the 
child,  vrithout  knowiog  whether  thev  are  weeds  or  ilowers:  those 
productions  that  are  destined  to  give  forth  an  everlasting  odour,  grow 
up  without  labour  or  design.' 

Mr.  P came  in,  and  complimenting  Northcotc  OD  a  large 
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Lord  G.  had  bought  a  picture  of  NonbcUe't :  an  alhnaon  wu 
nude  lo  hu  cnormoD*  and  incmtin;;  wralib.  Nonhcotc  uid  he 
could  be  Ititlc  ih«  btttM  fot  it.  Aficr  a  crrtRin  poiiu,  it  brcame  a 
Bwrc  DOflu&tl  dituactioo.  He  oal;  thought  of  that  which  pantd 
Uifough  hit  haodi  and  fdl  noder  hU  iaungduKt  aotkc.  He  knew  no 
more  of  the  reit  than  70a  or  I  did :  be  was  mereljr  perplexed  hj  it. 
Thit  vu  what  oftes  made  pereons  in  bu  lituatiaD  tenacioot  of  Uk 
mow  irittiog  tonu,  lor  thi*  wa*  the  only  podtire  or  tangible  wealth 
they  bad  :  the  remote  ccwingcncy  wu  like  a  thing  in  the  citnidi,  or 
mooataint  of  «ii<rer  asd  gold  ttm  in  ibe  dUunt  horizon.  It  wat  the 
ume  with  NoUekeot:  be  died  worth  j^ioo,ooo:  but  the  money  he 
bad  accumuUted  at  hh  haakei'a  wu  out  of  hii  f«ach  and  coMempla- 
lioD — Ml  tf  i^f^,  Ptt  ef  ■mm/'— be  wa«  ody  muddKog  about  with 
what  be  had  in  bi«  hand*,  and  lired  like  a  beggar  in  actual  fear  of 
want.  P,  taid,  be  wa«  an  odd  little  nun,  but  be  believed  clever  in 
hU  prolnnoa.  NonhcMc  aucoicd,  and  obvcrvcd  *  be  wac  an  ioMascc 
of  what  might  be  done  by  concentratiog  the  aitcscion  on  a  ma^ 
object.  If  you  collect  the  cayt  of  the  Maa  in  a  focus,  yott  could  *et 
any  ohjea  00  fire.  Great  talrata  were  often  dianpatMl  to  no 
ptirpOK:  but  time  aitd  padeoce  coocfKred  every  thing.  WitboMt 
■hem,  you  could  do  Dothng.  So  Giardini,  when  asked  bow  long  it 
woold  take  to  learn  to  ptay  00  the  fiddle,  a&twcrcd — "  Twelve  bona 
a-dsy  fior  twoity  year*  together."  A  few  great  gcniutca  may  trifle 
with  the  art*,  like  Kubeo*  ;  hot  in  general  nothing  can  be  more  fatal 
than  to  Hippote  onc't-aelf  a  great  geniut.'  P.  obtervcd,  that  in 
conunoci  buiin>eu  ihote  vbo  gave  up  their  whole  time  and  ihouj;liu 
to  any  purtuji  generally  mcceeded  in  it,  though  far  from  bright  men  1 
and  we  ofora  fouod  thoce  who  had  acquired  a  name  for  *ome  one 
cicelleocc,  people  of  moderate  capacity  in  other  respecu.  After 
Mr.  P.  waa  gone,  Nonbcote  twd  be  was  one  of  the  penoM  of  the 
•oondcM  judgmeot  be  bad  ever  known,  and  like  Mr.  P.  H.  ibc  lean 
liable  to  be  isipoaed  upoo  by  appcataoce*.  Northcotc  made  the 
remark  that  be  tbooght  it  impro^r  in  any  one  to  refuse  leodbg  > 
tavourite  picture  for  poblk  exhibstion,  a*  it  M^eoied  not  exclusively 
to  belone  to  ooe  persoa.  A  jewel  of  tbit  value  beloogs  rather  to 
the  public  than  to  the  indindiul.  Consider  the  multitude*  yon 
dcpriTc  of  an  advaonge  they  cannot  receive  igain  :  ibc  idle  of  aimue- 
nacnt,  the  Hudious  of  iMtructioa  and  impfOTcmcnt.  I  said)  this 
Itjnd  of  indifference  to  the  wishes  of  the  public  waa  ttaJufg  tit  varU 
«  CavtMtrj  I  We  then  spoke  of  1  celebrated  counier,  of  whom  I 
aid  I  was  willing  to  bebeve  every  thine  that  was  amiable,  though 
I  had  aocne  diiEculty,  while  thinking  of  him,  to  keep  the  void  out 
of  my  head.     Nokthooti  :  <  He  has  certainly  cndeavoitred  to  behave 
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yet  they  were  w  ttifT  and  foieed  that  they  teemed  a*  if  put  into  a 
viet.  Sit  Joibua,  with  the  delect  of  propoitioD  and  drRwitig,  threw 
hit  figarei  into  *uch  naiatol  and  grsceful  attitudM,  ihat  tLey  migbl 
be  taken  for  tbe  very  people  Mtting  or  Handing  thete.  An  sini 
might  be  too  long  or  too  ghon,  but  from  (he  apfueai  ease  of  tfae 
po«iiioa  he  had  cHomRi  it  looked  like  a  real  arm  and  neitlier  too 
lonjt  nor  too  short.  The  mechanical  meuurcment*  might  be  wrong  : 
the  nenetal  conception  of  nature  and  character  was  tighi ;  and  thi», 
which  he  felt  moit  Rcongly  himiclf,  he  convcyrd  in  a  correiponding 
degree  to  the  ipeciaior.  Nature  jg  not  one  thing,  bot  a  variety  of 
ihiDj),  ooouderco  under  different  point*  of  view ;  and  he  who  taixt 
forcibly  and  happily  on  any  ooc  of  these,  doea  enough  for  fame. 
He  will  be  the  most  popular  artiii,  who  s,iff  ihat  tiew  with  which 
the  world  in  general  tymp^ihite.     A  merely  proTewiona!  rcpuiatioD 

it  not  Tcry  exieniite,  nor  will  it  lait  long.     W ,  who  prided 

himself  on  hla  drawing,  had  no  idea  of  any  thing  but  a  certain  rigid 
oailint,  never  contidering  the  u>c  of  the  limhs  in  moving,  the  efTect* 
of  light  and  ahade,  &c.  so  that  his  figures,  even  the  be?!  of  them,  look 
u  if  cat  out  of  wood.  Therefore  no  one  now  goe«  to  Bce  ihcm : 
while  Sir  Joshua's  are  ai  much  (ought  after  as  ever,  from  their 
aMWtriug  to  a  feeling  >d  the  mind,  though  deficient  aa  literal  rrpre- 
KotatioDt  of  cxteraal  nature.  Speaking  of  artists  who  were  said,  ia 
the  cant  of  connoiMnnhip,  to  be  jcaloua  of  their  outline,  he  said, 
'  Rembrandt  was  not  one  of  thctc.  He  look  good  care  to  lote  it  aa 
fait  ai  he  could.'  Northcoic  then  tnoke  of  the  breadth  of  Titian, 
and  obsctTcd,  that  though  particularly  in  his  early  picture*,  be  had 
fioUhed  highly  and  copied  every  thing  from  nature,  thit  never  in- 
terfered with  tbe  general  effect,  there  wat  no  conliiaioo  or  littlenes* : 
he  tiuew  such  a  bioid  light  on  the  object*,  that  every  thing  was  seen 
in  connection  with  the  maues  and  in  iu  place.  He  then  mentioned 
some  pictures  of  hii  own,  tome  of  them  painted  forty  years  ago,  that 
had  lately  sold  very  well  at  a  sale  at  Plymouth :  he  was  much 
gratified  at  thia,  and  said  it  wa«  almost  like  looking  out  of  tbe  grave 
to  tee  how  one'i  reputation  fpx  on. 

Northcote  lold  an  anecdote  of  Sir  George  1) ,  to  thow  ihe 

credulity  of  maokiod.     When  a  young  man,  lie  put  an  advenitctnent 

in  the  paper*  to  aay  that  a   Mynhe«r  ,  juat  come  over  from 

Germany,  had  fottiid  out  a  method  of  taking  a  likeoot  much  superior 
to  any  other  by  the  person's  looking  into  a  mirror  and  having  the 
glass  heated  to  as  to  bake  the  impresiion.  He  stated  this  wotiderfnl 
artiit  to  live  at  a  perfumer's  f'hop  in  Bond-sueet,  oppoiite  to  an  hotel 
where  he  lodged,  and  amueed  himeelf  tlie  iwxt  day  lotec  tbe  numbera 
of  people  who  Hocked  to  have  their  likenenet  uken  in  ibis  surprittng 
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aid  WM  dR««B  oat  of  ttm  dtoybf  the  pcrfincria  «  eMwhv

Qaeca  Ane  took  hi*  dead  foi^  » 
bean,  and  iliii  aiilhf  rrwnn»h|ihr  iwirr  aiiiilil  iffiniiM  ■  lai  iiiwia 
She  wufced  hcc  brother  to  oobk  m,  raths  than  the  preaeat  baSy. 
ThM  make*  ine  woodcr,  alter  throne*  lure  been  orertaiaed  and  fciag- 
doaia  torn  Maadcr  to  keep  the  Catholic*  out,  to  tee  the  naiiM  that  ate 
BBWtafcco  tofariag  thcni  in.  It  wat  thit  that  taadetheluc  Knfiaji 
it  vat  iacoBBtKcnt  with  hit  Coreaatiea-oah.  Net  that  I  object  w 
tolentc  any  reli^oo  (eteo  the  iewiah),  boi  they  are  the  otdy  oac 
that  wiU  Bot  lolcniic  any  other.  They  are  mcfa  ijerib  (what  with 
theif  cwiniog,  their  oinnbcn,  and  tbeii  zeal),  that  if  they  ooce 
eet  a  footjog,  they  will  oeter  ie*t  till  they  get  the  whole  power 
mo  their  band*.  It  wa*  but  the  other  day  that  the  Jcaaica  aeariy 
ovTTtuTnod  the  (fnpire  of  China ;  acd  if  they  w«i«  obliged  to  laafce 
taw*  aad  ukr  the  Btniou  precautioDa  agaioft  their  crafty  ctiemd- 
nwat*,  ihall  we  open  a  door  to  them,  who  bare  only  j/at  etcajied  ant 
of  their  haadif  I  said,  I  bad  thrown  a  radical  reformer  iota  a 
violent  pomon  latriy  by  roaintaiabg  that  the  Pope  and  Cardtaalt  of 
Rook  were  a  tet  of  a*  goodJoMtng  men  a*  *o  nHny  PnceataM 
BMiop*  or  MethodJK  paraoat,  aad  that  the  Italiaoa  wet*  the  ooly 
people  who  teemed  lo  hare  sity  Eaith  la  their  rcli^oa  aa  aa  object  of 
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imaginatioD  or  t«cliDg.  My  oppODcnt  grrw  ilmou  black  in  tbe  (ace, 
while  tnitighiiig  af-auit^  the  raonnous  absurdity  of  transubeonntiDa; 
it  Via  in  vuin  I  pluuln)  tbe  beauty,  innocenve,  and  chwifdncw  of 
tbe  peataot-giils  Dear  Rome,  who  belieied  in  ibii  dfeailAJ  uijierili- 
tioo,  and  who  iboughl  m«  tLmiuii  and  woald  probably  bavc  been  glad 
to  «ee  mc  burnt  at  a  lukc  a«  n  hemic.  Ai  kngih  I  laid,  that  I 
thought  reawn  aod  truth  fery  excellent  ibiogs  in  themtclvcii;  and 
that  when  I  taw  the  rnt  of  the  world  ^tty*/  aii  fond  of  them  aa  ihcy 
w«re  of  ab«urd>ty  and  npeTtttlion,  I  «hould  be  colirely  of  his  way  of 
thinlting  ;  but  I  liked  an  inl«teM  in  (omething  (a  wafer  or  a  crucifix) 
better  than  an  toierctt  in  nothing.  What  have  philotophers  gained 
by  naloonng  ihcir  hold  of  the  iJiai  world,  but  to  be  hooted  at  and 
pelted  by  the  rabble,  and  envied  and  vilified  by  one  aoothcf  for  want 
of  a  eommon  bond  of  union  and  iiticrMt  bttwwn  them  *.  I  just  now 
met  the  ton  of  an  old  liieiaiy  friend  in  tlie  iirett,  who  teemed  di*- 
poKd  to  ail  me  for  tome  hereditary  pique,  jealouiy,  or  minruat. 
Suppose  hia  father  and  I  had  been  Catholic  prieft*  (saving  tbe  iar- 
limiier)  how  different  would  hare  been  my  reception  !  He  i*  ibnn- 
M^nedf  indeed  ;  but  had  I  been  a  Cardinal,  be  would  hare  Kcn  me 
fitu  enough:  the  coaiumc  alone  would  have  aauited  bini.  Where 
tliere  i»  no  frame-work  of  reepcctability  founded  on  the  n/Wr  oEr  nrft 
>od  on  iniblic  Opinion  cemented  into  a  prejudicCf  the  jarrios  ptcteBHont 
of  individuab  fall  into  a  chao«  of  elementary  panicle((  Dtutraltsini 
each  other  by  mntuaJ  antipathy,  and  loon  becooie  the  »port  and 
laaghUT  of  tbe  multitude.  Where  tbe  whole  it  referred  to  totrinaic, 
r«J  merit,  tfai*  create*  a  iiai>dard  of  conceit,  cgotinn,  and  envy  in 
cTcry  onc'i  own  nuod,  lowering  the  claaa,  not  raising  the  indiridual. 
A  Catholic  prieii  walking  along  the  atreet  it  looked  tip  to  aa  a  link 
JD  the  chain  lei  down  from  heaven :  a  poet  or  phBoioptier  >•  looked 
down  upon  at  a  poor  creature,  deprived  of  certain  advaaiaf;Fi>,  and 
with  very  questionable  preicotioni;  in  other  recpccts.  Abstract 
intellect  require*  the  weight  of  the  other  world  to  be  thrown  into  the 
acalc,  to  make  it  a  match  for  the  prejudices,  vulgarity,  ignoraocct  and 
•cltiihnr»  of  ihia !  *  You  arc  right,'  taid  Norihcoie.  *  It  waa 
Archin)cdet  who  aaid  he  could  nioie  the  earth  if  he  had  a  place 
to  Ux  hia  leief>  on;  tbe  prie«ta  haie  alwayi  found  thit  ftirebiut  in 
the  >kic«.  A  ,t  all,  we  hate  not  much  rca*o>n  to  compUin,  if  they 
giie  ua  «o  ■!  idid  a  rereraion  to  look  forward  to.  That  b  what  I 
Bid  to  G~  -^  when  be  had  been  trying  lo  unmtlc  the  optiioat  of 
a  young  lUt  whom  I  knew.  Why  ibould  yoo  wiah  to  torn  htm 
ont  of  aae'hoiUK,  till  you  hare  provided  another  iw  hint  i  Bendet, 
what  do  you  know  of  ilie  matter  more  than  be  doet  i  His  nontenac 
H  aa  good  at  your  Dontenie,  when  both  are  equally  in  the  dark.     Aa 
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to  what  your  friend  nid  of  the  foUicf  of  the  Citholiea,  I  do  Mt 
think  that  the  Proteatani*  cao  |>rcteod  to  be  quite  free  from  them.  So 
when  a  chaplain  of  Lord  Bath's  wa»  teaztng  a  Popkh  defgynun  to 
know  how  be  coi^  nultc  up  hi*  mind  to  adroit  that  absurdity  of 
TraanibMaotiatioi),  the  other  made  aniwcr,  "  Why,  I  'II  tell  you : 
wlten  I  WM  young,  1  wns  taught  to  iwallow  Adaia't  Apple;  and 
lincc  that,  I  have  fouod  no  difficulty  with  soy  thing  ci*c !  "  Wc  may 
My  what  we  will  of  the  Catholic  religion ;  bat  it  ii  more  ea*y  to 
aboae  tlun  to  oieriurn  it.  I  hare  for  rnyself  do  objection  to  it  bat 
its  istatiabte  ambition,  and  it>  beiag  luch  a  dreadful  eogioe  of  power. 
It  ti  iti  *ery  pcrfccrion  aa  a  tjtteia  of  profound  policy  and  moral 
iniluence,  thai  tenders  ii  no  formidable,  [ndecd,  I  ha*e  bees 
timet  RDspecicd  of  a  leaning  to  it  my»clf ;  and  when  Godwin  wrote' 
hit  Lift  if  ChavftTf  he  was  taid  to  have  turned  Papitt  frotn  hit 
making  u>c  of  something  I  had  taid  to  him  about  confcstion.  I 
don't  know  but  unfair  advantagea  may  be  taken  of  >i  fix  nate-l 
purpowt ;  but  I  cannot  help  thinking  it  it  of  tigoal  benefit  in  the 
regulation  of  private  life.

may  buy  ihemtelve)  off  (at  wheie  ate  ihey  not  urivilegcd  ?)  but  thii 
certainly  does  not  apply  to  the  community  at  far^e,  I  remember 
our  «aying  to  that  old  man  (a  Dominican  friar)  wbote  picture  you 
tec  there,  that  we  willed  he  could  be  made  a  Royal  Coofettor  \  to 
which  be  replied,  thai  he  would  not  for  the  world  be  Confcttor  to  a 
Ki&g,  becaute  it  would  prevent  him  from  the  conKietitiout  diuihxrge 
of  hi*  duty.  In  former  limes,  in  truth,  the  traffic  in  indnlgence*  wat 
carried  to  great  leogtlit ;  and  tiiii  it  ws«  that  broke  up  the  system 
and  gave  a  handle  to  die  Proieit:uii*.    The  excellence  ol  the  tchetne 

froduced  the  power,  and  then  the  power  led  to  the  abute  of  it. 
olidel  Popet  went  the  (atthnt  in  extending  the  privilegee  of  the 
Church ;  and  being  held  back  by  no  tctuplct  of  f»iih  or  conecteocei 
nearly  ruined  it.  When  tome  pious  eccletiailic  wa«  intitting  to 
Leo  X.  on  the  necrttiiy  of  reforming  certain  scandalout  abutet,  he 
pointed  to  a  crucifix  and  taid*  "  Behold  the  fate  of  a  reformer  I 
The  Byniem,  as  it  it,  it  good  enough  for  us  \  "  They  have  takeo 
the  morality  of  the  Go»pcl  and  eografted  upon  it  a  lyitem  of  luper- 
iiiiioo  and  prieM-craft ;  but  still  perhaps  the  former  ptcvailt  over  the 
latter.  Even  thai  duty  of  humanity  lo  nnimaU  »  beaucitully  prorided 
for ;  for  on  Sl  Antony's  day,  the  patron  of  animals,  the  horse*.  Sec. 
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■fH  under  ■  ctn^n  arch,  aod  the  jitien  sprinkle*  the  Holy  Water 
over  them,  m  that  they  uc  virnully  taken  under  the  ptotectioo  of 
the  church.  We  tbmk  we  hxve  a  right  to  trcai  them  any  how, 
becaiue  they  have  no  louU.  The  Roman  Catholic  i«  not  a  bitharoua 
religion  ;  and  it  it  atro  mach  milder  than  it  was.  Thii  is  »  nccetury 
ctinsequcnec  of  the  nate  of  thing*.     When  three  Ln£li«hmcn  were 

[ireseDied  to  Beocdict  xiv.  (Lambertini)  who  wai  a  man  of  wit  aod 
Mteri,  he  ol»crv«d  to  them  touling,  *'i  know  that  you  must  look 
upon  oui  religion  ai  falte  and  t{>urioui,  but  I  tuppote  you  will  have 
no  objection  to  receive  the  blewng  cf  an  old  inaD!  "  When  Fuaeli 
and  I  were  there,  an  Engli*hman  of  the  name  of  Brown  had  taken 
the  point  to  conTert  a  Romiin  artist :  the  Fnglishmao  wa»  ncnt  from 
Rome,  and  the  iiudcnt  wa*  taken  to  the  Inqaiaitioa,  where  he  wai 
(hown  the  hooks  in  the  wall  and  the  instrument*  of  tottuic  u»ed  in 
former  timet)  reprimanded,  and  soon  after  di^misied.'  1  a«ked 
Nortbcotc  wheresbouta  the  Inquiiition  witai  He  said,  'la  a  street 
behind  the  Vatican,*  He  and  Mr.  Prince  Huarc  once  took  aheltcc 
in  the  portico  out  of  a  violent  ihower  of  rain,  and  coniidered  it  a 
great  piece  of  inhumnniiy  to  be  turned  out  into  the  street.  He  then 
noticed  a  curiou*  mistake  in  Mr<.  Radcliife'*  Italun,  where  *ome 
one  ii  brought  from  Naples  to  the  Inquisition,  and  made  to  enter 
Rome  through  the  Porta  di  Popolo,  aod  then  the  Other  streets  on  the 
Eoglish  side  of  Rome  are  described  with  great  formality,  which  ia 
as  if  any  one  was  detcrlbed  a*  coming  by  the  coach  from  I^xeter| 
and  after  entering  at  Whitechapcl,  proceeding  through  Chcapode  aod 
the  Strand  to  Charing-CroM,  Northcote  related  a  story  told  bira 
by  Nolickcns  of  a  singular  instance  of  the  etfccu  of  passion  that  he 
saw  in  the  Trastcrcre,  the  oldest  and  most  disorderly  part  of  Rome.' 
Two  women  were  quarrelling,  when  having  used  the  most  opprobrious 
language,  one  of  then)  drew  a  koiie  from  her  botom,  uid  tried  to 
plunge  ii  into  her  rival's  brcjiit,  hut  missing  her  blow  and  the  other 
leuring  to  a  short  distance  and  laughing  at  her,  in  a  lit  of  impotent 
rage  she  struck  it  into  her  own  bowra.  Her  pHixion  had  been  worked 
up  to  an  uncontroUble  pitch,  and  being  diKappoifilcd  of  it»  first  object, 
must  find  vent  somewhere.  1  remarked  it  was  what  we  did  every 
day  of  our  lircs  in  a  less  degree,  according  to  the  vulgar  proverb  of 
aaimg  ofwu'i  mil  «  iptt  mu'ifatt  I 

Nonhcotc  then  returned  to  the  subject  of  the  sale  of  his  pictures.  He 
laid  it  wsi  a  satjtfaction,  though  a  meluncboly  one,  to  tliink  that  one't 
works  might  fetch  more  after  one'*  death  than  during  one's  hfe-time. 
He  hod  once  shewn  Parington  a  landscape  of  Wilson'*,  Ibr  which  ■ 

'  Tbcw  pMpU  loe  said  la  be  the  ml  dcsocnduiUtdihssacienc  Romsni. 
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gentleman  had  f;i*en  three  hundtrd  ^uiotai  at  the  lirM  word  i  and 
]■  arington  lald  he  rcroenibered  Wilsoo'i  painting  it,  and  how  delighted 
be  wa«  wlien  he  got  ihirty  pound*  for  it.  Barrett  rode  in  his  coach, 
while  Wilson  nearly  tuned  and  was  oMiged  to  borrow  ten  povodi 
to  go  and  die  in  Wale« :  yei  lie  used  lo  uy  thai  his  ptatim  would 
be  admired,  when  the  name  of  Barrett  wa«  forgotien.  Northcote 
taid  be  also  thou^tht  it  a  ^mt  hardship  upon  authon,  that  copy-right 
should  be  rcuricted  tu  :i  few  year*,  ioitead  of  being  continued  for  the 
benefit  of  the  family,  as  in  the  caie  of  Hudibrai,  Paradise  Lott,  and 
other  worlta,  by  which  bookiellcn  made  fortunes  ctcry  jrcir,  though 
the  deicendants  of  ihc  author*  were  mill  livtng  in  obecurity  aad  distren, 
1  said  th»tin  France  a  succcMful  drama  brought  Bomcthiagfo  the  author 
01  hie  hcitt  every  lime  it  was  acted.  Norihcote  Mvnicd  to  approve  of 
this,  and  remarked  that  he  always  thought  it  reiy  hard  upoo  Ricturdooo, 
juM  at  thi-  time  he  had  Uoufcht  out  hit  Pamela  or  Clatitn.  to  have  it 
pirated  by  an  Irkh  bookaellei  through  a  treachcrouD  Krvani  whom  he 
kept  in  his  ihop,  and  thus  to  lose  oil  the  prolici  of  bi*  uamorta]  bboan. 
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NoRTHCon  remarked  to^ay  that  aniMa  were  more  pankular  than 
authors  at  to  character — the  latter  did  not  teem  to  care  whom  they 

auociaicd  with.    He,  N ,  wa«  di^)osed  to  attribute  thit  to  greater 

rctiorment  of  moral  perception  in  hii  owti  prafctnon.  I  said  1  thought 
it  was  owi&g  to  authors  being  mote  upon  the  town  than  painters,  who 
were  dcpCDdcat  upoo  ptrticuur  iodividualt  and  in  a  iBBBner  sccooot- 
ahle  to  them  for  the  perions  they  might  be  wen  in  company  vith  oe 
might  occationaily  bring  into  contact  with  them.     For  iotcaace,  I 

taid  I  thought  H was  wrong  in  atkng  nae  lo  bis  Prhaa  Ooj, 

where  I  might  meet  with  Lord  M ,  whowaa  ao  loyal  a  man  tut 

be  aiTected  not  to  know  that  luch  a  person  as  Admiral  Blalte  had  ever 
cxiiced.  On  the  same  priocipie  this  Noble  Critic  was  blittd  to  the 
merit  of  Milion,  in  wbont  l«r  could  see  nothing,  tboegh  Mr.   Pitt 

had  been  at  the  pains  to  repeat  tereral  fine  passages  to  him.     N 

«aid|  '  It  'a  extraordinary  hiaw  particular  the  world  aooietimea  are,  and 
what  prejudices  they  take  up  againtt  people,  even  where  there  is  no 
objcctsH  to  character,  merely  on  the  Kiore  of  opinMNi.    There  ia 

G 1  who  is  a  very  good  nun ;  yet  when  Mr,  H and  myself 

wished  to  ittUodgce  htm  at  the  house  of  a  lady  who  btes  in  a  rottnd  of 
society,  and  has  a  atrong  tinge  of  the  Uit-Mtia^,  ahe  would  not  hear 
of  it.  Tbc  sound  of  the  mne  aecraed  to  terrify  her.  It  was  his 
wrslny*  abe  wm  aihud  of.     Even  Cotway  made  a  difficulty  too.*

thoK  butterfly  characters  that  nobody  miDdcd :  *i>  that  his  optnian 
weQi  fur  tiottiiii}< :  but  it  would  oot  do  to  brinjt  nay  uoe  eht  liien, 
whoK  opinioD  miglit  be    more   te|{arded   and    ei^willy   iin|xilat3blr. 

G *«  caic  it  particularly  hard  in  ibii  reipect :  he  it  a  profli^te  in 

theory,  and  a  bigot  in  conduct.  He  does  noi  seem  at  all  to  practiie 
what  he  pre^chcf,  though  this  doct  not  appear  to  aiail  him  any  thing.' 
— ■  Ye«,'  [  taid,  *  he  writes,  agiintr  himself.  He  hat  written  against 
matrimony,  and  ha^  been  twice  married.  He  hiis  scouted  aJl  the 
common-place  duties,  und  ^et  i«  a  |;ood  husband  md  a  kind  father. 
He  it  a  Mmnge  cunipoticiun  of  contrary  qualities  He  U  a  cold 
formaliit,  and  full  of  ardour  and  enthutiatm  of  mind ;  dealing  in 
magniliccnl  projecti  and  |>e<ly  cavils ;  naturally  dull,  .ind  brilliani  hy 
dint  of  study ;  pedanuc  and  playful  t  a  dry  logician  nod  a  writer  <H

'You  dncribe  liim,'  aaid  N ,  *a9  I  remember  Baretti  once 

did  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  at  hit  own  table,  saying  to  him,  "  You  arc 
extravagant  and  mean,  generous  and  selfish,  envious  and  candid, 
protid  and  humble,  a  genius  and  a  mere  ordinary  mortal  at  the  same 
time."  I  may  not  remember  his  exact  words,  but  that  was  their 
effect.  The  fact  wan.  Sir  Joshua  wa»  a  mixed  character,  like  the 
rest  of  mankind  in  that  respect ;  but  knew  his  own  failings,  and  was 
on  his  guard  to  keep  ihcm  back  as  much  as  possible,  thoogh  the 

dcfectk  would  break  out  tomutinm.'     'G ,  on  ilie  contrary,' 

I  raid,  'it  aiming  to  let  his  out  and  to  magnify  them  into  tirtucs  lo 
a  kind  of  hot-bed  of  speculation.  He  is  shocking  on  paper  and  tame 
in  reality.'

'  \Vliy,  I  tlitnk  it  is  easy  enough  to  be  accounted  for ;  he  is 
oaiurally  a  cold  ipeculative  character,  and  indulges  in  certain  meta- 
physical extravagancet  as  an  agreeable  cxetcive  for  the  imagination, 
which  alarm  pervoni  of  a  groMer  icropnament,  but  to  which  he 
attaches  no  practical  conse<|iienccs  whatever.  So  it  has  been  asked 
how  tome  rcry  immoral  or  irreligious  writers,  such  at  Helreiicus  and 
others,  have  been  remarked  to  be  men  of  good  moral  character !  and 
I  think  the  aotwor  is  tlie  same.  Person*  of  a  siudiou«,  phlegmatic 
disposition  can  with  impunity  give  a  license  to  their  thoughu,  which 
they  are  under  no  temptaUon  to  reduce  into  practice.  The  sting  is 
taken  out  of  evil  kv  their  constitutional  indifference,  and  they  look  on 
Tiitue  and  vice  at  tillte  more  than  words  without  meaning  or  the  black 
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and  white  faecn  of  the  che«»-boanl,  is  combainag  which  ibe  same 
(kill  and  in;>eouity  nuy  Iw  ibewn.  More  dtprvred  aod  combtuublc 
iciupciaiDcnti  atf  warned  of  the  dinger  of  tay  Utitwk  of  ofiixi>on  by 
their  Tcry  prentaw  to  miKhtef,  and  are  forced  by  a  aecret  coniciou*- 
Dcia  to  impoac  the  ntmon  rcvtraku  both  upon  tbcmiclm  uid  othcfi. 
The  greitcK  pndc*  arc  not  aJway*  tvppoacd  to  be  the  grntm 
enenics  to  ptcsfarc.  Bnide»,  aolhor*  are  very  much  cofifiord  by 
habit  to  a  life  of  *tudy  and  teeculation,  tow  thrir  wild  oau  io  their 
books,  and  unLex  where  their  pauions  arc  my  itroing  todced,  take 
their  iwing  in  theory  and  caotorm  in  practice  to  the  ordinary  rvle* 
and  examplei  of  the  world.' 

Nonhcoic  Mid,  'Certainly  people  are  tenaciooi  of  appearancea  in 
proponioa  to  the  deprarity  of  maaners,  as  we  nay  cce  in  the  aimpbdty 
of  country-place*.  To  be  aurc,  a  rake  tike  Hodge  in  /..vtv  m  a 
FiBtgr  get!  anoogu  tbem  now  and  then ;  but  in  gcaeral  they  do 
naay  grOM  thum*  without  the  Icaat  notion  of  impropriety,  as  if  vice 
were  a  thbd  they  had  no  more  to  do  with  thaa  children.'  He  then 
mentianed  an  intiaace  of  Mine  yoaait  country  peojile  who  had  to 
aleep  on  the  floor  in  the  latne  room  and  they  patted  the  men  from 
the  women  by  lome  ncki  of  corn,  which  nerml  for  a    line   of 

demarcation  and  an  inviolable  pvtitioo  between  them.     I  told  N 

a  (U>ry  of  a  countrywoman  who  coming  to  an  inn  in  the  Weat  of 
Eojtland  wanted  a  bed  ;  and  being  told  they  had  oone  to  tpaie,  Kill 
peniaied  till  the  Undiady  tatd  in  a  joke,  '  I  tdl  yon,  ^ood  woman,  I 
have  none,  unleu  von  can  prevail  with  the  ottler  to  prt  you  half  of 
hit.' — 'Well,'  aaid  ahc,  'if  he  la  a  aobcr,  prudent  man,  I  (bouU 
not  mind.' 

Sornethiog  wai  then  uid  of  the  manner*  of  prople  abroad,  who 
tometimea  managed  lo  unite  an  ab«ence  of  mauvtuu  iaiu  with  what 
could  hardly  be  conKrued  into  an  ijnoraoce  of  vice.  The  I'rineeN 
Borgheac  {Buonaparte'*  liaterj  who  waa  no  taint,  aat  to  CaiMrra  for 
a  ni«dcl,  and  bein^  aaked,  ■  If  the  did  not  feet  a  little  uncomfortable,' 
aciweied, '  No,  there  was  a  fire  in  the  room,' 

'Custom,'  said  N , 'makei  a  wonderful  difference  in  taking 

off  the  tbarpnea*  of  the  firai  tnllafnmabte  imptcMioo.  People  for 
■attance  were  mightily  thocked  when  they  fint  heard  that  the  boya 
at  the  Academy  drew  from  a  living  model.  But  the  effect  almoci 
immediately  wear«  oS  with  them.  It  it  exactly  like  copytng  from  a 
atatue.  The  millneM.  the  artificial  light,  the  atteotioo  to  what  thej 
are  about,  the  publicity  even,  draws  off  any  idle  thought*,  and  they 
regard  the  figure  and  point  out  ii»  defccti  or  beauiicc,  prcciitely  at  if 
it  were  of  clay  or  marble.'  I  »id  1  bad  perceived  [hii  effect  myietf, 
that  the  anxiety  to  copy  the  object  bdbre  one  deadened  every  other 
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ftdbg;  but  ;ii  thia  drew  to  a  close,  the  lij^ure  aeemed  almoct  like 
■KDMhiag  coming  to  lite  again,  and  that  thi>  wa*  a  very  critical 
minute.  He  said,  he  found  the  tiudcntii  «amciimc«  watched  the 
women  out,  though  they  were  not  of  a  very  attractive  ^ppciitnacc,  u 
none  but  thoM  who  were  put  their  prime  would  sit  in  thia  way :  they 
looked  upoo  it  aB  an  additional  disgrace  to  what  their  proftMion 
impofcd  upon  Uiem,  aiKl  aa  totuethiog  unnatural.  One  in  particular 
(he  remembered]  alwayt  came  in  a  matk.  Several  of  the  youn;;  men 
in  hti  time  had  howcrcr  been  lured  into  a  courte  of  diiupation  and 
ruined  by  auch  conncxioni ;  one  in  particular,  a  young  fellow  of  great 
promitc  but  allcctcd,  and  who  thought  ibai  pfofligicy  w3«  a  part  of 
geniua.  I  laid.  It  was  (he  euiett  pirt.  Thii  was  an  advantage 
foreign  an  had  over  ours.  A  battered  courteaan  ut  for  Sir  Joshua's 
Iphigene )  innocent  girls  Mt  for  CanoTa's  Graces,  a*  I  had  been 
inlvnned. 

Nonhcote  asked,  if  I  had  Knt  my  *on  to  school  i  I  aid,  1 
thought  of  the  ChartcT-Housc,  if  I  could  corapus  it.  I  liked  thote 
old  rsubJished  places  where  learning  grew  for  hundreds  of  years, 
better  than  any  new.Jangled  experiments  or  modem  seminaries.  He 
inquired  if  I  had  ever  thought  of  putting  him  to  school  oo  the 
Continent ;  to  which  I  aniwertd.  No,  for  I  wishtd  hitn  to  have  an 
idea  of  home,  before  I  took  him  abroad  i  by  beginning  in  the  contrary 
method,  I  thought  I  deprived  him  both  of  the  habitual  attachment  to 

the  one  and  of  the  romanbc  picaiurc  in  the  other.     N ohcerTcd 

there  were  very  fine  Khools  at  Rome  in  hi*  time,  one  was  an  [uUan, 
and  another  a  .Spanish  College,  at  the  last  of  which  they  acted  plays 
■>!'  Volraire's,  such  as  Zara,  Maho«nct,  Stc.  at  tome  of  which  he  had 
been  present.  'I'he  hall  thai  lerved  for  the  dieatre  wa«  beautifully 
decorated  ;  and  jutt  as  the  curtain  wa*  about  lo  draw  up,  a  hatch-way 
Wat  opened  and  showered  down  play-bills  on  their  bead*  with  the 
name*  of  the  actors ;  such  a  part  being  by  a  Spanish  Grandee  of  the 
first  da»,  another  by  a  Spanith  Gnndec  of  the  second  class,  and  they 
were  covered  with  jewein  of  the  highest  value.  Several  CartUnals 
were  also  picsent  (who  did  not  attend  the  public  theatres)  and  it  was 
easy  lo  gain  admittance  from  the  attention  alway*  shewn  to  nranger). 

N then  spoke  of  the  courtesy  and  decorum  of  the  Roman  clergy

Thrrc  may  bo  tier  in  Kontr,  m  to  aU  great  capcal>  (tfaoof^ 
t  dicl  not  K«  it) — but  in  Piimu  and  the  maowr  totnu,  tltey  •can  all 
likr  oar  great  xnd  exemplify  family.  Their  IciniiMru  to  Knuijcr* 
W«i  murkable.  He  uid  he  had  himielf  traveltcil  ull  the  way  from 
l^oni  to  Genoa,  and  from  Gcoim  to  Roftic  without  Epcsking  a  word 
of  the  tang<u)(e  and  io  the  power  of  .1  finglr  gierwa  without  meieting 
Willi  the  MDallcM  indii^ly  ;  and  CTcrywhere,  both  at  the  ioo»  aad  oo 
the  toad,  e«cfy  attention  W3«  |Kikl  to  hi«  fretiagt,  and  punt  taken  to 
allevijie  the  DOcumfonabh-neti  of  hia  utuatioa.  Set  a  FrcBchnun 
down  in  Go^iid  to  go  from  LoikIoo  to  York  in  the  kudc  cucom- 
lUBCM,  and  ace  what  treaiment  he  will  be  expoaed  (o>  He  recoUeded 
a  jieraoB  of  the  tuuac  of  Gogaiin  who  bad  been  educated  in  France 
■M  conM  IKK  (pnk  Gnglith — on  landiD&  be  Iwld  out  half-o-goiiKa  to 
pay  ihe  boatmao  who  Iwl  rowed  hira  ody  ahnii  twenty  yarda  from 
the  vrtaelt  whkh  the  fellow  put  ia  hia  pocket  and  left  him  withoot  a 
aiDjtle  finhiog.  AUtxid,  he  wootd  bare  been  had  before  the  nu^ia- 
ime  for  Mtch  a  thing,  and  probably  cent  10  the  galleys.  There  is  a 
ankltfying  property  in  nature  tlut  make*  mott  ihmgi  equal.  In 
Kngtwd  they  caniKH  diag  yo«  out  of  your  bed  to  a  ica^okl,  or  take 
■B  c«tatr  from  yoo  without  aome  rcaiOD  Mtigncd :  but  aa  the  hw 
prcveota  aay  tagiaui  acta  of  injuatice,  ao  it  make*  it  more  diSciUt 
to  obLiin  redrcaa.  *We  pay,*  cootiooed  Northcotc,  'for  every 
advantage  we  poxec*  by  die  kiu  of  Bome  other.  Poor  Goblet,  the 
other  day,  after  making  hiniielf  1  divd|;e  to  Nolleken*  all  hit  liie, 
with  diflicvlty  tecover^  ci{ht  hundred  ponoda  compensadoa;  and 
though  he  wa*  clearly  eoiitM,  by  the  will,  to  the  modela  whidt  ibc 
■cnlptor  left  brhiod  hint,  he  waa  aJnid  to  rkk  the  bw  expeoaes  *nd 
nve  tt  up.'

Titum  had  painted  them  for 
one  of  the  Farnwe  family ;  and  when  the  second  «n  succeeded  the 
cldett  as  King  of  Spain,  the  youngest,  who  wai  Prince  of  Parma, 
went  (o  Naples,  and  took  them  with  him.  There  is  that  fine  one 
(which  you  have  heard  me  speak  of)  of  Paul  itt.  and  his  two 
natural  sotis  or  nephews,  as  they  were  oJled.  My  God !  what 
a  look  it  hai!  The  old  man  ia  titting  in  hit  choir,  ond  looking 
up  to  one  of  the  son*,  with  hi«  bands  ^laiiping  the  arm-chair,  and 
hi*  long  (pidcr  flngert,  and  sccmi  to  lay  (as  plain  a*  word*  can 
speak },  "  You  wre«ch  !  what  do  you  want  now  ?  — while  the  young 
fellow  is  advancing  with  an  humble  hypocritical  sir.  It  is  true 
history,  as  Fuseli  said,  and  indeed  it  turned  out  m  ;  for  the  «0B 
(or  nephew)  wa«  afterwards  thrown  out  of  the  palace- wiodowa  by 
the  mob,  and  torn  to  piecea  by  them.'  In  (peaking  of  the  different 
dcgreec  of  information  abroad,  he  remarked,  '  One  of  the  persoM 
where  1  lodged  at  Rome  did  not  even  know  the  family  name  of  the 
reigning  Pope,  and  only  spoke  of  him  as  the  Papa ;  another  per*on, 
who  wa*  auo  my  landlady,  knew  all  their  history,  and  could  tell 
me  the  name*  of  the  Cardinals  from  my  describing  their  coal*  of 
arms  to  her.'

coming  in  sight  of  another  vntiel  which  did  not  answer  their  ngnal), 
they  expected  an  action,  when  the  Captain  called  hii  men  together, 
and  addressed  them  in  the  following  manner :— '  You  dirty,  ill-looking 
blackguards !  do  you  sup|>ote  I  can  agree  to  deliver  up  such  a  set  of 
tcarecrowi  as  you  as  prisoners  to  ih.it  smart,  frippery  Pieochmanf 
I  can't  think  of  luch  a  thing.  No!  bv  G — d,  you  must  fight  till 
not  a  man  of  you  is  left,  for  I  should  be  ashamed  of  owning  such 
a  ragamuflin  crew!'  This  was  receired  with  loud  shouts  and 
a*«amnce*  of  victory,  but  the  Teasel  turned  out  to  be  an  Eoglith 
one.

aad  hox-lobby  louagert,  who  oeither  knew  nor  cared  what  a  fine 
performer  and  a  line  gcMleaiaa  he  wa>  thoi^ht  twenty  year*  ifp. 
Player*  were  BO  (ar  partacnlarly  mdbrtuoate.  The  theatncal  pubUc 
have  a  very  ibon  memory,  even  four  or  five  yeara  there  it  a  new

aod  who  proBoancc  (ummarily  upon  ihit,  without  any  regard  to  paM 
oUifitiooi  or  patt  vrvicri,  aiM  with  whom  the  retcraat  of  the  Kage 
muA  a  bad  chaoce  indeed,  aa  their  former  triumphi  arc  CBtireTy 
feryotten,  while  they  appear  a<t  lirieg  roechcrt  afjaiut  ihcnwelrc*.

will  (lamp  upau  tom(f  maiter-work  i  and  what  he  doex  rltt,  will  be 
only  (he  xume  thing  over  agiin,  a  little  better  or  a  little  wone ;  or  if 
he  goei  out  of  hi*  way  in  Rr.irch  of  variety  and  to  avoid  himtclf,  he 
will  merely  become  a  common-place  mitnor  nn  imitaioi  of  other*.  Vou 
nee  this  plainly  enough  in  Cervantes — that  he  has  exhausted  himttlf  in 
the  Don  Quixote.  He  bus  put  hit  whole  strength  into  it :  hit  other 
works  are  no  better  than  what  other  people  could  write.  If  there  !• 
any  exception,  it  ii  Shaknpearc :  he  leeroi  (o  have  had  the  (acuity  of 
dividing  himielf  intn  a  number  of  per*on».  Hit  writing*  tund  out 
from  every  thin^  eUr,  and  from  one  another.  Othello,  Lear, 
Macbeth,  Falstan  arc  striking  and  original  chanicteri;  but  they  die 
3  natural  death  at  the  end  of  the  liftli  act,  and  no  more  come  to  life 
again  (ban  the  people  iheniselvet  would.  He  ii  not  reduced  to 
repeat  himself  or  revive  former  inventiona  under  fci;ined  names. 
This  it  peculiar  to  him  :  itill  it  is  to  be  coni>idcrcd  that  pUya  are 
■hort  workt  and  only  allow  room  for  the  expreuion  of  a  jure  But 
ia  a  work  of  the  extcat  of  Don  Quixote,  the  writer  had  scope  to 
bring  in  all  he  wanted ;  and  indeed  there  is  no  point  of  excellence 
which  he  has  not  touched  from  the  hij^hesi  courtly  grace  and  movt 
romantic  enthusiasm  down  to  the  loweii  ribaldry  and  rustic  ignorance, 
yet  carried  otT  with  such  an  air  that  you  wiib  nothing  awujr,  and  do 
not  >ee  what  can  be  added  ia  it.  Every  bit  is  per^i ;  and  the 
author  has  evidently  given  hi*  whole  mind  to  it.  That  i*  why  I 
believe  that  the  Secltb  N»vcli  ate  the  production  of  several  hands. 
Some  parts  are  cArelcss,  others  sirag^tog :  it  is  only  where  there  it 
an  obening  for  effect  that  the  maMcr-htnd  comes  in*  and  in  general 
he  leaves  hit  work  for  olhen  to  ffi  on  with  it.  But  in  Don 
Quixote  there  is  not  a  tiingle  line  that  you  may  not  swear  belong*  to 
Cervante*,' — I  intjuircd  if  he  had  read  WouiHTOfK  i  He  answered. 
No,  he  bad  not  been  able  lo  get  it.  I  (aid,  I  had  been  obliged  to 
pay  ttve  shillings  for  the  loan  of  it  at  a  regular  bookieller'i  shop  (I 
could  not  procure  it  at  the  circulating  libraries),  and  that  from  the 
understood  feeling  about  Sir  Witter  no  objectioo  aas  niadc  to  this 
proposal,  which  would  in  ordinary  cases  have  been  continicd  into  an 
aifront.  I  had  well  nigh  repented  my  bargain,  but  there  were  one 
or  two  scenes  that  repaid  me  (though  none  ecjual  to  hit  best,]  and 
in  general  it  was  very  indiiferent.  I'he  plot  turned  chielly  on  F.nglish 
Gbos^scenes,  a  very  mechanical  sort  of  ubantoms  wliodeah  in  praciical 
jokes  and  personal  annoyancee,  turning  bed*  up-side  down  and  sousing 
you    all   over    with   water,   instead   of  Mipemaiural    and    visionary 
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y^ra  of  age,  Mcb  m  Jack-tbt-Guni-killer,  tbe  Serm  ChuspOM  of 
CbriMcadom.  Gm  of  Wsnrick  and  otbcn.'  From  that  to  twche 
ifaey  Eke  to  ttad  the  Pilgriai'i  Progrew  aoi  RobioioQ  Cnuoe,  ud 
dm  Fieldiiig't  Novel*  Rod  Don  Qinxote :  ftocn  iwcntj  to  thirty 
books  at  poetry,  Miltoo,  Pope,  Shiktpnre:  and  front  thirty  luHorjr 
Mid  fUioiofky — vtui  niit  lu  tbcn  will  tan  m  for  the  itfi  of  oar 
Ims.

Why 
ebc  do  wc  fride  aanehnt  on  the  foperioHty  of  our  jodpnctK,  if  we 
an  OM  more  adnaccd  in  thit  mprct  than  the  najority  of  reader* !

— A 
tran*it)on  was  here  made  to  Lord  Byron,  who  ased  to  [ell  a  Mory  of 
a  little  ted-haired  prl,  who,  when  countenaei  ind  ladiet  of  faahion 
were  leaving  the  room  where  he  was  in  crowds  (to  tui  him  after  hie 
quarrel  with  his  wife)  stopped  ahoti  near  a  iiblc  against  which  he 
was  leaning,  gare  him  a  familiar  nod,  ind  said,  '  You  should  hare 
married  mt,  and  then  this  would  not  hare  happened  to  you  '. '     A 

qucition  being  started  whether  Dr.  M was  handsome,  Noribcoie 

answered,  ■  I  could  see  no  beauty  in  h:m  as  to  his  outward  perton, 
but  there  wan  an  aneelic  iwecincts  of  disposition  that  spread  its 
influence  over  his  whole  comcnution  and  manner.  He  hod  not  wit, 
but  a  fine  romanuc  endiusiasm  which  deceived  himself  and  enchanted 
others.  I  remember  once  his  describing;  a  picture  by  Rosa  dc  Tivoli 
{at  Saltnun)  of  7W  BuliiJ^itrng,  and  he  gave  such  an  accnunt  of 
their  rage  and  manner  of  tearing  up  tlic  Rround  that  I  could  not  rett 
till  we  went  over  to  sec  it — when  we  came  there,  it  was  nothing  but 
a  coarse  daub  like  what  might  be  expected  from  the  painter :  but  he 
had  made  the  rest  nut  of  a  vivid  imagination.  So  my  father  told 
him  a  titory  of  a  bull'hait  he  had  seen  in  which  the  bull  had  run  so 
furiously  at  the  dog  tliat  he  broke  the  chain  and  pitched  upon  his 
head  and  wao  killed.  Soon  after,  he  came  and  told  us  the  tame 
story  as  an  Incident  he  hiniielf  had  witncmed.  He  did  not  neaa  to 
deceive,  but  the  image  had  made  such  an  impresnion  on  his  fancy, 
that  he  believed  it  to  be  one  that  he  had  himself  been  an  cyr-witocM 
of.'  1  was  much  smuwd  with  this  account  and  I  offered  to  gel  him 
a  copy  of  a  whimsical  production,  of  which  a  new  edition  had  been 
printed.  I  also  recommended  to  him  the  Spaaiit  Rt^ar,  as  a  (ioc 
mixture  of  drollery  and  grave  moralizing.  He  spoke  of  La%an8a  di 
Tormtj  and  of  the  Cbealt  «f  Stapin,  the  laU  of  which  he  rated  niher 
low.  The  work  was  written  by  Scarron,  whoK  widow,  the  famou)

While  porerty  meant  igaoraaoe, 
that  w»  necettarily  the  om  ;  but  the  world  of  books  ovcriurnt  the 
world  of  thinet),  and  ntablisho  a  new  halanoc  of  power  and  icalc  of 
eitimBtioo.  hhaJI  wc  think  only  rank  and  pedigree  dirinc,  when  we 
have  mutic,  poetry,  nnd  pointing  within  u*  i  Tut !  wc  have  read 
OU  Moru/ilj  i  and  ihall  it  be  atked  whether  we  have  done  to  in  > 
pnet  or  a  jialacc,  in  a  carriaRe  or  od  foot  i  Or  knowing  them,  shall 
we  not  revere  the  miKhly  heirt  of  fame,  nnd  rctpect  ouraelvM  for 
knowing;  and  honaonng  them  ?  Thi*  is  the  true  march  of  intellect,  and 
not  the  erection  of  Mrifsmitj'  /lutituliaai,  or  the  printing  of  Noo^oMjr 
irtul;  accordiog  lo  my  notion  of  the  matter,  though  1  have  oothug  to 
uy  againit  them  neither. 

N. — I  thought  you  ncrrr  would  hsie  done  i  howercr,  you  bate 
come  to  the  f;round  at  last.  After  this  rhapsody,  I  niuet  tnfomi  you 
■hat  Roustcau  is  a  character  more  detestable  to  me  tlian  I  have  power 
of  Ianf;ua]i>c  to  expreis : — an  aristocrat  dll«l  with  all  their  wont  vicc*( 
pride,  ambiiion,  conceit  and  grosa  affectation :  and  ibou)^  endowed 
with  some  ability,  yet  not  niHicient  ever  to  make  him  know  right 
from  wrong:  witnett  hin  novel  of  Eiotia.  His  name  hringt  to  my 
mind  all  tbc  gloomy  horrors  of  a  molvgovcrDmcnt,  which  nttrmptcd 
from  their  igooraocc  to  braish  truth  and  justice  from  the  world.  I 
see  you  place  Sir  Walter  above  LoriJ  Byron.  The  cguestion  is  not 
which  keeps  longest  on  the  wing,  but  which  kuts  bigbett :  aad 
I  cannot  help  thinking  there  ore  euencc*  in  Lord  Byron  that  are  not 
to  be  surpasted.  He  is  on  a  par  with  Drydcn.  All  the  other 
modern  jiocts  appear  to  me  vulgar  in  the  conipnri*on.  As  a  lady 
who  come*  here  said,  there  >«  mich  an  air  of  nobility  in  what  be 
writes.  Tbcn  there  is  such  a  power  in  the  fitylc,  cxpreMiont  almoci 
like  Shakspeore — 'And  looked  round  on  tlicm  with  their  rv«lfiih 
eyes.* 

H. — The  expression  is  in  Shakspcare,  somewhere  in  J^ar. 

N. — The  line  I  repeated  is  in  Don  Juan.  I  do  not  mean  to 
vindicate  tbc  immorality  or  miranthropy  in  tlut  poem — perhaps  hit 
lameness  was  to  blame  for  this  defect— bot  surely  no  one  can  deny 
the  force,  the  tpirit  of  ii ;  and  there  ii  auch  a  fund  of  drollery 
mixed  up  with  the  lerious  lort.  Nobody  understood  the  tragi- 
comedy of  poetry  so  well.  People  find  fault  with  this  mixture  ia

H. — Beudet,  it  ii  alwayi  euic«t  to  defend  a  paradox  or  an 
opinion  you  don't  care  titriously  about.  I  would  sooner  (as  > 
matter  of  choice)  take  the  wrong  aide  than  the  right  in  any  argument. 
If  you  hare  a  thorough  conviction  on  any  point  and  good  grounda 
for  it,  you  have  aiudied  it  long,  and  the  real  reasons  have  sunk  into 
llie  mind ;  ao  that  what  you  can  recti  of  them  at  ■  sudden  tiiuli, 
accniH  unsati  a  factory  and  diiproportionate  to  the  confidence  of  youi 
belief  and  to  the  magiiterial  tone  you  are  ditpoied  to  aacume.  Even 
truth  in  a  matter  of  habit  and  professorship.  Rcaton  and  knowledge, 
when  at  their  height,  leiurn  into  a  kind  of  instinct.  We  uoderatond 
the  grammar  of  a  foreign  language  best,  though  we  do  not  speak  it 
so  well.  But  if  you  take  up  an  opinion  at  a  venture,  then  you  lay 
hold  of  whatever  excuac  cornea  within  your  teach,  instead  of  search' 
ing  about  for  and  bewildering  yourself  with  the  true  reaaont ;  and 
the  odds  are  that  the  arguments  thui  got  up  are  aa  good  as  those 
oopoaed  to  them.  In  fact,  the  more  lophinical  and  luperiicia]  an 
objection  to  a  received  or  well-conudcrcd  opinion  it,  the  more  we 
arc  staggered  and  teazcd  by  it ;  and  the  ttext  thing  is  to  low  our 
temper,  when  we  become  an  easy  prey  to  a  cool  and  disingenuou* 
adversary.  1  would  much  rather  (as  the  safest  side)  intitt  an 
Milton'*  pedantry  than  on  his  aublimity,  supposing  1  were  not  in 
the  company  of  very  good  judgcB.  A  lingle  stiff  or  olwcurc  line 
would  outweigh  a  whole  book  of  solemn  grandeur  in  the  mere 
flljjpaot  eocouoier  of  the  wits,  and,  in  genernl,  the  truth  aud  justice 
of  ihe  cause  you  espouse  is  rather  an  incumbrance  than  an  assittaace  | 
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nuifactioci  to  bk  tliat  poor  I g  it  ndoccA  w  hii  priMBtivc  coo- 

pv^UMo,  and  that  the  Mitam  of  corooM-coKbct  M  bager  rolU 
dowB  Hotbam  or  Oxford-vtreet  to  hu  diapct  Tlwy  oa^  netrr  to 
haw doec  *o,  o(  ibryongbttoceatiime  todo  w.

H. — 1   bclicTc  C is  sincere  in  what  he  says,  for  he  has 

[ircqucRily  cxprei«ed  the  lame  opinion  to  me. 

N. — That  might  be  bo,  tboagh  lie  took  great  care  not  to  let  me 
know  it.  People  would  often  more  williD{>ly  speak  well  of  you 
behind  your  buck  than  to  your  face  ;  theyare  afraid  either  of  sboclung 

four  modesty  or  gratifying  your  vanity.    That  vras  the  case  with . 
f  he  ever  wai  nrock  with  any  thing  t  did.  he  made  a  point  not  to 
let  me  lee  it :  he  treated  ii  lightly,  and  *aid  it  was  very  welt. 

H. — I  do  not  think  G '»  differing  with  you  was  any  proof  oif 

bis  opinion.  Like  most  authors,  he  has  tomethinnoftbc  schoolmatter 
about  him,  and  wishes  to  keep  up  an  air  of  autborily.  What  you  say 
may  be  very  well  (or  a  learner;  but  he  is  the  oracle.  You  muit  not 
•et  up  for  yourself;  and  to  keep  you  in  due  subordination,  he 
catcchiiso  and  conttadicu  from  mete  habit. 

N. — Human  nature  is  alway*  the  same.  It  was  no  with  Johnson 
and  Goldiraith.  I'hey  waula  allow  no  one  to  hare  any  merit  but 
theniielvirs.  The  reiy  attempt  was  a  piece  of  presumption,  acxl  a 
lresp:ii!i  upun  their  prinieged  right*.  1  temembcr  a  poem  that  cane 
out,  and  that  was  sent  to  Sir  Josbua :  bis  teTvant,  Ralph,  had 
initructioni  to  bring  it  in  just  after  dinner.  Goldtmkh  ptcsently  eot 
hold  of  it,  and  seemed  thrown  into  a  rage  before  he  had  read  a  bnc 
of  it.  He  then  said,  *  What  wretched  iiuff  is  here!  what  c — rsed 
nooKOK  tlui  is!'  and  kept  aJI  the  while  marking  the  pnsiagcs  with 
bis  thumb-nail,  as  if  he  would  cut  theni  in  pieces.  At  lait.  Sir 
Joshua,  who  was  provoked,  interfered,  and  said, '  Nay,  don't  spoil  my 
book,  however.'  Dr.  Johnson  looked  down  on  the  ren  of  the  world 
I  pigmict  ]  he  smiled  at  the  very  idea  that  any  one  should  set  up  for 

a  fmc  writer  but  hirateJf.     They  never  admitted  C as  one  of  the

N> — No;  ihcrr  <n*  a  prejudice  a}>aii)M  bin:  be  did  not  aomebow 
fall  into  the  train.  Ii  waa  the  tame  with  Vanbragh  in  Popc'a  time. 
They  nude  a  jc«  of  him,  and  eedeanmred  to  annoy  him  in  c^-cry 
poMiblc  way  %  be  waa  a  UmI  limp  for  no  reaaoo  m  the  world,  except 
that  he  WM  cleverer  than  tbry ;  that  ia,  could  bnild  honac«  and  write 
verae*  at  tbe  aame  time.  Tlicy  liuglied  at  hia  architecture ;  yet  it  i* 
certain  that  it  it  ()u>tc  atigtDa),  and  at  leaat  a  ((newiofl  whether  it  ii 
not  btanlijiil  ai  well  at  new.  He  waa  tbe  firat  wbo  umk  the  wiodow- 
fVanin  within  the  walli  of  howwi — they  projected  befbn :  he  did  it 
at  a  beauty,  but  it  bat  been  xincc  adopted  by  act  of  pculiamcnl  to 
prevent  fire.  Some  gentlenun  wai  aaking  me  about  the  impoeiqg 
Kvte  of  architecture  with  which  Vanbragh  had  decorated  the  top  « 
Blenbeim-houae  I  be  had  minaken  the  chimiKyi  for  an  order  of 
architecture,  an  that  what  la  an  eye-tore  in  all  other  boiklingii 
Vubnigh  hai  hod  the  ait  to  convert  into  an  ornament.  And  tben 
biawitl  'fhiol:  wbat  a  comedy  ii  the  Promtitd  Hudami'.  What 
a  aoope  aod  comprcbeanon  in  the  diaplay  ol'  tnannett  from  the  lugbctt 
to  the  loweM  t  It  was  esaier  to  write  an  epigram  on  Brtthrr  fan 
than  auch  a  play  aa  thia.  I  once  aaked  Richatdat  the  iceoe-paiateT, 
\riio  wai  {Nrrfcctly  used  to  tbe  Mage,  and  acquainted  with  all  tbe 
Odors  what  he  coniidcred  at  the  beat  play  in  the  Ungnage  *.  And  be 
UMwaed,  without  heaitation,  'flit  Journiy  lo  J.ondut. 

H. — I.orti  Fopfinglon  it  alio  hit,  if  he  wanted  tnpf«rttrt.  He  via 
la  the  same  rituation  as  Koueteau  with  rtapcct  to  the  wita  of  hi*  time, 
who  ttacca  all  hia  mitfortuoct  and  the  jealousy  that  pursued  him 
through  llTr  to  the  tucceat  of  the  Dtvin  du  ViSagi.  He  utd  Diderot 
and  the  rest  could  have  forgiven  bit  populaiiiy  at  an  uwthor,  but  tbey 
could  nut  bear  his  writing  an  opera. 

N..— If  you  belong  to  a  act,  you  muat  either  lead  or  follow  ;  you 
cannot  maintain  your  iedcpeDdcDCC.  Bnttic  did  very  well  with  tbe 
groat  ibiks  in  my  time,  becauie  he  looked  up  to  them,  and  he  excited 
no  uneasy  scnac  of  competition.  Indeed,  lie  managed  «o  well  that 
Sir  Joihua  flattered  bim  and  hit  hook  in  rc-lum  in  tbe  moat  elTectual 
manner.     In  hia  allegorical  portrait  <if  the  doctor,  he  iatrodnccd  the 
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iDgi:l  of  truth  cbauDg  away  tbc  tlemons  of  f^ilithood  nnd  impiety, 
wbo  bore  an  obvtoui  cncmblancc  to  Hume  .-tod  Voltsirc.  Thii 
brought  out  Goldimith'*  line  reproof  of  hit  frinid,  who  laid  that '  Sir 
Jothua  misbt  be  aihamcd  of  dcbMing  a  gcniu«  like  Voltaire  bclbrc  a 
man  like  Beattic,  whole  works  would  be  foigotitD  in  a  few  rearti 
whil«  Voltaire'a  fame  would  b«t  for  ever ! '  Sir  J.  R.  took  the 
deiif^n  of  thii  picture  from  one  of  a  urailar  subject  by  Tintoret,  now 
io  the  Royal  Collection  in  Kentington  Palace.  He  trnid  he  had  no 
intention  of  the  cart :  Hume  wa«  a  hroad-backcd  clumsy  ligure,  not 
»ery  like;  but  1  know  be  meant  Voltaire,  for  I  aaw  a  i-iench  medal 
of  him  lying  about  in  the  room.  Mn.  Bcstrie  alao  came  up  with  her 
husband  to  London.  I  recollect  her  uking  lor  'a  \Me  faurirr'  in 
her  bfuad  Scotch  way.  It  i*  like  Cibber'»  tniag.  Queen  Anne  at 
Nutiin;jhatn  when  he  was  a  boy,  and  all  he  could  remember  about  lier 
wan  her  liking  him  to  gitc  her  'a  glaw  of  wine  and  water.'  She 
wai  an  ordinary  character,  and  brlongcd  10  ibc  eta««  of  good  sort  of 
Mopie.  So  tbc  Margravine  of  Batcuth  describe)  the  Duchess  of 
Kendal,  who  was  mistress  to  George  i.  to  be  a  quiet  inoffensive 
character,  who  would  do  neither  good  nor  barm  to  any  body.  Did 
you  CT»r  read  bcr  Memain  i  Lord  !  what  an  account  she  gires  of 
the  Slate  of  manner*  at  the  old  court  of  Pruwia,  and  of  the  brutal 
deipotitm  and  cruelty  of  the  king !  She  wan  bii  daughter,  and  he 
uied  to  urikc  her,  and  drag  her  by  the  hair  of  her  head,  and  leave 
her  with  her  face  bi«^)ing,  and  often  »en»ct«s  on  the  floor  for  the 
nnallcM  trifles;  and  he  treated  her  broiber,  attci wards  Frederic  n. 
{and  to  whom  the  was  much  attached)  bo  better.  Thai  might  in  part 
McouDt  for  tbv  bardneVB  of  hii  character  at  a  later  period. 

H. — I  nippoie  Pruuia  wai  at  that  time  a  mere  petty  aiaie  or  wrt 
of  bye-CDurt,  ki  that  what  they  did  wa>  prrtiy  much  done  in  a  comer, 
and  they  were  not  afraid  of  being  talked  of  by  the  ic«t  of  Kuropr. 

N. — No ;  it  was  <|aiic  an  absolute  monarchy  with  all  the  pomp 
■nd  pretensions  of  ravereigoty.  Frederick  (the  father)  was  going,  on 
torae  occasion  when  he  was  diipleaiicd  with  him,  to  strike  our 
ambauador ;  but  this  conduct  was  retented  and  put  a  stop  to.  The 
Queen  (niter  to  Georse  u.  and  who  was  imprisoned  to  long  on  a 
tutpicion  of  conjugal  infidelity)  appear*  to  have  Seen  a  nolcnt-spiriled 
wi>man,  and  aUo  weak.  George  i.  could  Dever  learn  to  speak 
Mnglinb,  and  hin  succetsor,  George  ii.,  spoke  it  badly,  and  neither 
ever  felt  themsclve»  at  home  in  ibis  country ;  and  they  were  always 
going  over  to  Hanover,  where  they  (bund  themselves  lord*  and 
masters,  while  here,  though  they  had  been  tailed  so  much  highei, 
their  di;;nity  neier  tac  easy  upon  them.  They  did  not  know  what  to 
make  of  their  new  situation.

•  WbcB  1  firat  oiiie  to  the  ifM,  I  fouad  thu  they  had  fay  aaow 
mmia  tot  a  rope  with  one  rad  of  it  Gxed  to  the  ihip,  and  the  otbar 
wia  belli  by  ihc  people  on  thofe,  by  which  oieui  ibicy  coold  yield  a* 
the  >hip  awuiif;.  Upon  tliis  rupc  they  liad  got  a  ring,  whkh  they 
ocwid  1^  mraiM  uf  two  laaller  rojie*  draw  foewardi  aod  backward* 
from  the  tbip  to  tJie  thore  :  to  thii  ring  they  had  fixed  a  loop,  which 
each  man  Mt  uodcr  hii  arm ;  and  l^  tbit  oicaBi,  aad  hokliag  by  the 
riof:  with  hi*  baada.  he  aopportcd  himadf,  hanging  to  tbe  ring,  wUe 
be  wa*  drawn  to  the  thore  by  tbe  peojik  there ;  iiad  b  thi*  nuoaef 
1  law  a  great  Biaav  drawn  on  fhore.

*  I  obtcrred  with  tome  admiration  tbe  beharioor  of  a  Captain  of  a 
man-of-war,  who  teentcd  tnicreaied  in  the  bigheat  degree  for   the 
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Kifety  of  iliesc  poor  wtrtchta.  He  cxtrtcd  himaclf  uncomrnooly, 
and  directed  othen  wluu  lo  do  on  ihoic,  and  endeavoured  in  vain 
with  a  luge  upcukin^.-irumpet  to  make  himielf  hntd  by  thoee  on 
board  :  bat  finding  that  iwthing  conid  be  heard  but  the  roarin;;  of  the 
wind  and  ura,  he  ofTcred  any  body  lite  guincLi  in«iandy  who  would 
iulTcr  hinincli'  lo  be  drawn  on  boird  whh  inKmciion*  lo  them  what  to 
do.  And  when  he  found  that  nobody  would  accept  his  olfer,  be 
fTjve  ^a  iiiMancc  of  ilie  hi;;hcit  heroiim  :  for  he  fixed  the  rope  abont 
hiniii-lf  nnd  gave  the  tignal  to  be  liniwn  on  board.  He  h^  h» 
uniform  coat  on  and  hii  award  hanging  at  hit  lide.  i  have  doi  room 
10  drKrihc  the  particular! ;  but  there  was  lomething  grand  and 
intcruiing  in  the  thing :  for  ;ii  «oori  ai  ihcy  had  pulled  him  into  the 
wreck,  he  wa«  rcccired  wiih  three  vast  «hoiit«  by  (he  people  on 
bovd;  and  the«e  were  immediately  echoed  by  thoK  who  lined  the 
ihOTCi  the  f[arti son- walls  and  lower  hatieriet.  The  fini  thin;;  he  did 
WM  to  rig  out  two  other  topes  like  the  fir*t :  which  I  saw  him  moet 
active  in  doing  with  hit  own  hand*.  This  t^uickened  the  tiiauer  a 
good  deal,  ,-tnd  by  tJii*  time  two  large  open  row-boatu  were  arrired 
Irom  ihc  Dockyard, and  a  >loop had  with  difficulty  worked  out  from 
Piymouth-pool.

Upon  my  enquiry  who  this  gallant  officer  was, 
I  was  informed  that  it  was  Sir  iLdwatd  Pdltw,  whom  1  had  heard 
the  highe«t  character  of  befuic,  both  for  bravery  and  niercy. 

*  The  toldieri  were  falling  into  disorder  when  Sir  Eilward  weot 
on  board.  Many  of  them  were  drunk,  having  broke  into  the  cabtn 
and  got  at  the  li<iuor.  1  saw  him  beating  one  with  the  flat  of  bii 
broad-sword,  in  order  to  make  him  give  up  a  bundle  he  had  made  up 
of  plunder.  They  had  but  just  time  to  save  the  men,  before  the  ship 
wa«  nearly  under  water.  I  observed  a  poor  gout  and  a  dog  amongst 
the  crowd,  when  the  people  were  somewhat  thinned  away.  I  taw 
the  goat  marching  about  with  much  unconcern ;  but  the  dog  ahowed 
evident  anxiety,  Un  I  nw  him  mtetching  himi^elf  out  at  one  of  the 
pon-hoiet,  utanding  parly  upon  the  port  and  portly  upon  a  gun,  and 
looking  earnestly  towards  the  shote,  where  I  auppote  he  knew  hit 
master  was.

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abttract  or  ^rmoMUnblc  iniihe.  It  i«  rhcrc  the  bigotry  md  error 
begin.  Tbe  langusgo  of  uttc  and  rnoderittioa  it,  i  prtfir  lint,  ittaiut 
it  it  btil  U  me  I  the  liuigua;;e  of  dogmaiitim  inij  intolnaocc  ie,  Breamt 
I  prtftr  il,  il  u  itil  In  Utelf,  and  I  viiU  allow  no  out  eUt  to  ht  of  a 
J^trtat  opinion. 

N. — I  find  in  the  lout  conTertatioo  I  nwt  yoamalce  rae  in  admirer 
of  Fielding,  and  lo  I  am ;  but  1  lind  great  Tiuli  with  him  too.  I 
grant  he  is  one  of  those  wtiteri  that  1  remember  i  he  »tamp»  hi* 
charaaeri,  whether  good  or  badi  oa  the  reader'*  mind.     I'hia  i* 

more  than  1   caa  »ay  of  every   one.     For  instance,  when  G 

plagDct  me  about  my  not  bartDg  tuflicieni  admiration  of  W 'i 

poetry,  the  answer  1  give  i»,  th«  it  i>  not  my  fault,  for  I  have 
utterly  forgotten  it ;  it  »eemcd  to  me  like  the  ravelioa*  of  poetry. 
But  to  aay  nothing  of  Fielding'*  immorality,  and  hi4  fancying  him- 
telf  a  line  gentleman  io  the  mid«c  of  all  his  coarsencm,  he  ban  oAener 
deicribed  hi^t  than  tharatttr.  For  example,  SVnirm  is  no 
character ;  it  ia  merely  tbe  lasKusgei  manncri,  and  purtuitt  of  the 
country-«quire  of  that  day  ;  and  the  proof  of  thit  \»,  that  tberc  is  do 
'Squtrr  IVettrrn  now.  Manner)  and  cuitomi  wear  cnt,  but  character* 
last  forever.  I  remember  makitig  this  remark  to  Holcroft,  and  he 
aiked  me,  What  wai  tbe  ditference  i     Are  you  not  (urprited  at  that  i 

H, — Not  in  him.  If  you  mentioocd  the  word  tharaiter,  he 
•topped  you  ibort  by  saying,  that  it  was  merely  the  dilfcrcnce  of 
circumstaocei ;  or  if  yon  hinted  at  the  didcrence  of  natural  capacity, 
he  ^aid,  ■  Then,  Sir,  you  must  believe  ia  innaii  iJeai.'  He  sur- 
rendered hit  own  fceliogi  and  better  judgment  to  a  set  of  cant-phriMS, 
called  lie  mai!trn  philoiephj. 

N. — 1  need  not  explain  the  ditference  to  you.  Character  i*  the 
groundwork,  the  natural  ttamina  of  the  mind,  on  which  circumtiancet 
only  act.  You  sec  it  in  Si.  Giles's — there  are  characters  there  ibai 
ID  the  midst  of  filth,  and  vice,  and  ignorance,  retain  some  trace*  of 
thdr  original  goodness,  and  struj^gle  with  their  situation  to  the  last : 
as  io  St.  James's,  you  wtU  God  wretches  that  would  disgtaee  a 
halter.     GU  Bias  hat  character. 

H.' — I  thought  he  only  gave  profctrions  and  daises,  playera,  loot, 
men,  sharpeti,  couticuns,  but  not  the  individual,  as  f'ielding  often 
doci,  though  we  should  ttrip  Wtiirrn  of  hit  scarlet  huniingJress  and 
jockey  phrases.  There  ii  Spmre,  Bfifil,  Bltul  Grorxf,  J^"-  ft*- 
faJriit,  I'artom  Adami ;  and  a  still  greater  cluster  of  ilicin  in  the  one 
that  it  least  read,  the  ooble  peer,  the  lodging-house- keeper,  Mrt. 
Btnatt,  and  Colonti  Bath. 

N>— -You  mean  yfrnefta.  I  hare  not  read  that,  but  wilt  get  it.  I 
allow  in  part  what  you  *ay ;  but  io  tbe  best  there  is  somc&ing  too 
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local  aad  brloogiag  to  the  rime.  But  wtui  I  chiefly  object  to  b 
Fifiding  M  hit  oOBCek,  faU  cootcioataat  of  mhu  he  is  doingt  hi* 
cTMlwtiiie  recommcndxioa  aod  puffing  of  hit  ova  wit  aod  ragack)'. 
Hii  ioiroductory  cbapten  make  me  rick. 

H. — Why,  perhap*,  Fiddiog  i*  U  be  exciued  a*  a  diuippotmcd 
mas.  All  bit  tocceM  vu  bee  in  tiie,  lor  he  died  in  17  $4;  aod 
jMrpi  /faJrew  (the  ktK  work  of  hi*  (faai  wa*  popabr)  was  publkhtd 
in  1748.  Ail  the  frtt  of  hii  iiir  he  bad  bm  dnldging  for  the 
bookiclleT*,  or  bringing  out  unsucceMful  conxdie*.  He  probably 
anticipattd  (he  tame  remtlt  in  hii  ooveli.  and  wnbed  to  beapeak  the 
faroor  of  the  reader  bv  pouing  hin»e1f  too  much  fonnrd.  Hit 
preface*  are  like  Ben  JootoD's  pTolopnef,  a&d  from  the  ume  cana^ 
mortified  vxaKy  \  though  it  leema  odd  to  ny  to  ai  pretcnti  after  the 
run  hit  wticinp  hare  had )  bnt  he  could  iMt  foreice  that,  and  oaly 
liTcd  a  ihori  time  10  witaeia  ii. 

N. — I  can  bear  any  thing  but  lh«  cookiob*  look — it  ii  to  me  Uke 
the  lump  of  *ooi  in  the  broth,  Uat  ^mmU  the  whole  raea*.  FieUmg 
Wat  one  of  the  twaggerert. 

H. — But  he  had  much  to  boatt  of. 

N. — He  certainly  WM  not  idle  in  bit  time.  IdleocM  would  hire 
nuDcd  a  greater  man. 

H. — Then  jou  do  not  agree  to  a  maxim  I  have  MOietinNa  thougbt 
might  be  l^d  down,  that  do  ooe  tt  idle  who  can  do  any  thiag. 

N. — No,  certainly. 

H. — 1  conceire  it  may  be  lUuitrated  from  WiUoo,  wbo  wat 
charged  with  idlcncu,  and  who,  aitcr  painting  a  little,  u«e(I  10  t»j, 
M  »00D  u  any  friend  dropped  in,  '  Now  let  ut  go  tomewhere,' — 
meaning  to  the  alcbouir.  All  that  Wilton  could  do.  he  did,  and 
that  finely  too,  with  a  few  wctl-diipoted  maatet  and  tuoke*  of  the 
pencil  i  Init  he  could  not  lini«h,  or  he  would  hare  luid  witbia  all 
the  moroiag  to  work  up  liit  picture*  to  the  perfeciioa  of  Cbude'i. 
He  thought  it  better  to  go  to  the  alehoute  than  to  *poil  what  be  had 

already  done.     I  hate  in  my  own  mind  m.ide  thit  excu»c  for , 

that  he  could  only  make  a  firtc  (ketch,  and  wu  obliged  to  low  ihe

H. — !  do  not  know  that  he  could:  one  might  ny  that  sbere  it 
the  tame  abniptncst  and  crudity  in  hit  character  throughout,  10  hit 
oonveraatioD,  hit  walk,  and  look — great  force  aod  t^rit,  but  ndtber 
•oftncu  DOT  refinement. 
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N. — If  he  had  more  humility,  he  might  hare  torn  aJl  that  in  the 
works  of  oth«n,  antl  harr  ttrore  lo  imiutc  il. 

H. — What  I  mnn  it,  that  it  wa*  his  not  having  the  t*t\K  afihttt 
rdioemeru  in  himidf  that  creveotcd  hit  perceiving  (hem  in  other*,  or 
taking  paint  to  lupply  a  detect  to  which  he  wai  blind. 

N. — I  do  not  think  that  under  anjr  circumstancei  be  would  baTC 
made  a  Raphael.  But  your  rcaMoiog  goct  too  much  to  what  Dr. 
Johnaon  ridiculed  in  poetry — fiu  of  intpiration,  and  a  greater  flow  of 
ideas  in  the  autumn  than  the  ipring.  bir  Jo*hu>  used  to  work  at  all 
tiniea,  whether  he  was  in  the  humour  or  not. 

H. — And  ao  would  erety  one  else  wiih  his  niotivcs  and  ability  to 
excel.  Lawyer)  without  fees  are  accused  of  idleness,  but  ihi)  goa 
oiF  when  the  hricfn  pour  in. 

N. — Did  you  lec  the  new«paper  account*  of  the  election  of  the 
new  Pope  F  It  appears  that  nothing  could  exceed  hit  repugnance  to 
be  chosen.  He  begged  and  even  wept  to  be  let  off.  You  are  to 
consider,  he  is  an  old  man  labouring  under  a  moital  disease  [which 
it  one  circumstaoce  that  led  to  hin  elevation) — to  be  taken  from  the 
situation  of  Cardinal  (in  itself  a  very  enriable  one)  and  thrust  violently 
■nio  a  mat*  of  bucinest,  of  ^uettioni  and  cabal*  which  will  distract 
him,  and  where  he  can  get  no  thank*  and  may  incur  every  kind  of 
odium.  It  i»  true,  he  ha*  an  opportunity  of  making  the  fortune*  of 
his  family  ;  and  if  he  prefers  tliem  to  himself,  it  is  all  very  well,  but 
not  dac.  To  person*  of  a  restless  and  aspiring  turn  of  niind,  ambition 
and  graadeur  ate  very  fine  things,  boi  to  others  they,are  the  most 
intolerable  tax.  There  i*  our  own  King — there  is  no  conceiving  the 
puniEbment  that  those  proceisions  and  public  show-days  are  to  htni — 
and  then  as  to  all  the  pomp  and  glitter  that  we  so  much  admire,  it  is 
to  those  who  ate  accustomed  to  it  and  who  see  behind  the  curtain, 
like  so  much  cast-olf  rags  and  tinsel  or  Monmouth- street  linery.  They 
hold  it  in  tncoDceirabie  scorn,  and  yet  they  can  hardly  do  without  it, 
from  the  tbvery  of  habit.  Then  the  time  of  such  people  i*  ncrcr 
their  own — they  arc  always  performing  a  pari  (and  generally  a  forced 
and  irkiome  one)  in  what  no  way  intcrciu  or  concerns  them.  The 
late  King,  lo  whom  rank  wa*  a  real  drudgery,  nacd  to  stand  buried  in 
a  pile  of  papers,  so  that  you  could  not  sec  those  on  the  other  side  of 
the  table,  which  he  l>ad  merely  to  sign.  It  tt  no  wonder  king*  are 
■omctimcs  seen  to  retire  to  a  monastery  where  religion  Icarc*  this 
siyluni  open  to  them,  or  ate  glad  to  return  to  tbni  diaphetd's  crook 
again.  No  situation  can  b^t  of  complete  caie  or  Freedom;  and 
even  ibai  would  have  it*  di*adTantAgcik.  And  then  again,  look  at 
those  labourers  at  the  ton  of  the  hou*c  yonder,  working  from  niorti- 
ing  till  night,  and  exposed  to  atl  weathers  for  a  bire  pittance,  without

N It  t*  a  Lady  W s  you  have  heard  mc  tpeak  of  he»

<^i^ilc  quAlitici  boia  a  »ort  of  lutnral  nreogth  of  character.  She 
ha*  Bhown  the  greatest  feeling  and  firmoen  iinhed :  do  one  can  have 
more  iccdirrDeM  ia  her  domeMk  cconexioiw,  and  yet  ihc  ha*  borne 
the  loM  of  Mine  of  ihem  wiib  cxeiDplary  fortitude.  Perhapt,  the 
one  it  a  coiuei^ueflce  of  the  other;  for  where  the  attachnieM  or  even 
the  regret  ia  left,  all  b  oot  loit.  The  mbd  baa  atill  a  hak  to  connect 
it  with  the  bcloTcd  object.  She  hu  oo  lAectuioo  t  and  therefore 
yield*  to  unaToidable  circunutanoe*  aa  they  ariie.  IscooMilable  grief 
ia  often  mere  cant,  aod  a  trick  to  impoae  on  onrielTn  and  otben. 
People  of  any  teal  aircogth  of  character  axt  iddom  alTcctcd :  ihote 
who  haT«  not  the  clue  of  their  own  feeling*  to  goidc  ihenit  do  DOC 
know  what  to  do,  and  study  only  bow  <o  produce  aa  tSccu  I 
recollect  one  of  the  Mita  B— .,  Lord  Orford'a  bvcnrite*,  whom  I 
met  with  at  a  party  formeily,  unng  the  exptetdoo^' That  aeal  of 
mediocritv,  alfcctatioo  !  *     Ctan't  you  think  ihi>  itriking? 

H. — Vet  i  but  not  quite  free  from  the  ncc  it  detcribea. 

N. — Oh !  they  had  plcBty  of  that :  ihey  were  rcgdar  Uiemtimgt, 
I  aiaure  you ;  or  they  woold  not  hsTC  wea  m  entirely  lo  hia  lora- 
ihtp'a  tauci  wbo  wai  a  naighqp  coxcooib.  But  there  it  none  of  that 
in  the  penon  I  hut  been  ipeaking  of;  ihc  haa  rery  dclighttult  j^ieeli 
eaty  manner*. 

H. — That  i»  the  only  thing  I  envy  to  people  in  that  claM. 

N. — Bm  you  arc  not  to  mppoie  they  alt  hare  it :  it  it  only  thoae 
who  are  bora  with  it,  and  who  would  hare  hid  it  ia  a  1cm  degree  ia 
every  titoation  of  life.  Vulgarity  i*  the  growth  of  court*  as  well  aa 
of  toe  bovel.  We  may  be  deceived  by  a  certain  artificial  or  coo- 
ToHiooal  manDer  in  peraoD*  of  rank  and  faihioo  ;  but  they  tbemtelve* 
lec  plainly  enough  mto  the  natural  character.     I  remember  Lady 

W told  me,  a*  an  innance  to  thi«  purpose,  that  when  *be  waa  a 

^1,  she  and  bcr  licter  were  iotroJuced  at  court ;  and  it  waa  then  the 
bthioa  to  naad  in  a  circle,  aod  the  Qocen  came  round  and  «pokc  to 
the  ilifftttat  pcnona  it  tim.  I'hcrc  va*  *omc  high  lady  who  came 
In  dtet  them,  ud  puahcd  ndcly  into  the  circle  to  as  to  get  before 
tbem.  Bw  the  Qwen,  wbo  saw  the  circumKaBce,  went  up  and  spoke 
to  them  fiiH,  and  thea  [OMed  on  (as  a  jiu  puaiabinnt)  without 
taking  any  notice  whatever  of  the  forward  introoer.  I  forget  bow  it 
arow  the  other  day,  but  she  asked  me — '  Ptbt,  Mr.  Northcote,  i* 
Discretion  reckooed  one  of  the  cardinal  rinoca  ( '     *  No,'  I  said,  ■  it 
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Enough  wai  uid  in  hit  praite;  nod  I  do  not  bclierc  he  b  captiou. 
I  faocy  he  laiit  lir  rtugb  viSlh  iht  tmoolh.  1  did  not  well  know 
what  xa  do.  You  seemed  to  expreu  a  wJali  iliat  the  coovertationt 
nhould  proceed,  uid  yei  you  are  aurtled  at  particular  phrate*,  or 
I  would  hare  bioughc  you  what  I  had  done  to  (haw  you.  I  thought 
it  bent  10  take  my  chance  of  the  general  inipte*iion. 

N. — Why,  if  kept  to  be  pablithed  at  a  diaiy  after  my  death, 
they  might  do:  nobody  could  then  come  to  atk  mc  que«tion>  *bout 
them.  But  I  cannot  say  they  appear  tery  airikbg  to  me.  One 
reason  may  be.  what  1  observe  myself  cannot  be  »ery  new  to  me. 
If  other«  are  plea^d,  they  are  the  best  judgea.  It  •eema  very  odd 
that  you  who  ace  acquainted  with  lome  of  the  greatest  author*  of 
the  day  cannot  find  any  thing  of  cheiri  worth  tetiing  down. 

H. — That  by  no  means  picane-a  them,      I  underMand  G it 

angry  at  the  liberty  I  take  with  you.  He  it  quite  safe  in  this 
respect.  I  might  answer  him  much  in  the  manner  of  the  fellow 
in  the  Country  Girl  when  bU  friend  introduce*  hit  mittress  and  he 
salutes  her — 'Why,  I  suppose  if  I  were  to  introduce  my  grand- 
mother to  you ' — '  Sir,'  renlie*  the  other,  *  I  should  treat  bcr  with 
the  utmo«  respect.'     So  I  shall  neter  think  of  repeating  any  of 

C '«  convertationa.     My  indifTerccice  may  aiite  in  part,  as  you

many  other  questions ;  but  then  I  have  read  all  this  before  in  Hume 
or  other  writers,  and  I  am  »ery  little  edified,  because  I  have  myself 
had  access  to  the  tame  sources  that  he  has  drawn  from.  But  you, 
as  an  artist,  hnTc  been  pushed  into  an  intercourse  with  the  world 
U  well  as  an  observation  of  nature;  and  combine  a  sufRcient 
knowledge  of  general  subjca*  with  living  illuitrationa  of  thcni.  I 
do  not  like  the  conversation  of  mere  men  of  the  world  or  anecdote- 
mongers,  for  there  i*  notliinn  to  bind  it  together,  and  the  other  sort 
i*  pedantic  and  tiresome  from  repetition,  so  that  there  is  nobody  but 
you  I  can  come  to. 

N. — You  do  not  go  enough  into  society,  or  yon  would  be  cored 
of  what  I  cannot  help  regarding  as  s  whim.  You  would  tliere  find 
many  people  of  tense  and  iofomiaiion  who*e  names  you  never  heard 
of.  It  it  not  thoie  who  have  made  moat  noiie  in  the  world  who 
are  persons  of  the  greatest  general  capacity.  It  ia  the  making  the 
rootl  of  a  little,  or  the  being  determined  to  get  before  olhera  in  some 
one  thing  (perhaps  for  want  of  other  lecommendaiiona)  that  bringa 
men  into  notice.  Individuals  gain  a  reputation  as  they  make  a 
ibnune,  by  application  and  by  having  set  their  minds  upon  it.  But 
you  have  tet  out  (tike  other  people  brought  up  among  books)  with 
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nor  ihosld  1  obiECt  to  paMiag  bmm  ONT  yiii.  Till  I  ana  rwtmf, 
I  Ittd  DO  idea  <tt  an;  tluDg  bit  beoka,  and  iheogbi  rrerj  thing  Hk 
wai  wurthkM  sad  mrchMkal.  Tbe  havtDK  to  Mudjr  paintw^  aboat 
ihia  time,  and  tiikduix  the  diAculDM  and  b»>bc«  ii  onioldcd,  e{xned 
a  new  field  to  me,  and  I  begu  to  eoadwlF  ib»  tkcic  migfac  be  i 
ntunber  of  *  other  tfabg*  bMwteii  beaten  and  earth  that  were  aeva 

dream  of  in  mjr  pltilocopby.'     A«k  G ,  or  taj  other  litnarj 

OBn  who  ha*  oc^n  bceo  takcc  out  of  the  Icadiog-rtnagt  of  ti'M^ftfc 
asd  jroa  will  pcrceiic  that  tbey   hold  for  a  tcttlod   truth  (b«t  At 

«u*er*e  it  built  of  word*.     C- hat  no  intcrcit  bat   b   Btcrarr 

fame,  of  which  he  i*  a  worihipper :  be  camot  bttien  that  aey  ck 
it  clever,  ot  hat  even  oonmoD  tenae,  who  haa  not  written  a  book. 
If  yon  calk  to  him  of  Iialiao  citie*,  where  great  poeta  and  patriot* 
ItTcd,  be  heaTct  a  Rgh ;  and  if  I  were  poMcMed  of  a  fixtuna,  be 
■houtd  go  and  Tiiit  the  boMe  where  Galileo  liTcd  or  the  iD*«r 
whrrc  Ueoliao  wsa  impriioiKd.
